ACCOUNT OF THE CHRISTMAS FESTiVITIES AT FONTHELL. 
(by a correspondent who wa^ present.) 

S EVERAL of the firft artifts in thC' imblc fpecimen of Gothic arcbite6lur§ 
^ kir.gdcni, whole talents, in their dif- now erefting at Fcnthill, being at prefent 
ferent branches, have been emraijed tor there to pats the Chriftmas holidays, Mr. 
the plans and ornaments of an" abbey, a 5cc]^fcid chof^ this occafipn to give an

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etttmaifjment ta the numerous bpdy of 
daily workmen who have been, and' will 
)ong be, employed on this edifice, or on 
the grounds and plantations where it is 
-lituated, 

On Friday, Jan. 6, being Twelfth Day, 
the feaft was given without doois ; but 
fo far was it from being confined to the 
Workmen juft mentioned, wh^ amount 
to upwards of three hundred, that the 
poor in general of the two FoniliiJls, of 
the fewnof Hindon, and many othcr^oor 
perfons of the neighbourhood, all together 
near one thouiand, received tickets to 
partake of it j not to nieiuion that bread 
Itrong beer were provided for ten 
thoufand ofi^the multitude of ftrangers, 
who were admitted into the park as Ipec- 
tators of the entertainment. The din- 
^ner, to the pcrlons invited, conlifted of 
an ox, and ten /heep,roafted whole. A very 
large Iquare tent, or booth, coved in tfie 
roof, and covered with canvafs, having 
leven long parallel tables, each receiving 
one hundred perfons, was creeled' on the 
lawn, before the North front of the 
houfe, for the purpoic of the dinner. At a 
proper diftance, on one fide of this capa- 
cious booth, a confiderable lengtli of bi Ick 
wall, to luppertthe neceftdry iron ranges, 
was reared lor the occafion. Eleven great 
flics which fupplied them, partly for the 
•’purpoicof roafting the meat, and partly 
that of wanning the air, may be imagined 
to have had* a ft ri king effeCl in the coup 
On theopptdile iide of the booth, 
and in fnart of the home, a portion of 
ground was fenced out, within which 
was pitched a Tiirkifti tent, for the re- 
ception of Mr. Beckford, and a large 
company of ladies and gentlemen, in 
the area, between this apd the dinner- 
tent, two bonfires wtre lighted, and, at 
due diftances from each, were placed two 
femicircular tables, to receive a number 
of children at dinner, chiefly belonging 
to the penbns feated in the grand bo^th. 
Betwixt the bonfires fufficient- fpace was 
l^ft for the exhibition of feveral of |he 
rural fports with which the company 
were entertained both before and after 
dinner. Prizes were given to' the beft 
wreftlers, runners, players at fingle flick, 
and thofe who excelled in various other 
performances o The game of foot-ball, 
orvan open part of the lawn betwixt the 
icene already deferibed and? the lake^ 
affordec^ admirable diverfion. This en- 
gaged not only the two parties concerned 
in the match, but put ten thouiand fpe6la- 
tors, chiefly conlifting of the p^afantiy 
of lexes, ki motion, all in lugfi glee 


at the dift’erent turns of the gtime, and 
yet without riot, or ai^ other diibrder . 
than a lively and continual change of 
place. This diverfion formed to thole 
w^ beheld it from high ground at feme 
diftance, taking in the occafional feenery^ 
combined with the views of the houft, its 
lurrcunding hills, woods and water, a fpec- 
. tacle altogether of Angular intcreft, and, 
indeed, c^' curiofity.The bonfires and all tjtio 
dthers, which remained burjiing all night, 
with their flames and long-wreathed co- 
lumns of differently coloured fmoke rtfing 
among the lofty firs and unleaved oaks in 
the neighbourhood of the tent, ftiU 
crouded by a Ihouting paultitiide^ dimly 
feen dancing round them, dilplayed to. 
fpe^lators in the houfe an effect equally 
m§iii efque and uncommon . Many gen- 
tlemen of the county, the Mayor, the 
Corporation, and other gentlemen of the 
city of Salifbury, having cxprelfed a de- 
fire to pay their refne^ts to Mr. Beck- 
ford on this occafion, a fnperb dinner, in 
ti^e old ftile of baronial h' I'pitality, was 
ferved in the Gieciai) hall, which, with 
the colonades and paff’gts leading to it, 
was beautifully iiluniinated. A chofen 
band o*s vocal and iiiftrumenlal mufic en- 
tertained the company daring the whole 
evening, and the greatclt gv)od -humour 
and hilarity- prevailed beyond the earlieft 
hours of the manning. The collection 
of fongs, catches, and glees, prepared 
by Mr. Corfe, and printed for tne occa- 
fivUi, that book^ might be ditirihnted to 
the whole company, was jiidiciotifly 
m.ade, and, the execution of them dia 
equal credit to his tafte and that of 
Salilbury choir. The effe^l: of fome of 
the choiuH^s, pryticularly that cf God 
fa^jj the KiKg, accompanied as thtyr 
were by the organ, and the full band of 
military inftruments, and thefe joinai by 
hundreds of voices in the hall, and in tha 
apartments contiguous, wfith thofe of 
perforts who filled the colonades and 
lurrounded the houie, was inconceivably 
grand, and exi"‘ted in the minds of many 
of the compaisy a lively recoIleiSlion ojp 
the firft performances of Weftminfter^ 
Abbey.

On the fame day, •Mr, *Beckford's 
todelmcn, tenants, andfeveral other par- 
ties, dined in ditferent apartments of the 
houic^ and the v'holc number entertained 
within doors, including his own family, 
amounted, at lead, to four hundred per- 
fons. The whole entertainment on 
Twelfth-day (not to notic^^thofe which 
commenced with Chriftraas) was charac- 
terifed by that good order, piflurefque 
arrangement, holpitality, and magnifi- 


cence, which have on fcvcral occafions * 
been witnefled at FonthiU. 

The joy, gratitude, and contentment, 
exprelTed by repetted acclamations from 
fuch a multitude of the pealantry as af- 
lembJed on the lawn, their neat appear- 
ance, and, above all, their orderly con- 
duct throughout the day, were circum- 
• dances, in thefe times, highly to their 
credit, and ferve to Ihew the vaft influence 
which gehtlemen of foftunc and benefi- 
cent mljmfitions, refidin^ on their eftates 
in the country, can ftill maintain, in op- 
pofition to the effefls of more modern 
nabits and falhionable life, which, totally 
eftranging the higher from the lower 
ranks of Ibciety, tend to increafe the hard- 
fliips and difeontents of the latter, and, 
in their confcquences, to hallcn that le- 
velling and confufion of all orders, which 
the higher ranks are fo peculiarly inte- 
relfed, by their bell exertions, to avert. 

Wc cannot clofe this account without 
mentioning, wliai we have learnt on goex.! 
authority, that the Chriftmas feftivities of 
Fonthill, which appear to have been con- 
du6led with inch extraordinary hofpita- 
lity, were begun by a£ls of thtmoll fub- 
flantial charity ; Mr. Beckford having 
ordered two hundred blankets to be dif- 
tributed among the poor families of both 
the Fonthills, with a load of fuel to each i 
of them, hefidcs confiderable Aims of mo- 
ney to the indigent of his own and other 
neighbouring parilhee. 

As fome intcrefting circumflances re- * 
lative to Fonthill, and the works which 
have been carrying on there for thefe lalt 
fixteen years, are little known to tht: pub- 
lic, much the fineft parts of the place be- 
ing never Ihcwn but to Mr. Beckford's 
particular friends, and the primary mo- 
tives of thefe great projc^ls being little 
underltood, w’-e hope to be able, in ouv 
next, to gratify our readers, through the 
fame channel by which we have pro- 
cured the above account, with a commii- 
nif ation of feme particulars, which will, 
peiViaps, be thought more valuable, as 
they arc of a lefs temporary nature than 
thofe we have now prefented.

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views of aggrandising the Crown. 1 
lhali requclt the excrcifc of your ufual 
impartiality in permitting me to vindi- 
cate the memgry of this long perfecuted 
Archbiihop* 

The ftate of Trinity College, Dub- 
lin, at that time will be found, to 
him who will give hlmfelf the trouble of 
making the necelfary inquiry,' ve^ 
wretched and contemptible indeed : It 
could fcarcely produce a fcholar fit to 
take upon him tl^ charge of a« country 
pariflijand hence A rchbiihopUlhtr, anil the 
other Prelates of that Univerfity, in their 
letters to the Englilh Divines, were al- 
ways importunate with them to ufe their 
intereft in fending Minifters to Ireland. 
While the Church was in fuch a condi- 
tion, it is not to be wondered at, that 
the old fuperftition fliould generally pre- 
vail. It is a matter that delerves Ibme 
confideration, whether the impoverifhing 
of the Church by alienating its polTeflions 
to the laity, did not throw very powerful 
obftacles in the progrefs of the Reforma- 
tion 5 and afterwards, when feme great 
men endeavoured to regain them, did not 
prove an advantage to thole who were 
bent on deploying both Church and 
State ? But to return to our immediate 
fubje^, the Archbifliop viewed the con, 
dition of the Irifh Church with deep 
concern, and, therefore, fet about the 
'necelTary work of reformation j and fo 


fuccersful was he therein, that in a few 
years the Proteftant Clergy were put 
upon a refpe6lable footing. Archbimop 
Uiher, knowing the weight of'his indiu 
ence, and the ftrength of hi^ zeal« pro- 
cured him to be ele6Ied Chancellor of tho 
Univerfity 5 bftt that fociety was always 
in a Itate of diftra^Iion, and was perpe- 
tually giving the Primate caufe of vexa- 
tion. The ele^lion of a Provoft never 
failed felting the College in a flame, and 
fherefofe it^as, that iVrchbilhop Uflier 
concurred with our prelate in the 
then lalutary mealurc or removing the 
deflion out of the hands of the fellows^ 
Belides there was another reafon for this 
ffep, and that was the ggreat aniLpredo- 
minating fway which Roman Catha-* 
lies had in Dublin, and the danger which 
t^pce threatened this Proteltant ieminary* 
Arciibifliop Laud had no other views 
in aggrandizing the monarch than to le- 
cure thereby the interefts of learning and 
religion. Simply to aggrandize his So- 
vereign was never his objeft 5 and in ail 
the great and trying circumftances of kis 
pUDlic life, no fupport will be found for 
this injudicious aUertlon. A fuller view 
of his life and chara^er, however, will 
foon appear, from which, I truft, it will 
befeen that his zeal was diliuterefted, his 
motive upright, and his principles pure 
and conllitutional.

AN ACCOUNT OF SIMON OCKLEY, 

ARABIC FROFESbOR AT CAMBRIDGE. 


OlMON OCKLEY, an eminent Orien- 
^ talift, was of a gpntjeiman’s family 
at Great Ellingham in Norfolk, where 
his father lived ; but was born acci- 
dentally at Exeter in 1678. After a, 
proper foyndsftion in fchool-Iearning he 
was fent in 1693 to Queen's College in 
Cambridge, where he loon diltinguillicd 
himfelf by great quicknefs of parts, as 
well as by (what do not flways accom- 
pany them) intenfc application to Litera- 
ture; to the Orientdi Languages more 
particularly, for his uncommon (kill in 
*-* 4 thich he afterwards became famous. 
He took at the^ufu^ tHnes the degrees 
in Arts, and that of Bachelor in Divinity, 
Having taken holy orders alfo, he was 
in 1705, through the intyelt of Simon 
Patrick, Bifhop of Ely, prelented by 
Jefus College, in Cambridge, t* the 
Vicarage ot Swavefey in that county; 
aad in 1711 choltn Arabic Pi ofeflTor of 
the Uni; Cl ft ty. Thdc pr^UTUitwU he 


held to the day of his death, which hap. 
pened at Swavefey the 9th of Augull, 
17x0; immaturely to himfelf, but more 
fo to his family. 

Ockicy had the culture of Oriental 
learning very much at heart; and the fe- 
veral publications which he made were 
intended folely to promote it. In 1706 
he printed at Cambridge an ufeful little 
b^ok, entitled, In/roc/u^io ad Imguas 
Orkntales, in qua its difcendis via muni^ 
iur, et eatiim u/us oflenditur.

** People imagine, that it is only undcrftanding Arabic, and then tranflating a book out 
> of it, and there is an end of the ftory : but it ever learning revives among us, pofterity 
Will judge better. This work of mine (in another way) is almoft of as different a natute 
from tranllating out of the Greek or Latin, as tranflating a Poet from one langdage to 
another is different from profe. One comfoit I have, that ths authors I am' concerned with 
are very good in their kiod, an^ afford me plenty of materials, which will clear up a great 
many miftakes of modtTn Travellers, who paffing through the Ealtern countries, without 
the tteceflary knowledge of the hiftory and ancient cu Items of the Mahometans, pick up 
little pieces of ^adition from the prefent inhabitants, and deliver them as obfcurely as they 
receive them. One thing pleafes me much, that we fhall give a very particular account of 
All and Hofein, who arc reckoned Saints by the I'erfians, and whofe names you muft have 
met with both in Heibert and Tavernier ; for the fdke of whom there remains that impla- 
cable andlrreconcileable hatred between the Turks and Peifians to this very day, which you 
may look for in vain in all the Engl fh books thai have hitherto appeared. It would be a 
great iati8fa£l:ion to me, if the author I have were complete m all his volumes, that I might

In 
his Inaugural Oration, printed in 17 ii, 
he calls fortune ^jenefica et novercal and 
fpeaks of 97 inr daces cw'^ as things long 
' familiar to him : and in December 1717 
we find him aaihtlly under confinement j 
for, in the introduftion to the fecond 
volume of his Saracenical Hiltory, he 
not only tells us ^b, but ftoically dates 
from Cambridge Cali Je * . 

What are we to think of our learned 
Profelibr? Shall we fay of him as Seneca 
laid of Socrates, that « by entering a 
prifon he took ignominy from the place j 
and that no place could leem a piilbn, 
when fuch a man was in it f > We will 
not foar fo high. We will only obierve, 
that, being married veiy young, he was 
encumbered with a family early in life j 
th^ his preferment in the church was 
not anlwerable to his reputation as a 
fcholar j that his patron, fhe Karl of Ox- 
ford, fell into dilgrace when he wanted 
'bimmoHj and Liftly (tor we mutt not 
omit to note it) that he had lome flir.re of 
that common Infirmity among the learned, 
viz. a negYeft of ccconomy, and want of 
prudential reg.^rd to outward things ; 
without which, however, all the wit and 
all the leai’ning in the world will but 
ferve to render a man themoie milerable. 

As to his litciary chai after, which is 
the chief point we have to do with, 
.it is certain that he was extremely well 
Ikilled in all the ancient languages, and 
particularly the Oriental; fo that the 
very learned Rclar.d J thought it not too 
much to declare, that he was vir, fi qms 
aims hatufn Ixtiraftm pniius* He was 
Jikewife very knowing in modern lan- 
guages, as the French, Spanitti, Italian, 
&c. and upon the whole, ccnfidercd as a 


Lmguitt, we may prefume that few harei, 
exceeded him.

* The day after Mr. Ockley’s Rleftioiy 
to the Arabic Profett'oiftxip, he wrote the 
following letter to the Lord Treafurcr 
H^trley, Bail of Oxford, to' whom he wa» 
Chaplain : 

“ My L(A*d, Next the honour which 
I derive frAn yeur LortHliip, I have juft 
realon to prize that which the Head* of 
our Univei lity egnferred upon me yetter- 
day, in chuling me Arabic Profefi'or in 
the room of Dr. Wright, my late de- 
cealed predecettbr. I had x\§ competitor, 
neither was there the Icaft divifion among 
the Eieftors. I thought it my duty to 
actjujiiy: your Lordtfiip with it, which 
will 1 hope excufe the impertinence of 
interrupting your Lordfliip'* more 
weighty attairs. The falary is but 40I.

The Queen, who was quick to 
fpy out thofe irregularities, immediately 
aiked who he was ? and how he prefumed 
to appear before her in undrefs ? Being 
told, and nn apology made for his not 
knowing the etiquette of the Court, flie 
faid, it did not ^nify, he mult be told 
jt $ for, if ffiefuitered this indignity, /he 
fuppofed /he might foon expert to fee 
all her officers come to court in boots and 
fpwrs.

GEORGE the FIRST.

Lord Town/htnd, who was Secrctaiy 
of State at that time, in one of his con-» 
vivial moments with the King /hewed 
him this letter, and u/ked him what hit 
Majefty^ould direftto be done with fuch 
a fellow? “ Poh ! poh !” fays the King, 
there can be little harm in a man who 
writes fo plealantly ; I'Jl tell you what 
you /hall dot let him know I am wil- 
ling to make a drawn battle of it~lo 
that, if he fcts me alone, he may depend 
upon it I /hall do the fame by him.'* 

It was very fortunate for George the 
Fir/f, and, indeed, for the happinefs of 
his fubjefls, that, at fo critical a period 
of his coming to the throne of thefe 
realms, the politics of France ftood in 
the relative fituation that they did.

As a 
Soldier, we follow him Vith ciilfculfy

groes with jierievering bravery and nki- 
mate fiiccets, in ipite of the diinculties 
of cold and hun^r,' a favage foe,^and a 
peftilential climate. 

As an Artifi, Capt, Stedman employs 
every leifure houi of his trayels, and eve- 
ry vacant page of his book, in a delcrtp- 
tion and delineation of ibme curious ani- 
mal or plant ; of fome American feene, 
either of perfons or of country, rccom- 
ruended by its beauty or its fingularity. 


Mr. Stedman, 4 is a Naturalift, is fome- 
times deficient in verbal accuracy} whicl^ 
may be readily excufed in a writer whole 
occupations could hardly have affonled 
him opportunity for fcientific precifion jp 
but his reprdentations on paper are, for 
the molt part, exa6t, and uncommonly 
animated and chara^tei iltic. 

On the fubje6t of the condition of the 
negroes who cultivate the plantations of 
Surinam, one might luppofe our author, 
from fome pait of his >vork, to br a can- 
did and impartial witnels. If lb, the 
lionilde inltances of cruelty, which he 
nnriateswiih dreadful minutenels, would 
dil’pole every real friend to .mankind to 
reprobate, in the molt decided manner, 
both the Slave-trade and its votaries. 
Some of the examples of lavage feverity 
which he records, lie beheld himleJf j and 
of tilde tlK* rel'pc^t we are dilpofed toi. 
cLUiiain for his veracity will not permil; 
us to doubt J but fevenU cafes he relates 
from the report orofhwS'j and, perhaps, 
a Iccret prejudice' againtt the chaia6ler of* 
the planters and thetr dgents might in* 
dine him to fui'pe6t 'thdr' guilt, where the 
proof of its exlllence was incomplete. 

We have formed this judgment 4 rom 
oblerving the apparent complacency with 
which Capt. Stedman dilates 011 every 
atrocious clrcumltance employed yto ag- 
gravate and enhance the lutferings of the 
milcrrible negroes. If he has luppofed 
tliar,%y theic irnmns, ht j|puld aughient

tile inttreft^f hh w«rk, we fear he has 
fjtade, in this inlhJice^ a wrong conclu- 
iioij. Moft of his readers will prcbablv 
he at length wearied and d ignited wdtn 
a j^idurc, too frequently ‘exhibited, of 
/hocking, incortceivable, and gratuitous 
bai'barity. ^ ’Why this lyltcm of ;:ccumu- 
lated honors (lieu Id continue to be in- 
led on a wretched race, when, by the 
acknowledgiTMrut of the planters Inem- 
lelves, it is wholly irilftVchial as teP all 
the latlonal pur])ole8 ftf punillmient, be^ 
ing derided by the ftoiraf contempt of the 
iiitre])id .liifllrer, and exciting little fo- 
licitude in the minds of his fhoughilel’s 
aifc>emtes, it U iilelefs to enquire ; and 
wJiat no reafonable perlbn would do, or 
permit, the mind does not willingly be- 
lieve can very often take place. The 
love of the maiveilous, too, and the tre- 
mendous, is fo prcl^alent in the human 
brcalf , that we now and then find it en- 
couraging the fentiment, when there is 
not an adequate object to excite it. 

For thele realbns the reader will perufe 
the narrative of the futferings and pu- 
nifhments of the negro llaves at Surinam 
with Ibme gi alns of allowance fur par- 
donable partiality, and a tondnefs for 
thewondeiluland the uncommon. Jultice, 
however, calls upon us to dtclaie, that 
cv. Stedman fjieaks on the gicat qud- 
tion of the Slave-trade with candour and 
philolbphical modenuion j and, thinking 
It wrong and reprchenfible on tlie whole, 
is fully aware of the mifehiefs that would 
probably eniue from its ‘premature and 
iudden abolition. On this topic our au- 
thor is very eloquent and .argumentative, 
though his reafonings /do not entirely 
•orreljpond with what 'he delivers in other 
parts of his book on the lame lubjc£f , 

The firft Chapters of this work are 
employed in deiciibingj oair author’s 
voyage to South Amc rica, and in relating 
the hiltory of the colony at Surinam,

a defideratum to ftudents j a work 

which communicates the important difeo- 
veries in natural knowledge in an enter- 
taining manner, and which prelents to 
general readers an eafy explanation ol' tw' 
mod curious phenomena which conti- 
nually fall under the obiervation ot man- 
kind. To acquire fuch information is 
not only agreeable, but profitable, as by 
(hewing the connexion, utility, and mu- 
tual dependance of the works ot the Cre- 
ator, it converts idle wonder into devout 
admiration, and -raifts an impregnable 
bulwark againd the afl’aults of atheifm. 

Dr. G. commences his work with a 
general account of the properties ot mat- 
ter, andcondudes the Fird Book with the 
fubjefl of magnet ifm . In the Second Book 
the nature and properties of that a6tive 
and univerfal agent, heat, or fire, are 
confidered. After giving a hidory of 
opinions and difeoveries, both ancient 
and modern, with refpe^t to fire, he com- 
pletes the fubje^ by a full account of the 
doftrines by which Dr. Black of Edin- 
burgh hasdcfervcdly gained lb much re- 
putation. In the Third Book the difeo- 
veries relative to light and colours are ^ 
brought down to tlw prefent time. In 
explaining the law| of vifion, the eye is 
confidered as an optical indronleiit, which 
gives occalion to remark fuch deftfts in 
that organ as may be relieved by glalfes. 
The druffure of the various forts of mi- 
crolcopes and teleftopes is confidered, 
and the principles are* explained on which 
thefc inftfuments are capable of improv- 
ing lb wofiderfttUy the powers of vifion. 
This book contains many pleafing rela- 
tions refpefting the more |frlking phe- 
nomena of light and colours. The Ibb- 
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je6f of optics is treated with accuracy 
and ability, but in feme parts will prove 
rather unintereding to perfons jiot ac- 
quainted with the matnematics, Tlie 
Fourth Book treats of eleftricity and 
eleftrical phenomena, thunder and light- 
ning, f^ateripouts, meteors, the aurora bo- 
reaus, &c. The Fifth Book relates to air,' 
and is particularly important. 

On the dilcovcries which have been 
made withi%fpeft to the properties of the 
cladic fluids principally depend thofe 
vad impr^ements in chemical and phi- 
lofophical knowledge which have for lorne 
years pad fomuch engaged llu^attent ion- 
of Icit'ntific men. We have no hefitation 
in faying that the work before us con- 
tains the bed account of the different fpe- 
cies of air which has yet been prefented 
to the public. In this book are included 
th?* elarticity and weight of the atmo- 
fphere, with Lhei|; more remnrkable effeft s, 
the nature of foudU, the caufes of 
winds, and the atmofpherical phenomena} 
together with an account of the prognof- 
tics of the weather, as far a% they have 
been afeertained. It allb explains the 
principles on which balloons afeend into 
the higher regions of the atmofphere. 

Minerals are Ae fubjeft of the Sixth 
Book, which leads to the dru61ure ol the . 
earth, and the driking cffe^ls ot voica- ' 
uoes and earthquakes. In this part of 
tlw work' the new chemical doifrines are 
better apjjied in expiaiiitffg the changes 
which mineral fubdances undergo than 
we have yet feen. Water is the fubjeft'* 
of the Seventh Book, and from the vari- 
ous dates and ciinrumdances in w^hich it ' 
is found, forms an intcreding fubjefl 
of enquiry. The Eighth Book treats,

acknowledges hitnfelf indebted to Br. 
Belcher, orMaidftonc, treats of the ftruc- 
ture and functions of animals . Tne ana- 
'tomical part is accurate, but in fome 
parrs more minute, than, perhaps, the 

{ )lan of the work i:pquired. The phvfio- 
ogy is entertaining, and might navef 
been prolonged witn advantage. The 
Tenth and lail book gives a ^conclfe and 
judicious view of the human mind. That 
theDc^lor has not embraced the pernicious 
tenets of what is called the New Philofo- 
phy, will appear from the fcllcwing ex* 
tra^l :

** On any queftion of ierlous importance, 
analogical realbning Ihould be admitted 
with the utmoft caution 5 and yet a fenle- 
lefs and puerile analogy has been called ill 
to the aid of an argument, which cannot 
be fii^morted by poutive proof. Motive 
and aaion in morals, have been collar- 
ed to caufe and effeft in phyfics J . That 
fome motive in the mind precedes every 
human a^Vion is certain, and thus far the 
analogy is juft } but the motive may as* 
well be in the will itfelf, as the mere re- 
fult of any external caufe. If, indeed, 
the analogy was true in all its parts, a 
human being would be altogether as fub- 
je6l to the laws of inert matter as a block 
of mwble or of wood. Whatever

|f the divine laws are thus outraged 
by the prcpoftcrous hypothefi.s of a fatal 
neceffity, human laws, I fear, will not 
ftand upon a mtlch finner foundation. 
To punifh any criminal for an error 
which he could not avoid, is certainly 
not only cruel, but wicked in the ex- 
treme ; and yet fuch muft be the cafe,* if 
tjiedo^lrine of the fatalifts is true 

^ On the whole, it is the part of true 
philofophy to avoid eqvally the dangerous 
extremes of an arrogant dogmatifm, which 
profefles, like the ignorant opponents of 
Socrates, to know every thing, and of 
that perplexing fcepticifm which would 
deprive the human underftanclingof capa- 
city and intelligence. As finite beings, 
many fails are nccefiarily placed beyond 
the reach of onr refearches. They arc 
neither I’uited to our faculties, nor our 
jituation in this life ; and where we have 
no balls of fail on which tc reifon, error 
will generally be the conllquence of our 
indulging in vifionary fpeculations. , 
confole us for this deficiency, we 
may ftill remark, with fatisfailion and 
gratitude, that if much is concealed, 
much alfo is known. There is an im- 
menfe fund of prailical knowledge per 
feilly within the grafp of our faculties. 
There is fcarcely any human I’clence, which, 
to know it well, is not fulficicnt to em- 
ploy the molt protrailed exiftence of man. 

It will be more confident with happinci's, 
as well as with modefty, to acquaint our- 
lelves with thefe, before we launch into 
the unfathomable abyl’s of metaphyfical 
fpeculation j nor, Indeed, can any thing 
be moredifgufting, than to hear a loqua*'

^T'HIS little work profelTcs a great deal, 
and, what is not very frequent in 
human concerns, it performs more than 
it profelTes. To horeigjurs^ a pocket 
-volumr which conveys faithful and ready 
information mud be a very valuable 
companion ; and the younger clafs of 
ftudents neither require nor delight in a 
Voluminous book. All fuch pcrlbns 
^ilffind in this minute manual a brief, 
bul®ifEcIently clear explanation of mod 
of the words in the Englilh language ; 
and the various founds and effeCts of all 
the vowels as inlerted in woids being 
placed at the head of every page, the 
mode of pronouncing adopted by the 
better educated clafles of natives may be 
with fudicient precillon. To 
facilitate this objeCl dill faither, in the 
DiCf ionary •lieforc us, as in Mr. SheU’^ 
to the genuine orthography of 
each term, is annexed another mode of 
Ipclling it, which leacbeG exaCfly, oj? 
approaelfcs vert nearly 19 the true pro- 


nunciation. In this particular the pre- 
ll-nt work may expeifed to furpals its 
predcccffoi, both bccaiTle falhion is mak- 
ing perpetual altciations in the oral de- 
li vciy of a living language, and becaule 
Mr. Sheridan’s method of J|waking is 
known to have been vitiated by Hibernian 
iinguiarities. Qf this Icveral indances 
are adduced in Mr. Jones's prefatory Ad- 
^vertifement. Hcifuithcr informs us, in 
the fame place, that without having mul- 
tiplied words by inflating derivatives, 
but by avlding merely fuch radicals as 
could not with any propiiety be omitted, 
the ariicl«^^ new to ^pieilnt edition, 
compared with the firjl^ amounts ncap^ 
iy to two thoufand. This lalt remaik 
is intended to guaid the public from a 
hady and .very imperfeCl republicatioii of 
this book by another hand, with all its 
impnff Elions on its head, Mr. Jones is 
of opinion, that the original compiler 
merely worked upon Mr. Sheridan’s Dic- 
tionary, and of couifl exhibits in his 
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copy the fa3fnc defeats. It appew# in- 
deed, that he has made fevcral of' the 
fame extraordinary verbal otntjionsj and 
fpells with the lame promncial [peculiar 
nty with his prototype. 

Of tht furrep tit { (JUS edition Mr. Jones 
remarks, % lat fevcral errors of the prefs 
in the dtjinitions^ as well as other gene-* 
ral miftakes, are retained from theoi iginal 
vrorkj he allb cites numerous examples of 
negligence in compilation. 'Ifhefe are cer- 
tainly pofitive andundexifiabledefe^ls; and 
though an author is not to be implicitly 
trufted in what he declares in* favour of 
himfelf, yet it leems realbnable to 1‘up- 
pole, that a longer time for revifion muft 
nave produced a proportionable accuj*acy 
and improvement. The advantages of 
an evlicr appearance in the lliop^would 
never have been relinquilhed, nor would 
a rival have been thus permitted to enjoy 
an undivided harveft of purchafers, if 
the prel'ent Editor had not fully confided 
in the fuperiority of his claims with the 
Public for a complete indemnification. . 

In this remark, which we have made 
as Critics, and therefore bound to exaft 
impartiality, though we have not exa- 
mined the rival woik^ we have no quef- 
tion of the reader’s concurreAe. 

We have already hinted that this book 
contains more matter than is fpecilicd in 
the title-page. We find, in the firft 
place, a Ptojodial Grammar^ ex trailed 
chiefly from the bulky volumes of Dr. 
Jolmlcm and Mr. Sheridan . There are alfo 
^bort Rides in the Art of Reading, contain- 
ing very ufeful information for thofe who 
are called upon to fpeak in public ; to 
thefe are fubjoiiied fbme iicccirai y remarks 
qn Puncf nation^ and Explanations of the 
more common Abl^.^cviaiions of IVords, 
At the end of the book there is a Collcc- 
t:'jn of IVords y Jinn lav y or nearly Jimilar 
in Smndy put differing in Spelling and 
Signification, This lijty though not very 
long, is made cut with care, and will 
probably be found by foreigners extremely 
u:eful. There is moraover a voy con-

ers } and, what we fhould not have looked 
for in a book of this nature, a Lift of 
the Citlesy B^prougbsy Market Townsy and 
remarkable Villages in England and 
WaleSy their diftance. from London in 
meafured MileSy and the days on vobich the. 
Markets me held, A Traveller from the 
Continent with this volume in his pocket 
may pofTibly find his account in the lew' 
conjjluding pages© which are employed 
in the detail lalt-nv^ntioned, efpecially if 
his affairs fhould call him to various 
parts of this kingdom ; but fuch infor- 
mation, however uleful, could fcarcely- 
>have been expefted among the labours of

In turning over the pages of this Dic- 
tionary, we have difeovered evident 
marks of induftry and exa 61 ners. Some 
few errors we have noted } but our Au- 
thor, being fupported by the authority of 
Dr. JobnjoHy perhaps will be well con- 
tented to proted himfclf under the fhieid 
of that Ajax in Englilh Literature. Bi» 
nngulous is a word inferled from the 
Folio, we think without any good au- 
thority. Cantata is defined generally as 
^ fongy though, in Englifh, recitative h 
alway s implied in the idea. Dm is cited 
as' one of the meanings of the word 
frou^jy though the authority of Swift 
quoted for it by Dr. Jobnfon is at beil 
ambiguous. 

The word piracy is fpelt with an j ;

She had not, however, 
appeared happy In her late fituation, and 
chole rather to be the foie wife of a 
Iprightly young fellow of no no^j|hough

I am forry to mention an incident 
vhich happened while we were building 
the canoes at Clowey, and which by no 
means does honour to Matonabbee : it 
is no lefs a crime than that of having 
aftually Itabbed the hufband of the above 
mentioned girl in three places, and, had 
it not been for timely afTiffance, would 
certainly have murdered him, for no 
other reafon than becaufe the poor man 
had fpoken*difrefpe6lfully of him for 
having taken away his wife by force. 
The cool deliberation with which Mato- 
nabbee committed this bloody ai^io^ 
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convinced ine it had been a long preme- 
ditated dellgn ; for he no Iboner heard of 
the man’s arrival, than he opened one 
of his |vives bundles, and with the 
reateft compofure took out a new iong- 
andled knife, went into the man’s tent^ 
and, without any preface whatever, took 
him by the collar, and began to execute 
hJ^ horrid dcTign. The poor man, anti- 
cipating his danger, fell on his face, and 
Galled ior afn||;ance, but before any could 
be had he received three wounds in the 
back j fortunately tor him, they all hap- 
pened on the (houlder-blade, fo that his 
life was Ijpared. WheJi Matonabbee 
returned to his tent, after committing 
this horrid deed, he fat down as com- 
pofedly as if nothing had happened, called 
for w^er to wa/h liis bloocly hands anil 
knife, Imcked his pipe as ulual, leemed 
to be perfe6lly at eafe, and aAcd if 1 
did not think he had done right ? — It ha$ 
ever been the cuftom among thofe people 
for l lie men to wreftle for any woman to 
whom they are attached, and, of courfe, 
the ftroUgeft party always carries off the 
prize : A weak man, unlcfs he be a 
good luinttT, and well-beloved, is feldom 
permitted to keep a wife that a Wronger 
man thinks vtorth his notice ; for at aiiv 
time when the wives of thofe frrong 
wreftlers art heavy-laden either with furs 
or provifions, they make no fciuplcof 
tearing any other man's wife ^cm his 
bolbm, and make her bear a part of his 
luggage. This cultom prevails through- 
out all their tribes, and caufes a great 
fpirit of emulation among their youth| 
who arc upon all occalions, from theii 
cliildhood, trying their ftrength and Ikik 
in wrc/lling. This enables them to pro- 
cefl; their propeily, find particularly 
their wives, from the hands of thole 
p >v/erful ravifhers, feme of whom make 
almoft a livelihood by taking what they 
plealc from the weaker parties, without 
making them any return. Indeed, it it 
reprelentcd as an a6I of great generofity^ 
if they condefeend to make an unequal 
exchange j as, in general, abufe and in- 
1‘ult are the only return for the lofs which 
is fuftained. 

“ The way in which they tear the 
women an^ other property from one ano- 
ther, though it has the appearance 
the greateft brutality, can fcarcely be 
called fighting; I never knew any o{ 
them receive the lealf hurt in thefe ren- 
contres ; the whole bufincfs confifts in 
handling each other, about by the hair of 
the head } they are feldom known either 
to ill ike gr kUk one another. It is not 
pneommon 
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uncommon for one of them ta cut off his 
hair, and to grcafe his cars, immediately 
before the eWeft begins. This, how- 
ever, is done pi ivatel^ j and it ^ s fome- 
tunes truly laughable to fee one of the 
jpartics llrutting about with an air of 
importance, and calling out, “ Where 
is he ? why does he not come out ?©** 
when the other will bolt out with a 
clean -(horned head andgreafed cars, ru(1i 
on his antagonift, felze hiiv by th6 hair, 
and, though perhaps a much weaker man, 
ibon drag him to the ground, while the 
ftronger is not able to" lay hv'^ld on him. 
It is very frequent on thofe occafions for 
each party to have ipies, to watch the 
other's niotjons, which puts them more 
on a footing of equality. For want of 
bair to pull, they feize erch other' about 
I he waiil, with legs wide cxtcnclcd, and 
try their (Irength, by endeavouring to 
vie who can firit throw the other down.” 


BAD QUALITIES OF THE NORTHERN 
INDIANS. ^ 

Their difpofitions are in general 
morofc and covetous, and they Iccm to 
be entirely unacquainted even with the 
name ot gratitude, Thcy^ are forever 
pleading poverty) even among them felvcs, 
andwlun they vi fit the facloi^', thcie is 
not one of them that has not a thoufmd 
wants. Wi.en any real ciiureficd obje6ls 
prefciit tk'mleives at the Company's fac- 
tory, they aic always relieved with 
vii^uals, cloaths, rriedlcines, and every 
other necidiary, gratis j and, in return, 
they inftruil eveiy one of their country- 
men h<nv to behave in order to obtain the 
fame charily. Thus, it is very common 
to fee both mt n and women come to the 
fort hall naked, when either the level t' 
cold in winter, or the extreme trouble- 
fornenefs of the flies in fummer, make it 
neceffary for every pait to be covered. 
On thofe occafions they aie feldom at a 
lofs fora piaiifibic ftoiy, which they re- 
late as the cccafion of their cl illrcfs (whe- 
ther real or pretended), *md never fail to 
interlard their liillory with j>lenty of 
fighs, tears, and groans, fometimes af- 
f«<J:ding to be lame, and even blind, in 
order to excite pity. Indeed, I know of 
no people that havt more comlnand of 
their pafiions on fuch occafions j and in 
this rerpe<M the women exceed the men, 
as I canafliim with trutli : I have feen 
fome of them with one fide of the face 
bathed in tears, while the other has ex- 
hibited a figulficant fmile. Falle pre- 
tcEccs for obtaining charity are fo com- 
mon among thofe 'people, aixi fo often 


detc^fed, that the Governor Is freqijcntly 
obliged to turn a deaf ear to many who 
apply for relief ; for if he did npt, he 
might give ea way the whole of the Com- 
pany’s goods, and by degrees all the 
Ncrthcrn tribe would make a trade of 
begging, inftcad of bringing furs to 
purchale what they want. It may be 
truly faid, that they poffcfs a confiderable 
degree of deceit, and are very complete 
adepts in 'the art Of flattery, whifh they 
never fparc as long ''cs they And it conduces 
to their interel^, but not a momelit 
longer. They take care always to feem 
attached to a new Governor, and flatter 
his pride by telling him that they look 
up to him as the father of their tribe, 
on whom they can fafely place their de- 
pendance ; and they never fail to depre- 
ciate the generofity of his predccelfor, 
however cxtenfive timt might have been, ' 
however humane or difmtercfted his con- 
duct ; and if afperfmg the old, and flat- 
tering the new Governor, has not the 
dcfircd efiefl in a reafenable time, they 
repielcnt him as the word of charafters, 
and tell him to his face that he is the 
im d cruel of m- r. j that ht has no feel- 
ing tor the diitrcfies ot their tribe, and 
that many have pei ifticd for want ot pro- 
j>er aflilVance (which, if it be true, is only 
the want ot humanity among theruielve^^) ; 
and then they boaft of having received 
ten times the favours and pre fen ts from 
his predeceflbr. It is remarkable, that 
thole aie moft laviih in their praiies, who 
have never either deferved or received any 
favours from him. In time, however, 
this language alio ceafes, and they are 
pcrfe<^Ily reconciled to the man whom 
they would willingly have made a fool, 
und lily, “ he is no child, and not to be 
deceivecU^ them.” 

« TiBk differ fo much from the red 
of inankifflf, thyt harfli uncourtcous ufage 
feems to agree better with the generality 
of them, particularly the lower clafs, 
than mild treatment^ for if the Jcaif re- 
fpe6l be fliewn them, it makes them in-^ 
tolerably infolent j and though loine of 
their leaders may be exempt from this im- 
putation, yet there are few even of them 
who have fenfe enough to let a proper 
value on the favours and indulgences 
which are granted to them while they 
remain at the Company’s fa6forics, or 
elfewhere within their territories. Ex- 
perience has convinced me, th^t by keep- 
ing a Northern Indian at a diftance, he 
may be made ferviceable both to himlHf 
and the Company j but by giving him. 
the leaft indulgewc at the fa^tqry, lie 
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will tncfolent, Iti9£live> and trou- 
blefeme^ and only ^ntrive methods to 
tax tW gjenerortty of an European. 

<< The grcateft par^ of thcfe people 
' never ^fiUl to defraud Europeans when- 
ever it is in tlieir power, ana take every 
method to overreach thenuin the way of 
trade} they will difguife their perlbiyi 
and change their names in order to defraud 
them of their lawiul debts, which they 
are Ibmetimes permitted to ccyitxafl at 
the Company's J’a^lory } and all debts 
that are outitanoing at the fucceflion of 
a new Governor afc entirely loft, as they 
always declare, and bring plenty of wit- 
neflts to prove, that they were paid long 
before, but that their xvame's had been 
forgotten to be fti'uck out of the book, 

** Notwithftandingall thofe bad qualities, 
they are the mildeit tribe of Indians that 
trade at any of tj}e Company's fettlements, 
and, ;^the greateftpart of them are neier 
heated with liquor, aie always in their 


fettles, and never proceed to riot, or any 
violence beyond bs» language. 

The men are in general very jeialous 
oftheir wives } and I make no doubt but 
the Isune fpirit reigns among the women $ 
but they are kert fo much in awe of 
their huftands, that the liberty of think- 
ing it the greateft plivilege they enjoy* 
Tnepreience of a Northern Indiaiunan 
ftrikes a peculiar awe into his wives, aa 
he always aifumes the iamc authority 
over them tUat the maltci* of a family in 
Europe ufually does over his domeftic 
lervants." ,

THE SUfREMS COURT OB BRROAL* 

This ie%rued man perh^s owed hh 
great and extenflve application of mind 
to a particular accident. He was natu- 
rally of a very lively dilpolition. On 
fitting one day under a pear-tree in the 
yard of the boarding-houfc arHanow, 
where he was at ichool, feme of the 
fr^it fell oflT, anH there was a general 
fcramble of the bpys that were near the 
tree for it po«r youhg Jones had his 
thigh broken in the pfels, and was di- 
rectly conveyed to bed, where he lay 
for a leng time, and contracted a love of 
reading from the books that were 
brought to amufe him. 

Sir William gave an ample tefti- 
mony in his belief of Chriflianity J in a 
blank leaf of one^of his Arabic MSS. 
His defence of the Chronology of Mo- 
fts, againft the wild fyftems of the 
Eaftcni Philofophers, is prcfeivcd in 
the Afiatic TranCaftions. The laft aCt 
of his life was an aft of homage to the 
Supreme Being, who, in kindnefs to 
mankind, afforded them a diipcnfation 
of his will, ami brought life and immor- 
tality to light* Sir William died in a 
kneeling attitude in his cloiet, with htv 
hands claiped together, and his eyes 
turned up toifards Heaven* » 

Sir William Jones's opinion of the 
Bible was written at the end of one be- 
longing to him, as follows : 

I have regularly and attentively 
read thtfe Holy Scriptures, and am of 
opinion, that this Volum^n^ indepen- 
dently of us (iivine origin, contains 
more fubiimuy and beauty, more pure 
morality, hioie important hiftoiy, and 
finer flxains of poetry and eloaucncc, 
than can be colkCted from ail other 
books, m whatever age or language 
they may have been c^^mpoled.” 

Im Sir William Jones, India has loft 
her great'eft ornament, ibc Commenra- 
tor her Poetry, the Invcftigator of her 

Hiflory, and the Eiucidator of her An- 
tiquities, her Laws, her Manners, and 
her Opinions. His lofs may be coofi-

Confidential Memorial^ on the^ principal 
Object of Reftituiion^ Cmpenfaiion^ 
and Reciprocal Arrangement. 

The principle, already eftablilhed, as 
the bafis of the Negociation, by the con- 
fentof the two Governments, is founded 
on Reftitutions to be made by His Bri- 
tj^nnick Majcfty to France, in corn pen fa- 
tion for the arrangements to which th?it 
Power may confent, in order to fatisfy 
the juft pretenfions of the Allies of the 
King, and to preferve the political , 
balance of Europe. 

In order to accomplifliKthcfe objects, 
in the manner the moft compleat, and 
to offer a frclh proof of the nnccrity of 
his wllhea for the re-eftablifhtaent of 
general tranquillity, His Majcfty would 
propofe, that there Ihould be givea to 
V<fL.

COKt^in^^^TIAL MEMORIAL ON THE 

PEACE WJTH SPAIN AND HOL- 
LAND. 

THE Allies of France not having 
hitherto exprelTed any defire or difpofi- 
tion to treat with the King, His Ma- 
jefty might have forborne to enter into 
any detail on their account j but in 
order to avoid any details prejudicial 
to the great objeft which the King has 
In view, and to accelerate the w’ork of 
a Generat Peace, His Majefty will not 
refufe to explain hitnfclf in the firft 
iijftance on the. points which concern 
fhofe Powers. Tf, then, the Catholic 
King ihould defire to be comprehended 
in this Negociation, or to be allowed to 
4 tccedc to the Definitive. Treaty, this 
v.ov.ld meet with no obfiacle on tlic part 
of iUs Majefty. Nothing having 
hitheifu been conquered by either of 
the two ci<j>’er<;igns from the other, no 
other point could, at the prefent mo- 
ment, come into queftion butthat of the 
rc-eftablilhment of Peace, limply, and 
without any reftitutionor eompenfation 
whatever, except fuch as might polfibly 
relult from the application of the prin- 
declared at cha and of the fourth 


article of the Metnorid already delivered 
to the Miniftcr for Foreign Affairs. 

But if, during the Negociation, any 
alteration (houfd take place' in the ftate 
of things, in this refpe6t, it will the^l 
be proper to agree upon the /eftitu- 
tions and compcnfatlons to be made on 
each fide. 

With regard to the Republic of thi 
United Provinces, His Britannic Majefty 
and hh Allies find tlfemfelvestoo nearly 
intcrefted in the political fituation of 
thofe Provinces to be able to confent 
in their favour to the re-eftabliftimcnt 
of the Status ante Bellum as with 
refpeifd: to territorial pufteftlons, unlela 
France could, on her, part, relnftate 
them in all refpeits in the fame politi- 
cal fituation in which they ftood before 
the War. 

If at ieaft it were*' pofliblc to re-* 
eftablilh in thofe Pfovinccs, agreeably 
to what is believed to bfc the wilh of 4L 
great majority of the inhabitants, their 
ancient Cb.nftitution and form of 
Government, his Majefty might then 
be difpofed to relax, in their favour, 
from a very confiderable part of the con- 
ditions on which the prefent ftate of 
things obliges him to infift. 

But if, on the contrary, it is with 
the Republic of Holland, in its prefei^t 
ftate, that their Britannic and Imperial 
Majefties will have to treat, they will 
feel themfelvts obliged to feck in 
territorial acquifitions, thofe compenfa- 
f ons, and that fecurity, which Inch a 
ftate of things will have rendered 
iiubfpenfiblc to them. 

Reftitutions of any kind, m favour 
of Holland, courd in that cafe be 
admitted in fo far only as they fhall be 
compenfated by arrangements calcu- 
lated to contribute to the fecurity of the 
Auftrian Netherlands. The means of 
accompli filing this obje6t will be found 
in the cellions which France has exacted 
in her Treaty of Peace with Holland, 
and the polTellion of which by that Power 
would in any cafe be abfolutely incom- 
patible with the fecurity ©f the Auftrian 
Netherlands, in thchandsof his Impe« 
rial Majefty. 

It is on thefe principles that hts 
Britannic Majefty would be ready to 
treat for the re -eftablifbment of Peace 
with the Republic of Holland in jtg pre- 
fect ftate. The details of fuch a dif- 
cuffion muft ncceflarily lead to the con- 
fidcration of what would, be due to the 
intereft and the rights, of the Houfe of 
Orange.

Mr. EHis returned here from London 
#n Thurfday the i^th inftant, at 
gve P. M* and delivered to me the 
difpatches No. 11 and 12, with which 
he was charged by your Lordlliip. 

Although nothing can be clearer, 
more abl)!;* drawn up, or .mare fatif- 
faftory, than the inftru€lions they 
contain, yet as it was of * th« laft 
importance that l^fliould be completely 
mafter/of the fubjeft before I faw the 
French Minifter, I delayed afking for a 
emference till late on Friday evening, 
with a view that it fhould not take 
place till Saturday morning. 

He appointed the hour of eleven A. 
M. on that day, and it was near one be- 
fore we parted. Although what is faid 
by M, Delacrofcc before he has com- 
municated with the Dire£lory cannot 
be contidered as officially binding, and 
probablv may, in the event, be very dif- 
ferent from what 1 lhallhear when he 
fpeaks to me in their name, yet as it 
is impollible they ihould not nearly 
conjecture the nature of the overtures 
I ffiould make, and of courfe be pre- 
pared in fome degree for them, it is 
material that your Lordffiip ihould be 
^curately acquainted with the firft 
impreffions they appear to make on M. 
J)elacroi\* 

I prefaced what I had to communicate 
with faying, that I now came authorifed 
to enter with him into deliberation upon 
«nc of the moft important fubjeCls that 
perhaps was ever brought into dif- 
cuffion— that its magnitude forbade all 
JfineJfey excluded all prevarication, fuf- 
pended ail prejudices, and that as 1 had 
It in command to fpeak and aCt with 
freedom and truth, I expeCled that he, 
on his part, would conlidcr thefc as the 
only means, which could or ought to be 
employed if htwilhed to fee a Negocia*-. 
^ion, in which the happinefs of millions 
was involved, terminate fuccefsfully. 
That, for greater precilon, and with 
a view to be clearly underftood in what 
i was about to propofc, I would give 
him a Confidential Memorial, accompa- 
nied by an Official Note, both of which, 
when he had perufed them, would 
fpeak for themfelves. The Memorial 
contained the conditions, on the ac- 
Complilhment of which His Majefty 
confidered the rchoration of Peace to 
depend. The Note was expreffive of 
his Majefty’s readinefs to ^nter into any 
explanation required by the jpireftory 


on' the fubjeC^, or to rec^feite any 
Projet ^ reding on the fame balia, whicl^ 
the Directory might be difpofed to giv^ 
in. That, moreover, • I did not he* 
fitare declaring to him, in conformity t 4 
the principles which I had laid down, 
and^from which I certainly never fhaul 4 
•depart at any period of the Negocia# 
tion, that I was prepared to anfweraDy 
queilions, explain and elucidate any 
poiitts, oq which it was poffible to forefec 
that doubts or mifconceptions c 9 uid arife 
on the conhderation of thefe Papers. 
And havingfaid thus much,! had only 
to remark, that I believed, in nofimi- 
lar Negociation which had ever taken, 
place, any Minifter was authorifed, in 
the iBrd inilance, to go fo fully into 
the ilifcuHion as I now was— That 1 
was fufe neither the truth of this rc;- 
mark, nor the manifeft concluHon to 
be drawn from it, would efcaiie M* 
Delacroix’s obfervation. 

I then put the two Papers into hit 
hands. He began by reading the Note» 
on wliich of courfe he could only expref* 
fatisfaClion. After perufing the Con- 
fidential Memorial with all the attention 
it deferved, he, after a ihort paufe, faid, 
that it ajf^eared to him to be liable 
to infurmountable objeClions $ that it 
feemed 1^ him to require much more 
than it conceded, and, in the event, 
not to leave France in a (i^uation of 
proportional greatnefs to the Powers 
of Europe. He faid, the Aft ©f their 
Conftitution, according to the manner 
in which it was interpreted by the befi 
Piibltctfts (and this phrafe is worthy' 
remark), made it impoifible for the 
Republic to do what we required. The' 
Auftrian NethcrUntls were annexed to 
it j they could not be difpofed of without 
flinging the natipn into all theconfufion 
which muft follow a convocation of the 
Primary Affiemblies^ and he faid, h© 
was rather fatpriled that Great Bri. 
tain ihould bring this forward as the 
governing condition of the Treaty, fince 
he thought he had, in fome of our late 
converfations, fully explained the nature 
of their Conftitution to me. 1 replied^ 
that every thing I had hearr*. from him 
on thii^^pint was perfeftly in my re- 
coUeftion, as it probably was in his 
that though I had liftened to him with 
that attention I always afforded* tp 
every thing he faid, yet I had never 
made him any fort of reply, and had 
neither admitted hor controverted hi© 
opinion ; that although I believed 1 
could eafily difprove this opinion from 
Q 2 tke 
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the fjifrit of the FrerijCh Conftitution 
Hfelf i yet the 4ifcuflion of that^Coo* 
il^tution perfectly foreign the 
•bjc(Sf of my roifhon | hnce, even allow- 
ing his two pofitions, via* that, the re« 
troceliion of the Aulfrian Netherlands 
was incompatible with their Laws, and 
that we ought to have known that be-c 
forehand ; yet that there exiftcd a Droit 
public in Europe, paramount, to any 
Droit public they might ^hink.prepeV to 
eUabiiih within their own dominions ; 
and that if their Conftitution was 
ublkkly known, the Treatic's cxiftin^ 
etween his Majefty and the Empe- 
ror were at leaft equally public, and 
in thefe it was clearly and diftin^ly 
enounced, that the Two Contrafting 
parties reciprocally promife not db lay 
down their arms without the reuitution 
of- all the dominions, territories, &c. 
which may have belonged to either of 
them before the War. That the da'e 
of this ftipulation was previous to their 
annexing the Auftrian Neiberlaqds to 
‘France I and the notoriety of this 
ottght, at the very moment when they 
had paffed that Law, to have convinced 
them, that| if adhered to, it muft prove 
an infurmountable <)bft'icle*to Peace. 
I applied his maxim to the Weil India 
lilands, and to the fettlements in the 
Fail Indies; and aiked him, Whether 
it was expefted that we were to wave 
our right of poiTciiion, and be required 
ilill to contider them as integrtl parts 
of the French Hepphlig which mujl be 
reilored, and on which no value was 
to be fet in the balance of compenfa- 
tion ? i alfo ftated the poffiblt cafe 
ff France leaving loll part of what Ihe 
deemed her integral dominions, inftcad 
of having added to them in the courfe of 
the War, and whether then, under the 
apprehenfion of ftill greater loifes, ihc 
•Government, as it was now compofed, 
Ihould confider itfel? as not vclted 
with powers fufficient to favc their 
country fr^m the impending danger, 
by making Peace on tne ernditions of 
facrificing a portion of their dominion; 
to fave the remainder ? M. Delacroix 
f^id, thi? 'vas dating a cafe of neceliity, 
and fuch a mode of reafoning ^id not 
attach to the , prefent circupidances, 
{ readily admitted the hril part of thi; 
propofition, but contended, that if the 
power e aided in a cafe of neceflity, 
It equally exided in all others, and 
articularly in the cafb before us, dnee 
e himfeU had repeatedly told me that 
Peace was wh^t thi; Country and its 


Government wiihed for, and even 
wanted. 

M. Delacroix, in reply, lifted his 
ground, and by a ftring of’ arguments 
founded on premifes calculated for this 
purpofe, attempted to prove, that from 
the relative fuuation of the adjacent 
Countries, the prefent Government of 
France would be reprehenlible in the 
extreme,, and deferve impeachment, if 
they ^er fuffered thb Netherlands to be 
feparated from their dominions; that by 
the partition of Poland, RuHia, Auftria, 
and Prullia, had increafed their pow&r 
to a mod formidable degree; that Eng- 
land, by its couquefts, and by the 
activity and judgment with which it 
governed its Colonies, had doubled its 
Srength. — Your Indian Empire alone, 
faid M. Delacroix with vehemence, has 
enabled you to fubfidiie all the Powers 
cf Europe agamft us, and your mo- 
nopoly of trade has put you in pefTeffion 
of a fund of inexhauftible wealth, 
His words were : Votre Empire dims 

t^Jnde vous a fourni les Moyens tie /alary 
touUs les Puifftinces centre musy et vous 
avez accapuce le Commerce de Mamert 
que toutes les Ricbeffes du Monde fe ver^ 
fent dans VOS Cuffresd' 

From il>c ntcelfity that France Hiould 
keep the Netherlands and the J.eiV 
Bank of the Ruinc for the purpofe of 
prtferving its relative htuation in 
Europe, he paffed to the advantages 
which he contended would refult to the 
other Powers by fiicK an addition tq 
the French dominions. Belgium (toufe 
his word) by belonging to France, 
would ti'iTiove what had been the 
fource of all Wars for two centuries 
paft, and the Rhine, being the natural 
boundary of France, would enfure the 
tranquillity of Europe for two centuries 
to come. I did not ftel itneceffary tp 
combat this piepofterous dodlrine ; .1 
contented mjfclf with reminding hin^ 
of what he had faid to me in one of our 
laff conferences, when he made a com* 
parifon .of the weaknefs of France 
under its Monarchs, ^nd its ffrength and 
vigour under its Republican Form 
of Government. ** llous nejommes plus 
dans la Decrepitude de la France Monar* 
(bique, mats dans toute la Force </une 
Repullique adokfeente," was hi; cx- 
pteffion ; and I' inferred from this, 
according to his own reafoning, that 
the force and power France had ac« 
quire^by its change of Governmentwas 
much greater than it could derive from 
any ttpquifnion of territory ; and fhat: 
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: it followed, if France, %vhen under a 
[ rcgcil form of Government, was a very 
I jull and conftant objcft of attention, not 
to fay of jealoufy, to the other Powers^ 
of Europe, France (admitting his axiom) 

I was a much more reafonable olyetSt of 
jealoufy and attention under its prefent 
I Conftitution than it ever had yet been, 
and that no addition to its dominions 
; could be fecn by it^ neighbours but 
i under impreifions of ahrm for their o<tn 
future; fafety and for the general tran- 
[quillity of Europe. M. Delacroix's 
I anfwer to this was fo remarkable, that 
J muft- beg leave to infert it in what 1 
believe to be nearly his own words.— 

Dans le *Iems Kevoluftinairetout ce que 
, ^6us diteSy my Lordy euAt ^vrai — rje» 
7i\galott notre Puijfanc‘d ; -mats ce terns

that the French Republic, when at 
Peace, nccelTarily muft become the motf 
quiet and pacific Power in Europe. I 
only obferved, that in this cafe the paflage 
of Republic from youth to decrepi- 
tude had been very ludden ; but that 
Hill I never could admit, that it could 
be a matter of indifference to its neigh- 
bours, much Icfs one ncceffary fecurity 
to jtfelf, to acquire luch a very exien- 
five addition to its Frontiers as that he 
had hinted^at. 

This led Monf, Delacroix to talk 
of offering an equivalent to the Empe- 
ror for ;he Aufirian Netherlands, and 
it was to bo found, according lo his 
plan, in the fecularization of the Three 
Ecclefiailical Electorates, and fcvcral 
Bilboprreks in Germany and in Italy, 

He talked upon this fubjeCt as one 
yery familiar to him, and on which his 
thoughts had been frequently employed. 

He fpoke of making new ElcCtors, 
and named, probably with a view to 
render his fchcme more palatable, the 
Stadtholder and the Dukes of Brunf- 
wick and Wurtemberg as perfons 
proper to replace the three Ecclefiafti- 
Gal EltCto# w'he were to be re*-formedt 

It would be making an ill ufe of 
your. Lor dill ip's time to endeavour .to * 
repeat to you all he faid on tins ,iW- 
jeCt ; It Went in fuOftance (as he himlelf 
vouftrifcH) to the total fubverfion of the 
|;onfl|tutiuq of tbc Gerroaniif 
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Body ; and asitmilitaCi^d dire^fy trgalnft 
the principle which both his Mafefty 
and the Bmptror (aid dow^n fo diHii^ly 
as the bafis of the peace to be tnadii 
for the Empire, I contented myfelf with 
reminding him of this circumHanee* 
particularly as it is impoffible to difctife 
thi^ point with any propriety tiil his 
imperial MajeHy becomes a party to 
the negociatton. I took this oppor- 
tunity of hinting^ that If on all the 
other points France agreed to the 
propofals now made, it would not be 
impollible that fome increare of terri- 
tory *"inight be ceded to her on the 
Germanic lidc of -her frontiers, and 
that this, in addition to the Duchy of 
Savoy, ^hce, and Avignon, would be a 
very grt*dt«acqujfiiK)n of Hrength and 
powt r. Monfieur Delacroix here again 
reverted to the Conftirution,andfaid,rhat 
th e I c cou n r rio s w ci e alrt ad y con ft it ution- 
ally annexici to France. I replied, that 
itw'as impolftbli?,' in tlfe negociatioa 
which VIC were beginning, for the other 
Powers to take it up from any period 
|rbut that wh:ch immediately preceded 
the war, and that any acquintioii or dU 
minution.of v^rricory which had taken 
place among the Belligerent Powers 
fince it firft ^roke out, muft neceflarily 
btc -me fubjeft- matte 1 for negociaiion, 
and be balanced again ft each other in 
the final arrangement of a generai^cacc. 

You then perfift,” faid M. Dela- 
croix, ** in applying this principle to 
Belgium?’* J anfwere?, “ IVJ oft cer- 
tainly ; and I fhould not deal fairly with 
you if 1 hefitated to declare, in tbc our- 
fet of our Negociation, that on this point 
you muft entertain no gxpeftation that 
his Majefty will relax or ever confent 
to fee the Netherlands remain a part 
of France,’’ 

M, Delacroix replied, he faw iTo prof- 
pe^t in this cafe of our ideas ever meet- 
ing, and he defpaired of the fuccefs of 
our Negociation. He returned again, 
however, to his idea of a polfiblc 
equivalent to be found for the Empe- 
ror ; but as all he propofed was the 
alienation or difmemberment of coun- 
tries not belonging to France, even by 
conqueft, ftJid not confider it as deferx"- 
ing attention, and it is certainly not 
worth repeating to your Lordfhip. 

1 need not obferve that all the equi- 
valents propofed, however Inadequate 
to the exenange, were offered as a 
return for our confent that the Nether- 
lands ffould remain parr of France; 
of courfe the admitting them in any 

ihsq^e

ms BRITANNIC MAJESTY. 

THE Ncgociatioa, which ad'^anxious 
dcfire for the reftoration of Peace had 
induced his Majcllv to open at Paris, 
having been abruptly terminated by the 
French Government, the King thinks 
it due to himfelf and to his people to 
ftate^in this public manner, the circum- 
dnnect whicn have preceded and at- 
feaded s traufaflipA of fo much impor- 


tance to the general Inttreffs of Eu- 
rope. 

It is well^notvii, that early in the 
prefent year nis Majefty, laving afidc 
the ennfideration of many circumftanccs 
of difficulty and difcuUragement, de« 
termtntd to take fueh Heps as were 
bed calculated to open the way for 
Negoeiacion, if any correfpohding de* 
fire prevailed on thej>art of his enemiei. 
He directed an ovcrinrc to be made in 
his name by hi^Minmer in SwifTerland, 
for the purpofe of nfeertaining the dif. 
portions of the FrcnchGovcrmncnt with 
refpcdf to Peace. The Abfwer which 
he received in return \vrfl^at once 
haughty and cVafivei It aife£fed to 
quedion the fincerity of thofc difpo- 
mions of which his l\t«j«fty's conduct 
afF>rded fo unequivocal a proof j it raif- 
cd groundlcfs ohje^iofis to the mode of 
Ncgociation propofed by his Majcfty 
(that of a Giiueral Congrtfs, by Wnich 
Peace has fo often been redered to 
Europe); but it Itudioully paffed over 
in filcnce his MajcftyN defue to learn 
what other mode would be prefetred by 
France. It at the fame time alTertcd a 
principle, which was ftated as an indif- 
penfable Preliminary to all Negocia- 
tion; a principle Under which the icrnas 
of Peace muft have been regulated, nt^*' 
by the ufual conliderationi of jufrice, 
policy, and reciprocal convenience; but 
by an implicit fubiniffion, on the part of 
all other Powers, to a claim founded on 
the internal Laws and feparate Condi- 
tution of France, as having full autho. 
riiy to (uperfede the Treaties j^ntered 
into by Independent States, to govern 
their. Interclh, to controul their En- 
gagemenrs, and to difpofe of tbeir Do- 
minions. 

A pretenGon in itfelffo extravagant 
could in no inftance have been admitred, 
nor even lidened to for a moment. 
Its application to the prefent cafe led to 
nothing lefs than that France Ihould, as 
a Preliminary to all Difcuilion, retain 
nearly all her Conquefts, and thofe par- 
ticularly in which nis Majedy was moft 
concerned, both from the ties of intered,. 
and the facred obligations of Treaties : 
that ihe ffiould, in like manner, recover 
back all that had been conquered from 
her in every part of the vV'orld ; and 
rhat ihe Ihould be left at liberty to bring 
forward fuch further demands, on all 
other points of Negociation, as fuch un- 
qualified fubmiliiou on the part of thofc 
with whom the treated could not fail to 
prd^ucs.

On ru;li grounds «s thefc* it tvat fuf* 
ficicfitlv evident that no Negoctation 
irouid be ellabljfliMl : neither did the 
SLttfwer of hU Majefty’s Enemies afford 
any opening for continuing the difeuf* 
fio'n, fioce tblT mode of Negociation 
offered by his Majeffy had been peremp- 
torily rejefked by them, and no other 
had been ffated in which they were 
willing to concur. 

His Majefty wsis, however, ^ot dif- 
couraged even by this reiutt from ffill 
purluing fuch meafures ^ appeared to 
him moft conducive to the end of 
Peace ; and the wiff^cs of his Ally, the 
Emperor, correrponding with thofe 
which his M^effy had manifeded* fen* 
timents of a nmiiar tendency were ex- 
preffed on the part of his Imperial Ma* 
jedy at the time of opening the Cam- 
paign : but the«continuance of the fame 
ipirit and principles on the part of the 
Enemv rendered this freili overture 
equally unfuccersfuh 

VV’hile the Government of France 
thus perlidedin obdru6tizig every mea- 
fuie that could even open the way to 
Negotiation, no endeavour was omitted 
to miilead the public opinion through* 
out all Europe with reipedt to the real 
caufe of the prolongation of the wari 
jjnd to caff a aoubt on thofe difpofftions 
which could alone have dilated the ffeps 
taken by his M+jefty and his auguft 
ally. 

In order to deprive his enemies of 
all poliibiiicy of fubterfuge or evaffon^ 
and in the hope that a juft fenfe of the 
continued caUinities of War, and of 
the*fffcreafti>g diftreffes of France her- 
fclf, might at length have led to more 
ju(i and paciftc difpofttions, his Majefty 
renewed in another form^ and through 
the intervention of a friendly Power* 
a propofal for opening Negotiations for 
Peace. The manner in which this in- 
tervention was received, indicated the 
snoft hoftile d^lpolition towards Gieac 
Britain, and at she fame time afforded 
to all Europe a ftn|;ing inffance <*f that 
injurious and offenffvc condu^> which 
U obierved, on the part of the Fitnch 
Government, towards ail other coitn- 
tries. The repeated overtures made m 
his Majeffy’s napiewere nevenhelefs of 
fuch a nature, chat it was at Uft foufi^d 
impolfible to perfift in the abfoluty re- 
jection of them, without the dire^aud 
undifguifcd avowal of a decermination 
to refufe to Europe all hope of the rc- 
fforation of tranquillity. A channel 
was therefore at ieng^ 
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through which the Government of 
France profeifed itfelf willing to carry 
on a Negotiation, and a readinefs was 
^xpreffed (^hough in terms fat remote 
from any fpirit of concHiaticn) t# re- 
ceive a Miniffcr authorised by his Ida- 
Jefty to proceed to Paris for that pur- 
, pofe. 

hdany circumftances might have been 
urged as affording powerful motives 
agsinft adopting this fuggeftion, until 
the Governmdht of France had given 
feme indication of a fpirit better cal- 
culated to promote the fuccefs of fuch 
a Miffiopf and to meet thefe advances 
on the part of Great Britain. The 
King’s deli re for the reftoratlon of ger* 
neraf Peace on juft and honourab][e 
terms, his concern., for the interefts ^ 
his fuBje^ls, and bis determination to 
leave to his enemies no pretext for iin- 
puting to him the confeauences of their 
own ambition^ indheed him to overlook 
every fuch conlideration, and to take a 
ftep which thefe rcafons alopc could jui- 
tifv. 

The repeated endeavours of the 
French Government to defeat this Mif- 
fton in its outfet, and to break off thp 
imcrcourte thus opened, even before 
the firft ffeps towards Negotiation could 
be taken, the indecent and injurious 
language employed with a view to ir- 
ritate, the captious and frivjdous objec- 
tions raifed for the piirpofe or obllrud- 
ing the progrefs ot the difcuilion $ all 
thefe havcfufticienily appeared from the 
Official Papers which paffed on Iwth 
ftdes, and which are known to all Eu- 
rope. 

But, above all, the abrupt termination 
of the NegociatioiMuii* afforded the moft 
concludve proof, that at no period of it 
was any real wil^ for Peace entertained 
on the part of the French Cjovertiment. 

After repeated tvafionand delay, that 
Government had at length confemed to 
cftahhlh,as the Bails of the Ntgociatinn* 
a principle propolcd by hts Majefty, li- 
beral in its own nature, equitable to- 
wards his Enemies, and calculated to 
provide for she intertffs of his AlHcs, 
xnd of Europt. lx had been agreed, that 
Con94^cniation Oiould be made to France 
by proportionable Reffitution? from hia 
Majefty’s Conquefts on that Power, for 
thofe arrangements to which ftic fbouid 
be called upon t« confent, in order toi 
fatisfy the juft pretenfions of his Allies, 
and to pjelcrvc t^c political Balance of 
Europe. At the deSre of the French. 
Government itfeif* Memorssk were 
X pre- 
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presented by his Majedy’s Minifber, 
which contaii\eJ the outlines of terms of 
l^eace, grounded on the Bafis friefta. 
bli filed, and in which his Majcfiy pro* 
'poled to carry to the utmod polFible ejc- 
tent the application of a principle fo 
tquitable.with refpe^f to France, and fo 
liberal on his Majefty^s part. The de- » 
li\*cry of thefe Papers was accompanied 
by a Declaration exprefsly and repeated* 
ly made, both verbally yid ih writing, 
that his Majefty's Minilter was willing 
and prepared to enter, with a fpirii 
of conciliation and fairnefs, into the dif- 
culbon of the ditferent points there con- 
tained, or into that of any other nropo- 
fal orlchemc of Peace which the French 
Government might wiflilQ fubftitute in 
its place. ^ ‘ 

In reply to this Communication, he 
received a demand, in form th<; 
offenfive, and in fubftance the mod ex- 
travagant, that ever was made in the 
courfc of any Negotiation. It was pe- 
rcmptonlv required of him, that in the 
very outfet ot the Ifufinefs, when no 
anfwer had been given by the Frcm.li 
Government to his firft propofal, when 
he had not even learned, in any regular 
fiiape, the nature or extent of the obj»iC- 
tions to It, and much lefs received from 
that Governmenr any other offer or plan 
of Peace, he fliould, in hours, deliver 
in afiaienknt of ihe final icrn-s to which 
his Court would in any cafe accede ; a 
demand tending evidently to fiiut the 
door to all Neg( ciation, lo preclude all 
difcufllon, all oplanarion, all polfibiliry 
of the an.icable’ adjiifinient bf pr/ints 
of ditfeience ; a demand in its nature 
prepofierous, in its execution imprad'ti- 
CdMe, fince it is plain that no fuch ulti. 
mate refoKuion, rtlpedUng a general 
plan of Peace, ever can be rationally 
formed, rmicU Itfs declared, without 
knowing what points are principally 
emitted to by the enemy, and wh.u fa. 
cdities he m^.y be willing to otft r ib re- 
turn for cowcelfion in thofe rtTpedfs. 
Having declined compliance with this 
d e m a lu! , a n d e x p la i n e d t h e r eafons w h 1 1 h 
rendijcd it inodmililbic, but having, at 
tilt fame time, txprefbly renewed’ 
dtrlara.ion of Ids readmefs to erv’^cr in- 
to the diltulhon of the prtpofal he had 
conveyx-u, or of any other which might 
be cdmnmnicated to him, the K.»ng*s 
;Minifter received no other anfwer than 
«n abrupt command toquit Pans in for- 
Ty-cMght hours. — if, in addition to fuch 
an iniu.t, any further proof were pe- 
cefiary of the difpoiiuoiis of thofe by 
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whom it was offered, fubh proof would 
be abundantly lupplied from the con- 
tents of the Note in which this order 
was conveyea. The mode -of Nego- 
tiation, on which the French Govern- 
ment had iiftlf inriftcd,ls there rejc6t- 
cd, and no pra6licable means left open 
for treating with effc6f. The bafis of 
Negotiation, fo^ recently eftahlilhed by 
mutual confent, is there dilciaipicd, and 
in its room a jprincipffc, clearly inadmif- 
fible, re-afferted, h the only ground 
on which France can confent to treat, 
-—the very fam? principle which had 
been brought forward in reply to his Ma- 
jefty^s firll overtures from Swifferland, 
■which had, then' been rejected by his 
Majefty, but which now appears never 
to have been, in fa£t, abandoned by the 
Government of France, however luconr 
fiftent with that on wltich they had ex* 
prefsly agreed t«> treat. 

It is therefore neceffary thatall Europe 
lliould underftand, that the rupture of 
the Negotiation at Paris doeg not arife 
from the failure of any fincere attempt 
on tlie part of France to reconcile, by 
fair difcuilion, the views and iprerefts 
of the contending Pj^ers : fiichadif- 
cuHion has been repeatedly invited, and 
even fbheited on the part of his Ma- 
jefiy, but has been, ib the firft infianci^B^ 
and ablolutely, precluded by tbp a6t of 
the PVench Governmtnr, 

Jtarifcs exclufively from the detcy* 
mination of that Gotcrnmtnt to reject 
all means of Peace — a determmatioti 
which appeart d hut too ftrongly in all 
the prcliinin.iry ciilcuHions ; which waj 
clearly manifclU*d in the demanf of an 
yiiimatum, made in the, very outfet of 
the Negotiation ^ but which is proved 
beyond all pollibiliry of d -uin, by ihp 
obftinate adherence to a claim which 
never can be aclmitred — a claim that tbp 
conflru^Iion which that Government 
affects to put (though even in that re- 
fpc6f unfupported by the fa6f) on thp 
internal Conftitiition of its own country’, 
ihall be received by all other nations as 
paramount to every known principle of 
public law in Europp, as fuplrior to the 
obligations of Treaties, to the ties of 
ccpimon intereft, to the moft prefiing 
and urgent cbiifidtrations of general fc- 
enrity. 

On fuch grounds it is that the French 
Government has abruptly terminated a 
Negotiation which it commtnccd with 
relu61ance, and conducted with every 
indication of a refolution to prevent its 
iinaitiuccefs. On thefe mouses it is;hat

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the further effufion of blood, the con- 
tinutd calandtits of War, the interrup- 
tions of peaceable and friendly intcr- 
tourfe among mankind, the prolonged 
diClreifesof Europie, and the accumula- 
ted ndfcrjesdf France Itf'elf, are by the 
Government of that country to be jufti- 
lied to the world. 

His Mujfcfty, who had entered into 
the t^egoiiation with good faith, jw ho 
has fuffered no impeej^ment to prevent 
his proftcuting it with carneftiitds and 
finccrity, has now only to lament its 
abrupt termination; and to renew, in

the face of all Europe, the folemn de- 
claration, that, whenever his enemies 
lhail be difpoli'd to enter on the work of 
general Pacification, in a I'pirit of tolf« 
dilation and equity, nothing ihali be 
wanting on his part to contribute to 
the accomptifhmcnt of that great object, 
with a view to which he has 'already 
offered fuch confiderable I'acrificcs on his 
arc, aqd which is now retarded only 
y the exorbitant paetenfionsof his ene* 
mies.

I ORD Grenville prelentcd a Meffage 
from hisMajefty, in which his Majefty 
faid, he had to lament ihst, nutwith- 
ftanding all his endeavours, he had not

TUESDAY, PEC. 13. 

Lord Grenville moved the order of 
the day, that his MajeHy-s Meflfage 
fhould be taken into confideration; which 
being read, his Loidlhip ftaied, that 
this was the third time that Spain, un- 
provoked by any hoftdity on the part of 
this country, h^d joined the interefts of 
France in holli'iity againft Great Bri- 
tain ; that his Britannic Majefty had, 
through the medium of liis Ambafladpr,

The Addtefs being read, and the 
queftion put, it paffed Xem, Diff, and 
the Lords with white Staves wei^ or* 
dered to wait on his Majelly, to know 
when he would be gracioully plealed to 
receive the fame. 

MONDAY, DEC. 19. 

The Lord ChancelU.T prefented a 
McQ'agc from the King, fimilar to that 
fent to the Houfe of CT/nimons on Sa- 
turday.

That not doubting a fccure, perma- 
nent, and honourable Peace to have 
been ever his Majefty's objefl and an- 
xious defire in this, as in every war, wc 
ate however convinced bj; the begin- 
ning, progrefs, and event of the late 
Nigocialion, that no “future attempt of 
a fimilar.kiud on the part of this coun- 
try, can be wife, decorous, or fafe, until 
the common enemy lhali have abandon- 
ed his hollile diipontion cowards all 
other States, by ccafingto place his own 
internal regulations above the public 
law of Europe, to infill that all orhers 
ihail, in all cafes, facriHce the faith of 
their AlliAuces, and the proie^ion of 
their ancient and dcareft interefts, to 
the nt^fttcnancc of his Treaties and the 
gratification of his ambition, and for ever 
to appeal to the people ag^^mlt their own 
lawful Guvernirients. 

“ That our prefent experience only 
induces uS more ftcdfaftly to renew our 
former adherence to his Majefty’s Royal 
Didara^fttof his great and b^ncBccht 
views, in^ October 1793, which he was 
gracioufly picafed to communicate to us 
at the opening of the following Scilipn 
i» January 1794.

grounded on principles which tend to 
deftroy all property, to fubvert the laws 
and religion of every civilized Nation, 
and CO introduce univerfaliy a wild aid 
deftruftive fyllem of rapine, anarchy, 
aid impiety;** and “that we Ihall oil 
our parts perfevere with union and vi- 
gour in our exertions ;** ftill more thaft 
ever frnfiblc, that by difeontittuing or 
relaxing our ^ftorts, we could hardly 
procure even a fliorc interval of delufive 
repofe, ind could certainly never obtain 
either feenriry or peace.* •

herewith inclofe you a copy of my letter 
to the Commander in Chief, giving an 
account of the a6lion, aqd I reqiieft you 
will be pleafed to lay the fame before their 
Lordlhips. 

Extract of a Letter from Captain Bouts- 
of his MajeJly's Ship Tfet pjichore^ to 
Admiral Sir John Jervis, if, i?. Com- 
fnandrr in Chief of his Majejiys Ships 
and Fepfels in the Meditenanean, da- 
ted at Gibraltar the iid of Oft, 1796. 
On the morning of the 13th init. at day- 
light, we (lifeovered a frigate to windward 
Handing towards us 5 about eight I could 
perceive her making every preparation for 
battle, and was then apparently in chaceof 
us. Our fituation altogether was fuch as 
to prevent my being over defirous of en- 
gaging her. Out of our fmall comple- 
of men, we had left thirty at the hof- 
pital, and we had more than that num- 
bei itill on board in our ill and conva- 
lefccnt lifts, all of wlioni were danger- 
oully fick or extremely weak. We were 
I’caicely out ot fight of the fpot where w»e 
knew ihe Spaniih fleet to have been cruiz- 
ing, only two days before { and, in fa6I, 
we had flood on to look for them, with a 
view of afccrtaining theii movements. A 
fmall Spanifti vefl'el, which we conjtftu- 
red to be a fort of tender, was paffiug us, 
fleering towaids C'arihagcna, fo that I 
could haidly flatter myfelf with being a- 
ble 10 bii.igtlie frigate off in the event of a 
vi6^tory, or of even efcaping myfelf, if 
clilabied. On the other hand, it evident- 
ly appeared, that nothing but a flight and 
fupenor failing could enable me to avoid 
an a^Iion $ and to do that from a fii- 
gate apparently not much fupcr.or to 
except in point of bulk, would have been 
committing the chara^er of one of his 
Majefty’s Ihips more than 1 could bring 
myfelf to lefolve on. I therefore continued 
Itandingon wiihoutany alteration ofcourfe. 

Having, with infinite fatisfa^Iion and 
comfort to myfelf, commanded the Terpfi- 
chore’s crew for two years and a half, 
through A pretty confideiable variety of 
r«rvice|4 1 well' knew the veteian ttt^T 


which I had fllll left in health to depend 
upon, for upholding the chara6fer of Bri- 
tilh Teamen 5 and I felt my mind at «afii 
as to the termination of any a6fion with 
the frigate in fight only. 

At half paft nine (he came witflin hail, 
and hauled her wind on our weather beam ; 
and,as I conceived flic only waited to place 
herfelf to aovanrige, and to point her guns 
with exaftnefe, and being my felfiui willing 
to lofe the pofition we were then in, I or- 
dered one gun to be fired, as a trier of 
her intention. It was fo inflantaneoufly 
returned, and followed up by her whole 
broadfide, that 1 am confident that they 
muft have done it at the fight of our flalh. 
The aftion of courfc went on, and wefoon 
difeovered that her people would not, or 
could not, refill our fire. At the end of 
about an hour and forty minutes, during 
which lime we twice wore, and employed 
about twenty of the lad minutes in chace^ 
flie furrendered, At this period fhe ap- 
peared moil entirely difabled, and we had 
drawn up clofe alongfide, with every gun 
well charged and well pointed. It was, 
neverthrlels/ with confiderable difficulty 
that I prevailed on the Spanifli Command- 
er to decliri? the receiving of fuch a broad- 
fide by Ibbmitting j and, from every thing 
which I have fince learned, the jperfonU 
courage, condudl, and zeal of that officer, 
whofe name is Don Thomas Ayalde, was 
fuch during the aftion, notwithftandtng 
the event of it, as reflefts on him the great- 
eft honour, and irrefiftibiy imprefles on my 
mind the higiiell admiration of his cha- 
ra^fter. After (irom the effect of our fire) 
all his booms had tum^' 4 ed down, and ren- 
dered his waftc guns unfei viceable, all the 
ftanding rigging of his lower mafta (hot 
away, and 1 believe nearly every running 
rope cut through, and a great number of 
his people killed and wounded, he dill 
perlevcred (though he could rally but few of 
his men) to defend his Ihip, almoft longer 
thandetencewasjuftiflable. Had there beem 
the final left motion in the lea, every mail 
mull inevitably have gone by the board. 

Our lofs (which will appear by the in* 
clofed lift) has been lefs than could have 
beenexpec^^td s but our malls, rails,and rig* 
ging, were t-.jund to he pi ctty much cut up. 

The fpirited exertions of every officer^i 
man, and boy, belonging to the Ihip I 
command, as well in the action as in the

place them in a light fuperior to any 
praifc which I could beftow. I am even 
unwilling to ipeak of the particular con* 
du6l of any of the officers, but the talents 
difplayed by the Firft Lieutenant (Devon* 
/hire), who was but jult out ot our fick 
lift, during the action, added to his un- 
common fatigue in taking care of the prize, 
and the very able manner in ^hich con- 
duced and prepared t6 defend her, enti- 
tles him to this diftinCion, and proves him 
highly deferving of the recommendation 
you gave him, with his appointment in 
the Weft Indies. And although I had 
rather any other perfon fhould obferve the 
conduC of a brother of mine in aCion, 
and fpeak of it afterwaids, yet I feel it my 
duty, as Captain of the fhip, to ftate, that 
I thought Mr. Bowen’s (the Second Lieu- 
tenant) conduC was particularly anima- 
ting to the (hip’s company, and ul'eful, 
from the great number of guns wliicb he 
faw well pointed in the courie of the ac- 
tion ; added to which, f rom the abfence of 
the Firft Lieutenant on board the piize, 
the labouring oar of this (hip has fallen 
on him, and, in my mind, the talk we 
have had fincethe aCion has been infinitely 
more arduous than that of the aCion itfelf. 
The name of the prize the Ma- 
honefa, carrying on the main deck 26 
Spanif^i twelves (weighing 38 ounces 
more than ours), eight Spanilh fixes 
on the quarter deck, and a number of 
brafs cohorns, fwivels,&c. had on board 
275 men, befides fix pilots, qualified for 
the Mediterranean as high as Leghorn, 
and to be pur onboard of Admiral Lan- 
gara’s fleet, which (lie had been fent out 
from CarthagenA.to look for.

HIS Majefty’s (liips Polyphemus and 
Cerberus arrived here yefterday after- 
noon, the former not having feen any 
thing worth noticing, and the latter 
having, as intimated in my laft, captured 
L’Hirondelle (late Sans Culotte) cutter 
privateer, of 10 gans and 60 men, and 
chaced the Franklin brig privateer into 
the fquadron under Sir John Warren, 
who made a prize of her. Thefe pri- 
vateers, with the other three taken by 
the Santa Margantta and Dryad, for- 
med a fmall fejuadron vvhicli had fitted 
out and failed together. from Breft to 
fcour the entrance of the Englilh Chan- 
nel, but have thus happily been all fc- 
cured by our cruizers. Captain Drav 
has befides recaptured the Jackfon Ju- 
nior, Jamaica home-bound (hip, and the 
Fnendfhip, Blake, from the Cape of 
Good Hope.

This corps confiftcd merely of detach- 
ments from the garnlbn of Mayence, 
comnwtnded by Major-Generals Simp- 
fehan and Rofemberg ; the latter, with 
the left wing, and polled on the heights 
of Bicbcllheim and Planig, to obferve 
Creutznach ; the former, with the right 
wing, on tile iiili called the Rochuft)erg, 
IQ defend the palFage of Bingen They 
had orders, in cafe <»f being attacked by 
a very fuperior force, to retire nearer 
to Mayence, 

This pofition on the right bank of the 
Lower Nahe is well known from the 
operations of laft year. It is not to be 
maintained againft an enemy of very 
fuperior force ; for Creuanach lies lb 
entirely under the tire of the hills from 
the left bank of the river, that the ene- 
my is always matter of that palTage, as 
was fufficientiy proved by tl.e affair of 
the ift of December 1795- Ou this fide 
Creutznach the tieights are fo dillant 
from the nver, that the enemy his every

corps of very inferior force cannot take 
poft near enough to prevent this forma- 
tion. 

On thebSth General Simpfehaen ani 
Rofemberg were attacked by two di- 
viiions of the army of the Sambre an 4 
Meufe. The ailion laltcd fcvcral hours* 
and the enemy, notwithftanding fovery 
great :in inequality of numbers, was 
rcpulRd wuUconfidernble lofs. 

Early on th. z/ch the French renewed 
the attack, and advanced in fcveral co- 
lumns from Creutznach, to turn the 
left of tlie Auftrians; bur the latter, 
by an exenion of much ability and ftea- 
dmefs, maintained their pofition. In the 
evening, however, the Gem rals, in con- 
forriiity to the order mentioned abovc^ 
detei mined on retiring behind the Seitz; 
and the retreat was executed with per* 
feift order. 

The lufs of the Auftrians on this oc- 
cafiun conhfti* in 19 killed, 184 wound* 
cd, 96 nulling; on the whole, 299 men, 
and 89 horfes. 

The enemy’s was certainly confidc- 
rablt* ; 200 of them were* taken prifu* 
ners, and brought into Mayence. 

J am thus eh cumftuntiai in ftating the 
particulars of this, in faift, uniniportfint 
affair, beciuf* 1 obferve that the official 
reports of the army of the Sambre and 
Meufe, I mean the late ones, conta w the 
moft abfurd exaggerations. I ftiould 
confider them perfe£Hy iindeferving of 
notice, were it n()t that rhofe who have 
no other means of judgingof the events 
of the campaign than by comparing the 
accounts publiftied by the contending 
armies, would be led into the moft er- 
roneous conclulions, if fhey gave each, 
party credit fur only an equal degree of 
fairnefs in their relations. 

In thc(Micmy’s wflTu ial account of the 
affair of the zfft of laft month near 
Neuwied, it is reprefented as having 
been a feri us and general attack ; 
whereas it was merely undertaken for 
the purpofe of dcllroying his biidge, 
and ipreading alarm on the left bank of 
the Rhine, Both thefc objefts were 
effi ^ed by a very infigniheant force ; 
and there vv;;is not the fmalleft idea of a 
ferious aflauR on the Tete-de-Pont of 
Neuwied. The* enemy ftates, that, be- 
fides an immenfe number killed and 
drowned, he actually took looopiifo- 
ners, whereas 1 can afifure your Lord** 
fliip, from the* moft authentic informa- 
tion, that the whole lofs of the Auftrians 
did not exceed 284 men. 

After General Moreau’s army had 

crofTed 
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croflcd the Rhine, two divifions of it 
were detached towards Landau* and 
€ne divifion of the army*of the Sambre 
and Meiife arrived about the fame time 
In the neighbourhood of Kayferflautcrn. 
General Hotze -was ftiil at Schweigen- 
heim, on the road from Speyer to Lan- 
dau ; hU corps was riot of fufficient 
ftrength to have any other obje^\ than 
that of fpreading alarm in Lower Al- 
faee ; and it was evident, that as foon 
as the Rhine fhould again fepiratc the 
main armies, the enemy mult immedi- 
ately become mallera of the vicinity of 
Landau. 

General Hotze, therefore, on the ap 
proach of forces fo inhniteiv fuperlor to 
liis own* retiied towards the entrenched 
camp of IManheim, without being in the 
irnalleft degree niolefted hv the enemy. 
H« eltablilhed the advanced ports of his 
left wing on the Recbach, from wlience 
they ran along the Fletzbach towaids 
Franckenthal. 

On the 7th inftant the French attacked 
General Hotze’s line. Their principal 
efforts were dire< 5 led againft the left wing, 
and the fire of artillery and fmall arms 
continued a great part of the day ; but 
the enemy war- ‘epulfed, and General 
iHotze ftill maintains hi* jjprts in front of 
the intrenched camp, extending from the 
Reebach, by the village of Maubach to 
Frai^kenthal,

I fhould not prelume to addrefs your 
Lcidfliip upon .this fubje^l, weie it not 
that if Colonel Graham is, as 1 fuppofe 
he mull be, with Marfhal Wunnfer in 
Mantua, he cannot as yet have had it in 
his powei to correfpond with your Lord* 
iliip. 

General Alvlnzy’sreportis dated Caldo- 
Feiro, Nov. 7. General Davidovicch’s at 
Trcntc, the Sthinrtant. 

After the iccond operation, undertaken 
for the lelief of Mantua, thele corps of 
Marfhal Wunnfer'sai my, which could not 
penetiwte, retired; the one under General 
tiuoldanovich to the Venetian Friuul j the 


others under General Davidovitch, up 
the valley of the Adige, towaids Neu- 
markt. I 

Tlitfe corps were fuccefirtully reinforced 
by confiderable numbers of fiefli troops; 
and General Alvinzy was appointed to 
command the whole of the army, until it 
fhould effetl its reunion with Marfhal 
Wurmfer. 

Afur the arrival of the reinforcement* 
at the places of tfieit deftination, General 
Alvinzy, who in pcrlon had undertaken the 
conduct of the corps in tlie Frioul, arranged 
a plan of operations, of which the following 
is a Iketch. 

Ills own corps was to advance through 
thf Tievlfane towards F '.flTano, and, after 
the p..rt.!ges of the Brenta, to 
proceed towards the Adige, whilft Ge- 
neral Davidovltch ihould dcfcend the val- 
ley by which that river runs down from this 
mountains of the Tyiol, forcing tho pQ- 
fitions of Trente, Roveredo, &c. 

On the 3(1 of this month, upon the ap- 
proach of part of General Alvinzy’s ad- 
vanced guard, the enemy abandoned Cartel 
Franco ; and on the 4th, the Auftrian 
corps advanced in two columns to the 
Brenta; the one to BalTano (of which 
they took pofleffion), and the other of 
nearly equal force (under Lieutenant- 
General ProverraL to F(mteniva. 

General Alvinzy halted on the 5tlf'in- 
ftant, and I'pent that day in reconnoitering 
the pofition of the enemy. He found the 
French army encamped in three lines, in 
front of Vicenza. 

On the 6rh, as General Alvinzy was 
on the point ofpufliing foiward his ad-» 
V^nced guard, Buonaparte, who had 
maiched in the night, commenced a moft 
fevere attack upon his whole line._ The 
action began with General Proverra’s 
corps about feven in the morning, and 
very fliortly afterwards the enemy allb ad-? 
vanced again It BalTano. 

General Alvinzy rept^rts, that the ene- 
my’s attacks, though made with the greateft 
imiTetuofity, were conltantly and com- 
pletely repelled ; and that night put an 
end to the affair, without either party hav- 
ing gained or loft any ground ; but an 
indifputable proof of the Auftiians hav- 
ing had the advantage in this a^ion is,| 
that when General Alvinzy next m®rntng 
was preparing to renew it, he found that 
the enemy had completely retreated. He 
fepons, that they dirc6tcd their march to- 
ward Liliera. 

General Proverra’s bridge over the 
Brenta having been deftroyed in the courfc 
of the morning of the 6th| his column

could not crofs the river till towards noon 
on the 7th, and General Alvinay’s whole 
corps arrived late in the evening of that 
day at the camp of Caldo Ferro. 

General Davidovitch had in the mean 
time driven back the corps oppofed to him, 
had made a thoufand prifoneis, and taken 
poiTeflion of Trente, as was mentioned in 
his former report. • • 

On the fame day that the above-men- 
tioned fevere aftion was fought on the 
Bjenta, General Davidovitch attacked the 
enemy in the ftrong oafs of Caliano, a lit- 
tle to the I'.orthward of Roveredo. The 
French had entrenched their pofition, and 
occupied, in confiderable force, the caltles 
of BefTanoand La Pietra, which, as 1 un- 
derftand command the pafs. 

The ftrength of pofition was fuch, 
that, notwithlianding his repeated ef- 
forts, General Davidovitch could not force 
it on the 6th j but on the following day he 
renewed his attack. 

The corps on the right of the Adige 
eftabliilied batteries on the heights of 
Nomi, which fired with confiderable effefl: y 
the troops on the left of the river attacked 
the caftiet-and intrenchments with perfe- 
vering bravery, and the enemy was at 
length completely defeated, with the lots 
of fl^re cannons, eight ammunition wag- 
gons, and a thoufand prl loners. General 
Davidovitch fuppofes the enemy’s lofs, in 
killed and wounded, to have been very 
confiderable, and (fates his own to have 
amounted to four huntlied men, killed, 
wounded, and milling.

A DISPATCH frum ilu Govunor 
and Counc'I of Madras, dated Kou St. 
George, June az, 1796, of which the 
following IS a copy, has been received 
by the Court of Directors of the Kail 
India Company, and by them commu- 
nicated to the Right Hon. Henry Dun- 
das, one of his M^jefty’s Principal Se- 
cretaries of State. 

HONOURABLE SIRS, 

WE have particular faiisfaftion in 
offering to you our fmeere congratu- 
lations on the complete fuccefs which 
has attended the operaiiwns of Rey- 
Admiial Rainier in the Eaflern Scot ; 
and judging that an early communication 
ef this event might be of material ufe 
to his Majefty’s Minifters, we have de- 
termined to forward this letter by the 
route of Bufforah. 

It appears oy tjie Rear-Admiral’s 
Difpatchcs, dated the 27th of March 


and nth of April laft,and which reach* 
ed us on the i8th inftant, by the Or- 
pheus frigate, that the Britilh troop* 
were in poffeliion of the iflands of Am- 
boy na and Banda, with their feveral 
dependencies, compriiing, as it was 
thought, the whole of the’Dutch iflands, 
excepting Fornat^, yielding cloves, nut- 
megs, ■d\\d mac%. This acquifition has 
been attained without the finalleft lofs 
on our fide. 

Amboyna and its dependencies were 
delivered upon the i6th of February, 
and Banda and its dependencies on the 
8th of March. Copies of the Capitu- 
lations are inclofed. 

The Admiral fpeaks in the hand- 
fomefl manner of the adlivity and ala- 
crity with which every duty was per- 
formed by the forces under his com- 
mand, both naval and military ; and 
dwells particularly on the perfedt har- 
mony which all along fubfifted between 
the officers and men in both fervices.

At enree quarters after three the reft 
of the troops had defiled 5 the rear- 
guard was the 6ad half brigade.

Sa<vannabt Nov- 19. On Saturday 
thea6th inftant this city exhiuited a 
feene of defolation and diftrefs, proba* 
bly mnie awfully calamitous than any 
previoiifly experienced in America.

The 
coverings of the buildings being of wood 
tjvere, from the ab^we circumftances, 
rendered highly comluftible. Several 
of the adjoining houfts weie foon af* 
and ibc’T almoft inftantly in 
flames. The wind now became ftiong, 
and whirled into the air, with agitited 
violence, large flakes of butning (hin« 
gles, boards, and other light fubftances, 
which, alighting at a diftance, added 
confufion to th other terrors of tho 
conflagration. The ufe of water was 
now rendered totally vain ; its comn^Ori 
extinguilhing power lecmcd to be Infl* 
—Torrents of flames lolled from houf® 
to houfe, with a cleftru€live r'lpidity 
which bid defiance to all human con* 
troul* and individual exertions were 
from this time prinvipally pointed to- 
wards the fc^uring of private property. 
The direftion of the fire bung now 
committed to the wind, its rage was 
abated only when, by extending to tho 
common, it found farther object 
wherewMth to feed us fury.

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tants and f«aman to fave a few houfeE 
in that quarter, after having been in 
l^mmiiicnt danger. Betweeh twelve and 
cue the rage of the fire abated, and few 
other houtes from thi$ time took fire. 
The exhaufted fulFefers, of both fexes, 
had BOW to remain expofed to the in* 
clemency of a cold frofiv night, and to 
witncrsthcdiftrciringfpc^acicofth'eirnu- 
jmerous dwellings, covered with volumes 
of fmoke and flame, falling into ruins. 

Thus was this little city, foon after 
^merging from the ravages of our revo* 
lutionary war, and which had lately 
promifed a confiderablc figure among 
the commercial cities of our Sifler States, 
almoft deflroy ed in one nigh^. The num* 
her of houfes (cxclufive of other build- 
ings) which are burned, is faid to be 
nearly 300, bur of this (together with 
an eftimate of property dtftroyed) a 
more particular (latement than we can 
DOW furnifli is expeffed fliortly to be 
offered to the public. We can ^w only 
fay, that two thirds of the city, appear 
in ruin, in' a clireftion from the corner 
of Ma^ket-fquarc, along the Bay of 
Abercorn-ilrcet, thence in a fouth*caft 
direction, taking the whole centre of 
the city to the fouth and eaft commons; 
a few hotd<,.'> quite m theviuth-cafj: pait 
only except td. It is fivd, that three 
or ftijur white men ana two or three 
negroes lolf their lives in rendering 
afliltance during the tire; and whether 
any more, is not yet afctrtained. 

During the conliagrarion on Satur- 
day night laft, in four hours 229 houfes, 
btndc out- houfes, were burnt, 

amounting to one milhon of dollars, ex- 
c, hi live of ioolc property ; 375 chimnics 
arc ftanding btire, and form a difrual ap 
pcarance— ‘171 lloulcsonly, of the coni- 
pa6V part of the cuy, are handing — more 
thdu 4DO families are defiiture.of houfes.

We have been 
favoured with two accounts of this accr* 
dent, one from a yoimg Student of great 
erudition and talte, and the other from 4 
Gentleman of ’ high ^haracVcr in the li- 
terary world* botii o! whom have vifited

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the fpot. As they elucidate each other, 
and will probably throw light on a Cub- 
jedt w.hich has To much engaged the 
pens of the learned, we gladly prefent 
both to our readers,— The firft account 
as follows : 

On Tuel'diy the 3d inft. fome peo- 

E le emplo} ed at the plough, near Stone- 
engc, remarked that three of the larger 
Hones had fallen, and were apprifed of 
jthc rime of their fal! by a very fenfible 
concuHion, or jarring, of the ground, 
Thcle ftoues prove to be the weftern of 
thofe pairs, with their impojls, w'hich 
have had the appellation of Tnlithons. 
They fell flat vveltward, and levelled 
with the ground a ftone alfo of the 
fecond circle^ that flood in the line of 
fiieir precipitation. From the lower ends 
of the fupporters being now expoled to 
view, their pnof depth in the ground 
is fatisfablorily afeertained t it appears 
to have been ab^'Ut fix feet. The ends, 
however, having been cut oblique, 
neither of them was, on one fide, more 
than a foot and a half deep. Two only 
cf the five tnlithons of which the 
ozijftum confifted, ajre now therefore m 
their original pofition. The dcflru£tion 
of any part of this grand oval we muft 
peculiarly lament, as it was compofed 
the moft flupendous materials of the 
whole flnidturc. The above accident 
is to be attributed to the fame circum* 
fiances that occafioned the difclofure of 
tl'.e fubterraneous palfage atQid Saruin 
two years ago, and there is no neceflity 
of calling in the aid of -any other agency 
t'hjn that of repeated mloiflurc on the 
foundation, and piirticiilarly of the rapid 
tiiaw that fucceededthe late deep Inow,*' 

‘ Our fecond account runs thus ; 

On Tuefday, janiiary 3d, in con - 
ftqueiiee of the rapid thciw fucceeding a 
Very' fevere froft, the wcaclier being 
perfedlly calm, one of the tVilithons iri 
3hc inner circle of Stonehenge, which 
were lb called by Dr. Stukely from 
their being formed nf three Hones (an 
Jmpofl relting upon two upright flones) 
fuddenly inclined* and tell. It had 
Jong deviated from its true perpendicu- 
jjar. There were originally flveofthefc 
trilithons, two of which are, even now, 
Hill remaining in their ancient Hate. 
It is remarkaole, that no account has 
ever been recorded of the falling of the 
Others, and, perhaps, no alteration has 
been macjc m the appearance Stone- 
henge for three centuries prior to the 
prefent tremendous downfall. Theim-

DtJKE DE SCHOMBERfJH. 

This celebrated General, who from his 
eminent fervices raifed himfelf to the title 
of a Duke in England, and hence is en- 
titled to rank amongft celebrated Englifh 
chara^lers, was no lei's remarkable for 
his polite and eafy behaviour, and his at- 
tachment even to the laft to young and 
gay company, than for his military ac- 
complilhmcnts. His perfon was agree- 
able; he made a fine figure on l^orfeback; 
danced and walked well, and was fo far 
from feeling any of the incommodities 
of age either in body or mind, 
that in point of drefs, exercife, and 
fpri^htly humour, be came nothing fhort 
of the company he kept. He ufed to 
fay, that when he was young he con- 
verfecl with old men to gain wilUom and 
experience ; and now that he was old, he 
delighted in the company of young men 
to keep up his fpirits.” 

The year before his death, as he was 
walking in the park with a number of 
young officers about him, a grave old 
Nobleman of his acquaintance met him, 
and rallied him a good deal on the youth- 
ful company he kept. “Why, yes, my 
JLord," replied Schombergh, “ I do it 
on a military principle, as you know a 
good General ftiould always make his 
retreat as late as he can.” 

, This veteran officer was killed by a 
cannon ball at the head of his regiment at 
the ffimous battle of the Boyne, in Ire- 
land. ^

nersf thoKing offered to lay a wager he 
would name an Engliffi Nobleman that 
fhould excel in thofe particulars any 
Frenchman about his Court; the wager 
was jocularly accepted, and his Majefty 
was to choole his own time and place 
for the experiment. 

To avoid fulpicion, the King let the 
fubje^l drop for Tome months, till the 
courtiers imagined he had forgot it ; he 
then chofe the following ftratagem He 
appointed Lord Stair and two of the moft 
poliffied Noblemen of his own Court to. 
take an airing with him, after the break- 
ing up of the Levee; the King accoid- 
ingly came down the great ftaircale at 
Verlailles, attended by thofe three Lords, 
and, coming up to the fide of the coach- 
door, inftcad of going in lirft as ulual, 
he pointed to the two French Lords to 
enter : they both, unaccullomed to this 
ceremony, ffirunk back, and fubmiffively 
declined the honour; he then pointed to 
Lord Stair, who made his bow, and in- 
ftantlv fprung into the coach ; the King 
and the two French Lords then followed. 

When they" were ail feated the King 
exclaimed, “Well, Gentlemen, I believe 
you’ll acknowledge I have now won my 
wager.”— “ How k>, Sire replied the 
courtiers.— “ Why,” continued thc- 
King, “ when I dehred you both to, go 
into my coach, you declined it ; but this 
polite foreigner (pointing to Lord Stair) 
no fooner received the commands of a 
Kingf tho’ not his Sovereign, than he ii)- 
Hantly obeyed.”— The courtieis hung 
their heads in confulion, and acknow- 
ledged the juftice of his Majefty’s claim# 

Farinelli, the celebrated finger who 
made fo much noife in this country about 
half a century ago, having acquired a 
veiy confiderable fortune here, lettkd in 
Spain, where be became fo great a fa- 
vourite with the Queen (conlort to Fer- 
dinand), that he for a while not only go- 
verned her councils, but at her intercef- 
fion was made a Knight of Caravalla. 

The Spaniffi Nobles felt this difgrace 
fo much, that on the day of Inftaliation, 
whilft the goid fpw s were putting on 
Farinelli, a grandee alked Lord Stair, wIkt 
happened to be prelent at the ceremony,

Upon which his Lord- 
ftiip (who telt by a fympathy congenial 
to great minds the indignity put upon 
the Spaniffi Nobles) quickly replied, and 
loud enough to lae heard, “ No, my 
Lord, we put fpurs on our game cocks, 
’tis true 5 but never on our Capons."

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His Lordfhip was Ambaflador to the 
Court of Fiance in the laft illnefs of 
Louis XIV. and having got intimation^ 
that the fwelling in the King’s legs de- 
noted a mortificatiolly he, according to the 
cuftom of his country, offered a wager 
that be would not outlive the month. 
This wager was accepted of, and an Em- 
piric having revived the King a little by 
ionie elixir which he dfiminiftered to him, 
confiderable odds were offered in favour of 
the King’s life. Lord Stair took them 
all and won them, as the King died Ibme 
days before the dole of Septunber 1715. 


DUKE OP MARLBOROUGH. 

The fortune of this Nobleman was fo 
iinmenfe, that' Voltaire fays his widow 
(the Dutchefs) told him, when in Eng- 
land in the year 1^26, that after giving 
^cry handfonie fortunes to his four 
children, he had remaining, independent 
of any gifts from the Crown, Sf*ventv 
T'houfand Pounth per annum, clear of all 
outgoings.— To this he adds, had not 
his frugality been equal to his greatnefs, 
he might have formed a party in the 
kingdom that the Queen could not eafily 
have overthrown j and had his wife been 
^ little more complaifant, the Queen 
would never have broken her chainsT’’ 

MRS, BARRY, 

(The crlebrat(d Atlrefi), 

This great oranment to the Theatre, 
whom Cibber has praifed fo highly (and 
of whom Dryden, in his pretacc to Cleo- 
mcnes, has left this ftiM ftronger eulogium : 

Mfs. Barry, always excellent, has in 
this tragedy excelled herfclf, and gained a 
reputation beyond any woman I have ever 
fecn on the Theatre),” poireffcd, be fide 
her great theatrical abilities, almoft equal 
talents as a linger, and in this line often 
had the honour to aflift at Queen’s 
Mary’s * concerts, as well as at many of 
Iicr private parties. 

In the catalogue ©f her fongs fhe was 
particularly diltinguifhed for fmging 
“ Mad Befs,” and the Queen often uled 
to fend tor her to Kenllngton Palace to 
fing this fong, which was one of her 
greateit favorites. One day (he happened 
to have the honour of a command when 


the was drelTmg for the ftagej and as the 
had but a few hours to fparc before the 
play began, flie went in her morning 
gown and her hair in uapillotes to the 
Palace, apologizing for Kerdrels and the 
fhortnefs of the time fhe had to itay. The 
the Queen gracioully told her how mush 
obliged to her (he was for coming fo foon, 
and under fuch a prelfure of bufinefs j but 
as there was a foreign lady of diftinaion, 
pointing to a lady who ftood oppofite to 
her, who was going abroadnextday,flic had 
lent for her to oblige that lady with the 
long of « Mad Befs.” Mrs, Bairy 
inftantly obeyed, and fling the long with 
fuch a power of action as well as voice, 
that by the time flie had finifhed, fhe had 
torn every one of the f-apilloies out of her 
hair, and fcartered them on the fli or. 

The circumllances of this lit|le anec- 
dote come from the old Lord Bathurff 
(grandfather of the prelent Lord), who 
often told the ftory with a perletl remem- 
brance of many of the particulars, which 
were afterwards confiimed to him by one of 
the Lords in waiting at that time. Lord 
Bathurfi being about fix or feven vears 
of age, he was conftantly at the Palace 
as a companion to the Duke of Glou- 
cefter (the only fon of the Princefs, 
afterwards Queen Anne), who was much 
about his age } and Lord Batlmrft de- 
clared, they were both fo much frightened 
all the timcMrs . Barry was fmginghcr long, 
and tearing the papillotes out of her hair, 
that they were doingnothingelle butgather- 
ing them up, under an idea that if they 
did not do this, that Ihe would kill them. 

Mrs. Barry died towards the latter end 
of Queen Anne’s reign ; and what was 
remarkable at her death was, the follow- 
ing exprclfion which fell from her in her 
lalt hours : 

Ha, ha ! and fo they make us Lords 
by dozens.” 

Tho’ this fpeech in all probability 
was the effeft of a deliiium; yet, the 
Queen having juft at this time created 
twtl'Tje new Prrn (of whom Lord 
Bathurft was one), the public would un- 
derhand it as ^ political allujion^ and thus 
circulated a laugh at the expence of ad- 
miniftration.

SOME ACCOUNT of a CUSTOM OBSERVED by the AFRICAN SLAVES 
in our BRITISH COLONIES. 

From •• LETTERS on the MANNERS and CUSTOMS of FOREIGN 

NATIONS.” 

^HE old Fort, where we held our ule of the African (laves,— I wa* 
^ hofpital, was contiguous to a bury- aftonifhed one afternoon to obferve nu- 
ing ground, chiefly appropriated to the merous parties of I«i Vans about the dif- 
* King William’s Q^een. N 2 ferent 
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ferent graves ; feut foon learnt that thofe 
perfons were excrcifing certain rites over 
the tombs of their deccafed relations ; a 
cuftom which at dated periods they ail 
religioufly obrenre. 

The ceremonywas truly fingular, and 
afforded me the greatpft fatisfadion. — It 
difeovered, I muft own, as great a 
degree of fuperftition as ever exided, but 
at the fame time evinced I’ucH lively 
marks of giateful aft'eftion, as cannot be 
oblerved without infpiring a tender fym- 
pathyj it formed a light which, though 
confidered in the abftraft it may be thought 
moft grollly ludicrous, was Itill a fpecfacle 
highly fentimental, and delicately plca- 
fmg. 

It is not in great events alone, that na- 
ture vifits our afteilions. The fimpie, 
artlefs, tender litt]e girl, who weeps the 
|ofs of her departed I’parrow, holds as 
ftrong a flue to fer.fibihty, — as the imr 
perious monarch who mourns his loft do- 
minion in a prifon, with all the royMl 
dignity of grief. One ii> a pure ftr*)ke of 
nature, the other is dafticd with pride. 

Amidft the numerous partKsvby which 
I was Airrounded, I at length difeovered 
one, that from the linguiarity particulaily 
i^rrefted my attention j this groupecon- 
lifted of three men, and one woman — I 
approached them with an air of reipedl 
anu diffidence infplied by my” feelings; 
I thought my prei'ence might interrupt 
their rites, and was determined to have 
retired, if my curiofity appeared to he 
intrufive; however, their attention was 
too much engrofied to obferve me, and I 
found my felt, as it were, an invifible 
fpe<51ator of tlieir a<5Ilons, a circumftance 
which greatly favoured my wilhes. 

The men were of a middle age, and 
fine athktic figures, but the woman had 
an appearance fo fingular, that I can 
comp.'.re her to nothing but the ft ri Ling 

ifturc of Famine, given us by Ovid, in 

is \h‘t amorphous. If you add to this, 
the infiimitics of extreme old age, and a 
flein of a jet black, except where Ipotted 
with th« leprofy, you may conceive an 
ideaof this wretched creature, wfiefe fuf- 
ferings appeared to reproach exiftence ; 
yet, however incredibli^it may appear, 
fhe continued for near lulf an h^ur 
hobbling a favage dance around the 
grave of her relation, as did the men, 
who followed her, finging at the fame 
time a fong in the African language, 
which was add relied to the degeaied : it 
had a general chorus, and , as far as I could 
judge, was only a conftant repetition of a 
few Ihort fcntencesj the founds, how- 


ever, appeared highly expreffivc of regT^^i 
and it was fung with fervour and emo- 
tion. 

During all this time, a fifth perfon 
(whom I had not o^ferved at firft) (food 
upon the grave, and employed his feet in a 
l‘ep fomewhat fimilar to the (huffle in a 
Scotch hornpipe, only done much (lower- 
He was a man of a very flight make and low 
ftature, his Ikin df the deepeft black, but 
his hair and beard were of a grizly fllver; 
he appeared to hold the oifice of a prielf , 
and evidently condu»!:led the prelent cere- 
mony, which he finally doled foon after, 
by pouring a libation of new rum upon 
thj grave j this being done^ the mould 
which had been kicked off, was replaced 
by a kind of Ihovd, and they all retired. 

I vifiied feveral othe: parties before I 
had an opportunity .of fatisfying my cu- 
riofity, when obl'erving an uncommon 
croud of negroes at a more remote part of 
the buiying ground, I immediately joined 
them. At the foot ol this grave flood a 
black v/oman, about forty years of age, 
cf a countenance fmgularly expreflTive J in 
one hand Ihe held a fmall crutch flick, 
while Ihe employed the other as aminifter, 
that enforced much graceful gellure 
through a Ipecch. of ftrong and ready elo- 
cution ; for to my great delight (he was 
haianguing in btautiful, though brt^ken 
Englilh ; Ihe had but jult commenced her 
oration ; (Ik moralized fome time upon 
the fubje^f of death : there was an inex- 
prelhble beauty in her manner of delivery, 
a Ifriking piopriety in her choice of 
words, a delicacy in her fentiments ! flie 
was all truth, clearnels, and fimpKcity. 

Who is it, that deglares an Orator inu/f 
fetl himfclf hefoie he can cc>mmand the 
feelings of his audience > 

Nothing is mere corrtff than the re- 
mark ; this woman was a lively inflange 
ot its truth. 

ElecHiified from the coiidu^for of her 
feelings, the lympatlietic heart (hoi kwith 
the finelt throbs of fenfibllity. Nature, 
’tis thou alone that governed the fine 
movements of the foul ’ touched by thy 
gentle hand, the heart-ftrings tremble! 
’tis thou alone canft mu^tc a true cliord 
with the paflions !' 

Infidious art, by throwing in our 
eyes the fubtle pulvil of hypocrify, 
may fometimes drench the cheek with 
a mechanic flood j but fuperficial is 
the tear, it rolleth not with energy ; 
while the fpontaneous fprings of real 
grief pour their warm torrents down the 
heaving bread, and, being re-abforbed into 
the heart, create thole pleaflng pains, 

thoie 
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thofe Inconuiwmeable joys, which fighs 
attempt to ipeak, when I'pcech is lolt. 

I thought it ttrange, that a woman 
whofe tlilcourfe evinced fo much good 
fenfe Ihould iieverthelei's conhne it to 
the Harrow fpheie ot luperttitionj but the 
jcultoms of nations and the prejudices ot 
education are not eafily lubdued. 

Out upon thefe prejudices! I feel fome 
relics of them at ti^s hour ; they creep

Tlie Negro addrelTed every lyllable ot 
her conveuation to the . ult ot her de- 
parted hulband, and loinctiines feemed as 
if file pauled for anlwcisj (lie had pro- 
vided, fora perloninhei ciicumitances, a 
molt lumptuovis^ dinner j Ihe bi ought 
it with her to her hufoand s grave !

toms. 

I was furprlfed to hear this woman dil- 
courle with her hiiflrand’s Ipirit upon many 
pad traniabtions : She related leveral fa- 
mily anecdotes, and, what gave me infi- 
nite piealurc, obferved of fome white 
man, that he was full of charity and

40, 30, or 20 bullocks ; tygers, leo- 
hawks, fighting-cocks, quails, 
arai nightingales j pigeons, dancing- 
women, and boys j lingers, players, buf- 
foons, and moui'.tebaiiks. In Ihoit, his 
Excellency had every thing, every obje^I 
\vliich could pleale or furprize, caufc a 
fmile, or raiie a fneer, attract admiration, 
fix with wonder, or conviilfe with laugh- 
ter ; captivate the C7c, lull the car, or 
tickle the palate ; above 500 Coders were 
employed to carry his ftiooting appaiatus, 
guns, powder, Ihot, and rtct terns j he 
has above icoo double barrel guns, the 
finert that Munton and Nock could make, 
and lingje ban els, piftols, fwoids, and 
ipears without number. 

Religion conlliained him to ftop fome 
days at Buimech to pay homage at the 
tomb of a celebrated Saintf j :i\\^ooJ ?f!fK 
who are able refert to worftilp tiiis holy 
Anchorite once a year, generally in the 
month of May ; his bones were dilcover- 
e4 about 400 }ears ago, and mauifefted 
thpir fan6tity by fome miraculous marks. 
The witty and unbelieving lav, they weie 
the tkeleton of an als, wiihoiit thinking 
of the impiety in imagining there is any 
refcmblance between an als and a faint, 
whether dead or alive.

Bping accuftemed to thclpotf, and 
very eager, I pulhed in my elephant 5 the 
fierce beall chajgtdme immediately 5 the 
elephant, a timid animal, as they gene- 
rally aie, turned tail, and deprived me of 
tlic opportunity to fire; 1 venturi d agaiup 
attended by two or three other elephants ; 
the tiger made a Ipiing, and nc.arlj;,^ 
reached the back of one ot the elephants, 
on which wtit three or foui men ; the 
elephant Ihook himlelf lo foi cibly as to 
throw thele men elf his back; they tumb- 
led into the bufti ; I gave them up for 
loft, but was agiia ably furpiized to fee 
them citep out u’.hurt. His ExcelletKy 
was all this time on a rifng ground near 
the thicket, looking on calmly, and beck- 
oning to me to drive the tiger towards 
him, I nude another attempt, and with 
more luccels ; he darted out towaids me 
on my approach, rearing furioully, and 
laftiing his fidcs with his tail. I luckily 
got a ifiot, and hit him ; he retreated into 
the buftip and ten or twTive elephants juft: 
then pufhed into the thicket, alarmed the 
tiger, and obliged him to run out towards 
the Nazuubf who inftantly gave hin> a 
warm reception, and, with the aftiftaucc

A loud mout of wba ! nuba ! .proclaimed 
the yidory ; and thofe who had been too 
timid to approach before, from idle ap- 
P^jhenfion, alfumed their valour, and 
rumed on the iallen hero with flaughtering 
fvvords. On elephants there is no dan- 
ger in encountering thefe lavage beads, 
which you know from repeated trials. I 
have been at the killing of above thirty 
tigers, and feldom law any one hurt ; if 
you rccolleft, I was once thrown off my 
elephant on one, and cl'caped with a 
brulle. 

The next fport we had of any magni- 
tude was the attack on a wild elephant, 
which we met a few days after the battle 
with ilie tiger : we efpied him on a large 
plain ovei grown with grafs.

quarter of the prelent century. Yet,ultho' 
J have mentioned the author of thole mo- 
numental records with lome little al'pcrity, 
for endeavouring to immortalize prejudices 
which it wouki have been much better 
to have buried in oblivion, I would not 
be underftood to wifh to convey a general 
refiefllon upon his charadcr, which was 
that of a man equally pious and learned j 
but only to fhew that there is, even in 
‘tVi belt and moll enlightened minds, 
lomething which will, at times, icpicls 
that liberality of I'cntinient which religion 
and erudition, philanthropy and philo- 
lophy, ought to itifule into them. 

In this propenlity we can only lament 
the imperfej^lion of human nature, and, 
from fiich examples, endeavour to correct 
any tempoiary depravity of heart, inch 
as, from their conduil, we may judge 
lomefimes to lelgn even in thole of men 
otheiwile diltinguillud tor wildom and 
virtue ; in which dal’s, I repeat, I mean 
to include the Rev. Dr. Gale, of whom 1 
fliall lubjoln the few following anecdotes : 

This Gentleman was bom in the year 
1634, at Sciuton, in Yoiklhire. Hexias 
educated at Wellininller School, from 
which he removed to Cambridge, where 
he continued leveral years, became a Fel- 
low of Trinity College, and attei wards 
Greek Proftflbr in that UniveiTity. ilcw 
lung he continued in this lituation is un- 
certain j but we find that, in the year 
1672, having, as I befoie obferved, from 
the year t666, diltinguifhed himielf by 
bis political writings, he was choftn 
Head Malter of fit. Paul's School, and 
foon after had the honour to be named by 
the City to c'ojnpofc thole infciiptionscxi^ 


graved upon the Monument, which have 
been lb muchcenfured ai<d celebrated, for 
which he was, by the Corporation of 
London, rewarded with a piece of plate* 

In the year 1676 he received a far more 
ample remuneration i for he was made a 
Prebendary of St. Paul's, being one of 
thole termed coujumpt, per mare* 

Dr. Gale had, as loon as he was qua- 
lified, taken the Degree of Do6lor of Di- 
vinity ^ he w'as alio cholcn a Fellow of 
the Royal Society j and gave to thcrepo- 
litory of Giefham ColJ ige a Roman uio 
with its allies. 

About the year 1097 he made a dona- 
tion to the new Library of Ifiniiy Col- 
lege of a great number of Atubic Manu- 
Icrlpts. 

Having* continued Head Mailer of St* 
Paul’s School twenly-five years, he, in 
the lame year 1697, was preterred to the 
Dcanry of the Nletropolitan Church of 
Yolk, In which fituation his piety, hof- 
pitality, and benevolence, were ecjuaJly 
conlpicuous ; as was alio his caie for, 
and good goveinnient of the Chapter, and 
his alliduity in repairing and beautilying 
that venerable and augult Cathedral. 

It was a misfortune lamented by his 
friends and the literary world, that Dr. 
Gale did not long enjoy tliat elevated 
llation to wiiich his meiit, in an anxious 
and laborious employment, liad tailed 
him. He died at his Dtanry, April 
8th, 1702, leaving behind him the clia- 
laFter of a karnea divine, a great hilto- 
rian and antiquary, and one of the belt 
Grecians of Ills time.

beautiful fpecimens of genius and ta- 
lents w'hich the firlt Artilh have dilk 
played there, or are engaged to produce, 
the world will have lets fatisfaftion in 
contemplating the various works at 
Fonthiil as monuments of Mr. Beck- 
ford’s dillinguiftied taftc in the Fine Arts, 
than as a continued exercile of that ge- 
nerous and charitable dilpofition, which 
is ever lendering his princely fortune, in 
loine way or other, lubfervicnt to the 
benefit or happinefs of others. 

Although parts of the original eft.ate 
at Fonthiil are covered with fine oak 
timber, yet Icme thoula»d acres of the 
ground pui dialed by Mr, Beckford’s fa- 
ther, as well as by himlelf, the leafes ot 
which have been continually lallin^h'.*;’ 
weie implanted. Not to mention the 
great plantation begun by the late Mr. 
Becktoid, the prefent gentleman has 
been, every year fince his polkfiion, con- 
tinuing them upon a grandei leale. Se- 
veral bundled tboufami trees, and, feme 
years, nor lefs than a million, airJ tho/e | 
of all thedilTcicnt iorts of foreft wood, i 
and cf various tiibes of exotic plants 
and Ihj ub:>, often conlticute the woik * 
but of a hrgle kafon. As new pur- , 
ciiafis are continually adding large trad s ; 
of land to Mr. Bfckford’s di.main, his 
plantations wall piobably pre ceed in the 
lame llile for 1 bine ytars to come. As 
ihc planting at Fonthiil may be confi- 
dt-rctl as a kind of general undertaking 
always going tcmaid in the proper fea- 
Ibiis, a lingkivork only in this way ftrail 
be particuta: ly fpcclfitd, becaufe it w'us 
attended by feme ciicumllances which 
gave it peculiar merit. — The ftone of 
the prrfcnt Fonthiil Houfe, built by the 
late Mr. Beckford, was taken from a 
quarry on the Eafiern Ihore of the Lake, 
at an inconfidcrablc diftance from the 
kite of the manfion itfelf. Several acits 
of rocky ground, v/hich formed this 
quairy, continued after the completion 
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tf the building ftill open $ and exhibit- 
ing nothing but large naked mafles of 
white tbme and ugly ekcavations, and 
thole almoft fronting the houfe, it was 
relolved to cover every part of this 
quairy, fome pi^lurefque features of 
rock excepted, with foil brought from 
adiftance by dint of labour, and then to 
plant the ground with oak, beetli, elm, 
larch, fir, Src. leaaing green walks, 
bordered with fhrubs and flowers, 

Aich other fpaces open, as good lafte 
liiggefted, according to the nature of the 
ground. This plantation Mr. Beckford 
Icon after conliderably extended along 
the adjoining hills which hang over the 
Lake ; on the fide of which has been 
formed a Grotto trickling with pmennial 
fprings j the furface of its Rock -work 
variegated with many-coloured mofles, 
and its crevices filled with aquatic plants 
and flowers. This whole range of 
icenery, but particularly the quairy 
part, the wood having now attained a 
very confiderable growth, may, in point 
of beauty and original efle^l, challenge 
any garden fcenei-y in the kingdom. 

That work, having ehiployed a great 
miinber of hands for two oi three years, 
vi^as fucceeded by an enlargement of the 
bed of the river, and the removal of a 
’«^ll:one bridge of feveral arches, by which 
the water could no longer be croflLd. 
The different form of the ftiorcs and cx- 
tenfion now given to the breadth of tlie 
water have entirely changed its former 
afpedl; and charaaer, and rendered it 
worthy of its prefent appellation of a 
Laki. The clearnefs and depth of this 
water, partly fupplied by the river Nad- 
der, and partly by thofe numerous foun- 
tains iffuing from the high ground, and 
giving the appropriate name of Fonthill 
to the village, add greatly to the merit 
'Of this Lake, in refpeil to its volume and 
expanfe, and entitle it to rank as one of 
the molt interefting obje6ts of the place. 
Further improvements, however, are in 
due time to be made upon this water j 
its flze to be flill enlarged, and its form 
more varied, 

Mr. Beckford’s next undertaking was 
the formation of a new Kitchen and 
Flower Garden, contignous to each 
other, in a more convenient fcite, under 
a warmer afpeft, and upon a Icale four 
times larger than the old one. The Hot 
Walls, Pineries, Confervatories, quan- 
tity of glazed Frame-work, the Gar- 
dener's Houle, importation of Ibil for 
this cxtenfive fpot of many acres, with 
Its plantations and nurfcries, and aa

extenlive inclofure of handlbnie brick'* 
v^ll round the whole, hav^ altogether 
concurred to render this work almoft as 
unrivalled in magnitude and convenience* 
as it inuft have been in matter of ex- 
pence. 

About three years ago was begun a 
Wall of confiderable height and thick- 
nefs, built of hewn ftone, and carried 
circularly round near levcn miles of the 
loftieft and fineft part of the hills and 
woods of F’onthill. This has been fl- 
nilhed with a ftrong painted paling, in- 
clined outwards, as a cbe^aux de frizes 
which runs entirely round the top of the 
wall in order to fcciire this favourite 
inclofure from all intrufion. Hares, 
phealants, partridges, and other game, 
with biids of long or of beautiful plu- 
mage, are the conltant inhabitants of this 
fecuie region, and are, Ibmc or other of 
them, continually oflering thenileJves to 
fight in the air or on the ground, half 
tame, ar\d almoft fearlefs, as if conicious 
of their privileged fafcty. 

At the bottom of a wildly wooded 
hill, within this inclofure, is a natural 
Luke of the molt tranlparent water afiti

On an elevated fcite above this Lake, a 
fpace, converted into a Lawn, has been 
opened in the Wood, coniifting chiefly, 
in this part, of larch and the various 
tribe of flrs, with fome mixture of holly 
and yew, for the creation of a (Gothic 
Abbey, upon a very magnificent plan by 
Wyatt.

rality of readers. Sloth oftpn finds an 
excule In this deficiency by declining a 
talk not prevloufly defined, and thus the 
fiivings of avarice furnifli a cloak for ig- 
norance. It is where we expeft the great- 
eft variety of entertainment that wc are 
moft felicitous to fee the bill of fare $ and 
our appetites are never blunted by know- 
ing betorc-hand the fpccific nature <ff our 
provifion. The molt uleful account we 
can give of thefe Travels is, therefore, 
to fupply, as well as we can, this unpar- 
donable negleft, by laying before our 
Readers, as our manner has lately been, 
a brief fiimmary of what they contain. 
By fuch an analyfis, however imperfe6I,we 
inay become, in feme meafnre, the Au- 
thor's alfociates in all his cxcurfions j 
learn the objefl on which he fets out ; 
appreciate his mear^s of realizing it ; 
follow him in his route ; contemplate the 
fatigues and dangers he encounters ; and 
calculate the acqiiilitions he makes ; 
noting, as we proceed in whatever may 
ftrike us as defective in his plan, or, the 
execution of it. 

Our Travelkr does not ftatc fpecifi- 
cally what the exclufive aim of his labo- 
rious and expenfive undertaking is j but 
he feems to be every wIktc ftimulated by 
an irrefiftible defivc of improving natural 
hiftdry, and efpecially of examining with 
!iis own eyes inch particular branches of 
it as are moft to his taftc. Few ob- 
jefls of any value or novelty, in any lltu- 
ation, or on any cccafion, elcape his re- 
fearch. Oftener than once we find him 
regretting his want of botanical know- 
ledge, which prevented hisxrollecling the 
vaiictyof curious vegetables which fur- 
rounded him, ard that he had neither the 
ficill nor apparaUis of a chymift Ibr anajy- 
aing the difrerent fubftances or bodies 
vv'hich occurred to him, and excited his 
attention. IJis great paftlon, which di- 
re^led and concentered all his ftudies and 
piirfuits, was to range through animated 
ijature, and fcleff from the infinite 
/warms of ci^ature? who people the Afri- 
can territories, fuch as are Jeaft known 
to the natiiralifts of Europe. He aban- 
rfors himfelf entirely to whatever he 
deems mofteflTential and conducive to this 
Itquifition.' The fupreme and prevail- 
ing end of all his ambition and labours 
Is fuch an aflcnnblage of animated forms 
f$ has been hitherto produced by no for- 
mer matilralift. Two dbiefts feem to 
occupy hjs attention equally, in al| cir- 
Ctimftances ; the knowledge of the coun- 
ty, and fuch materials as could be found 


and amalTed for this depofitiim* ThfAs, 
however, prove occaiionally fb incom- 
patible, and interfere i'o elTentlally with 
each other, as to put him fometiraes to 
the greateft inconvenience. But the ul- 
timate refult of all his ingenuity and 
difeoveries are reieryed for his orni- 
thology, which he repeatedly piomiles 
the public, and to which his further de- 
tails and trftits of *Iill the non-deferipts 
which fall in his way, are in general re- 
ferred. 

Of the means he poirefftd and prepared 
for accomplifiiing thefe ends, he lomc- 
times prefents us with very copious and 
minute details. The caravan he equipped 
conlifted of three can iages, accompanied 
with relays of cattle wr relieving each 
other in the draught, fome Hottentot 
negroes who ferved him on his preceding 
journey, and feveral new ones ; but no 
other European was fuffered to be of the 
party but himfelf. His train was like- 
wife fill niflied with fome faddle-horfcs,and 
a fmall flock of Iheep, goats, and milk- 
cows. He had alfoafew poultry, amonkey, 
his old companion, and ieventeen dogs. 
The merchandize by which he meant to 
traffic with the natives were trinkets of 
different kinds, tobacco, brandy, nails^ 
and knives. Thefe, with nre-aims, 
powder, lead, provilions of tools a 
iron, and ftores of fuch neceffaries as 
were not likely to be found very plen- 
tifully, at Icaft in diftri(Lts without cul- 
ture, civility, or perhaps inhabitants, 
kitchen utenfils, and inftruments for 
hunting and preparing the materials of 
his cabinet, compofed his luggage. "For 
the confidence and fatisfaftion of his rea- 
ders in what may be expelled from his 
ililigence and exertions, he delineates very 
particularly all the appaiatus he thought 
indifpenfible both to lalety and fuccefs. 
He even condefpends to chara^Sterize the 
individuals who compe-fi." his Alice, and 
afeertain the feveral departments thpy 
filled. He ftates the nature of their ler- 
vices, the ufes to which his animals are 
fepaiatcly appropriated, and, in propor- 
tion as theyanfwered his purpofe, omits 
no occafion of celebrating their merit in 
the fond language of an indulgent mafteK 
The very ftrulfurc and conformation 
of his waggons, the mode of his en- 
campments, and the invariable care and 
precautions eflential to his fe^urity, are 
correftly ftated for the information and 
convenience of future travellers. The 
arts by which he fee ured the game' in 
moft requeft, his means of obtriining the 
fpccific obje^s of his curiofity vyithJeaft 
t ’ ' ' • damage, 
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tVimsigc, of bcft prcparlngf keeping, and 
Homing them for carriage, and a great 
variety of ingenious devices to which he 
had occafionally recowd’e, where expe- 
dience failed, and he depended Iblely on 
i the relburces of his own mind, are ail 
ipecified and explained. It were need- 
lels to add the talents and addrefs by 
which this complicated machine is fabri- 
cated, put in motion, cofidu6Ied, and ren- 
dt-icd ill every re fpefl eiHc lent. Of theie 
every reader mult be left to form his own 
judgment, by an impartial eftimate of the 
work, on carefully perufmg its contents. 

The firlt Volume of theie Travels de- 
feribes the tour of the colony, which in- 
cludes a conliderable tra6t of country 
behind and round the Cape. His me- 
teorological remarks on the adjacent 
mountains, fomc of which overlook an 
immenfe extent, both of lea and land, 
are curious and new. Some of thefe 
altitudes, the very delcription of 
which renders us giddy, helped him to a 
artial anticipation of the difficulties he 
ad to lurmount in the journey he medi- 
tated; but his ardour only inci\afrd in 
proportion as ihe wilds under vu w ap- 
peared impafiabie. He enumernu >, in 
this introdudion to the travels bt fuu- him, 
various incidents, occafioned by his 
x\ lendOiips both in town and among the 
planters on their farms, at a diltance 
which conlideiably impeded his letting 
out. Of all the captivating ipots in 
this rich and romantic colony, a place 
called the T^vemy^four feems to 

have charmed him molf . He mentions it 
as pefuliaiiy calculated for tht of a 
town, which, with very little attention, 
might foon be made to rival that on the 
Cape ; and from the vicinity ot a capa- 
t-ious harbour, and a conlfant lupply of 
the belt and cheaped piovilions, wdth 
ever}’ commercial accommodation, eafily 
lurpafs it both in trade, population, and 
magnificence. He traverled the whole of 
uhat is called Hottentot Hollandy SiueU 
Ihthachy Vraaken Stryn, Rockevelr/, 
Roogc-xand^ and by Szvartla7id \ every 
point as far as this enchanting retreat. 
The refpedivc productions of the feveral 
cantons, their llatc of cultivation, and 
local peculiarities, are deferibed in his for- 
nier work. They furnilhed him few ar- 
ticles for his coUe6fion on this occafionj 
and what obfervatious tliey fuggeft, are 
chiefly confinpd to the charafteis of the 
planters, and their mode of living. 
Thel'e he divides into tlu-ee clalTes ; The 
lint are a kind of grandees (d enormous 
vjCealth, ^pftllcd of fumptuous efebiilh- 
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ments, and marked from others by a 
diltant, fupercilious, and haughty de- 
portment ; The next owe every thing to 
their own indultry, enjoy an high degree 
of independence, Jive in a moderate 
ftate ot competence, and emulate each' 
other in pra^Uiing the amiable virtues 
of kindnefs and hofpitality : I'he third 
are a fpecies of drovers, who keep their 
hocks ifi the recelfes ot the country, and 
expole them to laie in the di ierent can- 
tons, lead a wandering and paitorai lifci 
and have no means ot fubliifcnce, but 
what is deiived from this ambulatory 
traffic. 

The two firft Volumes of this Work, 
pubiifhed fix years ago, had no chart by 
which th^ eye could turnilh the leait help 
to the underftanding, dn tracing the 
courle of our traveller through a defert 
hitherto fo little known. Xhisdefefl is 
in part at lead fupplied by the prefent 
publication, to wh.ch is prefixed a map 
explanatory of both tours j the former 
by a red line, and this by a yellow. 
Theie extenfive routes lie in oppofito 
direcHons, on a bale in the fliape of an 
angle, the veitex of w'hich jets out into 
the fea, and foims one of the molt extra-* 
Oldinary capes or promontories in the 
world, which is wafhed by the Southern 
Ocean in front, by the Indian on one fide, 
and by the Atlantic on the other. Our 
traveller reached along both fhores very 
far up the country to a di(tri<5t of Caffra- 
liainone voyage, and mountains inlia^ 
bited by the HowfuanuSy under the tro* 
pic of Capricorn, in the other. Butting 
Iketch only expofes the valtnefs of the 
latitudes ItilJ unexplored, and the im* 
menle fwarms of unknown favages bu- 
ried in their deep impenetrable recelVes ^ 
and it mu ft leave on the mind of every 
judicious reader Icntiments of real con- 
cern, that one lb competent to the talk 
had it not in his power to vifit the whole. 
This map, like many others, is on too 
final! a Icale to be of much ufe ; and ill 
conlults the convenience of readers by a 
rigid adherence to the technical language 
ot geograpliy, which fo few underftand. 
Had the leveral tribes of favages recon- 
noitered, and their different hordes or 
kraals, been diftin6tly named in large 
ftrong characters, and the moft important 
paftes emphatically marked, every reft- 
ing-place, place of adventure, or pl^e 
noted by whatever accident or circtim- 
ftance, in the whole courle might have 
become equally perlpiciious to every rea-* 
der. I

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and polTeffcd of many invahiable advan- 
from fcience and indullry peculiar 
to a polifhed ftate of Ibciety, think of the 
exptnee to which they owe their enjoy- 
mem 8. The pain of much thwiking, tne 
dj'ubgevy ot levcve iiiveiiigation, and all 
tlioje namelefs circinnltanccs ot loficitiide 
and labour, which render a lludious life 
fo weaiilbine both to the Heth and the 
Ijsinti), are feklom iiitVicicntly cortiidered 
by thole to whole indulgence and luxury 
it chietly contributes . The force of this 
remajk mult be acknowledged by all who 
penile theie travels. They exhibit a fc- 
lies ot CApeiinients carried ou tin* the ad^ 
vanceiiv’.it of knowledge, at the rifque 
of whatever is vu.uable to human com- 
fort. I'bci) conlideration, however 
intcrefting and iinpoitant, is alnuptly 
abandoned, tor whatever promiles the 
Walt acet flion to dur Hock ot inteliigence. 
We have- here a man poliellcd of cale and 
inclept rjdence, ilkhiig ficm the bolbm of 
tatlc and luxury ; and, tor the puriuit of 
tcience, relinquilhii-g ail the endearnicnLS 
•f doireltic lelicity j eoriinitting himlelf 
to the perils of the ocean in a tedious and 
difaftrous voyage* j .weltering under the 
potent rays of a vertical fur., plunging 
amidii the lloims which agitate the tro- 
pical climate- with lo much violence ; al- 
moll iulFocatcd by ckuds of faline duft 
anft acrid vap* lu s conllantly inhaled 
from a toil every where impiegnated by 
fait and I’ulpluir ; altcMiately jiarched 
with thijil and devoured by hunger, 
without piolp.ct (it water or tood j ex- 
periencing, tiv? nan owed clcapes from 
poilbnc.i unews, p( boned tomitaiiis, 
nnd the rnol^ u: ions deprediiti ' .s both of 
robbers ar.d hu ^ cxploiing the hordes 
of unknown In.liai Ians, far fiom the 
couniel ai'd l viMteixu’ce of regular foci- 
ety j Liubiaclrg . 1 '- .illbciates and friends 
tribes oi iiien as vvild as the lummits that 
harbour them, and uncultivated as the 
game tht y pin luc ; clalhing into the bo- 
IciTis of loreds infelUd by beads of prey, 
ciolfirg on r.ifts or Ifumps of trees the 
moll impetuous torrents ; Humbling on 
a kraal of mifeiablc wretches, blockaded 
in their huts by a peHilerxe lo deadly, 
that it leemed impolhble either to recede 
or continue, without embracing inevita- 
ble delhii^ ion j encountering elephants, 
who arc nearly trcailing him down, rbi- 
socerolts whole Hrcngth is enormous, 
ai d mode of defence peculiaily fieicc and 
drcadrul ; geraffes, buffaloes, lions, ti- 
fitis, hyenas, vultures, and almolf every 
other cainivoiotis animal ' Such a feries 
«i iiazaidsas diHuiguilh thiai boUladven- 


turcr cannot be read or recited without 
confide rable pain $ but they give peculiar 
interdi to the narration, andfenubly en- 
hance the value of the refult. 

The Author has no where laid liefofc 
liis readers a regular catalogue of his ac- 
quifitioiis in natural hillory. They can 
IkH judge of thcle who have ^ccefs to 
the cabinet he muft by this time havedi- 
gelfed aftid arrangM. TJ|c following are 
a few fpecifoeus of the advantages we 
owe to his new Travels.: 

1. Though no botanift himfell', he 
dilclofes the moft fertile fources fwr en- 
riching that delicious icicnce to luch as 
Hudy and purfue it* He promiles to 
piibiiflj vvith all convenient Ipted I’everal 
engravings of fome linguiarly beautiful 
plants. He explains the nature of vege- 
tation in thcle acrid climates, charaae- 
rizes the foil, and diieifs the florid how 
to cherifli and pieferve this exqiiifite tafte 
with moft plealure and fuccel's. An un- 
common plant often and inlenflhly rivets 
him lo the fpot. In a.fwect thicket on 
the hank of the P'ilh River, he is filled 
with Kipturc at the light of a lily fliedding 
its beauties to the ‘ defert air,* and wav- 
ing majeltically on a flexible ftem, feven 
feet high and llx inches round the bulb, 
more than one foot in length, and nearly 
two and a half in circumference. ^ 

2 . His claftification ofaniinalsvvas here 
confiderably augmented, as theie fertile 
banks furniftietl him with eighty different 
Ipecies of birds, ten of which were en- 
tiiely new ; their novelty was the more 
plealing as it was what he principally 
lought. He added likewile to his' collec- 
tion many quadrupeds both great and 
fniaJI ; hut what is of the higlicft con- 
fvquence to the knowledge of genuine 
nature, the habits and manners or every 
independent kind he was chiefly careful 
to examine and difplay j and from the in- 
ftanccs protUicedin theie Volumes of his 
acutenels and diferimination, we are 
heaitily difpofed to wilh him all jwflible 
liiccefs in the feveral publications an- 
nounced, and which are probably now in 
tiain. 

3 . He endeavours to purge natural 
hiltory of all the misfliapen fables which 
have hitherto disfigured and dil^iled it. 
Several fa6fs doubted or dilhelieved, he 
authenticates j aflerts the pra6ficaliility 
of taming the fierceft animals from his 
own experience and example in the cale 
of a zebra J and eftablilhes the fafeinating 
powci of certain reptiles from the tefti* 
mony of his own fenfes, and that of 
oiliu* Ickutific gentlviiKn of ii?difputahle 

credit 
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rredilHlity and hoyiour : and thefe things 
arc the more likely to be true, that tliis 
publication muft reach the Cape, where 
many witneffes arc alive ,and to be 
found, and infallible means of deteiling 
ftftitious^atements are at hand* 

4. Nothing recommends the Work 
more to our attention, than the many 
amiable and interefting tfavts it affords 
of our common nature #in its mod artlcfs 
and fimplc condition. All the Author’s 
fuffering and cxpencc of time, talent and 
property, would have been amply repay- 
cd by only quafliing that calumny and 
aveihon, which unfortunately conligned 
fuch multitudes of our fellow-creatuics to 
the hatred and injury of others, not much 
better than themfelves. But he rcicucs 
alio numberlefs hordes of mild andiiaim> 
lefs individuals from prejudice and ob- 
feurityj makes them known and rcfpe6t- 
ed by each other; and inihinJils the go- 
vernment of thele remote Icttlemciits how 
the numerous tribes who occupy the back 
grounds may be trained and made icr- 
vico;d)le ; and nothing can be more plra- 
fing than the laptuie and cnthufiuimwith 
which he dwells and exj)atiates on their 
warm unilifpicious tempeis, the mildnei’s 
and freedom of their mauncis, the holpi- 
tality they iliew to Iti angers, the confi- 
'^'•nce they excrcifc on all occafions, and 
the very exqulfitepleuiuie they uniformly 
take in doing generous and good nattued 
things. 

5. The predeceffors of our traveller 
in Ibine part of the fame route are eveiy 
where handfomcly treated. Of i'ome who 
evidently had the improvement of fcience 
exclulively at heart, he I'pcaks in terms 
of high refpeft, and rectifies their mif- 
takes with delicacy and liberality ; but 
.others who take every thing on tiuft, 
and are fond of exaggerating the tradi- 
tions of the populace, and even repeat 
w'ith approbation the romantic tab]e:> of 
the planters, he induftrioully cxpolcs to 
tlic infamy they merit. 

6. On the fuppofitlon that we dial I 
be able to retain this iiicftimable Icttle- 
ment of which we are now in pofftflion, 
we earnelfly recommend thele Travels to 
the attention cf Government : they 
bring forward objc6ls of great public im- 
portaOie : various high commeicial ad- 


vantages in which this country abounds 
are liiggefted, I'ome of the fined bay-s far 
(hipping in the known woild aie pointed 
out, and feveral rich fouices of naval 
doles laid open. New lituaiions pecu- 
liarly inviting to fiefh colonization are 
difclofed, where the foil is fertile, the cli- 
mate gentle, water plenty, game abun- 
dant, ample communication with the Tea 
and with Europe open, and the whole 
feenery for an immenle fweep of the molt 
beautiful lying grounds eXquiiitely rith 
and romantic. The pra6licability of tra- 
verfing the whole of thel'e unknown regi- 
ons is frequently and fully alceitained; 
and the bed guide to luch an undertaking 
are, doubtlefs, the adventuies and exjx;- 
rience here detailed. 

Notwithdanding the (ingular degree of 
plcafure we have derived from the perufal 
of thele Travels, we do not think them 
altogether faultlefs. Many of his details 
might he piofitably compreired. Hisde- 
fciiptions both or animals, vegetables, 
and occurrences, are alio very often tedi- 
ouily prolix. Among all the monders 
he faw, he ucconnts for none of their car- 
cafes when dead ; he does not once men- 
tion feeing any ot their bones, or hazard 
a fmgie conjellure on this phenomenon. 
How age is accommodated among ra- 
vages, the date both of men and women 
dining that interelting period; and hf»w, 
where, and with what folemnity their 
dead are interred, he leaves us wholly in 
the dark. All thefpcculations he throws 
out on the various lhades of the human 
chara^er in this uncultivated and unde- 
praved d ige, are equally fuperheial and 
unfatis factory. From the inhabitants of 
thefe high remote latitudes, where the 
wonders of nature are in pei petual exhi- 
bition, and an exticmc fermentation ot 
the elements diveifilies her entire organi- 
zation, whodilcvivei in other lefpe^ls nd 
wcaknefs of intelie^l, it feenis odd no 
traces of reflection were dilcerned, con- 
cerning either the origin of things, or 
their owndeltination; but this key, though 
the bed for unlocking all the latent excel- 
lencies and mylleiies of our nature, did 
not accord vvith the philolbphy of the 
new fchool. It is at lead not from a dif- 
tiplc of maieiluhlin that we can expeft 
fuch intelligence.

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The Author acknowledges, that the 
main and principal event is only an am- 
plification of the Santon Bar/ifa in the 
Guardian : he might have added, that 
his in one ot theepilbdes, appears 

in circumftances too fimilar to be the 
effect of accident, to a fpe^lre exhibited 
in all the horrors of corruption and mar^ 
rotvlefi bones y by the inventive authorefs 
of The Knights of the Swan/’ 

Neither morals nor religion will ac- 
knowledge thcmfelves benefited by a work 
whofe great fcope and pnrport it is tor 
fhew, that the talrelt face and femblance 
of virtue is commonly a cloak to the 
moft horrible crimes j and iinlels all the 
other fources of imp\ obahihty 'aoA ‘wonder 
muft be conlidered as completely ex- 
haufted, it is difticult to afiign a reafon 
for the revival of the exploded myfteries 
of forceryy and the J pints of darkritfs. 
If it was our Ant W’s intention, which 
we would not willingly uippofe, to at- 
tack religions onUrs, and, of courfe, 
leliglun itfell, V)y exhibiting the extreme 
depravity of its mofi eminent difciples, 
he will, in the opinion of all found 
judge*}, be confidered not only as having 
failed of his intent i(/f\, but as having 
paid an hoJtomable tribute, the moie 
Valuable lor being undejip^nedy to ecclt- 
JiaJiicat ('jiMifbmrnts, The Monh yields 
itot to the rirlt, nor to tfie lecond etferts 
even of htlh/h HfjaiUints j he relifls 
blandi/hmejtts which no mortals imfup^ 
orted could liave been able to repel y and 
ecomes at 1 ilt the unhappy vi«iHm of 
lull fiom excels of gratittide and attach- 
ment. His progieis afterwards into the 
abyfs of crimes is rapid and incxeuleable j 
and in this part of hi>. w’ork, our author 
has Ihewn confiderablc tkill ur,d dexte- 
rity 5 but even here, to infiame the 
atrocity of his chara^^er, the culprit 
fometimes is made to commit gratuitous 
and improbable encrmitie.s. 

The poetry interfperled through this 
work would have given popularity to a 
compolitioii much inlerior to thi.s both 
in matter and in IVile. Where Mr. L. 
has attempted to imitate the manner of 
the ancient ballad, he is cininenrly luc- 
cefsful ; retaining all its fimpHcity and 
pathos, without the vulgarity or the fjj- 
corrc6fnels ; and there are lew modern 
elegies that furpafs the Exile either in 
elegance cr imagery. Indeed, the chief 
excellence of Mr. L.’s profe confills in 
this latter attribute of lhe*w«/>; ail the 
fcencs on which any care has been be- 
llowed exhibiting both the truth of na- 
t\fU'eandtheanipiacio2i of genius.

If the reader wllhes to be Inftruflcd 
in the fecret of railing up fpirits from 
the vafty deepy various fpecimeus of that 
recondite hre may be colle^lcd from this 
fingular performance ; and one by a ve- 
teran afid experienced artift, no lefs a 
perfonage than the lE’andering Jew him* 
felf. We lliall, however, lcle£V an ex- 
ample from the fecond Volume, which is 
rather more highly finilhed, and is no 
unfavourable laiTlple of oiir Author’s 
adroitnefs in this 1‘cience of darknefi and 
devils. 

The light of the returning lamps 
gilded the walls, and in a few moments 
after Matilda flood befide him. She 
had quitted her religious habit j Ihe was 
now^ clothed in a long fable robe, on 
which was traced in gold embroidery a 
variety of unknown charafters ; it was 
faftened by a girdle of precious itones, in 
which was fixed a poniard ; her neck 
and arms were uncovered ; in her hand 
Ihe bore a golden wand ; her hair was 
loofc, and flowed wildly upon her fhould- 
ers ; her eyes fparkled with terrific ex- 
preffion, and her whole demeanour was 
calculated to infpire the beholder with 
awe and admiration. 

“ Follow me,” faid Ihe to the Monk 
in a low and folcmn voice 5 “all is 
ready I” 

“ His limbs trembled while he obeyed 
her.

As a fpecimen of the poetry in this 
tvork) we (hall feleft Ihe Watn-King^ 
an imaginary potentate of the Danifh 
Mythology, whofe province it is to agi- 
tate the aeep, occallon (hipwrecks, and 
drag the drowning failors beneath the 
waves. Mr. L. informs us, in a fhort 
Preface, that from the third to the twelfth 
ftanza it is the fragment of an original 
panifh Ballad. We have not yet feen 
it extracted into any periodical publica- 
tion.

He following account of Capt, Sted- 
** man's killing an Aboina frake is 
very entertaining, and chara^lerirtic of 
the manners and rcfources of the ne- 
groes ; 

As I was refting in my hammock, 
between the paroxyiins of my fever, 
about half way between Conno^libo and 
Baibacoeba, while the Charon was float- 
ing down, the fentinel called to me that 
he had leen and challenged femething 
black, and moving in the brufh wood on 
the beach, which gave no anfwer j but 
which, from its fize, he concluded mult 
be a man. I immediately dropped an- 
chor, and, having manned the canoe, ill 
ns I was, I Iteppcd into it, and rowed up 
to the place mentioned by the ientinel. 
Here we all Itepped afliore to reconnoitre, 
as I luipeiled it to be no other than a re- 
bel fpy, or a Itraggling party detached by 
the enemy ; but one of my Haves, of the 
name of David, declared it was no negro, 
but a large amphibious fnake, which 
could not be far from the beach, and I 
might have an opportunity of rtiooting it 
it I pleated. To this however I had not 
the Icaft Inclination, Irom the uncommon 
fizc of the crea'ure, from my weaknefs, 
and the ditbcuUy of getting through the 
thicket, which feeincd impcnctiable to 
the water’s edge 5 and, therefore ordered 
all of tlum to return on board. The 
negro then alked me liberty lo Hep for- 
ward and (hoot it hnnlelf, alTuiing me it 
could not be at any gieat diltaiicc, ajui 
warranting me againlf all danger. This 
declaration iniplred me with lb much 
pride and emulation, that I de<^ermir.ed to 
tikehls hid advice, and kill it myfelf, 
provided he would point it out to me, and 
be reipoiiliblc for the hazaid by Handing at 
r y iide ; from which 1 Iwore, that if he 
Uaicd to move, I Hiould level the piece at 
hiinfeli*, and blow c-ut his own brains. 

** 1 o this the negro cheei fully agreed j 
and, having loaded my gun with a ball 
caitridge, we proceeded j David cutting 
a path with u blll'hock, and a marine 
f(']Iw\\inr with tluce moje leaded firtlccks 
to keep lu uauiiiels. We hud not gone 


above twenty yards through mud and 
water, the negro looking every way with 
an une»mmon degree of vivacity and at- 
tention, when, ftarting behind me,he calh d 
out, “me fee fnakee j” and, in effe^l, 
there lay the animal, rolled up under the 
fallen leaves and rubblfti of the trees, 
and lb well covered, that it was feme time 
before I diltinftly perceived the head of 
this monfter, diftant from me not above 
fixteen feet, moving its forked tongue, 
wh ie its eyes, from their uncommon 
brightnel's, appeared to emit fparks of 
lire.

To thefe are 
added fuch as have dolcn into the world fur- 
reptitioufly, and others (clilcfly juvenile 
compofltions), which he was aware exided 
in manufciiptS) in the hando of d.ftcrent pci- 
foiis ^ and two Dramas, which had re- 
ceived the approbation of certain poetical 
and critical hiends of unquedioned judgment, 
many of them tince dead. Med of thelc 
pieces will be received with pJeafure by every 
reader of tadc. The Dramas are, fit A, 
“ Sappho,” a lyrical performance in throe 
ads, which we have heard was lormeily tec 
to inufic by Giardmi : it has not, however, 
bttn repreftnted on the Stage. I'he fecond, 
entitled, “ Argtntile ind Curan,” is a legen- 
daiy diama, wiiuen about the year 1766 on 
the old Englilh model, and is taken from 
Wainei’b “ Albion’s England.” This piece, 
though probably .mended for the Siage, has 
never been offered to it; though we think, 
with fome alteration, it would be not unlikeiy 
to fucceed.

Cliuily gets into a 
quanel with three Neapolitan f Idiers, who 
feem difpcfcd to l.iy violent twind'* on him i 
but in the moment when lie Is likely to become 
the vidim of their fury, the Count ai rives, 
and finding he cannot fave Churly with ^ut 
being known, he difcovers himfclf to the fol- 
diers, and they retire. — Churly isfo imprefled 
With gratitude for this genet ous protedlion 
at fuch a perilous time, that he pants for an 
opportunity of fcrving the Count in return, 
7'he other foldiers wlw had been on the 
watch for the Count follow him clofe, and 
at length get pofleffion of their prey. The 
Count is thrown into the priforr of which 
Churly is the porter. The Countefs vifits 
her hufband in confinement, and his children 
are brought to the pnfon, and all are funk 
into the deeped dejcdlion, on acaount of his 
impending fate. Chuily, liowtver, advifes 
the Count to change clothes with him, inor- 
d'cr to efcape as porter oi the Piifonj but 
the Count, conceiving that Churly >a>)u I d then 
fufFcr infiead of himfcli, lefifls all attempts 
to make him leave another to fuffci* a death 
intended lor liimlclf. Ac length, however, 
Chuily prevails, the Count receives proper 
diretrions how to pafs the guard, and he 
gets faftly out of piifon. Chuily then 
defires the Countefs to bind his arm behind 
him, and fix him with the rope to the daple 
in the wall. This done, he fets up a loud 
cry to call the guards, who enter, while the 
Countefs, counfelled by Churly, holds a ftilctto 
over him, as if Ihe liad been an accomplice 
in tlic efcape of lier hufband. The Guards 
take Churly into cufiody to account for his 
conduft; hut the money which Churly finds 
in the pocket of the Count’s coat, enables 
him to efcape with the Countefs to a farm 
bcionging to her hufiiand within the limits 
of tlie Koman Btates, winre they are all 
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faf«, Churly, of courfe, is received by the 
Count’s tenants 'with the tnoft cordial zeal. 
He fird^i bis wife among them, af»d the Count 
promifing to give him a reward for his gene- 
rous fcrvices, the Piece concludes with the 
happinefs of all parties. 

This Opera is not, like the generality of 
afttr-picces, a work of humour, but contains 
many inttrefting and pathetic incidents. It 
was received with great ^app’aufe. TheMu- 
fic is partly compile^ro.n ihe Italian, and 
partly new by Kc^SPjfrho has (hewn much 
tafte in the feledion.

^RF.SENTEU - to THE AMERICA^ 
SECRETARY OF STaTE BY CITI- 
ZEN ADET. 

T he undcrfigned Miuiftcr Plenipo- 
tentiary of the French Republic, in 
conformity to the orders of his Govern- 
ment, has the honour of tranfmitting to 
the Secretary of State of the United 
States, a Refolution taken by the Execu- 
tive of the French Republic, on the 
nth Miffidor, 4th year, relative to the 
conduct which the (hips of war of the 
Republic are to hold towards neutral 
veCfels. The flag of the Republic will 
treat the flag af Neutrals in the fame 
manner as they (hall fulFerit to be treat- 
ed by the Englifh. 

The fentiments which the American 
Government have manifefled to the 
Undcrfigned Miniftcr Plenipotentiary, 
do not permit him to doubt, that they 
will fee in its true light this meafurc, 
as far as it may concern the United 
States, and that they will alfofeel, that 
it is dictated by imperious circumftances, 
and approved b} juftice. 

Great Britain, during the War (he 
lias carried on againfl the Republic, has 
not ceafed ufing every means in her 
power to add to that fcourge, fcourges 
llill more terrible. She has ufed the 
well known liberality of the French na- 
tion to the detriment of that nation. 
Knowing how faithful France has al- 
ways been in the obfcrvance of her 
Treaties ; knowing that it was a prin- 
ciple of the Republic to refpeft the flags 
or ail. Nations, the Britifh Government, 
from the beginning of the War, has 
caufad neutral vefl'els, and in particular 
American vclfels, to be detained, taken 
them into their ports, and dragged 
from them Frenchmen and French pro- 
perty. France, bound by a Treaty with 
the United States, could And only a 
real difadvantageinthe Articles of that 
Treaty, which caufed to be rcfpefttd 
as American property, Englifh property 
found on board American veflels. They 
bad a right, under this con fide ration, to 
expeft that America woi^ take fteps 
in favour of her violated neutrality. 
One of the prcdeceflbrs of the under- 
figned, in July 1793, applied on this 
fubje£t to the Government of the United 
States } but he was not fuccefsful, Nc- 
VoL.^X^XXI, Feb. 1797. 


Ycrthclcfs, the National Convention, 
who, by their Decree of the 9lh May 
1793, had ordered the feizure of ene*- 
my’s property on board neutral vclTels, 
declaring at the fame time, that the 
meafure fliould ceafe when the Engliih 
fhould refpe£l: neutral flags, had except- 
ed, on the 23d of the fame month, the 
Americans from the operation of this 
general order. But the Convention 
Was obliged foon to repeal the law 
which contained this exception fo fa- 
vourable to Americans : the manner \a 
which the Engliih condu6ted them- 
felves, the manifeft intention they had 
to flop the exportation of provifione 
from America to France, rendered it 
unavoidable. 

The National Convention, by this, had 
reftored the equilibrium of neutrally 
which England had deftroyed 5 had diu 
charged their duty in a manner jullified 
by a thoufand pafl examples, as well at 
by the neceflity of the then exi fling mo- 
ment. They might, therefore, to recall 
the orders they had given to feize the 
enemy's property on board American 
velTels, have waited till the Biitilh Go- 
vernment had firft definitively revoked the 
fame erder, a fufpenfion only of which 
was produced by the embargo laid by 
Congrefs the 26th of March 1794; but 
as foon as they were informed that, under 
orders of the Government of the United 
States, Mr. Jay was directed to remon- 
ftrare againlt the vexatory meafures of 
the Englifli, they gave orders, by the laW 
of the 13th Nivofe, 3d year, to the (hips 
of war of the Republic to refpeft Ame- 
rican veflels, and the Committee of Public 
Safity, in their explanatoiy Refolve of the 
14th of the fame month, haftened to fanc- 
tion the fame principles. The National 
Convention and the Committee of Public 
Safety had every rcafon to believe that 
this open and liberal conduct would de- 
termine the United States to ufe every eflbi t 
to put a (lop to the vexations impofed 
upon their commerce, to the injury of the 
French Republic. They were deceived 
in this hope $ and though the Treaty of 
frien4(hip, navigation, and commerce^ 
between Great Britain and the United 
States, had been figned fix wa.ks before 
France adopted the meafure I have juft 
fpoken of, the Englifh did not abandorv 
the plan they had formed, and continued to 
flop and carry mto their pons all Ameri- 
S can 
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can veflTels bound to French portSi ot 
feturning from ttiem. 

Tbit condu6l was the fuhjefl of a Note 
which the underftgned addreded on the 
the 7thVendeiniair5z9th September 1795* 
,0. S.) to the Secretary of State. The 
remonilrancts which it contained were 
funded on the duties of Neutrality^ upon 
the principles which Mr. JeiFeribn liad 
laid down In his Letter to Mr. Pinclc- 
aiey, , dated die 13th September 1794* 
Vet this Note has remained without an 
«iifwer» though recalled to the remem* 
brance of the Secretary of State by a dif- 
Mtch of the 9th Gei'minal, 4th year (29th 
^larch 1796, O. S.) and American vef- 
fids bound to French ports, or returnii^ 
from them, have ftill been feized by the 
Indeed more ; they have added 
n new vexation to thofe they had already 
jmpofed upon Americans : they have im- 
Teamen fi*om on board American 
vtflfels, and have thus found the means 
/©f ftrciigthening their crews at the expcnce 
of the Americans, without the Govern- 
^mentof the United States having made 
Icnown to the underfigned the fteps they 
bad taken to obtain fatisfaflion tor this 
violation of neutrality, To hiutful to the 
iDtereils of France, as the undeiiigncd 
bath fet forth in his Difpatches to the 
Sccretaiy of State of the 9ih Germinal, 
4th year (29th March 1796, O.S.), 19th 
Germinal (8ih April 1796), andxft Flo- 
rcaJ (20th April 1796), which have re- 
inained without an anlwei*. 

The French Government, then, finds 
itfelf, with refpeft to America at the 
prvfeiit time, in circumftanc^s iimliar to 
ihofc of the year 1795: and if it Tecs 
itfelf obliged to abandon with refpefl to 
them, and neutral Powers in general, the 
^vourable line of condii^ they puri'ued, 
apd to adopt different meafures, the blame 
fiiould fall upon tbe Britifh Government; 
it is their conduit which the French 
Government has been obliged to follow. 

The underfigned Minilter Plenipoten- 
tiary conceives it his duty to remark ^to 
tkhe Secretary of State, that the neutral 
-Governments, or tlic Allies of the Re- 
|Miblic, have nothing to fear as to the 
treatment of their flag by the French, 
fince, if keeping vrithin the bounds of 
t^ir neutrality, they caufe the right of 
tltat ncujrjility to be rcrpc6>ed by the 
^nglifh, the Republic will refpeft them. 
JBut if through weaknefs, partiality, or 
Other motives, they fliouid fuflfer the £n- 
s^ifhtofportwith that neutrality, and turn 
^ to advdnUge, could they tlien 
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complain when Frinee> to reflore 
balance of neutrality to its eqatlibrium, 
fhall in the fame manner as the En-^ 
glifh i No, certainly | for the neutrality 
of a nation confifls in granting to Belliir 
gerent Powei's tlie fame advantages $ and 
that neiiti ality no longfr exifls, when, in 
the courfe of the War, that neutral nation 
grants to one of the Belligerent Powera 
advantages not ftipulated by Treaties an* 
terior to the War, or fuffers that Power 
to icize upon them. The neutral Go- 
vernment cannot then complain, if the 
other Belligci*ent Power will enjoy ad* 
vantages which its enemy enjoys, or if if 
fetzes on them; otherwife that neutral 
Government would deviate with refpe^ 
to it from the line of neutrality, and would 
become its enemy. 

The underfigned Miniftcr Plenipoten- 
tiary thinks it ufelefs further to develope 
thefe principles. He does not doubt that 
the Secretary of State feels all their forces 
and that the Government of the United 
States will maintain from all violation 4 
neutrality which France has always re* 
fpefted, and will alwayS refpeft, when 
her enemies do not make it turn to her 
detriment. 

The underfigned Miniflcr Plenipoten- 
tiary embraces this opportunity of reiterau 
ing to the Secretary ol State tne aflurance 
of his efleem ; and informs him, at the 
fame time, that he will caiifc this Note to 
be printed, in order to make publicly 
known the motives which, at the prefent 
jun^lurc, influence the French Republic.

TORY RESPECTING NEUTRAL VES- 
SELS. 

SIR, 

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the 
receipt of your Npte, of the a 7th ult. 
Covering a decree of the Executive Di- 
re<5loiy of the French Republic, concern- 
ing the commerce of neutral nations. 

This decree makes no diftin6lion between 
neutral powers, who can claim only the 
rights lec tired to them by the law of 
nations, and others between whom and 
the French Republic Treauci. have im- 

poT«0^ 
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^ed fpeclal obligations. Where no 
Treaties exift, the Republic, by feizing 
mnd confifcaiing the property of their 
enemies, found on board nputral veiTeU, 
would only exercife an acknowledged 
j-iglit under the law of nations. If, to- 
wards fuch neutral nations, the French 
Kepublic has forborne to execute this right, 
the forbearance has been peife£lly gra- 
tuitous. The United States, by viitue of 
their Treaty of Commerce with France, 
Itand on different ground. 

In the year 1778, France voluntarily 
entered into a Commercial Tieaty with 
us, on principles of perfeft reciprocity, and 
cxprefsly ffipulating that free Jbips fiould 
make free goods: that is, if France 
ihould be at war with any Nation, with 
whom the United States (hould be at 
peace, the goods (except contraband) and 
tire perfons of her enemies (foUliers in 
aftual feivice excepted) found on board 
tire veffels of the United States were to be 
free fiom capture. On the other hand— 
if the United States (hould engage in war 
with any Nation, while France remained 
at peace, riren the goods (except contra- 
band) and the perfons of our enemies 
(foldiersin aftual fervice excepted) found 
on board French veflcls, were alio to be 
fiee bom capture. This is plainly ex- 
prtfleJ in the 23d Article of that Treaty, 
and demonftratesthat therecipiocity iheie- 
by ftipulated was to operate at drjferent 
periods — that is, at one lime in favour 
oi one of the contracting parties, and 
of the other at another time. At the 
prefent time, the United States being at 
peace, they poflefs by the Treaty the right 
cf carrying the goods of the enemies of 
France without lubjeClIng them to cap- 
ture. But what do the fpiilt of the Decree 
of the lj;xccutive Directory and the cur- 
rent of your obfervations require ? That 
the United States (hould now gratuitoudy 
renounce this right. And what rea/bn is 
aifigned for denying to us the enjoyment 
of this right ? Your own words furnidi the 
anfwer ; “ France, bound by treaty to the 
United States, could find only a teal difad-- 
^vantage in the articles of that Treaty, 
which caiifed to be refpeCled as American 
property Englifh property found on board 
American velTels.” This requifition, and 
the realbn adigned to fupport it, alike 
excite furprize. The American Govern- 
nient, Sir, confeious of the purity of its 
inieniions, of its impartial oofervairee of 
the laws of neutrality, and of its inviolable 
regard to Treaties, cannot for a moment 
admit, that it has forfeited the right to 
€ Laima reciprocal obfervance of iHpulations 
QU (he part gf the Ftench Republtci whgfe 
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friendfhip moreover It has evcij reafoa 
to cultivate with the moft perfeCI nneenty. 
This right, formerly infringed by a Decree 
of the National Convention, was recogniz* 
ed anew by the repeal of that Decree. Why 
it (liould be again queftioned we are at a 
lofs to determine. We arc ignorSnt of 
any new redraints on our commerce by 
the Britifh Government 5 on the contrary^ 
we poflTcfs recent official information, that 
no nenv orders have been ijfued* 

The captures made by the Britifh of 
American vefTels, having French property 
on board, are warranted by the law of 
nations. The force and operation of this 
law was contemplated by France and tho 
United States, when they formed their 
Treaty of Commerce, and their fpecial 
dipulation on this point was meant as an 
exception to an univeiTal rulei neither our 
weaknefs nor our drength have any choice, 
when the quedion concerns the obfervance 
of a known rule of the law of nations. 

You are plcafed to remark, that the 
condufl of Great Britain in capturing 
vrfl'cls bound to and from French ports 
had been the fubjt^l of a Note, which, on 
of the 29th September 1795, was addreffecl 
to the Sccjetary of State, but which re- 
mained without an anfwer. Very fuffi- 
cient reafons maybe affigned for thcomif- 
(ion.— The (ubje6f, in all its afpefts, 
had been officially and publicly diicuded, 
and the principles and ultimate meafures 
of the United States founded on their 
jndifputable rights were as publicly fixed. 
But if the fubjefl had not, by the previous 
difcuflions, been already exhauded, can it 
be a matter of furprife that tliere fliould 
be a repugnance to anfwer a letter con* 
taining fuch infinuatlons as ihefe : 

“ It mud then be clear to every man, 
who will djfcard prejudices, love, hatred, 
and, in a wotd, all the paflions which 
lead the judgment adray— that the French 
Republic have a right 10 complain, if the 
American Government fuffered the En* 
glifh to interrupt the Commercial Rda* 
lions which exid between her and tha 
United States ; if, by a perfidious conde* 
feenfion, it permitted the Englifh to violate 
a right which it ought, for its own Sjnour 
and intereft^ to defend : if, under tl^e cloak 
of neutrality, it prefented to England a 
poniard to cut the throat of its fait^^ful 
ally : if, in fine, partaking in the tyran- 
nical and homicidal rage y Great Brttain, 
\x concurred to plunge \ People of France 
into the horrors of Famine P* For the 
fake of preferving harmony, filence waa 
preferred to a comment upon thoft \nfi^ 
nuations* 

S % Vwi 
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Yon »rc alib plcafcd to refer to your 
letters of March and April )aft, relative 
to impreiTes of American Teamen hyBri> 
ti(h fliips, and complain that the Govern - 
mait of the United States had not made 
)cnown to you the fteps they had taken to 
obtaip Tatisfajiflion. This, Sir, was a mat- 
ter which concerned only that Govern- 
ynent. A$ an independent nation, we 
were not hqund to render an account to 
any other ol the meafnres we deemed pio- 
perfor the prote£liun of our own citizens 5 
fo long as theic was not the flightell 
ground to fuTpeft that the Government 
ever acquiefeed in any aggreHlon. 

But permit me to recur to the Aihjeft 
of the pecrce of the Executive Dire6iory. 

As before obferved, we are officially in- 
formed that the Britiffi Government have 
iBued no new orders for capturing the 
velTels of the United States. — We aie alfo 
officially informed, that on the appearance 
of the notification of that Decree, the 
Miniftec of the United States, at Paris, 
applied for inforination, “ Whether or- 
ders were ilfued for the feizure of neutral 
vefTels, and was informed, that no Tuch 
order was ilTued, andfurthei, that no Tuch 
order would be iffned , in cafe the Britilh 
did not feize our veirds.”— This commu- 
nication from the Minifter of the United 
States at Paris, to iheii Minifter at Lon- 
don, wasdated the zSrh of Aiiguft. But 
the Decree of the Dire£\ory bears date the 
34th Mellidor, aniwesing to the zd of Ju- 
ly, Thefe ciicuinftances, together with 
Tome obTcrvations in your Note, leave the 
American Government in a ftateof unccr- 
Uinty of the rj^al intentions of the Go- 
vernment of France. Allow me then to afk. 
Whether, in the iiifual ftnieof things, our 
comnieice is confideied as liable to fuffer 
any new reftri( 5 lions on the part of the 
French-Republic ? Whether the reftraints 
now exercifed by the Britiftt Government 
arc confidered as of a natuie to jollify 
a denial of thofe rights, which are pledged 
to us by our Treaty with your nation? 
Whether orders have been adually given 
to the fhips of war of the French Repub- 
lic 40 capture the vefTeis of the United 
Statesf gnd what, if they exift,'are thepre- 
pife terms of thofe orders ? 

Thefe queftions, Sir, you will fee, are 
highly interefting to the United States.— 
It i| vyith fxtreme concern, that the Go- 
yernmeqt ^ods itfelf reduced to the 
Dece{]ity of afking an ej^planation of this 
nature $ and ir it ihaT| be informed that a 
pew line of conduct is to be adopted to- 
wards this country, on the ground of the 
Decree refea^d iOp its furprife will equal 


its regret, that principles fhould now be 
queftioned, which, after repeated difeuf- 
nons, both here and in Fiance, hayefbeen 
demon ft lated to be founded, as we coa- 
ceive, in the obligations of impartial neu- 
trality, of llipulations by Treaty, and 
of the Law of Nations.—! hope, Sir, 
you will find it convenient, by an early 
anfwer, to remove the fufpence in which 
the Government of the United States if 
now held on the queftion above ftated, 

I ftiall cloi'e this letter by one remark 
on the fingularity of your caufmg the 
publication of your Note.— As it con- 
cerned the United States, it was properly 
addrefted to its Government, to whica 
alone pertained ihe right of communicating 
it, in I'uch time and manner as it (hould 
think fit, to the Citizens of the Uaited 
States, 1 am.

POKGRESS OF IHK UNITED STATES. 
WEDNESDAY, DEC. 7, 1796. 

THIS day, at twelve o’clock, the Pre- 
fident of the United States met both 
Houfes of Congrelsjin the Reprefenta- 
tiyes* Chamber, and delivered to them 
the following 

ADDRESS. 

Fellow Citizms of the Senate^ and 
oj the Ihnts of Reprefentati z'fs^ 

IN recurring to the internal fituation 
of our country, fincc I had laft the plea- 
fure to addrt! > you, I find ample reafon 
for a renewed expreftion of that grati- 
tude to the Riiltr of the Univerfe, which 
a continued feries of profpenty has fo 
often and fojuftly called forth. 

The A6ls of the laft Selfions, whicb- 
required fpecial arrangements, have 
been, as far as circumftances would 
admit, carried into operation. 

Meafures calculated to enfure a con- 
tinuance of the friendfhip of the Indians, 
and to preferve peace along the extent 
of our interior frontier, have been di- 
gefted and adopted. In the framing of 
thefe, cafe has been taken to guard, ott 
the one hand, our advanced fettlements 
from the predatory incurfions of thofe 
unruly individuals, who cannot be re- 
ftrained by thdr tribes ; and, on the 
other hand, to protcdf the rights fecured 
to the Indians by Treaty j to draw therq* 

^ nearer 
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nearer to the civilized ftatCi and infpire 
them with corredt , conceptions of the 
power, as well as juftice, of the Go- 
vernment. 

The meeting of the Deputies from 
the Creek nation at Colerain, in the 
State of Georgia, which had for a 
principal objedt the purchafe of a par* 
cel of their land by that State, broke up 
without its being accomplifhed ; the 
nation having, previous to their de- 
parture, inftrudtedthem agaiiift making 
any fale ; the occafion, however, has been 
improved, to confirm by a new Trea- 
ty with the Creeks, their pre-exiftmg 
engagements with the United States, 
aiid to obtain their confent to the efta- 
blifiiment of trading houfes and mili- 
tary pofts within their boundary, by 
means of which their friendlhip and 
the general peace may be more effedtu- 
ally fecured. 

The period during the late SefTion, at 
which the appropriation was pafied, 
fur carrying into tfhdt the Treaty of 
Amity, CoinrntiRe, and Navigation be- 
tween the United States and his Dri- 
tannic Majeliv, necclTanly procrafti- 
nated the reception of the polls ftipu- 
laced to be delivered Deyond the date 
alfigned for th.it event. As foon, how- 
ever, as the Governor General of Ca- 
nada could be addrelTed with propriety 
on the fubjedl, arrangements were cor- 
dially and promptly concluded for their 
evacuation, and the United States look 
pOirclIion of the principal of them, com- 
prehending OAvego, Niagara, Dtrroir, 
Micl^limakiiiac.and Fort Miianii, where 
fuch repairs and additions have been 
ordered to be made as appeared indil- 
penfible. 

The Commilfioners appointed on the 
part of the United States and of Great 
iiritain, to determine which is the river 
St. Croix, mentioned in the Treaty of 
Peace of 1783, agreed in the choice of 
Egbert Benfon, Efq. of New York, fur 
tile third ComniiHioner. The whole met 
at St. Andrew’s, in Paflamaquoddy Bay, 
in the beginning of October, and di- 
re6>ed furveys to be made of the rivers 
in difputc ; but deeming it impracticable 
to have thefe furveys completed before 
the next year, they adjourned to meet 
at Bofton in Augiill 1797, for the final 
dtcilion of the queftion. 

Other Commiflioncrs appointed on 
the part of the United States, agree- 
ably to the leveoth article of the 
Treaty with Great Britain, relative to 
Captures and condcninatioa of vcflels 


and other property, met the Commif* 
fioners of his Britannic Majedy in Lou* 
don, in Auguft'Jaft, when John Trum- 
bull, Efq. was chofen by lot for the fiftk 
Commimoner. In Odober following 
the Board were to proceed to buiineis. 
As yet there has been no communica- 
tion of Commillioners on the part of 
Great Britain to unite with thofe who 
have bftcn appointed on the parr of the 
United States, for carrying into effed the 
fixih article of the Treaty. ' 

The Treaty with Spain required that 
the Commillioners for running the 
boundary bne between the territory of 
the United States and his Catholic Ma- 
jelly’s Provinces ol Ball and Weft Flo- 
rida, Ihould meet at the Natches, before 
the expiration of lix months after the 
exchange of the ratifications, which was 
etfedcu at Aranjuez on the 25th day of 
April, and the troops of his Catnolic 
Majtfty occupying any pufts within the 
limits of tne United States were within 
the fame period to be withdrawn.— The 
Commilfiuncr of the United States, 
therefore, cornu, enced his journey for 
the Natches in Sep tember, and troops 
were ordered to (;ccupy the pufts from 
which the Spanilli grtirifon Ihould be 
withdrawn. Informauun has been re- 
cently received of the appointment of a 
CommiHiurifr on the pait of his Catho- 
lic Majefty for running the boundary 
line, but none of any appointment for 
the ddjuftment of the claims of our 
Citi/.tns, whole velfels were captured 
by the armed velTeJs of Spam. 

Jn puriu-incc of the Ad of Congrefs, 
palled in the Lift Selfion, for the pro- 
tedion and relief of American Seamen, 
Agents were appointed, one to refidc in’ 
Great Britain, and the other in the Weft 
Indies. The eliedts ol the Agency in 
the Weft Indies are not yet fiilly af- 
certained ; but ihufe which have been 
communicated afford grounds to believe, 
the nKafure will be beneficial. The 
Agent deftined to refide in Great Bri- 
tain, declining to accept the appoint- 
menr, the bufinefs has confe'quently 
devolved on the Minifter of the United 
States in London ; and will command 
his attention, until a new Agent (hall 
b% appointed. 

After many delays and difappoint- 
ments anjing out of the European 
War, the final arrangements for ful- 
filling the engagements made to the 
Dey and Regency of Algiers, will, in 
ail prefent appearance, be crowned with 
futcefs i but under great, though in- 
evitably 
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tvicabte difadvantagesi in the pecuniary 
tranfa£tions» occaiioned by that war» 
'which will render a further provifion 
secciTary. The a6luaMiberation of ail 
0or Citizens- who were prifoners in 
Algiers, while it gratifies every feeU 
pg hearti is itfelf an earneft of a fatif- 
faaory termination of the whole nego* 
csation. 

Meaftires are in operation for effefling 
Treaties with the Regencies of Tunis 
And Tripoli. 

To an active external commerce, the 
motedtion of a naval force is indifpen* 
nble. This is manifeft with regard to 
wars in which a State is itfelf a p^^rty $ 
-but befidesthis, it is our own experience, 
that the moft fincere neutrality is not a 
fufficient guard againft the depredations 
of nations at war. To fecurc refpedt 
to a neutral flag requires a naval force, 
organized, and ready to vindicate it 
from inlult or aggrelfion. This may 
even prevent the ncctlHiy of going to 
War,t)ydifcoiiraging Belligerent Powers 
from committing Inch violations of the 
rights of the neutral party, as may, 
firil or lalt, have no other option. — 
From the beft information 1 have been 
able to oDtain, it would feem as if our 
trade to the Mediterranean, without a 
protecting force, will always be inlc- 
cure ; and our Citizens txpofed to tlie 
calan itics from which numbers of 
them have but juft been relieved. 

, Thcfecoiilidcrations invite the United 
States to look to the means, and to let 
about the gradual creation of a navy. 
The incrcaling progrel's of their navi- 
jgation promilts them, at no diftant 
period, the requi fue fupply of lea men ; 
And their means in other refpedts fa- 
vour the undertaking. It is an encou- 
raeemenc likewifci that their parti- 
cular fitUHtion will give weight and 
influence to a moderate naval force in 
their hands. Will it not then be ad- 
Vifeable, to begin without delay, to 
|)rovide, and lay up the materials for 
Jhe building and equipping of Ihips of 
war 5 and to proceed in the work by 
^egrpes, in proportion as our refources 
ftall render it pra^ticaivle, without 
inconvenience ; fo that a future War 
pf Europe may not find our comm^ce 
In the fame nnproic6lcd ftate in which 
it vans found by the prefent ? 

Congrefs have repeatedly, and not 
without fuccefs, direfted their attention 
lo the encouragement of Manul’aflures. 
The- objefi is of too much confequence, 
not to enftirc a continuai^e of their effortsi 
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in every way which ftiall appear eligible. 
As a general rule, Manufaflures on 
public account are inexpedient. But 
whci« the flate of things in a Country 
leaves little hope that certain branches 
of Manufa6lure will for a great length of 
time obtain $ when thefe are of a nature 
clTential to thefurmlhing and equipping of 
the public force in the time ot War, 
are not eliablilhments for procuring them 
on public account, to the extent of the 
ordinary demand for the public fer*vice^ 
recommended by ftrong confiderations of 
national policy, as an exception to the 
general rule ? Ought our Country to 
remain, in fuch cafes, dependent on foreign 
fupply, precarious, becaui'e liable to w 
inttn upied ? If the necellkry articles fliould 
in this mode coft more in time of peace, 
will not the fecurity and independence 
thence arifing form an ample conipenfa- 
tion ? Eftabiilhments of this foit, coin- 
menfurate only with the calls of the Public 
Scivice in the time of Peace, will, in 
time of War, eafily be extended in 
pioportion to the exigencies of the Go- 
vcinment, and may even perhaps be made 
to yield a furplus, for the fupply ot our 
Citizens at large > fo as to mitigate the 
piivateers fiom the interruption of their 
Ticule. If adopted, the plan ought to 
exclude all thole branches which are al- 
ready, or likely foon to be eftablifhed m 
the Country, in order that there may be 
no danger of inieiterence with purluitsof 
individnal Induftry. 

It will not bp doubled, that with refer- 
ence cither to individual or national wel- 
faie,. agriculture is of primary importance. 
In proportion as Nations advance^in po- 
pidation, and other circumltances of ma- 
turity, this truth becomes more apparent, 
and renders the cultivation of the foil 
more rind more an objeft of public pa- 
tronage, Inltitutions for promoting it 
grow up, fupported by the public purle § 
and to what obje£l can it be dedicated 
with greater propriety } Among the means 
which have been employed to this end, 
none have been employed with greater 
fuccefs than the eftabliftiment of Boards, 
coinpofed of proper chara6fers, charged 
with collefting and diflufmg informa* 
tion, and enabled by premiums, and fmall 
pecuniary aids, to encourage and aflift a 
fpirit of difeovery and improvement. Tfaie 
fpccies of eftablifhiiient contributes doubly 
to the incicafe of improvement, by ftimu- 
lating to enterprize and experiment, and 
by drawing to a common centre the re- 
fults every where of individual (kill and 
ob^a^vation. and fpreading them thence 
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wtr the whole Nation. Expenence ac« 
cordingJy has ihewn, that they are very 
cheap inilniinents of imroenfe national 
feene/its. 

I have heretofore propofed to the confi- 
deration of Con^rels> the expediency of 
cftablilhing a National ITnivcrlity ; and alfo 
a Military Academy, The delireablenefs 
•f both thele InlKitutions has fo con* 
ilantly increafed with every new view I 
have taken of the fubjedt, that I cannot 
omit the opportunity of once for all recal- 
Jrng your attention to them. 

The Afltfinbly to which 1 addrefs my- 
felf is too enlightened not to be fully 
ienlible how much a flouri/hing ihte of 
the Arts and Sciences contributes to na- 
tional prdfperity and reputation. — Tine 
it is, that our Country, much to its 
li%nour, contains many Seminaries of 
Learning highly rerpedlablc and ufcful j 
but the funds upon which they reft are 
loo narrow to command the aoleft Pro- 
feHors in the different departments of libe- 
val knowledge, for the Inftitution con*' 
tcmplated, though they would be excellent 
auxiliaries. 

Amongft the motives to fuch an Infti- 
tution, the aftimilation of the principles, 
•pinions, and manners of our Countiy- 
men, by the common education of a por- 
tion of our youth from every quarter, 
well deferves attention. I'he more ho- 
mogeneous our Citizens can be made, 
ui thcfe particulars, the greater will be 
our profpedl of permanent union ; and a 
primary objeft of fuch a National Infti- 
jLutiox Ihould be, the education of our 
oulh in the fcience of Government. In 
Republic, what fpecles of knowledge can 
be equally important, and what duty 
more prefling on its Legiflature, than 
to patronize a plan for communicating 
it to thofe, who are to be the future 
guardians of the Liberties of the Coun- 
try ? 

The inftitution of a Military Academy 
is alfo recommended by cogent reafons. 
Elpwever pacific the general policy of 
I Nation may be, it ought never to be 
without an adequate ftock of Military 
knowledge for emergencies. The firil 
would impair the energy of its charac- 
:ei*, and both would hazard us fafety, 
jr 'cxpofe it to greater evils when War 
:ould not be avoided. Befides, that War 
night often not depend upon its own 
:hoice. Ill proportion as the obfer- 
r^nce of paciiic maxims might exempt 
\ Nation from the hecelfity of pradlif* 
ug the rules of the Military art, ought 
0 be UK care In prei'erving and tfanf<« 
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mitting, by proper cAablifhm^ents, tiliff 
knowledge of that art. Whatever ar- 
gument may be drawn from particuta^ 
examples, lupcrficiallv viewed, a tho-* 
rough examination of the fubje£t witf 
evince that the art of War is at oned 
comprehenfivc and complicated j that it 
demands much previous ftudy ; and that 
the pofjclfion of it, in its moft tnv^ 
proved and perfe^ ftate, is always 
great moment to the fecurity of a Na- 
tion. This, therefore, ought to be i 
ferious care of every Government i 
and for this purpofe an Academy, 
where a regular courfc of inftru6lion i$ 
given, is an obvious expedient whiclii 
difterent Nations have fuccelsfully em- 
ployed. 

The compenfations to the OfScen 
of the United States, in various in- 
ftances, and in none more than in re^ 
fpeft to the moft important ftatioos, 
smpear to call for Legillative revifioa^ 
The confequences of a defective pro- 
\ifion are ot a fenous import to the Go- 
vernment. 

If private wealth Is to fupply the 
defc£t of public retribution, it will 
greatly contraft the fphere within which 
the feleftion of charadler for Office 
is to be made, and will proportionally 
diminifli the probability of a choice w 
men able as well as upright. — Befides 
that, it would be repugnant to the vital 
principles of our Government virtually 
to exclude from public tnifts talents 
and virtue, unicTs accompanied by 
wealth. 

While, in our external relations, fomc 
ferious inconveniences and embarraft- 
menis have been overcome, and others 
ieftened, it is with much pain and deep 
regret I mention, that circumftances 
of a very unwelcome nature have lately 
occurred. Our trade has fuffered, and 
is fuffering, extenfive injuries in the 
Weft indies, from the cruizers and 
agents of the French Republic and 
communications have been received 
from its Minifter here, which indicatd 
the danger of a further difturbance of 
our commerce by its authority, and 
which are, in other refpedts, far from 
agreeable. 

It has been my conftant, iittcere, and 
carnell wifti, in conformity with tha't 
of our Nation, to maintain cordial har- 
mony, and a perfect friendly under- 
ftanding with that Republic. This 
wiih remains unabated ; and X ftiall 
perfevere in the endeavour to fulfil 
iq tho* vtmoft extent of what ihall bW 

con- 
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cosfiHent with a juft and indirpenftble 
regard to the rights and honour of 
our Country ; nor will 1 eailly ceafe to 
cheriih the expeflation, that a fpirit of 
juftice, candour and friendthip on the 
part of the Republic^ will eventually 
enfure fuccefs. 

In purfuing this courfe, however, I 
cannot forget what is due to the cha« 
rndler of our Government and Nation ; 
or to a full and entire confidence in the 
good fenfe, patriotifm, feif-refpeft, 
and fortitude of my Country me»'.

PUBLfSHED BY ORDER OF THE KING 
OF PRDSSSIA, RESPECTING THE 
PRUSSIAN TERRITORIES ON THE 
LEFT BANK OF THE RHINE. 

Frederick William II. 

WE having been informed, that an 
opinion has been propagated through a 
part of our Suteof Weftphalia, (ituated 
on the left Bank of the Rhine, to wit, 
the Provinces of Clcvcs, Meurs, and 
Guelders. in the aftual poffelfion of the 
French Troops, that fufiicient remon- 
ftrances and protcftations had not been 
made on our part againft the various 
inuwvaMons and opprellions which the 
Frencii CommilTaries and Agents ex- 
crcife over out faithful fubjefls ; we 
have therefore thought it good to mak# 
this public declaration, by means of our 
Regency, jointly with our Chamber of 
War and of Territory; and vFe do 
publicly declare that we have neVer 
ccal'ed, nor lliall we ever ceafe, to in* 
terfft ouiTelves in behalf of our faid 
fiibjc6ts, by the intervention of our En- 
vn’ tr) the French Republic; and that 
it is far from our intention to depart 
from the bafts of the Treaty of Bade 
ixipuHing the Civil or Financial Ad- 
mmiftration of thofe Countries. 

In concluding the Treaty by which 
the War between our State and the 
hiv-nch Republic was put an end to, it 
was never our intention to grant them 
more than a mere military poffeffion of 
our Provinces on the left fide of heRhine, 
till Peace Ihould be concluded with the 
Emperor; and this intention, which had 
been taken as a bafts in the negocia^tions, 
is fufficiently manifcft by the tenor of 
the 5th Article, which exprefsly de- 
clares, “ That the Troops of the Re- 
public (liall occupy thefe Countries be* 
iorging to it.”

» 
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*fhe difference between Provinces 
conquered from an enemy, and thofe 
which belong to a Power in alliance, 
and which have been merely conceded 
for a temporary military occupationi is 
Aifficiently evident; and, it is obvious 
that they ought not to be treated in 
the fame manner. 

It is therefore impoflible for us to 
believe that the French Government, 
confidering the amicable ties fubfifting 
between us and itj will hill oppofe fuch 
evident reafoning. It cannot fail to 
conceive, that neither fequeftration nor 
confifeation of the goods of the Clergy, 
nor the projc6ted fale of woods, nor 
the enormous contribution of three mil- 
lions, impofed on the country between 
the Mcule and the Rhine, which would 
entirely ruin that country, can take place 
with any regard to appearance of juftice. 

It has already in tiFe6t given our En- 
voy at Paris the moft pofiiive alTurance, 
that the meafurcs taken with refpeft 
to the Clergy Ihould be put an end to, 
and that the Ecclcfiaftics ftiould remain 
in quiet enjoyment of tb *'■ goods and 
revenues ; wc, therefore, couftantly ex- 
pe6t the revocation of the order for 
the fale of woods, and, in gcncial, a 
renunciation of all thofe clcflru6five in- 
novations relative to our dominions. 

We fliall not bv any means recognize 
as valid the fale of woods, which ha\e 
already taken place to our great afto- 
nifliment ; and wc are pofiiively deter- 
mined to have recourfe to the purch i- 
fers for rcftituiion in kind, or for the 
value*at which the property fold (hall be 
eftimated by our Agents, and for the da- 
mages which (liali refult from the wade 
committed on thefe woods. 

In thofe cafes, where ihe purchafers 
cannot be found, we (hall cxercife our 
feverity on aU thofe who are employed 
by thefe laft for cutting and carrying 
wood. We, in confequcnce, exhort our 
faithful Subjc6ls of the laid Provinces 
to remain alfured of our lading and 
efdcacious prote( 5 lion, and to wait with 
confidence for the return of that ancient 
order of things, fo highly to be delircd.

LIEUTENANT OF IRELAND TO 
BOTH HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT. 

CAMDEN, 

I Have it in command from his Maje|^ 
to acquaint the Houfe of Commons, 
his M^*e(fy fCels the deeped regret that his 
entleavours to prelerve peace with Spam» 
and to adju(t all matters in difcufiion with 
that Court by an athicable Negotiation^ 
have been rendered inefFeffual by an 
abrupt and unprovoked Declaration of 
War on the part of the Catholic King, 

His Majedy, at the fame time that he 
(incerely laments this addition to the cala- 
mities of War, already extending over fo 
great a part of Europe, has the fatisfaftion 
to reflet, that nothing has been omitted 
on his part which could contribute to 
the maintenance of Peace on good grounds* 
confiffent with the honour of his Crown 
and the inttreds of his dominions. ^ 
And he tiuds, that under the pro- 
tcrtion of Divine Providence, the firm* 
nefs and wilHom of his Parliament will 
enable him elFe6fually to repel this unpro* 
voked aggrellion, and to afford to all £u* 
rope an additional pi oof of the fpirit and 
reiources of his Majedy *s kingdoms. 

I am alfo commanded by his Majefty 
to acquaint the Houfe of Commons, that 
his Majedy feels the utmod concern that 
his earned endeavours to effe^ the refto- 
r.uion of Peace have been unhappily fruf- 
trated, and that the Negotiation in which 
he was engaged has been abruptly broken 
off by the peiemptory refufai of the 
French Government to treat, except upon 
a bafis evidently inadmifiiible, and by their 
having, in conlequence, required his Ma- 
jedy ’s Pienipoteniiary to quit Paris wiihm 
48 hours. 

1 have diie£led the fever al Memorials 
and Papers which have been exchanged in 
the couifcof the late difeuflion, and the 
account tranfmitted to his Majedy of lis 
(in:il refult, to be laid before the Houfe, 
From thefe Papers, his Majedy truds* 
it will be proved to the whole world, that 
his condu6t has been guided by a fincerc 
defire to e(fe6l the redoration of Peace on 
piiiiciples iuited to the iclative fituatjon 
of the Belligerent Powers, and elTential 
for the permanent intereds of his kmg* 
doms, and the general fecui ity of Europe* 
whild his enemies have advanced preten* 
fions at once inconfident with thole objects* 
unfupported even on the grounds on which 
they were profefled to red, and repugnant 
both to the fvdem edabllfiitd by repeated 
T Trcatie*; 
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Treaties, and to the principlesand practice 
which have hitherto regulated the inter- 
cotirfe of independent nations. 

In this fituation his Majcfty has the 
confolation of relieving, that the conti- 
nuance of the calamities of War can be 
iMBtated only to the unjuft and exorhiiatit 
of his enemies f ami hts Majefty, 
looking forwaixl with anxiety to th^ mo- 
ment when they may be d fpofed to aft 
on diflferent principles, places in the mean 
time the fiilleft reliance, under the pio- 
teftton of Providence, on the wifdom and 
frrmnefs of his Parliament, on the tiicd 
valour of his foiccshy fea and land, and 
on the zeal, public fpirit, and refources of 
his kingdoms, for vigordns and ctFeftnal 
fupport in the prolecirtion of a conteft 
which it does not depend on firs Majefty 
to terminate, and which involves in it 
the fecurity and permanent mterefts of 
this country and of Europe. 

I finccrely congratulate the Iloufe of 
Commons upon the lailure of the recent 
formidable attempt of the French to invade 
his Mnjefty’s kingdom of Ireland. The 
providential difiKrlion of their Iquadrcns, 
until his Majeily’s Fleets were tnahltd to 
appear upon the Coalt, cannot tail to im- 
prefs fenlations of awful and ferious gra- 
titude for fo (ignal an inltance of Divine 
Interpofition 5 at the fanu* tune tlie Com- 
mons will cherilh the laiisf i^lory rcflcftron, 
that the delufrve hopes of iuccefs in ci ea- 
ting dtviffon and iniuneaion in the 
country, by which the enemy were iii- 
rpiied, have been lota Hy diiapponued, 
and that the lace ahnn has uftuiiicd ins 
Majefty’s liibjefts an opportumiyoi telh- 
the hazard of their fortunes 
and their lives, their invincihle attachment 
to the mild Government of ihcir beloved 
Sovereign and the blelTings of then hap- 
py Conititution. 1 have beheld with piea- 
lure the zeal and alacrrty of his Majefty's 
Kegular and Militia Forces, and the 
prompt and honourable exenions of the 
Veomanry Corps, whofe decided utility 
lias been lb abundantly dil'played, while 
the difttnguifhed fervices of the moft re- 
fpeftable charafteii in forwarding the mca- 
fiires of Govei-nment, the benevolent atten- 
tion (hewn to tlie Army by all ranks and 
deferiptions of perfons, and the fpirited 
tneafures whicli were taken to fupport 
Public Credit, have made an indelible 
tmpreftion upon my mind ; it was from 
this general ipiritof animated and gallant 
loyalty, that I was infpired with a juft 
hope, that had the enemy fucceeded in 
an attempt to land, their caieer would have 
been terminated in total difcornficure : I 
have not failed to reprefent to his Majefty 
this meritorious conduft of his faithful

commanded to convey to them his cordhil 
acknowledgements and thanks. 

His Majffty's concern for the fafety 
and happinels of his people has been 
anxious and unceafing j he was pi-epaN-ed 
to fend every requiftte military aftiftxnce 
from Great Britain. 

And his Majefty is not without hopes, 
that the formidable fleet alTembled under 
the command of Xx)rd Bridport for the 
proteftion of this kingdom (the arrival 
of which was only obftrufted by thole 
adverfe ftorms which proved fo deftruftive 
o the prefent expectition of the ene- 
my), may ftill fall in with the hoftile (qua- 
dron, and effeft tlieir total defeat. 

At the fame time, however, his Majefty 
trufts that the Houie of Commons will 
advert to the fltuation and refources of 
the kingdom for eftablifhing future fecu- 
rity, by means proportionable to the dar- 
ing efforts which may be expefted from 
a dtfj>crate enemy, whf\ having rejtfted 
every rcalbnable propofal for the reftora- 
t»on of Peace, is endeavouring to excite 
dh'aftVftion among his Majefty' s Uibjefts, 
and 10 propagate the prir ciplcs of anarchy 
by the fpiiit of plunder.

THE undcrligned is charged, by the 
expects command of the King of Pruf- 
fia, His Moft Gracious Sovereign, to 
make the following overtures tq all 
Their F.xcellencies, the Pienipoten- 
ti^nci of the Atfociated States of Nor- 
taera Germany, delegated to aflemblc 
in Convention at > Hildelhcim ; The 
general concerns^of Germany, with re- 
gard to the continuance of the War, ftill 
remain m a moft undecided condition, 
anvl the confolatory hope of a general 
Peace, lb devoutly to be wilhed, re- 
mains as yet uncertain and remote to 
the lad degree, lince the Negociations 
entered upon for that purpofe may, 
alas » produce a farther and more obfti- 
nate War, rather than bring about its 
final conclulion. Ip th'^s perplexing 
ficuation, it certainly is a happinels 
which Northern Germany cannot fuf- 
ficiently praile, to fee itfelf entirely 
freed, not only from the miferies of 
this ravaging War, but alfo from all 
the inconvenicncies connefted with it, 
fuch as tlie requifitions of the Bellige- 
rent Powers, the paflage and marches of 
troops, and many other fimilar bur- 
dens. ' Ic 
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l\ needs but a flight comparative glance 
at the moft piteous ftate of the countries 
of Southern Germany,^ formerly flou- 
nihingt and now ruined for a long time 
to come, in order to feel, in its whole 
extent, the happinefs of the Northern 
parts, which have, for the two Uft cam* 
paigns, enjoyed the moft perfc6l tran- 
quillity. 

The King is fully convinced, that it 
can be unknown to none of his Co- 
States, who participate in this bjeffing^ 
that it is the mere fefult of the in- 
defatigable exertions of llis Majefty^ 
by which he has laid a fafe foundation 
for the neutrality of Northern Ger- 
many, and moft effcflually protected it 
by a corps of his own troops, and of 
thofe of the two allied Courts. Hk 
Majcfty has further confolidated this 
neutrality, by the formal accelfion of his 
Serene Highnefs the Elector of Saxony, 
and the whole circle of Upper Saxony, 
ill virtue of a fuppiementary Article 
added to the Convi;,ntion of the 5th of 
Auguft 1796, by which a liiae of de- 
inariCatioJi^ extending from the utmoft 
coafts of the Noith Sea, to tlie Lower 
Rhine, and from hence to Silefia, en- 
compared the whole North of Ger- 
many. The two affociations in this vnft 
extent of territory, muft remain fepa- 
rate, with refpedl to the maintenance 
of the troops, drawn out to cover their 
neutrality, which is done in Upper 
SaxoD-y by a Corps belongi ng to the Elec- 
tor himfelf, but with regard to their 
comrnon defign, they join hand';, and 
by this enlargement, effedted by His 
Majefty, the Neutrality of Northern 
Germany receives a new and manifeft 
importance. 

Tb^ KiTig is Ukewife fimfy refol'Vrd 
to Jecure farther j and u?ittl the conclvfion 
of the War^ the full enjoyment of the 
Neutrality to all the Ajfoci at ed States ^ io 
Protidl them and thdr territories againji

cutioity and againfl all Jimilar burdens of

Th^underfigned is cxprcfsly inftnidl- 
ed to give once more thele definite and 
moft explicit alTurances- li alFurds in- 


finite pleafure to His Majefty to bare 
thus fecured the invaluable benefits of 
the neutrality to all his Co-States, con- 
nedted with his dominions by their to- 
pographical locality, in the fame man- 
ner as it has been done to his own ter- 
ritories, and to have thus g^iven them fo 
ftrong aproof of his friendly fentiments. 
Befides the gratifying cnnfcioufncfs 
having hitherto accompliftied this happy 
end, His Majefty requires no other 
proof of gratitude on the part of his 
Co- States, than that they Ihoiild conti- 
nue as heretofore to co-operate in the 
maintenance of the troops. The King 
flatters himfelf the more to find the moft 
perfect readinels on their part, fince 
the burden which will arife from this 
meafure to the countries thus protedted, 
does not bear the moft diftant compa- 
rifon with the manifold evils, and the 
probable and entire rum averted from 
them, erpccially fince the two Courts 
a'llied with His Majefty, and furnilhing 
troops in like manner, make the major 
part of the facrificcs required for that 
end. This latter circiimftasice muft 
ftrike all the affuciated States with the 
moft perfedt convidtion, that the conti- 
nuance of thofe meafures will not bo 
prolonged a finglc moment beyond the 
period of their indifpenfible neceffiry,* 
But the underfigned has His Majcftyk 
diredl commands, to declare in the moft 
pofitivc manner, that His Majefty deeme 
the continuance of thofe meafures ab- 
foliitely necclTary for theprefent, ashc 
wili only find himfelf enabled by tlic 
corps of troops which is drawn our, 
covering tb« line of dcmarcayon, main., 
taining farther, in the moft efficacious 
manner, the neutrality of thecjuntries 
fituare within their precincts, to fulfil 
the promifes previoufly given. Yet in 
this he will wot compromife himfelf 
rcfpedling thole very poffible events 
which accompany the vicjffitudes of the 
fortune of War. But whereas the King 
is under the neceliity of fetting bounda- 
ries to the great facrifices he hasaircady 
made ; and whereas the concurrence far* 
thtT demanded of the protected coun- 
tries for the maintenance of the troops 
who defend them, is fo extremely juft 
and equitable; the underfigned has alfo 
cxprcls orders, herewith to JecUtc, 
that in the unexpefted cafe of li.o ma- 
jority of the States not difplaying tbc 
neceffary zeal and alacrity, his Majefty 
will forthwith withdraw his troops, 
renounce entirely all the obligations 
which.he has voluntarily taken upon 
him from motives of Pairiotifni ; iup- 
prefs totally the Conveotion made for 
T % that 
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that purpofe wtfh the French Republic, 
and confine hitnfelf folely to the defence 
of his own dominions, abandoning all 
the reft to their own means and re- 
fources, and making known his inten* 
tion to the Belligerent Powers. Should 
fuch a refolution once be taken, and the 
corps be withdrawn, no circumftances, 
of whatever complexion loever, (hall 
induce his Majefty to recur again* to the 
adoption of fimilar mcafures ; and the 
tinderfigned is obliged to announce bc- 
forc-hand, that his Majefty will at no 
rate intcreft himfelf again in the fate of 
thofe of his Co-States, who fhall not now 
accept of the friendly proffer of pro- 
leftion, made with fo much friendfhip, 
and fo m'my pcrfonal I’acrifices. 

The coldnels which has* for I'orne time 
paftbeenmanifefted from various quar- 
ters refpefting the maintenance of the 
troops, has induced his Majefty to au- 
thorize the underfigned to make this 
frank and explicit decljiration, and to 
give the well-meant warning, not to 
fuffer thcmfelves to be deceived by the 
hope of a fpeedv Peace, but rather to 
rely upon the fufficiently public- fpirited 
and patriotic fentimeins of the King, 
and his Majefty's knowledge of the ge- 
neral firuation of public affairs, and to 
entertain the firm confidence that his 
Majefty would certainly, and with great 
pleafurc to his Co- States, favc the bur- 
dens required by the maintenance of 
the troops, if there were the leaft poffi- 
hility of fecuriiig to their territories the 
benefits of the neutrality, and all the 
advantages which have hitherto accrued 
from it, w'^thout fuch a meafure. 

That, however (the faving of the bur- 
dens occafioned by the maintenance of 
the troops y, according to the general 
fituarion ofafF^nrs, hc'ng impninble, and 
his detmtng it abfolutely necrjfary 

to (irrfer've tht co^(>i of ohftrvation till tbt; 
contlufon of Peace ; if the tranquillity 
and neutraliiy of fljrtbern Germany are 
to be maintained^ h.s Majefty doubts 
not but all his affbeiated Co-States will 
ftiew their readinefs for that purpol'e, in 
the maintenance of the troops, difplay 
proper 4eal in a meafure fo clofely con- 
iiedlcd wiih felf-prefervation, and ren- 
dcr prai^ticablc the farther execution of 
the beneficent defigns of his Majefty,

In order to fecurc the fub- 
fiftence of the troops in future, the 
States of Northern Germany are to meet 
in Convention at Hidellheimonthe zoth 
inftant, or to fend Plenipotentiaries to 
regulate the quotas of fupplics in nc- 
ceffaries or in money, for as long as the 
War may laft.] 

As thofe deliberations (in Convention 
at Hildelhcim) will preclude all fubje6ls 
HOC effentially and directly relating to 
the maintenance, of the troops, the 
underfigned will lofc no time to termi- 
nate them with the utmoft fpeed, and 
not to dctaiil the Plenipotentiaries a 
moment longer than fhall be necelTary 
from following their other affairs. The 
flatteiing confidence with which the 
underfigned has hitherto been honour- 
ed in the late Negotiations, make him 
equally confident that his zeal and a 61 i« 
vity will be entirely depended upon in 
tliat bufinefs. He has only moft urgent- 
ly to requeft, that, for the fake of dif- 
atch, the States may furnifti their 
lenipotentiaries with full inftru6Hons 
for the purpofe, which has been thus 
plainly notified, in order not to waftc 
time in fending for new ones, but that 
the neceiTary refolutions may be taken, 
not only for the farther fubftantial re- 
gulation of the maintenance, but for the 
obliiratory affent to the fame to the end 
of the War, 

The underfigned has it likewife in 
command to requeft, that their Excel- 
lencies the Plenipotentiarits may ar- 
range matters in fuch a manner, not 
to quit the Convention, till the ftate of 
affairs fhall permit its furpenfion orcon- 
clufion, fince the gradual deprarture of 
many Plenipotentiaries has formerly 
occafioned a precipitate fufpeiifion of 
the firft Cimvention, wh'ch has been 
highly prejudicial to the difpatching of 
bafintf'>. His Majefty willalfo confider 
the fulfilment of this wifl^, and the in^ 
fallible meeting of the Convention, 
according as it is expe^Ved to meet, as a 
gratifying proof that his Serene Co- 
States wjfti to do jufti- e to his efforts 
and facrifices. And the underfigned 
alfo looks forward for the defired an- 
fwer, refpefting the fourth fending of 
fupplics, before the expiration of the 
prefent month, and hopes to have the 
honour and pieafure to fee again their 
Excellencies the Plenipotentiaries at the 
fecund opening of the Convention, 04 
the 20th of February.

Captain Beamifli very properly an- 
fwered, lie fliould defend it to the Jaft 
extremity. 1 he enemy had in the night 
landed a fixtecn- pounder and a mor- 
tar, which, with incredible labour, they 
got up, and opened on the fort next 
day, within about 450 yards. The 
moment i hcird Irois was invefiid, I 


ordered 100 privates, oEcers and aon. 
commilfioned oEcers in proportion, with 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hooke of the X7th, 
to embark for that place, where they 
arrived fafe. Lieutenant>CoIonel Hookt 
took the command of the fort andcroops, 
in which ftation he has rendered very 
meritorious fcrvices. 

Finding the enemy had advanced a con- 
fidcrable force between Irois and L’Aiice 
Eros, which Ihut up by land the commu- 
nication with Jeremie, I determined, with 
what force 1 could collet, to attack them 
on the Moine Gautier, On my arrival at 
L'Ance Eros, the 16th, a plan was agreed 
upon to march in three columns on the 
j^th, fo as to arrive before Moriic Gautier 
at day»break. Obferving on my approach 
that a few qien of the 1 7th dragoons were 
killed and wounded, and that firing at a 
dillance anfu ered no purpofe, I detcunined 
to attempt to cany the hill by affiult, had 
foiineil the 27th dragoons for that purpofe, 
oidered the 13th to difinouiit, and was en- 
deavouring to rally the Negroes, who had 
been thrown into fome confufion, wlieji I 
received a fliot in my left brcalt, which 
caufed me to fall from my horfc : afier- 
waids I knew nothing of what palled, ex- 
cept by report 3 and I was foiiy to hear 
that we were under the neceffiiyof retreat- 
ing, with the lols of the three- pounder we 
had with iis. 

Fortunately ibis Kttic check did not 
affect the fafety .of* the fort j on the con- 
trtiiy the enemy, who mull have fulfered 
inoic than ourfelves, evacuated Gautier, 
and jciifed the next day to Rigaiici, on the 
olhei fide of Irois j and on the29ih Lieu- 
tenant-LoIoufl Hooke wioie me he had 
raifed the fiege entiiely: fo that. Sir, I 
may now congratulate you on this depen- 
dency being wholly freed from the ene- 
my, ami on your having it in your power 
to acquaint his Majelly's Minlfteis that 
he has been beaten and foiled in every 
(|uaiicr ofthisifland under your command. 

I have not hitherio l>een able to proem e 
exaff reUiins ol the killed and wounded, 
but I conceive that the lytli regiment had 
about ieven killed and 14 or 15 wounded j 
none dangeroufly in my affair of the igtb 
ulr. Lieutenant- Colonel Hooke has not 
yet made his report ; but I do not believe 
more than two were killed at liois, and 
three or four wounded, fb that the ene- 
my’s fliot and fliells had little effe 61 . 

I am lorry to fay that my Ri igadc-Ma- 
jor Manners received a ball through his 
thigh ; but as it miffed the bone, no bad 
effc^R will arife, and he is doing well.

Offenburg, Nov. 13, 1796. 

MY I.ORD, 

I HAVE the honour to inform yonr 
Lordlhip, that in the night from the iili 
to the 21(1, the trenches were opened before 
Kehl, on the right bank of the Kinzig. 
The (irif parallel of this attack, with ns 
communications, proceeding from the right 
and left flank of the right wing of the line 
of contravallation, were ib far completed 
diving the night, that before day-bieak the 
men were tolerably covered. The enemy 
did not attempt to interrupt thewoik, nor 
had he yet fired a Tingle (hot upon the 
trenches j but early ycllerday inoining 
(the lid), he made a fudden attack upon 
the left wing of the line of contravallation, 
and, after an a^lion, than which nothing 
could be poflibly niorcfevere, was driven 
back into his works with very great lots. 

The enemy having, in the courfe of the 
night from the 21ft to the 2 2d, brought 
over a large body of troops from Strai- 
bourg, formed his columns of attack dole 
behind the chain of his advanced ports 
with fo much filence tiiat they were not 
perceived. Juft before the break of day 
(which however was lendered extremely 
obTcuit: by a very thick mill that ialled 
the greater part of the foienoon) thefe co- 
lumns began to advance. The inilant 
the Auftrian videttes and centiies gave 
their fire, which was the only notice ottlie 
approaching attack, the enemy’s infantry 
rulhed on with tlie utmoll impetuoTuy, 
without firing a fliot, and in an initant 
they were mallei s of two redoubts of the 
kft of the fii ft line. The village of Sund- 
heim was attacked in tiie fame manner, 
and \\ith equal luccels; after which, com- 
ing in the rear of the curtain that conneds 
ihe village with the hrrt ledoubt to its left, 
the enemy immediately carried that woik, 
one face of which was not quite hnilhed. 
Upon this, large bodies of their infantry 
rufhed through the openings in the curtains 
on the whole front of this wing; and, 
whilrt part advanced again fl the i'econd 
line, the others endeavoured to make them- 
felves mailers of the remaining redoubts 
ot the firll; but thefe, ihougli perfectly 
left to thcn^lves for a confide able uine 


entirely furrounded, cut off from 
aliiflancc, and attacked with fury by 
enemy, who frequently got into the 
ditches, and attempted to climb the para-*^ 
pet, vvere defended in a manner that reflet 
the higheft honour on the OHicicrs and 
troops that were ni them. The lofs in all 
of thefe redoubts was confiderable, and ia 
one the artillery drivers were at lafl obliged 
to fire the guns, but all the attacks wero 
rcpulfed* 

The enemy’s right coUimn, after occu- 
pying the two woiks which they had car- 
ried, purticd on between the dykes to at- 
tack the left of the fecond line ; but Piince 
Frederick of Orange (whofe gallant and 
Judicious condu6f cannot Tufficiently be 
prailed) having rallied his brigade, placed 
a part of his infantry behind the dyke, 
winch conne6ls the third redoubt from the 
Icft of the firft line with the work which^ 
is on the left of the fecond ; and in this 
fkuatton he refilled the moll fevere attack 
that can 1>€ imagined upon his front ; 
whilfl thofe bodies of the enemy’s infan- 
try, which had pierced between the re- 
doubt of the hill line, were a6lually in 
his rear, he not only maintained his poll, 
but completely checked the enemy’s pro- 
grefs on this hank. 

A great part of the troops of the left 
wing had been working in the trenches on 
the right of the Kinzig. General La 
Tour, who commands the army of the 
ficgc, formed three of ihefc hattaljons which 
happened to be jull returning from woik, 
and retook the village ofSundheim, which 
he maintained, though the enemy made 
greatertbrts to diflodge him. f.icuienanC- 
General Staader (who commands the left 
wing) drove back the enemy, who had 
advanced againlt the right of the lecoiid 
line of it, and letook the redoubt on the 
left of Sundlieim 3 and the Piince of 
Orange, advancing between the fvvo 
dykes, defeated the column with which he 
had been fo f&veiely engaged, and reco- 
vered the redoubts it bad carried. 7'hc 
enemy then retired into his entrenched 
camp. 

The lofs of the Auftrian? amounted to 
40 OlHcers and about 1300 men killed, 
wounded, and inifting, Nvhich, confideiing 
that not more than naif the left wing was 
engaged, is certainly confiderable; but 
that of the French mull have been miR-h 
greater. The ground round the works 
was in Tome parts covered with their dead 
bodies, and lam very much within bounds 
in dating their lofs at 2000 men. During 
the lime the French were in poirelTion of 
thcrcioub’s 'jn the !“lt, thej found nie<ins 

to 
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lo carry of^ five pieces of cannon. Tlie 
others were all retaken. 

It is impofiible'to attempt to do jufiiee 
to the conduct of the Archduke 3 he am* 
mated the troops in retaking Sundheim^ 
dire6led the attacks on the work that had 
been loft to the left of it, and, under the 
hdavieft fire, gave his orders with the 
greateft coolnefs and the moft perfe^ mili- 
uiry knowledge. 

Lieutenant Proby, of his Mnjefty’s 9th 
regiment of foot (attached to Lieutenant* 
Colonel Craufurd’s mifrion),was wounded 
by a mufket fhot ; but I feel great fatis- 
faction in being able to add that the wound 
is of a very flight nature, and will have no 
other confequence whatever than that of a 
very fhort confinement.

MY LORD, 

IT is with much fatisfa6lion that I 
have the honour to inform your Lord fh ip, 
that, after an interval of ten days without 
any advices from Italy, his Royal High- 
nefs the Archduke has this day received a 
report tiom General Alvmzy, the tenor 
of which is fuch astoconfitm the hopes 
which his former difpatches infpired. This 
rcpori, which is very ftiort, is dated Cala- 
bro, Nov. 13, and is in fubftance as 
follows : 

After the a<Slion of the 6th, near Baf- 
fano, the enemy continued to relieat, 
abandoned even the flrong pofition of 
Montabello without refiltance, and crolTcd 
the Adige at Verona. 

On the 11th General Alvlnzy arrived 
near Villanova, and the fame evening a 
confiderable part of the enemy's army, 
commanded by Buonaparte in perfon, ad- 
vanced from Verona, and took poll in the 
neighbouring mountains, 

Early on the 12th Buonaparte com- 
menced a general attack upon the whole 
line, which though ma’Qe with infinite 
violence, was refilled with the moil per. 
fe 61 fteadinefs and bravery. 

Whilft Buonaparte was thus employ- 
ed, in repeated ihoygh inerFedl:uai ef- 
forts, to toice the front of the pofition. 
General Alvlnzy detached a column 
againft each of his flanks. No fooner 
had thefe arrived at their point of attack, 
than the enemy retreated with precipi- 
tation ; and a moft fevere and important 
atfair was thus completely decided in 
favour of the Auftrian^# 


Two of the enemy’s Gcnerals werc 
known to have been wounded, and a 
third was amongft the number of pri- 
foners already brought in.

I HAVE the honour to inform your 
Lordfliip, that after the affair of the 
aid inft. nothing remarkable happened 
here till the night from the 26th to the 
27th, in which the enemy made afally, 
in confiderable force, againft the firft 
parallel of the attack on the right bank 
of the Kinzig. The enemy was in- 
ftantly repulied, with the lofs of about 
40 killed and wounded. Amongft the 
killed was a commandant of a battalion. 

The batteries of the firft parallel, as 
well as the guns in all the redoubts to 
the right and left of it, commenced 
firing this morning ; and in the courle 
of the forenoon the enemy’s advanced 
pofts were driven out of the village of 
Kehl.

IT is with much fatisfaflion that I 
have the honour to inform your Lord- 
fliip, that his Royal Highnefs the Arch- 
duke has this day received a report from 
Genera! Davidowich, dated Piovtzano, 
Nov, 18, in which he gives an account 
of his having, on the preceding day, 
attacked and entirely defeated the enemy 
OB the heights of Rivoli. 

The attack commenced about feven 
in the morning of the 17th, and, after 
a moft obftinate refiftance, the enemy' 
was entirely driven from his ^pofition, 
and purfued as far as Cambara. 

General Davidowich took 12 can* 
non, about 1100 prifoners, and roan/ 
officers. Amongft the latter are Gene- 
rals Fiorclla and Valette. He praifes, 
in the warmeft terms, the conduit of 
his generals, and the difcipline and re* 
markabie^. bravery of his troops. 

The enemy having, in the courfc of 
the night from the 17th to the i8th, 
received confiderable reinforcements, 
took another pofition on the heights 
near Cambara , in which GenervU Da- 
vidowich 
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vidowich attacked him the next morn- 
inc, and drove him back beyond Pef- 
chierra. ^ 

When General Davidowich fent oft 
this report (the evening of the fecond 
affair) he was encamped with his right 
towards the Lake of Garda, near Colla, 
and his left to the Adige ; Pefchicrra 
-eing in front of his right wing, and 
’’erona in front of his left.

FROM OTHFR PAPERS* 

JAN. 21. 

The annivcrfary of the murder 
of Louis XVI. has been again cele- 
brated at Paris by a fete. The Oath of 
Hatred to Royalty and Anarchy was 
repeated, and the Directory aliifted at 
the ceremony. 

This annivcrfary was celebrated, 
however, amidft the execrations of all 
the writers of eminence in Paris, the 
force of whofe language evidently pro- 
duced a fenfible imprcilion on the mafs 
of the people j Barras, Prefidcnt of the 
Directory, took therefore va(l pains, in 
a long difeourfe, ta explain the nature 
of the ceremony, and to date that they 
were far from propoling even the juji 
punifhmentof the lad of their kings as 
die fubjedt of a fead, but as a day of 
important rccolledtion j upon which 
Frenchmen, calling to mind the horrors 
of the ancient fy deni, lliould fwear eter- 
nal iiatred to Royalty on the one fide, 
and to Anarchy on the other. This 
hypocritical qualification of the cere* 
mony, .however, did not appeafe the 
indignation of the feeling and nervous 
writers, who coniider it as a horrible 
exhibition of inhumanity, and deprecate 
its repetition. 

After the fpeech of Barras, the Con- 
ditutional Guard of the Diredtory took 
the oath in the following words : 

** I fwear eternal hatred to Royalty 
and Anarchy, and inviolable at- 
“ tachment to the Republic and 
** Conditution of the third year.*' 

In the fitting of the Council of Five 
Hundred, the Preiident Riou le Bru- 
maire, in prefacing the taking of the 
oath of hatred againft Royalty, had the 
impudence to couple the virtuous Louis 
XVI. with the infamous Robefpierrc. 
In the Council of Elders, fevcral mem- 
bers propofed toconfine the Oath to Ha- 
tred againd Royalty in France, but this 
redriaion was rejefted by the Council.

goth ult. reached town lad night. By 
thefe Journals we learn, that the lad 
efforts of the Emperor to relieve Man- 
tua, and re-edablifh himl'elf in Italy, 
have been unfortunately frudrated by 
the genius and good fortune of Buona- 
parte. 

The lad reinforcement fwelled the 
Imperial army of General Alvinzi to 
upwards of 50,000 men ; thefe main- 
tained for fome days a mod obdinate fc- 
ries of battles with the French army, 
the refult of which was, that 23,000 of 
the Imperialids were made prifoners, 
with the lofs of a proportionate number 
of cannon, dandards, &c. Several of 
thefe dandards, it is added, were work- 
ed by the hands of the Emprefs of Ger- 
many herfelf. 

Such are the leading particulars re- 
lated by the French Generals. It is 
fcarcely poflible that the whole of their 
datement^ can be dridtly corre6t, but 
the general fa6i is too true.

General Brune received 
feven balls in his cloaths without being 
wounded by any of them. Such is the 
effedl of good fortune. We had only 
ten men killed, and zoo wounded,

ExtraSi of a Letter from the Commander 
in Chief Buonaparte ^ to the Executive. 
Dtre£lory, 

Head- Rafters at Rover bellay Jan. 18. 
“ Since the i jth of January fo many 
operations have taken place, which have 
multiplied the military proceedings in 
fuch a degree th it it will be impollible for 
me to fend you before to-morrow thecir- 
cumllantial accounts ; and this day I 
iDuft content myfeif with limply an- 
nouncing them. On the 1.3th of Janu- 
ary the enemy came to attack the divi- 
(ion of General Maffena before Verona, 
which produced the battle of St. Michel, 
where \vc were completely fuccefsfiil. 
We made 600 prifoners, and took threo 
pieces of cannon. The fame day they" 
attacked the head of our line at Monte- 
baldo, and brought on the battl^ of Co- 
rona. Thcy^ were rcpulfed, and w« 
took 114 ^ prifoners. 

“ On the 14th, at midnight, the di- 
vifion of the enemv’s army, which, 
hnee the 9th, was effabliihed at Bevi- 
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lagua, whence it ebliged the divifion of 
General Angcreau to fall back, haftily 
threw a bridge over the Adige, within 
a league of Porto Legnago, oppofite An- 
guiari. 

“ On the 14th, in the morning, the 
enemy filed a very ftrong column by 
Montagna and Caprina, and thus oblig- 
ed the divifipn of General Joubert to 
evacuate Corona, and concenter at Ri- 
volL I forefaw this movement, and got 
there in the night, when enfued the 
battle of Rivoli, which we gained on 
the 14th and 15th, after an obftmate rc- 
fifiance, in which we took 13,000 pri- 
foners, feveral ftandards, and many 
pieces of cannon. Genial Alvinzy, aU 
xnoft alone, had much difficulty in efcap- 
ing. 

“ On the 25th General Guyeux at- 
tacked the enemy at Anguiari, with a 
view to overpower them before they 
entirely effected their palfagc. He did 
not luccced fn his defign. bur he made 
300 prifoners. On the zSth General 
Angereau attacked the enemy at 
guiari, which cauled rlie fecond battle 
at that place. He made 2000 prifoners 
took fixteen pieces of cannon, and de- 
firoyed ail their bridges on the Adige ; 
but the enemy I profuin ^ of the night, 
defiled ftraight for Mantua. He had 
already arrived within reach of the 
cannon of that place, and attacked the 
fuburh of St. George, where ^^e were 
carefully entrenched, and in which at- 
tempt they failed. I arrived in the night 
with reinforcements, and began tlie bat- 
tle of La Favorite, from the field of 
which I now write to you. The fruits 
of this action were 7000 prifoners, with 
ilandards, cannon, all the baggage of 
the army, a regiment of hulfars, and 
a confiderable convoy of grain and black 
cattle, which the enemy was endea- 
vouring to throw into Mantun. Wurrn- 
fer attempted a fortie to attack the left 
wing of our army ; but he was received 
in the ufual manner, and obliged ro re- 
turn, Behold then in three or four 
days the fifth army of the Emperor to- 
tally defiroyed f 

“ We have 23,000 prifoners, among 
whom are one Lieutenant -General, two 
Generals, 6000 men killed or wounded, 
fixtypicces of cannon, and about 24 ftand- 
ards. All the battalions of the Volun- 
teers of Vienna are made prifoners. 
Their ftandards have been worked by 
the hands of the Emprefs. 

“ i he army ofGencral Alvinzy was 
upwards of fifty thoufand men, a part 

of -which arrived from the interior of 


Auftria- The moment I return'to the 
head-quarters, 1 ihall fend you a detailed 
account to Inform' you of the military 
movements that took place, as well ae 
the corps and individuals that moft di« 
ftinguiihed themfelves.

THE SURREN’DER OF MANTUA. 

It was on the 9th, that the important 
account arrived at Paris. But the Di- 
rc^fory, not having received the official 
details, did not make any formal com- 
munic'irioii to the Legiflature till Satur- 
dav laft, when the Council of Five 
Hundred received a Melfuage, of which 
tin following brief, but eventful ac- 
count, IS given in a Paris Paper of the 

1 2th. A Meftagefrom the Directory 

announced the Capture of Mantua, the 
entrance of the Army of Italy into the 
Papal Territories, and the complete dc- 

fett of hij> Holinefs’s Arnry,- Nor it 

this all — the vi6forious Army of Italv, 
no longer cramped in its exertions by th e 
liege of Mantua, has ftrctched its vait 
arms on every fide j to the Bifliopric of 
Trent, towards the Adriatic, and to the 
Romagna. A divifion has entered Ro- 
veredo and Trent, where ttie enemy’s 
hoipitals fell into the hands of the 
French. Another divifion has reached 
Trevifoj and by this time probably 
Trifcfte, the only port which the Em- 
peror has on the Adriatic, is in their 
polieffion. The Pope had difpatched 
Ins army to co-operate with the Auf- 
irians, bu: their career was foon checked 
by the Republicans, who completeiy 
defeated them. 

The garrifon of Mantua arc, we un- 
derftand, ro remain prifoners of wdr till 
exchanged. 

The Paris papers contain long a'nd 
minute details refpefting the confpirai 
cy, of which it is in our power to give 
Only a very imperfect idea. The papers 
tranfmitted to the Council of Five Hun- 
dred by the Direftory, whilft they place 
the exiftence of fom'e plot beyond all 
doubt, are at the fame time compofedof 
elements fo abfurd and contradiftory, 
that the whole feems to be the %\fbrk of 
fomp cjuited head, and obfeure adven- 
turous 



turous intriguers (perhaps* indeed, of 
theRcpublicattathemfclvcs), rather than 
of Louis XVIII. to whom the Diredtory 
would impute it. This confpiracy ex- 
hibits a fort of ridiculous coalition be- 
tween our Government, the Jacobins, 
and the Royal DiredVory at Paris. On

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JANUARY 31. 

W ILLIAM LANCASTER, a per- 
fon taken into cuftody a few days 
ago, on fufpicion of robbing Lord Bo- 
Tington, near Putney, and who was only 
difeharged the preceding day at Bow 
ftreet, was this evening (hot dead on 
Finchley Common by Lord Strathmore, 
whom he attempted to rob. His Lord- 
fliip was going out of town in a poft- 
chaife, followed by three fervants in 
another chaife ; w'hen on Finchley 
Common two men rode up to the car- 
riages ; Lancafter to that in which his 
Lordftiip was, and, after ftriking the 
poll-boy in the face with his pittol to 
make him flop, came to the door of the 
chaife, and running his piftol through 
the glafs it by accident llalhed in the 
pan, on which his Lordfhip immediately 
difeharged a blundcrbufs at him, ihe 
contents of which lodged in his throat; 
he in a very few moments fell off his 
horfe, dead ; his companion, who was 
at tjie other chaife, hearing the report, 
made up and caught hold of the bridle 
of Lancafter*s horfe juft as he tell, and 
rode off with it as fail as poUible. Lan- 
cafter was fioon after taken to the work- 
houfe at Finchley, where the Bow- 
ftreet officers went to fee him. He was 
very much difguifed in drefs, having a 
\yelch wig on, and a blue apron, like 
that of a butcher. He is luppofed 
to have committed a great nunibci of 
Tobberics about the metropolis within 
the laft two or three years. 

Feb. 1 . This evening about ten 
©'clock the patrole, going their rounds, 
difeovered the body of Colonel Frederick 
lying dead under the porch of the weft 
gate of Weftminfter Abbey. He ap- 
peared to have been fliot, one fide of his 
face being totally gone, and a vaft quan- 
tity of blood and (omc brains lying about 
the fpot where he was found. Several 
©f the inhabitants near the fpot about 
half-paft eight o’clock, were alarmed by 


the report of fire-arms. The Colonel’s 
hat was lying by Ins fide ; and in his 
pockets were found two Ihiliings, a 
paper with a fmall quantity of gun- 
powder, and a card of liis addrefs. 

The Coroner’s Inqueft lac upon the 
body, when Mr. Sterling, of Northum- 
berland-ftrcet, with whom the deceafed 
had lodged for fome time pall, and a 
gentleman ofthe name of Gretton, fpuke 
particularly as to the deranged ftate of 
the deceafed’s mind for feveral months ; 
that he fuppofed his derangement origi- 
nated from diftrefs, occafioned by his 
lofing a penfion of zoo), per year, al- 
lowed him by the Duchefs of Wirtem- 
berg previous to the war ; but who, to 
compenfate the lofs, propoled raifing a 
regiment of foldiers, to be difpofed of 
as the Britilh Government Ihould think 
fit, on condition that the deccafed Ihould 
have the command of it, which regi- 
ment was offered to the Eaft India 
Company, or to ferve in Portugal ; but 
from fome unknown reafons was not 
accepted, which affe6ted the dcccafed 
fo much, his diftreffes increafing, that 
he frequently told feveral of his friends 
he Ihould dellroy himfelf. 

Mrs. Segur, whokeeps acoffee-houfe 
in Palace-yard, alfo fpoke to the de- 
ranged ftate of the dcceafed’s mind, who 
called at her houfe on T uefday evening, 
appeared in a high fever, and refufedto 
take the fmalleft rcfrelhment. 

Mr. Gwillam, of the Story 's-Gate 
coffee-houfc, proved the deceafed’s din- 
ing there on Wednefday; but obferved 
nothing particular in his condufl. 

William Colvin, the boy who faid he 
faw thc^deceafed killed, wasre examined 
before the Coroner; when, on the 
oath being adminiftcred to him, he con- 
feffed that all he had before faid was 
falfe; and that he knew nothing fur- 
ther concerning the tranfaffion, than 
that he met a boy on Wednefday night 
in St. Margaret’s Chuich-y.\rd, who 
U z iiiiornud 
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informed him the bodf of a mati was 
lying under the porch of the Abbey- 
ate, oppobte Tothili-ftreet» and whom 
e accompanied to view it. 

Under thefe circumftances, and it 
alfo appearing that the deceafed had 
borrowed a piftol a few days ago of a 
perlbn in St. Martin’s lane, the J ury, at 
near four oklocki returned a verdict of 
Lunacy. 

The piliol has not yet been found j 
moll likely it was picked up by the boy 
who firft difeovered the body. 

Colonel Frederick, we arc alTurcd, 
was more than 70. He has left a daugh- 
ter, and, we believe, four grand chil- 
dren. He was a very amiable and un- 
offending character. 

i e was the chief companion of the 
prefent King of Poland (\i we may flill 
call the amiable and unfortunate mo- 
narch by that name) while in this coun- 
try, and ufed to relate a curious anec- 
dote of dining with the King, then 
Count Poniatowfki, at an obfeure cof- 
fec-houfe in the city, where each relied 
upon the other fofc money to pay the 
expenccs of a very moderate dinner ; 
but both were too neceilitous, and 
Frederick was obliged to pledge his 
watch to liberate himfclf and the future 
Monarch of Poland. 


The remains of this unfortunate gen*« 
tleman were yefterday interred in the 
church-yard uf St. Ann's Soho, near to 
the body of his father. The hearfe was 
accompanied by two mourning coaches, 
in which were fome gentlemen, who 
admired and efleemed him when living, 
and were felicitous of paying this laft 
tribute to departed worth t— About an 
hour before the interment, a very rc- 
fpedtablc perfon dehred to place upon 
tne church-wall, at the head of the 
grave, the following character. It was 
lubmitted to the miniftcr, who granted 
the requeft. 

** Here lie the mortal remains of 
Colonel Frederick, fon of Theodore, 
King of Corlica. — In his deportment he 
was a finilhed Gentleman ; in honour, 
honefty, and truth he was princely. He 
was poor in circumftances, rich in the 
polTcfiion of the moft liberal heart ; and 
the greateft diftrefs he Irtboured under 
was the want of abilities to relieve the 
diftreffes of others.— God be with 
him." 

King Theodore died in the parifh of 
St. Ann's, at the houfc of Mr. Def- 
champs, No. 5, Little Chapcl-llrcet, on 
the iith of December 1756.*

* A writer in one of the daily papers, who feems to be well informed, fays, ** The gene- 
ral opinion that Colonel Frederick was the fon of the late Theodore, King of Corfica, is, wo 
havc.rcafon to beheve, pcrfcftly unfounded. The following anecdotes with refpedt to this 
unfortunate man have been fent by a Gentleman who was for many years on terms of inti- 
macy with him, and had various opportunities of learning many curious circumilances re- 
fpcdlmg his origin and purfuits ; " 

“ Colonel Frederick was not the fon of Theodore. He was, like Theodore, a German, 
and he was alfo, like him, an adventurer j but he was no relation whatever to him. He 
had been a lay-brother in a Capuchin Monafiry, from which he decamped, and fome time 
after came over to England in very great diftrefs, without friends, and with no refources but 
what he found in his own fertile and happy mmd. He arrived much about the fame time 
that Theodore died, and finding the people take a kind of intereft in the hapkfs fate of a man 
wlvo they were told was a King, Mr. Frederick hit upon the expedient of pafling for his fon, 
and it fucccedcd. I he aflertion could not be cafily contradiifed. Tlie fa6k did not merit 
inveftigation, and it was everywhere believed that he was the fon of Theodore. • 

« When I was a boy I remember him living by the bounty of minors. Sir John Borlafe 
Warren w«s a vtry great friend to him, for he took him into his houfe, and bought his fon a 
commiffion in the 15th regiment. This fon was killed at German Town, in America. 

I aflted the father fome years fince how he came to be a Colonel, and he told me that 
the Duke of Winemberg had given him the Brevet rank. He conftantly lived by expedients, 
and from hand to mouth ; conflantly aBifled, but always poor. But whatever his whole hif- 
tory may be, and no one in th^s country knows it except the widow of David Gamck, who 
is his country-woman, and w ho knew him well, he certainly did not deferve the fate he met 
with. 

Excefllve vanity was the weiik part of Colonel Frederick’s chara£ler, but in almoft every 
other point of view his qualities were of the moft cltimablc kind. He pofTcfTed the principal 
requifues of an accompliibed gentleman j ancl,^ though frequently dillrelTed himfelf, he has 
been often known to acinunifler from liis flight rcfourccs relief to the miferabic.** *

MEMOIRS OF THE LATE MRS. POPE, 
OF COVENT-OARDEN THEATRE. 


the various pleafures which Bio- 
^ graphy affords us, there appears to 
be none fought after with more avidity 
than the Memoirs of Theatrical Pefl'ons. 
Thoie “ who have long gladdened or 
improved human life” make themlelv^s 
acceptable to the Public ; we ieldom iee 
thei^ but in their prulclTional characfeis, 
and we generally identify the ideas 
which they give us at the time, with 
their perions, habits, and chara^fors; 
hence they grow upon our affefi ions, be- 
Cdufe they are contributary to our plea- 
fares, and their final lofs is lamented in 
proportion to their private and pubjic 
excellence. 

Of the Lady whofe Memoirs we are 
now about to gixe to the public, there 
is but one opinion — that Ihe was an ex- 
eellentARrcf ; and, to all thofe who knew 
her belt, a mofi excelltni woman \ ful- 
filling both duties through a Hie, though 
much too ihort cither tor the entertain- 
ment of the public or the happiuefs of 
her friends, yet of no inconfiderable du- 
ration, with thofe appropiiate amiable 
exertions whl* h weie no lefs credi- 
table to herfelt, than exemplary to la- 
cicty. 

M;ss Elizabeth Yount.e (tlie mai- 
den name of this lady) was defcencled from 
arcfpeft^ble family, who gave her a libe- 
ral education ; hut her father dying be- 
fore he could fettle his children in the 
woild, diir heroine foon thought of pro- 
viding for herielf by thole talents of 
which fhe found lurklf polTeiTed, and of 
which the beft informed of her friends 
gave her every encouragement. 

We do not kriow exactly the year this 
lady was born ; but, from circumftances, 
^ conje^fure, that it was about the year 
^>41 or 1741- In the iummerof 1768, wc 


know with preclfion, Ihe was Introduced, 
by the recommendation of a Lady ^f 
Faflilon, to the late Mr. George Gai- 
rick, then Deputy Manager ct Druiy- 
lane Theatre, at whole apartments in 
Soinerlet-buildin^j Ihe rehearlcd yani’ 
Shore, and Mr. Garrick, who, from his 
alliancj; with the profeflion, with a good 
plain underllanding, w'as no inconiider- 
ahle judge of the Di*ama, jironounccd at 
once her capabilities. Alter a few more 
rehearfals he introduced her to his bro- 
ther David, who likewil’e gave her hi$ 
full approbation j and fuch a tell of her 
abilities ll;e had a right, without vanity, 
to look upon as a fortunate prcpurlbr of 
her faine. 

Having been kept in proper training 
all that fummer, on ihe zzd Oclober 
following (1768) fhe made her Mn/ at 
Drur^'-lane Theatre, in the chara^er of 
in Cymbeline, with univerliil 
appUufe ; but as that event Hands at 
the diftance of twenty-nine years frorn 
the prelent tin?e, it may not be thought 
uiientertalning to the generality of oi\r 
Readers, to give a brief review of the 
merits of this lier firft appearance. 

In her perfon fhe was above what is 
generally called the middle fize, of a 
flender make, but finely moulded, par- 
ticularly about the neck and fhoi^ldcrs, 
with a commanding air, and a roundnefs 
and precilion of voice that then augured 
fhe would excel in all the varieties of 
recitation 5 her face, though it could not 
well be called hand Ibme, was impreflive j 
and her eyes, though fmall, poUeflcd a 
vivacity and afire equally footed to the 
dignity of the Biifktn, or the pleafantries 
of Comedy. She went through the part 
with more than ufual applaulc for a 
young performer, and fatisfied the beft 

. judge* 
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jqdge? that (he would be a confiderable 
acquiiUion to ths Stage. 

Her Second cHara6U*r was Jane Shorty 
wherein flic marked the leveral traits of 
|hat unfoitiinatefemajc with great pathos 
and precifion j and it is with a melan- 
choly plealure we remember her fpcaking 
the concluding lines of the hrft a6>, and 
the juft and merited applaufe which fol- 
lowed them. It may be worthy of re- 
maik, that Mr. Barry and iiis wife, the 
Haftings and Alicia of the evening, 
having" unhandfomcly exprelVed ft.me re- 
iu 61 anpe to perforin with the new aCirels, 
Mr. Garrick, on thclecond night's per- 
formance, to fticw his opinion of her 
meiit, aliumed the part of Haftings him- 
self* and in^mediateiy aftji wards eii- 
truiled her with the part of Ovil’a, the 
principal chara^fer in Colonel Dow's 
** Zingis," hrft performed at Diuiy-bne 
17th Dec. 1768. 

Jt would be as difficult as it would be 
ynneceliary to travel tlirough the I'cvcrai 
chara6fcrs which Mils Younge pei forme<l 
this fealbn at Drury-iane. It wUl be 
fufficient to fay, they were generally 
capital parts j and, as a pi oof how ftie 
filled themr#thc Manager, who was al- 
lowed to know the value of money full 
as well as theatrical merit, voluntaiily 
railed herfa}aiy, after the thiid pight, 
from forty JhilUngs to ihrtt f^oundsy and 
towards the cloi’c of that fealon, or the 
beginning of the next, placed her on the 
lilt at fve pounds per week. 

Her riling merits, and Mr. Garrick’s 
recommendation, introduced h^r to Mr. 
l.ove, then a confuleiable performer at 
the fame Theatre, and Manager of the 
Richmond C'ompany, who engaged her, 
during the liiinmer lealbn, as his heroine } 
and here, as in all countiy companies, 
there being a greater fcope given to the 
perfoimers, in the line of trying a 
greater variety of characters. Mils 
Younge’s abilities wereoltcner called out, 
and Ihc performed molt of the principal 
parts of Tragedy and Comedy with a 
reputation which accompanied her re- 
turn to Drnry-lanc >vith an ineveaf^d 
eclat. 

The period of Mifs Yoiinge’s appear- 
ance at Drury- lane, tonfidering the ftate 
of the Stage, was not fo favourable for 
her. Mrs. Pritchard l^ad, intheb^in- 
ningof the fame year, left her profeffion, 
before the decline of her powers, accom- 
panied with all that fame which was fo 
juftly attached to her private as well as 
public ch;ua< 5 ter. Kitty Clive ftill main- 
tained hu ground, after delighting fuc- 


ceeding audiences for iiea^ forty years, 
and occupied ibme parts with unrivalled 
excellence. Mrs . Y ates had juft gamed, 
after many years of prcgrclTivc iiiJuftry, 
the top of her pi ofcfiion j ahd Mrs . Barry 
(fince Crawtord), who had ihewji fucli 
talents at the King’s Theatre, Hay- 
market, during the lummer of 1766, was 
foon after engaged by Mr. Garrick, as a 
perfon»of whom he had the greateft ex- 
pe6fation j Ihe had iikewife the addiiioq 
of her huihand, the lute Spranger Barry, 
to iVipport her in molt ot her principal 
parts; and, with I'uchan a6lor, who coul^ 
pollels any powers and not exert them to 
their fulleft extent } 

To Ipeak of Bany now (particularly 
to the riling generation) appears to bp 
alniolt as ohfolete as quoting t^c chaniCr 
ters of the old Ichool from “ Cibbrr'* 
Apology but it is impoflible tor thole 
who remembered this gieat a^tor in the 
meridian of his poweis, ever to forget 
him : his fine and commanding figure, 
that overlooked in point of dignity as 
well as height all who lurroundtM him-— 
his tones, which now fpoke the language 
of teirof .and command, and now the 
gentleft notes of love — his exquilite feel- 
ings, which ekvIriHed the whole fweep 
of his audience— and > above all, that 
mafterly difplay of the mixed and con- 
tending pailions which he exhibited in 
OtbtUoy 0)fft(Sy Farane^y Sec, &c. 
gave him fuch a decided fiipcriority on 
the Stage, and rendertjd him lb much the 
objeft of popular attachment, that al- 
though thefe talents were on the wane 
at this peril d of his engagement, vet 
they were ftill “ majeftic in decay,” and 
occalionally blazed out in all thelplcndour 
of iheir original brightnefs. 

We retrace thele particulars partly to 
lliew the precife lltuatlon Mils V'ciinge 
ftood in, in rplpe^f to thele two powerful 
heroines, Mrs. Yates and Mrs. Barry, 
who, at the different Theatres, were 
both before her in the poffeflion of all 
the capital parts, and both the acknow- 
ledged favourites of the town ; but Ihe 
had that which feldomfiils to re- 

ward itt^ pofleffors, viz. a conjcioufnefs 
of talent y with a determined rejolution 
to cultt*vate it by enjcry a& of afhduous 
and unremitting attention ; her little ^^a- 
nager quickly faw this, apd politicar^ 
took up Mifs Younge to curb the occa- 
ffonal airs of his great ftage heroines, 
af they were each engaged at his The- 
atre.

Nfrsi* Yates 
had Tikewife, when ihe was afterwaids 
at Prury-lane, her txcufes in turn— In- 
fomuch, that we have known the Ma- 
l>agcr (the elder Coliiian), during the 
rtin of anew Play, ( illcd out fromdiniKT 
to be told, ** that Mrs. Yafcb fhe 

would not appear that nigh*- un the ilage 
V-ithoutthc ufeof a particular petticoat/' 
The ridicule did not (hop here — the Ma- 
Bager was obliged to leave his company 
to fettle this important cjuelhon between 
yhc Mijhejs of the Robes and the Tr//-/-. 
d/an, left the audience fiiould be diiap- 
pointed of their amufement. 

Tearedwith theie and fiinilar artifices, 
Garrick fawin Mifs Younge thole riling 
talents which afterwards ripened into fo 
much reputation. He therel’ore took 
particular care to inllruft her in many 
little particulars of her prol'eflion, and 
had her always (in the language of the 
Green Rot/ai) iini/n Jiud'/d in thofc 
parts wlucj; his other two heroines were 
caft foi : lb that when cither of them lent 
an apology, name immediately aji- 
peaned in the bills, and the play went 
on with no great diminution ot profit or 
applauie. Their var.’ty i up ported them 
in this extravag.ip’- conduct for fome 
time, whiiii: the ?eai which our young 
heroine ftit in treading in the fliots of thole 
great a^frelTes, incrcaied htr knowledge 
and her powtrs, and, by bringing her 
TTjtorc fcrw:.rd bch re tlie eye of the Public, 
gave her ai- anticipated leputation. 

Wt have often heard itirom the mouth 
cf this mdicious a^frefs (and which flie 
told with .1 vt rv btcoinini; modelfy, and 
a grattfwl rtcollecTlon of God's good 
providence to her, which through all the 
kagey of her lire (iie never forgot), “ that 
fte owed as imu h of her fame to this in- 
cident, and to- the allidulty with which 
fceirnpioved it, to any Ivt tie original 
talents •'fie migf.t p* fTcrK." This aliiduity 
was not onr/ of uiV to her then, but grew 
juto a fettled habit through life, which 
contributed nuich to her private fatis- 
fafi ion, 2nd left an example to the Stage 
•vtrv worthy of imitation. 

Mr. Garrlck'^parfnncnious habits in 
Kis tKcutrlcal concerns would not readily 
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pertnit Wm to advance the fabrles of his 
performers at all equal to their roeriu ^ 
and thii was the cale with Mil's Younge. 
After performing two fcalona Ihe claimed 
a higher If 1 pend, and was refuled. 
Piqued- at this, Ihe determined to go to 
Ireland, and accordingly performed the 
feafon of 1770, 71, at Dublin, where 
Ihe fir/l rcprelentvd, with unrivallerl ex- 
cellence, the chara^ferofLady Rodolpha, 
in Macklin’s Man of the World.'’ 
Mr. Garrick foon felt the want of her 
pu» foi mance, and took the cailielf Oppor- 
tunity of re-engaging her on her own 
terms. She therefore retiirneci to London 
the next fealbn, where Ihe remained every 
fucceeding winter of her life. 

From this perlcd Mils Younge’s rc- 
put.uion as an a^'irtfs took a mere efii« 
id idled form ; Ihe not only filled occa- 
fion.ailv the princlual characters in the 
calf cf Mrs. Yates and Mrs. Crawford, 
but often pcrlorined in the fame plays 
with thofe ladies in no dilparaging man- 
ner. Garrick, belide giving her the belt 
Inltnictions, wrote feme Epilogues for 
her, and he was followed by feveral of 
ihe dramatic writers of that time. 

In 1775 Dr. Hiffcrnan finillied a polt- 
hiimous Tragedy of the )ate Henry Jones, 
called The Cave of Idra, which he 
brought out under the title of The He- 
mine of the Cave, fpr Mifs Younge's 
Benefit j in which Ihe fpoke the Epilogue 
and played the principal part : and in 
Maich 1777, the prelcnt Mr. Jerning- 
ham, fince lb well known for his elegant 
talents in poetry, wrote the hiftorical 
interlude of Margaret of Ahjou, likewile 
Ibr her Benefit ; in both of which Ih? 
rr-nfiniud her foi’mcr reputation. 

Many of hci j)iincipal parts were call 
in rht fame plays with Garrick, and die 
iiad the fHtisfai 5 lion of performing Cor- 
delia to his Lear the laft night but ont: 
cf this gieat maftpr’s performance on 
ihe Stage which gave rile to the follow- 
ing little incident : 

After the dropping of the curtain, his 
hand Itill locked in hw’s (as is the cojiume 
pi finilhing this play), he led her down 
to the Green-room, wheie all the per- 
formers had gathered round hi pi j and 
recollecting, with a figh, that this was 
ihv ialt night but one tfiat he was to ap- 
pear in a proielTion which he fo much 
ofnamented, and which gave him fo 
much immortality, he exclaimed, ** Ah, 
Beis» this is the laft time of my being 
your father, therefore you muft now look 
out to be adopted liy lomebcdy elfe.”'^ 

Why then, bir,'’ laid Mils Young* 
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inftiutly falling on her knees before him) 
give me a father’s blefling.” Gaztick, 
feeling hi-r fituation, and the iinprcflivc 
.manner in which flic fpakc, replied with 
Ijreat energy, “God bids you." Then 
I ailing his eyes to the rdt of the pet*' 
formers, he added, “ God blefs you 
tlJ,” and inftantly retired. 

Juft after Mr. Garrick’s death, that 
is in i779> Mil's Younge went over to 
Covent Garden Theatre; and as Mrs. 
Burry, by an unfoitunate fecond mar- 
riage, bad not a little eftranged her 
mind from her profeflion, and as Mrs. 
Yates, from Hinds, played but a certain 
number of nights in the lealbn, our he- 
roine now began to reap the benefits of 
her vvell -earned labours, and to ft and 
unequivocally the firft ti^igic a^irefs on 
live Stage. What contribbted further to 
her genei^al chara^ler at this time was 
the produ£^ion of the Belles Sirata^em^ 
a Comedy, from the pen of Mrs. Cowley, 
in which Mil's Younge played Letitia 
Hardy ; a part, we believe, cxprefsly 
written to give full I'cope to this great 
a^trd's’s powers, and which flie fuftained 
with fuch verihtllity and propriety of 
chara^er as ftampctl the prail’e of uni* 
verjaltly on her talents. 

But let not genius, however exalted, 
or however jiKticioufly cultivated, repofe 
too fecurely on !h< unchangfablenrfs of 
Its Jifuation* Surrounding nature, as 
well as revelation, tell us, “ That no- 
thing contiiiueth in one ftay and daily 
experience further confirms, “ That time 
and chance, or fafliion, or even caprice^ 
will make mutations in all the great^s 
well as frivolous departments of 

In the winter of 1782, when Mifs 
Younge was thus << bearing all her 
biulhing honours thick about her’’ (and 
wliith, to do her juftice, flic enjoyed 
with a model ai ion rarely the lot of her 


profeiTion), Mr. Sheridanj iim. 
duced to Drury - lane Tlieatre the preicut 
jultly celebrated Mrs. Siddons, w ho had 
performed ibmc mconfiderablc chara^teri 
about fix years before on the fame StaM 
but for lome reafons, hitherto inex{3t^ 
cable, was ib little noticed by Mr. Gar- 
rick, that flic very fpiritcdly diftnifled 
herl'elf from that engagement. 

This Lady’s firft appearance, as may 
be well remembered, was in Ifabellat in 
Southerne’s Tragedy of “ The Fatal 
Marriage," and in this character ftic 
dilplayed fuch genuine and original 
pow'tTs of a61ing, as to eftablifli her 
fame with the Critics the fiift night : her 
other performances fanRioned this ap- 
probation fo much with the town, that 
Drury-lanc foon became the Temple of 
the Mules, and Mrs. Siddons the preiidiiig 
Goddeis. 

In this awful and unexpeRed crifis^ 
Mifs Younge (lead ily kept before her tha 
advice of our immortal Bard— 

a In the reproof of chance 
Lies the true pioof of men." 

As her temper, her talents, aixl her aflR 
duities, never forfook her, flie fupported 
heiTelf as a refpeblable antagonift, doing 
her duty with an increaled zeal, and 
never once repining either at her ill luck, 
or detra^ing from the talents of her 
great rival. She confidcred her inerita 
as before the public, and fhe committed 
hcrfclf to their patronage andprotecHon. 
Her conduft was accordingly rcwaided ; 
for though the brnit of Mis. Siddons* 
name carried with it the grcuiei ti<le of 
popularity, Mifs Younge kept her lank 
as an excellent judicious a^lrels, un- 
matched in many cliaraflers, and in 
powers of equal deilamaiion fuptrior to- 
any one on the Stage.

Nevil, 
Aichbiftiop of York j and Michael De 
hi Pool, Earl of Sulfoik, and others who 
had coiiipired to inuutcr the Duke of 
likuceftei, and. the }".aiU of Aiundcl, 
Warwick, Dei'Hy, and Nottingham. 

Tn. this paik (faith Noiden) there is 
a h*]! oi font, called Lodge Hill, leeming, 
by the foundation, rather to have been 
as caltle, wiiercon lometiines ftood a 
lodge when the park was repienlftied with 
deer. With the (tones which came from 
tiie ruins cf this pUce the Chuich of 
iloinley is laid to bt built.

KING CHARLES II. 

FT HOUGH this Monarch, it is very 

weJl known, paid very little regaid 
to the eflentials of religion, there can be 
now no doubt but that he was, in point 
of faith, a Roman Catholic^ though by no 
means in the degree his brother Janies 
was. Lord Bolingbreke, in his Dif- 
fertation on Parties," makes this diftinc- 
tion between them ; “ His Majefty fipped 
from the Chalice, but his brother drank 
from it to the very dregs." 

He was converted to this religion when 
he was abroad, as it is Tuppofed (on the 
authority of Sir Robert Southwell, com- 
municated to him by James, Firft Duke 
of Ormond) whild he was at Cologne, in 
the year 1655 5 where he had mush pri- 
vate conference with Peter Talbot, a 
noted Catholic, and who was difpatched 
by him in a very fecret affair to Madrid, 
fuppofed to be that of imparting to the 
King of Spain his aifent to the Roman 
Catholic religion. 

This certainly followed, that his Ma- 
jedy did, the fame fummer, pafs incog- 
nito to Brudeli, where a private treaty 
was concluded with Don Johnof Audria, 
then Governor of Flanders, « That all 
his fubje^ls in the French fervice, or elfe- 
where abroad, fliould go into the fervice 
•f Spain upon which his Majedy was 
paid three tboujand crowns per month, 
when perhaps, in a whole year, he had 
not received two thoufand polinds from 
all his friends in England. 

It was on the Pyrenean Peace, concluded 
between France and Spain in the year 
1659, that Charles reded all his hopes of 
reftoration. For this purpofe he dif- 
patched the Marquis of Ormond to 
Thouloufe, there to expe^ the coming of 
Cardinal Mazarine, in order to dirpofe 
him in favour of his Majedy ; the Car- 
dinal, who, it afterwards appeared, re- 
gard^ but little the King's intered, took 
another route ; ib the Marquis, miding 
him, was obliged to go by Berne and 
Bayonne to the place of treay, where 
Sir Henry Bennet, afterwards Lord Ar- 
Hit^on, his Majedy's Minider, was dif- 
pofing nil things, and particularly on th^ 
^panifh (Lde, for his Majedy 's comtng.«-« 
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Cardinal Mazarine however prevailed^ 
the Treaty between thefe two Crqwns w^ 
concluded in Novembers but contained 
not one fyllable relative to his Majedy't. 
redoration, or in any degr^ to his per* 
fonal advantage. 

As his lad refource, and in order as it 
is fuppofed to form ibine alliance to fup- 
port himfelf, a match was propofed to 
the old Princefs of Orange tor his Ma- 
jedy, with the Lady Mary, her third 
daughter, and one of the aunts to the late 
King William (then Prince of Orange) | 
but the old Princefs had fitch little hopes 
of his Majedy' s change of fortune at that 
time (though it fo fuddenly followed), 
that die excufed the matter “on her being 
wholly under the protection of the States 
General, and that all things of that pub- 
lic nature ought to begin with them. 

This Lady Mary was afterwards mar*^ 
ried to the Count of Embden, and proved 
the fruitful mother of many children. 

It was Francii'eo de Mefo, Ambaffii- 
dor then (1659) in London (and who 
dreaded thccfFeClsof the Pyrenean Peace, 
if England did not prevent them), who 
told General Monk, the King's pjfjtiR 
agent, that if the king Ihould be cafii^ 
home, the Spaniards would cendralil 
him to furrender Dunkirk before thly 
would let him go out of their hands. 

It was this lame AmbalTador that p 4 ll 
felled General Monk of the advantage of 
marrying the In^ta of Portugal to the 
King ; that the high confideration of 
Tangier and Bombay ihould be given, 
with the free trade of all their dominions, 
and fome millions of cruzadoes. By 
the fame channel Mr. Morrice (the then 
conhdant of General Monk) was en- 
gaged 5 and when he become Sir. William 
Morrice, and Secretary of State (though 
originally but a private Gentlemen of tne 
northern provinces), he negotiated (he 
treaty of marriage, and the whole of it 
was managed through his office ; fo that 
it was the General firlt propolM this 
match to his Majefty, although it was 
oftenlibly carried on ^ Lord Chancellor 
Hyde, who had at ftrft the crcdit| and af- 
terwaids the difgrace of it, 

V Of 
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of KingCharlcs's attachment to theCa- 
tholic Religion, even in the alFair of his 
^marriage, the following Anecdote is re- 
lated by Sir Robert Southwell, who had 
it from James Duke of Ormond : — 
At the time that the marriage was in 
treaty for his Majefty with the Iiifiinta of 
Portugal, he faid that the Lord Chancel- 
lor Clai'endon fpoke to the Lord Trealurer 
and himfelf (the Duke) to attend his 
.Majefty in that room, which they called 
** the Clofet of Thomas Chifti.ns,'’ where 
^thc rarities ftood. Here my Lord 
Cihancellor opened to his Majefty, not 
• only what the Spaniards had objected as 
to the barrenneis of the lady propofed to 
. in marriage, but what he' had from 
ether haWs. He did moft foltmnly re- 
monftrate the infelicity of llifh an event 
to his whole kingdoms $ that the treaty 
was not advanced fa far but that his 
Majefty might wave it j and, that his 
Majefty might not be to feek for a wife, 
he propofed fbme others who were Ger- 
man l^ies. Upon this the King fair!, 
the German women were foggy, and that 
. not one of them would pleaie liim for a 
wife 5 that his accufation muft needs 
come all from the malice of the Spaniards ; 
and fo bid his Lordlhip, without more 
fcruple, to proceed in the treaty. 


SIR GEORGE DOWNING, 

{JReJident at the Hague to Oliver Crom- 
ivell and Charles 11 , ) 

After the Pyrenean Peace, and after 
the cold aniwer which King Charles the 
hecond received from the Pjincefs of 
Orange relative to a match with her 
daughter the Piincefs Mary, the King’s 
affairs feerned to be truly defperate } yet, 
juft at this very time, the cloud began 
to burlt and open a paflage to his reite- 
ration j as he had Icaicely returned to 
Bfufleis when he had an intimation from 
Thomas Howaid, the youngeft brother 
of Lord Cariifle, that his brother-in- 
law Sir George Downing, then Relident 
at the Hague, would be glad to have a 
rivate conference with any perjpn whom 
is Majefty much trulted, and^ifticd it 
might be the Marquis of Oijnond. 

In confequence of this, on the February 
following, the Marquis went to the 
Hague, where Sir George, meeting him 
in fecret, told him, that, by the courl’e 
and revolution of things in England, 
which he well oblerveil, his Majefty muft 
fuddenJybe rellored j and that, whatever 
paiticular undertake! s might pretcitd to 
Wtm, it would be, in truth, tlje wcik of 


the whole nation j that they could no 
longer bear the tyrannies they lay under j 
and, by feeing no other cure of the evil, 
the calling home of his Majefty was ir- 
reliftible. 

He fhewed various grounds for this 
opinion ; and only prayed, that for tlie 
good-news lake, of which probably ht 
was the firft informer, he might find fa- 
vour hereafter j lb far as to live only 
in peace and quiet, for he fhould pretend 
to no more. 

The event turning out foofi after as this 
ivaiy St ate [man had predicted, he was 
continued in his Embally attei the Refto- 
ration.

There was about the beginning of the 
Jaft century an Engllfliman of the name 
oi Otfavio May, who fettled at Lyoi s. 
He was a man of very good capacity, and 
gi’cat diligence in his trade, but, by a 
chain of unlucky events, was brought 
into cmbai rafting circiimftances. 

In this melancholy ftate,ftandingGneday 
at his lliop-door, brooding over his mil- 
fortune®., he happened to put a little tuft 
of raw lilk into his mouth, and grinding 
it lor ibi^e time between his teetja, with- 
out 
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tmi confidcring what he was about, at laft^ 
fpit it out. As it fell immediately before 
him, he obferved that it had a very unu- 
fual Judre, which ftruck him lb much 
that it brought liim out of his fit of the 
vapours. He took it up and confidcred itj 
and, being a man of refltilion, he imme- 
diately traced the whole progrefs of the 
operation j the grinding between the 
teeth i the mixture of a clammy liquor, 
llich as the laliva 5 and the performing 
that in a place neceflarily warm as the 
mouth.

l.is overlooking them. Having cciiui- 
huted pretty largely to the Voiiuncs of 
Univerial Hilfory, the work was Itopped 
by the delay of a preface which he had 
engaged to write for that work. The 
bookltllers concerned conftantly prelfcd 
him, but for a jong time could get no 
fatisfaffion \ sit laft he fent them vvoid it 
was finilhed, and an evening was ap- 
pointed fortlve purpofe of delivering it. 

The parties being all met, vSalc pro- 
duceti a parcel of loofe Manuferipts, tied 
up clofe with red tape, and fealed at the 
edges, which he laid down on the table 
as the preface. Nobody doubting this, 
he was paid his balance, and the compa- 
ny fupped together in great good- humour 
^nd harmony j when, juft before parting, 
Sale, as if fuddcnly recolle^ling foine- 
thing, took up the papers, faid he bad a 
(tw alterations to make, which would not 
take up two hours, and that he would 
return them the next day. He accordingly 
tarried home the papers, but did not return 
them for many mouths afterwards j and 
then not tiH he had laid the boolclcUqrs 
contribution^. 


TOPH.\M BEAUCLERC, 
pentjeman was nearly re^^ted to 
of St* Alban's i and polTeUed a, 


ftrength of mind and univerfality of ta- * 
Jents that would have made a moft diftin- 
uiftied figure in life, had his plealures, or 
IS love of learned leifure, permitted him 
to mingle more in the bufy haimts of 
men. 

He was deeply verfed In antient and . 
modern learning ; underftood poetry, 
painting, and mufic j had a tafte, and 
a liber^ity equal to that tafte, in the col* 
le£lion of books, manulbripts, &c. and 
was a good praf^ical chemift } which 
laft he for fome years before his death in- . 
dulged in confiderably, at the expenoe of 
his private fortune. 

He was reckoned by a Noble Lord 
now living, a near relation of hi;*, and who 
is in poflelTion of many private traits of 
their common anceftcr Chailes the Se- 
cond, to be more like that Mcnarcli in 
his plcafures, his purfuits, and fome of 
his failings, than any of his fuccef- 
fors . 

Ht li.ul the beft library of any private. 
Gentleman of his time, and, peiiiaps, as 
well arranged. His method was, when . 
he began aclafs, either in arts 01 fciences, 
to continue buying principally in that 
clafs till he had Cvompletcd it. By thefe 
means hi.> colltMfllon was very pertefV, 
His condu( 5 i to hio hook fellers, too, de- 
ferves fome notice (and wtj believe in 
this refpeib not fo fimilir to the general 
conduH of his anceltor). When he 
wojited books, he feiu in a catalogue, ac- ‘ 
cording to the largenefs of the liiin they 
might amount to, to Aich booktelJers as 
he thought ondd beil lie out of their 
money : here the debt reded till i ithcr fuch 
time as his annuities came round, 01 he had 
a fuccefsful run at play ; when either of 
thefe happened, he punel ua I ly called upon 
his creditors, and uifeharged it with ho- 
nour. He has often, in thele inftances, 
paid fo large a turn as Jlfieen hundred 
pounds at a time. 

This library at his death fold by 
audipn for /^x thoufand and right founds 
odd (hillings j it was mortgaged to 
his brother-in-law, the Duke or Marl- 
borough, for /ix thoufand ; fo that it was 
(aid, if his Gv^ce was not an accurate 
judge of good bookSi he certainly was of 
-good feturiiieSs 

On his outfet in life he had a very fine 
fortune \ but, ardent in the pmfnit of 
elegant and expenlive pleafmes, he dipt 
it confiderably. On a review of his a(% 
fairs, he wKhed tp fell his eftates for an 
annuity determinable when he was forty 
an age which inexperience, and the in- 
toxication of plcalw^e, fuggefted to hij^ 

X »* 
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ftp tlie Mreme bounds of life. The in* 
tcqiofttioii* of his' friends faved him 
^jjom this error} ard h^ lived, prin- 
cipally upon a very confiderablc annuity, 
during the remainder of his life, whiel4 
lipwcvcr, did not laft many years after 
the |>eriod of forty. 

Mr. Beauclei'c was one of the early 
a^quamtances of Dr. Johnfon in the 
meridian of his literary fame, and one to 
v^hom he paid great confideration on ac- 
count of his learning and abilities. He 
often lamented that his indolence and 
•AfEmtion prevented him from bring- 
ing his talents toibmeuieful deiignations, 
faying— What Beauclerc would write

man, but to faiiofy the parties that they 
have got juftice, and thereby give cafe 
and ck'iiientment to their minds, which 
J hold to be one of the great uks of the 
law. In this Lord MHusfield," adds 
the learned Critic, ‘‘as u is well known, 
was fo fucceLful. that even the lofing 
party acknowledged the jultnrfs ut hi;, 
decrees ; and I knew niylcit one exam- 
ple of a man who had loft more than 
half his fortune by a judgment of his 
Lt>rdlhip*a, which, ncvcitlitlels, he ac- 
knowledged to be juft.*' 

This elotjuent Lawyer, . w’hcn he 
was Aitorney General, was never in 
« burry to bring forward any prolccu- 
tioiis at the fuit of the Crown 5 he but 
too well knew the genera^ obloquy at- 
tached to his office, as vvell as the dif- 
grace that occurred to the Crown from 
ineffectual profecutions.

Alacrity fucceeded to 
terror ; the /hips were equipped, not only 
with whai was neceflary, but with great 
fplendor, the officers vying with each 
other who fhould colle^l the beft men for 
the lervice, and have his complement 
mo/t etfeflive. Succefs was anticipated, 
and defpair lubdiied.” 

Thecircumftances that occurred to Ke- 
archus on his coming to land on the 
fleet's arrival at the mouth of the Ana- 
mis, and on his fir/l interview with the 
King, are interefting and pathetic. 

“ One of the parties he fent out to ex- 
plore the country accidentally fell in with 
a ftraggkr, whole drefs and language 
difeovered him to be a Greek \ tears bnrft 
from their eyes upon ft\ ing <mce more a 
native of their own country, and hearing 
once more the Ibund of their own lan- 
cuage. Tiie/ learnt that he had not long 
left the army, and that tne camp was at 
no great diltance. They inlKintly hur- 
ried the Itranger with all the tuniuit of 
joy to Nearchus 3 in his prcfence the lame 
kappy difeovery v/as repeated, with af- 
fuiances that »he King was within five 
days journey. 

Nearchus immediately fet out to find 
the King, with Archias and five or fix 
others 3 and in his progrtfs fortunately 
fell in with a party from the anny, which 
had been /ent out with horfes and carriages 
for his accommodation. The Admiial 
and his attendants, from their appearance, 
might have paifed unnoticed. Their 
hair long and negleefed, their gaiments 
decayed, their countenance pale and 
Weather-worn, and their perfons emacia- 
ted with famine and fatigue, fcaicely 
Fouled the attention of the friends they 
eiicounteied. They were Greeks how- 
•verj and of Greeks it was natuial to en- 
quire alter the army, and where it was 
jjcw encamped. An anfwer was given 
|o their enquiry } but ftill they >Vere nei- 
tliei recognived by the party, nor was any 
qjielticn a/ked in return. Juft as they 
\Vtic jj^parauing fi om othor, “AlTur- 


edly," fays Archias, this muft be a 
party fent out for our relief i for on wh^t 
other account can they be wandering abouls 
the delert ? There Is nothing ftrange Itt 
their paffing us without notice, for our 
very appearance is a difguife. Let us ad- 
drefs them once more." 

“Nearchus accordingly enquired which 
way they were bending their courfe ? 
“ We are in fearch of Nearchus and his 
people," replied the Officer ; — “And I 
am Nearchus," faid the Admiral, “ and 
this is Archias ; take us under your con- 
drift, and we will ourfclvcs report our 
hiftory to the King." 

“While they were upon their progrefs, 
fome of the horfemen, impatient to carry 
the news of this happy event, let off to 
inform the King, that Nearchus and 
Archias were arrived, with five or fix at- 
tendants. This fuggefted to Alexander, 
that the reft of the people had peri/hed, 
either by famine or fliipwreck. During 
thij» interval, Nearchus and his atten- 
<lants arrived. It was not without diffi- 
culty that the King difeovered who they 
were, under the difguife of their appear- 
ai ce; and this circumftance contributed 
to confirm him in his miftake 5 imagin- 
ing that both their perfons and their cfrcfs 
bcl'poke fliipwreck, and the deftruftion 
of the fleet. He held out his hand how- 
ever to Neaixhus, and led him afide from 
his guards and attendants, without being 
able to utter a word. As loon as they 
were alone he burft into tears, and contii 
nued weeping for a confiderable time j till 
at length recovei'ing, in fome decree, his 
compofure, “ Nearchus," fays he, “ I. 
feel ibme latisfaftion in finding that you 
and Archias have efcaped j but tell me 
where, and in what manner, did my fleet 
and my people perifli ?" — “ Your fleet," 
replied Nearchus, “ is allfafe ; your peo- 
ple arc fafe, and we are come to bring 
the account of their prefer vat ion," 
Tears, but from a different fource, now 
fell much fatter from his eyes ; “ Where 
then ai-e my Ihips ?" fays he. At the 
Anamis," replied Nearchus, “ all fafe 
on fliore, and preparing for the comple- 
tion of the voyage."— “ By the Libyan 
Ammon and the Jupiter of Greece I 
fwcar to you," rejoined the King, “ that 
1 am more happy at receiving this intel- 
ligence than in being the conqueror of 
all Afia 3 for I ftiouldhave confidered the 
failuic of this expedition as a counter- 
balance to all the glory 1 have acquired." 

“ Such was the reception of the Admi- 
ral,— -The joy was now univerfal through 
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antiy 5 a folemn facrificc was proclaimed 
in honour of Jupiter the Prelerver, of 
Hercules, of Apollo the Avcrter of De- 
ftiii6lion, of Neptune, and of every deity 
of the ocean 5 the games, were celebrated, 
and a fplendid proceflion exhibited, in 
which Nearchus was the principal orna- 
ment of the pomp, and the objeft which 
claimed the attention of every eye. Flow- 
CIS and chaplets Vv^ere wreathed for his 
head, and Ihowered upon him by the 
grateful multitude, while the iiiccefs of 
his enterprize was proclaimed by their 
acclamations, and ceitbrated in their 
ibngs," 

The particulars of the lajft ficknefs and 
death of Alexander, as related in his 
DiaiVi and handed down to us both 
by Plutarch and Arrian, are curious. 
They contain a fufficient refutation of 
the vulgar opinion that this hero perifhed 
by poilon. 

It appears that Alexander had given a 
fplendid entertainment to t^earebus and 
bis Officers ; at the conclufion of which, 
as he was returning to his palace, he was 
met by Medius, who had been leading a 
pai ty of his military friends, and now re- 
quelted the favour of the King's compa- 
ny to do honour at the banquet. That 
night and the following day wci e fpeiit in 
ieftivlty 5 and it is not extraordinary 
that feme fyinptoms of fever were the 
confequences ot this excels. The Diary 
commences here. 

“ Month DaTius i8th. The King 
bathed, and, finding the fever upon the 
increafe, fleptat the bathing-houle. 

(“ The lleeping at the bathlng-houfe 
is explained by Aman, who dates, that 
he was conveyed on his bed to the river 
fide, and carried over to a garden-houle on 
the oppolitc fhorc.) On this day orders 
were iH'ued for the land-forces to be rea- 
dy to march on the zzd, and the fleet to 
be prepared to move on the I'^d. 

“ 19th The King bathed , went from 
the Bath to his chamba* j pafl'ed the day 
at dice with Medius ; bathed again in 
the evening j attended the facrifices in a 
litter 5 tooknourifhnient in the 
evening the fever increaled ; and the 
night was paiTed in great perturbation ^ 
orders were iffued for the ofheers to attend 
^ the next morning. 

“ aoth. The King bathed ; attended 
facrifices as before ; converfetl while in 
the Bath with Nearchus upon his voyage 
bom India, and gave him frefli orders to 
be ready on tlic a 3d. 

The King bathed ; attended 
the lacnficcs in the morning j found no 
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abatement of the dlfordcr; tranfa^Icd 
buiinefs with the Officers ; gave direc ? 
tioifs about the fleet j bathed again in the 
evening 5 the fever fllll increaled. 

2ad. The King removed into an 
apartment near the Bath j attended the 
lacrihces i the fevei now ran very high, 
and 9ppreflcd him much j he nevertlicfels 
erdertd the princip?! Officers to attend, 
and repeated his ciders in regard to the 
fleet. 

23d. The King was conveyed to the 
facrifices with great difficulty ; but iflued 
frefli orders to the Nav^ai Officers, and 
converted about filling up the vacancies 
ill the army. 

“ 24th. The K-ing w^as much moreop* 
prefled, and the fever much increafed. 

“25th. The King was now finking 
faft under the difordcr, but iflfued freffi 
orders for the Generals to attend in the 
palace, and the Officers of rank to be in 
waiting at the gate. He luffered fttll more 
towards the evening, and was conveyed 
back again over the river from the garden 
to the palace. Here he obtained a fliort 
repole j but, upon his awaking, when 
the Geneials were admitted, the ugh he 
retained his fenfes and knew them, he had 
loff the power of utterance. 

“ 2 6th. The fever had made a rapid 
progrefs all night, and continued without 
abating during the day. 

“ 27th. T he Ibldiers now clamoroufly 
demanded to be admitted, wifhing to fee 
their Sovereign once more if he were 
alive, and lii!pc6>ing that he was dead 
and his death concealed. They were fuf- 
fered therefore to pafs through the apart- 
ment in Angle files without arms, and 
the King railed his head with difficulty, 
holding out his hand to them, but qould 
not Ijjcak. 

“ 2 8ih, In the evening the King ex- 
pired.” 

This Journal, which fo regularly re- 
cords the piogi'cls of Alcxauder'b mala- 
dy, fufficiently proves that the notion of 
his having been deltroyed by treachery is 
a conjefture witlu.ut foundation, rlu- 
tarch entirely difcrcdits the ftory ; and 
adds, that it was not heaid of till fome 
years after, wffien Olympias wiflicd to cafl 
odium on the family (jJ Amifater, Dr, 
V. very jultly obferve^*? “ that the vio- 
lence of Alexander's paflions, the perpe- 
tual application of his mind, and tne ex- 
ceffes of the table, are fully fufficient to 
furnifli cauics of ' diflbluLion, without 
having recourle to tisafon and confpi- 
racy." 
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In the Notes to this work there occur 
occafionally ihort claffical remarks,^ from 
which may be cleaned Ibme amulement 
and feme inftruSion. At page 1 86, Dr. 
V. tells us, ** that the or half- 
decked VeflTeis of Nearchus, are exa 61 ly 
the vellels of Homer’s a^e, the fore-part 
and vvaift open for the rowers, with a 
deck raifed over the hinder part. This in 
Homer is called ix^iov, and formed an ele- 
vation on which the fteerfman Hood. On 
this deck, or under it, the perfous on 
board fometimes llept: whicri the Poet 
calls ileeping •rpVfA.WtO'M yijo^. 

Od. M. 32. Foi thefe,, perhaps, the ca- 
bles were coiled j but when a whole crew 
was to fleep on board, this was impofli- 
b!e, and the luffeiir.g was in proportion 
to the confinement.

It IS in itriftuefs a minute g<?o- 
graphtcal difquijiiton ; and alj the re- 
marks that relate not to that fubjeft are 
occ'jjiofial only, and incidental, I'hofe, 
and tbofe only, who are interefted in 
knowing to what extent and with what 
accuracy the gengrapbical fdences were 
poflefled by the ancients, will be much 
^^ratifitd by thefe lucubrations. Even

XVe wiih, therefore, that our 
Author had adopted the fame method 
which he obferved in his Enquiry m- 
to ibe Dunes of Mm,"" and illufcrated 
his moral theory by fall^ and ex jun - 
ments. We rexolleil hardly more than 
one inflance of thlb iii the pnyes we are 
examining, Thefliietooof this work, 
th''ugh floznin^, flfgant, and aituintCy 
js deficient in eveiyy and terfenefs, 
Thell laft are qualities in which Dr. Pa- 
ley’s ethical compofitions excel. Without 
them, or fometlung which, like them, 
fir ikes Jlrongly on ibe imagination, few 
works of a dt da flic rhnrader can have 
an txtenfive circulation. 

Thefe obicrvations arife from a fincere 
rcfpe^I for Mr. G.’s abilities and inten- 
tions.

In treating on Female Education, Mr, 
G. dilappi'oves of the employment of 
emulation to excite his fair pupils to dili- 
gence and exertion. He lemarks, that 
whatever maybe thought, by ditferent ob- 
ftrvers, as to the degiees in which it en- 
laiges the /urn of intellectual attainmentjji, 
}ct among thefe who judge from expe- 
rience, theie can be but one opinion as 
to the refult of its operation on the dif- 
pofitioris of tiie heart. Of all the prin- 
ciples of ai‘-lion he accounts it as one of 
the moil dangerous } flimulating and 
noiuilhing feme of the darkcfl jmfiions 
of the human mind, and fiibvcrting 
thofe motives which it is one main pur- 
pofe of Chriftianity to inculcate and en- 
force. Self-conceit, a fupcrcilious con- 
tempt of perfons luppoied, and often 
falfeJy fuppofwl, of interior attainments 5 
pronenefs to fufpeit teachers of being 
j>iejudiced and partial, and endeavours to 
conciliate their favour by finelTe ; a fe- 
cret with to retard the pro^refs of fuc- 
cefsful competitors ; an envious defire to 
detraft from their merit.s ; and an aver- 
fibn to their foclety, with an indifFerence 
to their welfare, arc among its ufual 
efic^s, ' He

He atknowled^s that a teadtpey to 
{hcfcmalifi:nant leding« and artiui manoeu- 
vres U inherent in liumaii natiuc, and not 
to be attributed to emulation alone. But 
Hill he alTerts, that emulation is the agent 
which, perhaps at every period ot life, 
and undoubtedly in childhood and youth, 
fans them into a flame. 

But mull we not then, in the procefs 
of inJhvMion^ employ the influence of 
compariibn and example ? Js it not 
lawful to apply to children a JUmulusy 
which is applied with vifible advantage 
to kindle ardour, and to confirm gcofl 
condu6^, in ma,turer years ? Mr. G. in 
reply to thele queftions obferves, judi- 
cioufly, that to compare our own conduct 
and attainments with thofe of ethers, 
that we may more clearly lee our det'e^ls, 
and be incited to imitate a meritorious 
example, is apia6lice in many cates both 
jultifiable and uleful. It is therefore to 
be recommended on fuitable occations, 
and with proper explanation, to thole to 
whom we impart inltruclion. But to 
compare that wc may imitate, is not the 
lame thing as to compare tiiat we may r/- 
•ual ; and emulation includes, not in name 
only, but in reality, the ipirit of rt*vul- 
Jhip, 

There is, undoubtedly, much good 
fenfc and moral wiidom in thele reitwrks} 
yet we qucltion whether excciltnce in any 
talent will without nvaljh p be ever ac- 
quired, How far our happlnels or our 
utility may be increalitd by cxtellenie, is 
an enquiry of deeper refearch i bur rx- 
crikncr preients itfelt as a glittering 
prize, which mortals will always pant to 
obtain. 

In the Chapter on Female Cnnverfa- 
tion and F.pijhiaiy Correjponn nee, Mr. 
G. reprehends the levity of difourte in 
which w'omen, even of improved under- 
flandings, I ccafionally indulge. 

Take his cenlure in his own words, 
.which leem the refultof a6lual and acute 
obfervMtion : 

“ It is not only to women of moderate 
capacity that hours of trifling and flip- 
pant converfation are found acceptable. 
To thofe of fuperior talents they are not 
nnfrequently known to give a degree of 
entcrtainmtnt, greater than on flight con- 
fidcration we might have ei^pe6lea. The 
matter, however, may eaiily be explained. 
Many women who arc endowed with 
flrong mental powers are little inclined 
to tlve trouble of exerting them. They 
love to indulge a lupine vacuity of 
thought ; liften to nonfenfe without dif- 
fatisfallioji, becaufe to liflen to it re* 
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quires no effort ; neither Search nor 
prompt others to iearch, deeper than the 
iuriace of the pailing topic of diiceurie 2 
and were it not tor an occafional remark 
that indicates diicernment, or a lock of 
intelligence w'hich gleams through the 
littlelTnefs ot floth, would icaiccly be 
fulpedlcd of judgment and penetration. 
While thefe perions rarely .tern, in the 
common intercourfe of life, to turn their 
abilities to the advantage either of them- 
lelves or of their friends, others, gittcfi 
with equal takiits, are tempted to mif- 
apply them by the coniciouinefs of pof- 
fefiing them. Vain of their powers, an4 
of their dexterity in the ufe ot them, they 
cannott refill the impulle which they feel 
to lead a pert and coxccmicul young ma% 
whenever he falls in their way, to expofe 
hinu'elf. The prattle which they de- 
fpife they encourage, becaufe it amufci 
them by rendering the fpeaker ridiculous. 
They lead him on, uniufpicious of their 
defjgn, and lecretiy pluming himlelf on 
the notice which he attracts, and on his 
own happy talents of rendering himfelf 
agreeable, and delighted the molt when 
he is molt theobjeil of derifion,.ffom one 
flep of folly to another. By degrees they^ 
contract an habitual rellfli for the Itile of 
converlation vvhich enables them at once 
to dilplay their own wit, and to gratify 
their pafficn for mirth and their taite tor 
the ludicrous. They become inwardly 
impatient when it flags, and more impu- 
tient when it meets with interrupticn . 
And if a man of grave alpe^t, and more 
wakeful rellei5lion, prefumes to flep within 
the circle, they ailail the iinvv’elcwn.e inv 
triuler with a volley of hi iiliant raillery 
and fparkiing lepartee which bears down 
knowledge ai.d learning before it, and 
convulle the dcliylued auditors with peals 
of UiighttT, while he labours in hi^ 
heavy accoutrements after his light-armed 
antagonifl, and receives at eveiy turn 
a fliower of airows, which he can neither 
pany nor w’ithftand.” 

In the Chapter (the IXth) on Amufir 
mentsy Mr. G. lays fo many reftraints 
on the enjoyment ot , Dramatic entertain* 
mtiiis as amounts to a p^oh bition. He 
permits it, leemingly, only in the cafe ‘‘ ip 
which its lupcrintendancc is committed 
to legal authority, which would prevent 
the ^tagf from being rendered an inftru- 
ment of political machinations and of 
perfpnal calumny ; and alfo purify it from 
incidents, exprclTions, and allulions, of- 
fen live to modefly and injurious t# 
morals."

In the Chapter on the Duties of Mu* 
inmonial Lije, Mr. G. cenlures, with be- 
coming Ipirit, the artifice ix;commcnded 
by loiTie pifu.io-mondijis, of concealing 
tiom the hujhcnd a fupcrioiity of under, 
ftandiiig, left there ftioiild leem a difpoii- 
ticn to rivalftiiju He remarks very tru- 
ly, that in general it is not the fenfe in 
woman that ojjcnds j it is rather fomc 
quality or dilpofition which has no natu- 
ral connection with it. Either it is ar- 
rogance, or impatience of contradiffiori, 
or reluctance to difeern and acknowledge 
erroi . which render the mainKrs of wo- 
men overbearing, their temper irritable, 
and their prejudices obftinatc. If female 
talents be graced with fitnplkvyy .^ood^ 
humour y and modeftvy there is I'caicely a 
hull)and’s heart which they will notwaim 
tvith delight. 

In a lijbrtquent part of the fame head 
of inftniCtion, the circumftances are dif- 
ciilfed of jeniale relaivms of the 
majier or of the mifircfs of the houfe^ 
“ who, though admitted to live in the 
• parlour, are in truth humble dependentSy 
received either from motives of chaiity, 
or for the lake of being made ul'cful in 
the conduct of domeltic affairs, or of be- 
ing companions to their proteCtrefs 
.when the latter is not otherwile engaged 
or amuled." 

We have not room for the quotation afr 
length on this topic 5 — we can only infert 
the two concluding paflages. 

“ Is it thepart of friendlhip, of liberal 
protection, to harrafs her with diflicul- 
ties, to enfnarc her fincerity, to eftablifti 
her in the petty arts of cunning and adu- 
lation ? Rather difmifs her with Ibme 
Imall pittance of bounty to fearen in ob- 

feurity 
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fciirity for an honeft maintenance, than 
^0 retain her to learn hypocrify and to 
teach you arrogance, to be corrupted and 
to corrupt.” 

Thefe fentiments are no lefs fplrlted 
than juft, and are well worthy the confi- 
deration of females in the higher clajfes^ 
who are often very capricious and tyran- 
nical rulers of their unfortunate prote- 
gees^ The latt fentence is a happy a})pli- 
Cation of a ftrong and brilliant lemark of 
Tacitus. 

Our Author is, for the moft part, 
grave and folemn j he relaxes, however, 
lometimes into ridicule and humour. 
Thus, for inftance, he deferibes a Jetisule 
fajljionable morning, 

“ What is called the morning is fwal- 
Iv'>wed up in driving from ftreet to Itreet, 
fromfquare to fquare, inpiirfuit ofperfons 
whom fhe is afraid of difeovering, in 
knocking at doors where flie dreads being 
admitted. Time is frittered aw ay in a 
fort of fmall intercourlc with numbers 
for whom (he feels little regard, and whom 
(he knows to feel as little for herfelf. 
Yet every thing breathes the fpiilt of 
cordiality and attachment. The pleafure 
exprelTed at meeting is fo warm, the en- 
qiiiides after each other’s health I'o minute, 
the Iblicitude if either party haw caught 
^ cold at the laft Opera fo extreme, that 
a ft ranger to the ways of high life, and to 
the true value of words in the modem 
diftionaries of compliment, would be in 
aftonifliment at fuch effufions of difintereft- 
ed benevolence. Invitation I'uccceds invita- 
tion 3 engagement prelTes on engage- 


ment : etiquette offers, form accepts, and 
indifference affumes the air of gratitisdc.'' 
and rapture.” 

Mr, G. afferts in a note, whaf w# 
fhould hope is not often true, that the 
wives of fhopkeepers in London will a(k 
more than the real price of an art icier 
from ready money cujiofrers^ with the view 
of pocketing the excels themlelves ; and 
it detected in the fraud plead ignorance 
of the value. It is difficult to lay whe- 
ther fuch conduct be more injurious to 
the individual or to the public. 

There is a remark in the Chapter on 
Parental Duiiesy taken from Dr. Heni'y’i 
Hiftory of England, which explains the 
attitude of Margaret Roper in the very 
curious ancient pifture of ^ir ThomaS 
More's Family by Holbein. Daughters, 
though women, were not anciently per- 
mitted to fit or repofe themfclves, other- 
wife than by kneeling on a cuffiion, 
until their mother departed. 

From the above account of Mr. 
book it evidently appears well worthy 
the attention of all^ and the diltgent />/*- 
Yufal of thu' gmtler fex. As the ladies, 
however, dill more perhaps tlun men, 
delight to blend amui'ement with their 
weightier concerns, we muft repeat our 
wiffi that the theory laid down had been 
more frequently enlivened by faldsy and 
illuftrated by examples. 'I'hc ihoralift 
might not, indeed, in that cafe have de» 
ferved more fuccefsy but we are fure 
w'ould have obtained it.

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^ HE Thirteenth Chapter of the FIrft 
Volume opens with an account of a 
very happy eftabliftiment enjoyed by our 
Author at a military ftation, called the 
^ope^ where he was in the principal 
<^ommand, on the Cimmewine River, in 
Surinam. Here his felicity was confider- 
^hly augmented by a viht from^ feme 
friends at Paramaribo, who gave him the 
addrefs of Meffrs. Paflalage and Son, at 
Amft^^am, the new propriety* #f 


favouiite mulatto, whom they alfo de- 
fied him to take with him to the Hope^ 
This propofal he moft joyfully complied 
with, and immediately let his llavejs to 
woj*k to build a houic of Manicole trees 
for her reception. 

In the mean lime he wrote a letter to 
Meffrs. Paffalage and Son, to fay, that 
being under gieat obligations to one of 
their mulatto (laves, nauud Joanna, for 
having attend sd hitn during heknefs, he 

requufttd 
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requeilcd that they would permit him to 

t urchaie hfei- liberty without delay, and 
e would immediately remit to thfem the 
Inoney. 

In fix days his new dwelling was com- 
pleted. It confided of a parfour, which 
dlfo ferved for a dining-room ; a Ltd- 
chamber, where aJio the baggage was 
liowed j a piazza or Ihed to fit under be- 
fore the door j a fmall kitchen detached 
from the hoiile, and a pouitry-houl’ej the 
whole fitmted on a /pot by itfelf, tom- 
Dianding an enclianLing })rol'peCl on every 
fide, and lurroimded v ith paling to keep 
the cattle. The tables, ftoob., and 
benches, were all cornpclcd of Manicole 
boards, the do<.rs and windows w^ere 
guarded with ingenious w'ooden locks and 
ke)s, that w’ere the work of a negio. 
liis hotife being thus far finiflied and 
furniflivd, th.e next care was to lay in a 
ftcck of piovifions, which confided of a 
barrel ot flour, another of ialted mackarel, 
which in that country are delicious, 
hams, pickled laulages, Jamaica rum, 
tea, fv.'/ar, ipermaceti candles, two 
foreign flieep, and a hog, hefides two 
dozen of fine fcwls and clucks, prefented 
to him bv Lucietii, Joanna’s aunt. 

The Msiuccle Tree, the wood of which 
he employed for his habitation, he thus 
deicribes, with its ules in btiilding and 
furniture, in am/her part of his work: 

“ The Manicok, wdiich is of the 
j^alin Tree fpecics, is about thethicknefs 
of a man’s thigh, very fti.iit, and grow- 
ing to the ludght <jf forty oi fitly feet 
from the ground; the tni.ik, w'iuch is 
jointed at the difiar.ee of two or tlirce 
feet, is of a light biown colour, hard ex- 
ternally for the tbicknefs of half an inch. 
But pithy like the Rnglifli Elder. On 
the top the tree fpreads its beautiful green 
boughs, with leaves hanging flrait down- 
wards like fdk ribbons, which form a 
kind of umbrella. 

The manner of ufi^g it for building 
huts cr cottages, isbyculiir.gtlicti-unk in 
pieces of as many feet long as you with 
to have the partition liigh; which pieces 
msQ. next fplit into fmall boards, tlu* 
breivlth of a man’s hand, and divelLd of 
their pithy fubflance, and then they are 
fit tor immediate ute. Having cut and 
prepared as many oi tliefo buns as you 
want to furrour.d the dwelling, you iafh 
them in a perpendicular pofition, ard 
dote to eacli other, to tv/o crofs bars of the 
fame tree fixed to the con.er polls j and 
the whole Is cut fend thaped by the bill- 
hook alone, and tied tcgelher by nehees* 
Tbcic lad are a kind of ligneous ropes of 


ill fires, both to length ind thicltfie&i 
which gf-ow in the wo{ 3 s, and climb up 
the trees in all direflions \ they are & 
plentiful and wonderfully difperfed, that 
they make the foreft appear like a large 
fleet at anchor, and kill many of the 
trees by mere compielBon . 

“ With rcfpedf to the roofing of thefe 
flender habitations, it is done by the green 
branches of the fame Manicole that made 
the walls j each branch, which can be 
coinp;ired to nothing lo well as to the 
/hape of a feather, and which is as large 
a.s d mm, mu ft be fplit from the top to 
the botti in in two etjual parts, as you 
would fplit a pen. When a number of 
thelc half boughs are tied together by 
their own verdure, and ferm a bunch, 
you take thefe bunches, and tic them 
with neht'ts one above another, on the 
roof of the cottage, as thick as you pleale, 
and in fuch a manner that the verdure, 
w'hich looks like the mane of a horfe, 
hangs downwards. This covtrii-g, 
which at flrfl: is green, but toon takes 
thecolourof the Englifli reed-thatching, is 
very beautiiul, lattii’g, and dole, and 
flniflies the dv/tlling without the help of 
a hammer, or nails j doors, windov/s, 
tables, teats, &c. are made in the tame 
manner ; fo are the inclofures for gardens, 
and the places for keeping cattle.” 

Having completed his houfe, Captain 
Stedman thus deferihes his fituation in 
it with his beloved companion. 

On the ift of April 1774 Joanna 
came down the river in the Eauconberg 
tent-boat, rowed by eight ntigroes, and 
arrived at the Hope. I communicated 
to her immediately the contents of my 
letter to Holland, which flie received witli 
that gratitude and modefty in her looks 
which fpoke moic forcibly thai\ any re- 
ply. I intrcuuced lier to her new habi- 
tation, where the plantation flave.s, in 
token of refpe 61 :, immediately brought 
her prefents of cafada, ytims, bananas, 
and plantains, and never two people Weie 
more completely happy. Free like the 
loes in the foreft, and difencunibeied 
of every caie and ceremony, we breath- 
ed the pureft aether in our walks, and 
refrefhed our limbs in the limpid ttream j 
health and good Ipirits were now again 
my portion, while my partner flouriflaed 
in jrouthand beauty, the envy and admi- 
ration of ail the cefony*” 

Thehappinefs our author enjoyed in this 
Elyfian plantation was luddenly blafted 
by the fatal news of the death of Mr# 
Faflalage, at Amllerdam, the gentlcmaft 
to whom he had written to obtain his 
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miiblto’s mamimiflion ; And what re- 
doubled his diltrefs was, the fituation in 
which ihc proved to be, being likely to 
become a mother in the fpace of a few 
months. “ It was now that a thoufand 
horrois intruded,” fays he, “ on rny r’e- 
ie^led fpirits ; not only ray friend, but 
my offspring, muft become a flave, and a 
/lave too under Inch a Government ! Mr. 
Paffalage, on whom I relied, dead the 
whole eitate going to be fold to a new 
mafter j — I cov/d not bear it, was totally 
diltrafted, and muft have died of grief, 
had not the mildnefs ol her temper lup- 
orted me, by fuggefting the flattering 
ope that Lolkens (who had recommended 
me to Mr. Pafl’alage) would ftill be our 
friend.” 

In this diftrefled fitiration our author 
continued for fome months, till being at 
the houfe of a Mr. De Graav, in the Ca- 
favanira Creek, that Gentleman, feeing 
him fealed by himfelf on a fmall brkL>e 
that led to a grove of orange-trees, with 
a fettled gloom upon his countenance, 
took him tDy t’^ hand, and addrefl'ed him 
in the following manner ; 

** I am acquainted, Sir, by Mr. Lol- 
kens, of the caiile of your juft diftrels. 
Heaven never left a good intention unre- 
warded. I have now the pkalure to ac- 
quaint you, that Ml. Lude, of Amfter- 
dani (the new proprietor of Fauconberg), 
has chofen me for his adniiniftrator j and 
th^t from this day I fhall pride myfelf in 
making it my biillneis to render you any 
fcrvice with tliat Gentleman, as well as 
the virtuous Joanna, whofe deferving 
chara<fier has attracted the attention of 
fo many people, while your laudable con- 
du^l redounds to your lafting honour 
throughout the Colony. ” 

Capt. Stedman itcclveil this informa- 
tion, 03 the reader will leadily conceive, 
with gratitude and delight; as well as 
the fympathetic felicitations of feveral 
fi iends, both male aixi female, who were 
piefent at this vilit. 

While he was at Mr. De Graav’s ef.ate 
he faw the dances of the Lcaiigo negroes, 
which confift from fit ft to hft of a kene 
of wanton lafeivious geftiires ; fuch as 
nothing but a heated imagination and 
a conftant pra^ice could enable them to 
difplay, Thde dunces are pei formed to 
fhe found of a drum, to which ‘the ne- 
groes beat time by clapping their hands ; 
and they may be confidered as a kind of 
play or pantomime divided into a number 
of a^fs, which laft for fome hours, 
pwilng this reprefentation, the a6lors, 
inftead of being fatigued, become more 
■Yt^. XXXi. March 175^7* 


and more enlivened and animated, till 
they are bathed in fweat, and their pai- 
flons wound up to fuch a degree, that 
nature is overcome, and they are ready 
to fink in convulfions. 

However indelicatethefe exhibitions may 
be accounted, faftiion, our Author fays, 
has rendered them as agreeable as any 
other diverfions to the European and 
Creole Ladies, who, in company with 
the gentlemen, croud about them without 
the leaft relervc, to enjoy wdi:it tlicy call 
a hearty laugh ; while luch feenes would 
change an Englifh woman's face from, 
white to fcarlet. 

Capt. S. obferves very juftly upon this 
ful)je( 5 :t that cuftom gives a i'aniUon to 
many things in fome countries, which in 
others would be confidered as prepoftc- 
rous; and in confirmation of his opinion 
quotes, in a note, a letter from Emanuel 
Martin, Dean of Alicant, describing th« 
Fandav^o Dance, in Spain, borrowed, as it 
is faid, originally from Peru. In this 
account the molt prurient and wanton 
images are (lightly veiled by the decencies 
of a learntvl language. For the epiftl# 
itfelf, vvhich we have feen before, w« 
/hall refer our readers to Capt. S.’s work $ 
though were it not that human nature is 
an inftru6\ive and curious Ipeculation, 
in whatever attitude it be exhibited, the 
citation might better have been wholly 
omittcii. 

I'hc following paflage prefents a very 
honourable initance ot'the courage and 
fidelity of a negio: 

“ 'Fhe pov)r negro, whom I had Tent 
befiue me with a letter, had been lefs for- 
tunate than 1 v/as, haying his canoe 
overi’et in the middle of the river Su- 
linaiii, by the ronghnefs of the water. 
With great addreis, however, he kept 
himfeJt in an ereef pofture (for this man 
could not /win ), and by the buoyancy 
and rciiftancc of the boat againft his feet, 
he was enabled juft to keep his head 
above the water, while the weight of his 
body kept the lunk canoe from moving. 
In this piecarious attitude he was picked 
up by a man of war's boat ; nvbo, taking 
away the canoe for their trouble, put 
him on ftiore at Paramaribo. He kept 
the letter, liowever lurprifing, Jlill in his 
mouth; and, being eager to deliver it, he 
accidentally ran into a wrong houfe ) 
where being taken for a thiet (for re- 
fufing to let them read it), he was tied 
up to receive four hundred la/hes, but 
fortunately was reprieved by the inter- 
ceffion of an Engli/h merchant of the 
nan;e of Gordon, who was my particular 
A » friend, 
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friend, and knew the negro» Thus did 
the poor fellow efcape drowning, and 
being flogged j either of which he would 
have undergone, fooner than difclofe what 
he called the fecrets of his 

Without wiftiing to derogate from the 
fortitude of this Have, our readers will 
probably be inclined to think with us, 
that the punishment could hardly have 
been intended ferioully, oi that there muft 
be fome exaggeration In th5 narrative. 
If it be cxattiy and literally true, the 
cUfpotiJm and crtuhv practised on the 
unhappy flaves at Surinam is incon- 
ceivably and wantonly atrocious. 

We pafs on to the Second Volume, in 
which we find a lively defcription of the 
Diary of a Surinam Planter, accompanied 
by a very charafteriftic print. Though 
we have feen an account very analogous 
to this, in a detail of the mode of life of 
an Eaftern Nabob (by which term is 
meant an EnglKh merchant fettled at 
Calcutta or Madras), yet the rel'emblance 
is probably only I'uch as ariles from a 
fimilar fituation. It is thus delineated by 
our author. 

“ A Planter in Surinam, when he 
lives on his eftate (which is but feldom, 
as they moftly prefer the Iccitty ol Para- 
maribo), gets out of his hammock with 
the rifing lun, viz. about fix o'clock in 
the morning, when he makes his appear- 
ance under the piazza of his houie; where 
his coffee is ready waiting for him, 
which he generally takes with his pipe, 
inftcad of toaft and butter; and then he 
is attended by half a dozen of the fineft 
young flaves, both male and female, of 
the plantation to ferve him ; at this 
fanNum fan Nor urn he is next accofted by 
bis overiccr, who regularly every morn- 
ing attends at his levee; and having made 
bis bows at feveral yards diftance,with the 
molt profound refpefV informs His Great- 
nefs what work was done the day before ; 
What negroes deferted, died, fell fick, 
recovered, were bought or bf^rn ; and, 
above all things, which of them neglected 
their work, afferted ficknefs, or had been 
drunk or abfent, &:c. The prifoners arc 
generally prefent, being fecuiyl by the 
negro-drivers, and inltantly tied up to 
the beams of the piazza, or a treel without 
fo much as being heard in their own de- 
fence; when the flogging begins with men, 
womens and children, without exception. 
The inftrurnents of torture on thefe oc- 
cafions are Jong hempen whips, that cut 
round at every lalh, and crack like piftol- 
fhot; during which they alternately re- 
peat, Danhci Majjfcra (thank you, 


Mafler). In the mean time he ffalke 
up and down with his overiccr, afle£iing 
not fo much as to hear their cries, til{ 
they are fuiHciently mingled, when they 
are untied, and ordered to return to their 
work, without fo much as a drefling. 

“ This ceremony being over, thedreffy 
negro (a black furgeon) comes to make 
his report ; who beipg difmiffed with a 
hearty curfe, for alicriving any (laves to 
be fick, next tpakes her appearance a (b- 
perannuated matron, with all the young 
negro children of the efiate, over whom 
fheis ^overnefs; thefe, being clean wash- 
ed in the river, clap their hands, and chce^ 
in chorus, when they are fent away to 
break fall on a large platter of rice and 
plantains ; and the levee ends with a low 
bow from the overfeer, as it begun. 

“ His Woifliip now launtersout in his 
morning drels, which confills of a pair of 
the finelt Holland tiowfers, white fiik 
llockings, and red or yellow Morocco 
dippers ; the neck of his (liiit optii; ani^ 
notliing pver it, a loofe flowing night- 
gown pf the fined India intz excepteil. 
On his head is a cotton niglit-cap, as thin 
as a cobweb, and over that an enormous 
beaver hat, that protects his meagre vi- 
f.ige from the lun, avhicb is already the 
colour of mahogany, while his whole 
carcafe feldom weighs above eight oi ten 
done, being geneiully exhaufted by the 
climate and diffipation. To give a more 
complete idea of this fine Gentleman, I 
prdent him to the reader in the plate with 
a pipe in his mouth, which rdmod eveiy 
where accompanies lum, and receiving a 
glafs of Madeira wine and water, from a 
female cjuadeioon (lave, to refrclh him dur- 
ing his walk. 

“ Having loitered about his eftate, or 
fometimes nddtn on Jiorleback to his 
field*, to vitw his incieadng (tores, he 
returns about eight o’clock, when, if he 
goes abroad, he dreffes, but if not. Re- 
mains juit as he is. Should the fit ft take 
place, having only exchanged his trowlers 
for a pair of thin linen or fd^ breeches, he 
fits down, and holding out one foot after 
the other, like a horfe going to be fliod, 
a negro boy puts on his dockings and 
dices, which he alfo buckles,while another 
dreflus his hair, his wig, or fliaves his 
chin, and a third is fanningbimto keep off 
the mulq\iitoes. Having now fliiftecl, he 
puts on a thin coat and waiftcoat, all 
white ; when under an umbrella, carried 
by a black boy, he is conducted to hi* 
barge, which is in waiting for him with 
fix or eight oars, well provided with fruit, 
wine, water, and tobacco, by his overfeer, 
^ who 
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\ no iooner feen him depart^ than 
Ke rciumes his command with all the 
ui'ual iniblence of ofiice. But fliould this 
Prince not mean to ftir from his eftate> .he 
goes to breakfaft about ten o'clock, for 
which a table is fpread in the large hall, 
provided with a bacon- ham, hung-beef, 
Ibwls, or pigeons broiled plantains and 
fweet callkva's roaited j bread, butter, 
cheefe, &c. with which he drinks ftrong 
beer, and a glafs of Madeira, Khenifli, or 
■Mozell wine, while the cringing overfeer 
fits at the farther end, keeping his proper 
dillance, both being ferved by the molt 
beautiful Haves rliat can be lelefted : — 
and this is called lireaking the poor gen- 
tleman’s fait. 

“ Alter this he takes a book, plays at 
chefs or billiards, entertains himlelf with 
wiiific, &c. till the heat of the day forces 
him to return into his cotton hammock 
to enjoy his meridian nap, which he could 
no more difpenle with than a Spaniai'd 
with his^<y?a, and in which he rocks to 
and fro, like a performer in the flack 
rope, till he falls afleep, without either 
bed or covering j and cluring which time 
he is fanned by a couple of his black at- 
tendants, to keep him cool, See, 

“ About three o’clock he awakes by a 
•natural inftinft } when, having waflied and 
perfumcxl hiinfelf, he fits down to dinner, 
attended, avS at hreakfaft, by his Deputy 
Governor and footy Pages, where nothing 
is wanting that the world can alfoid in a 
weftern climate, of meat, fowls, venilbn, 
fifh, vegetables, fruit, See. and the moft 
cxquiiite wines are often fquandered in 
profufion 5 after this a cup of ttrong cof- 
fee and a liqueur linifh the repall. At 
fix o'clock he is again vifitcd by his over- 
leer, attended as in the morning by negro- 
drivers and prilbners, when the flogging 
once more having continued for Ibme 
time, and the neceflary orders being given 
for the next day’s work, the aflembly is 
difmiircd, and the evening fpent with 
weak punch, fangaree, cards, and, tobacco. 
His Worfliip generally begins to yawn 
about ten or eleven o'clock, when he 
withdraws, and is undrefTed by his footy 
Pages. He then retires to reft, where he 
palfes the night in the arms of one or 
other of his fable Sultanas (for he always 
beeps a feraglio) till about fix in the 
morning, when he again repairs to his 
piazza walk, where his pipe and coffee 
are waiting for him, and where, with the 
• rifmg fun, ne begins bis round of diffi- 
pation, like' a petty Monarch, as ca- 
pricious as he is defpotic ^nd de/fi/a- 
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Though the intelligent rwder will not 
fail to remark feme ftfong lines of cari- 
cature in this portrait, it is neverthelefa 
very fkilfully drawn, and by an artifl who 
had the original before him. Juftice 
calls upon us to fiibjoin what the Author 
has added at the bottom of the page im- 
mediately fucceeding, « that hofpitality 
is in no country pradifed with grcatf?r 
coi-cUality, or with lefs ceremony, than 
Surinam, a llranger being every wheie ac 
home, and finding his table and his bei:| 
at ^.vhatfver eftate neceflity or choice 
may occafion him to vifit.” Our Author 
concludes his prailes with what he con- 
ceives to be an additional commenda- 
tion, that there are no inns to bemet witjj 
in the neighbourhood of any of the Su- 
nam rivers, and therefore this hofpitality i^$ 
the more to be regarded. Captain S. ieem# 
not to know, or to have forgotten,* thajt 
gratuitous courtefy to travellers is indil- 
penfable where there are no means of pro- 
curing mercenary accommodation j anijl 
that to exclude thefe, the only opportu- 
nities of reft and refreftiment on a journey, 
would be ablblutcly to prohibit diftaut 
intercourle. 

We fliall find a better contfaft to tht 
chara^ler juft exibited of a Surinaifl 
planter, in the behaviour of a Mrs.Godc- 
froy towards our Author, when he had 
the offer of purchafing his Mulatto mif- 
trefs and his boy, without any. vifible 
means of colle6ling the fum neceffary for 
that purpofe. Read the tranfa^ion in hia 
own words; 

“ I now thought proper to take the 
firft opportunity of fettling matters with 
Mr. De Grauv, by propofing /j/m to give 
me credit till I fhould have it in my 
power to pay the money for which Joan- 
na and my Johnny had been fold to me, 
and which I was determined to fave out 
of my pay, if I fhould exift on bread, 
fait, and waterj though even then this debt 
could not be difeharged in lefs time than 
two or three years. Providence however 
interfered, and at this moment fent that 
excellent woman Mrs. Godefroy to my 
afliftance: for nofooiier was ftie acquainted 
with my difticult and anxious fituation, 
than fhe fent for me to dine with her, 
when flic addrelfed me in the following 
terms : 

“ I know, my good Stedman, the 
prefent feelings of your heai t, and the 
incapacity of an Officer, from his income 
only, to accomplifti fuch a purppfe as tbe 
completion of yourwifhes. But know, 
that even in Surinam, virtue will meet 
with friends. Vour manly fcnfibility for 
A a a that 
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that dcfcrving young woman and her lit- 
tle boy muft claim the eftcem of all ra- 
tional perfons; in fpite of malice and fol- 
ly. Permit me then to participate in 
your happinefs, by requefting your accept- 
ance of two tbou/aud fioritn^ or any luin 
you (land in need of." 

“ Seeing me gazing on her in a ft ate 
of ftupefa^lion, without the power of 
(peaking, (he continued, with a divine 
benignity, 

«<Let not your delicacy, my friend, 
take the alann : foldicrs and lalloi s 
ought to be men of the feweft compli- 
ments." 

As foon as I recovered, I replied, 
that I was at a lofs how to exprefs my 
admiration of fuch benevolence} that 
Joanna, who had fo frequently piefei-ved 
my life, had certainly merited my eternal 
tfFe6fion ; but that my gratitude could 
not be lefs to one who had fo generoufty 
put me in the way of redeeming that in- 
valuable woman from (lavery. I con- 
cluded v’ith obfervlng, that I could not 
now touch a (lulling of the money } but 
(hould have the honour to call on her the 
next day. 

I was no foontT returned homc> than 
I acquainted Joanna '4II that had 
happened, who burft into tears cr the re- 
cital } but iriifted that flv* herieJi ftiould 
be mortgaged to Mrs. Godefioy till t-^eiy 
farthing ft'.cu id be paid : (lie indetd was 
very anxiotr. Ic.rtlu tinancipi^tion ot her 
boyj but till that was dore, ftie ablolutc- 
(y refiiierl to accept of her own freedonj, 
I ftiall ni't hwU ‘ 'jm'u avom to pair.t the con- 
#eft which t i'uiialr.c.! hot wocn ar(e6ti()n and 
duty } but at l.ift I yltldid to the v ifti of 
this charmi/ig cieatuie, ^^llo^e rout'uj.oiTt* 
rndeaied her t, me (till the more. I in- 
(fantly drew up a paper, declaring my 
Joanna, according to her denre, to be 
from this day the pr&pci ly of Mrs. Gode- 
froy, till the meiity (he Lnt me (hould be 
repaid ; and on the following day, v/ith 
the confent of her relations, which it ne- 
celfary when reipe^table (laves are fold in 
iiuiinam, I conduifi:ed herto Mrs. Gode- 
ir6>y's houie,vvdicrCj throwljjgherfelf atthc 


feet of that incomparable woman) 
herfelf put the paper into her hands } but 
this Lady having raifed her up, no foonef 
read the contents, than (he exclaimed, 
“ Muft it be fo ? then come here, iny Jo- 
anna } I accept you not as my (lave, but 
as my companion ; you (hall have a houft 
built in my orange garden, with my own 
Iluves to attend you 5 and whan Provi- 
dence (hall call me awav, you (hall bt 
free j as indeed you are now at the mo- 
ment you wifli to poflefs your manumif- 
(ion } which you claim both by your ex- 
tra£fion and your conduft." On thelt 
terms I accepted the money, and carried 
it to Mr. De Graav's } and laid it on his 
table, demanding a receipt in full. Thus 
Joanna was transferred from the wretch- 
ed eftate Fauconberg, to the prote6fion 
of the firft woman perhaps in all tht 
Dutch Weft- Indies, if not in the world ; 
for which (he tnanked me with a look that 
could only be expreifed by the countenance 
of an Angel. 

‘‘ Mr. De Graav told me, on counting 
the mjney, that two hundred florins of 
this fum belonged to him as adminiftra- 
tor } but that he begged to have a lliare 
in this aufplcioua event, by not accept- 
ing his dividend } thinking himiclf 
amply repaid by being any way inftru- 
mental to the happinels of two dclerving 
people. 

^‘Having thanked my diflnterefted friend 
witli an aticftionalc (liake by the hand, I 
immediately returned the two hundred 
florins to ^^rs. Godeli oy j and we all were 

happy." 

W e have ventured to abridge feme of 
the particulars of this interefting inci- 
dent, cliicfly in refpe6l to the dialogue, 
as at length it would have taken up more 
fpace than our limits will allow. B-it 
we have retained the eftential parts, which 
conlei credit on all the perfons concerned 
in the trania< 5 lion } and prove that in ge- 
nt lofity, juttice, and delicacy of conduit, 
Kurojxans may equal, but cannot excel, 
lh« inhabitants of the Welfern Continent.

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ACCOUNT OF PEJLEW,

¥T IS very natural for a man who 
■* imagines that he has made a conii- 
derable diicovery, to communicate it as 
‘Coon as to tlie World, that he 

receive the praiie it del'erves, and 
farckipate in the illumination that it 
^produces. This is fortunately my cafe 
at prelent: I have juft dilcovered, that 
the Iftands of Pelcw have been peopled 
by Greeks j an impoitaj^t point in tlie 
wanderings of mankind ! 

The word Pelcw is evidently derived 
broil) Pelops, a name famous in antiquity : 
Who does not, fays Viigil, know tlie 
boiy of Pelops ? He wms the fon of 
Xing Tantalus, who, at a dinner that 
he gave to the Gods, Icrved him up as 
, one of the difties. None of the guefts 
fctit Ceies toucirtd this pioiane j/ure of 
cookery ; but flie, Ixitorc ihc was aware 
of it, had already 1 wallowed ore ot his 
arms : Jupiter in pity reftored Pelops to 
lik, and fupj)lied him with an ivory 
arm, initead of the one he had loft : 
Felops then became a conqueior, and 
gave his name at length to Pdoponnelus, 
and I believe to Pelcw. T-he relop ides, 
the Sarva Pelopis Domus of Horace, 
have been the fubjctH of many Tragedies 
for the Stage, both in ancient and mo- 
dem times : 

Cui non di^us Hylas puer, et Lnionla Dtlos, 
HipjN)daincque, huuieioque Pciops inlignis 
eburao ? 

Virgil, Geor. 3, 

The Order of Nobility at piefent in 
Pelew is dhti-nguilhcd by a large hollow 
bone reiernblang ivory, which is thiuft 
o\er the band, aiid is worn on the arm. 
Several of cur Gentlemen of ilombay 
have received the tank of the Bone, the 
highcll dignity that thole Illanders can 
bellow ; I think that no pei Ion new 
can doubt that this is cn inftitution in 
meraory of their Hero Pciops, nor that a 
Pekw N^sbleinan is a Pelops diftinguilhed 
by Jiis Ivoiy ^nii^ Humn ot^ue Filups in^ 

tbitryio. 

As the people of Pelew had clioden 
Pelops for their IIcu)) had given his 
^jatne to their new iectirment, it was ra- 
jtural enA*ugh f* r them to hold Ceres in 
dctcllation, the ojdy one of all the Gods 


who had done him an injury : we findl, 
accordingly, that tltcy low no kind oi 
grain, nor offer her any honour. The 
only vegetable that they plant is a Ibrt 
of yam ; and to fueb a height have they 
juiled their hatred to Ceres, that this 
flight cultivation is carried on by 
women, for the men conlider it as a 
difgraceful occupation. 

It is no fmall pi’oof of my origin of the 
people of Pelew, that ibme of their 
lllunds have always been under a Re- 
publican Form of Government’^. From 
what country in their neighbourhood 
could they have gotten the idea of a 
Republic ? Every other fpot near to the 
Equator has long been lolt in Defp .tilm : 
Qiiintus Curtius has faid indeed, that 
Alexander met with a Republic in India, 

hide Sabracas adtit, ^validam India 
gtyitefU’, qua pof uli mu regum imper'to 
regchatur y* but he is a fellow of no au- 
thority. It is much more leafonuble to 
think with me, that the Pelewci s brought 
with them the model of a Republic from 
Plato and Peloponnefus. 

Tlie people of Pelew make wfe of long 
fpeai s in battle, which they throw with 
aftuiiilliing force : This tpear is evi- 
dently the Doiu Macron of Homer. 
From throwing it well, a wariior of 
Pelew gets a great reputation j he becomes 
the d'aaiclitos of the licroic ages of 
Gi ecce. 

The great care they take in combing 
and regulating their hair, lb unlike the 
pra^ice of Savages, is another proof of 
their origin cutntfmdei Aibaioi, 

I am infoiiiicd by a Gentleman of 
much veracity, and of a fmgular talent 
for oblcrvation, that he has fecn tho 
w'omcn of Pelew liiiging their children to 
deep by a mournful ditty, which, I 
cicubt not, is the Uda baucalan of the 
Grecian niotheis. We know that a 
man of Pelew who has net courage to go 
to war is obliged all his life-tinve to 
wear the diefs of a woman. Our Gen- 
tlemen, lately tlu-ie, law an unfortunate 
fellow in that liabir, whoap|>cared to be 
Vi»y much aftiameci of himlelf. One mitft 
be but little acquainted with the infti- 
tutions of Greece, who does not fee the 
origin of this ingenious puniftiment

' ' Among 
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Among the Greeke> the LeiffitaHi who 
1^4 rtTufed to go to war, anti the AJhra- 
ieuiot who had delerted thejr ranks, were 
obliged to fit in the Forum for three days 
together in a female garb. 

I could prove, from many etymologies, 
that there is a great connexion between 
th^ language of Pcle w and that of ancient 
Greece. £ee Boo, for inftance, is no- 
thing but the Greek word L,ibus, the 
name for an Afiican. The ly liable us 
ill Li bus is a Baiytoiton from which, in 
the vocative, it is culloitiary to cjefl the 
final s. The word then becomes Libu^ 
as we have written it improperly, 
Leeboo. Jf this is not entirely fatis- 
faftory with rel'pe^l to the letter j, we 
muft rccoileft that the Grammarians tell 
us, SuiT potrjlaixs eji litera-^?i letter that 
may do as it likes, and there lore not to 
be depended upon. The natives of New 
Guinea, in the neighbourhood of Pelew, 
have fliort curling hair and the African 
feature j it was therefore very natural 
for the Greeks of Pelew to call fuch of 
them as firtt came among them Libu or 
African ; this would, by degrees, be- 
come a common name, and it has the 
f’lne origin with many of our names In 
Kurope. I fliall mention but another 
inilance, though many might be col- 
le61ed, of the refemblance of the two 
languages The title they give at Pe- 
lew to a Chieftain and Warrior is Rupack : 
this is evidently the word Hercules of 


the Greeks ; a very proper tiafoc for ± 
Wanior and a Chieftain. It U biat! 
changing all the letters into others^ 
which could not be very dilhcult wit^ 
thole equatorial Icbthyof^hagif whole ©!*->■ 
gans of fpecch are meliorated by the heat 
of their climate, and tiie lubricity of their 
food. 

The inhabitants of Pelew know nothing 
of their own (*rigiii ^ ; like the Cyieckst 
of Attica, they think they are Geoenet^^ 
or Ipi ling fi om the foil . In this they am 
entirely miftaken, as appears hom what 
I have alicady laid on the fubje^f j and 
more efpecially, as fuch an (>rig!n would 
not accord with the account that Mole^ 
has given of the World ai*d ot Mankind^ 
a perfen who had I'uch uncommon op- 
portunities oi’ information. 

As we have a very authentic relation 
of Ibme voyages made by the Cartha- 
ginians round the Cape of Good HopCf 
I think it need not be denied that thtf 
fame paflagc has alfo in early ages been 
accomplillied by the Grecians, who cer- 
tainly were not their inferiors in enter- 
prife nor in knowledge. I have now 
only to regict, that being all my life-timt 
obliged to employ mylelf in fomething 
ulehil, I have not had ability to dilfuie 
a larger portion of learning over this 
dilfertation, which might have given me 
better arguments ; or, what is the famr 
thing, made them more unanlwerable.

point out the \nntftice of the Lanvy but 
appeal from it. To prove that it 
is too fttifl for the Peafiice of the Socie- 
ty — too partial its Principles. 

I acknowledge a decided preference to 
this before any other religious lc<ft .

Circumftanced as I am, Handing in no 
neriv relation to the Society by any ail 
of my own — I cannot with propriety 
withdraw mylelf. I ftate ihe fentiments 
and pra6fice of our predeceiTors j and if 
I Ihould be diibwned— I lhall not think 
that I have abandoned the Society, hut

THE RIGHT OF SANCTUARY CONSIDERED.

•pADWINE, a Monk of the Bencdic- 
tine Order, about the year 1049, be- 
came Abbot of Weftmiiilter, having liic- 
ceecled Wolnoth, who died the lame 
year 

it was in the time of this Eadwine 
that the Cluucli of St. Petei, notwiih- 
itauding it had been repaixed by b’t. Dun- 
ftan 'f, w.vs pulled down, and rebuilt 
much :r.oie Iplendidly by Edward the 
ConicTibr, who endowed il with a large 
reve’.ue, anti granted to it I’evcial pnvi 
leges :ini immunities. Tlielc piivi- 
kges and immuiulies were, by the piety 
and munificence of lucceeding Kings, 
much incrcalld, and they continued iii- 
creaiing until they wcie iwept away by 
tlu torrent of the Units, and i'wallovved 
in the voitex (d’ rcfonjauion 

Not nu ai ing to enter into a detail of 
thole grants, or a dilculiion of thefe pri- 
uleges and immunities in general, I fliall 
wave any obfervations upon thoie diifu- 


five parts of the/ubie( 5 I, to apply a few 
to one in paiticular, namely, the Right of 
Sanfluary, which, I need Icarcely inform 
my read CIS, w'a« a light inherent to the 
Church, and a certain diltricl around it, 
of protefling fiom the Civil Power fu- 
gitives, debtors, felons, and e\en mur- 
derers ! 

This right, of which there are Hill con- 
fiderable traces to be obleivcd in the 
privileges annexed to thoccclefiafticai edi- 
fices of Italy, it is probable might, in 
the two firll inftances, be fometimes bene- 
ficial, thoughlhe two latter w’ere certainly 
abui'es of it.

iuppoied that his merits were a fufticient

Thole that have conficlcred the I'plendid 
fjec^rations of tl;e Heathen temples, far 
fiiperior in magnificence and ai chitedui al 
elegance to any which the Chi idian world 
has produced,* the mythological i>dii!cnce 
of their gods, the mydicai denunciations 
of their oracles, their ftatues, pictures, 
facrificcs, every thing that could attract 
the attention, alarm the com'cience, or 
•captivate the fenlts, will not wonder at 
■ the tenacity with wMch the votaries of 
patyanilm sKfhcred to the leniimen.ts pio- 
.iiulgated in them, nor at the How pro- 
grcls which the /r«c (lor it was a long 
Teries of years before it became the Caico- 
lit) religion made wlule its do 61 rirts 
were delivered by plrdn, though holy 
■nen, and its edihccs as unadorned as its 
tenets. 

That Chrifthmiry did at length dif- 
,perfe the mill or daiknei's and error in 
which the frit age» were enveloped j that 
the fun, w’hich had lb (lowly ritea, flione, 
and with relplendcnt luftre p£r\ aded a con- 
fiderable portion of the world, is ascertain 
as that the tide vf hmnan affairs, which 
in its ebb carried off the fupeiftition cf 
pagtinifm, at its reflux brought with it a 
fuperftition, or, as it has been tenned, a 
«eal, perhaps but little inferior in its ar- 
dour, is to be lamented. This j evolu- 
tion from one violent prejudice to another 
proves, that to influence the pafiions of 
mankind toward a particular obje6l h: s 
by Lejvillators, in all ayts, been thought 
oUecefTary. The Heathens found, in the 
worship of their numerous deities, a 


fourcc of joy, of admiration, of terror, 
'I'heir prielts were fanftified ; and the 
very verge of their temples held as facred 
as the altar or the adytum. This fuper- 
llkion, if it can be lb termed when un. 
der the guidance of the Chriilian fyltem, 
has been frequently applied to turn the 
minds of the people to the bell of pur. 
poles ; and although its violent ebulli- 
tions are, as I have jull oblerved, to be 
infome refpedds deplored, it feems, view- 
ing it with even the molt unfavourable 
afpeH, t© be far more innocent than the 
modern philolophy, which we have had 
/a/^ and latmntublf experience is only 
calculated to incline them to the word. 

Among the many velliges Hill remain- 
ing which ferve to Ihew the vail influence 
ol the See of Rome in former times, the 
Right of San6Hiury prefents itfelf firll to 
oui confidenition j a right which, with 
refpi‘6l to debtois, although not at pre- 
lent annexed to the Church, is not even 
nowentii-ely abandoned in this country 

This right, before any part of it is 
commended, ought to be examined with 
foir.e accuracy } for although it might, 
and unquellionably did, occafionally af- 
ford protc6lion to the innocent ; yet where 
one inllancc of this fort occui‘s> we have, 
perhaps, an hundred which the mo- 
naftic boundaries as a harboui 
a retreat for the fraudulent debtor, the 
robber, or the alTaflin. Many have 
written in favour of fiich al'ylums have 
pleaded prefeription for ihur effablilh- 
ment, which, in a feiies of ytars> grew 
into cuftom ; and at length what had 
from ancient times lx en cuftf'mnry, be- 
came, if not legyily funetioned, of equal 
force with law. 

From the crillefl ages wc have great 
reafon to believe, that the places dedicat- 
ed to rel’gicus worflilp were confldered as 
under the protection ot the prcfiding dei- 
ty, wh fe influence firft atlra6led crimi- 
nals, and other perfons unhappy in their 
circumllances, to feek the flielter which 
his lacred pale afforded. What religion 
firfl prompted, policy adopted. The 
idea of throwing a greater we^ght into 
the fcale of ecclefiaftical eftablilhments 


* At a period corfukrahly antecedent to the Reformation, the circuit cf St. Paul’s was a 
San^oary for debtors and dilfoluie peifons. This right continued to appertain to White 
Friars till the year 1697, when, by an Adi of William and Mary, the preamble of which 
Hated, That this place was become a notorious receptacle for men of defperatc fortunc»i 
who with foice and violence defended thtmfelves againll the law and public authority,’* it 
was totally abohflic 1 .

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ifnMf try tlie firft founders uf Empires, 
coniidered as the ftrongeft cement where- 
with to bind the paiTions of a rude and 
diflblute multitude. Buildings, whofe 
cxtremeft environs were conlecrated with 
fvery rite calculated to impreis the hu<^ 
man mind with awe and veneration, were 
therefore crefted. Wlien Cadmus founded 
Thebes * he law the necelTity of an efta- 
blilhment of this nature ; and Hercules 
ordained that the Temple of Pity at 
Athens Ihould be an Alyium for lugi- 
tives. Alter*age 8 extended the privilege 
of protc^fing luppliants and oftenders, 
both from the force of arms and the loi ce 
of law, to other temples, llatues, Hirines, 
and lacred groves. The fane of Diana 
at Epheliis f was a refuge for the dilfo- 
Jute of Afia Minor, of which the city in 
which it flood was the emporium. When 
a malefa^lor fled from juftice, and had 
the good fortune to ariive within the 
verge of this temple, it was confidered as 
an adl of facrilege to force him thence ; 
and the hcaviell denunciations, nay pu- 
nilhment, followed the very attempt j and 
if he was killed in any ftriiggle which 
might eniue, his blood, it was thought, 
would be upon them and their polterity 
for ever who were concerned in Inch a 
violation. 

Were it neceflary, many othf r inllances 
might be adduced to fnew tliut the Gre- 
cians in general, and the Athenians in 
particular, thought thofc profane, and 
held their .perfons and crimes in equal 
abhorrence, who had violated the Right of 
San 6 luary. 

In Syria, the Temple of Apollo was 
long held in veneration for polTeirmg a 
protefting power 3 as was that of Venus 
I^aphia in Cyprus. 

Nor were the Egyptians, who Ihould 
doubtlefs, in this refpedl, have lirll been 
mentioned, lefs jealous than the Greeks 
ol a violation of that afylum which even 
the verge of their temples afforded. 
Thofe dedicated to Ofyiis, or Ifis J,

were, from the influence of theie fuperio^ 
deities, fuppoled to poflefs a fan^lity lit- 
periorto thofe of Apis the Bull, Ibif 
the Stork, the Dog, the Hawk, tlie Chk 
codile, or th'e Cat ||, 

When Romulus determined to found 
the city of Rome, he, in order to people 
his new eflablifhment, firft projected an 
afylum between two woods (before the 
buildings were begun), to which Virgii 
alludes §. He afterwards opened a 
Sanftuary for the reception of all fugi- 
tives, wdiich was called the Temple of 
the God Afylaus into which all thaf 
flew for piote(5lion were received. Ifk 
this place the I'ervant that had abandoned 
his maftci, the debtor who fought refuge 
from his creditors, and even the murderer 
who had efcaped from jiiflice, were pro* 
te^ed againlt the power of the Magif- 
trate. Utukr fuch aufpices, it is no won* 
der that the city Ibon grew populous, 
or that an empire fhould be founded from 
the drfgs and refuie of mankind, the 
outcafts of every nation around. Our 
only aftonifhmcnt mult arife from its a!> 
taining fuch a height of magnificence 
and ce]cl)rlty, confiderirg the materials of^ 
which it was orig-inally formed. But even 
here, perhaps, the curious enquirer might, 
through the long feries of Roman tri- 
umphs and impel ial grandeur, trace In 
their plans of nniverfal conqueft foine vef- 
tiges of the vices of thole firft founders 
of the Empiie, andJbe induced to paufo 
before they beftewed upon repvbhcan 
•Virtue that unqualified praife which it 
has at times excited. 

Be this as^ it may, the fanftuary efta- 
bli/hed by Romulus was confidered as ft> 
advantageous to the State, that the Senate, 
in aftei ages, not only adopted his plan, 
but extended it to a degree that feemed^ 
to keep pace with the extenfion of their 
dominions.

Find- 
ing a determined rellnquiflimcnt of her 
faihionable vices the leading condition, 
ike is unwilling to capitulate, afraid that 
fhe (hall not have fortitude always to 
keep her faith. a new and fobdi* 
tuttd condition, it is propofed to her 
to quit the town, and to ret'u’e to the 
country for a few years. This condition 
Ihe confiders as involving the fird, and 
fiiil more infupportable. Mr. Manly 
then fays, he will not give hope that is 
not meant to be realized, and prefents 
her with a thoufand pound Bank-note, 
telling her, that he is about to depart 
for India immediately. This occafions 
her to beg, if he meets her father, to 
hide her indifcretions from him. He 
replies, that her father will never^e- 
turn, his hopes being difappointed, and 
his fortune reverfed. Apprehending 
the word, and fearing that her father 
might be in didrefs, (be returns him the 
Bank-note, and begs him to apply it to

afflictions, cheerfully abandoning, for 
his fake, all her indifcreet propeniitits 
and pleafures. Softened by her alfcc- 
tun, Manly barfts into tears, and Nor- 
bury, entering, relieves them both by 
bidding her bend to her parent, who 
was then before her. A fcene of great 
tendernefs enfues, and the father and 
his daughter return home together. 
Lady M^ry is accidentally relieved from 
the bailiff’s houle by Sir Gcprge Eve- 
lyn, who had flown upon the wings of 
]«ve to reicafe his adored Maria the 
moment he had heard of her embarraff- 
inent,and, havingordered the lady to be 
fet free as foon as he entered, fo as to 
engage himftlf for the debt, finds, upon 
an interview, that he had liberated Lady 
Mary inftcad of Maria, who had been 
fet at liberty before. Alter thefc inci- 
dents, the plot is wound up with ihe re- 
turn of Lady Priory to her hufband by 
Mr. llronzeley, the reconciliation of the 
pruiiiiivt pair, the union of Sir George 
ind Maria, and of lironzely and Lady 
^lary.

TREATY 

between his BKITANNIC MAJESTY 
^ AND the landgrave QF HESSE 
DARMSTADT, SIGNED ATFRANCK- 
FORT, THE lOTH DAY OF JUNE 
1796. 

P E it known to thofc whom it may 
concern, that his Majefty the King 
of Great Britain, and his Serene High- 
nefs the Landgrave of Heffe.Darmftadt, 
in confidcration of the ftri6t ties which 
pnite their interefts; and having judged 
that in the prefent fituayon of aftairs 
it would contribute to the reciprocal 
welfare of Great* Britain, and of the 
dominions of HelTe Darmdadt, to ce- 
ment and ftrengthen, by a new Treaty 
pf Alliance, the connexion which fub- 
fifts between them, his Britannic Ma- 
jefty, in order to regulate the obje6ts 
relative to this Treaty, has thought 
proper to nominate Charles Craufurd, 
his Envoy at the Imperial and Royal 
Armies; and his Serene Highiul’s has 
nominated on his part, for the Tame 
purpofe, the Baron Charles of Barck- 
haub, his Privy Councillor, and Di- 
re£tor of the Council of War ; \vho, 
being furniftied with the nepeflary full 
power?, have ^reed to take for bafis 
of the prtfent Treaty the one formerly 
concluded between Great Britain and 
Heffc, the fifth of Odtofier, one thou- 
pind feven hundred and ninety-three, 
to adopt fuch parts of it as may be ap- 
plicable to the prefent circumftanccs, 
or to fettle, by new articles, thofe 
points which it n^ay be neceffary to 
regulate otherwife ; and as it is not pof- 
fiblc to fpecify each particular cafe, 
every thing which /hall no^ appear to 
be determined in a precife manner, 
cither in the prefect 'freaty or in the 
former Treaty, i^all be fettled with 
equity i;ncf faith, in confornaity to the 
fame pdncjplcs which have been adopt* 
id in former inftances. 

‘ Article I. There fliall be, therefore, 
in virtufe of this Treaty, between his 
^ajefty the H>ingof Great Britain and 
his Serene Highnefs the Landgrave of 
.Hefie Darmftad^;^ their heirs and fuc- 
ccffor8,a[tfri£t frifcndfh(pj And a fincerc, 
firm, And cohftaiit'uhipA ; fo that the 
one ihaU confider the interefts of the 
tthcr as his b^n; hnd (hall ftrive to 
proniote theiq \vith goo^ faith as much 


as pofliblc, and to prevent and removif 
all difturbance and injury. 

Art. IJ. His Majtfty the King of 
Great Britain defiring to have in hit 
fervice a body of troops, to be employed 
wherever he may think proper, ex* 
cepting in the Eaft. Indies, or on board 
the fleet, and his Serene Highnefs 
wifliing for nothing more than to give 
his Majefty this frefli proof of his at- 
tachment, engages, by virtue of this 
article, to fet on foot three battalions 
of infantry, forming a body of two 
thoufand two hundred and eighty-four 
men, according to the annexed Ipccifi- 
cation ; theie troops fliall be ready to 
pifs in review before his Britannic 
Majefty’s Commiflary the fourteenth 
day ol July of the prefent year, at 
Darmftadt, and to begin their march 
the following day for the place of their 
deftination. The General whom his 
Britannic Majefty fliall appoint Com. 
mander in Chief in the countries where 
thefe fliall ferve, fliall have authoritr 
to employ them, cither together or in 
detachments, and even to difperfe them 
amongft the different Iflands or I)if- 
tridts of his command, in the manner 
which he fliall judge the moft advan. 
tageous for his Majefty’s fervice. It 
being nqiu ithflanding well underftood 
that thefe troops fliall always remain 
under the immediate orders of their 
own Chiefs,— The faid corps fliall con- 
lift of men difciplincd and exercifed, and 
well armed and equipped. 

Art, III, In order to defray the cx- 
penccs to which the Skrene Landgrave 
lhali be put for ue equipment of the 
faid corps of troops, his Britannic Ma- 
jefty promifes to pay to his SerencHigh- 
iicfs tor each man thirty crowns banco, 
the crown being reckoned at fifty-three 
fols of Holland, or at four Ibillings 
and nine-pence three fartliings Engliih 
money, of which payment fliail be made 
immediately after the review, and ac- 
cording to the cflfeaive ftatc as Ihall 
then be verified. All the campnecef- 
faries, as likewife all the horfes, wag- 
gons, qraft liorfcs, valeu dc bat, and 
waggoners, who may be necclTary for 
the troops, as well for tranfportingthe 
equipages, provifions, anamunitioD| 
utenfils, and other bbje£ts of every 
kind, as for the field-pieces, with their 
implements and c^rtillery-men, fliall be 
furnilhe^ 
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furnifl>c*'! Ky r»ritannic Majefty 
v/herevcr thcv m.iV be wanted. 

Art. IV. Dcfulcs the Ltvy Money 
llipulatccl in rhe preceding Article, his 
Britannic Majtfty fhall caulc to be paid 
to every OiTicer, as alfc to every one 
employed, not a fighting man of equal 
Tank, the I'um of three months pny 
according to his rank, and upon the 
fame footing as his national troops, in 
order to facilitate the. expence of his 
rivate equipment, \\ hich payment (liall 
e made immcd^arely after the figna- 
tore of the prefent Treaty. 

Art. V. Hio Majcfty’ the King of 
Great Britain engages h]mfelf,,in like 
manner, to p.iv to the Serene Land- 
grave an annual fubfidy during the fix 
years this 1 reaty is to continue. This 
fubfidy fball commence from the day of 
the fignature, and it (hall be paid at 
the rate of eighty th(.ufand crowns 
banco per annum. The payment of 
this fubfidv (hall be made regularly, 
l«rTthoiit abatement, every quarter, to 
the Agent of his Highnets in London. 

Art. VI. Thefe troops (hall remain 
in the fervice and at the dilpofinon of 
hii Britannic^^jefiy during fix years, 
and hisMajefty (hall allow them during 
this term— 

I. Every thing that is neceffary for 
their (ubfifience, namelv, pay, bread, 
forage, and, in general, all entoluments, 
as well ordinary as extraordinary, at- 
tached to every rank, on the fame 
footing that he allows them to his Bri- 
trfh troops in the dilFcrent places of 
fheir deftination ; and for this purpofe 
the fiatements of payment (ball be an- 
nexed to the prefent Treaty, 

2 . Medicines and fulknance for the 
fick and wounded, with a place and the 
ticceflary means of 'O'lvevanct* wherein 
♦hey rnay be treated and taken care of, 
preciftly on the f.*me footing as rhe 
National Bririfh troops, by tlicir own 
J^hvfican^ and Surgeons 

The pay (liall commence from the 
day of the review, according to the 
effe(5live ftt*te in which the hud corps 
ihall be deli'^ered, which (hall be ve- 
rified by a table, figned bv the rcfpcc- 
Ti\e Minifiers of the Ingh Contradfing 
parties, which (hall hive rhf forie force 
ns if it had been infeited word for word 
in the prefent Treaty. 

Art. VII. As in rh<f before- men- 
tioned table the ftrength of each com- 
p^riv, of which four make a bacialion, 
nmounts to one hundred and fixry three 
(bldiers», it muft l>e obLned, that in ihi: 
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number are comprifed feven mcfi> iin- 
armed, intended, according to the e(ta- 
blilhed cullom in the Heiiian fcrvicc, 
to IcTvc as (ervanrs to Officers, and it 
IS agreed upon that thcle men (hali 
ncverthelefs pal's mufter as foidiers iti 
every refpeft. 

Art. VIII As it is to be feared that, 
notwithftanding the care made ufe of, 
it will not be potlihle entirely to pre- 
vent defertion until the arrival of rlie 
troops at the place of embarkation, and 
his Serene Highnefs promising to em- 
ploy every means in his power that the 
(aid corps (liail be embarked complete, 
it is agreed upon, that there (hall be at 
the faid review ten fupernumerary men 
per company to fupply the place of de- 
ftrters on the march; fo that in cafe, 
on the ariival of the corps at the port, 
the number of fupcrniimerancs (hall 
exceed that of the dt('erters, the re. 
mainder may be difiributed amongft rhe 
battalions, and added to the amount, 
in order to increafe, in fuch cafe, the 
levy money, pay, &c. and his Highnel's 
engages himfeif moreover to caufe the 
fd’d corps to be efcoried by a detach- 
ment of cavalry, in order to pick up 
del'trrers, procure quarters, &c. &c. it 
being well underftood that the expen- 
ces, as well of the march, as of the re- 
turn of the detachment of cavalry, (hall 
be defrayed by his Majcfty. 

Art. IX. All the objefts of pay and 
maintenance (hali be calculated accord- 
ing to the table of the annual review,, 
fo that the vacancies happening from 
one review to another (hall not make 
any alteration in the ftate of payment. 
His Majcfty (hall caufe thefe objects to 
be paid in advance from two to two 
months, either by allignments p^able 
in favour of the Helfian Commiilioner 
upon whatever chelt of his Majefty may 
be neareft to the faid Commilfion, or in 
ready money to his Serene Highnefs *s 
Agent in London, 

Art, X. A frefh review (hall take 
place regularly every year; his Majcfty 
(hall give three months notice of the 
number of recruits necelTary to com- 
plete the corps, which number (hall be 
fixed according to the official report of 
the firft day of April, fo that the re- 
cruits dial I be ready to be delivered 
to the Englilh Commiffary the firft day 
of July, at the place of the firft re- 
view, or one n>onth after, at fuch port 
iu Germany, or at fuch place on the 
frontiers of the Empire as his Majcfl/ 
9 iay chufe foj: their reception. The

term of their delivery ihall be deemed 
to be that of the new review^ and the 
total of the number of effe^live men 
remaining* according to the report of 
the month of April* added to that of 
the recruits delivered to the Britifli 
CommilTary* (hall be coniidered as the 
ede^tive date of the new period, and 
(hall not vary until the review of the 
following year. 

Art. XI. There (hall be paid for each 
recruit armed, equipped, difciplined. 
and cxerciftd, the funi of twenty 
crowna banco j and his Highnefs the 
Landgrave takes upon himfelf the ex- 
ences of tranfport to the place of em. 
arkation, as well as of efcort, which 
arc to be reimburled by his Britannic 
Majefty. 

Art. XII. As, during the continu- 
ance of this Treaty, it will neccifarily 
occur, that QfHcers or Soldiers, either 
for family reafons, on accuuuL of pre. 
ferment, or for (icknefb, will be obliged 
to return home, his Majefty takes upon 
himfelf the expences ol their tranfport 
in the two former cafes, as far as the 
frontiers of the Empire, and in the 
latter to their own country ,: his High- 
nefs promifcs, in return, to replace the 
non-comiTiiinoned Officers and Soldiers 
to whom he may give pcrmilfion to re- 
turn for any other r» afon than that of 
ficknefs, at his own expence, and with- 
out requiring the conlideration for re- 
cruits fixed in the preceding Article, re- 
fcrving to himfelf nothing but the 
tranfport from the frontiers of the 
Empire unto the place of their dcfti- 
nation. —Moreover, his Highnefs will 
never rccal an Officer or Soldier with- 
out urgent caufe, or without having 
acquainted his Majefty thereof ; and he 
will take care that the number of Offi- 
cers (hall be always complete. 

Arc. XIII. The Moft Serene Land- 
grave being at the charge of furnilhing 
the faid corps with arms and clcthing, 
in confequeiice of the pay upon the 
footing of Enghlh troops, as agreed 
upon iiithefe Articles, his Majefty ffiall 
caufe indemnification to be made for 
fuch lofs only in cloathing, arms and 
accoutrements as (hall be occafioned by 
forne accident of war or of voyage i as 
well as for every expence incurred m 
the tranfport of thefe feveral articles to 
the trcKips, and alfo of every thing they 
may ftand in need of; it being well 
tinderftood that the aforefaid Articles 
^all, be delivered to the Engliih Cum- 
■tiftary at the (amc ume a> the re* 


emits of the year, in order that the 
fame vefTel may convey both. 

Art* XIV. In cafe an Officer (hould 
lofe his equipage, either on his route 
or by fome accident of war, his Majefty 
(hall grant him the fame indemnifica- 
tion as £ngh(h Office: s are allowed ia 
fimilar cafes. 

Art. XV. As foon as his Serene

AT the opening of the prefent 
Setfion of Congrefs, I mentioned that 


fome ctrcumftances of an unwelcmnc 
nature had lately occurred in relation 
to France; that our trade had fa£rered 
and was fuAering extenAve injuries in 
the WcA-Indies, from the cruizersand 
agents of the French Republic'; and 
that communications had been received 
from its Minifter here, which indicated 
danger of a further diAurbance of our 
commerce by its authority ; and that 
we were, in other rcfpc6ls, far from 
agreeable ; but that 1 referred for a 
fpecial melTage a more particular com* 
munication on this intereAing fubjedt. 
This communication I now make. 

“ The complaints of the French 
Minifter embraced moft of the tranf- 
a^tions of our Government, in relation 
to France, from an early period of the 
prefent war; which, therefore, it was 
neceflfary carefully to review. A col- 
le£fion has been formed of letters and 
papers relating to thofe tranfa^fions, 
which I now lay before you, with a 
letter to Mr. Pinckney, our Minifter 
at Paris *, containing au examination of 
the notes of ^he French MiniAer, and 
fuch information as I thought might be 
ufeful to Mr. Pinckney in any further 
reprefentations he might And necelfary 
to be made to the French Government. 
The immediate object of his miiA(<n 
was, to make to that Government fuch 
explinations of the principles and con- 
din^ of our own, iis, by manifeOing 
our good faith, might remove all jea- 
louly and difeontenr, and m.iintain tint 
harmony and good uaderAanding with 
the French Republic, which it has 
been my conAarit folicitudeto preferve, 
A Government which required only 
a knowledge of the to juftify its 

tneafures, could not but be anxious to 
have liiu fully and frankly difplaycd.

The Duke of Norfolk exprefted 
fome furprize, that fo extraordinary a 
meafure Ihould have been taken upon 
the reprefentation of the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer only. He confidered 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer as the

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prims contriver and mover and orga- 
nizer of the mcafure ; but he did not 
think his rcprel'entation of thecaule of 
the fcarcity of cafli was fair. The 
alarms of the country had no doubt oc- 
caiioneda fcarcity ; but the great caufe 
of the fcarcity was the exportation of 
rpccie to fubfidize the Emperor and 
other Powers on the Continent. It was 
not his intention to difeufs the queftion 
generally at prefent ; but he felt it a 
duty he owed to the country to move, 

That an humble Addrefs be ptefent- 
cd to his Majcfty, humbly folicitmg his 
Majefty, that no further exportation of 
Gold or Silver in Coin, or Gold or Silver 
in Bullion, fhould take place for the ulc 
of the Emperor, or any other Foreign 
Power, until the fenfe of Parliament 
iliail have been taken on the fubjsdl, af- 
ter a full view of the caufe of the pub- 
lic exigencies, on which hisM'ijcfty has 
been this dayadvifed to ilTue a moll ex- 
traordinary and illegal proclamation.*' 

A number of Lords here called out 
it was no Prcdamaticn ; upon which his 
Grace fubftituted in the place of it, Or- 
dcr of CntnciL • 

Lord Grenville confidered the Duke*s 
opinion as determining to decide upon 
the queftion lo-night, and debate it to- 
morrow. 

The Duke of Grafton contended 
that the meafare was illegal, and thought 
It highly neceflary that Parlijinenc 
Ihould look on it with a jtalous eye. 

Lord Grenville felt himfelf ready to 
enter into tiic defence of having fo lup- 
jjorred our .Mhes at any tunc u might 
be brought forward, convinced that it 
had been of great fervice, and of eflen- 
tial benefif^ liic kingdom. 

' Lord Guildford h-'d long feared the 
fvllem purfued would produce ibme- 
ii.ing like the prefent, though he had 
Btver entertained an idea its being 
carried to lb great an extent. The 
prefent Mction" had nothing to do with 
that fubjedt, but very properly, as he 
thought, went to fatisfy the public, and 
prevent Minifters from taking the op- 
portunity of incrcafing the prefent dif- 
hculrics by fending more money out of 
tiie kingdom : and therefore, fhould the 
Noble Duke perfift la his motion, be 
Ihoald certainly divide with him, unicfs 
the Noble Lord would undertake to af- 
furc the Hnufe that Minilltis had no 
fuch intention. 

Lord Moil a declared, that fince the 
Node Secretary of State declined giv- 
ing an anlSver to Um qucKlion, that Mi- 


nifters had no intention to fend money 
out of the kingdom, which he certainly 
did not think they would attempt in 
the fhort fpace of twenty. four hours, 
he would certainly vote for the Motion, 
bccaufe he thought the rcfufal to fatisfy 
that Houfe would tend to increule the 
alarms of the Public. 

Lord Grenville did not think it would 
caufe any alarm, or that the prevention 
of any was the objeif^l of the Mo»ion j 
it rather appeared as intended to call an 
oblique refle<^^inn upon Adminiftration> 
and he hoped, when the Houfe thought 
they merited any blame, they would 
not do ir, as it w'crc, by a fide wind.

Lord Grenville ftated, thatthe alarms, 
with hich induftry circulated through 
the country, of an intended invafiou, 
had Cdufed a confideriblc demand for 
ffKC.e on the Bank of England, info, 
much, that it was found rcquifite by a 
ftiongmeafure to arreft the progrefs of 
what might ultimately prove (leftru6tiVe 
to the credit of the nation. lie did not 
wifti It to be under ft ood that the Bank 
was unable to pay the demands made 
upon it. The contrary, he was proud 
to lay, was the fatl, and it would in the 
end he proved to the full fatisfa6linn of 
the public. Our Commerce, our Cre- 
dit, and our Finances were in the moft 
floLinlhing ftatc ; but it became the 
duty of his Majcftj’s Council, when 
they faw any evil arifing, to endeavour 
to put an in. mediate ftop to it. He 
fhould not take upon him to affert that 
the meaUire adopted by the Cabinet in 
the prefent inftance was ftriblly cwi- 
formable to law. The Council had no 
right to controul the Bank, nor did they 
alfume fuch a power — they only made 
a requeft, and that requeft was imme- 
diately ceimplied with. Its juftice Wi-s 
evident — its clFe6t appeared to be 
fraught with benefit ; and therefore the 
inealure was adopted.

tend to the fecurity of public credit.** 
The Duke of Grafton had not any 
objedtion to the Addrefs ; but he wifhed 
to know whether it was the intenti )n 
of Minifters to pafs any a6l compullbry 
on the public, to m.ike them accept 
notes inftead of cafli fur the payment 
of debts. Hib Grace condemned the 
preftnt meafurc, lb far as it went to be 
cunipuUory on the Bank to accede to 
M’hat the Privy Council had advanced.

QN the fecond reading of this Bill, 
Mr. P. Coke fliortly recapitulated 
purport to fuch Members as might 
h^^e been prefent at the tipac ol its 


the continuance of a War which had 
dmined the Nation of an immenfi 
quantity of Ipecie nothing to do with 
the calamity ? The profufion of Go- 
vernment in the creation of new offices, 
increafe of falarits, the annual defi- 
ciencies in almoft every department of 
the public Revenue, inftead of cxpc6ted 
furpluffes, would, perhaps, better ac« 
count for the public difirefs than the 
alarm of invafion. Every public office 
was in arrear, even to the fmalleft fums ; 
and fo ignorant wti the Minifier of the 
demands for the general expenditure 
of the Nation, that he had not been 
able to calculate within ten millions 
of the fum wanted fo late as the 23d of 
December laft ! The firft Lord of the 
Treafury was no longer Prime Minifter 
cf this Country. Every man in office 
had his hand in the public purfe. 
There nas no controul till the money 
was actually expended, or, what wp* 
the fame thing, the debt incurred. To 
this, no doubt, was owing the enormous 
ifTue of paper, and confequently the 
heavy difcounts that naturally followed 
it. The fame thing would take place 
in the manufadture of Bank paper. 
Every man who had money would fell 
it, and we fhould have two prices for 
the fame commodity. He did not like 
the idea of force to compel perfons to 
receive any paper, however well fe-r 
cured; and he was convinced it would 
be attended with the moft fatal effedls. 
He hoped, however, that Minifiers, be- 
fore it was too late, would now begin 
to think of the ntccllity of economy in 
the . ubiic expenditure. 

1 he Lord Chancellor replied lliortly, 
and fupported the arguments of Lord 
Grenville, He declined faying any 
thing as to the effedt of making Bank 
Notes a legal tender, or of forcing indi- 
viduals to receiv e them in payments, as 
that quellion w^as not before the Houfe.

By this means it happened that jufticc 
was often impoflibie to be obtained, as 
J) d 2 the 
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the Jqry came to the trials with minds 
prejudiced and predetermined. In 
Southampton, Poole, and other large 
places, the utmoft inconvenience was 
experienced from this circumftance* 
But the evil did not reft here— for 
aflizes were never held in thefe places 
but at the requeit of the Corporation, 
which, to avoid the expcnce, feldom 
made fuch requeft until the gaols were 
crouded. It frequently happened, that 
feveral years thus elapfed without cri- 
minals being brought to trial j and he 
inftanced one cafe of a murdtrer who 
was not tried till after the expiration of 
Je^en years y when death had carried off 
all the witnefteb againft him. His olJe£t 
was to give plaintiffs, prolccutors, and 
defendants an option of being tried in 
the Court of the County at large, or 
that of the* Corporation. He intended, 
he faid, to have the Bill referred to a 
SUeft Committee above flairs, and af- 
terwards recommitted for difeuHion in 
the win*le Heufe.

Mr. Alderman Luftiington, in piir- 
furtnee of notice, rofe to fubmit the 
grounds of his Motion *' for the ap- 
pointment of a Committee to inquire 
iiiTo the caufes and extent of the Ioffes 
fuftained by Britilh Merchants in fup- 
plying the Country with Foreign 
Gram, after Government had defifted 
from attempting it.”

Sir W. Scott dated at confiderable 
length his objeftions to the farther 
progrefs of the Bill. They pointed 
chiefly to that branch of the Bill which 
refpeited the payment of tithes. He 
profeffed himfelf to be no enemy to 
toleration, but by toleration he meant 
that kind of toleration, which, as it 
affected religious opinions, was not in- 
conliftent with the civil rights of pro- 
perty. It was not enough that religious 
opinions fliould be fincere, in order to 
give them a claim to protection, for if 
they injured the civil rights of others, 
they could have no fuch pretenfiorts. 
It w'as erroneous to fuppofc that tithes 
were a fpecics of property merely cc- 
clefiaftical ; in many cafes they were 
Jay proj^erty. A large proportion of 
tithe property was in lay hands under 
the title of lay appropriations. But the 
Quakers refufed to pay tithes to the 
appropriator, as well as to the clergy- 
man, though the property had been in 
his poflfeflion for more than three 
hundred years, a period much longer 
than the pcrfuafion upon which they 
aCfed had been in exiftcnce. 

Mr, Serjeant Adair faid, with regard 
to the principle of his Le-rned Friend, 
on which he founded his objetlion to 
the mcafure, that no refpeCt ought to 
be fhewn to religious fciiiples where 
they went to afFeCt property, he could 
not agree with him to the extent in 
which it had been dated. He thought 
tiiat fomc refpeCt ought to be fhewn 
even to thofe rtligions which miglu be 
coufulered as abfurd, though they in- 
volved ti\is confcqucnce, and they might 
even be the ohje^it of that good-natured 
toleraiiou which his Learned Friend 
had mentioned. His Learned Fiiend 
f^iid, that to fuch Icruples the Legif- 
latuve ought not at all to yield. He 
admitted that the Legidature ought not 
fu far to yield to them as to Iclien the 


fccurity 6 f property ; but yet he theughe 
it wiTe, jud, and humane, to giveffuch 
indulgence as was confident with itf 
mod perfeft fccurity. Alterations ia 
the laws which tended to afford eafe ta 
the perfon who entertained the Icfuplr, 
without injuring the property which it 
regarded, he would contend, were wife, 
jud, and humane j and till his Learned 
Friend could fliew that the prefentBill 
would actually produce the effeCt which 
he deprecated, he would not confent to 
the application of his principle. 

The Solicitor General faid, that the 
whole argument of the Learned Ser- 
jeant proceeded upon the idea, that the 
body of Quakers laboured under a con- 
fiderable grievance. Now he denied 
that any fuch grievance exided, or that 
any Quakers were liable to be treated 
with the feventies which had been aU 
ledged, on the fcore ’of their religious 
fcruples. For a period of twenty years 
no perfon of that perfuafion had been 
imprifoned for confcience fake. The 
great body of refpettiole Quakers were 
aftuated by no fcruple with refpeft to 
the payment of tithes, nor did they 
wifh for the interference of tiie law on 
the fubje6t. There were refpcdablc 
Quakers who were tithe*owners and 
tithe-renters, and it was abfurd to fup- 
pofc that they could feel any con- 
feientious fcruplc in paying to others 
what they themftlves received and coi- 
ledted. 

The Houfe divided.

The Speaker gave the cading vote 
in favour of the Ayes. 

CAPTAIN Manning's case, 

Mr. Alderman Combe prefented a 
Petition from Edward Manning, Efq. 
Commander of one of the Ead Indian 
Company’s fliips, which, he obferved, 
contained a cafe of extraordinary hard- 
fhip. The Petitioner was the holder of 
a promiffory ncie for 2,500!. indorfcd to 
him for a valuable condderation, the 
payment of which was redded folely 
from its having been drawn upon an 
agreement damp. He therefore foli- 
cited for a Bill to enable the Commif- 
doners of Stamps to put the proper 
damp upon the note. 

The Solicitor General, after ^ ob* 
ferving that it was impoifible Captain 
Manning diould have intended the 
fmalled fraud on the revenue, which 
would have only ret^uired one fliiUing 

ihorcf 
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morC} faid, that fuch a Bill was ncver- 
thelefs not to be granted without con- 
fidcrabie attention from the Houfe. 

The Petition was then bought up, 
and ordered to he on the Table j and 
the Houfe adjourned. 

MONDAY, FRB, 27. 
tANDiNG OF THE FRENCH IS WALES, 

A Member rofe to sail the attention 
of the Houfe to the late attempt of the 
Preiich upon Wales. He laid, that he 
favv fomcihing exceedingly portent«)iis 
in the manner m winch tiie Knemy had 
eiFe^icd a ci^feent upon the coad of 
Wales with 1,400 men with arms, but 
witoout tents or field pieces. It was a 
matter very extraoruinar} . that fuch a 
number of men fhould land, for. n thern- 
feivcb into a body upon a hill ; and, 
without fhewing any difpofition to op- 
pofe the people, or the force that had 
marched againft them, furrtndtr them- 
fclves at diferetion. Fourteen hundred 
men, with arirs in their hands, could 
nnqueftionably have done fomething ; 
but from their condudl, it appeared 
clear to him that they had been landed 
for no other purpofe than that of being 
made prifoners. Under this confide - 
ration, he could nut help founding an 
alarm to the country ; and, as he did 
not know how to act upon the occafion, 
he begged to be inftnined what nical'ure 
was nioft proper to be adopted upon the 
occafion, and what Motion it wouhi be 
right for liim to propole to the Houfe, 
The Spccker mfornied him, that it 
remained for him to propofe fome 
Motion to the fhmfe, in the form of an 
Addreiis to hij M-^jcfiy, or in any oilier 
manner that hi*- difcreijon might lugged. 

He tlicn movtvl an liuinblc Addrtis, 
but no perfon leconded it, and the 
Motion tell t© the ground. 

HIS MAJtSTV’s MESSAGE. 

The Lhincclior of the iexchequer 
. brought up a Meflage from the King. 
[See page 193 ] 

Mr. Pitt oblerved, that he did not 
confider it nectffary, at this rime, to 
propofe any fpecific meafure. He 
Aould conunt himfclf merely With 
moving, That his Majefty’s Mtflage be 
taken into confideraiion to-morrow. 
He conceived it, however, to be his 
duty to ftate, that, in addinon to the 
Motion for an Addrefs on the Royal 
communication, it would be ncccfiary 
to proceed to the appointment of a 
Comfriitiee, to examine the general fiate 
ot the affairs of the Bank of England. 
Me was toDfident that it would appear, 


from a very fliort examination of ihe 
fiate of the Bink, that not a doubt 
couldi^e entertained of us folidity and 
rclponfibility being equal to that of any 
former period ; that, not only was the 
Bank equal to anfwer the utmoft ex- 
tent of the demands againfi it, but that 
there was an abundance far beyond any 
demand that could be made ; yet he 
was fdtisfied that every Member would 
agree with him, that, under the ptc- 
fent circumfidnees, it would be liighly 
expedient to declare by law, that the 
outiu^ruiin^ engage tnenti of the Bunk of 
Enghknd Jhmild be anfi loed as fttmed 
h tot National faith of ibr Country ; and 
that tin Act fhoiild he p-nlltd, declaring 
that to be the law which already was 
the [>r.iaict, viz. that then Notes fhould 
be received in evtry branch of public 
payment. This meafLue, he was fat:s- 
fied, would, in addition to the proof 
which an invcftigaii m of the affairs of 
the Bank wcjuid give of the fulidiry of 
their refourccs, ntceffaiily operate as a 
confirmation of their ability to anfwer 
every demand. He did not think it 
his duty to expatiate farther at prefent. 
It was enough that he had apprized the 
Houfe of his intention to propofe thofe 
meafures which feemed to him to re- 
quire the muff urgent attention. He 
trufted the Houfe would be induced tq 
enforce, by a law, the refindtion which 
had been recommended to the Bank not 
to make payments in cafli, except m 
fuch cafes as might be thought ntctffary 
to permit. Having expluincd the na- 
ture and tendency of the meafures he 
concluded by nicwiug, That the MeflTagc 
be taken into confiderition t«>-inorrow. 

Mr. Fox willied the Right Hon. Gen- 
tleman to inform the Floafe to what 
cji^ient he really , meant to carry the 
principlis of confiituting the Notes of 
the Bank good r.nd lawful teuclei!>, Tt> 
give to fych a principle an unlimited 
operaiion would, he had no hcJitation to 
fay, produre confetjutnees the mofl 
ruinous and mil'chicvous. The fource 
whence originated the ncceffity of 
this meafure was eifily to be found m 
the enormity of our National Debt, 
which was now become fo intwlcrable a 
burthen, that it was necelTary to alter 
the laws of the C juntry to enable us 
at all to bear the immeuf’e weight of it. 
An incident fo extraordinary and fq 
novel as that arihng out of the prefent 
fituarion of affairs elemandecl the utmoft 
attention 5 and he hoped, that in dif- 
cqfling it the ruinous fyftcm and the 
' iniquiiliqs 
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itjiquitou* praftioes that had reduced 
iis to our prefenr deptorable condition 
would be duly weighed, and impartially 
decided upon. He did not mean to 
enter into the particulars of the quef- 
tjon unril it came fairly before the 
Houfe to-morrow j but deeming the 
propoliiion of the Hon. Gentleman to 
be of the greateft importance, h«j hoped 
that a Committee would be appointed 
to enquire into the whole of the cir- 
cumftances which had combined to 
render the adoption of fo extraordinary 
a meafure of urgent ncceflity to the 
exilfcncc of the public credit of Great 
Britain. 

Mr. Alderman Combe then afked, 
whether Nc»tcs were to be renciered le- 
gal tenders in mercantile or other tranf- 
a£l ions between individuals? 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
replied, that he had already given notice 
of every thing that he was then at 
liberty to ftate. VVhaiever ihould be 
deemed pradticable, it was certainly his 
intention to make legal. 

Mr. Sheridan faid, the ftoppage of 
payment of the Bank, whether a mea- 
fure of necefllty or not, was entirely an 
expedient of the Minifter’s, and the 
Hirc£tors had been called upon to obey 
an order to that effect. A proceeding 
fo alarming demanded immediate at- 
tention, and he did expeifl that fomc 
plan would have been immediately 
brought forward to fan6tion fo extraor- 
dinary a meafure. The Right Hon. 
Gentleman had ftated, thi«t the moft 
falutary elTtd'ls had already been de- 
rived from it, and that one of the ad- 
vantages obtained by it was a confider- 
able rife tins day in the price of ftocks : 
.a fpccies of rc.doning which he con- 
ceived as too abfurd to be entertained 
for a moment. He rejoiced to hear 
that the alFairs of the Bank were in a 
fafe condition ; he had little doubt of 
the fadt,and he was mcTcovcr convinced 
that the necellity of making its Notes 
legal payment would never have exifted, 
if the Bank had not been fo long iden- 
tified with the Government, It dfd 
not require to be explained what the 
caufe of the prefent alarming fituation 
of the Country was owing to. VVe all 
i^iiew that the Ihip had fprung a moft 
dangerous Icak^ but it remained to be 
hereafter determined what was to be- 
oonic of the Pilot, After all the pro- 
fcHlons which we had heard from him of 
the flourifliing ftate of our finances, and 
the repeated bgafts made by him 


of the impoffibility of their ever being 
injured, what faith can be placed in his 
declarations, or what reliance is to be 
placed on his judgment ? — Mr. Sheridan 
concluded by handing the following 
Motion to the Chair : 

** That no farther exportation of 
fpecie or coin to the Emperor, or any 
other foreign Prince, (hall take place 
until the lenfe of Parliament, upon a 
full review of the prefent exigencies, 
lhall be afeertained.* 

Mr. Nichol fcconded the Motion in 
a fliort but very warm fpcech, and was 
very fevere on Mr. Pitt in his obfer- 
vations ujjbn his former boaftings of 
confiding majorities ^ who he thought 
would foon have reafoii to repent of 
their fervile confidence. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
expreffed himfelf not fo muchaftonithed 
at the Motion which had been made, as 
he was at the conduct of the Learned 
Gentleman who had feconded it. If a 
Motion of the prefent nature (hould be 
carried before we afeertained that there 
was no probability of a favourable 
change, it would be declaring to the 
enemy that we were determined to 
abandon the Emperor ; a circumftince 
which would not fail to produce the 
moft mifchievous and dangerous con- 
fequenccs, as well to Great Britain as 
to her Ally. Under ihcfe confiderations 
he Ihould move the Order of the Day. 

Mr. Fox faid a fcarcity of Calh had 
been experienced at former periods, aD<f 
particulaily in the year 1793 ; yet at 
that period the Bank of England ha,d 
experienced no difficulty. From wliat 
then could this difFereuce arife, bur 
from the immenfe exports which had 
been made to the Continent ? Why 
then were the Houfe to confide thar 
the Miniftcr would not do that which 
he had already done r The whole c-f 
the bufinels muft be brought before the 
public eye. That Houfe would bttrav 
their duty to their conftituents if they 
did not aft as confidering the bnfinefs 
in this point of view'. "Tiicy would, 
by any other conduft, make themleivcs 
acceflaries to all the confequences, or, 
in other words, to the certain ruin of the 
Country. 

Mr, Dundas complained of a want 
of candour on the oppofitc fide of the 
Houfe. 

Sir W. Milner faid, at a moment 
when the Bank of England had (lopped 
payment, and when almoft every other 
Bank in the Country bad violated the 

ini^ii^d* 
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impfied conditions entered into with 
.their ^Rditors, it would be abfurd to 
Jiflen any longer to the aflTcrtions of 
rMiniiters ; it became that Houfe to fee 
with their own eyes how the public 
money had beeC) and .was to be ex- 
y>eDded. 

The Houfe then divided on Mr. Pitt's 
Motion for the Order of the Day,

POOR BILL. 

The Keport of the Bill for the better 
Regulation of the Poor being brought 

Mr. Pitt moved, that the further 
confideration of the Report be deferred 
toThurfdav fc’nnighi:. 

Mr. Whitbread faid, that if the 
ichedules were to be circulated through 
the Country as the Bill had been, and 
as It was his opinion thev* fliould be, 
there was no hepe that the JS'll could 
pafs in^ the prefent Sefliofj. The Biil 
was of a different nature, full of- com- 
plex, and, in his jutlguieiit, of imprac- 
ticable machinery. 

Mr. Pitt faid, that there was nothing 
in the Bill which was not nccefl iry to 
the fyftem which he had laid before the 
Huufe. 

Mr. Sheridan gave it as his decided 
©pinion, that tins Bill would not pafs, 
.and that it ftill would be mu by tlie 
phrafe of new and unhjiciVen oc- 
currences/* It was a libel on tne rich 
as well as the poor. Jr lnx-llcd the- 
be nevolt nee of the one and rtie indiifiry 
<if the other. He repeated Ins wifh 
that its principle Ihouid be brought into 
dsfeuifion. 

Air. Pitt wiflied, nndonbfcdjy, that it 
could be reduced to a leh. compheated 
lhape, but had no cbjedlioii to let apart 
a d^y for its difcuHion. 

Mr. Van fit tart was ©f op-nion that 
the Bill Jhouid give way to the prcfi'ure 
of public buiinei's, and that the blanks 
being filted up, it may be meliorated by 
the confideration of Gentlemen in the 
enfuing fummer. 

Mr. Jollirfe laid, that it was neceJTary 
for Members toiindeiftand the intent 
and meaning of the Bill. For this 
purpofe one day, at leaft, may be de- 
voted in the month of April. 

Sir W. Geary was of opinion thht 
the Bill Ihould be poftpontd to another 
Seffion.

TUESDAY, FEB. 

On the motion of Mr. Pitt, feconded 
by Mr. Dundas, an Addrefs of Thanks 
was voted hit Majefty for the com- 
munication in the Melfage of yefter- 
day. 

Mr. Pitt then rofe; and after juftify- 
ing the Order of Council from the ne- 
celfity of the cafe, when fuch immenfe 
drafts were unneceiTariiy made upon 
the Bank for fpecic, and exprefling his 
confidence that that order would per- 
fedtly fatisfy all reafonable perfons of 
the folvency of the Bank $ yet to put it 
beyond a doubt, and to relieve rufpicious 
minds from the leall apprehenfions, he 
thought it neceffary to move. That a 
Committee of that Houfe be appointed 
to enquire into the quantum of the 
outftanding Notes of the Bank, and the 
funds they had to pay them 5 and he 
entertained no doubt but the refult 
would prove not merely the folvency, 
but the flourifhing ftate of thatgre.it 
Company. He undtrlloori it would be 
urged, that the enquiry Ihould travel 
farther back, and go into the cau/rs 
which had produced the necelTity of 
the prefent meafures-^but this be 
thought at the prtfenc period would 
nnt be a politic ineafurej and he con- 
cluded by moving, ‘‘That a Secret Com- 
mutce be appointed ro afeertain the 
amount of the oiulianding cngigcmcuts • 
of the Bank,” &c. 

Air. Fox declaimed againfl the 
Order of Council as imconftituiionai, 
and again (f the Mini (ter who had*ad- 
vifed it, and who had brought us into 
a fituation fo unparallekd and calamit- 
ous. The proclamation, he faid, gave 
a flab to the vitaU of public credit. 
He was nn'vous when he read it* 
‘^What,’* obferved he, “is the fenfc of it? 
It is to declare, thougli you have fo- 
leinnly and repeatedly prrtmifed to keep 
your faith with the public creditor, 
though in all the difficulties, in all the 
emergencies of the country, you have 
hitherto avoided, wifely avoided, laying 
any kind of tax upon the dividends due j 
though you have done all thefe a 6 ls, 
yet, that the circumftancesof the coun- 
try are fuch, notUy that you have looked 
to the great depofitory of calh, have 
taken that cafh, and have thereby (Je* 
frauded the public creditor. Look at 
all your A 6 ls of Parliament. Do they 
fay, that you fhail receive the money 
due to you at dated periods of the year, 
in notes of the Bsnk of England ? 
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they fay that you fhall receive it in the 
coin of the kingdom. Should Bank- 
notes be at one per cent, difeount, will 
not that be, to all intents and purpofes, 
taxing the dividends ? But it may be 
faid, that emergencies may be nccclTary 
to break through all rules. Neceffity 
certainly is a plea to which no anfwer 
can be given ; but the neccllity ought 
tobeablblute and irrevocable; it ourjit, 
too, to be ftridly defined. I fliould 
have thought, that when the Minifter 
had been compelled by emergency to 
adopt a cafe of this nature, he would 
have efleemed it to be his duty to have 
explained the grounds of that emer. 
gency. 

He then argued, that the enquiry 
ought to go'into the caufes that] had led 
to the prefent meafure — that the public 
required a full, fair, and ample expla- 
nation, and that the refearches made 
fliould be of the utmoft publicity and 
extent, and not kept within the narrow 
limits propofed, or confined to a Secret 
Committee. 

Sir John Sinclair, Mr. Hobhoufci 
Lord Wycombe, Mr. Hu (fey, Mr. 
Wilberforce Bird, Mr. Smith, and fe- 
deral otlier Members argued on the 
fame fide ; and Mr. Dundas, Mr. 
Thornton, &c. fupported the motion of 
Mr. Pitt. 

Mr. Sheridan, after recapitulating 
the arguments of the feveral fpeakers 
againft the motion, concluded by pro- 
pofing an Amendment to the original mo- 
tion — “ That after the word “ Houfe** 
fliould be inferted thefe words, viz.—’ 
“ and alfo to enquire into the caufes 
which have produced the Order of 
Council of the 26th intianr, together 
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with their opinions .thereon ; and to 
confider of the propriety of continuing 
the faid order in force for a limitedtime.*' 

Tins produced fome further debate, 
and at twelve o’clock the Houfe di- 
vided. 

For Mr* Sheridan’s Amendment, 86 

Againit it, - - - 244 

Majority, 158 

[Mr. Pitt was oftener than ufual 
upon his legs during this debate, and 
the great point in difpute was, whether 
the enquiry propofed by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer lliould he extended 
to the caufes which produced the necef- 
fity of the Order in Council, or fliould 
be conhned, in the prefent inftance, 
merely to ability of the Bank ulti- 
mately to anfwer every demand upon 
them. — Mr. Pitt and the other Mini- 
fters contended, that the occafion called 
for immediate decifion upon the latter 
fubjefi: ; while the queftion of the 
caufes of the neccliity involved many 
circuniftances which would require 
more time than public credit, in the 
prefent crifis, would allow to be fpent 
in uncertainty. Mr. Fox and the 
Gentlemen in oppofition urged, that a. 
yb/r, fillip and open enquiry was abfo- 
lutely requifite, in order to calm the 
minds of the people, and to re-eftaWifli 
public credit : they infifted that the 
connection of Government with the 
Bank, was not for the advantage of the 
latter, and that great parr, if n^t the 
whoU, of the prefent embarralTments, 
had originated in the conduCt of Mini- 
fters. However, both parties admitted 
the perfect folvcncy of the Bank to be 
a faCt beyond difpute.]

An Officer and feven men were 
driven on ffiorc in a boat belonging to 
one of the French (liips, and were im- 
mediately made prifoners. The Gen- 
tleman was conveyed to Dublin, and 
upon examination ftares, that the fleet, 
upon its leaving Brcft, confided in all of 
about fifty fail, having an army of 
2 5,000 men on board, commanded by 
General Hoche, and that it wasdeftiacd 
for the attack of Ireland.

Marin Padre (a negro of St. Lucia), 
who has commanded the Brigands and 
Charibs fince the capture of the Vigic, 
and who had great influence and au- 
thority over both, furrendered on the 
ad inflant. 

The number of Brigands who have 
furrendered or been taken, fince the 
4th of July, amounts to 725, the num- 
ber of Charibs to 4633, including wo- 
men and children.

I HAVE the futisfadficn to in- 
form your Grace, that tranquillity is 
on the eve of being reftored to this 
Colony, owing in a very great meafure 
to the unrcmittcd exertions of Major- 
GeneralHuntcr,atid to his humane con- 
du6l: towards the enemy of every de- 
fenption. All the Cha»ib Chiefs have 
furrennered, their people are coming 
in daily, and we have at this moment 
about 3500 in our polfcltion. Nearly 
ai the Brigands, with their leader, have 
aifo furreiidered. 

By a kibfcquent Letter from the 
Governor to his Grace, dated St. Vin- 
cent’s, the i6ch of November laft, it 
appears, that the reniaindcr of the 
Cliaribs and Brigands had furrendered 
theinfelves, and that tiie illand was in a 
ftatc of perfect tranquillity,

I HAVE the fatisfa6l:ion to acquaint 
your Grace, that fince the information 
tranfmitted to Mr. Greville, that the 
French had entirely left Bantry Bay, 
there has been norc-apptarance of them 
upon the coafts ; fo that 1 truft, from 
the violence of the tempeft, and from 
their ffiips being ill found and ill vidtu- 
alled, their expedition is at prefent fruf- 
trated. 

Upon reviewing what has pafted dur- 
ing this expedition of the enemy, I 
have the fatisfadtion to refledf, that the 
bell fpirit was manifeltcd by his Majef- 

ty’s 
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ty’s Regular and Militia Forces ; and 
T have every reafon to believe, that if 
a landing had taken place, they would 
have di (played the utmoft fidelity. 
When the flank companies of the An- 
trim regiment were formed, the whole 
regiment turned out to a man, with 
exprelfions of the greateft eagernefs to 
march ; and the Downmire regiment, 
to a man, declared they. would (land 
^nd fall by their Officers. 

At the time the Army was ordered 
to march, the weather was extremely 
fevere ; I therefore ordered them a 
proportion of fpirits upon their route, 
and dire6tcd an allowance of fourpence 
a day to their wives until their return. 
During their march, the utmofi atten- 
tion was paid them by the inhabitants 
of the towns and villages through which 
they paflTcd ; fo that, in many places, 
the meat provided by the Commifiariat 
was not confumed. The roads , which 
in fome parts had been rendered im- 
palfable by the fnow, were cleared by 
the pcafantry. The poor.people often 
/hared their potatoes with them, and 
drefied their meat without demanding 
payment ; of which there was a very 
particular inftance in the town of I3a- 
nagher, where no Gciulem in or prin- 
cipal farmer refides to fet them the ex- 
ample. At Carlow a confiderable fub- 
fcription was made for the troops as 
they pafled, and at Liuierick and Cork 
every exertion was ul'cd to facilitate 
the carriage of artillery and baggage 
by premiums to the carmen j and in 
the town of Galway, which for a fliort 
time was left with a very inadequate 
garrifon, the zeal and ardour or the 
inhabitants and yeomanry were parti- 
cularly manifefted, and in a manner to 
give me the utmoft latisfa6licn, lu 
/hort, the general good difpofiiion of 
the people through the South and Weft 
Was fo prevalent, that had the enemy 
landed, their hope of alliflance from the 
inhabitants would have been totally dif- 
appoinicd. 

From the armed Yeomanry Govern- 
nient derived the rnoft honourable af- 
fiftance. Noblemen and Gentlemen of 
the firft property vied in exerting 
themfclves at the head of their corps. 
Much of the exprefs and efcort duty 
was performed by them. In Cork, 
Limerick, and Galway, they took the 
duty of the garrifon. Lord Shannon 
informs me, that men of three or four 


tboiifand pounds a year were employed 
in elcorting baggage and carrying 
preffes.— Mr. John Latouchc, who-was 
a private in his fon*s corps, rode twen- 
tv-five miles in one of the fcvereil 
nights, with an eiprefs, it being his 
turn for duty. The merchant? of 
Dublin, many of them of the firft cmi- 
nence, marched fixteen Irifh miles with 
a convoy of arms to the North, whither 
it was conducted by reliefs of Yeo- 
manry. The appearance in tliis me- 
tropolis has been highly meritorious. 
The corps have been formed of the 
moft refptdtable Barrifters, Attor- 
neys, Merchants, Gentlemen, and Ci- 
tizens, and their number ij> fo cor.fi- 
derablc, and their zeal in mounting 
guard fo ufeful, that 1 was enabled 
greatly to reduce the garrifon with 
perfeft fafety to the town. The nunn- 
bers of Yeomanry fully appointed and 
difiiplined in Dublin exceed two thou- 
fand, above four hundred of whom are 
horfe. The whole number of corps 
approved by Government amount to 
four hundred and forty, cxchifivc of 
the Dublin corps. The grefs number 
is nearly twenty. five tboufand, Theie 
are alfo ninety -one oft'ers of ftrvice 
under con fide rat ion, and one hundred 
and twenty-five propofals have been de- 
clined, and, in reply to a circuUr let- 
ter written to the Commandants of 
the refpedlive corps, tlieir anfwers al- 
moft umverfallv cont.iined a gener^il 
otftrof fervicc in any part of the king- 
dom.

An ufeful impreifion was^ made 
upon the minds of the lower Catholics 
by a judicious Addrefs from Dr. Moy- 
lan the titular Biftu)p uf Cork, T can- 
not but take notice c>f the exertions 
of Lord Ken marc, who fpared no ex- 
pence in giving alfKlancc to the Com- 
manding Officer in his neighbourhood, 
and who took into his own demefne a 
great quantity of cattle which had 
been driven from tlie coaft. Nor could 
anything exceed the ardour of the Earl 
of Ormonde, whf , wjien h's regiment 
of Militia was retained as part of the 
garrifon of Dublin, folicited with fo 
iniich zeal a command lu the flank com- 
panies, that i thought it a mcafurc 
due to his Majefty’s IVrvice to encou- 
rage his Lordfhip's eequeft.

SIR, 

YOU will pleafe to acquaint their 
Lord Clips, that a few hours after I 
anchored with the fq Uwidron in this Bay, 
the 2d inft. I received a letter from 
Capt. Barton of his Majefty’s Ihip Lap- 
wing, acqtaioting me that he had de- 
flroved the French fliip Le Decius and 
LaVaillante bng, off St. Martin’s, and 
that two French frigates. La Thetis 
and La Penffe were at anchor off St. 
Martin’s, refen ing me to Lieutenant 
Sr. Clair for farther information. 

In conCequencc of the two frigates 
lying at St. Martin’s, 1 immediately or- 
dered the Bellona and Invincible to Sr. 
Kitt’s, and directed Capt. Wilfon to 
obtain fuch information as was necef- 
ceffary at that ifland, and then proceed 
towards St. Martin’s and Anguilla, 
ufing his beft endeavours to take or 
deftroy the French frigates, and pro- 
tedt the iflp.nd of Anguilla ; and he 
failed the fame evening on thatfcrvice. 

Captain Barton having referred me 
to Lieutenant St. Clair, wh(<m he de- 
tached in a Danifli fchooner with his 
letter, it appears that tlie French had 
landed about 300 men on the iiland of 
Anguilla on the z 6 d\ ult. and that 
after having plundered the ifland, and 
burnt feveral houfes, and committed 
every devaftation pofli hie, attended with 
adls of great cruelty ; that on the ap- 
earance of the Lapwing they re-cm- 
arked their troops on the night of the 


a6th, and the following morning early 
the Lapwing came to adtion with the 
Peeius of 26 guns, and Vaillante brig 
mounting 4 thirty-two and twenty- 
four pounders, as a gun-veif^l ; that 
after a clofc adlion of about an hour 
the brig bore away, and in half an hour 
after the Decius ftruck her colours. 
The brig ran on fhore on St. Martin's, 
and by the fire of the Lapwing was 
deftroyed 5 tliaton the Lapwing taking 
poffe/Iion of the Decius, it was found 
file had about 80 men killed and 40 
wounded, being full of troops j that 
the following day the Lapwing was 
chafed by two large French frigates, 
and Captain Barton found it neceffary 
to take the prifoners and his men out 
of the Decius, and fet fire to her, 
when he returned to St. Kitt’s, and 
landed 170 prifoners. 

I (hall take the earlieft opportunity 
of tranfmitiing any farther accounts 
which may be fent by Captain Barton; 
but it evidently appears, that Captain 
Barton’s condudt was highly merito- 
rious by the capture and deftrudlion 
of this force of the enemy, and faving 
the ifland of Anguilla from farther de- 
predation. 

The French troops employed on this 
fervice were picked men from Goa- 
daloupe ; and there is great reafon to 
fuppofe the greateft part of them have 
been taken or deftoyed. Many of the 
foldiers were drowned ii attempting to 
fwim to fliore. 

The Lapwing had but one man killed 
(the pilot) and fix men wounded,

Hamilton j of Tnmty College ^ Dubiin* 

Dr. Hamilton had a living in the 
north, near the banks of Lough Swilly j 
having dined, a few days fince, at the 
houfe of a Mr. Waller, in his neigh- 
bourhood, the houfe was furrounded by 
a banditti of armed ruffians, about ten 
o'clock at night, who broke intorhe houfe 
while the family was at fupper, calling 
loudly for Dr. Hamilton, and threaten* 
ing death to the w hole family. 

Mrs. Waller implored mercy for her 
huiband, a feeble poor gentleman, who, 
having loft the ufe of hts limbs, was un- 
able to fly from their fury, and Ihe threw 
herfclf over him to prottft him from 
a (Taffi nation, when the mifcreanis fired 
three ffiocs through her body , and killed 
her inftantly. They then threatened 
to raze the houfe, and put all its inha- 
bitants to death, if Dr. Hamilton was 
nor produced, and the fervants, to favr 
their own lives, dragged him from the 
wine-ccilar to the door ; he endeavoured 
to cling by the ftaple of the hall-door 
lock, but the villains burnt his hand to 
force him to quit hit hold, and then 
dragged him a iUort diftance from the 
houfe, where they, in a moft barbarous 
manner, murdered him. This worthy 
Gentleman has left a wife and nine 
children wholly unprovided for.— Mr. 
Browne mentioned the matter in the 
Iriih Houfe of Commons, in order to in- 
ftitute fome public provilion for this aft 
fiidlcd family. ,

to board. The foldiers of the 69th 
rtgiment, with an alacrity which will 
ever do them credit, and Lieutenant 
Pcarfnii of tiie fame regiment, were 
amongft the fortimft on this Arvice. 
The firft man who jumped into the cner 
mici mi/.en chains was Captain Bcny, 
late Commodore Ntlfon’s Firft lieute- 
nant (Captain Miller was in the very 
aft of going, but tlv Ct.mmodore or- 
dered him to I email.); he was Aipportcil 
from the fprit-fail yard, which hooked 
in the tnizen rigging of the enemy.

1 74.1 the two friends came to a rupture, 
and parted at Reggio, each purfuing his 
journey homewards leparately.

OF COVENT-OARDEN THEATRE.

POPE, 


M ISS YOUNGE having made feme 
cccafional trips to Ireland, her fame 
in Dublin was as well ellabliihed as in 
London. TheManagerolCrow-ftreet Fhe- 
afre therefore, in the year 1785, renewed 
an engagement with her lor that funimer, 
when Ihe, in company With the late Mr. 
Henderlon and Mr. Pope (a young a6Ior 
from Dublin), who made his appearance 
the wintci before at Covent Garden The- 
atre in Oroonoko with very conlideiabJe 
applaufe), fet out for that capital in the 
June of the fame year. Accident threw 
Mr. Pope, Mifs Younge, and another 
Lady of her acquaintance, into the fame 
polt-chaile, and as Cupid avails himlelf 
much of accident, the two former, from 
fellow-travellers, foon commenced lovers. 
In fliort, towaids the dole of that leafon 
they were married together in Dublin, 
on terms of lettlement, &c. very credita- 
ble to the fmeerity of Mr. Pope’s affec- 
tions. 

The following winter Mr. and Mrs. 
Pope realTumed their lituations at Covent 
Garden Theatre \ he in the firft lines of 
Tragedy and Comedy, fhe as evidently 
the firlf ad refs in ail the parts of her pro- 
felfion } which fhe fupporttd \v ith a fta- 
tionary degiceof reputation till Thin 1- 
day the 26th of January 1797, when, 
in the run of the new Cornef^y called 
“ A Cine for the Heart-Ache,” flie was 
reludantly confined to her bed. She 
found heiielf fo ill three days before this, 
that none but thole who felt like her 
Would venture out j but fuch was her 
zeal lor her profefiion, fuch her Invariable 
feme of duty to Managers, Authors, and 
Perfoimers, that, from the bare hint 
firm her phyfician Dr. Warren, that her 
bullnefs might diflipatc her dilbrder, llie 
cheerfully tried the experiment. 

Nature, however, was not to be con- 
quered thus 5 her lilnefs increaled upon 
hei lb much, that on her return from the 
Theatre fhe was feized with Inch a light- 
nel’s in her head, as for a while to deprive 
her of all lenfation. From this moment flie 
Was confined to her bed, and it was foon 
difeovered that fhe )iad a paralytic affec- 
tion. During the fu ll month there were 
hopes of her recovery, as fhe retained her 
femes pretty accurately, and employed 


them to the beft of all poflible purpofet , 
in conjlant ach of prayer, and ptom re* 
Jignattonio her con'htion. 

During this interval, being* requeued 
by a female friend to encleavoilr to com- 
pofe herlclf, llie complacently laid, “ ihs 
would, if Ihc would firll permit her to 
repeat Pope’s Univerfal Prayer,” which 
file immediately began, and recited with- 
out ever miffing a lingle word, with a 
precifion, a fervour, and fullnefs of voice, 
that delighted and aftonifhed every body 
about her. 

For the laft fortnight fhe daily became 
more infenfible, feldom 1 peaking, and 
then evidently with great effort, until 
Sunday the 12th of March, when flie 
refufed all nourifhment, and gave ffrong 
fymptoms of approaching diirolutlon. 
She continued in this ftate till the morn- 
ing of the 1 4-th, when flie made figns to 
a particular friend as if flie had Ibme- 
thing to communicate; many things 
were luggelled to her, to all of which 
fhe waved her head ; till, very oppor- 
tunely, her old and valued friend, the 
Rev. Mr. Matthew, called in, and read 
prayers by her. This leemed to be the 
obje6l fhe aimed at, as Ihe grew inftaiitly 
compoled, and, doling her hands toge- 
ther as well as her infirm Itate would 
permit, joined moff fervently in the de- 
votions. 

Alter this Ihe relapled into a Hate of 
inleiilibility till Wednefday the 15th 
March, when, about half palt two o’clock 
on that morning, Ihe expired without a 
groan. 

F»y Mrs. Pope’s marriage fettlement 
file had the power of difpofing of her for- 
tune by will ; but with that juftice and 
propriety which ever diftinguifhed her 
charader, by dying inteftate, (he left the 
whole of her property, except a few no- 
minal legacies, to her hufband. 

Her remains were carried, in a heaffo 
and fix horfes, from her houle in Half* 
moon-lheet, Piccadilly, on Wed.neiday 
the 22d of March following, between the 
hours of twelve and one o’clock, attend*

HER CH \RACTER. 

Such are the biief Memoirs of Mrs. 
Elizabeth P(>pe— theie remains to be 
added a fketch of her public and private 
charaifer j and it Is pleafing to the pen 
of Biography to review both ; bccaul'c 
in doing fo it will fulfil the Lift melan- 
choly yet pleafing otHce of frienclftiip — 
recoid departed excellence, and fet before 
the Public an example truly worthy their 
imitat ion. 

That Mrs. Pope was born for her 
profeftlon the various (,ualities of her 
mind and jtrfon evidently proved. Of 
the latter wi have already repor’ed in the 
beginning' of theic Mtinoiisj hence we 
have little rune to fay, but that as time 
had added fullnelV ancl rotundity to her 
figure, ihcfegave her a gi eater degree of 
grace iinddignity . In I'eipe*^:! to hei ta- 
lents, though tliey may be called univer- 
ful, her/c^r/r conteifediy hy in the grave 
and digriiflt.d parts Tiagedy, and 
jurticnlarly in thole wh/mh itquired the 
ptjwers of here lUe was at leaft 

tapiai to any oneaihehs in her time, and 
iiiperioi to inoft, as the beft judges who 
have leen her in many of her pai ts, and 
particulaily in Queen Catherine, have 
unanimoully teftified. 

Her C'omedy was lather of the well- 
bred fttady kind, Inch as M;j. Uthrwur^ 
Lady Ea/y, Lady Brwr, Mrs. Sullen^ See, 
which required a fenfible maiked deli- 
very— not but what we have feen her in 
Utatrice^ Cl ar inday Ejhfaniay Rofaitndy 
Ac. to very great advantage j and, in- 


deed, when we recolleft her performance 
of L^iitia Harcfyy in the- ** Belle’s Stra-^ 
tagem,” we are tempted to withdraw our 
former opinion, as here* (he diiplayed 
fuch grace, fpirlt, and verfatility of 
charafter, as to make it original in her 
hands. 

Her ftiidy was favourable to her ge- 
nius } as there was leldom known an 
inltance in which Ihe wanted the aid of 
a I'rompter. Her aff.duities in her pro- 
teftion were likewife conltant and unre- 
mitting : ftie drew her infoi mat ion from 
the beft Iburces, from the converfation 
of intelligent perfons j from obl’ervatibn 
on thefe eminent en the Stage who pre- 
ceded her ; and from the (luily of the old 
and modern dieflrs, &c. &c.j fhe was 
fo particular in this laft, that before flic 
firft appeared in the chara6ler of 
Eli%abrtbt file h'ad not only reviewed the 
drefled figure in wax work of tliis Prin- 
cel’s in Weltminffer Abbey, but care- 
fully read over and noted the miiuitire of 
her drefs, as related by th» celcbiated 
Paul Hentzner during his lefidence in 
England towards the dele of Queen 
Klizabeth’s leign j — her attentions were 
fully repaid, as we believe file made as 
fine a reprelentation of this chara^fer in 
point of fimiliiude, fpirit, and deport- 
ment, as ever was dil’played fince* the 
days of Shakefpeaie. In fliort, after the 
example of her gieat mafter, Garrick, 
(lit* omitted no eiKiuIries, no afllduities, 
that could enlarge the bounds of her pro- 
feftion. 

Her private life iefle 61 ed credit on her 
theatiical character. Called upon at an 
early age to exert herfelf for her future 
maintenance, fhe had the good fenfe to 
pictit in this fchool of trial ; fhe had the 
grace to know herlelf, to have a refped 
for the lufFei Ings of others, and to eftl- 
iiiatc the value of inde-pendence ; thefe, 
tempered hy a juft fenle of religion, gave 
a colour to her life of the beft complexion j 
it checked all rifing temptations, which 
the gaud^ aad vanities of her piofeflioii 
might othervvlfe expoie liei to ; it taught 
her equanimity of mind and economy of 
foitune 5 and by perlcvenng in thefe du- 
ties file became ufeful to heifelf and 
others. 

She had, like moft women fo high in 
her pro-fellion, many temptations to mix 
In what is called “ the Great World j 
but her natuial inclinations (independent 
of her prudence) led her to prefer com* 
forts U) externals 'y fhe feldom, therefore, 
appeared in thofe cirefts, except in re- 
turning morning viftts, or paying her 

otca- 
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♦ccafional refpcfls to thofe who patro- 
nized her in her profefllon. To her friends 
/he was cordiaj, affable, and polite, and 
did the hono;jrs oi her table with very be- 
coming hofpitality and attention. 

Her converfation partook as little of 
the Stage as any performer we ever knew j 
and yet when the lubjecf was afloat 
amongfl intelligent peribns, flie gave a 
very good opinion both of plays and 
players, but with a relervt “ that never 
once (Utftepped the medefty of nature.’’ 
Indeed, her difpofition to fpeak t^cII of 
every body was univerfal, and flie had 
this delerved chara<fter from her fiiends, 
her neighboins, her fervants, and from 
all who knew her. 

She was regular in the whole of her 
condu6l — in hei devotions, her charities, 
her hours, and in all her domcflic con- 
cerns j fhe ke})t her accounts herlelf, 
which fhe generally fettled weekly, and, 
like nioft people who are their own flew- 
ards, fhe felt the benefits, and her tradei- 
nien the punctuality, of this cuiduCl:. 
But the tniefl tell: of a well-fpent life, 
and “ that wliich fliould accompany its 
clofei as honour, love, obedience, txoops 
of friends,” fhe enjoyed to a degree which 
was as giatiiying to fee as it is now 
gratifying to relate. 

From the flrfl to the laft hour of her 
illneis, crowds of perfons of all lanks 
weie found at her door, inquiiing the 
fate of her health with the mofl anxious 
fldicitude. She was attended eiitiieiy by 
her jh^ants^ who would fufler no 
common nuife tender to approach her, 
but wiioL'ok the chaige ol fitting up 
With her themfeives, and who executed 
this chaige with a leadinefs, a tender- 
nefs, and a lympathy, that at once be- 
fpoke the gocdnel's of the miftjefs, and 
the gratitude oi the domeflic. 

To rhei'e were added two ladies of her 
intimate acquaintance, who tlaily vllited 
1 er, and conttantly adininilferet^, or law 
adininiltered, to her the pre!criptions of 
her phyfician, accompanied with every 
degree of comfort and attention. One of 
thun in pfliilciilai deferves to be recoided 
as a fliiiilng example fetvale hi cndjhip 
in tliefe days of frivolity and diflipation. 
This lady, though in the bloom of youth 
and beauty, living much in the circles of 
fafliion, and in the pcfTeflion of a hand- 
fome fortune, not only gave her friend 
the tendeiefl affiduities by day, but fat 
up leveral nights witli her, luggefting 
evei*y degree of comfort and relief, and 
doing all the menial ofliccs of a fick 
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room 5 the three laft nights (he never ontc 
ftirred from her bedfide j nor did /he 
leave hei till death doled this melancholy 
feene fci ever. 

From this example let the Good and 
P^ntuf-ui be chexud Vvirh the pleafing 
hope ol luuing their deeds repaid them 
by the tender otfices oj fi icndjhip^ and the 
afft'dionate ngai ds of the Public ; Vvhilft 
t\\tpro/>d•A\^^\^>aln oj Dean m^y be tabght^ 
that without a n. trued ajftfhon tht 
numerous train of vifitors and domeftics 
aiebut the unfeeling pageants of cere- 
mony, and the pity or waijings of 3 
fick room the cant of intereft or hypo- 
Ci ily.

— Eafy 
addreis— exprefiive attention, and a na- 
tural familiar manner of fpeaking, which 
it requires years to attain to. Her

DEAR MADAM, 

“ I am greatly obliged to yffu for 
your polite letter, and I lincerely congratu- 
late both you and the Managers oi Drury- 
Lane Theatre upon your return to Eng- 
land and to them. You have, in niy 
opinion, afled very wifely to comeback, 
and cftablifh your theatrical chara6lcr in 
London. I have known ibme examples 
of ladies and gentlemen of our protelnon 
who have been allured, by large offers 
and other inducements, to ftay in Ii eland 
very much to their prejudice. Every 
nation has its peculiar taftc for dramatic 
performances, and yourg perfonneis are 
too often nnifled by lalle approbation. I 
mult therefore repeat it, that, taking me 
out ot the quelHon. you have aisled jti- 
dicioully to return to the old dramatic 
fchool, where the bufincls is more regu- 
larly conduced, and the iudgmtnt of 
plays and playeis is more certain, and lei's 
partially given by the audience. 

In lliort, I am fincereiy glad that you 
^re again amorgft us and I hope and 
trull: that you will have no caiile to re- 
pent. One thing I muft defire ot you j 
when you have any real gi ievance ( lor it 
will not be worth your ivhilc to be unealy 
at trifles), let me defire you either to 
fpeak or write to me about it, and I 
will either relieve y< u direcUy, or con- 
vince you of your mift-ke. This will 
be the beft way to prevent what has hap- 
pened for the future. 

“ Let me defire you to fend me a frclh 
lift of the parts you have played j the 
fuller the better ; be plealed to mark 
them as you yourlclf feel your merit in 
them —your fa vou I lies No. 1 , the next 
», and io on. Let me have a complete 
lift as foon as polTible, that I may look 
it over, and confider the bufinefs for youy 
and our own ^ntereft. Jf you would 
add tke parts you wduid wiih to play, 
not yet ftudiedl^y you, I Ihall perhaps he 
more prepared to Ihew my regard as oc- 
cafions reafonably offer ; though you muft 
not expeil: to perform half the charaders. 
you may pu^ down $ yet as I Ihall always 
regard you for the future (the little ne-

I 
will not iulpew^ that flie had the weaknefa 
of preferring the daughter’s part for her 
youth, becaufc die muft know the world 
too well not to be fenfible that nothing 
makes the middle age fo apparent as ap- 
pearing in too juvenile a light. 

* ** It I am not much rnillakcnj Madam, 
when you hear the Play read you will be 
llruck with the opportunities the Coun- 
tefs's part will give you of exerting the 
variety oi your abilities. Devotion and 
jeaioufy contralled are. not all : there is 
conjugal and maternal tcndeinefs too, 
very diiferent lhades, as you know, 
Madam ; there is fovereign dignity, and 
the philofophic command of pride in 
wifhing to wave that dignity.

manner. The circumllance of a man's 
not Iceing iluiing this temporary darknels 
beyond a Itone’s throw appears to the 
ingenious Eflayilt a mean idea, coin- 
aicd with that which, he jaysy Pope 
as fubftituted in its ftead, “ the diffi- 
culty which the Ihepherds expeiience ci 
liirveying their flocks." On luch a point 
how are we to determine ? By w’^hat cir- 
terion are we to decide ? Talle is lb 
vague and capricious, that 1 am always 
dilpofed t j miltrull my own ; efpecially 
when it runs counter to the opinion ot a 
writer, who has Ihewn lb much accuracy^ 
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4if dlio-lmination and cntUal perfpicacity 
in his valuublc ElTay. Ltt it, howeyti, 
l>e allcvvtd hik to txamine the paliage 
'witliwnt prc udice or partblit)' by the 
ckabhfiitd niles of ciiticilm. I he Poet, 
au is uiual with him, iUuttratts his lUb- 
by the molt common an^ tamiliar 
circuroltances. Amongft thefe that of 
throwing a ftone Items, no doubt, lufH- 
cientiy trivial and unimportant. The 
Inilineis ot a fheplurd Turi eying his flock 
does not appear very far exalted above the 
common tracks of life. Does the mean- 
nels^ot the idea ccnllft in the ad ? ir in 
the iridrument employed ? Would the 
thouglit be rai.'ed to a proper degree oi 
elevation ? if, iniUad oi a nene, the dife 
of javelin were lublUtuted : ihelhwere 
warlike inftniments, which heroes uied 
in their martial games and cxeici:cs : or 
rather, does not much of the offence, which 
ffrikes i’o forcibly on this elegant writer's 
tifeiings, arile moie tiorn the expreilion 
than the thought ? He leems in his prole 
verfion purpoiely to have lowered the dic- 
tion, that rope on companion may ap- 
pear to greater advantage. Allow me 
to render the lints with ei.]ual fidelity 
to the text, and more juftice the Au- 
tlior. 

As Notus iheds a raid on the taps 
of the mountains, unirlendly to the 
ihepherds, but more favuiabic to the 
thief than even night itl'elf ; during which 
Cempcraiy gloom a man cannot ice far- 
ther than he can throw a Ifone." 

In oidcr to eltimate their ^e^pe^\ive 
merits mi^re accurately, let Pope’s tranf- 
lation be taken out of rhyw and metre, 
amd complied with, that given above. 

“ Thus when Notus Iheds a night of 
vapors on the heads of the mountains, the 
xnitfs gilding Ivviitly invade the dulky 
fields, which (mills) are more grateful 
to thicvcS than tlu; midnight lliude j dur^ 
ing which time thclwains fcarcely J'urvcy 
their feeding flocks, which are loll and 
contuled as the day grows thicker,” 

I will not teaie y^u with captious ex- 
ceptions to particuhi exprefu.ms. Take 
the w'hoic together and tell me. Does 
there really appear to you fo much ad- 
vantage on the pirl; of Pope, as the in- 
genif us P.ffayilt feems to difeover ^ The 
co nparllon, perhaps it may be laid, is 
rot fairly inditut^l. By confronting the 
two pieces in tf is ferm Pope is dcpiived 
of h’.s clura^lerlthc excellence, the channs 
of ins ieducing veriificaLieu. Jf this 
fhouii be infifted on in Pope’s behalf, 1 
wUI adventuie one c<>uplet, merely to let 


forth the circttmfiance in as 

voiable a light as I can j 

Teyjror t»; t oro» iTTi 

No further now can pierce the ftraining eye* 
Than fiom the hand a done proje^ed flics, 

I have hitherto confidered ^is admired 
pafTage, and the improvements which 
Pope is faid to have made on the original, 
under the fame form, as the ingenious 
Eflayift appears to have viewed it. But 
I cannot diimi's the fubjc6f without re- 
marking, that in the warmth of his ad- 
miration he has been betrayed into an 
extraordinaiy error. Pope has not ex- 
changed the qffcniiirfr unum/hinct; for a 
br.Mtty^ he has dropped it altogether, 
without lubftituting any thing whatlbevcr 
in its dead. The })hin 1‘entiment, limply 
exprefied in the Greek text by three words 
a-WAcscriy ar* is indeed not ealily 

dilcovered amidlt the heap of extraneous 
matter, with which it is encompafled in 
the Englilh verfion. Yet certainly it fs 
this plain fentiment, which Pope meant 
to convey by his wcidy interpietation, 
extended through a whole couplet; though, 
as appr.iis by the midake of iheingenioui 
Eflayilf , under tliis dbguil'e it isnot known 
again for the lame. Now ii'mere crnilli&n 
be confuicred as Ibgreatan impiovtment, 
Pope in this inftance only lhares the ho- 
nor with another cf lefs note, who has 
given us the firlf three books of the Iliad 
in vtrfc. He too, with equal delicacy of 
feeling, has had the addrefs to drop the 
offending at cumjlonct : 

And as a mouniain-imfl glides o’er the plains, 
Friend to the thieves, but fatal to the fwains ; 
When hazy flcjts the dillant view confounJ ; 
So the ttiick cioud rofe daik'ning froai the 
giound. Travers. 

On the whole, whatever beauty the in- 
genious Eri'uyid may lee in thefe lines of 
Pope, hail not too much been facrificed fo 
obtain it ? Can you think a tranflator 
juftilied In giving fo different a caft to 
the original compofition ^ in altering fo 
materially the chara61eriftlc features of 
the piece ^ and pjelenting an image fo fo- 
reign, and be inng lb little refemblance of 
the model, which he profefl'es to copy ? 
The ingenious EiTayift lays it down as the 
fil'd law of tranflation, that it ftouW 
give arc;r/V/v//’/«f tranlcriptof the original.’ 
On tliis lundarneinai law I will venture 
to reft whatever you have heard from rn® 
on thefe fubjei^’?. Adieu, O.

Your thiid obiervation on 
Mr. Vaillant’s in coi 1 effing many irrors m Natuuil HijioryySv'iW 

be exemplified in two or three Inltances. 

I do not find that you take notice of a very general prejudice that has prevailed 
againd this Author’s veraciiy. Travellers in this paiticular, more perhaps than 
in any other, experience a Icvcre, and lometimes an uni ealonablc judgment. 


rnO determine the exafl boundaries be- 
tween truth and falfhoed, in what i ; 
derived from human tefiimony, is btyoi d 
the attainment of human wildom. Whe- 
ther he believe too little, or too much, 
the hearer and the reader is equally liable 
to miltake. Nothing, fays iome one, is 
moic ufuuloHS than itiOi'adiix } and the 
knovA'ledge of him who only IndieMs what 
he has been able to obleivc hnnlclf, will 
be nelOiei certain nor ci-inpiehcnfive. 
There was a time when the Ahttrof^o- 
phagj of Travt»Mer6 wereclafl'ed among the 
Giants d^ntXFuv i! soi Romance j and even 
in the prelent day exiraordinaiy culiems 
or octui rences aie often rejefled as '.ton- 
dosf though, in other refpefls, not clei- 
lituLe of maiks of authenticity. Per- 
haps it IS the beft objeffion to the hen- 
eattis in Shaw, and in Biuee to the 
feeders on living flefli, that the like h.»d 
been never leen 01 related before. 

What part, or whether any, of Mr. 
Le Vnillant’s nai nation be unwoithy of 
the Readei’s credit, he mult determine 
for himlelf. I>.ffLrt.ut jJtrlciis, as Mr. 
Locke obftrves, will uie difierent niea- 
lures of probability. Lei linn not, hovv- 
tjver, fiiget to dilcriinmaie btrwten the 
fxt) ao-iduiaty and the nicrCihblt j for 
that which is extiaordinary in one litua- 
tion may excite in another rather lur- 
rife nor curiofity. Let me be permitted, 
ovvever, to obferve to moie fcrupulous 
and wary readers, that tlie prefent work 
Is not near lo fertile in maivelloiis tran- 
faflions as the former Travels of our 
Authoi on the African coall. I agiee 
with you in thinking, that it is equally 
moral, animated, and inftrudivc. 

The Introdu6\ion, which, with the Dedi- 
cation and Preface, confiff s of 50 pages, re- 
fers chiefly to local and tempoi ary concerns 
at the Cape of Good Hope \ the only I’ubjeft 
treated that is generally interelting 1 dates 
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to t:- perlinen^smadeby our Author on the 
])oWt*i different animals poffels of endur- 
ing abfiinence from food tor a great length 
of' time. He found that a large garden 
Ipuler, inclolcd under a glais bell, faf- 
tened round the bottom with cement, 
continued ten months together without 
nouiilhmcnt, and duiing the whole pe- 
riod vigorous and alert. The only 
ahtration it appeared to fuftain was a 
diiiiinution in its bdly, from the fite of 
a nut to that of the head of a pin. Ano - 
thei Ipidei of the fame kind being placed 
along with it, the original inhabitant, 
after a long conflict, dellroyed and de- 
voiirtd the Granger, and loon afler be- 
came as plump as at the firft moment of 
its confinement. 

It appeared, by a comparifon of the 
effecl on the Itomach of animal and ve- 
getable food, that the fonner was much 
betier adapted for the pn.iongation of 
life. Two IpaiTows, of the lame age, 
and In equally good condition, were re- 
duced by the want ofnourilliment to fucli 
a date of Vvcakncls, that neither of them 
wa> kliic to take wbat was offered them. 
Snne bi idled Itidswtie then forced down 
tht till oat of one c f them, and of the 
other a little ndneed fiefh. Li a few mi- 
KiUes the latter v/as quite wtH, and 
tcrmei, two hours after, died. 

Of the aiaulements, and mode of edu- 
cation, of ihe African children, the fol- 
lowing particulars are mentioned in the 
fiift volume, wdiich, as they allb deferibe 
a new method of killing fmall animals, 
I think interefting. 

“With the Africans, the only amufe- 
ment the children know ferves at t-he 
fame time a$ the commencement of their 
education. 

“It is cuilomary, when the cart cr 
waggon belonging to a planter is not em- 
ployed, to leave it in tiie open air by the 

I i l>da 
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fide of the houfe. As foon as the chil- 
dren can climb to the board that lervcs 
for a feat, they place themlelves upon it, 
and, with a whip in their hands, exer- 
clic themielves in commanding the oxen, 
.which are fup*>ofed to be preient, calling 
them by their names, Ihiking the place 
of any one that is thought not to obey 
with fufficient readinel's 5 in a word, in 
directing the courfe of the w»aggon, in 
making it turn, go on, or rccefle, pre- 
clfely as they wiSi. After having fuc- 
ceffively handled, in this manner, whips 
fuited to their age, they ariive at laft to 
the management of a bamboo, nicely ta- 
pered, filtetn or fixteen ttet in length, 
w'ith a thong at the end ot it fUll longer; 
aud with tins inlh'ument thty can ftrike, 
at the diilarue of 11101 e than tvv'enty-five 
feet, a pebble that is pointed out to them, 
or a piece o^ money thrown upon the 
ground. I already mentioned a 

plcafunt amiiimient ot tins kind, which 
one of the Slahtr.s piocaftd me, who fin- 
gltd out, with altoiulnnig addrefs, among 
a multitude of bird.s, luch individuals 
as I was de!l rolls of haling, ^wanpool 
.tlfo, the companion of my journey, 
would l'^*l(lom mils a partridge flying; 
-nd, r.otwithflanciirg his age, applied 
his whi]‘ with fo much force, that in one 
«f our exc.’ihons I law him ftrike, per- 
ftcUy dr id, a duck, of a much laiger 
fpccioi than the common one of Europe.” 
i Though the Author of this Article is 
v;i'ling to allow a inpeilority of ndroit- 
ncls to the lavages of Africa, when com- 
with the inhabitants of civilized 
fcunthes, yet hec(.uld have wilhtd that 

our Author has enlarged his duck 
beyond the mealure of Pliiropcan magni- 
tude, he had allb defcriliel, with rnoie 
prcc ife minutenel’s, the mode by which 
the artift, vjjth thr Uifo wirtly cj a 'u.’Zv/, 
could lb inftantaneoufly deftroy it. 

At page 74. there a;c three curious and 
wc'lJ-authenticated inflances of the power 
of farcmationexcrrt*d by ierpents towards 
the objects of their food, and even man 
iilmrelf. 7 'helc I am the more willing 
to believe, as I mifelf have been wit- 
tofimilar encigies put forth by a cat 
towards birds. For u more pailicular 
ratiation of tbefe lingular phenomena in 
Naiuul lllftorv, the Kvaaer is refened 
to the work at large, as the extradU have 
been already anticipated In a f'oimer Ma- 
gazine. 

Our Author drrcrlbes, in lively co- 
h’urs, the clcorio with v/hich he adven- 
tured on his lirlt expedition of the new 
'I'ravels to exph.iie the African coaft. 


The Reader will, probably, not be lining 
tcrefled in the detail of his retinue, 

“ On the i4.tK I made a general inufler 
of my equipage and my people. Includ- 
ing the vvitcofKhas, and my Inlpe^tor- 
general Swanpool,! had all together nine- 
teen perfons, thirteen dugs in high con- 
dition, one male and ten female goats, 
three horlcs, of which two, handioincly 
caparifoned, were thole given me by 
Boers } three milch cows, thirty-fix 
draft oxen for my three waggons, tour- 
teen for relays, and two to can y the bag- 
gage* of my Hottentots. Thele fifty head 
of horned cattle weie fuilicilnt lor tlie 
piefent fervice ; but I meant to incicale 
them as it fliould become ncceilary, and 
as I advanced farther from the colony, 
when in the way of barter I fliould be 
able to purchafe them at a clieaper rate. 
The cock that in my fii ft journey (i#e 
the former Travels of theAuthoi) had 
afforded me intervals of plealuie, lug- 
geftccl the idea of having one again, anfl| 
that it might be happier than rnv other 
hud been, I gave it a mate, Lafliy, for 
my anuilenicnt, and I may alio lay loi 
fociety, I took my ape Kets ; Kces, who, 
chained up during my abode at the Cape, 
had apparently lolt his gaiety, but who, 
from the moment he regained his liberty, 
gave himfelf up to fports and antics that 
were extremely diverting. 

“ Such was the company I afToriated 
with in my eaiterpriie, and which I had 
conceived to be nectflaiy, cither to inlure 
its I'uccels, or tor the purpole of atfoiding 
me feme plealant lelaxatiotis.** 

Towards the dole of the Fiift Volume 
there is a vvondtTful efcapeof (>ur Author 
from the danger of drowning, incrolling, 
on a ratt drawn by Hottentots, tlit 
Q^’etr-boom, an extreridy broad and 
lapidiiier. The dangir was much in- 
cie.ifed by M. Le Vaillant’s inability to 
fwim, and his being incumbered befidel 
by his powtk-T flalks and two fulees. 
For a moment his fituatlon appeared 
h'^pdr-fs, as the flieam was conveying 
them viith an iirefiltihle cm rent towards 
the lea. The vigorous and perfeverini 
exertions of his Hottentots at Lift landcp 
him in laftty. 

In the beginning of his tour into the 
country of the greater Nlmiquas, our 
Author obierved a cuiious circnmflajjrt 
in Natural Ililiojy. I will recite it io 
his c*wn woidv, : 

Every lln*c I difeharged my pK*® 
at theie (the fpring bark) antslopA# 
their rumps immediately, and at 
fame momeiitj ail became white 

. tho/li 
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♦hofe thmifandsof red backs flying before 
inc, fonned, as it were, one ilieet of 
fhow, which letmed di/played only to 
dilappt*ar again in an inliant.” 

“ I liave already fpokcn of that An- 
gular property of the ipiing-back ante- 
lope. winch has the faculty of changing 
at will the colour of its rump, which is 
red, and of nntkir.g it fuddenly become 
white, as if by h kind of enchantment. 

A phenomenon of this nature prelents 
at lirli to themind fomethlng marvellous ; 
it IS, liowevcr, llri6tly true, and may be 
cafdy comprehended after the following 
txpLinaiion. 

'File long thick hair which covers 
the rump of the Ipnng-back antelope is, 
in gentral, of atawjieyhue . but tlurngh 
it appeals to be eiitiiely of that colour, 
it is only thefurface that Is i tally lb, for 
underneath it is of a pure white, and In 
its natiiial lituation this part is entirely 
concealed : now all the hair on the rump 
grows rium a ftrong tilfuc of miilcnlar 
lil-res, by means of which the animal 
can, at j)Iediure, extend or confra6f the 
Ikiii i lo that, wdicn extended, the upper 
hair Is laid flat to the right and left, and 
that below only, wh’ch is perfectly white, 
iwiuains expo fed to view, and even covers 
the leit. I cannot better defcribe this 
opeiaiion, than by comparing it to the 
a6Hon of opening and fliutting a book 
placed on its back..'” 

Mr. Le V, remarks on the prodigious 
nuilriplication of tiiefe antelopes, not- 
withllanding tlie country they inhabit is 
inlelied with carnivorous animals, that 
the herd he hud roukd, in a very rap.d 
couiie, employed thice hours to pals the 
dtfile. 

The account of a Rhinoceros Hunt, 
tlvmpji it be lomewhat lonsif, is too f.n- 
gulai and iritLielling to be Withheld from 
the Read.er. 1 w-ill endeavoui, there- 
fore, to abridge it, without omittingany 
impoi tant circuniltance. 

“ One day Klaas came in great hafte 
to my tent to inform me, that he had 
ohi'trved, at fome dlllance from my camp, 
two ihmoceroills, Ifanding quietly dole 
to each other in the middle of the plain. 
To attack two luch formidable enemies 
it was nccelTary to ufe great precaution, 
and that we fliould approach them infuch 
a manner as they might neither lee nor 
imeU us. I gave mylelf up, therefore, 
t'9 the entile diredion of my lavages, 
and we fet out armed alike with a good 
fufee, I caufed two of my llroiigcft 
^Qgs to be led in a lealli, in order tint 
t hey might be let loofc oiuheihincccrollcs 
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In cafe it Ihould be necelTary. We vircre 
obliged to take a long circuit to gain the 
lee lide of them, left they ihouid imell 
us ; and we rear bed the rivei under cover 
of the large trees which grew on its 
banks 

As one of thefc animals was much 
larger than the other, I iuppoled them 
to be a male and lemale. Mutionlcis, 
by the fide of each other, they Ifood with 
their noles to the wind, and, conic., 
quently, prefented to us their lumps. I 
v/as giving Ibme orders to my company, 
when Jenker, one ol my H jttentots, 
reqiicfted that I w^oiild permit him to at- 
tack the two animals alone, as a hi- 
kruypar, 

I have before obferved, that iij 
Afiica it is impofliblc to get \yithin ruadi 
of certain w’lid animals but by creeping 
on the belly. Thole wlK/ha\c acquiied 
this irt arc c illcd Ar/r-’d/my. As Jcnkcr’s 
propolal coujd not imp'.'ic our general 
plan, I granted his lequcft. He then 
Ifripped himielt naked, and, taking bis 
fufee, pioctcdcd towards the animals, 
creeping on his belly like alerpent. 

In the maan time, I pc'irucdout to 
my hunters the ditlereiit p-ifts they had 
to occupy. As for me, I remained on 
the Ipot where I was, with two Hotten- 
tots, one of whom Ikld my hoile, and 
the other my dogs ; but, to avoid bejng 
feen, wc polled ouifelves bthind a bufli. 
JcMiker dowdy advanced, with his ejes 
fixed on the two monlfeis. If he faw 
them turn their heads lie flopped, and 
remained motlonlefs. One would have 
taken him for a laige flone j and in this 
relpei^l 1 niyfelf w'as deceived. He con- 
tinued ciecping, with various interrup- 
tions, for moil than an hour. At length

of euphorbia, whith was only tw'u hmi- 
dred paces from the animals. Being 
then certain he was concealed, he role 
up, and made preparations fur firing. 

1 waited with impatience for the report 
of his gun j and was told by the Hot-i 
tentot who flood near me, that Jenker 
could not fire till one c t the ihinocerofles 
diould turn round, that he might. If polA- 
ble, take aim at its head. 

“Preientiy, the largefl of the two hav- 
ing looked behind, was hmnediatcly 
fired at ; being wounded, he lent forth a 
horrid cry, and, followed by tlie female, 
ran furiouily towards the place from 
which the nifife had proceeded. Jenker 
threw himfelf down with his belly on the 
ground, and they p. flpd dole by hii fido 
without perceiving him, and came. 

X i 2 , llraight 
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ftraight towards me, X prepared rayfelf 
to receive them } but my dogs became lb 
reftlel's on their approach, that, being 
unable to check them, I ordered them to 
be let loofc, and encouraged them to the 
attack. 

When the animals faw this, they in- 
Hantly turned afidc and picceeded to- 
wards another of thehuntcis placed in 
ambuihj d'rom whom they received a I’c- 
cond fire, and then to another, from 
■whom they received a third. My dogs, 
on the otlicr hand, harrafild thtin pro- 
digioufly, which ftill encreafed their 
rage. * They kicked at their pnrlucis in 
the moft terrible manner, ploughed up 
the plain with their horns, and digging 
furrows in it feven or eiglit inchjs in 
depth, threw aiound them a Ihowcr of 
pebbles and ftenes. 

During this time we all kept ap- 
proaching tolurround them moie clolely. 
This rendered them completely luiioiis. 
The male, however, liidclenly Itopped, 
and turning round to attack the dogs, 
cr.dtavourcd to rip up their bellies with 
his Imin j and while he was engaged in 
purluing tlKin, the funalc cjiiittcd him 
and m'ide licr efcane. 

Her flight was a fortunate clicum- 
flance. for we tliouul have hccn iniicli 
embaiTrifTcd with t vo lucli ivimkLHe 
adveif.aico. Without the aflUtance of 
the d.^gs we Ihculd not liive been able 
to combat, but with great luiran., the 
une that remained. The blood) tiaces 
which he left wdiertvcr he went an- 
nc-unced that he ‘nd itceived m<ic than 
cxie wound j but he dtfv.ndtd luinkif with 
the greater obflinacy. 

“ After a fruitlci’s attack, which con- 
tinued for knie time, he began to retreat, 
and leenied defin^us or gaining forric 
buflics, with a view of finding flieltcr, 
or to prevent his being harialu-d but jn 
front. In ord.er to difippoint him, I 
rulhcd tov/ards the place, and made a 
fign to the two luinleis ncareft me to ad- 
vance thither aho. lie v/as only thiity 
paces from us wlicn we took poflclTicn of 
the poll j ree ndingiy wc all at the fame 
inflant dilcharged (Uir three fliots j he 
inrtautly iell, and was never after able to 
rife. 

Though mortally wounded, the ani- 
mal ftlll continued to defend himklf 
when lying on the ground, as he had 
done when on his legs. With his feet 
he threw aruui.d him heaps of ftones, 
and neither we nor our d jgs durlt venture 
to approach him. I wilhed to put an 
cud to his torment by firing one more 


ball, but my people intreated me td 
delift. 

“ I have already faid, that all the fa- 
vage tribes, and even the pcojile at the 
Cape, fet a high value on the di ied blood 
of the rhinoceros, to wliich they aferibe 
great virtues in the cure of ceitain dif- 
orders. This animal had loll: a great 
deal by his wounds. It was with much 
regret that they faw the earth moiftened 
with it around him } and they w’ere ap- 
prehenfive that a new wound would in- 
creafe that lofs. 

<< Scarcely had the animal bieathed 
his laft, when the Hottentots all ap- 
proached with eagernefs in order to cclleiSl 
the bloc>d. I had approached the body 
alio, but with a different defign, to mea- 
liire and examine it. The favages of the 
horde allured me it was one of the largeft 
of its Iptcies. I, however, did not be- 
lieve them, as its piincipal horn was only 
nine-een inches three lines in length — I 
had leen horns much longer. The height 
of the animal was feven ft ct five inches, 
and its length, from the fnout to the root 
of the tail, eleven feet fix inches.” 

Mr. Le V. mentions an extraordinary 
faculty pofliffed by the HoUentois, of 
diicovei ing water conctaled in the bowels 
of the earth. One tribe, the Kouroucifias, 
do this by the fight. They throw them- 
lelyes fiat on the ground, take a diftant 
view, ard if the ipace their eye traverfes 
hid^s any lubttrrancan Ipiing, they rile 
and point to the (pot. They difeover it 
by an ttheieii and lubtile exhalation, 
which evap-orates fioin cvciy current of 
warer, when not fur.k to loo rieat a 
depth. With legat'd to pools, their 
evaporation is mere icnl'ble, and is dil- 
Cv.-verahlc even when behind .-m eminence} 
and the vapours ol tlicftie ius anil liveis 
are io didiUcHy marked, that all their 
iinuof‘ties may be tuced. Our'ha^vd' 
lit acquired this faculty from his com- 
panioi.s to a certain extent, fo as to be 
able to dillingiii/h water at the diftance 
of three hundred paces. 

Mr. Le V. in one of his excurfions 
dTcovered about a dozen zebras, aiulwas 
t( rtunate enough, by the help of his 
dogs, to fecure one, which was a female. 

ventured upon her back, having Ib- 
' euicdhimfelt trom hertecth by a muzzle, 
and alter a (light rehflanct-, lels than that 
of a colt the firft time of belrg mounted, 
llie proceeded quietly with her rider for 
more than a league, to the houfe whither 
the party was going. This trial fo far 
fatisfied Mr. Le V. that he thought 
of keeping her for riding, had not her 

woiauds 
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wounds been toe large, from the bite of 
the dogs, to promife a fpeedy cure. Our 
Author rcufons from this la£l on the 
pofTibility of training the zebra, and en- 
deavours to refute the argument that might 
be taken from theweakncls occafioncdby 
her wounds, which miglit render her more 
manageable and docile. He ttates the 
difteicnce, in this relpe<5f, between do- 
piejUc animals and thofe in a ftate of na- 
ture j the former of which bear blows, 
and even wounds, with confiderable pa- 
tience, while the latter are only rendered 
by acute pain moie ungovernable and fu- 
rious. I think there is much truth in this 
didinflion. 

After a long abfence from water, our 
Author delcnbes, in animated and glow- 
ing colouis, his arrival at the Great 
Kiver. 

“ It was not long before I heard the 
noife of flowing water toward the North 
Weft. This lound, which announced 
Gur fafety, made my heart leap for joy, 
ami my people involuntarily uttered a 
fliout of gladnels. A iecond time our 
pains were on the point of being ended, 
and I fliould at length fee a river * For 
fince we quitted that of the Ele- 
phants, I had found nothing but the beds 
of periodical ftieains, either completely 
dry, or containing a few puddles ofltag- 
nant muddy water. The more fpeediiy 
to enjoy Inch an agreeable fight, I mount- 
ed on horieback with Kiaas, and rode 
towards the place to which the noile 
dire6le(l me. All thofe of my people 
who were not employed about the vi'ag- 
gons btgun to run with me, and my ?pe, 
iny dogvS, ar.d indecvl every one cl my 
ani.p lis that was at libtity, fetofF at the 
fame tirne. .We puflied on, belter Ikel- 
ter, contending wlio flioukl firft reach the 
fpot. However, I futrered my ani:.,rtls 
to precede me a lew paces, cfiain that 
thcii imell and their inftinil would lead 
nie by the Ihorteit load. The baikings, 
the cries, the tranfports of this gallop- 
ing crew, rekmbled a troop of bacchanals 
rather than a company ot famiflied tra- 
vellers. I lhared the joy of every indi- 
vidual, A thoufand confuftd lentimcnts 
agitated me at once, and my eyes were 
filled with involuntary tears. Few men 
earth have iulilred pains equal to 
niinc, but then tew have experienced iuch 
c^<juifite plcaliire. 

“ My hril ftep when I arrived at the 
water was to leap into it, that I might 
and refrefh my limbs while I was 
'jUenching my thirft. 'I'hus I fatisfied 
*'*•0 urgent wants at once, and- my peo- 
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pie, and all my animals,* did the fame,^^*’ 

The hiftoiy of travellers over deleft 
regions muft be a hiftory of the chacf. 
The game of which Mr. Le Vaillaftt 
fpeaks with the ^rcateft delight, is the 
camelopard, or giraffe, and the day on 
which he obtained one of them he ac- 
counted the happieft of his life. 

I commenced my chace,” fays our 
Author, “ at fun-rife, and after walking 
fome hours perceived feven giraffes^ 
which my dogs inftantiy attacked. Sit 
took flight together, the leventh, inter- 
cepted by my dogs, fled a different way. 

I followed him full fpeed , but, in Ipite 
of the exertions of my horle, the giraffe 
ib far ou'tftripped me, that on turning ft 
little hill he was out of fight, and I gav« 
up the purluit. The dogs, however* 
foon came up with him, and he ftopped 
to defend himlclf. I heard them bark 
with all their ftrength, and conclndinjf 
they had the animal at bay, fpiirrcd mj 
horle towards them. 

<< I had fcarce turned the hillock, when 
I perceived him furrounded by the dogs^ 
and endeavouring, byfoicible kicks, to 
drive them ofl'. I had only the trouble 
to alight, and brought him to the ground 
with a fingle ftiot. While I was looking 
for my people, one of them appeaicdf 
and made ligns to me, which at firlt I 
did not underftand. Looking towards 
the fpot to which he pointed, I perceiv- 
ed, with furprize, a giralTe ftandi ng un- 
der a large ebony tiee, and alTiiled by 
my dogs. It w;is the one I had juft be- 
fore lliot, which had, in reality, recfi- 
veied itklf j but the moment I was p;r- 
pariug to Are at it a lecor.d time, it 
dropped down diad." 

Mr. Le V. on to relate the tran- 
fports with which his mind was over- 
whelmed in tills acquiiition to tiie lioies 
of Natural Hiftory. lie enters minutely 
into the precautions which he took t»’ 
preferve the Ikin cniiic and undamaged, 
and he has brought it to Eurc']>e. He 
would alfo have itutfedit, fo as to exhibit 
a faithful reprefentaiion of it in its na- 
tural date, were not the apartments of* 
an individual too low for the placing of 
fuch an •noimous animal. 

Our Author dilcovers upon all occa- 
iions a ftrong partiality for his Afi ican 
friends, which, in general, conjfidcring 
their hofpltality and fidelity to him, i« 
net only excufablje, but laudable} but in 
fome inliarxes this partirdiiy fliews itfelf 
fo plainjy in oppofition to truth, that' I 
wonder how it could have elcapcd the 
oblervation even of Mr. Le V. himfelf.

lay extended in their huts. Such of the 
Knirde) adds he, as had fuppoicd them-

tJie South, to avoid its influence. It is 

S rtcifely in this place, which leems 
Ite worft chofen in the book, that Mr. 
Le V. chufes to vindicate lavage nations 
A'om the acculhtion of abantiotung> in 
their emigrations, old and infirm pe) jons^ 
are not in a condition to follow them. 
Avery honourable inftance of our Au- 
thor’s friendly attention to the diflrerte^ 
#if the ravages occurs in his hazardous 
Itud fuccefstul attempt to dillcdge from 
tn impenetrable thicket, a family of 
lions, which had greatly annoyed one of 
tiwir encampments. I will mention the 
^lore maleiial circumllances of this oc- 
currence, which alfo fliews the \ifual 
‘method in Africa of afiailuig thole for- 
midable beads. 

FwU of hope and confidence in my 
'£rc-arni>, the chief it*quclK'd me to em- 
ploy my weapons to ileliver them from 
fbch a fcouigc. 7 he circumltance of 
ibc Irons hiving y^'ung ones rendered 
the attack a buiincts of no Imall danger. 
'I'he'H' 3 nimai.>, at all times fcrmulable, 
•have, at luth periods, a tierccnei's tlm 
rjofhingiAn refill. Ncvertlulclo 1 pio- 
mifed to attack Mifm tjK next day. At 
break of-eUwn the men of the horde wex'e 
rcadv armed ndrli aiiows and allagnys, 
and waifed my ciders to piocecd to the 
:.track. 1 he-ud the Hill gro’.'vling 
in their ftrong hold, bnt the inciealing 
light fcon filenrtd thtm. 

“ The thicket was about t'vo hundred 
pace'* long and llx'ty wide. It cc( upud 
i Iprt lurk lo*vei th.m the ad|:iccnt 
ground. As it was unfilc to attack 
ih‘Je beafts iu their intiencliments, all 
^har remained was to tempt them out of 
their fbrt. I thereiore placed ray markf- 
l^nenaIKl the other lavages upon the erai- 
r.er. res all round the wood, fo that the 
lions Ihould be unable to reach the plain 
without being perceived. 

‘‘ None of the lavages daring to enter 
the wood, we rclolved to force all tlio 
cxen of the horde into it. Accordingly^' 
when' we wt;ie at our pofls, with our 
guns ready to £re, we drove the oxen 
before us, ccmpelling thtm by voices 
anti blows to enter flie thicket. The 
exc-n, feenting tlieir enemies, foon ruflied 
back with atfi ight ; but our cries, thje 
barking of the dog^ and the report of 


our piftols, compelled them to re-enter 
the thicket, which they did in a fort of 
fury, joining one another, and bellowing 
in a fearful manner. 

'I'he lions, on their fide, werercufed 
at the fight of danger, and their rjige 
Vented itlelf in dreadful roars. This 
hideous ci.ncert continued groat part of 
the morning, and we began to del’pair 
of 1‘uccefs, when fuddcnly I heard, on 
the fide oppedite lo me, piercing cries, 
inltantly followed by the report of a gun. 
Shouts of joy immediately fucceecied : 
I ran to the place, and found the lionefs 
expiring, Klaas, who was ftationed at 
that poll, bad Ihot her through the belly. 
Her dugs were Iwelled and pendant, 
which indicated ft\e had young ones. It 
came into my head to employ her carcale 
for the purpoie of enticing them out of 
the thicket. With this view 1 ordered 
it to be drawn to a certain diftance. We 
retired about thirty paces horn the car- 
cafe, ready to fire it the animals advanced. 
But my thatagemwas unluccefsful. The 
whelps, indeed, imeaiy at not leeing their 
mother, lan about the thicket growling 
on all fides. The male, too, redoubled 
hisioarings and hii* rage : We faw him 
fora moment appear at the edge of the 
thicket, his eyes Iparkling, his mane 
ere<M» and la/hirg his lides with his tail. 
He was out of fhut of jny carbine, and 
one of my markniicn, polttd near, filed, 
and imfied him j at this he retired, and 
appeared no mere. The lun w.is now 
declining, and the fpert was becoming 
dangiro’jto ; I deemed it, tlureforc, piii- 
dent to defer our final vjdory till iIk* 
next day. 

** 1 he favages conveyed the Jir reh; 
tothekiaal, for the purpofe of fealiinij 
cnlnr. She was four feet eight iniln-s 

fo the top of the Ihoulder, and eleven 
feet four inches long from the point ol 
the nofc to the cxtiemity of the tail. I 
had certainly not the lame defirc for it'i 
flelh as the reft of tlie guefts, yet I v^as 
induced to talle it, but found it inferior 
to that of the tiger. 

During the night I heard nolbln * 
either of the lion or the whelps, wliicll 
I aferibed to the noify mirth of my la- 
vages. There was another realbn for 
their filencc ; The male, aftVighted by 
the dangers he run, availed himfeif 
of the daikntfs of the night to retiie 
with his family, and in the morning, 
when we returned to the chace, we per- 
ceived the thicket deferted. Wc c.m- 
ficmlly advanced into it, and found 
the maiksoiily oftlje fpoil that had been 

• iiijdii 
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made by this hungry family} on all 
fides were feen bones lying in hea^s. I 
tinployed mylelf in tracing the footlicps 
of the lion and the whelps. The latter 
appeared to have been two in number, 
and at leaft equal to my great dog Yager, 
who was as high as my middle. To 
judge of the lion from the print of his 
foot, which was one- third larger than 
that of the lionefs, he muft have been of 
the largeft fize.’"'

that inquifitive race a noble opportunity 
of contempLiting its internal ^^vondeu, 
and advancing fur in the knowledge of 
miner ahy nietalsy geviSy and other pro- 
duclions of the fubterraneous woild. Of 
geovteuital knowledge alfo, no inconfi- 
derabie poition may fairly be alligned 
them, as being fo intimately coime^fed 
with aflroncmy and the mechanical arts, 
in which they ha<l evidently made fo 
great a proficiency.

I'he iubjcil of the ftcond Diffcrtationj 
ifated at Ungth, is an enquiry into the 
Commerce carried on in very remote ^ges 
by the Phrenicians, Carthaginians, and 
Greeks, with the Britifh Illands, for 
their ancient Jlaple of tin j and their ex- 
ten live harte^' of that commodity for 
thole of the Indian Continent ; the whole 
Cimlirmed by extra£ls from the Inftitutes 
of Menu, and interfperfed with ftriflures 
the origin and progrefs of navigation 
and Jbip- building in the Eaft, This 
enquiry is replete with cukiou;; and amu- 
ling literature j and with fcvcral lingular 
in natural hiftory. We are told, 
tliat in exploring the tin mines of the Caf- 
Jlterides and Cornwall, they exhibit in- 
licrnal teftimony of tlie remote^ almoft 
Va%, XXXI. Apru. i7>7* 
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of the incalculable period at which they 
have been wrought $ for in digging to 
the depth of fifty fathom, the miners 
frequcntljr meet with large timbei*» ftili 
entire. They are vulgarly fuppoiiMi to 
have been depofited there by the waters 
of the deluge ; but without going quite 
fo tar back ,in the annals ot time, Mr. 
M. thinks we may realonabiy enough 
conclude them to have been left tliere by 
Phoenician workmen, the props ard pil- 
lars of the exhaufted mines ; elpeciaiiy 
as we are told inChiidrey’s Natural Hil- 
tory, that pick^axes, brafs-nails, and 
other uten/ils, are found at the greatelt 
depths intermixed with tboj'e tim- 
ber^. Mr. M. fubjoins a very clear 
and particular account of the me- 
thod ot preparing tin in the mines of 
Cornwall, which, though divefied of 
technical phrafes, and as much abridged 
as the natuie of the fubje^t will admit, 
is too piolix tor our publication. We 
mull tlieiefoic refer our leaders for it to 
original work, .

The 
writers thus employed mult be mem in 
indifferent circumllances, we arc to pre- 
fume, otherwile fhey would not facrifice 
the hope of praife for the conveniency of 
money. It is poflible that fuch men may 
pcikls good natural parts as w'dl as ac- 
quired accomplifiiments j of which we 
have an indil'jiutcd infiance in Mr. Bad- 
cock, who IS now known to have been 
the author of a great part, at ieafi, of 
the Bampton Ledures, I'here is no 
fpecies of compofilion that requires 
greater tafic, judgment, and genius, than 
to iekd fixaii an innntnk vaiiely of ma- 
Iciials lucli paiticul'us as aie interefting 
to :i'I times and ages, to anange them in 
a deal order, and, without repetition, 
to involve them, under lubllrne and af- 
feding views, in one copious and ma- 
jelUc dream of narration. Docs it re- 
quire ’els power in the unfoitunute wri- 
tti, who is reduced to the neoeflity of 
compofing hifioiical works in the najn^ 
Oi another, undei the chilling damps of 
obfcuiityand poterty, than it would do 
under the genial influence cf fortune, and 
the animating hope of approbation and 
ap|)laule ? We particuUiizai hiftorical 
compolition, licctiufe it is to this that; 
our Authoi chitfiy lefcrs. But the fame 
quelHon may be jmt with regard to every 
other fpecies of conq)oriticai. It is by 
the com }Ki lit I on itfdl, not the circum- 
ftances of the writer, whether an'inymous 
or fi6Utioufly named, that his merit order 
merit is lo be determined. Dr. Johnfoii 
wrote a gieat vaiiety of pieces, and, 
among others, fermons, pleached, and 
perhaps, publifhed, by deig^mien. And 
ne faysj that “ a man may write at ajl 
times, and in all humours, if he will 
doggedly tp work j” that is, rniic his, 
faculties into dpc <^56ertion : which is cer- 
tainly true j yet Vaurien cor.fidcrs, 
anonymous authors, at kail iholethat are 
employed by others, as totally delliuite 
« of in*vent ion and imagirtfkUpn^'^ and a 
K k i ^ fernMn 
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forming mechanical books with me- 
chanical pens (See Vol. II. p. 162—. 
164) 5 as iF fuch writers employed feme 
phyiical power in their works, and not 
the ufual inftniments and powers of 
thought, the ordinary modes ot realbning, 
and the ufual laws of the afTociation of 
ideas. Precilely on the fame ground he 
might reprelent as mere machines the 
moft renowned Pleaders before Courts 
(Si Judicature, whole fubjeOs, in general, 
are none of their own chufing. The 
abfurdity of Vauricn in this matter is not 
greater than the petulance of joining a 
Vulgar cry againlt men who are forced 
to write for bread j who may, polTibly, 
pollefs a.s great powers as thole who write 
for fame. Nay, if what he fays be true, 
that there are perfons in London who can 
write with phufibility on any fubje^V, 

in funfliinc or in rain," the prefump* 
tion is clearly in favour of the poor and 
laborious writer. 

The ftriHures of Vaurien on this clafs 
of writers will fall with the lefs weight, 
that it is evident he is not a man of edu- 
cation, but unacquainted even with the 
common divlGons of fcience, as appears 
from his fncers at the recommendations 
of a certain wiiter in the Reviews of 
the Study of ** Univerfal orPHiLOso- 
rHiCAL Grammar j" words which he 
reprefents as unintelligible, though 
formidable, confufing, and alarming"(See 
Voi. II. p. 164), is this bold Critic 
to be informed, that philofophical gram- 
mar, by connefling words with idus, 
ideas with the principles and operations 
of the mind, and thcfc again with the 
properties and powers of matter, opens 
to every ingenious and cultivated mind 
a wide and beautiful fuld of I'pcculatien, 
and gives preclfion to the ftyle,aswellas to 
the fentimen^s of an anther > The Philofo- 
J>hical Inquiry of Mr. Harris on the 
fnbjeft of Univerfal Grammar is gene- 
rally known, n.t only to thofe who have 
had the advantage of a libeial and Icien- 
tific, but even to boys who have received 
what is called a common ciallical educa- 
tion. And this fuhjec^ of philofophical 
Cramiti r has, of late, received much 
♦ingenious, pleaflrg, and latisfatldry if- 
luftration iA Mr, Horne Tooke’s E-ria 
tlrtPoivl » } or, Diverfions of Purley j par- 
ticularly in his cbfervations on the ab- 
itraSi meaning of the Particles. 

But we were not furprifed to find our 


Author, though poireffed of lively parts, 
and a knowledge of the world, unac- 
quainted with the exiitcncc of fuch a 
icience as Philofophical, after perceiving 
his frequent errors againft Englifli Gram- 
mar.— Examples ; << Mr. Jufticc, yrhd 
[whom] I do not name," Vol. I. p, 17.

Capt. S. inftantly aileiittcl to the pro- 
pefitie-n, and ordered Ids bey Qunco 
al’cend the* ladder cjultc naked, wnich he 
did, and was not flung : he then vtn- 
tuied to .follov/ himlclt, and declares, 
upon his honour, that, tl ough he fltook 
the nefl fo as to rnake its inhalitants byz 
about hiscais, not a Tingle bee attempted 
to fti*''g him.

We have inierted this teftimeny to the 
fagacity of bees, which to fomc may ap- 
mar to lavcur of improbability and fable, 
becaufe it may be ccnlidered by others, 
as we profels it is confdered by us, as 
an evidence rather cf the Author’s vera- 
city.

One day that I felt myfelf more 
uncertain and more deprellkl than ever, I

Thofe whom they called 
my accomplices, were no better treated. 
When they could net find me in a fault. 
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they took one for grated : they fomet imcs 
gave me orders which it was impoffible to 
execute, and punifhcd me for not obeying 
them ; they changed the hours W lervicl* 
and of eating ; theyderanged, without my 
knowledge, the whole cloifiral order j and 
with all the attention I could beftow, I 
was every day culpable, and every day 
punilhed. * 

** I had courage; but there is no de- 
gree of fortitude that can fupport dcier- 
tion, folitude, andperfecution. Things 
x:amc to fuch a height, that they made a 
fitort of tormenting, me ; it was the amufe- 
ment of a band of fifty perfons. It is 
impofTible to enter into a minute detail of 
their malicious tricks: they pievented 
me from deeping, fi-om watching, and 
from praying. Ore day they ftole feme 
of my clothes ; another day they carried 
off my keys, or my breviary ; ray lock 
was fpoiled ; they hindered me from doing 
my duty; and what I did they never taij- 
.ed to derange. They aferibed to me ac- 
tions and I’peeches of which I was not 
the author ; they made me refponfiblefor 
every thing; and my life was one conti- 
nued Icene of real or pretended faults, and 
ofehaftifements. 

‘‘ My health was not proof againft fo 
long and levere trials. I fell into a ftate 
,of deje^iion, fpleen, and melancholy. At 
hi ft I had recourfe to the altar foi energy 
of mind, and I found lome at times. I 
wavered between refignation and defpair; 
fometimes lubmitting to all the rigour of 
^ny fate, at other times meditating Uiy de- 
liverance by violent means. There was 
a deep well at the bottom of the garden. 
JIow often have I looked at it ! Thcie 
was by the fide of the well a ftone 
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■feat. How often have I fat 
it, with my head leaning upoh the brink t 
Huw often, in the tumult of my ideas, 
have I fudJenly got up and refolved to 
put an end to my fufferings ! Wliat pre- 
vented me ? Why did I then prefer la- 
mentation, crying aloud, trampling my 
veil under my feet, tearing my hair, ana 
iraivig my face with my nails 
After a variety of unheard-of perfccii- 
tions and hardfliips, our is removed 
to another convent, where fhe experiences 
as extraordinary kindnefs . The Superior^ 
however, is reprefented as irregular and 
carelifi in her difupline^'miliLenUous inhef 
morals. In confequence of difappoint- 
ment in an improper attachment to the 
hiroine of the ftory, fhe becomes infane, 
and dies the terrible vi6ilm of guilt and 
delpair. The Nun is foon after accufed 
oijorcery by an aged and fupcrftitious Su- 
perior, who fucceeds, and who believes 
her predecelTor to have been deluded and 
del.royed by it. The old vexations and 
peuecutions are ivnewed, and theM.r»is 
perfuaded by a young henedithne to elope 
from the houfe. By hib afliftance fhe fuc- 
cceds in her fcheme ; and after repellipg 
Ibme attempts which he makes on her vir^ 
tue in their flight, finds herfelf at laA 
with a hfhxdame Madhi^ from whofe houft 
her correl'pondence with the Marquis dc 
C} utfniarc commences. 

Of all the ettablifhments of which

Karl bpe^'cer, in a ipcech of the hi ’/a- 
eft panegyric on the late important vic- 
toiy (jvtr the Spaniards, moved, ** That 
the thanks of riic Houfe fliou’d be 
cor.ve\cd by the Lord Chancellor to Sir 
John Jervis, for his brilliant and decided 
ViOorv over the Spanifli fleet, on the 
i4t-h of Kebruaiy 1797.” 

The Duke of Bedlord hoped Mini- 
fiers had it in contemplation to move 
for Tome more fignnl mark of gratitude 
to lum ; he alto thought the prefent 
motion not worded liifficicntly flrong 
to convey to pellet ity ihat this was 
mote than an ordinary vidory. He 
Aiggcftcd, therefore, that the words 
“ fo greatly Tupenor in number” ihould 
be inferted after the words “ Spanifli 
fleet.” 

Lord Spencer had no objedion to the 
introduction of any words which the 
Houfe were inclined to think wotild 
more ftrongly exprefs their fenfe of his 
fervice. 

The Duke of Clarence bore teftimo- 
ny to the merits of Sir John JerMs ; 
gave fevcral infiances, from his own 
knowledge, of the excellent flute and 
difcipliiic m which the men and (hips 
'verc invariably kept which were under 
lu's cummaad > and^ without meaning

the flighreft offence to any other, hefi* 
lated not ro decl ire him the very beft' 
Officer in his xMajefly’s fcrvice. 

Lord Guildford approved of the in* 
trodudion of the words, as highly nc* 
ceffary ro diflinguifli a fcrvice that was, 
perhaps, the very fa'vation of the coun- 
try ; It was the niofl. fignal vidory we 
had ever archie ved 5 and he helped it 
would everreuviin fo, for he hoped no 
Bricilh fleet would ever again be left to 
engage fo great a fuperioriiy. 

Lord Spencer, with much wnrmth, 
contended rgainft fuch a refponfibility 
being i brown upon his fituation as that 
a Briiifh fquadron (houid never have to 
contend w.th a fuperior force he had 
in this in fra nee, as he fliould in every 
other, fuppiicd the Admiral with every 
fupport it was in the power of the coun- 
try to enable him to do. 

J.ord Hood paid many compliments 
to the abilitiei, and valour of Sir John j 
he faid, it appeared as if the gallaifit Ad- 
ii'iral was aware that fome great at- 
chievcmcnt was ntceffary to difpel our 
prefent gloom, and therefore, confident 
in the valour, fpirit, and difcipiinc of 
the Officers and men whom he had in 
command, he boldly hazarded a ride 
which could only be equalled by his 
fuccefs ; no compliment, in his opinion, 
the Houfe could pay, would more than 
counrerhalance the fervice the country 
had received. 

After a variety of obfer rations on the 
fubiedl, it was at length agreed, that 
the mothm, with the amendment of 
grrut /«/>. r/oniy of the Spanilli fleet 
/houid" be adopted ; and the thanks of 
the Houfe to Sir John Jervis, and to 
the Flag Officers, mentioning them by 
name, and the Captains, Officers, and 
Seamen of the vi6torious fleet, were 
voted. 

CAUSE OF THR late ORDER OF 
COUNCIL. 

The Duke of Bedford, after a long 
fpeechj moved, “ That a Select Com- 
mittee, of fifteen Peers, be appointed to 
enquire into the caufes for ifluing the 
Order in Counpil of the z 6 ih of Februa- 
ry lafl.” 


Lord 
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Lord Grenville did not oljeft to the 
ap;;>ointment of a Cotnmitcec, convinced, 
the more the matter was inveftigated, 
the more it would be to the credit 
of the Bank ; but he could not agree 
to its being an open Committee ; there- 
fore he moved to leave our the word 
Sftecial^ and infert the word Secret in 
its ft cad. 

The Duke of Bedford ftrongly con- 
tended againft this, upon the ground 
that, fo far from its being likely to be 
fatisfsi6tory to the public, it w»,uld be 
conftdered as a mockery, and add to the 
abrm. 

Lofd Grenville’s amendment was 
then put and agreed to ; after which he 
moved that the Committee be appointed 
by ballot. — Carried by a Majority 
of 39. 

THURSDAY, MARCH l6. 

The Earl of Albemarle rofe to make 
his promifed motion on the Naval De- 
fence of Ireland. His Lordfhip en- 
tered into a copious detail of the naval 
operations, as well on the part of the 
onemy as the Britiili fteets, rcTpe^ting 
the attempt on Ireland, from the period 
of the French fleet quitting Breft, until 
the time of Lord Bridport’s return ro 
portfmoiuh ; and, fnm the whole, 
ht argued, that niglc6l and mifmanage- 
ment on the part of the Bniilh, wtre 
the caufes why the enemy’s fleet did not 
fall into our hands. He concluded by 
moving, “That this Houfe do rtfolve 
itltif into a Commitrt'c to inquire into 
the mcafurcs taken for ihe proredion 
ftf Ireland by a naval force, on the late 
attempt ofinvafion.” 

On the quefiion being put from the 
Woolfack, 

Far! Spencer, In an argumentative 
i'peech of confide ranle length, replete 
with rautical detail, liicccLfuliy replied 
TO rbe Noole Earl. He refted v\irh C(m- 
fidenc-j on the dccifton ot the Houfe, 
confeious that the whole of what had 
taken place proceeded from caufes out 
of the reach of human controul. He 
fiooil acquitted to himftif. — lie could 
not command what deptmled on the 
weather and the eleinent'^. — Could any 
perf.n be found who could combat and 
controul thele irrcftfiiblc opponents, to 
him he would cheerfully rt-hgn the 
rnanai'cment of the Britiih Navy, and 
would II joice at the circiimuance . for 
part, he had made the be ft ufc of 
iht means entriifted to bis hands, and 
crT*})loytd them in fuch a manner as a 
ft nie of duty, and the hiftty and honour 
of iDt country, had di6jiied. 


Lord Hood opprfed the motion, 
which he thought might be produidive 
of much mifchieL without anfwenng 
any good purpofe. Inftead of thtfe 
kinds of difpurcs, if all parties would 
cordially unite in fupport of Govern- 
ment, he had no doubt but that our 
endeavours would be fuccefsful, and that 
w€ ftiould obtain a fafe and honourable 
peace. 

Earl Fitzwilliam confidcrcd the in- 
quiry as ncci (Tary, to fatisfy the people 
of Ireland tint the defence of their 
country was not a fecondaiy confidera- 
tion, and that the fecurity t.f England 
was not fo much preferred to it, that 
their Ihorts were left unprotedled, when 
an attack from an enemy was rcafuna- 
bly to be expefted. 

Lord Grenville replied, fo far from 
the fifety of Ireland having been ne- 
gle£fed, it had been the objciJii of parti- 
cular attention. 

Earl Carlifle, Marquis of Abercorn, 
Karl Moira, the Duke of Bedford, and 
the Marquis of Lanfdownc, fupported 
the motion. After which the Houfe 
divided upon Lord Albemarle^s motion. 
— Contents, 14 j Proxy, i 5 in all, 15 1 
— Non-Contents, 74 j Proxies, 20 r in 
all, 94 j Majority, 79. 

TUESDAY, MARCH 21. 

Earl Moira rofe to bring forward a 
motion on the ftate of Ireland. He fet 
out v/ith admitting tl;c apparent delica- 
cy of tile queflion, and with anticipat- 
ing the various ohjeftions which might 
be urged agHnft his propofition ; he 
allowed the jiropriety of the feparate 
and independent Ltgiftatures of both 
kingdoms adhering to liie conftitutional 
bounds prefenbed to them in particu- 
lar cafes, and was aware of the allow- 
able jeahuify which, on fuch occafions, 
ftiould be entertained by either ; but 
fuch a line of renfoning could not apply 
to the prefent uccafion. He contended 
that, wlicn an urgent nccclfity aroft, 
when circumftaiiccs took place in which 
the general fafety or welfare of both 
kingdoms were involved, it was proper, 
it was neceiTary, that either the one or 
tlie other ftiould boldly ftep forward, 
and, with uianly opennefs,avow its fen- 
iimcnts in fuch a manner as to evince to 
the public the purity of its motives, and 
that It was on great and obvious grounds 
ot public utility alone that its interference 
was oftcred. His Lord (hip then moved, 

That an humble Addrefs be prefent- 
cd to Ills Majefty, imploring his pater- 
nal and be tie\oltnt intervention to rer 

fficdy 
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Incdythe dlfcontcnts which unhappily 
prevail in hisMajefty’s kingdomof Ire- 
land, and threaten ferioufly toaffeftthe 
deareft intcrefts of thcBritilh Empire.” 

On the queftion being put, 

Lord Grenville rofe.— His’ Lordlhip 
be^an by regretting the ablence of his 
N^le and Learned Friend (the Chan- 
cellor), from whofc experience and abi- 
lities their Lordlhips would receive 
much adiftance. He imagined that the 
Noble Earl who brought forward the 
motion might conceive he had very 
ftrong grounds to proceed on, or he would 
not have urged their Lordlhips to en- 
tertain fuch a very objectionable propo- 
rtion j a proportion which would in 
cfFeCf go to violate the folemn contraCt 
imde between the Legidaturs of Great 
Britain and Ireland, to tear afunder the 
bonds of union between the two coun- 
tries, and to ftrike at the very founda- 
tions of the Britilh Empire. His Lord- 
Ihip deemed the propofed call upon his 
Majefty to be aii lead highly fuper- 
fluous ; there was no need of imploring 
his paternal iuttrventioii ; the whole 
tenor of his conduct towards Ireland 
lliewed there was no neceflity for urg- 
ing him. RcfpeClingthe fubjeCt of the 
reparation of the Legidative Powers of 
the two countries, and confirming the 
independence of that ofl rclandjliisL'-rd- 
fliipwcnt info an hidorical detail. The 
biifinefs was firft taken up about 14 
years ago, and he recited the dilFtTent 
conetdions which were made with this 
view, in the order in which they took 
place : — the renunciation of her l’ .’ms 
nn the part of Ort at Biii.nn, the repeal 
of the Crh ot George I. and the iub- 
d<|Uent indulgences ’>Yhtch were grant- 
ed to the Iridi in inatteis of Corditutioii- 
al and commeicial regulation j thefc w'cre 
granted to that nation by the moft Iblenin 
Acts of the Bririlh Parliament, and 
againft all ihefe, he mud contend, the 
Noble EarPs propodtion dircCtly mili- 
tated. On this ground it was that he 
priftipally oppofed it, and he would 
trouble their Lordlhips no farther than 
to fay, he deemed it his duty to give the 
motion his decided negative, 

Earl Fitz william fpoke in favour of 
the motion, lie conlidered theprefent 
as a cafe of exigency afFeCling the 
deareft interefts of both countries, and 
in which no impropriety could obtain in 
the Legiftaturc of the one addrefiing 
their common Sovereign to intcrpole 
and remedy thofe grievances which ib 
^euoudy threatened both, 


The Earl of Liverpool exprefled his dc*-' 
cided d i fa p probation of the Motion^ He 
confidercd the adoption of it asdireCHjr 
trenching upon the Legiflative indepeii« 
dence of Ireland, as it was clearly a 
matter of internal regulation. 

ThcMarqui# of Lanfdowne fupported 
the Motion. 

The (^eftion being called for, the 
Houfe divided on Lord Moira’s motion. 
Contents, 20; Proxies, i — Non-Con- 
tentb,72 i Proxies, 20. Majority againft 
the motion, 71. Adjourned. 

THURSDAY, MARCH 23. 

The Earl of Oxford rofe to make hh 
promifed motion for a Negociation for 
pcacc.-^He prefaced it with a very 
Ihort Addrefs, in which he referred, in 
general terms, to what he alledged to 
be the diftrclfed fituation of the coun- 
try, and the necelUty that exifted for a 
Ipeedy pacification, in order to favc iu 
— He aifo cenfured the condu£k of Mi- 
ni fters with regard to the late Ncg«:ia- 
tion for peace, and contended for their 
iiifi'icerity on the occafion ; at the ftimc 
time, he infifted on the finccrity and 
earneft wiflits of the French Go- 
vernment to terminate the Negociaition 
amicably.— He then moved an Addrefs 
to his Majefty, of coiifiderablu leiq^th, 
and embracing a variety of topics.— The 
leading features of the propnlition w ere 
to the following eflc^l : — The fituation 
of the country was fet forth as embar- 
raFed in fuch a manner, that the fpeody 
reftoratiou of peace was elfential to its 
prefcrvaiion and welfare. The general 
bad conduct of Minifters was infilled 
on, and particularly in the affair of the 
late ncgociatim for peace, in which 
their infincerity was obviou'^. At the 
fame time, the good- willies of the 
French Dirc6lory for peace were no Ufs 
evident j and thefe points were illuflrjit- 
cd by copious quotations. The pro- 
pofed Addrefs then referred to Confiitu- 
tiunal topics, and urged the propriety aTF 
refturing to Englillimcn the ancient asid 
free Conftitution of their country, as the 
beft means of infuring permanent pros- 
perity. Above all, the neceflity of 
peace was infifted on, and his Mr jcfty 
was implored to order fteps to be taken 
towards accelerating thefe defirable 
ends, See, 

On the queftion being pur. 

Lord Grenville obferved, that it was 
totally unneceffary to reply in any detail 
to the very extraordinary firing of pro- 
pofiiions their Lot dfhipi lud jufi beard. 

With 
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With rcfpcft to the prominent feature 
in the motion— that which refpc^led the 
Negociation for peace, it was a fubjcft 
which the Houfe had recently difcuffcd, 
and fodcmnly decided. In this view be 
would move, that the Addrefs of their 
LordUiips on that occafion, namely, of 
the 30 th of December laft,be read : this, 
he obl'erved, contained every necefiary 
argument againft that part of the mo- 
tion ; and it would be fecn, that, fo FaC 
from the Negociation being terminated 
by this country, it was infolcntlv and 
ab ruptly broken off by the Government 
of France. 

The Addrefs abovemention ed was 
accordingly read by the Clerk ; on 
wldeh 

'The Duke of Norfolk rofe. — He ob- 
fert ed, that the circumftancc ct their 
Lot dfliips having come to fuch a deci- 
fion, even allowing it to have been una- 
nini'Ous and juft, was certainly no rea- 
fon why they fliould not confider and 
deliberate upon the fubje6t again v lien 
occaMion required. He contended, that 
the infi.icerity of Minifters was appa- 
rent ; and he had no hope of an ade- 
quate peace, until the neg^ c ation of it 
was entrurted to abler and wifer perfons. 
He reprobued the idea of making the 
ceffion of Belgium by France zjinequa 
non in the Negociation : if that was in- 
fifted upon, we never fhouid have peace. 

The Earl of Morton faicl, he deemed 
it incumbent on him to rehft the motion, 
with a view to the confiftency and dig- 
nity of the proceedings of the Houfe, 
and prelTed the Houfe to recoile(5l, that 
the French had not only broken off the 
Negcciation for peace, but originally 
commenced the war — we were not the 
aggreffors. 

The Marquis of Lanfilowne faid, 
he certainly would fupport the motion.

It would, in 
effect, be holding out to France and to 
Europe, that we were willing to make 
peace upon any terms, 

I'hc Earl of Ciriifle was decidecliy 
againft the motion. He was lurpnlid 
to hear the finccritv o? Miniftcrs in their 
wi/hes for peace doubted. He faw no 
poBible reaibn why they Oiould be other- 
wife. 

Lord Grenville entered into a very 
able and fpiritcd reply, and I'ucctfsfully 
refuted the various arguments which 
had been urged m favour of the motion ; 
after which the qneftion was called for, 
and the Houfe ths ided — For the motion, 
16 ; Proxy, 1. — Againft it, $1 j Prox- 
ies, 19. — Majviricy, 5.], 

FRIDAY, MARCH 24. 

The Royal Affcnt was given by Com- 
mi/Tion to the Marine Mutiny Bill, the 
Land Tax Commiliioncrs Bill, together 
with ten private Bills.

Mr. Main waring rofe to make his 
promifed motion on this fubje6l. It ap- 
peared, that the high price of meat was, 
in a great degree, owing to the practices 
of jobbers, who went round the coun- 
try to buy up large quantities of cattle, 
which were afterwards jobbed again 
from them, and fomeiimes went through 
three or four hands before they reached 
the market. The laft of thefe jobbers 
fent them to London, with a flxed price 
on their heads, contrary to the pra6Iice 
of the grazier, who would fell them for 
the price of the day It was in evidence 
before the Committee laft Seflionsi that 
one of thefe jobbers had gained in the 

- N n fpring 
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fpriDg of 1795 00 left than aoooK and 
there were a variety of inftances where 
they had cleared other eonfiderable fume* 
More recently they had gone into the 
further prad^ice of buying up lean cattle 
from the breeders, and (elling them 
again to the |raziers.«~-The carcafe 
butchers alfo, inftead of purchafmg cat* 
tie in bnitthfield» met them at the dif* 
fance of fome miles, and pnrehafed half 
the fupply intended for the London 
market. Smithfeld market was thus 
made to appear thin. Jt might be faid 
that there were already laws to prevent 
this; but the prefent mode of proiecution 
was fo expeniive and'dilatorvy it fub* 
jeded a complainant to fo much attend- 
ance, firft, before a Grand Jury, and 
then at the Afiizes, that offenders were 
feldom fued, nor had they in general 
known houfes at which they could be 
found. The Houfe would, of courfe, 
be very cautious when they were called 
upon to interfere with any trade ; but 
they would be alfo careful to cheriH) the 
labouring claffes, which were the true 
fupporters of our national importance 
and wealth. The report was then read ; 
after which Mr. Mainwaring moved for 
leave to bring in a Bill for more effee- 
iually preventing the foreftalling, cn* 
groilingi and regrating of live cattle. 

Mr. Alderman Combe feconded the 
motion. 

Leave was given, and Mr. Main* 
waring and Mr. Alderman Combe were 
ordered to bring in the Bill. 

The order of the day being read for 
fhe commitment of the Quakers Bill, 
Mr. Pierrepoint ohjedled to the Speak- 
er’s leaving the Chair '; the Bill, which 
he had maturely coniidered, being, in 
his opinion, fraught with dangerous 
confequcnccs, 

Mr. Serjeant Adair thought that all 
the objections to the Bill might be re* 
piovcd in the Committee. He then went 
oyer hi* former arguments in defence 
pfit. 

The Solicitor General repeated his 
objections, contending that the Bill went 
to pick' the pocket of one man, to re- 
lieve the pretended fcruples of another's 
confcience. The confcicntious part of 
the Quakers, Whom he much elteemed, 
did not dcfire the Bill.

The Order of the Day for taking the 
Reports of the Committee of Secrec/ 
into conlideration being read, 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer ob^ 
ferved, that the Reports related, to two 
particular accounts ; one, the compe* 
t^ncy of the F unds to defray the out* 
landing engagements of the Bank ; and 
the other, the neceility of .continuing 
and coniirming the Order of Council on 
the a6th of February laA. In legard to 
an enquiry in Parliament, he confidered 
it as a proper and neceffary meafure, be- 
caufe tne Houfe and the Public would 
thereby have an opportunity of feeing, 
that it was not without a due fenfe of thb 
nece/Tity, that Government had fuf* 
pended the further payments of the 
Bank in fpecie, becaufe, if the Bank 
had caih enough to affift the public, it 
was impoiliblc that their ultimate fecu- 
rity ihould not be eflabhfhed on clear 
grounds. He (hould take the general 
fenfe of the Houfe on the neceffi^ of 
continuing the reftriCtion ; and after- 
wards, he (hould wiih to have the real 
iituation and refources of the country 
enquired into ; the preffure of the pre*- 
fent burdens, and the probable effe^ 
of new ones ; the meafures moft impor- 
tant for the prefervation of the publio 
fafety, and the effeCl of the meafures 
hitherto adopted. He was folicitous for 
a 6rm and candid invelligaiion into all 
thefe fubjeCts ; and having fo declared 
himfelf, he concluded by fub'mitting his 
firll motion, ** That it be an InftruSion 
to the Chairman of the Committee to 
move the Houfe for leave to bring in a 
Bill to confirm the reftridiions impofed 
by an Order of Council of the 26th of 
February lad on the payment of fpecie 
by the Bank for a limited time.” 

Mr. Fox began by (Uting, that he 
could not coincide in the meafuce pro- 
ofed of guaranteeing the notes ilfucd 
y the Bank ; for it tended to cement 
Government and the Bank ; an ^ every 
thing that went to unite diftinff func- 
tions ill the public department, was, in 
his opinion, a great and additional cala- 
mity to the nation. Any Minifter who. 
advifhd his Majefty to prorogue his Par 
iianjent until public credit was rellored, 
Ihould it laft for five years, ought, in his

ter Reviewing the neceffity of the mea* 

fura 
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fam wtiicb Ie 4 to the Order^of Coun« 
eit» which he termed not onlv a breach 
lof faith, but an aift of roboeryt pro- 
ceeded to ftate hit objedlions to the ap- 
pointment of a Secret Committee to en- 
quire into the caufet of the nece/nty. 
He declared he (hould oppofe going into 
a Secret Committee by ballot, convinced 
as he was, from the experience of many 
years, that a Committee of that kind 
was the fame as if a6tuaUy appointed by 
the Minifter. 

Sir J. Sinclair obje6ted to the word 
c$nfirmt as tending to give a legiAative 
fandtion to the Order of Council 

Mr. Pitt explained, that nothing more 
was meant by the word, than to give a 
legal force and credit to a meafure 
which the Committee had declared to 
be neccifary- 

The queftion, that leave be given 
to bring in the Bill,*' was then put and 
carried without a diviiion.

THE BANK. 

Mr. Sheridan, in conformity to no- 
tice. brought forward his motion on the 
affairs of the Bank. In a fpeech of con- 
fiderable length, he entered upon a ge- 
neral review of the relative fiiuation of 
the Bank to Government and the Pub- 
lic; commented on the reports of the 
Committee, on which he founded his 
motion ; pointed cut the critical Hate of 
public credit ; deprecated a forced paper 
currency, which he confidered as the 
prelude to national infolvency, and as 
an opiate in a fever; aod concluded by 
moving as a refolution, That it is the 
opinion of the Houfe, that immediate 
Heps ought to be taken to enabUGovern- 
ment to'difcjiarge the fumofi i,686,oool. 
or a part due from it to the Bank.*’ 

Mr* Grey feconded the motion. 

Mr. Pitt very ably replied to the ar- 
guments of the Hon. Gentleman, and 
concluded with moving the previous 
queftion. 

Mr. Sheridan explained, as did Mr. 
Pitt. 

Mr. Fox fupported the motion of his 
Hen: Friend. 

A diviiion then took place.— For the 
Breyions queftion 1S5— Againd it 45. 
Majority ^40. 

MONDAY, MARCH 
ilNECURS places and PBHdIONS. 

Mr. Harrifon called the attention of 
tne Houfe to a fufajedt of no fmall inte- 
ted and importance tu the country, at a 
period When the public expenditure fo 
far exceeded the income chat there ap- 


peared hardly a podtbilitv of fupporting 
any longer the accumulated burden to 
which this calamitous war had given 
rife. The public burdens, he faid, were 
not merely occalioned by th^ war ex- 
penditure; they were materially in* 
creafed by the eredlion of new offices; 
and the profufion and prodigality of Mi- 
niders in every department, f6r the be- 
nefit of their latellites and dependants* 
This prodigality ougpt to aroufe the 
jealouiy and indignation of the Guar- 
dians of the Public Purfe. If theprefenc 
fyftem of corrupt 'influence was not 
checked quietly within the walls of this 
Houfe, it would be done cumultuoufly 
without. By that new-fangled monder 
called Confidence^ the offspring of a too- 
confiding Houfe of Commons, were the 
difcullionsand deliberations of the HoufO 
influenced, and to this undue influence 
was to be aferibedthat train of accumu- 
lated burdens which were fo grievoufly 
felt by the country. He then mention- 
ed a tew places and fees, not amounting 
to any condderable fum, which he wiih- 
ed to be applied to public purpofes t 
among them were the (alary or the third 
Secretary of State, whidh he dated at 
5000I. a year, and certain foes, arifmg 
from Contingent Bills in the War De- 

S artment, amounting to about 550,000!. 

le animadverted on the profligacy of 
Adminiflration, and thcdiflrelTet of thd 
Public from the confequenc accumula- 
tion of raxes, and concluded by moving, 
US a refolution, “ That the extent of 
fupplies voted to Government fince 
the commencement of the war, and 
the enormous increafe of taxes upod 
the people, made it incumbent upon 
the Houfe to enquire, Whether fome 
alleviation of their burdens may not 
produced by the abolition of certain 
fuperfluous offices, penfions, and ex- 
orbitant fees, and likcwife what fat- 
ing may accrue from an ceconomical 
reform in the public expenditure.'* 
Lord W. Ruifel feconded the motion. 
Mr. Pitt, after alluding to fome irre- 
levant obfervations made by the mover 
and feconderof the motion, remarked, 
that the mover appeared to have two 
diflerent objects in view ; the firfl rela- 
tive to the making. retrenchments, and 
correcting profufion in the eflablilhed 
offices of Government, and in finecure 
places and penflons— the fecond to an 
enquiry into the ftate of the national ex- 
penditure, and propofing a check on the 
expences of the ftate. This latter was 
already comprehended in a refolntion 
N n E which 
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which had palTed the Houfe, to enquire 
into the finances of the country^ and to 
confider of the mo(V pra€licabfc means 
for obtaining a diminution of the public 
cxpenditute* ** The Hon. Gentleman 
means to include in the inveftigation 
wh*ch he propofes, fubjedts of the moft 
cxtenfive and complicated nature. He 
wiihrs to embrace all the ordinary and 
extraordinary expcnces of the different 
. branches of Government. He extends 
his enquiry into the dilbarfements of 
Army, Navy, and even public efiablifh- 
ments. I am ready to admit (faid Mr. 
Pitt) that as far as this propofuion goes, 
it forms a fubjedt worthy the confidera* 
tion of the Houfe ; and the magnitude 
of it appears to be fuch, that no man 
can fay what will be the eflfcdl of ir, or 
to what particular meafures it may lead. 
Yet, the Hon.Gentleman in bringing be- 
fore th« Houfe confidcrations of fuch 
eateniive views, and of fuch high im- 
portance. adopts a very fin^uhr mode 
of proceeding. He does not think pro- 
per to offer matters, fo momentous and 
Complicated in their relations, in a di- 
redt manner, to Parliamentary difeuf- 
fjon ; but ftattf them as the objedt of a 
collateral enquiry, and introduces them 
immediately after his motion for re- 
trenchment in the offices of Govern- 
ment. But certainly the Hon. Gentle- 
man will not deny that there is an extreme 
difference between both oljcdls; for 
the clicck which he propofes on the 
public expences very much cxcctds in 
importance that reform which he wifh- 
esffiould take place in the eUablifhmcnt 
andfalaricsof public offices. The dif- 
rindlion between rhefe twoubjedts being 
fo evident, as the latter docs not form 
any part whatever of the prupofition 
foimerly fiibmitted to the Houfe by the 
Hon. Gentleman, nor of the notice 
which he gave of his motion of this 
night, 1 muft confider the manner of 
introducing it not only irregular, but 
xnadequatc to the magnitude of the en- 
quiry which he propofes to tflabiifh. 1 
alfo think it ncccd^ry to remind Gtn^ 
ilemen* that the objedls which it com- 
prebends form the grounds of my mo- 
tion for the appointment of the Com- 
mittee which has this night been chofen 
by ballot. 1 Aaterl in general terms, 
previous to my bringing forward that 
motion, the various points to which the 
attention of the Commttee was to be di- 
rcacd ; but T could not, until I AP- 
POINTED TH AT COMMITTEE, proceed 

to in a fpccitic manner* each of 


thofe points. 1 therefore only 
that it was my wifh and defire to move» 
at an inflrudfion to the Committee^ 
that, after enquiring into and alcer- 
taining the whole (late of the finances 
of the country— after reviewing the 
whole amount of the debt which 
been incurred during the war— after 
invedigating the provifions which had 
been ntade to meet it— after confider: ng 
the probable amount of the total ex- 
pence of public fervice for the whole of 
the year 1797, and the fums now appli- 
plicable to defraying it j the Committee 
fliould exercife a full power in forming 
and digeffing a plan for comptrolling 
the public expenditure, and to enquire 
and report upon the befl and moil prac- , 
ticable means of obtaining a diminution 
thereof. 1 therefore am not a little 
furprized, after Klating thefe measures 
in general terms— meafures which have 
been tan£tioned by the unanimous con- 
currence of the Houfe, in coniequence 
of the appointment of the Committee 
for the profefTed and acknovvledged con- 
fideiarion of thofe very objedls, that the 
Hon. Gentleman ihould now bring for- 
ward a motion to the fame end, and 
without any previous notice what^ 
ever. ’ 

After reafoning with much ingenuity 
and effedt on the juftice and propriety 
of ihe offices under con fide ration, Mr. 
Pitt called the attention of the Houfe to 
the redudfion that had already been 
made, and the favings that had been 
made in confequettce. Under this no- 
tion of an economical reform in 1782, 
and a fubfeq^uent enquiry by the Trea- 
fury, 278 unices had been aboiiilied, and 
the expences reduced from 171,000!* to 
6o,oool. The falaricsof the Exchequer 
Office had been materially reduced, as 
had the Auditors of Imprefs. The 
favings from thefe were nearly 6o,oool. 
The Penfion Lift had been reduced 
(ince 1785 above 4.8,oocl. and during the 
fame period Sinecures in the Cuftoms 
to the amount of 130, the cxpencc of 
which was io,68oi. had been iuppreifed. 
In the Excife there was a laving of 
nearly iz.oooL and Lotteries, &c. were 
under fuch regulation as prevented cor- 
rupt influence. 

To afeercain the ftatc of the expen- 
diture compared with the income^ was 
a fair fubjcfl of ihxcftigation. Convin- 
ced as he was, that any attempt at en- 
quiry, with a view to the produ£lion of 
an efficient refource from the materials 
propofed* would cud in difappointment. 
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|i« ihauld move the previous qiieilioii, 
pot wifiting to preclude the Ho ufe from 
enquiry* diould it afterwards be judged 
expedient. He accordingly moved 
the previous quedioit. 

Mr. Sheridan fupported the driginal 
motion ; he admitted there were many 
Oilices that were not overpaid, but there 
were a very great number that called 
cither for abolition or reformation. He ob- 
ferved*rheGentleman oppofite to him had 
laces to the amount of io,oool. per.ann. 
lit allowed he was a very active fervant 
of the public. The Minifter himfeif 
aifo had a finecure, and undoubtedly 
deferved it, for having brought the 
country into its prefent happy and prof- 
perous fjtuation. Adverting to the 
number cf Peers created by the prefent 
Adminiftration, 160, he cenfured it as 
a lavifli diftribution of Miniderial Fa> 
vours. 

Mr. Rofe faid, that of the olHces enu<. 
merated by Mr. Sheridan* there were 
three which he did not at prefert hold, 
and one which he never pofTeffed. To 
the fituation of Clerk or the Houfe of 
Lords he was appointed in conlequence 
of an Addrefs of the Hcmfe of Peers to 
his Majedy. His falary as Secretary to 
the Treafury was rightly dated at 3200I. 
a year, which was zoool. a year lefs than 
any of his predeceflbrs. 

Mr.Wyndham conddered the motion 
in a ridiculous point of view, and ex- 
preded his indignation at any petty fyf- 
tem for faving the ends of farthing can- 
dles and the parings of cheefe ! 

Mr. Fox faid, the iinecures alluded to 
in the motion were merely the power 
of holding«nominal places under Go- 
vernment, without a plea of neceflity 
or the fanftion of a grant from the Crown, 
Mr. Burke’s reform did not confine it- 
felf to a fubjedt of one or ten thoufand 
pounds. Its objedl was the faving of 
millions. He lamented that Mr, B* had 
adbeiated with and fupported an ad* 
mmifiration confiicuted on principles 
diredtly oppofite to thofe maintained in 
mod of his own books.— 'He contended 
that had it not been for the fupport Mi* 
nifiers received from perfons holding 
finecure places, the date of France 
would never have been fo formidable as 
to have didreffed this country with fuch 
heavy calamities ; had it not been for the 
influence of the frown, France would 
not have poffeifed Belgium, Holland, or 
Italy.— With rjcgard to the argument 
that the influence of Parliament could 
adt in contradidtion to its feuciments, he 


had the authority of Mr, Burke, whp 
in one 9f Jiit late pamphlets had aiferced 
that. the minority fpokc the fentimeott 
of the majority. Alluding to Mr. 
Wyndham and others who had feceded 
from their former connexion^ he faidf 
be was convinced, fuch as quitted their 
friends, and fwerved from the prioctpiei 
to which they were formerly attached, 
knew not their own motives. Their 
views of ambition end in reducing them 
to a date of infufficiency and indifcretion, 
Thcfe fecelfions of perfons from their 
edablKhed cbnnedtions created a jea* 
loufy in the minds of the people that 
was pregnant with public mifehief. 
Howe'^er he and his friends might be 
defirous to be employed as odenfibie 
agents of the country, be wifhed the 
prefent morion might pafs, in order to 
p-ove to the people, that the view of 
poffelfing a place was not merely that 
of emolument ; on this principle he 
wiflied to dedroy the exidence of fine- 
cure places. 

Mr. Rofe, in fome warmth, obferved, 
that Mr. Fox, who had diifipated his 
own Fortune, was net, he thought, the 
mod proper advocate for public econo- 
my. 

Mr. Fox in reply obferved, that MU 
niders in their wilh to infulthim on his 
having fpent his own fi'rtiine, were not 
angry for his having diifipated it, but 
for not having been mean enough to re- 
pair it. 

Some warm words pafled between 
Mr. Fox and Mr. Rofe, at to the rc- 
verfions held by both of them. Mr. 
Fox fiid, fcveral Exchequer and other 
offices, after the ii^es of ibe prefent pof 
fefforsy ought to be aboliihed. 

Upon a divifion there appeared. For 
the previous quedion i67,agdind it 77. 

The members of the Committee are.

Leave was given to bring in a Bill tn 
erc6t the Corporation of Surgeons into 
a College. 

Mr. Pitt moved the fecood reading 

gf 
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«l tbt Bill for contf Auiiig inS coafirm- 
lag tht^ Ordff of the Privy Coudcil to 
the Bank. 

Mr. Fox fald he ihould not oppofe' 
the fecond reading ; but wifhed to Know 
,if it were to be obligatory on Goveri 
ment to receive Bank of England notes ti 
payment of taxes ; and whether Bai 
paper was to be legal payment between 
individuals, for neither of which he faw 
any proviiion in the Bill he thought 
alio a ciaufe fliould be added to limit the 
Bank in their advances to Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Pitt faid, Mr. Fox had now dat- 
ed matter which more properly belong- 
ed to the Committee on the Bill. 

Mr. Hobhoufe violently objected to 
the Bill i» ioto^ as an a6t of robbery and 
depredation upon the public creditor. 

Mr. Grey confeiTed, that as the Order 
of Council had taken place, it would be 
impoIBble to open the door fuddenly 
again. He was therefore for the fecond 
reading of the Bill. But whathe widi- 
cd CO notice was, a paper which had 
been laid upon the table, and which 
contained very alarmng informarion. 
From that paper it appeared, that on 
Saturday lad Miniders had ilTued 
tSO,oool. in Exchequer Bills, for the 

f urpofe of being paid to the agents of 
is imperial Majedy, which Bills mud 
be converted into fpecie, and cou|d only 
be fent in fpecie to the Emperor.— The 
Bills were told In the market at three, 
xnd three and a half per cent, difeounti 
on whom was this lofs to fall ; on the 
Emperor, or on this country ? The 
whole matter, he tbpughc, was worthy 
the mod ferious attention of the Huufe. 

Mr. Pitt obferved, that the Empe- 
Tor's bills had been drawn and accepted 
long before the Order of Council was 
liTued.— they formed part of thc50-soool. 
‘Voted the Emperor before the recefs, 
.and we could not avoid paying them. 
Exchequer Bills were iffued for this 
pyrpofe, and part of the difcounc fell 
•Upon life Emperor, 

The Bill was then read a fecond time, 
and committed for Monday, and the 
Boufe was ordered to be called over on 
Monday fe’nuight. 

MONDAY, MARCH 
Mr. Pitt remarked, that the Order 
for the Commitment of the Bill for 
confirming and conenuingthe late Order 
of Council refpefting the Bank ttood fof 
this day $ but feme circumftances had 
fome to hb knowledge fince the notice 


was given, which induced him to poll# 
pont the Commitment of the Bill. He 
therefore moved, that the Order of the 
Dav (hould be difeharged, and that the 
.Bill Ihould be committed on Wednefday 
next. Agreed to* 

Mr. Abbot, tn i fpeech of fom6 

ngth, urged the inconveniences that 
refulted from the defe^ive manner in 
which the laws were promulgated, and 
expatiated on the RefulutiOns which he 
afterwards fubmitted to the Committee, 
It was his intention, he faid, to move 
that the refolucions Hiould be taken in* 
to confideration at a future period, and, 
in the interval, that they Ihould be 
printed. He concluded by moving eight 
Kefolutions, of which the following is 
the fubftance* 

I. It is the opinion of this Committee, 
that it is expedient th it his Majeftv's 
printer, inftead of 1126 copies of Aas, 
as he now prints, be authorifed and di- 
tched to print 3 550^ copies of every 
public 200of every public local AA 
(including Road, CanalA6ts, &c.), and 
200 of every private A6t. The fecond 
and third Relolutions related merely to 
the mode of Hiftribuiing thofe public 
and private A6ts through the medium of 
the Poft Office. The fourth enjoins the 
Chief Magiftrates of towns corporate, 
Scotch bot oughs, and Sheriffs of coun- 
ties, on receiving thofe copies, to pre- 
ferve them for public ufe, and tranfmic 
them to their fuccelfors in ofiice. The 
fifth charges the parties interefled in the 
profecution and event of private bills 
to tranfmit the copies to the Magiftrates 
in their refpedtive diftri^ts, without any 
additional charge to the public. The 
fixth direfts the King’s printer to ftaie 
the geneivl heads of the llacuces, to- 
gether with the general fubftance of 
each A£t. . The foventh provides that 
the duration of any tcmpiorary law be 
expreifed in the title of the Bill, and as 
the end of it, and no where elfe. And 
the eighth enjoins, that all ftatotes in- 
tended to be revived (hall be included 
in one Bill, deferibing the ftatutes re^ 
Ipe^tivcly ; and thofe of a temporary 
nature in another Bill, deferibing the 
precife duration and continuance. 

The Houfe refumed, the Chairmafl 
brought op the Report^ and the Refo- 
lutions were ordered to be taken fdr^ 
thcr into confideration this day 
night. 

The other Orders being difpofed of» 
the Uoufc adjourned.

Sir Jphn Smciair rofe to rubndit the 
tiotice he hed jg^iveii of his intention to 
plopofe a meafure for the euitivation of 
wafte and other lands. It was unnecef# 
{ary» he remarked, to dwell on the im* 
porcance of a fubjedi fo intimately con* 
nested with the profperity of the coun^ 
try. If it had been adopted when re- 
commended by the Board of Agricul- 
ture, he alTertedi that we (houldnot now 
be fulfermg fo much from a national ca- 
lamity. In 1795, following 

year, no left than a million quarters ut 
foreign wheat had been imported at the 
expence of 3,000,000!. fterling, wliich 
contributed in a great degree to the pre* 
fent fcarcity of coin. — He concluded by 
requeuing Gentlemen to give the fub^ 
jea the moft ferious attention, and mov* 
ed. That a Committee be appointed to 
take into conlideration the nioft effec- 
tual means of promoting the cultivattou 
and improvement of Wafte Lands, Com- 
mon Arable Fielde, Common Meadows, 
&c. within this kingdom. 

The motion palTed, and a Committee 
was appointed. 

Mr. Keene moved, That an humble 
Addrefs be prefented to his MajeClyt re- 
queuing a lift of the number of French 
prifoners in Great Britain, and how 
they were diTpofed of ; alfo an account 
of the number o1 foreigners who have 
come into this country, from the ill of 
May 1792, and now refident therein, 
didinguilhing the laity and clergy, and 
the number of each refpc^lively. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas faid, that Go- 
vernment were now ufing their utmoft 
diligence to afcercain the number ; and 
\vhen the examination was completed, 
he had no objedioii to lay before the 
Houfe the rcfult of their refearches. 

The Houfe having rcfolvcd itfelf in- 
to a Committee on the Bank Indemnity 
Bill, and the Claufe for indemnifying 
the Bank for having (lopt payment be- 
ing read, 

Mr. Fox faid, he could not conf?nt,to 
f claufe of this nature, as he co^fidered 
obedience to the Order of Council, on 
the part of the Bank, as culpable rather 
than meritorious. The intimate con* 
ne6tion that fublifted between Govern- 
nient and the Bank, made him extreme- 
ly jealous in giving his confent to put 
the latter more under the controul of 
the former. If the rumour were true, 
there ^ould be an end of public credit. 


a 1 1. 

The rumour he alluded to wts^ tlm ilii 
Bankers had gone to the Chancellor it 
the Exchequer, requeuing hts interfe* 
rence with the Bank for more liberal 
difeounts.*— He urged the danger of 
making the King's Minifters the medi- 
-mm of accommodation at the Bank, and 
feprcfenied the interference of the hand 
or power as incompatible with the ftabU 
lity of public credit, and repugnant t» 
the principles of the Conftitution. R«. 
probating, as he did, the interference of 
Minifters, he ihouid give his negative to 
the claufe. 

Mr. Pitt contended, that^he Report 
of the Committee was fufHcient autho- 
rity for confirming rhe Order, and the 
indemnity was neccifary to relieve the 
Bank from the penalties for their obe- 
dience to that Order. As to the inter- 
ference fc much reprobated by the Ho- 
neurablc Gentleman, he admitted that 
the Bankers had communicated to him 
the neceliity of a fupply of cafh for the 
accommodation of thtir cuftomers, and 
that he had ufed what influence he pof- 
feffed as an individual, to further their 
views. He urged the propriety of agree- 
ing to the claufe., 

ivlr. Pollen was for delaying the paf- 
fing of the Bill until the Secret Commit- 
tee brought up their Report. 

The Solicitor General entered into a 
general defence of the claufe. 

Mr. Sheridan attacked the claufe in 
detail.— If the Committee adopted this 
claufe without inquiry, they eftablilhed 
this pernicious principle, that the Bank 
are bound to obey, and that they are 
fure of indemnity. He faid, he could 
not conceive it poffible to make Bank- 
notes a legal tender on the part of the 
Bank, without extending the regulatiou 
to the whole clafs of Bankers alfo. 

Colonel Wdod, the Attorney Gene- 
ral, and others, fpoke ; after which, the 
claufe was agreed to without a divifion. 

The Committee next proceeded to the 
difculfion of the reftridlive claufe, which, 
after the adoption of a variety of amend- 
metits, was agreed ro. 

Qn accountof the iatenef^pf the hour, 
and the difculfion which was likely to 
arife OB the filling up of the blanks, it was 
moved, that the Chairman ihouid re- 
port progrefs, and afit leave to fit again 
on the refumption pf the Houfe. Leave 
was given accordingly.

TheHoufe having relblvcd itfelf into 
A Cominitcee, to take into confideration 
the Petition from the Debtors in Lan- 
cafler Caflle, 

Colonel Stanley faid, the objed^ of 
]lif motion was to iucreafe the allowance 
to perfooa charged in execution for debt, 
under the id Geo. 11 . from fourpt nee 
to flxpence a day. He therefoce moved, 
as a Refoluti '!?, that leave be given to 
kring in a Bill to amend part of an Adt 
of the id Geo. II. for the relief of per- 
Ibns confined for debt. 

The Report was broughtup,and leave 
given in conformity to the Kcfolution. 

Mr. Fox rofc to make a motion re- 
fpedting the flate of Ireland. He ob- 
ierved, that the bulincfs he had to bring 
before the Houfe was not only of gnat 
importance, but likcwife great ur- 
gency, on account of the diftradfed con 
dhion of the fifter kingdom. He en- 
tered into a detail of the circumflances 
that led to thefe difeontents, the caufes 
of which were fit fubjedts of invefliga- 
tion : Firft, the Houfe ought to enquire 
how far the people of Ireland have had 
the benefit of the conceifions that had 
been made ; fecondly, whether meafures 
had been taken to allay the difeontents 
among the Roman Catholics, who con- 
> ftitured five-fixths of the people of Ire. 
land ; and thirdly, to inquire into the 
cauf*.s of the difeontents in the north of 
Ireland. The general diffati fadlion he 
■fcribcd to the calamities brought on 
by the war, m which the ioiercfts of 
the people were not confulted, and to 
their conftituiional grievances. Ireland, 
he Caid, had not a Legiilature even vir- 
tually reprt Tenting the people, and 
thev had as little (hare in the Govern- 
fTcnt as the fubjedfs of the moft arbi- 
trary Monarch. The conceflions that 
bad been made, he contended from a 
variety of fadls, had not produced an 
independence on tiie Miniflers and Ca- 
, b net of this country; 11 had only pre- 
cluded the controul of the Legiilature. 

He took a rapid review of their politi- 
cal hiftory from its dependence on thil 
country, traced their progrtfs to civili- 
sation and comparative freedom, and af- 
ferted, that the rcprefcniation was fo 
condudlcd, for purpofes of emolument 
and corruption, as to bear only a fdint 
relembiancc to tke rejprefeotatlon of this 


coumiy, with all in abufes (abd fla- 
grant they were), though they prof^ifs 
to oe eflahliibed on fimiiar principles. > 
We were now, he faid, in a flate ii. 
miiarto the period of 1774., when we 
were to govern America by force, or 
make conceflions. He related a variety 
of occurrences which preceded the Ame. 
rican War, fimilar to thofe that have ta- 
ken place in Ireland. The proclama. 
tion, for inftance, for difafmingihe in- 
habitants of MaiTachufet's Bay, to the 
proclamation lately ilTued by General 
Lake at Bclfaft, and the difpofition of 
the French to aid them in their refiftance 
to rfie Government of Great Britain ; 
though Guvernment might difarm, ex- 
perience proved their inability to keep 
the people difarmed* 

He hoped, that on fo urgent an occa- 
fion, no objeftions would be taken in 
point of form. The nccelfity cf the in- 
terf\rtnce ought to fupsrfede all Confi- 
dcrations of this nature. He concluded 
by moving, “ That an humble Addrefs 
be prefented to his Majcfly. praying 
that he would be graciouily plcafed to 
take into his royal confideration the di. 
fturbed flate of Ireland, and to adqpt 
fuch lenient meafures as may tend to 
rcifore tranquillity, and conciliate the 
affections of his Irifti fubjedfs.^* 

Sir F. Burdett feconfled the motion. 
Mr. Pitt objefted to the motion, on 
the ground that the Lcgiflarurc cf this 
country, having abdicated the power of 
enforcing any requifition by our autho- 
rity, wc could not conftitationally inter- 
fere with an independent Legiflpiurc. 
Befides, the motion was, in his opinion, 
nugatory, as it went to advife his Ma- 
jefty to extend his paternal regard to the 
flfler kingdom ; a circumfiance which 
he had never ceafed to do during a 
long and happy reign. 

Lord Wycombe, Mr. W. Smith, Mr. 
Courtenay, and Mr. Hobhoiifc, (poke 
in favour of the motion ; and Lord 
Hawkefbury, Lord F. Campbell,* and 
Colonel Fullarroii, againft it.

anchored withthe fquadron in this Bay, 
the 2(1 it'ft. I received a letter from 
Capt. Barton, of his Majefty’s Ihip Lap- 
wing, acquainting me that be had de- 
firoyed the French flilp Ls Dccius and 
La Vaillante brig, off St. Mcirtin’s, and 
that two French frigates, La Thetis 
and La Penf^e, were at auctior off St. 
Martin*'!, referring me to Lieutenant 
St. Clair for further information. 

In conl’equcnce of the two frigates 
lying at Sc.' MAttin’s, I immediately 
Ordered the Bellona and Invincible to 
St. Ritt’s, and dirc6led Capt. Wilfon to 
obtain fuch information as was neceffa- 
ty at that ifiand, and then proceed to- 
wards St Martin’s and Anguilia, ufing 
his beft endeavours to take or deflroy 
th6 French frigates and protect the 
ifland of Anguilla 5 and he failed the 
fame evening on that fervice. 

Captain Barton having referred me 
to Lieutenant Sr. Clair, whom he de^ 
tachtd in a Danifh fchooiwr with his 
letter, it appears that the French had 
landed about 300 men on the ifiand of 
Ah^uilla, the sfitli ult. and that after 
having plundered the ifland, and burnt 
fever^ houfes, and committed every 
fievaftation poliible, attended with atts 
of great cruelty, that on the appearance 
<!>f the Lapwing they, re crobaikcd their 
troops the night of the 26th, and the 
following morning early the Lapwing 
came to action with the Decius of z6 
guns, and Vaillante brig, mounting four 
thirty- two and twenty -four pounders, 
bs a gun vefTel ; that after a clofc a^tioa 
Vox,.

Kitt’s, and landed 170 pnfoners, 

1 (hall take the earheft opportunity* 
of iranliimiing any turiher accounts 
which m»y he lent by Captain Barton; 
but it evidently appears that Captain 
Barton^ conduit was highly meritorious 
by the capture and dcfiruiftiun of this 
force of the entmv, and faving the 
ifland of Anguilla from further depre- 
dation. \ 

Tnc French troops employed on th/k 
fervice were picked men from Gauda- 
loupe ; and there is great realbn to 
fuppofe the greateft part of them haffe 
been taken or Oeftroyed. Many of the 
foldiers were drowned in attempting to 
fwimon Ihore.

1 HAVE the honour to make known 
to you, for the information! of the Lords 
CoiBmilfionei s of the Admiralty, that on 
Friday lall the 1 3th ind. at half pall noon, 
in latitude 47 deg. 30 min. iJ. Ulhant 
bearing N. £. 50 leagues, we difeovered a 
large Ihip in the N. W. quarter, fteering 
under eafy fail for France ; the wind was 
then at wed, blowing hard, with thick 
hazy weatlicr. I indantly made the fig- 
nal to the Amazon for a general chace, 
and followed it by the Hgnal that the 
chace was an enemy. At four P. M. 
the Indefatigable had gained fudicicntly 
upon the chace for me to didinguilh very 
clearly that ibe had two tier of guns, witn 
her lower deck ports Oiut, and that Ihe 
had no poop. 

At 15 minutes before Hx we brought 
the enemy to clofeailion, which continued 
to be well fuppoited on both Tides near an 
hour, when we unavoidably (hot ahead ; 
at this mon>ent the Amazon appeared 
adern, and gallantly fupplied our place ; 
but the eager ncTs of Capt, Reynolds to 
fecond his Iriend had brought him up un« 
dcr a preTs of Tail, and, after a well fup- 
ported and clufe Hre for a little time, he 
alTo unavoidably {hot ahead. The enemy, 
who had ncaiiy effefled running me co 
board, appeared to be much lareer than 
the Indefatigable, and, from her very 
heavy fire of muTquetry, I believe wM 
full of men s this fire was continued until 
the end of the aflion with great vivacity, 
sithougb Ihe frequently defended both 
fides of the Ihip ai the lame time.

I believe ten hours of more fevere fatigue 
was fcarcely ever experienced $ the fca 
was high} the people on the main deck up 
to their middles in water; fome guns 
broke their breechings four times over, 
fome diew the ring bolts from the fioes^ 
and many of them were repeatedly drawn 
immediately after loading ; all our mafis 
were much wounded^ the main trp mail 
compleatly unrigged, and faved only by 
uncommon alaciity. 

At about twenty minutes pad four, 
the moon opening rather brighter than 
before, (hewed to Lieutenant George 
Bell, who was watchfully lookingouton 
the forecadle, a glimpfe of the land ; he 
bad fcarcely reached me to rep jit it when 
we faw the breakers. We were then 
clofe under the enemy’s ftarboard bow, 
and the Amazon as near he** on the lar- 
board ; mot an inftamt could be loll, and 
every life depended upon the prompt 
execution of my orders ; and here it is 
with heartfelt pleal’ure 1 acknowledge 
the full value of my Officers and (hip's 
company, who with incredible alaerry 
hauled the tacks on board, and made fail 
to the fouthward. Xhe land could not 
be afeertained, but we took it to be 
Ulhant, and in the Bay of Brtft, crippled 
as we were, I had no particular fears, 
but before day we again faw breakers 
upon the lee bow ; tnc (hip was inftant. 
ly wore to the northward ; and being 
then fatisfied that the land we had bef<»re 
feen was not U(hant, the lingering ap- 
proach of day -light was molt anxiouUy 
looked for by all; and foon after it open*, 
ed, feeing the land very clofe a-head, 
we again wore to the Ibuthward in twen- 
ty fathoms water, and a few minutes af- 
ter difeove red the enemy, who had fo 
bravely defended herfelf, laying on her 
broad(ide,and a tremendous furt beating 
over her. The miferable fate of her 
brave but unhappy crew was perhaps 
the more fincerciy lamented by us, from 
the apprehenfion of fulFc^ring a limilar 
misfortune. We paffed her within a 
mile, in a very bad condition, having at 
that time four feet water in her hold, a 
great fea, and the wind dead on the 
more, but we had afeertained, beyond a 
doubt, our (ituatidb to be that of Hodierne 
Bay, and that our fate depended upon the 
pOMtble chance of weathering the Penmark 


Rocks. Exhaufted as we were with h* 
ttgue, every exei*tion was mado, and every 
inch of canvas fet that could be carried, 
and at eleven A* M. we m ide the break* 
ers, and by the bllfing of God weathered 
the Penmark Rocks about half a mile. 

The Amazon had hauled her wind to 
the northward, when we (food to the fcttltb* 
ward ; her condition I think was better 
(|ian ours, and 1 knew that her a6f ivhy and 
exertions were fully equal to any that 
could be effe£fed under fimtlar circum- 
(fauces { the judgment with which (be was 
man4ged during fo long an aflion, and the 
gallantry of her attacks, could not but me- 
rit tlie highell commendation, and to the 
heart of a friend it was peculiarly gratify- 
ing. I have full as much reafon to fpeak 
highly of my own Officers and men, to 
whom I owe infinite oblinttons. The 
Lieutenants Thompfon, Norway, and 
Bell, Lieutenants 0‘Conner and Wilfon 
of the Marines, and Mr. Thompfon the 
Maftcr, have abundant claims upon my 
gratitude, as well as every inferior Offi- 
cer in the (hip. The fufferings of ibe 
Amazon are unknown to me ; and I am 
fingubrly happy to fay that my own arc 
inconfiderable. The Flrft Lieutenaqu 
Mr. Thompfon, a brave and worthy Or* 
ficer, is the only one of that defeription 
wounded, with eighteen men, twelve of 
which number have wounds of no ferious 
coiiiequciice, con fitting chiefly of violent 
contulioiis from Ipl nters.

They begged that I would immediately 
order the North Devon Regiment of 
Volunteers under my command to 
march to their affi (lance. In confe- 
quence of this reprefenration, 1 ordered 
the men to get ready to march as foon 
as poUible. 1 have great fatisfa£tion in 
fayiDC, that in four houijs 1 found eve- 
ry Officer and man that was ordered on 
the parade at Bidcford (fifteen miles 
from home) ' ready and willing to 
march to any place they fhould be com- 
manded to goto. 1 cannot exprefs the 
fatisfa£Hnn I felt at feeing the men fo 
willing tu defend their King and Coun- 
try, at the fame time as filenr, orderly, 
and fuber, as might be expelled at a 
morning parade of an old regiment.

ARMY OF ITALY. 

Head- gaiters at Falvafone, 27 ;,^ 
tofe {March 17.) 

Buonaparie, Cmmander in Chief of the 
Army of Italy, to the Executive Direc-

SINCE the battle of Rivoli, Citizens 
Directors, the army of Jtalv occupied 
the B'lnks of rhe Piavt* and Livjs: the 
Emperor’s army, C 'ltimanded by Prince 
Charles, occapievl liic other Bank of the 
Piave, had us centic behind the Corde- 
Fole, and fappuitcd its right on the 
Adige, from thr fide of the Salurne. 

On the 10th Vtntofe, in the morning, 
the division of General Maflena tepair- 
ed to Feltre; at his appioach, the enemy 
evacuated the fine of Cordevolc, and 
inarched to B.l'urne. 

Creneral Serrurier’s divifinn advanced 
to Alois aniidli the moll horrible wea. 
ther; but wind and rain, on the eve of 
a battle, have always been an omen of 
fucccls to the army of Italy. 

On the 2iu, day-break, the divj- 
fion eroded the Piave, f ictng tlie vi'la^c/c 
of Vider; notwiihl'an-'ing the rapi«:ity 
and dey-ith of the w^rer, we only hsil a 
young drummer. The Chief of Sqm- 
ilron Lv.'aile, at the head of a dct.xh- 
incnt of cavalry, and ihe Adjutant-Ge- 
neral Le Clerc, at the head of the 21ft 
light infantry, worfted the hollile corps 
u iiich wanttd tooppof- our pafTage, and 
advanced rapidly to St. Salvador} but 
the enemy, at the full news of tnc pdf- 
lage, were afraid of bong furtoundtd, 
«nd evacuated their camp of Li Cam- 
pau 

Ccceriil Gubtux. at two oMoek la 


the afternoon, palTcd the Piave at Ofpe- 
daietto, and arrived in the evening at 
Conegiiano, 

Our cavalry, in the courfc of thktda^, 
encountered feverai times jshat of th# 
cneuu^^, had always the advantage, and 
took eighty huflars. 

On the 23d General Guieux, with 
his divirton. arrived a: fell on the 

enemy’s reai -guard, and, notvvirhftand* 
log the derkntTs of the night, took one 
hundred pntbners fiom them. A corps 
of Hulans wanted to capitulate. Citi* 
2en Siibtck, Chu f < f Sv^uadron, was 
killed, and General Dugua flightly 
wounded. 

At the fame time General Mafletia’s 
divifion, having lenched Bellurne, pur- 
uied the enemy, who had retreated to- 
wards hemmed in their rear- 

guard, took yot^'^ifoneri-, among whom 
were loohuflTars, a Colonel, and Gene- 
ral Lufignan, whocommaniled the whole 
ctntie. Lufignan having difgraced hifD- 
felf in his conduct towards our fick at 
Brtfcia, I gave orders to condudl him 
to France, without being exthanged, * 

On the 26ch, General Guieux's di- 
vifioa fet out from Pardepaiie, at five 
o’clock in the morning * that of Gene- 
ral Serrurier left Paliano at four, both 
direifting thti/ march to Valvafonc. 

Geneial Guieux’s divifion pafled be- 
yond Valvalonc, and arrived on the 
banks of the Tagb^imento at eleven 
o’clock in the morning. The hoftile 
army was entrenehed on the oppofitc 
fide of the river, of which it pretended 
to difpuie the paffage. My Aide-de- 
Cainp, the Chief of Squadron Croilitr, 
went at the head of twcntv*five guides 
to reconnoitre it as far us the entrench- 
ments, und was received with grape- 
Ihor. 

Genera! Bernadotte’s divifion arrived 
at noon. I immedi.iicly gave orders to 
General Guieux to march to the left, in 
order to crofs the river on the right 
of the enemy’s entrenchments, under 
the prote6lii>o of twelve pieces of artil- 
lery, General Bernadotte was tfo crofs 
it on the right j both divifions formed 
their battalions of grenadiers, ranged 
thenifclves in order of battle, having 
each half a brigade of light infantiy be- 
fore them, fupported by two battai^ons 
of grenadiers, and Banked by the ca- 
valry. 

The light infantry manoeuvred as 
riflemen} General Damm^rtin on the 
kfi» and General LerpiitSflc on the 
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rfjjte. made their artillery advance, an^ 
a brilK cannonade was opened. I gave 
orders for every half brigade to file off 
in a clofe coluiiin on the wings of their 
fecond, and of their firft and third bat- 
talion. 

General Duphot, at the head of the 
e7th light infantry, threw himfelf into . 
the riyer, and prciently gained the op- 
ofite bank. General Son fupported 
im with the grenadiers of Guieux’s di- 
vifion. General Murat made the fame 
movement on the right, and was hke- 
wife fupported by the grenadiers of 
Bernadotte’s divifion. The whole line 
put itfclf in motion, each half brigade 
in. eebeiotty with fquadrons of cavalry, 
to fill up the empty fpaces from behind. 
The hoftilc cavalry wanted feveral times 
to charge our infantry, but without fuc- 
cefs ; the river was croffed, and the ene- 
my routed in every direftion. They 
attempted to aflail.„our right with their 
cavalry, and our left with their infan- 
try. I fent Cfcneral Dugua, and the 
Adjutant-General Kellermann, at the 
head of the cavalry of referve, alJifted 
OUT infantry, commanded by the 
Adjutant- General Merieur} they worded 
the enemy’s cavalry, and took prifoner 
the general who commanded them. 

General Guieux ordered the village 
of Gradifca to be attacked ; and, not- 
withftanding the darknels of the night, 
he captured it, and completely routed 
the enemy ; Prince Charles had juft 
time enough left tofave himfelf. 

General Serrurier’s divifion paffedthe 
river, in proportion as it arrived, and 
iranged itlclf in battle array to ferve as 
a corps of referve. 

In that day we took from the enemy 
fix pieces of cannon, one General, feveral 
fuperior officers, and made from four to 
five hundred prifoners. The quicknefs 
©f our diiplay and manoeuvre, and the 
fuperiority of our artillery, alarmed the 
enemy to fuch a degree, chat they would 
not make a ftand, and profited by the' 
night to take flight. 

The Adjutant-General Kellermann 
teceived feveral cuts with the fabre in 
charging at the head of the cavalry with 
his ufual courage. 

I am going to occupy myfelf in re- 
warding the OfiScers who diftinguifticd 
thcmfelvcs in the different actions.

The 28th, the divifion pf General 
Bernadette departed at three o’clock in 
the morning, marched round Palmano- 
va, and took pofition on the torrent of 
the Torre, where the huffars met him. 

The divifion of General Serrurier 
took pofition on the right, that of Gene- 
ral Guieux on the left. I fent Citizen 
Lefalc with the 24th regiment of Chaf- 
feurs to Udine. 

The enemy at our approach evacuat- 
ed Palmanrova, where we found 30,000 
rations of bread, &c. It was but ten 
days before that Prince Charles feized 
that place from the Venetians ; he wilh- 
ed to occupy it 5 but he had not had time 
to eftabltlh himfelf there. 

General Malfcna arrived at St.Daniel, 
at Ofopo, at Gemona, and puflicd his 
advanced guards into the defiles. 

The a9th General Bernadotte ad- 
vanced and blockaded Gradifca ; Gene- 
ral Serrurier marched oppofite Saint 
Pietro, for the purpofe of palling the 
Ifonzo. The enemy had feveral pieces 
of cannon, and fome battalions on thd 
other fide, for defending the paffage. 

I ordered different manceuvres to a- 
larm the enemy, and the paffage was 
effected without oppofition. I cannot 
forget the trait of courage pf Citizen 
Androffy,' Chief of Brigade of Artillery, 
who, ordered to try whether the river 
was fordable, precipitated himfelf into 
the water, and paffed and repaffed on 
foot.

The ene- 
my, panic f^TUck, iaw no podibiiity of 
defence, and defpaired of making their 
cfcape. General Bernadotte prefented 
the lummcns iubjoined, when the ene- 
ipy capitulated. 

General Bernadotte, obliged to fup- 
port them, brought forward four pieces 
of cannon to force the gates ; but they 
were defended by a ^rchc well entrench- 
ed. 

The d’vifion of General Bernadotte 
conduced itfelf with that gallantry 
which guarantees our future fuccefs.

Woild }" of which he wrote No. 6, 8, 
10, 14, 28, J03, 160, 195, andthecon- 
f hiding World Extraordinary, contain- 
ing tile chaia6\cr of Heniy Fox, after- 
wm d s Lord Holland. T wo other papers 
Inreiivled for this wojk were afterwards 
printed in his Fugitive Pieces.'’ 

In 1751 his fj’it publication (except 
feme Potms in Dodfley's Collection, and 
a Jcu d’iTprit fh the Muhiirn in 1746) 
appealed, entitled “ .<$ides WaJpoliaiia," 
de'eribing the beautiful building of 
Houghton and the piilures therein, lince 
fold to the Emprefsof RuiTia *. Jn 1757 
he publiriicd ** A Letter trom Xo Ho, a 
Chinele Pliilofophei at London, to his 
Fj iend Lien Chi, at Peking,” chieSy on 
the politics of the day j a performance 
which went thiough five editions in a 
fortnight f . 

At this period lie devoted his attention 
more to literary puriliits than at any for 
inertimej and in the next year, 1758, 
prccluced to the public feme fpecinicns 
of his j)rlnting prefs, then firli J cxhibiteil 
to the notice of the world. Its firft pro- 
cin6f Ion was in 1758,0! the liddimeOdes of 
tlis friend Mr. Gray, and this was fol- 
lowed by the edition and tranflation of part 
of Kentzer’s Travels, the Fil’d Edition of 
the Catalogne^ of Koyal and Noble Au- 
thois, his"^ Fugitive Pieces, and Lord 
^Vhilworth’s Accoui^t of Rullia ; and to 
thele fucceeded others, of which mention 
will be made hereafter. 

In 17C1 he was ^gain re-chof^n for 
King’s Lynn j and in the fame year 
pubfiflied' two Vclumes of his Anecdotes 
6f Painfers in England, compiled from 
the papers of Mr. George Vertue, pur- 
chaled at the fale of the elFcfls of that in- 
vlufii^ious ^jintiquary. It wi^l be allowed} 


the remains of Mr.Vertuc could not kart 
fallen into better hands. In 1763 another 
Volume was added, and alio the Cata* 
Jogue of Engravers} and, in 1771, the 
whole was completed in a fourth Vo* 
lume, though it was not publifhed until 
the year 1780. In '1764 the romantic 
life of Lord Herbert of Cherbury appear* 
ed from the fame prefs } and, on the dif- 
raiflion of General Conway from the ar* 
my for a vote given in Parliament, he, in 
the fame year, defended his friend’s con- 
du6I in a pamphlet entitled, ** A Coun- 
ter- Addrefs to the Public on the late dif* 
miflionof a General Ollicer.’’ 8vo. 

In the fuccceding year he publifhed 
“ The Caftle of Otianto," tranflated, at 
the Title-page afierteci, by William Mar- 
fhall, Gent, from theoiiginai Italian of 
Onuphrio Miualto, Canon of tlie Church 
of St, Nicholis at Otranto } 8vo. But 
this difguile was foon laid afide j and, in 
fame year, a fecond edition appeared, 
with the initials of the real Autiiorii 
whofework haslince reccivcdalldue honour. 
In 1766 he is fuppoled to have indulg- 
ed the vein of humour which he poflelled 
in An Account of the Giants lately 
difeovered, in a Letter to a Friend in the 
Country,” 8vo. fince reprinted inDilly’a 
Kepofitory.” 

'Healfo, about this period, vifited Paris} 
and, while there, had an opportunity of 
forming a judgment of the infant Socra- 
tes, as Mr. Burke calls him, of th^ 
French nation, the celebrated Jean Jaques 
Roufieau. Believing him to be, what 
his i'uhrequent condufi to Mr. Hipne 
proved, an impoftor, he fabricated a lettep 
as from the King oi Pru/Iia, in order to 
ridicule his continual chimerical com* 
plaints of periecution. As this Letter 
was brought by the wrong-headed lunatip 
as one of his proofs of the duplicity of 
Mr. Hume, and having at the time 
made 1‘ome notfe, we diail here iniert it} 
with Mr. Walpole*i^ att^ftation on the 
fubje£l.

Mr. Walpole’s Letter to Mr. Hume 
was in the following terms : 

Arlinpjon-JUeet^July 1766. 

I cannot he precife as to the time of 
my writing the King of Pruiria’s Letter j 
hut I do allure ycu with the ulmoit truth, 
that it was leveral days before you left 
Paris, and before Roufltau’s arrival 
there, of which I can givoycu a ftro.'g 
proof J fori net only fupprelTcd the Let- 
ter while you ftaid there, out of delicacy 
to you, but it was the reaibn why, out of 
delicacy to myfelf, I did not go to fee 
him, as ycu often propofed to me ; think- 
ing it wrong to go and make a cordial 
viiit to a man with a letter in my pocket 
to laugh ai him. You are at full liberty, 
dear Sir, to make ufe of what I fiiy 
in your juftification either to Roufleau or 
to any body cllb.

The Parliament in which he then fat 
drawing near a conc!ulion| Mv. Walpole 
refolved to retire fron^ public bulipcls j 
and accordingly annofmeed his intern ion 
by the following Letter addrefled to Wm . 
Lapgley, Ef(j. Mayor of Lynn. 

“SIR, 

The declining Hate of my health, and 
awifh 'of retiring from all public bull- 
nels, have for fonic time shade me think 
of not offering my fervice acain to th^ 
town of Lynn as one of their Keprefenta- 
tivts in Parliament.! was even oh tlic point 
above eighteen months ago of obtaining 
leave to have my leat vacated by one of thoi j 
temporary places often jjtitowed ftTr that 
purpofe ; but I thought it more relp^ft- 
iui, and more confonant to the great anef 
fingular obligations I have to the corpo* 
rationand tdwn of Lynn, to wait till I had 
executed their commands, to the lall hour 
of the commilHon tjicy have voluntarily 
cntnilfed to me. 

“ Till then. Sir, I did not think of 
making this declaration ; but hearing 
that dlff^sfaiHon and diflenfions have 
ariien amongif you (of which J am lo 
happy as to have been in no lhape the 
caulel, that a warm conteft is expelled, 
and dreading to fee in the uncorrupted 
town of Lynn what hiu fpread fo latally 
in other places, and wh?t I fear will end 
in the min of this conffitution and coun- 
try, J think it my duty, by an early dcsi 
claration, to endeavour to prelerve the 
integrity and peace of lb great, fo refpe6l- 
able, and fo unbkmilljed a borough. 

“ My father was re-chofen by the free 
voice of Lynn, when inmrilbned and ex-, 
peiled by an arbitrary Court and profti- 
tute Pailianient ; and from affeifion to 
his name, not from the fmalleff merit in 
me, they unanimoully demanded me for 
their member while I was litting 
for Cajiif Rijing^ Gratitude exacts wh?t 
in any other light might feem vain glori- 
ous in me to lav { but it is to the lafting 
honour of the tov/n cf Lynn I declare, that 
I have reprelented them in two Parlia* 
meiits, without offering or being afleed 
for the fmalleft gratification by any on« 
of my conttituents. May I be per- 
mitted, Sir, to fiatter mylelf they are 
periuaded their otherwife unwet^hy re-

Mr. Lccke, the reputed difcoverei of the 
true theory of the mind, does not tank 
higher in that peculiar branch ot icience 
than our penetrating divine j for il his leply 
to Locke’s Eflay on Human Underiland- 
ing be critically confidered, it will be 
icund to dctefl many fundamental errors 
in that celebrated treat lie. 

The piety of Norris as Cor.fpicv.- 
ous as his learningirnd abilities. 1 he 
extreme lervourof devotionwhich appears 
throughout liis works, may be termed 
enthufiafm, in this age, when moral pre- 
cepts elegantly drefled, conftitute clerical 
cumpofitions. 

I he Theory of the* Ideal World, may 
he confidered as the capital work of 
Norris. The depth of thought*, and the 
^cutenefs of logic, which he difpla^s in

As the pious and lir.cere chrlftlan, as 
the fervent and zealous divine, Norris ia 
above piuiie. I'he pure morality which 
breathes through his dilcourfes, the fera- 
phic fire which glows in his afpirationf, 
may be too refined, may he too warm for 
the cool and rational tattc of the prelcnt 
day } but tlie ardency ot this divine heat 
is a^ii'ong proof ot tue natural fcnfibllity , 
ot his iiturt, and of the uncerity of hia .

Nor is the genius of Norris, as a poctf .

Many other paflfajsjes .might be pro- 
duced, which would fully prove the juf- 
tlce of Norris's claim to the title of 
Poet. In the Ode to M. la?nh>dv, the 
greateft pan of thofo images may be 
found, which have been lb liacknied and 
wire- drawn by modern verfifyers. I 
cannot refill the deliro of tranferibing a 
flanza from an ode, entitled The Afftva- 
tiotu The poet laments that his foul is 
immured in the dark prifon of the body, 
which prevents its full enjoyment of the 
civiMe prclencc. 

How cold this clime ! and yet my ftnfc 
l^ticeivcs e'en here thy inducnce; 

*• £v n here thy ftrong magnetic charms I 
feel, 

♦** And pant and trenbU like the amVous ftcel: 

To lower good, and beauties lefs divine, 

** Sometimes my varying ntedlc dot!» decline j 
But yet fo drong the fympathy, 

It turns and points again to thee 1 
The metaphor contained in thele lines 
flioTigly reiemblcs that beautiful one, in 
an Ode to Senilbility, the producUon of a 
modern female v'ritcr. 

Norris as a pciet wrote but little; but 
Itis pieces dtfplay a vigc \ir of intclle^l, 
and a rich vein ol imagery ; and the jtc- 
cuiiar energy which he leU when treating 
on divine lubjcil^ts, enabled him very fre- 
quently to Ibar to the true lublimc. 

Philolo pliers will cflcem him nioft on 
account of his metaphyflcal works, in 
which he exhibit'? proofs of a clearnels of 
conception, andrin accuracy of diltincHon, 
rarely to be lound in the pages of airy 
ether wii’.er. I know that thele cmpii- 
lies have been, cenfuird as of no profit 
to the mind of man, which they are laid 
perpetually to delude. Thcie may be 


much of truth in the obieflloti ; yet at 
the fame time it mnft beconteded, that 
futh (lilquJitions, abftrufe as they aie, 
exhibit the powers of the mind in their 
gieatelt perfe6lion.— An acute metaphy- 
ncian leaves at a great diftance, in point 
of mental enej'gy, the pixificient in t very 
other branch of knowledge. Norris has 
foared to the ulmod heighfs of this fub- 
lime fcience, and with a mere vigorous 
wing than any other writer, his own 
great favourite Maitbt cunhe not ex- 
cepted. 

Whilft memoirs, and feraps of me- 
moirs, of charaflers which have but lit- 
tie claim to public notice, are gleaned 
with care, detailed with pomp, and read 
with avidity j it I'urely refie£ls no credit 
on the fcientific charafler of a nation, to 
luffer the name of a divine equally emi- 
nent in learning and piety, to lad dovr n 
the (fream of time unnoticed, and now 
iieaily forgotten. 

This feeble euloglum on the merits of 
a writer, who defcdi^cs the waimelf 
llrains of panegyric will at leaft teltify 
my gratitude ; for I do not icruple to 
acknowledge, that the perufal of hio 
works has coiiftitutcd one of the chiet 
pleafures of my life. 

Were I ranked among the diftinguidied 
few whofe ^appbufe is fame, gladly 
would I weave the garland ol pralte and 
place it on his brow ; well allured that 
the difeerning tafte of future age.s would 
prefer VC the laurels unwilliered, and for 
ever green.

I BEG leave, through the medium . of your Magazine, -to offer to the Tublif 
the followirg Ode, It is the produflion of Shah Allum, the ftill nominmlTjm^ 
peror of Hinduftan— a man whofe misfortunes and fufferings are abundantly 
known, but whofe talents and virtues have not been juftly appreciated. Thf 
narr^ors of his melancholy biitory, viewing him merely in a political light# 
and judging of the man from the imbecility of his government, have formed con* 
cluiions unfavourable to his intelle^ual endowments $ but thofe to whom an inti* 
mate knowledge of his life has given the means of eftimating the general chamber 
of his mind, whilft they concur in the opinion of his incapacity for public affairs, 
delcribe him, at the fame time, as poffefling much elevation of (entimcnt, and 
acutenefs of renfibllity } as being alike capable of exalting his mind to the purfuita 
of philofophy, and of fcftcning it to the exercife of the milder virtues. Poetry 
was the amulement of his youth amldfl the fplendour of a palace, and is now tht 
fonfolatlon of his age in the gloom of a dungeon. 

This Ode is eftccmed thc beil of his late performances, and is rendered pecu- 
liaily intercfting by the affli£ling nature of its theme. It was written at the agf 
of fcvcnty, about two years after he had been depofed, imprifoned, and deprive 
of his fight, by Goladm Kbdder, one of his vaffal Princes, and it bears ample 
tcftimony of his dignity and his fpirit. It breathes the warm language of infulted 
virtue, and the calm dilates of pious refignation. It fliews a mind of which thf 
energies have neither been enfeebled hy age, nor repreffed by adverfity. 

Of thebea’jtics and defers of the Poem, as they appear in an Englifh drefs, Jt 
were unbecoming in this place to make any difci imination. I may, however, be 
permitted to obferve, that the Tranllator has given to an almoft literal tranfla* 
tion, a chaftenefsand an elegance which, from the oppofite idioms of the two Ian* 
guages, and the ftill more oppofite genius of Oriental and of Englifh poetry, has 
been but feldom attained. But thefe pathetic verles have a higher value, as illuf- 
trating the charafter of their venerable author, whom England has allowed to Ian* 
guifti in hopelefs mifery, than from any inlrinfic merit of their own. I truft, there*- 
tore, that a contemplation of his unhappy condition, and of thofe feelings which 
it will not be denied him to have exprened in a manly as well as a delicate ftrain,. 
will excite the fympathy of the reader, and affuage the feverity of the critic ^ and, 
I may prefumc, there are thole amongft us who can commifratc the fate of 
graded magnificence, ami give a tear to the forrows of negle^ed genius.

Tliij new dilcovered land is called rocks, extendirig to tlie Northward from 
Tate’s Island, in honour of Mr. the North point of the iiland to the 
Tate, of Bombay. Southwaid fren; tlw. South point. 

The 
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The boats were accordingly difpatch- 
<pd ; and when they had approached with- 
in about 'half a mile of the ifland, they 
perceived that the ifland was inhabited. 

^ The natives made figns to the feamen 
to come afliore j but the day being then 
far advanced, and not having a I'ufficient 
quantity of arms and ammunition in cafe 
they were attacked, they thought it moft 
i-udent to make the belt of their way 
ack to the ftiips. 

When the natives fiw they were aboirt 
to return, many of them leaped into the 
water and Iwam after the boats, while 
othcj s of them launched two or three ca- 
noes, and foon came up with them. 
They bartered bows, arrows, and fpcars, 
for Imall penknives, beads, &c.— 
Some of the nati,\ es went afterwards on 
board the fhips, and traded there in thp 
lame articles. 

They are a ftout well-made people, 
woolly -headed, and in llalure rel’emble 
thedefeription given of the New Guineas, 
as well as in complexion. They appealed 
to be humane and hofpitable people fiom 
their behaviour while on board. 

After they had left the Horr/tazier It was 
peiceived that they had liolen a hatchet, 
and feveral fmall articles, which might 
have been expefted, as it is common 
ainongft moft lavages. 

On the zd of July it was propofed by 
Captains Bampten and Holt to man one 
boat from the two ll'.ips, and lend htr 
alliorc, to fee if there was any water to 
be had, and alfo for a party to go up to 
the highelf point of the illand, to lee 
liow far the land extended to the Well- 
waid, as the Ihips were then looking out 
ioY h'ort'jrs Sir eighth, 

Mr, Shaw, chief OlHcer of the Chef- 
tci field, was appointed to this duty. 
Captain Hill, of the Nh-w South Wales 
corps, Mr. Carter, Purler of the //>r- 
Pia^icfy and Mr. Hafkett, pafienger, 
propofed to accompany him, in order to 
make feme obfer vat ions on the foil, pro- 
duce, and inhabitants, of this new-dif- 
pvered ifland . 

On the 3 d. in the morning, the fe gen- 
tlemen having provided themfelves with 
prefents for the natives, confilUng of 
pen-knives, fcillars, razon;, beads, &c. 
and w ith plenty of arms and amiiuini- 
tion, in cafe of attack, embarked on 
board a boat, and at noon reached the 
illand. 

The natives received them very kindly, 
and conduflcd the boat to a convenient 
|>lace for landing. After they had gone 
^fliorc, diftributed fome prcicjit| 
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amongft the nativci, which they appear* 
cd to be very much plealed with, it wa# 
propofed, that Melfrs. Shaw, Carter, and 
Hafxctt, fliould proceed to the top of a 
high point of land, and that Captain HiU 
fliould ftay by the boat with t^c fo}^ 
feamen. 

They accordingly armed thcmfeivcq 
with a mulket each, and a lulHcient 
quantity of powder and ball to begin 
their jcurncy properly accoutred, 

7'here were by this time great mim- 
bfr« of the natives, men, women and 
children, afl'cmbled round them> tlie men 
ami children quite naked, and the women 
with no other covering than a leaf over 
fuch jiarts as nature had taught them to 
conceal. \ 

The gentlemen, when properly equip- 
ped, made figns to them that they were in 
want of water, on which, with the gvtatc& 
chearlulncfs, they candu 6 ^cd them to aa 
excellent fpring of water, frequently 
killing the hands of the party on the way,, 
crying out “ V/iibba ! nvabba whicli 
they fuppofed to bp water in their lan^ 
guage. 

After the gentlemen had examined the 
water, they made ligns of b^ing defirous 
to afeend the hill \ the natives readily 
conceived their meaning, offered to con- 
duR them, ami appeared to be very happy 
in the ftrangeis company. 

They had proceeded about three quar- 
ters of a mile up the hill, when they 
wcie condii61ed to a level Ipot of cleared 
ground, where grafs was gmwin^, and 
leveral young pi intuin tiees fpringing- 
up in the midll of it, and the number of 
birds chiiTui)ing among the bullies that 
furrounded this fpot made it appear ro* 
man tic. 

Here they were invited to fit down, to 
which Melfis. Center and Shaw con- 
fcined j but on Mr. Halkett’s faying ‘‘he 
fufpcifted they had fomedcfignsontnem,'' 
Ml . Carter replied, that he believed them 
to be a let of innocent creatures, and 
made figns for fomething to drink. 

A boy v/as immediately difpatched» 
and Ibortly after returned with two co-' 
coa mils, which were given them to drink# 
After Mr. Carter had drank he got up 
and gave his mulket to Mr. HalTkctt to, 
hold, while he took a fketch of the 
landfcape as it then appeared to his view* 

The natives feeing the two mulkets ia 
Mr, Halkett’s hands, defired to holdj 
them for him ; he gave Mr. Carter's to 
one of them, but kept his own cocked, 
themuzzle direfted toward* the breaft of 
him who held it*

' As Toon as Mr. Carter had' finiAcd, 
he took the mufket' from the native, and 
chid Mr. Hafkett for his fear, mentlon- 
Ing repeatedly that they wele an innocent 
race of men, an 4 Mr. Shaw acqulefced 
in his opinion. 

After rcfreihing themfelves they made 
iigns to the natives to proceed hirthcr 
up the hill, which they did not feem in- 
clined to, but rather wiflud them to go 
down to the valley that appeared clear 
and pleafant frem tlic place they were 
then in, which was furrounded by bufties 
iuid (hrubs. 

When the native? perceived that their 
▼ifitors were determined to al'cend the 
hill, they fcllowed in great numbers, 
hallooing and ihouting molt hidcoully on 
the way. 

Mr. Halkett ftriftjy ©bferved their 
motions 5 as they were continually mak- 
ing figns to each other, and frequently 
pointing towaidb him, he intimated theie 
obfervations to the other gertlcmen, and 
begged them fc-r God’s fake to be on 
ihcir guard, for the natives were certainly 
bent on mifehief. 

At length, abopt half paft two P. M. 
thejr reached the fumnut of the hill, on 
which they found a clear fpot ©f ground 
of fome acres in extent ; the natives here 
IcilTcd their hands Irequcntly, and, veiy 
kindly to all appear^'ce, invited them 
to fit down and red themfelves j wluch, 
however, they declined to do, the day 
being fo far Iper.t. 

Here they had an opportunity of taking 
the view which was the obie( 5 l of their 
journey 5 they faw t!ic reefs extending 
as far as the eye could reach j but no 
land to the Weftward of the ifland, except 
a large fand bank nearly even u ith the 
water’s edge, and not far from the illund. 

At the lame time they allb perceived a 

f reat number of the natives round the 
cat, who they fuppofed w'ere trading 
with Captain Kill. When they had 
made their obfervations they began to 
defeend 5 by degrees the natives contrived 
to feparafe the tlu ee gentlemen at 
erten yards from each other, infinuating 
themfelves between them in the path, 
which was but narrow, under the pie- 
tence of alliftingthcm down the hill, 

Mr. Hafkett perceived boys of about 
»4 or 15 years of age lurkirg in the 
bufhes as they pafTcd, with bundles of 
fpcars and arrows, of which he in formed 
Mr. Carter, who was the loremoft in the 
ath, and afked Mr. Shaw, who was bc- 
ind them, if he faw them ? w'ho an- 
fwewKl itt tie aiurmative. 


Mr. Shaw begged the other gentlemen 
to be on their guard ; and Mr, HaAett 
propofed to Mr. Carter to turn all the 
natives before them, as he could plainly 
perceive they were bent on murdering 
them ; but Mr. Carter faid, he thought 
that would fhew fignt of miftruil or fear, 
and that he thought it -better to go on 
as they were, and be all upon their guard. 

Tliev had got down the hill thegreatett 
part of the way in this manner, when 
they were met by a very old man, who 
kified Mr. Carter*? hand firft, and then 
attempted to kifs Mr. Haikett*s, but was 
not permitted 5 he then went on and 
kifled Mr. Shaw's, who was in the rear. 

Immediately after Mr. Hafkett called 
cut, «« They want to take my mufket 
from me 5" and Mr. Carter exclaimed, 
“ My Gcd ! my God ! they have muiv 
dertd me!’* Mr. Hafkett difeharged hit 
mufket at the next man to him ; on the 
report of it the natives all fled into the 
bufl^es. 

Here was a horrid Vpeflacle for Mr, 
Hafkett to behold j Mr. Cartel lying 
on the ground in a gore of blood, and 
Mr, Shaw with a large cut in his throat 
under the left jaw j but luckily they 
both able to rife and proceed down the 
hill with all pofTiblc Ibeed, firing at the 
natives wherever they law them. 

When they arrived on the beach they 
called out “ Fire ! fire!” But whatmuH 
have been their feelings when they per- 
ceived Captain Hill and one of the feamen 
dead upon the beach, cut and mangled in 
a fhocking manner 5 they lliorlly after 
perceived two of the feamen floating cn 
the water between the boat and the bcach^ 
v.-ith their throats cut from ear to ear. 
After feme difficulty the unhappy fiir- 
vivors made a (hift to get on board tlw; 
boat. 

They found that the natives had taken 
all their provlfions, boat cloaks, &c. 
flarted the water out of their kegs, and 
left the fourth failcr 'dead in the boat, 
cut and mangled in the fame fhocking 
manner. 

They tried to get in their grapnel, but 
found it impoflible, it was lo entan^ed 
amongft the rocks by the natives. They 
theiefbre cut it 5 and Meflis. Shaw and 
Hafkett got out two oars and pulled off 
fhore, whilft Mr. Carter kept the natives 
off with his mufket. . But they found 
great difficulty in getting out of the 
reach of their fptars and arrows, as the 
wind blew frefh on fliore. 

At length they found they could wca- 
tlicr the point of the i/land by hoiftingthe 

laiii 
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fail, which the natives moll fortunately 
had left behind them^ and it was holUca 
accoitiingly. 

Mr. llalkett bound up the wounds of 
his unfortunate comrades with their hand- 
kerchiefs y but Mr. Carter was lb weak 
from the Id's of blood, that he was ob- 
liged to lay down in the bottom of the 
boat, while the other two weie lpc 61 ators 
of the fate of their deceafed companions. 

They law very diftin^Uy thole vora- 
clous cannibals dragging the b. dies of 
Captain Hill and the leamen up towards 
large fires prepared on the occafion, yel- 
ling and howling at the fame time. 

Between nine and ten they cleared the 
point of the illand, when it was pro- 
pofed by Mr. Shaw to run under the lea 
of it, and endeavour to get to the fand 
bank they law from the top of the hill j 
that being the only method they could 
take, as they might reafonably hope, when 
they hud not returned to the Ihips as 
ei^efled, boats^ would be lent in quell 
of them the next morning. 

They, therefore, hauLd up under the 
lea of it, and made fad a club 01 iron 
wood, which the cannibals had left in 
the boat, to a nine pound lead, which 
had aJ lb efcaped their notice j thefe they 
bent to the lead- line, and let it go, in 
hopes it would ride her till tie morning. 

They then committed the body ot the 
murdered fcaman to the deep, and re- 
turned thanks to the Almighty for de- 
livering them from thole inhuman mon- 

ftei-vS. 

The pain the two wounded gentlemen 
felt, and the anxiety of them all, de- 
prived them of reft all that night. When 
day- light appeared, they found they had 
drifted neaily out of fight of the illand, 
and to the leeward of the land bank. 

It was impoffibie to reach the bank ; 
they therefore confultcd refpefting what 
was beft to be done in their perilous lltu- 
atiou. 

They examined what was left in the 
boat, and found fome knives and feiil'ars 
in the ftem locker, but to their great 
forrow the compafs was gone, and ail 
their provifions and water. There was 
alfo Mr. Hafkett’s great coat left in the 
boat, but nothing el&. 

Left now totally to Mr. Shaw, as to 
what were the beft fteps to take, as the 
other two were neither navigators nor 
fcamen, he informed them, that the wind 
was tlien fair to run direft for Ttmory 
which lay nearly Weft of them, and he 
fuppoftd they ihould reach that illand in 
'^baiit ten days. He' could not think the

ihip or boats would ever find them, and 
the longci they delayed bearing away, the 
lefs able they wouki be to perform their 
voyage without provifions and water. 

They therefore all agreed to Hand 
away to the WeftWaid, and trull them- 
lelves to that Providence who had deli- 
vered them from the cannibals of Tate’s 
Illand. 

Animated with hope, they continued thus 
until the 5th, when hunger and thirlt prey- 
ed upon them : Mr. Carter’s wound was 
fo painful that he begged to have it exa- 
mined, which Mr. Halkett did while 
Mr. Shaw held the Itccr oar. With 
great difficulty the hair was cut from the 
head, which, with the handkerchief and 
his hair, were entirely clotted with 
blood. The wound was in the back 
art of the head, and appeared to have 
een made with a hatchet. After having 
been wallicdwith fait water, Mr. Hafkett 
tied it up with a piece of his fhirt, and 
Mr. Carter found himlelf after the 
drefllng much relieved. 

In the afternoon they dlfcovered land, 
which they luppoled to be the S. W. 
extremity of Guinf'u \ and on run- 
ning down towards it, perceiving a reef 
extending to the Southward, on which 
were leveral negroes, whole heads only 
were out of the water, they were at 
firll miliaken for breakers above the wa- 
ter, but as loon as their miltake was 
diicovered, no one was eager to try their 
triendlhip, the fate of their companions 
being too frefli in their memory ; not even 
though one of the negroes held up to 
them a large fifh $ no irnall inducement 
to men who had not broke fall for fift^- 
two hours. 

They palTcd the reef, however, with-* 
out in the leall noticing the natives, and 
continued their courfe to the Wellward, 
Mr. Shaw and Mr. Hafkett relieving each 
other every two hours at the fleer oar. 

On the 6lh in the morning theydilco** 
veied a fand bank to the Southward, 
quite dry, to which they gave the name 
of Forlorn Hope. A great number ot‘‘ 
birds being perceived about this bank, 
they endeavoured to make for it, in the 
hopes of killing feme of them and ga« 
thering eggs, but found that the boat 
was drifting to the leeward cf the baxdt ; 
they therefore hauled down the fail, and 
endeavoured to row up to it, but found 
themielves fo exhaufted tor want of food 
and w^tei, that it was Impoftible to 
make their way towards the bank \ indeed 
fo much had that attempt fatigued them* 
that it was with' the greatelt difficulty 
S s they 
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t^ey covld tccompliih ilepping the tnaft 
ai^d a^n hoifting the fail. 

This fatiguCi after the boat was again 
on her couric, occafioned them to repine 
and murmur at their misfortunes j but 
reflcflion on the goodnefs of that Provi- 
dence who fo far had protected them, 
changed it into a perfe^l reliance on his 
mercy. 

On the 7th in the morning they found 
two fmall birds in the boat, one of which 
they immediately divided into three pai ts, 
each devouring bis (hare with the keeneft 
fenfations of hunger : the other bird was 
referved for another meal. Even with 
this fmall (hare of fuftertance their fpirits 
were confiderahly raifed ; — they ftill fleer- 
ing to the Weflward 5 the fun being their 
guide by day, and the flars by night. 

Shortly after fun-fet this cj^^y they 
found themfelves in (hoal water, and 
breakers all round them ; however, they 
flood on till about nine at night, when, 
having deepened to about five fathom, 
it was propofed by Mr. Shaw, and agreed 
to, that they (hould come to and reft 
themfelves for the night. 

On the 8th in the morning they difeo- 
vered land cn both fides of them, which 
was at firft very difeouraging, but Mr. 
Shaw, perceiving a cuirent fetting to the 
Weflward, conjc6lurcd that there was 
a paflage through, and that after clearing 


the land they (hould find an open fea, by 
which means they might fhortly reach 
Timor. 

Having, therefore, flood in between 
the iflands, they found there was a paf- 
fagebetween them, and, not perceiving 
any figns c f inhabitants, agreed to land 
and look for water*. Mr. Shaw and Mr. 
Ha(kett accordingly landed, and finding 
a hole full of water, Mr. Shaw could 
not refrain from drinking heartily of it 5 
after which, however, and that a keg of 
it had been filled, it was found to be as 
brackifh as the water alongfide. 

They flood on thr<mgh thefe ftraights, 
which they named God's Mtrcy, In the 
afternoon Mr. Carter’s wound bccanjc 
very painful} and on Mr. Halkctt's. 
opening it to wa(h it as uliialwith lalt 
water, he found three pieces of the (kuU 
had worked out } which circiimftance, 
however, he did not communicate to 
Mr. Carter, but, on the contrary, gav^ 
him every afliirancc of its doing well. 

Mr. Carter having bCen very weak 
from the opening or the wound, the 
throat of the remaining bird was cut 
and applied to Mr. Carter’s mouth, and^ 
yielding a lew drops of blood, gave him 
great relief. They divided the bird in 
the fame manner they had done the other,

filence by our Generals j this Gentleman 
was wotmded in the bread in one of the 
aftions under Gen. Bowyerj he was fo far 
recovered as to be oiit of danjger, but on 
the Brigands attempting to ftorm one of 
Forts, he waa again in a£lion, and by 


his exertions greatly aided the repulfc } 
but thole exertions cauled his wounds to 
open atrelh, and he died in conlequence. 

That there are bad men in all nations 
muft be allowed } but our Correfpondent

Our Corrcfpondcnt alfo obferves an ac- 
count of the very flouriftiing ftatc of the 
parifh of L' Arcahaye> but not a fyllable 
to whom this is to be attributed $ had the 
inhabitants been confulted, they would 
have proclaimed to the world > that the 
high Hate of cultivatioiu and the great 
tranquillity in which that parifh is at 
preient, is owdng to the genius, Hrong 
mind, and indefatigable exertions of Col. 
Lapointe, Commandant of the Diftrift, 
who whilft almoft every other part of the 
Ifland is devaftated and in inIurre6iion, 
has uniformly preferved peace and quiet 
in the extent of this parl/h under his 
chaige, and by this means bi ought it to 
unequalled prolperity. 

As the Britim nation is fo little ac- 
quainted with the immenle value of this 
Ifland, our Correlpondent prefumes to 
give a Ihort Iketch of ibis partjb j it is 
the fmalleft m tbr Ijland^ and the fertility 
and vaft refources of the whole may in 
fome meafure J|)e judged of therefrom. 

L’Arcahayc, from Boucaflin to Fort 
Lapointe is from four or five, to nine 
miles wide to the mountains. 

The hills of the fame parifh are fixty- 
fix miles long, in coffee, from MountTcr- 
rible to the Hill of Montruis. 

In 1789, fifty veflels, each from 300 to 
400 tons, were loaded here with fugar and 
coflte, befides a great quantity of mo- 
laflcs and other matters fhipped to Ame- 
rica, and the contraband trade j aifb 
taffia, there being three diftilleiies. The 
Ponds Blancs adjoining, and two-thirds 
of Mirebalais, on account of the nearnefs 
of the fea, fliip much of their produce 
from this parim alfo. — There are in the 
parifh 

57 fugar eftates, 

300 conee eftates, 

4 indigo ella^es, and about 
100 Imall plades where cotton is 
cultivated, 

18,000 flaves, and 1000 to 1100 white 
inhabitants ; fome eilates make 1000 
hogfheads of fugar per annum, and one 
eftatc of forty-eight acres (that of Ja- 
roflay aux Vafes), has been known to 
produce 2do,ooolb. of fugar in one year; 
a good deal of clayed fugar is alfo made, 
and double refined equal to any in the 
World. They reckon that a goad field 
fiave fliould earn there 400 dollars or up- 
wards of 90I. ftcrling, per annum. 
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This parifh, like many others'iii Sl^ 
Domingo, is very independant of felifons. 
A variety of ftreams and rivulets, which 
are never dry, run from the mountains, 
and every cltate has a part, propoitioned 
to its magnitude, allotted to it, which is 
feen meandering through the cane pieces, 
and preferves them in conftant verdure; ih 
that thoLUgh the feafon of maki». 

ing fugar is the fame as in the Britifh 
Iflands in the Weft Indies, yet they make 
fugar tbe whole year round. 

This is one of the fmalleft parifhes and 
plains of the Ifland. Prior to the war, the 
exports from St. Domingo exceeded in 
value thofe of the whole Britifh lilands in 
the Weft Indies j the Spanifh part of this 
invaluable Ifland is faid to be equal in 
fertility to the French, though, owing to 
the indolence of thofe people, it is little 
cultivated. 

In the whole Ifland it is very healthy, 
and cool in the mountains. In 7788, the 
population, &c. of the French part of 
St. Domingo flood thus 
30,826 white inhabitants, befides troops,' 
24,848 miilattoes and free negroes, 
434*4^9 flaves, 

793 fugar eftates, 

3,150 indigo ditto, 

789 cotton plantations, 

3,117 coffee eftates, 

54 cocoa ditto, 

520 water mills, 

1,6^5 cattle mills, 

46,823 mules, 

36,782 horfes, 

243,682 head of cattle, &c. 
and all this within the fpacc of 70 years, 
as it could only be faid to be a colony 
fmee 1718, when the throne of Spain was 
Iccured to the Duke of Anjou. 

Spain holds two-lhirds of the cultiva- 
ble foil J has only 14,000 blacks or mu- 
lattoes, of which 700001 8000 are flaves, 
and has no plantation of conjequenct', yet 
they have held this Colony three centuries, 
and it cofts the Government 2 50,000 dol- 
lars annually, whilft in 1788 the French 
part yielded 6,924,166 livres of ocboi, 
or duties to Government on the various 
produflions of the Colony, of which 
the total value the fame, year was 
179,383,396 livres. In the Spani/h part 
tht*y have only a depreciated paper cur- 
rency, as all their fpecie goes to the 
French part of the Ifland.

ton, can hcAtate a moment in aferibing it to him. BeAdes gratifying that laudable curioAty 
which the Public naturally feel to become acquainted with the mod minute circumdances in 
the lives of eminent men, we conAdcr this letter as peculiarly intered»ng in many otlier 
points of view. It appears to have been written at a mod critical period of the author’s 
life, being f on after his arrival in England, whiilicr he wtnt upon the death of his mo- 
ther. It exhibits the Intercding fpeCtacle of an elegant and inixp' rienced mind, labouring 
under the prefTure of pecuniary embarraffments, and draggling with thofc feelings of con- 
feious dignity by which he had long been prevented from foliciting affidance, and which 
the horrors of impending indigence alone enabled him to overcome. But the account he 
then proceeds to give of the origin and partial progrefs of *< The Seasons’' more nearly 
concern! the Public, and merits the attention not only of the Biogiapher, whom it enables 
to throw light on an ohfeure part of the hidory of this work ; but alto of the Philofophcr, 
whom it mud forcibly imprefs with the reftedion, that the mod trivial circumdances fome. 
times aATtCI the whole tenor of a man s life, and Chat, by caufes apparently the mod in- 
efficient, his fame and fortune may be for ever decided, as well as the nature and extent of 
his inAuence on mankind. Had not Mr Riccleton, a man who is now altogether un- 
known as a poet, compofed a fmail production on Winter, the immortal ** Seatons” might 
never have exided ; and thus, not only might Scotland have derived comparatively fmail 
iuftre from the genius of her Thornton, but the world might never have been delighted with 
ahe enchanting imagery and glowing defeription of the Poet of the Year.

“ Remember me to all friends. Mr, 
Rickie, Mis John, Br. John, 

ten on the margin of the original letter. 
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O,” faid I authoritatively, this 
caith is not our only place of ex • 
iftence; that God who lent the good 
into this world of care has prepared a 
future rewaid more than adequate to all 
their prefent fufferings.” — My heart was 
gladdened with the idea — it fwelled with 
thankfulnefs to its great Creator, and 
benevolence to all mankind. Tranquil- 
lity reigned in my breaft— -my feelings 
were foftened into hai*mony. The aiufe 
of the exclamation was forgotten ; — my 
mind was relieved from every unplealant 
imprefTion. Perfect ferenity wc were 
never meant long to enjoy j— fhort was 
its ftay with me— the name of Julia 
ftruck my ear^, and inftantly recalled my 
w'andering thoughts. ** She is awoke," 
faid the Cottager— that moment I found 
mylelf at her bed- Tide and clafped her 
lily hand to my heart. Horatio hung 
over her faded form with a countenance 
ftrongly exprefTive of anguifti 5 he looked 
as if defirous to arreft the flight of her 
Ipirit, now on the point of qu.tting its 
earthly tenement hr ever. — ‘‘ Poor Juf- 
ferer ! that beauty and innccence which 
cnee rendered thee fo lovely, ai enow fled ; 
cncc thou waft innocent and happy— the 
fupport of thy parent, the pride of thy 
brother, ard the delight of all thy 
friends. Every eye ipoke admiration, 
every tongue expreflld applaufe. Had 
Julia a wifti ? it was giatiticd — had flic 
a fear ? it was banifhed - had (be an aver- 
lion ? it was indulged. — Now mark the 
eontraft : Alcander (patience l'uj»poi t me 
at the mention of his name!) came to 
blaft her felicity. Under the lorm of an 
argel he concealed the heart of a fiend. 
Her PulUlel.s beauty inlpiied him with 
no other fcntlment than a wifh to get her 
into his power j irem the guilt of fuch 
an adficn he felt little compunitlon — his 
only difficulty was to effect it. The ex- 
ternal advantages, alas ! of a fine ferm 
and winning addrel’s were but too power- 
ful advocates with the heart of Julia in 
bis favoui: : the delicacy of his flattery 
pleaild her ^ and thofe praifes, which. 
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when they proceeded from others, fhe 
dilregarded, from Alcandcr were re- 
ceived with raptuie„ Too artlefs to con. 
ccal her affedion, her deftroyer perceived 
the advantage he had gained before ihe 
herfelf was aware of it. This difeo* 
very, inftead cf filling him with grati- 
tude (could a heart Inch as hfs be fenli- 
ble of that foft emotion), only embold- 
ened him in his hopes j from that time 
doubling his afliduiiles, in an unguarded 
moment he prevailed %ipon her to put her- 
lelf under his protedion. This accom- 
pliftied, his talk was done ; he took her 
to London, where, in a fhort time, flie 
was, almoft nnconfcioiifly, ruined. Ju- 
lia, though fallen, was Julia ftiil'j 
though {lie had quitted the path of vir- 
tue, Ihe could not long continue in that 
of dlfhonoiir. Her unlhaken delicacy 
provoked Alcandcr j finding her mind 
iUll maintained its native dignity, after 
fcvtral ineftedual attempts to continue 
the connexion, he very honourably de- 
fcrtecl her. 7 'hough reduced to the ex- 
tremity of dilfrel'b, Julia thought not of 
herldt'5 file flew to her aged parent, 
whole arms, llie well knew, would be 
open to receive her. She arrived juft in 
time to I'ce the remains of that revered 
guriidlan of her happinefs depofited in 
the t(mb. His Julia’s guilt had ftruck 
him to the heart — there needed not a re- 
etition of the blow. For fix weeks (lie 
( re the remembrance of the fccne j tlic 
feventh found her in the lituation I have 
deicnbed. Her brother, her Horatio, 
tame, to reproach — Ah, no ! to looth 
and comfert his affli^fed filler,— “To 
whilper comfort to her parting foul." 
— 'I'he fight was affccling — my whole 
foul hit it— the facred volume fell from 
my hand— the found ftartled her— Ihe 
prefled my hand fervently — thenlioratio'* 
- ’twas a thiilling touch — the young 
foldiei’s eyes fully teftified its power— 
her deadened eye was fixed on me— on 
Horatio — then — clofed for ever."

^ HOUGH England is aflailed at this 
^ moment by very formidable adverfa- 
ries, both from within and from without, 
5 et we diall perfevere in cherilhing the 
hope, that the genci al fpiiitof dilcrimi- 
nation and good fcnlc which prevails 
inpre perhaps in this country than in any 
other in the world, will he as lufficient 
guard us internal mac bnuttiofis, 

as our tortitude and prudence have hi- 
therto been lufficient to repel the ag- 
^reffions of holtile nations With the 
condurt of thofe to whom (Tovernment is 
ccnimitted, every wile man, in his pri- 
vate capacity, will forbear to intcrlerej 
confeious that his opinion mult necelfa- 
nly be circiimlcribed by a nariow and 
inaccurate range ot information. But, 
In what mere immediately 1 dates to in- 
dividuals, he is not equally rdirained ; 
indeed he may be laid to be called 
upon inanelpeciul manner, by his duty 
as a good citizen, to do all in his power 
to contribute to joital order, and to the 
Jtippredon of danger9U5 innovations. 

It is on this account that tlie woik be- 
fore us has a claim to cur earnelt re- 
commendation. It appears to contain a 
lair narrative of fuch events as fell with- 
in the writer’s ©blervation and bitter ex- 
perience, during the continuance of one 
uf the moft erta I and atrocious tyrannies 
recorded in the hilloiy of mankind. Its 
proper effect is to guard every man who 
refle»51s from an eager propenlity to array 
himlelf and his countrymen with thefe 
^'^er-iveen. ng rags of ^ France which have 


hitherto appeared only as the emblems of 
beggary, zvrttch dn/f , and Jlaifghter» 

Though the Itile ot this work is good, 
the fair Authorels is fo modeft, as to 
apologize lor uny defeats that may ap- 
pear in it. She tells her readers, “ Txiat 
Ihe fliould never have ventured to offer 
any piodudion ot heis to the world, 
h.id Ihe not conceived it poffible, that 
information and rejections collected and 
made cn the Ipot, during a period when 
J 'jance exhibited a Itate of which there 
is no example, might gratify curiolity 
without the aid of literary embellilh- 
lucntj and an adherence to truth might, 
in a lubjeit ot this nature, be more ac- 
ceptable than bj-iiii.incy of thought, or 
t ieg.incc ot language. The eruption of 
a volcano, llie adds, may be more Ici- 
enrilicaiJy delcribed and accounted for 
by tile pluiofopher : but the relation of 
the illiterate peafant who beheld it, 
and lullVred from its effefls, may not be 
lefs interelting to the common hearer.” 

Thefe remarks are undoubtedly juff, 
and argue a very becoming diffidence in 
the writer; it is our province to add, 
v%hat a perufal of thele Volumes will con- 
hrm, that where the lpe6iator ot, and 
Iharer in, the dil’mal Icene is fraught 
alfo with the wildom of the phiJofopher, 
the inlormation derives from this cir- 
cumdance additional weight and value ; 
and that the peribn who has publilhed' 
thefe pages is not more faithful in Hat- 
ing the circumftances, than judicious and 
eorjideraie in appreciating the impor- 
tance 
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tance and extent of the calamities /he re- 
lates. 

Perhaps wt can in no way better con- 
fult the interefts of the Public and of the 
Autbm^s^ without over- looking, what 
ought to be our chief concern, the ryitcY- 
iainment of the readers of our miicd- 
lany, than by felefting, as we turn over 
the pages of two cloiely printed o 5 favo 
volumes, I'uch pallages and occurrences 
as /hall tmpear particularly important 
and impre/five; making ourlt Ives any oc- 
cafional remarks which may render our 
extrafts more intelligible or ufcrul. 

/rhe firil letter we /hall notice is dat- 
ed Arras, 1791, which describes the gar- 
den and palace of the Bilhop of that 
place, who had emigrated. In this de- 
i'eription, vclu/j hi jf>auloy they may be- 
hold their fate who quit their native foil 
to efcape the ordeal of ptr/ccutton j and 
all may contemplate the rile of malig- 
nity and the progrd's and puni/Jiment of 
ingratitude. 

■ “ Alter obtaining an order from the 
Municipality, we went to lee the gardens 
and palace of the Bl/liop. The garden 
has nothing very remarkable, but is 
large and well laid out, according to the 
old ftiie. It forms a vciy agreeable 
walk \ and, when the Bilhop polleiicd it, 
was open for the enjoyment ot the inha- 
bitants, but it is now ihut up, and in 
difoider. The houle is plain, and lub- 
If antially furni/hed, and exhibits no ap- 
pearance of unbecoming luxury. The 
whole is now the property of the nation, 
and will (bon be diipoled of. 1 could nor 
help feeling a Icnlation of melancholy as 
we walked over the apartments. Every 
thing is marked in an inventoiy juft as 
left, and an air of arrangement and re- 
hdence leads one to refleh, that ihe own- 
er did not imagine, at his departure, he 
was quitting it perhaps for ever, I am 
not partial to the original emigrants, 
yet much may be laid lor the Bilhop of 
Arras. He was puri’ued by ingratitude, 
and marked for perfecution. The Ro- 
belpieires weie young men whom he had 
taken from a mean Itate, had educated, 
and pationized. Tlie Revolution gave 
^hem an opportunity of diipiaying their 
talc,nts, ana their talents procured them 
popularity. They became enemies to 
the Clergy, becauie their patron was a 
bilhop ; and endeavoured to render their 
benefaCfor odious, becaufe the world 
could not forget, nor they forgive, tow 
much they were indebted to him. — Vice 
^ not otten pafliTe ; nor is there often a 


medium between gratitude for benefits/ 
and hatred to the author of them. A little 
mind is hurt by the remembrance of^ 
obligation, — begins by forgetting, and 
not uncommonly ends by nerfetuting.'* 

Of the domeftic diftrefles perpetually 
excited by civil fiifpicion and animofity, 
the following is a very diftre/Ting and in, 
tcreft ing terminal Ing happily how, 
cvi r in its perfpflti<ve : 

The days of our ftay at Arras 
were embittered by the djlfrcfs of our 
neighbour and acquaintance Madame 
de B — , She has loft two fons under 
circumftanccs lb affeifing, that I think 
you will be interefted in the relation. 
— The two young men were in the 
army, and quarteied at Perpignan, at a 
time when lome effort of ccninter-revo- 
Intion was laid to be intended. One of 
them was anefted as being concerned, 
and the otlier lurrcndered himlblf pn- 
loner to accompany his brother. When 
the High Court at Orleans was inftituted 
fcr trying State-pri loners, thole of Per- 
pignan were ordered to be condu6fed 
there, and the two B/s, chained together, 
were taken with the reft. On their ar- 
rival at Orleans, their gaoler had mi/laid 
the key that unlocked their fetters, and, 
not finding it immediately, the young 
men produced one which anlWered the 
purpoie, and releafed thcmlelves. The 
gaoler looked at them with I'urprize, and 
alked why, with luch a means in their 
power, they had not clcaped in the nigiit, 
or on the road. They replied, becauie 
they were not culpable, and had no rea- 
ion for avoiding a trial that would ina- 
nifeft their innocence. Their heroilin 
was fatal. They were brought, by a 
deeiee of the Convention, from Orleans 
to Verl’ailles (on their way to Paiis), 
where they were met by the mob and 
mallacred. 

Their unfortunate mother is yet 
ignorant of then, late 5 but we left her 
in a Ifate little preferable to that which 
will be the eflebl of certainty. She law 
the dcciee for tranljwiting the priibners 
from Orleans, and all accounts of the re- 
luit liave been caiefully concealed from 
her j yet hei anxious and enquuring looks 
at all who appu>ach her, indicate but 
too well her fuipicion of the truth. 
Monfieur de B.'s iituaiion is indifcribably 
painful. Informed of the death of his 
ions, he is yei ubliged to conceal his 
lufferinjs, and wear an appearance of 
tranquillity in tlie picience of his wife. 
Sometimes he e;cai>es, when unable to 

ountain 
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C<yntain his emotions any longer, and ^:e- 

mains at M. d« 'b till he recovers 

himfeif. He takes no notice of the fub« 
jeft of his grief, and we refpe£l: it too 
much to attempt to confole him. The 

laft time I afkcd him alter Mad. de , 

he told me her fpirits were fomething 
better, nnd, added he, in a voice almolt 
iuflbcatcd, Jhe n amvjing herfelf with 
*workin^ nick cloths for her fom ! — When 
you refled that the maflacres at Paris 
took place the lecond and third of Sep- 
tember, and that the decree was pafled 
to bring the priioneis irom Orleans 
(where they were in liifety) on the tenth, 

I can fay nothing that will add to the 
horror of this tranla 6 Uon, or to your de- 
teftation of its caule. Sixty-two, moftly 
copleofhigh lank, fell vi£>ims to this 
arbarcus policy ; they were brought in 
a fort of covered waggons, and were 
murdered in heaps without being taken 
out." 

We promifed a happy perfpe8he to 
this p'UturCi and it will be found in the 
note lubjoined. 

‘‘ Perhaps the reader will be plcafcd 
at a difeovery which it would have been 
unlafe to mention when made, or in the 
courle of this correfpondence. I'hc two 
young men alkuUd to above ai rived at 
Verfailles, chained together, with their 
fellow- prifoneis. Sui prize, perhaps ad- 
miration, had diverted the gaoler's at- 
tention from demanding the key that 
opened their padlock, and it was Itiil iii 
their poflefTion. On entering Verfailles, 
and obferving the croud preparing to at- 
tack them, they divetted themfelvcs of 
their fetters and of every other dncimi- 
brance. In a few moments their car- 
riages were furroimded j their compa- 
nions at one end were already murdered, 
and themielves flightly wounded j but 
the coiifufioii incieafirig, they darted 
am id ft the croud, and were in a moment 
undiltinguifliable. They were after- 
wards taken under the protcilicn of a 
humane magiftrate, who concealed them 
for feme time, and they are now in per- 
fe 6 f lecurity — They were the only two 
of the whole* number that eicaped." 

The f»l lowing paflage w’ill remind thofe 
of our readers who weic in London during 
the dreadful which tcck placv in the 
year of federal udiculous though 

necejfary Jubtrji.grs which dtccniy was 
often ccinpelled at that time to recur to, 
to ftieller itielf frrm outrage, 

** It is cuiicus in walking the llrects 
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to obferve the devices of , the fcvfra! 
claffes of ariftocracy j for it is not to Be 
dilguifed, that fince the hope from Du- 
mourier has vaniflied, though the difguft 
of the people may be incrcafed, their 
terror is alfo greater than ever, and the 
Departments near Paris have no refource 
but filent fubmiflion. Every one, there- 
fore, obeys the Utter of the decrees wdth 
the diligence of fear, while they elude 
the fpiut of them with all the ingenuity 
of hatred. — The rich, for example, Whd 
cannot entirely diveft themfelves of their 
remaining hauteur^ exhibit a fullen com- 
pliance with the edifts. It has lately 
been ordered, that every houfe in the Re- 
public fliall have fixed on the outfide of 
the door, in legible charafters, the name^ 
agCy btnh- place y and profeU'.on of its in- 
habitants. Not the pooreft cottager, nor 
thofe w ho are too old or too young for 
a 61 ion, nor even unmarried ladies, are 
exempt from thus proclaiming the ab- 
ffraft of their hiftory to paflers-by. 

<< Some of the wealthy do this on a 
fmall pitce of paper, written in a fmali 
hand, and placed at the very exUemc of 
the height allowed by the law. Some 
fix their bills lb as to be half covered by 
a fhutter j others tafteii them only with 
wafers, lb that the wind, iletaching one 
cr two corners, makes it impoflible to 
read the left. Many who have courts or 
paflages to their houfes, put their names 
on the half of a gate which they leave 
open, lb that the writing is not per- 
ceptible but to thole who enter. Rut 
thouv^ho are molt afraid, or moft’ de- 
cidedly ailftociats, fubjoin to their legif- 
ters, all good Rthuhlicaiis^ or la 

RcpubiiQue^ unc ttidriJi/iblc, Some 
likewil’e, who are in public ofticcs, or 
ftiop-keepu b, who are very timid and 
afraid c: pillage, or aie ripe for a coun- 
ter levoiuticn, have a fticet, halt the ii^j^f 
the door, decoiated with red caps, tri-co- 
loured ribbons, and ftamlng lentences 
ending in Death or Liberty.^' 

A lew pages farther on* OUr fair tra- 
veller introduces a letter from a female 
friend oflur's, dated from 2,n:ajfon d'ar^ 
ret, to which ftie had been conveyed by 
a decree of Ccnventicn. We have not 
room for the whcle, though interefting ; 
lAt the following paragraph is a fpeci- 
nien of the atrocity and jalfhood with 
which the public concerns were ma- 
naged ; 

“ One of our companions is a non- 
juring prieft, who has brtn imprifbned 
T t undtf 
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under circmnfttncc* which make me al- 
moft aihamed of my country. — After 
having efcaped from a neighboxiiirig De- 
partment, he procured himi'elf a lodging 
in the town, and for fome time lived veiy 
eatcably, till a woman, who fufpeflcd 
is profeffion, became extremely impor- 
tunate with him to confefs her. I'l.e 
poor man for feveral days reful'ed, tell- 
ing her, that he did not confider himlelf 

a prieft, nor wiftied to be known as 
Aich, nor to infringe the law that ex- 
cluded him. The woman, however, 
ill 11 continued to perfecnte him, alledgiiig 
ti'at her conicience was di (trebled, and 
that her peace depended on her being able 
to confers in the right 'luay^ At kngth 
he fuffered hlmfelf to be pievailcd upon ; 
the woman received an hundred livres 
for informing agalnft him, and, perhaps, 
the priclf will be condemned to the guil- 
lotine.” 

We find In a fubTequent note, that 
this unfortunate aeluaily iuficied 
afterwards on the fcaffi Id. 

The following letter will furnlOi tlie 
Englifh reader with a competent idea of 
a donuciltmy j and, as v/ehope, will 
fet him on his guard againll inch as 
would introduce that noi^rl fpeaes of au- 
mintjiraiion into our Illand j after the 
example of thoie whom they delight to 
honour and extol. They might not in- 
deed begin with futh regvationsy but 
they would afluiedly end with them.

I have often regretted, my dear 
Brother, that my letters have for foine 
time been rather intended to liitisfy your 
ciiriofity than your affe^lion. At this 
moment I feel difieicnily, and I uitoev- 
that the in(|uietude and dang».i of my 
fittiatioii will pi»>haldv not come to your 
knowledge, till I ihall ne no lor.;’/':* iuh- 
jct^ to them. 1 have been lor 
days unwell, and yet my body, v.’k'u- 
dinarian as I am at bed, is nowtiie !)e^ter 
part of me j for my mind has been lb 
deranged bv fulpenie aiul terror, that I 
expe 61 to recover my health long bclgre 
f fhall be able to tiamjiiillhe my Ipiiits. 

‘‘ On our I'et uj*n from Soiilbns I 
found, by the Public Prints, that a 
DecR'C had pallid for arrtding all 
natives of the countries with wldch 
France is at war, and who had not cun- 
(fantiy relided there lince 1789. This 
intelligence, as you will conceive, fuf- 
ficlently alarmed me, and I loft no time 

inxionfulting Mad. De ’s friends 

on the fub'e«I:>, who were generally of 
ftpiaion that the Decree was jneisly a 


menace, and that it was too unjuft to be 
put in execution. As fome days clapfed, 
and no Heps were taken in coultquence^ 
I began to think that they were right, 
and my I’pirits were fomewhat revived $ 
when one evening, as I was preparing 
to go to bed, my maid luddenly entered 
the room, and beh re flic could give me any 
pievious explanation, the apartment was 
filled with luincd men. As icon as I was 
collc^lcd enough tocncjuiie the objccl of 
this unleAibnablc vif-t, I learned that all 
thismililaiy appartl was to put the leals 
on my jjapers, and convey my per Ion to 
the Hotel dc Ville ' I knew it would be 
v.iin to remonftrate, a::d therefore made 
an effort to recover my Ipirits, and I’ub- 

mjt. 

“ The bnfinefs, however, was not yet 
terminated - my papei s were to be fcaled 5 
and though they wtric not very volumi- 
nous, the jTccefs was m re dilhcultthan 
you woiilvl imagine, none of the company 
having been employed in affairs ot the 
kind beibre. A debate •enfued on the 
manner in wliich it Ihould be done, and, 
after a veiy tumultuous dilculllon, it 
was liigacioiiily concluded to feal up the 
doors and windows of all the apartments 
appropriated to my ufe. 'I'hey then dif- 
coveied that they had no leal fit for the 
purpole, and a new conlultation was 
hcjdcn on tl.c pnpiitty of afllxing a 
cypher, which was cftVied them by one 
cl the GoriU Nutionnle, 

This weighty matter being at length 
decided, the dor rs of my l>ccl-ch.>mber, 
dreft'ing-rcom, and cf tlic apartments 
vd'h which they communicated, were 
caiciully fafti ned up, though not with- 
out an oluu’vatitai on iny part, that I 

W..S only a gneft at Mad. De ’s, 

and that an wider to ili/e my papers or 
perfon was not a mandate for rendering 
a part of her boufe ukKfs. But i be re 
wrs no icaioihng with ignorance .and a 
ilv’ic of bayonets ncr could I obtain 
pcinnirum (•'> «.n to take f( me linen out of 
rr, On g/hiig, down ttairs I 

found ti.c court and avenues to tl:e gar- 
den amply guaidod, and with this nu- 
meious elcort, azid accompanied by Mad. 

De , I was conducted to the Hotel 

de Ville. I know not what refiftance 
they mij.;ht expert from a fingle female, 
but, Ut judge by their precautions, 
they muft have deemed the adventure a 
veiy peillous one. When we arrived! at 
the Hotel de Ville it was near eleven 
o'clock : the hall was crouded; and a 
young man, in a dirty linen jacket and 
trowlciS, and dirty linen, with the aii* 
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iftf a T'oUffotti and the countenance of an 
ftiTafliny was haranguing with great ve- 
hemence againft the Englifh, who, he 
averted, were all agents of Pitt (efpeci- 
aily the women), and were to let fire to 
the corn, and cornii^ the garrllbns of 
the tonified towns. The people liftcr»ed 
to thefc terrible projefts w ith a ftupid 
fort of furprife, Ird for the moft part 
fceincd either very carelel’s or very incre- 
dulous. As loon as this inflammarory 
piece of eloquence was finilhed, I was 
prelented to the ill-looking oracor, who, 
I learned, was a RtfiVt jcnt ini tin R tuple. 
It was very eafy to perceive that rny fpl- 
lits weie quite overpowcied, ai.d that I 
coirld with difficulty lupporc myfelf j 
but this did not prevent the Reprefntam 
(iU Pcuple Ih m treating me with that in- 
confiderate brutality commonly the effect 
of a fudden acceffion of power onnariow 
and vulgar minds. After a vai lety oi im- 
]»en inent quefiions, menaces of a prllbn for 
niylelf, and exetemations of hatred and 
vengeance againft rny country, on pro- 
ducing fome friends of Mad. De , 

who were to be anfwei'able for me, 1 was 
rdlealed, and returned home more dead 
than alive. 

“ You muft net infer fiom what I 
have related, that I was particularly dif- 
tingiiilhed upon this occafion, for, tho’ 
I have no acquaintance with the Englilh 
here, I iinderltand that they had all been 
treated in the fame manner. As loon as 
the Repi ef/ /jtanl had left the town, by 
dint of I’ol I citation we ])re vailed on the 
Municiprdliy to ti.ke the leal eft the 
rooms, and content tliejnfelves with le- 
le« 5 urg and I'ccuring my papers, which 
was done yeilerday by a Commiffioncr 
formally appointed lor tl;e pin pole. I 
know not the quality of the good cirivers 
to whom this important charge was en- 
trufted, but I concluded from their 
that they had been more u/elully em- 
ployed the pieceding part of the day at 
the anvil and laft. It is ceilaln, how- 
ever, they had undertaken a bit fine fs 
greatly beyond their powers. They, in- 
deed, turned over all my trunks and 
drawers, and dived to the Imttom of 
water-jugs and flowtr-jars with gicai 
zeal, but negle^lrd to .earch a large port- 
folio that lay on the table, probably from 
.not knowing the ule of it , and my Icr- 
Vant conveyed away Ibmc letters, while 
*1 amufed them with the fight ef a blue- 
bottle fly through a microlcope.

They h.ad fennd the Teals un- 
broken, comme (jUot\ they had taken 
them off } and divers as hows of the 
lame kind. The whole concluded, and 
iny papers depofited in a box, I was at 
length freed from my guefts, and put in 
pofleffion of my apartments.” 

In confequence of the news of Lord 
Hood’s taking pofleffion of Toulon, which 
the Government affcCfed to diferedit for 
Tome days, but which was loon alcer- 
tained, the Convention, in a paroxifmof 
rage at once cowardly and unprincipled, 
decreed, that all the Englilh not relident 
in France before 17^9 Ihoiild be impri- 
foiied as hoftages, and be anfwcrable for 
the cv ndn6f of their countrymen, and of 
the 'Foulonefe, with their lives. This 
Decree was loon after put into execution, 
and our fair correl'pondent was involved 
in the ti minon calamity. Having been 
fo paiticular in our quotation from the 
account of the domiciliary vifit, and as 
afis of oppreffion and brutality exhibit 
themi'elvt!. generally in the lame odious 
unifoiniity of appcanince, we 111 all pais 
ovei the ciicumftanccs of x.h\iarrefl(4tion. 
But the following account of a female 
Icllow-priloncr wc will infert, both on 
account of its brc^jny and the commift} 
tion it mult excite : 

“ While I was walking in the yard 
this morning, I was accoilid by a female 
whom I immediately reccllcttcd to be 
Vifloiie, a very pretty couiuntie, who 
ufed to work for me when I was at Pan- 
tbemont, and who made your laft Hol- 
land Hurts. I was not a little furprized 
to fee her in fuch a fituation, and took 
her alide to enquire her hiftory. I found 
that her mother v,?as dead, and that her 
brother, having fet up a little Ihop at St. 
Omer’s, had engaged her to go and live 
with him. Being under five- and -twenty, 
the laft Requifition obliged him to de- 
part for the army, and leave her to carfy 
on the biifincfs alone. Three weeks 
after flie was arrefted at midnight, put 
into a cart, and brought hither. She 
had no time to take any precautions, and 
their little commerce^ which was in ha- 
T t a . berdafliery, 
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berdaiheryi as v^ell as foxne work (he had 
in hand, is abandoned to the mercy of 
the people who airefted her. She has 
reafon to fuppofe her crime is, not having 
frequented the confiltutional niafs. Her 
accufer is a member of one of the town 
ccmmittecs, who, fmee her brother’s 
abfence, has perfccutcd her with diflio- 
nourable propofols, and, having been le- 
pull'ed, has taken this method ofievcng- 
mg himfelf. Ilei conjcfliire is moft 
probably right, as fmee her imprifonnunt 
this map has been endeavouring to iruke 
a fort of barter with her for her relcafe. 

I am really concerned for this poor 
creature, who is at preient aveiy good 
girl j but il i}ie remains here, Ihe will not 
only be deprived of her means of living, 
but perhaps her morals may be iirenie- 
diabiy corrupjted. She is new lodged in 
a room with ten or a do7en men, and the 
houfe is fo ciowded that I doubt whether 
1 have interelt enough to procure her a 
more decent apartment."’ 

What can this ftrange policy have in- 
tended, which thus expoled to ruin and 
want a girl, of onc-and -twenty, net ior 
any open violation of the law, but 
merely for her uh^ious opinion^ j and 
this too in a country which profeftd 
toleration as the balls of its Govern- 
ment?

“ Nov. 2 z. We have been walking in 
the yard (ot the prlfon) to day with Ge- 
neral Lavencur, who, tor an a6f which in 
any other country would have gained him 
Cl edit, is in thh lulpended from his com- 
mand. When CuUme, a few w'eeks bc- 
fere his death, left the army to vilit foinc 
of the neighbouring towns, the command 
devolved to Laveneur, who received, 
along with other clhciai papers, a lilt of 
counterfigns, which, having probably 
been made lome time, and not alter eti 
confoiniably to the changes of the day, 
contained, among others, the words 
Condorttl — Lonjmution j and thefeweic 
in their turn given out. On Cultiiie’s 
trial this was made a part of his accufa- 
tion. Laveneur, recollecting that the 
circumftance had happened in theabrenoe 
of Cuftine, thought it incumbent on 
him to take the blame, if there were any, 
on himlelf, and wrote to Par is to explain 
the matter as it really ftoed j but his 
candour, without availing Cuftine, 
drew perfccution on himi'elf, and the 
only notice taken of his letter was an 
order to arrell him. After being dragged, 
like a criminal, from one town to ano- 
ther, and often lodged in dungeons and 
common priibns, fie was at length depo- 
frted here.”

ciied in confidering the numerous exi- 
gencies of human life, many valuable 
advantages would inevitably arile. It 
would jUit merely diitlofe new fources of 
fcience, but enhance its importance, by 
rentieiing its principles praCIicable, and 
reducing them to common ule. This 
deplorable mii’application of talent is 
prolific of great and manifold evils. It 
deluges the world with .ignorance and 
error, abules the credulous, infults the 
wile with fiClion and nonfenle, and fwells 
the mafs of learned iuinher with a con- 
llaiit accelTion ot ridiculous paiad<iXcs 
and obfolete theories. We aie,' theic- 
lore, highly gratified by every departure, 
in writers of credit and rei'peCiability, 
Ircm this ui’eleis expence ot laboui and 
time, and hope in the nue 

fpirit of what may be expeCIcd from an 
individual Iciioully dilpolcd to conlult 
the public welfare, will be as acceptable 
to out readtis as ouri’clvcs. Their tem- 
pers, atlcaft, inuft be fijangely perveile, 
or their tiiftes oddly vitiated, who can 
[leriilc ibtff witl) anydegiee of candoua*, 
and not receive very latistaClory intorma- 
lion on a variety of particulars, in which 
all arc, more or Id’s, concerned. 

One of the med curious tads in the 
hllb/iy of civil locicty is, the Origin of 
Jlolpitals. It is iomewhat remarkable, 
that in the Pagan world, and even among 
the ancient Greeks and Romans, not- 
withftanding ihdr t rani Cendant refine- 
ment in talk', and all the elegant arts, 
the I'uperior excellence of their h cial 
efiablilhments, their enthuiiafm iui poli- 
tical liberty, and that mafculine vigonr 
of iiitelled which diliingiufiitd all rlieir 
purluifs, we find no accommodation of 
this fort for the indigence and iriilciy to 
which multitudes of our fellow-creatures 
are, in every litnatlon, tubjeded. With 
all their Icience, acccmpiiflimtnt, and in- 
vention, they feem no where to have 
made any permanent provlfion againft the 
accidental diftiels of inisiortune or dif- 
tale. The inltitution of Hofpitals was 
one of the firft monuments inlcribed to 
humanity when the world became Cbrif- 
tian. Condantine the Great had recourse 
to this mode of funulhing 5tn alylum for 


fully imitated the example, though he 
publicly renounced the creed, of his iiluf* 
trious predcceflbr. Providence probably 
referved a meafure thus propitious to 
human fi ailty and the caliialties of ib- 
cicty, to grace the aufpices of Reveale4 
Religion, wnich was originally fiibltan- 
tiated by a merciful attention to the fuf- 
fering part of mankind, and miraculoully 
hciAing all manner vf dtfeafes* And 
there If ill lubfilU the happlelt accordance 
between whatevei abiidges the ravages 
ot afHitfion, and the infiuence of a fyftem 
which has lor its ohjeiil the I'alvation of 
the wcild ! 

'i'o the fame benevolent principle we 
owe ihe publication beiorc us. It is the 
obvious lelult ot long, fs-dulous, and 
col reff attention to the various localities, 
exigencies, aiid regulations here tnumc* 
rated. Many ciicumlfances in the exte- 
rior, as well as the internal arrangement 
and conduif ot Hol'pitals, in detail, have 
occupied our Author's care and obftrva- 
tion. Ue conceives the inteieft of huma- 
nity and that of iheie chai itablc eflablifli- 
ments, in general, specially in this me- 
tropolis, to be ptrfeifly inleparable. 
And it does him peculiar honour, 
ainidjf his very laborious and extenfive 
pjiktlce, i)i:> great profefiional celebrity, 
ami private avreations, that fo large a 
poirion of his ftudiesfhould be thus em- 
ployed in clevifing the bell means for me- 
liorating the lutlerings of our common 
nature. Intentions like thefe would 
fan^^ion talents very inferior to his. 
.Indeed, what higher merit can we 
expe^l to find in any work, than that it 
means well, and is well executed ? 

What cur Author fuggclls in fpcaking 
of cordial inefilcine, and the ialutary 
life of ffrong beer for lecruiting the 
health and fpiiits of patients from the 
moft laborious clafies of the poor, reduced 
by ficknefs and penury', deferves very 
paiticular regard. _ It refers to a cir- 
cumftance of extreme feverity, which all 
the poor in the kingdom are equally 
doomed to fuffer from the late exorbitant 
duties cn wine. This is often enough 
a neceli’aiy ingiedient in preferiptiong 
for fainiiics^ who can iH afford it j but 

where 
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where this is Adt the cafe, and however 
indifpenfabie, apothecaries may always 
he liippoled molt fparing in their compo- 
htiona^ at' what is moft colUy. May the 
ibliowing feaionable hints, lan6Honed by 
the higheit phyiical authority, have due 
♦ffffton fuch as are compete.it to red; els 
the gntvante ! 

There are difcafes ard ftates in 
which wine is clTeritially necellaiy to 
life. To the honour of Government, it 
U amply luppiied to our brave Ickliers 
and lailors who hand in need of its vir- 
tue. As a medicine ol the moft impor- 
tant kind, its goodnefs is a point ot fe- 
rious confideraiion j tor, if it be bad, it 
may prove a bane in Head of a laving 
cordial. The geniiinenei’s of wines, the 
proceis of tiniiig them, an the means of 
edulcorating them, andotherwife coi red- 
ing their defedls, (houkl be fubje61s of 
continual Icrupul' us enquiry. Arlenic, 
that has certainly been enijdoyed for 
white wines in the ronner inteniicn, and 
lead in the latter, are things wluiie pro- 
perties are too generally known to need 
explanaticn. I'he meal’ure, allb, of 
wine, retailed by the bottle, demands the 
attention of the Legiflature and the Ma- 
giltrate. A gentleman took pity upon a 
inilerablt family, in which was one jink 
ing in a iicrvcws fever.

The ilolpitais, lo numerous and fplen- 
did in this iTiunihcent countiy, ruiidfli 
ample rtceptaclts tor perlons atliiilrted by 
almc ft every ipicits of calamity j give 
to young and old of eveiylexand cha- 
racter the molt lalutary aid, when all 
other means of relief are unavailable j 
happily accelerate the prcgrel’sot Jciencej 
and annually acco.nmodaLc, tor thele 
important ends, upwards of twenty thou- 
iand perfons. Whatever atfeijs the prof- 
prrity of luftitutions thus extenfivc and 
important, furely merits frccpient, deli- 
bciate, and minute diicullion.

1 am above all things pieafed 
ivifh the (implicit V, meekneft, and mo- 
deft y that prevail in the drefs of the 
richeft nation of Europth** Peter often 
mentioned to the Englifti Noblemen 
and Gentlemen who attended 
that he purpofed to make a le^nd 
journey to Englandi as he found in that 
country fo great a number of inftru^fivc 
objefts. In his Majefty's old Library 
in the Green Park there is a portrait 
of this great Prince by Sir Godfrey 
Kncller ; it correfponds exactly to the 
following defeription of Peter^s perfony 
as given by that inftruAivc Traveller, 
Mr. Bell, of Auchtermony : His 
Majefty*s perfon was graceful, tall, 
and well made ; he was very plain in 
his apparel ; he generally wore an 
Englilh drab-coloure4 frocks never ap- 
pearing in a drefs-fuit of deaths, un- 
left on great feftivals and hoijpkys. on 
which occaftons he wasfometimcsdreiTtd 
in laced cloaths, of which fort he was 
not owner of above three or four fuits. 
When he was dreifed he wore the 
Order of St. Andrew ; at other times 
he had no badge or mark of any Order 
on his perfon. When he went about 
the town by land, he always made ufe 
of an open two-v^ecled chaife, attend- 
ed by two foldiers or grooms, who rode 
before, and a page, who fometimes 
ftood'behind the chaife, and often fat 
in it with his Majcfty, and drove 
him. He rofe even in the winter time 
before four o'clock, and was often m 
his cabinet by three, when two private 
fecretaries and certain clerks were tn 
conftant attendance.— Petef feems to 
have loved his fubje^ts with the atten- 
tion of a friend, as well as with the 
alfc£i^n of a father. He was anxious 
for their pleafure and amufetnent, as 
well as for their improvement. He 
came one day to the Gardens of Peterf- 
burgh, called Catherine’s Gardens, in 
honour of the Emprefs, v^hich he had 
laid out bhnfelf, and on Ending no 
perfon walking in them, he a(ked the 
rcH.fon ; one ol the fentincls replied. 
Sire, it is beeaufe we have fulFered 
no one to enter.”— “ And pray, block- 
head,” replied the Czar, angrily, 
“ what wife -acre has given you thefo 
orders ?” — ♦‘Our Officers, Sire,” replied 
the eentin-cl. What a pack of fools ?** 
replied the munificent Emperor 5 “ could 
thefe people imagine that I had made 
fo vafta walk, and at fumuch txpence 


too, for myfelf alone^ anil not for tbt 
advantage of the public?” The Czar» 
on being invited by one of his Nobles to 
a hunting party, which was to terminate 
with the hunting of the wild boar, re- 
plied, ♦* Hunt, Sir, as much as you 
pleafc, and make war on wild beafts ; 
lor my part, [ cannot amufe myfelf 
in that manner whilft I have enemies to 
cncountcrabroad.and refractory fuhjc61s 
to bring into order at home.” — Peter 
the Great knew no game of cards ex* 
cept a common. Dutch game, at which 
he played occafionally atnongft his Offi- 
cers military and naval ; and he re- 
drifted the ftake to a fmall fum, and 
made an edift, which declared that he 
who loft more than that fuiti was under 
no obligation to pay. Of perfons who 
were fond of gaming this great man 
ufed to fay, that they had no tafte for 
any thing ufeful, and that they de- 
voted their time and talents to the pur- 
ofes of grufs avarice. The Czar, when 
e retired to reft, was fn general com- 
pletely fatigued \^th the toils of the day, 
and gave drift orders that he Ihould 
never be awaked unleft in cafe of fire. 
When any accident of that kind hap- 
pened, there was a ftanding order given 
to rooze him at the fir ft appearance of 
it, and his Maiefty was frequently thb 
firft perfon that affifted at the firb# 
remaining there and givingtheneceifary 
orders until the danger was over. Nearly 
the laft aft of this great Monarch's 
life was an effort to favc the lives of 
fome of his fubjefts. In a very infirm 
ftatc of his health the Czar was in 1 
boat vi filing fonAc works that were car- 
rying on near Pcter(burgh | he faw at 
fome diftance a veft'ei, full of foldiers and 
failorSy in danger nf perifliing } the 
weather was cloudy, and the fea rough, 
and the violence of the waves had al- 
ready driven the velTclon a fand. The 
Czar immediately fent a boat to their 
alfiftance; bur, notwithftanding the 
efforts of the' crew, they could not get 
the vclfel afloat. The Emperor, a wit- 
nefs of this diftrelfing fpeflacle, and 
thinking that they did not exeri ihcm- 
feives fufficierttly to favc their brethren

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IN the month of February laft, pcti- 
tions were fent from all the linc-of- 
battle ihips at Portfmouth to LordHowe; 
but being all written by one perfon, and 
couched inthe fame language, it was pre- 
fumed they were only theproduftions of 
fome fadtiousor mad>bramed individuals, 
who were too contemptible for notice ; 
the petitions were therefore thrown 
aiide, and obtained no anfwers. This, 
on the return of the Fleet to port from 
the laft cruize, occafioncd*a correfpon* 
dcnce by letter to be kept up and paflTcd 
from fhip to fliip, through the whole 
fleet i till at length it wa'. unanimoufly 
ngreed upon, that no (hip Ihould lift an 
anchor till a redrefs of grievances was 
obtained. In this ftnte matters remain- 
ed till the 15th of April, when Adrki- 
ral Bridport ordcrefl the fignal for the 
fleet to prepare for fca j but, infte?.d of 
weighing anchor, three cheers were 
given from the Queen Charlotte, as the 
fignal for difaftc^tion, wliich was in like 
manner followed by every ftiip in the 
fleet. The Officers were t’nundcr- 
ftruck, and tried various means to bring 
the men to a fenfe of their duty ; but 
without etfeft. The next day a boat from 
each iliip was demanded, and two men 
from the crew of each were appointed 
Delegates to rtprefent the whole, and 
Lord Howe’s cabin was deemed the 
moft proper place for iheir dehbera- 
rlons. On the 17th, every man in the 
fleet was fworn to fupport the caufc in 
which he had embarked j even the Ad- 
miral’s body fervants]were not exempted 
from the oath. Their next pri.ccdujc 
was the reeving ropes, in\terroiim^ at 
the fore-yard-arm, and turning all the 
Officers out of the fleet who had behav- 
ed in any manner to offend them. On 
the iSth the Lords of the Admiralty 
arrived there, in the courfe of which, 
and two follow ing days, fcvcral propo- 
fltions were made by them to reduce 
the fleet to obedience, but ineffectually. 
On the 2ift Admirals Gardner, CoU 
poys, and Pole went on board the Qiieen 
Charlotte, in order to confer with the 
Delegates, who informed the Admi- 
Jals, that it was the determination of the 
crews 10 agree to nothing that ihould 
not be *fan£t 1 oncd by Parliament, and 
gaurantecd by the King’s Proclamation ; 
which To difappointed and irritated Ad- 
miral Gardner, that he feued one of 
Delegates by the collar, and fwore 


he would have them all hanged, with 
every fifth man throughout the fleet. 
This circumftance fo exafperated the 
crew againft the gallant Admiral, that 
it was with much difficulty he ei'eaped 
from the ihip with his life. Dele« 
gates from the Royal George now re- 
turned to their (hip, and informed the 
crew of what had happened, who, after 
fome confultation, relolved on fummon- 
ing all the Delegates on board rh^ir 
fhip, which was done by lioifling the 
red or bloody flag, which ftruck terror 
through the fleet (as the fignal was not 
gener^ly undc*rftood), and particlarly to 
the Officers, who trembled for the con- 
fequcnces, fearing that ’ fomething 
dreadfully hoftile was intended. It 
was at this iflomcnt that the much valu- 
ed and rcfpe^led Lord liridport’s flag 
was ftruck, with a refolutiori never to 
difplay it again, which^drew tears from 
almoft all the Officers. The fleet next 
proceeded to load all their guns, ordered 
a watch to be kept the fame as at fea, 
and put every thing in a ftate of defence, 
keeping every Officer to his rel'pc£tive 
fhip. On the iid the men were fomc- 
what pacified, and caufed two letters 
to be written, one to the Lords of the 
Admiralty, ftating the caufe of their 
conduct on the preceding day } the 
other to Lord Bridport, in which they 
ftiled him their Father and FrienJ, and 
avowed no intentional offence to him. 
This had a good etfcdl; for on the 23d 
the Admiral returned to his lliip, and 
rchoifted his flag, and, after a ihort ad- 
drefs to the crew , in which he told them 
the painful bufinefs of the laft week 
would be the means of hurrying him 
ihortly to his grave, he informed them 
that he had brought with him a redrcls 
of all their grievances, and-his Majef- 
ly’s pardon for the offenders, which, 
after fome deliberation, were accepted^ 
when ever man returned to his duty.

We beg leave to remind your auguft 
i^lTembly, that the A£t of Parliament 
paired in the reign of King Charles II. 
wherein the wages of-all feanaen ferving 
on board his Majefty’s fleet was fettled, 
paflcd'at a time when the neceflaries of 
life, and (lops of every denomination, 
were'at j.eafl 30 per cent, cheaper than 
at the prefeiit time ; which enabled 
Seamen- and Marines to provide better 
for their families chan we can |^ow do. 
with one half advance. 

We therefore requeft your Honour- 
able Houfe will be fo kind as to revive 
the Aft before-mentioned, and make 
fuch amendments therein as will enable 
your Petitioners and their* families to 
live in the fame comfortable manner as 
Seamen and Marines did at that time. 

Your pctitionJrs, with all humility, 
laid their grievances before the Hon. 
Earl Howe, and flattered ourfelves with 
the hopes that his Lordfliip would have 
been an advocate for us, as we have been 
repeatedly under his command, and 
made the Britifh flag ride triumphantly 
over that of our enemies. But, to our 
great furprizc, we And ourfelf unpro- 
tefted by him, who has fecn lo many in- 
flances of our intrepidity in carrying the 
Britifh flag into every pare of the i'cas 
with viftory and fuccefs. 

We profefs ourfelves as loyal to our 
Sovereign, and zealous in the defence 
of our Country, as the Army or Mi- 
litia can be; and efteem ourfelves equal- 
ly entitled to his Mi*je(ly’s munificence; 
therefore with jcaloufy we behold their 
pay augmented, and the out-pcnfions 
of Chelfea College increafed to thir- 
teen pounds per annum, while we remain 
ncglcfted, „ind the out-penflaners of 
Greenwich have only feven pounds per 
annum. 

We your Petitioners therefore hum- 
bly implore that you will take thefc 
matters into conflderation, and, with 
ybqr accuftomed goodnefs and liberality, 
comply with the prayer of this Petition, 
and your petitioners, as in duty bound, 
will ever pray, &c.

To the Right Honourable the Lords 
Commiflioners of the Admiralty : 
My Lords, 

We, the Seamen of his Majefty’s Na^ 
vy, take the liberty of addreliing your 
Lordfliips in an humble Petition, (hew- 
ing the many hardibips and oppreJlions 
wc have laboured under for many years, 
and which wc hope your Lordfhipswiil 
redrefs foon as polJible. We flatter 
ourfelves that your Lordfliips, together 
with the nation in general, will ac- 
knowledge our worth and good fervi- 
ces, both in the American war and the 
prefent ; for which fervice your Lord- 
Ihips* Petitioners do unaninioufly agree 
in opinion, that their wonh to the na- 
tion, and iaberrious induflry in defence 
of their country, deferve fome better 
encouragement than that we meet with 
at prefent, or from any we have ex- 
perienced. We, your Petitioners, do 
not boail of our good fervices for any 
other purpofc than that of putting you 
and tne nation in mind of the refpeft: 
due to us, nor do we ever intend to de- 
viate from our former charaftcr, fo far 
from any thing of that kind, or that 
an Englifliman or men ihould turn their 
coats, we likewife agree in opinion, 
that wc Ihould fufFcr double the hard- 
ihips we have hitherto experienced be-

We, your humble Petitioners, relying 
that your Lord (hips will ta|^e into early 
oonfideration the grievances of which 
we complain, and do not in the leaft 
doubt but your Lorddiips will comply 
with our dchres, which are every way 
ycafontblc. 

The firft grievance which we have 
to complain of is thtt, that our w^get 
are too low, and ought tii be rfiil‘ed,thac 
we might be better able to Aippnrt our 
wives and families in a manner com.

We received your Lorcllhips'Anfvver 
to qur Petition ; and, in order to con- 
vince your Locd(hips and the nation 
general of our moderation, beg lcai> 
to offer the following remarks to your 
confideration, viz.— That there never 
has exiffed but two orders of men in the 
Navy, Abie and Ordinary, thercfvre the 
difliii^ion octween Ordinary and Land- 
men is totally new $ we therefore 
humbly propofc to yrmr Lordfliips, that 
the old regulations be adhered to, that 
of the wages of the Able Seamen be 
PRifed to one (hilling per d-^y, and that 
of petty Officers, and the Ordinary, in 
the ufual proportion ^ and, as a further 
proof of our inodcration, and that we 
arc actuated by a true fpirit of benevo- 
lence towards our brethren the Ma- 
nncfi who are not noticed in yqur 
Lordfhips Anfwer, we humbly propofc 
that their pay He augmented while ferv- 
ing on board, i« th:. Ume p^poruon as 


Ordinary Seamen. This %ve hdpe and 
truff will be a convincing proof to ytmr 
Lord (hips that we are not aduated by 
a fpirit of contradid^ion, but thaf wn 
earneftly wi(h to put a fpeedy end to the 
prefene affair. We beg leave to ffate to 
your Lordihips, that the peniions from 
Greenwich College wc earneffly wills 
to be railed to ten rounds per annum ; 
and, in order to maintain which, w« 
humbly propofc to your Lordfhips, that 
every Teaman employed in the merchant 
fervice, inflead ojp fix pence per monrh^ 
which he now pays, ffiall hereafter pay 
one Ihilling per month j which, we 
trufl, will raite a fund fully adcqjate to 
the purpoft: ; and as thi<, in rime of 
peace, muff he paid by your Peiitioner^. 
we iruft U will gh e a convinefng proof 
of our difintereffednefs and moderation. 
We would a Ifo recommend, that this re- 
gulation be extended to the Seamen iis 
the (ci vice of the £aff India Company, 
as vve know by experience that there 
are few fcilors employed by them but 
what have been in the Royal Navy, and 
wc have letn them with our own eves, 
after lick nt Is or other accident has dif- 
abied them, without any hope of relief 
or fuppoir but from rheir former fer- 
vices m the Navy. — As to provisions, 
that they be augmented to lixteen 
ounces to the pound of bread and meat| 
ebeefe, butter, and liquor in propor- 
tiosi, and of a better quality, and a fuf- 
flcicnt quantity of vegetables, and that 
n"» flour be ferved \Vith frrfn beef. 
And vf further beg leave to inform 
your lAordlhips, that it is unanimoiiflf 
agreed, that, until the grievances be- 
fore ffated are redreflcil, and an a6f oF 
indemnity palTed, wf^arc determined 
not to lilt an anchor ; ‘and the griev- 
ances of particular (hips muff be re- 
dreffed.

be paid to the men in lieu of the deduc- 
tion heretofore made ; and that all men 
wounded in aCtion (hall receive thcirfull 
pay until their wounds (hall be healed, or 
until, bcingdcclared incurable, they (hall 
receive apenfvon from thccheft at Chat- 
ham, or mall be admitted into the Royal 
liorpital at Greenwich. And your Lord 
ihip is hereby reiiuired and direClcd to 
c<iminunicate this our determination to 
the Captain of each of his Majeliy’s ilnps 
under your ordtis, direfting him to 
make i*: known to the (liip's company 
under his command; and intorm them, 
that (Iiould they be infcnlinlc to the ve-

As Toon at 
hearrim, he i$' recogntfed by ReaUzt-, 
Steward of the Mandevilk property, who 
immediately makes a . demand upon him 
for money, and threatens an arreft up<m 
non-payment. Sir Solomon Cynic, an 
old tefty batchelor, being ignorant that 
Mandeville had fent home money for the 
fupport of his daughter, alfo determines 
to arreft Mandeville for a fum for which 
he had made hinifelf rerponfible as ie- 
curity for a deceafed friend. In this ex- 
tremity Mandeville. debarred from the 
frght of his daughter, and unable to Jiqui. 
date thefe demands, is almoft frantic with 
grief and defpair, but is aftifteJ by the 
generosity of Geprge Howard, who pro- 
cures him an afylum in a neighbouring 
cot^ge. The tenant of this cottage, old 
Rullic, had been difeharged from his*iitu- 
ation as game- keeper to the Mandeville 
e’ftate, on fufpicion of being a poacher ^ 
and, with his daughter, had been folely 
indebted for fuppcirt to G. Mandeville. 
Sir S. Cynic, though profelTedly an ejiemy 
to the conjugal ftate, is not without a 
Ipirit of gallantry, and, therefore, when 
the daughter of Old Ruftic applies to him 
in behair of her father, he become^ ena- 
moured, andVifits her fecrctly at the 
cottage. — While he is in the midtt of his 
amorous avowals, •Mandeville, accom- 
panied by Howard, returns to the cot- 
tage, and Sir Solomon, to efcape ob- 
fervation, hides himfelf among Tome ftraw 
in a recefs, before which a •curtain is 
drawn, butfo ill fecured that Doily Ruftic 
is obliged to faften it up with Sir Solo- 
mon's cane-fWord. To divide Howard 
and Albina, the villainous Governefs had 
induced the latter to believe that Howard 
vifited then^ottage from motives of regard 
to Ruftic's daughter. To ai'certain this 
fafV, Albina aftiimes a naval imiform, pre- 
tending to be a Mr. Herbert, her own 
couftn. ' Having traced Howard to the 
cottage, Albina will not ftir from it till 
(he has feen him. He therefore appears, 
and coBfCcivlng her to be an impertinent

In this 
fituation Ihe is feen by Mandeville, who, 
as file ftill reta ns her naval uniform, takes 
her for one ofinis enemies, and treats her 
roughly j but finding (he fympaihUes in 
his griets, he trftfts to her protection, 
without, however, revealing naHo he is, 
though earneftly deftred to dirdofe liim- 
felf.

Verius, who is a 
well difpofed man. ihmigh lie had been 
drawn into the febemes of the Governels, 
having been made drunk by Howard, re- 
veals i\vi whole plan of the intended 
mairiagc, expofes the interefted villainy of 
the Governels, and pioduces a letter, in 
which her artful AipprefiTion of the re* 
mittances from Mandeville, and thefubtle 
means which (he had uied to induce hie 
father to difinherit him, afe all unravelled. 
This difeovery 'induces Sir Solomon to 
take pai t wivb Mandeville, and to over- 
threw the power of the Governef - Al- 
bina, fcnlible of the impofiilont that had 
been praftiled on her and hea grandfather, 
in an interview with ^Howard, tears her 
gi andfather’s wiU to pieces, alledging, tliat • 
hei father would have been the legal heir 
if his character and conduCl had not beerf 
miiVeprefented. After this general cxpla- - 
nation, Albina and Howard areofeourfe 
given to each other, and juftice jb dirpenlM 
to all parties.

arc to be found in all his Comedies. The 
incident of the difeovery appears to have 
been fuggeftyd by that of Square in 
Tom Jones," and tlie. clnmken con*, 
munication feems to have been borrowed 
from Foote’s Lame Lover." It was 
received wnh great applaufe, and the per- 
foi mers defcived the approbation they met 
with.

— T.^e lovers, in their flight, meet 
Maythorn, and Ihut him into Saveall's 
houfe,' to anfwcr for the confequences* of 
their* tricks. Saveall returns, and, be. 
lieving lie* had killed him, concludes him 
to be a ghoft, and, during* his terror, 
Maythorn leaves the houfe unmolefled.— * 
Lucilla's fortune .is reflored by the dilin* 
tereflednefs of her lovei, and his title to 
her hand confirmed by the Duke. Ro- 
diigf, Ilabel, and Valentine, meeting in 
Saveall’s houfe, Valentine’s artifice is cx- 
pofed, and the Duke reproves and pardons 
him. Valentine obtains the hand of

In the meaij t>me Mr. Ailyvorthy 
9S diftraC^ed the fuppoled lol's of his 
daughter ; but on his feivant's recounting 
to Sir Thomas Severn all that he could •

^cordingly Ihe ri^ftored tp her tathey, 
V'ho bellows her on young Shatter, the 
ion of his intimate friend. 

This long dormant Com«dy appeared 
with lefs credit tp the Author from the 
cii'cundtance of ftveral pieces on the fame; 
fuhje6l having made their appearance fincc 
his death. It is boriovycd from Molitre's 
V Ecole des hentme ^ from which, in 
^765, Mr. Lee cxtra6led a •Fnree called 
** The Country Wife 5” and Mr. Garrick, 
in 1766, the popular performance of 
The Country Girl.” Air. .Murphy 
ulfo again made ufe of the plot in a Co« 
inedy, in 1767, called, “ The School for 
Guardians.*' In the prefent Piece, the 
main plot is lelievcd and enlivened by a 
wcll-dire£led fatirc at the folly of icand.d ; 
Lady Netileton, an adept in that favouriie 
cxercile of wit and talents, being liril 
mortified, and* attei wards toiled by her 
own weapons. This chara^lcr was weli^

DEBTOHS AND CR£DITO?»S. 

Earl Moira, in an excellent i'peech, 
Hated the hardihipa 'vhich Debtors la- 
boured under by being fubjedt to im* 
prifonment on mefne procefs, and fre* 
quently being obliged, for want of bail, 
to lie twelve months in^prifon before 
the plaintiff would bring the matter to 
a trial. He alfo Ihewed the h?rdfhips 
which many hundreds of others luffered 
by being imprifbned in execution, and, 
where the plaintiff* did not proceed, be* 
ing kept in gaol fometimea for many 
years trom want of money to liberate 

^Tifelves by ruperftdeas. The Society 
for the Relief of Perfons confined for 
Small Debts liberated by their benevo- 
lence in the laft year one hundred and 
thirty unfortunate perfons under this 
wretched predicament. His Lord (hip 
moved, That a Committee be ap- 
pointed toconfider the ftare of the laws 
between debtor and creditor, and to 
maKc their report on the fame.’* Be- 
fore hisLordihip fat down, he men- 
tioned that the Learned Lord then on 
the woolfack had put into his hands a 
fcandalous letter, which the Learned 
Lord had received from fotne perfon, 
who therein accufes the Learned Lord 
of authorizing a long lift of enormities 
which prifoners for debt were fubj«£lcd 
to, and which, he faid, he was furc 
there was not one l.ord in that Houfe 
who would not all together diibclievc. 

Lord Kenyon began by alluding to 
the letter mentioned by the Noble Lord, 
and declared, by all that was facred, 
and as he hoped for mercy at the Day 
of Judgment, that every word in it, lo 
far as related to himfelf encouraging 
enormities in the prifon, or in any re- 
fpefl whatever promoting corruption, 
was abfolutcly and politivcly falfe.^ He 
hoped, nay he entreated and conjyed 
their Lordfbips wopUl appoint a I^m» 
iniitee to enquire into his conduce in 
vVot. XXXI. Mat 179V* a 


this refpef^. On the fubje6f of the Cotn* 
mittec moved for by the Noble Lorffp 
he oppofed it, on the ground of the in- ' 
jury that any alteration in the Law of 
Arrefts would do to the credit of dsil 
country as a commercial one. 

Earl Moira deprecated the idem of t 
Committee to enquire into the Learned 
Lord's conduff, and palTed fome very 
high encomiums on his Lord(liip*s chv 
rafter, of the truth of which he was 
fare every Noble Lord was convinced. 

It was only an anonymous letter, and 
not worthy of notice. He bad a fimiJaf 
one in his pocket, from a man who 
called himfelf a Dejperafe Creditor^ and 
who threatened to kill his Lordfhip 
himfelf for the exertions he was uftng 
in favour of unfortunate Debtors. He 
hoped| therefore, the two anonymous 
letters might be allowed to pair iff to- 
gether, without any further notice be* 
ing taken of them. 

The queftion being called for, a divi*

MOTION FOR THE REMOVAL OR 
MR. PITT.. 

The Earl of Suffolk offered himfelf 
to theirLordfhips’ attention, as poffeliing 
the warmeft love for his country, which 
by the mifeonduft of hisMajefty'sMi* 
nifters had been reduced from a date of 
the bight ft profperity to the verge 
of ruin. He adverted to the conduct 
of Minifters, in facrificing the feelings 
of men who had performed the moit 
eminent fcrvices to their country , to pro- 
mote their own perfonal influence, and 
political jobs with individuals. They had 
given to a Noble Duke (Portland ) a mark 
of honour intended by his Majefty as a re- 
ward for a Noble Earl (Howe), which 
he had been well alTured was, as it ought 
to have been, confldered by the Noble 
Earl as an indignity to him. How had 
they treated another Noble Lord (Rod- 
ney) for the glorious fervices of the 
t2th of April } It was true he had a 
miferable penfion, but he had been fuf* 
fered to ianguifh in poverty in his old 
age ; and, but for the perfonal protec- 
tion he enjoyed as a Peer in Parlia- 
ment, he would have ended his days in 
Y y .jail. 
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a jail. When decetied, his ho^y wat Contentl . 861 
feiied aiii and for a coafiderabia time Proxies i8j 


'denied the rights of hurial. Their whole 
fyftem was ro govern by influence ; they 
had libelled the loyalty of the people, 
and branded every span with the epi- 
theta of Jacobin and Democrat who op- 
pofed their meafures* 1 n tracing them 
throngh every Court on the Continent, 
from the Treaty of Pilnitz to the pre- 
lent moinent, duplicity, incapacity, and 
corruption were difcerniblc in all their 
fneafurcs. TheKoble Earl faid, in re^ 
viewing the ctrcumflances of the War, 
he found Minifters as incapable in their 
plans of hoftility, as they were in their 
pegociattons for Peace ; and after com- 
menting at feme length on the (ituation 
to which they had reduced the linances 
of the country, he concluded l^y a mo- 
tion to the following eifedl : 

That an humble Addrefs be pre- 
fented to his Majefly, praying that he 
would be graciouily pUafed to remove 
from nis Councils his Minifter, namely, 
the Pirft Lord of the Treafury, who 
bf his milcondu^t had forfeited the 
contidence of the People.** 

Lord Grenville very ably replied to 
the variety of topics in the Noble EarPs 
Addrefs. He vindicated the conduct 

Minifters with refpedl to the Warj 
he laid, every nerve had been drained 
toptofccutc It with vigour and cffe61 ; 
and contended, that as far as the arms 
of Great Britain were corccrncd, the 
defired fuccelTts generally enfued. The 
mi^arriagts of the Allies on the Conti- 
nent could not fairly be imputed to Mi- 
niflers ; and they (eized the ftrft oppor- 
tunity, v^here it could be done with 
honour and advantage, of bringing 
about a Peace, which overtures were 
notorioufly counteracted by the enemy. 
With regafd to the tenor of the motion, 
he ipuft fay , he never knew any inftance 
of the kindj| where fuch a motion was 
brought forward \vithout any one fpe- 
cific charge alledgtd of milconduCt or 
malverfation againft the perfon in quef* 
tion ; it was therefpre unncceflary to 
dwell on that h^a(|« He thought it ne- 
ceflary, however, to fay, tlut one part 
of the Noble Lord’s accufation had no 
foundation in truth. The T^^aty of 
Pilnitz, he afferted, was pot only entered 
into without the participation, butevep 
without the knowledge of the Britifti 
Government. 

A long debate enfued, at the conctu- 
fion of which a divifion took place :

BREACH O? PRIVILEGE. 

The Earl of Oxford begged leave to 
bring a very important buiinefs before 
the Houfe. In confequence of his 
motion for Peace being negatived (See 
Page 771, 272.) he had come down tq 
the Clerk's room next day to enter a 
proteft upon the books ; but to hts fur^ 
prife he found that Lord Kenyon had 
carried off the motion in his pocket. He 
therefore mo^pd, “ That a Lord Chan- 
cellor carrying away a motion from tha 
Table of their Lordfhips, was guilty 
of a high breach of the privileges of 
their Houfe \ and that^ Lord Kenyon, 
acting as Pro-Chancellor, having car^ 
Tied away his motion, had been guilty of a 
high breach of Privilege, and ought to 
be cenfured.'* 

The Biihop of Rochefter moved, 
That the 77th ftanding Order of that 
Houfe ftiould be read, w'hich declares 
it to be a high breach of Privilege to 
print any part of the proceedings of 
that Houfe without the authority of 
their Lord (hips.** When he came down 
to the Houfi on this day, he conceived 
that the Noble Earl had it in contem- 
plation to move that the Printer and 
Publilhcr of a Newfpaper called Th^ 
Oracle, had been guilty of a breach 
of Privilege in publifhing, under thq 
iit>c of an Addrefs to the NatsoUf an ac- 
count of a debate which had taken 
place in that Houfe, accompanied with 
remarks figned by the Noble Earl’s title 
of honour. This infamous thing, which 
the Printer of that Paper had had the 
audacity to publifh, was certainly a high 
breach of the Privileges of their Lord- 
Ihips I and as the Noble £a|r) feemed to 
be implicated in the publication, it 
would have been very becoming in hinp 
to have come forward and vindicated his 
own dignityaloflg with that of the Houfe. 
The Rt. Rev. P relate proceeded to ad veit 
to one or two of the paragraphs in this Ad- 
drefs, and reprehended, with muchfeve- 
ricy, one in which Lord GreDviiie’% 
reply to the Noble Earl’s motion is

Itmcd poor rude ^ and^ikewife 
the concluding i^ntence» in which the 
Parliament is called tbeiff that is, the 
'People's Parliament, He (aid, that the 
Houfe of Commons^ as chofen by the 
People, might properly be called their 
Reprefentatives ; but that Parliamenc, 
as compofed of Lords and Commons, 
was, in con llitutional language, and by 
the law of the land, the King's Parlia^ 
ment , — He mentioned this phraie in 
particular, becaufe when rain and in* 
experienced young men made ufe of 
fuch expreifions, there was fometimes 
more meant by them than met the ear. 
He concluded with faying, that were it 
confident with perfonal refpe^ for his 
Lordihip, he would term the prefent 
amofi petulant motion.

The Bilhop ofRochefter explained, 
t^t what he meant was, that Parlia- 
ment as an aggregate body, and com- 
pofed as it was of Lords and Commons, 
was the King’s Parliament j he was 
fubjedt to correction if he was wrong. 
The Noble Prelate added, that he would 
have moved, that the Printer and Pub- 
liflier of the Oracle had been guilty 
of a high breach of privilege, had he 
not conceived that fuch a motion would 
have come with more propriety from 
the Noble Earl (of OxforiB. 

Marquis Townihend (aid, that he 
would nave no objection to a motion 
being made by the Noble Prelate, that 
the Printer and Pubiiiher of that Paper 
had been guilty of a high breach of 
privilege ; the more fo, as he had ob- 
lerved an infamous falfehood in ano- 
ther Morning Paper of this day, dating 
the fubdance of ananfwer fatd to have 
been made by his Majedy to a Noble 
Earl, when no anfwer had been made 
at all. 

The Earl of Sufiblk (tated, that cer- 
tainly no anfwer had been made by his

Thb Duke of (itafeon exmfied his 
furprixe at the abfenoe of Mmiders» 
when their Lord (hips and tfie Public 
might naturally be fuppoCed to be ni^i- 
ous for fome information refpeCttng the 
rumours whkh had lately been in 
culation* Whether thofe rummirs 
were falfe, or whether they were 
founded in fa^, he was uhable to deter* 
mine $ but of courfe he concluded the^r 
were falfe, becaufe he had no authority 
to date them to be true* Their Lotd* 
(hips mud have known, through the 
medii^m of the public prints, and po- 
pular report, that three very great and 
alarming events were faid to have taked 
place during the recefs. The firft was, 
a feparate Negociation for Peace between 
his Imperial Majedy and the French 
Republic, which mud be ipij^oilible, 
fince no perfon in Adminidration had 
chofen to apprife their Lordihips. The 
fecond was, the report of increafed dif- 
tuibances in Ireland, which mud be 
equally erroneous ; and the other was, 
afoit of detailed and circumdantiai ac- 
count of the infurreCtion of the Seamtm 
on board of his Majedy's Fleft at 
Portfmouth, which mu(t be equilty 
untrue, or their Lordihips woulo have 
been officially acquainted with it, and 
informed of the mcafures adopted to 
redore peace and fubordination* If 
they had been true, their Lordihips 
ought to have been informed of every 
circ urn dance by a MefTage from the 
Crown, unlefs it was the intention of 
Miniders to realize an opinurn whkh 
he had heard fome time ago, that their 
Lordihips merely fat in that Houft to 
regider the a£ts of Adminidration.

BANK INDEMNITY BILL. 

This Bill being recommitted to a 
Committee of the whole Houfe, the 
Chancelier of the Exchequer moved for 
the introdu6iion of a ctaufe, to make 
Bank notes a legal payment to the Col* 
lectors in every department of the pub- 
lic revenue. The claule was received, 
and read a iird and fecond time. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
then dated, that he had to propofe ano- 
ther ciaufe of much more importance, 
and which related to the commercial 
intercourle of individuals. At prefent, 
however compctpnt perlons might be to 
the payment of their debts, they were 
liable to be arreded if they were not 
able to make their payments in fpecie. 
His obje^ was, not to make Bank notes 
a legal tender, but to provide that no 
perfon Oiail be arreflcd, on hrd procefs, 
who hiall tender Bank notes to the 
amount of his debt. Such a ciaufe would 
do no more than give to Bank notes the 
edeA of fpecial bail i but it would dill 
be in the power of the creditor to make 
htft debtor depodt the Bank notes in 
Court, and there would be no fort of 
lucerruptitm to further procefs, or any 
alteration in the ultimate refuit of the 
full* It would give relief co perlons 
againdihe feverity of immediate procefs, 
rbut without going CO the exrent of ren- 
dering Bank notes a legal tender* 

TliS ciaufe was paded, and ordered 
to be added to the Bill* 


ordinary difeharge of t^ir duty« Tl|d 
late arrival of the Mail might, he

Mr. Ryder propofcd that the com- 
mencement of the Bill fliould be on the 
30th of April.— Agreed to. 

Mr. Sheridan faid, that as he had 
put off the motion he had intended to 
make this day with regard to any fur- 
ther, advances to the Emperor, in order 
that tnc Houfe might be in pofleflion of 
th< Report of the Secret Committee, he 
was dofirousto know when that Report 
would be produced. If there was not 
a profpe^f of the Report of the Secret 
Committee being before the Houfe in a 
day or two, he certainly (liould net de- 
fer his motion upon this fu^eft ; an 1 in 
this view he moved, “ Tnat there be 
laid before the Houfe copies of the re- 
prefentations made by the Directors of 
the Bank, withVegard to the advances 
to the Emperor, (ince the fir ft of Ja- 
nuary 1795, anfwcr of his 

Majefty*s Minifters thereto.** 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, that it was impofflble for him to 
anfwer the queftion, when the Report 
of the Secret Committee would be la«d 
before the Houfe. He did not with to 
avoid the dilcufrion of the fuhje£l, nor 
was it poifibie for him to avoid it ; but 
ftill he was defirous to meet it fairly 
and fully. In all the circumftanccs of 
the cafe, to make further advances to 
the Emperor, provided we could fo ob- 
tain hiscorditlco-opcration in the com- 
mon caufe, he conlidered as a meafure 
the moft eftential to the interefts of the 
country. Whether it was proper, how- 
ever, to enter upon the fuhjedt upon 
panial informanon, he would leave to 
the Houfe to determine. He did not 
oppofe the production of the papers. 

The motion was then carried. 

The Report of the Bill for continuing 
the Order of Council was brought up, 
read, and agreed to ; and on the motion 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
the Houfe again went into the Commit- 
tee to confidcr certain claufes that were 
to be offered 

Mr. Pitt faid, that after an intcr- 
courfe which had taken place between 
him and Gentlemen from the Bank, and 
alfo from the great body of the Bankers, 
he underftoodthat they approved of the 
general principle of the claufe which he 
had to offer to the Committee. The 
fubftaace of it was, to allow the Bank to 


repay, at different periods, iii eaill to 
thofe who may, at their dtferjitiou, 
hereafter depofit csdh with them, fo that 
no more than three-fourths of fuch fum 
ihoiild be repaid by the Bunk in cafil 
during the continuance of the prefeuc 
Bill. This claufe, he apprehended, 
would be of great advantage to the Bank, 
and to the Public. 

After fome obfervationt from Mr, 
D«nr, Mr, Thornton, Mr. Sheridaa, 
and Mr. Tierney, the claufe was agreed 
to without a div.fion. 

MONDAY, APRIL 3 , 

On the Report of the Bank Indem- 
nity Bill^ Mr. Tierney moved a ctaufo 
to this effc<!i>, “ That any perfon mak- 
ing a tender of Bank notes in payment 
of a debt, (houid not be allowed to have 
this tender ftand in the place pf holding 
fuch perfon to fpecial bail, unlefs fuch 
perfon Ikould make oath that he or fht 
did not poflefs the whole or thr<|e- 
fourths of the fum for which fuch per- 
fon had been arrefted.*’ 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, this claufe would entirely do away 
the effects of a former claufe refpef^ing 
the tender of Bank notes. 

The claufe was negatived without a 
divifion. 

Sir William Pultcney prefented a 
claufe by which the Bill was not to 
have efftdt, unlefs at the third reading 
of it, the Directors of the Bank Ihoiild 
notify to the Speaker of the Houfe that 
the reftri^ion contained in it was at 
their defirc. 

The Houfe divided on this claufe. 
Ayes 45, Noes 86. 

The Bill was then ordered to be cn- 
grofled. 

The Report of the Corn Bill was 
brought up, and, on the reading of the 
Amendment, That barley be exempted 
from exportation, 

Mr. Coke propofed to reftore the 
claufe as it originally ftood ; and that 
barley Ihould be included in the regula- 
tion. After a converfation of Ibmc 
length, the Houfe divided Ayes 51, 
noes 75. Barley, therefore^ cannot be 
exported, 

TUESDAY, APRfL4. 

ADVA>fCES TO THE EMPF.ROR, 

Mr. Sheridan went over a long field 
of argument to prove, that the lending 
more money to the Emperor would con- 
tinue to deprefs public credit more than 
it had yet felt; and to Ihew the rapid 
decline of our finances, the low tbbol the 
credit wc yet polTcfs, and the want of 
confidence in Adminiftration (not in 
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fhi> Hoitf«X compared the price of 
l^ockft thit day with the Correfponding 
day.tif bft 'year— then, t per cents were 
loi— ^ percents, at ^9! ; huttoday, 5 
ptr Cents, are 7i| and three per cents, 
at 49^. Thefe diicouraging and alarm- 
ing encumftances pointed out the ne- 
celhcy of reftoring the public credit to 
its former elevation, it was not his 
with to infufe a fptric of defpondency 
into the public mind •, but he withed to 
remove that A'ftem of delufion which 
had proved To fatal to the Bank of Eng- 
land, who were cruftecs for the pub- 
lic good ; it would prove alfo, he l'aid» 
equally defiru£live to that HouTe (mean- 
ing the Houfe of Commons) if they 
perfevered in their implicit confidence 
m Minifters ; for if tt Itill went on con- 
fiding, it would not indeed become 
•‘the King’s Parliament/' but the eonfid- 
ing Parliament of the Emperor of Ger- 
many. 

Mr. Sheridan concluded by moving, 

That the Houle fliould refolve itfclf 
into a Committee of the whole Houfe, 
to anquire whether the country could, 
conrtUemly with its own fafety, grant 
any farther loans or advances to the Em- 
peror.'’ 

Mr. Pitt entered upon a very ani- 
mated reply, deeming the motion un- 
fair, contradictory, diiingenuous, and 
prttnacure ; and proceeded to take a re- 
view of the general argument. ‘♦Thus 
much I lay : the tranl'miHi in of money 
ro the Emperor wilt oe f<*und the moll 
tfFcdtu'il nicihod of promoting the true 
- lutcieils of the country^ aiul of fecuring 
an honourable peace j for if we cut off 
our fupplies to the Emperor, the enemy 
wiH renew their attacks in the Tyrol 
and on the Rhine with redoubled fury, 
nnd force him to a feparare peace; 
which IS witac Ltte F tench are labouring 
ac daily ; but lb magnanimous has the 
Houfe of Auftna (hewn itlcif to this 
country, that it has rejcAed hitherto the 
overtures upon thislui'jedt with dildain, 
dtcipring that it will tr.<ike no peace with 
itsenc iiy,butin concert with Great Bri- 
tain. /ifterfofair and open a declaration, 
uis manifeft,that ifthiscounrry continues 
the corned, a joint war would be left 
fxpcnfive, and more likely tO be at- 
lendeo wuh a fav% urablc iffue, than in 
a draggle where we arc the only par- 
ty/' He paid many high compliments 
to the v^ilour cf the Aulirian troops at 
the clofc of the laft campaign, which 
had iu> parallel in the hiftory «f any 
cuuntiy. Ab to the conefuhons that had 
bveo ur j.w 5 from pap&f of tlu dtftrcifcd 


fitoatioii of the country, “ I ctfi aHeft* 
with a confidence which my official fi^u- 
ation enables me to do, that the de« 
feription is very much exaggerated/' 

After combating the other argumentt 
of Mr. Sheridan, the Right Hopoura- 
ble Gentleman concluded by giving his 
moft decided negative to the motion. 

Mr. Fox fpoke inanfwer to the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer. 

Sir W. Pulieney fpoke a few words, 
and Mr. Sheridan replied.

ARMY XX'^'RAORDISiARlKS. 

The Houfe having refolved icfelf into 
a Committee of Supply, Mr. Hobart in 
the Chair, 

The Secretary at War moved. That 
the Aim of^j, 280,000!. be granted to his 
Majefty for the expeaces of the Extra- 
ordinaries of the Army, from the 5th of 
January 1796, to thif 5th of January 
1 79?, not already provided for by Par- 
liament. 

The queftion was then put and agreed 
to. 

BANK BILL. 

The Order of tne Day being moved, 
for the third reading of this Bill, 

Mr. Pitt moved, That it be now read 
a third time. 

Mr. Ballard, differing from all parties 
on this Bill, and thinking it injurious to 
the country, felt himfelf bound to give 
it his decided oppolition. 

The queftion for the third reading af 
the Hilt was then put and carried. 

Mr. Wilberforcc Bird preiented a 
chufe for the purpofc of preventing 
diftrefs for rent after tender of the 
amount in Bank Notes. 

Mr. Pitt did not objeCl to the claufe 
being prtfented ; hut entertained doubts 
whether It was necclYary. ** 

Mr. Fox conceived that the cafe of 
diflrcfs for rent was entitled to more 
relief than perfonal arrells. 

The Solicitor General obferved, that 
to remedy a fmall and improbable evihto 
the tenant, the prtfenc c la ufe would en- 
gender a great and lading one to the 
landlord. 

Mr. Manning was in favour of the 
claufe, though he fpoke merely from 
his own opinion, without any authority 
of the Bank Directors. He faid, that at 
Plymouth Dock an affjciation of pro- 
fcifional Gentlemen had engaged not 
to bring any ft£lion for a ptricn refol- 
iug Bank Hous when tendered. The 

qucdioo 
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wts then put and negatived. 
^ Sir William Pulteney faid, if thn 
panic had folicued the Order of Coun- 
cil, tt mod certainly would amount to a 
condrudtve furrender of their charter* 
and, as fuch, formed one materidi dep 
to the plan he had in view of eftahliihing 
another Bank for the piirpofe of paying 
in rpecte. To afcertain the fa6t, he 
therefore propofed a ctaufe, by which 
the reftriftive parts of the A€t are an- 
ulled, if, within a (hort time after the 
ill had received the Royal Aiftnt, the 
Banlc Dire£l:ors ihould notify to the 
Speaker* that the continuance of thofe 
redridions were not with their con- 
icnt. 

Mr, Pitt thought fuch an inference 
would be highly prcpoderous, and un- 
becoming both the dignity and juftice 
of the Houfe, 

Mr. Fox was anxious to adopt every 
meafure that tended to invedigate the 
fa£l. 

Mr. Dundas raj|jfl, he had a right to 
adume that the Bank of England was 
not difpleafed at the redri^ion, becaufe 
^hey prefented no petition againd it. 

Mr. Sheridan could not alTent to the 
claufe now propofed, unlefs it fpecided 
that the time allowed the Bank for the 
poridcation of its wiihes (hould be after 
the fuins now due to it from Govern- 
ment were paid. 

The Committee divided on the claufe* 
when the numbers were—

The Bill was then read a third time. 

THURSDAY, APRIL 6. 

SLAVE TRADE. 

Mr. Ellis role to make his promifed 
motion refpedting the Slave Tiadc. 

It might be fuppofed, he faid, that 
the meafure be intended to offer to the 
confideration of Parliament, was fome 
modification of the Abolition Bill ; but 
U was of adlrgdUy oppodte nature; for 
he confidered au abolition of the trade, 
and the meafures adopted for that pur- 
pufe, fo fraught with impolicy, and 
pregnant with injuftice to individuals— 
fhort, fo radically faulty, that nopof- 
fibl'e modification of them could be made 
innoxious. From the civilization of the 
Kegroes in Africa, very falutary effedts 
might be exped^ed but the ^rocefs 
mufi necelfarily be (low, xud the effedts 
produced be at a very difiant period ; 
And much applaufe was due to thofe 
who had embarked in that laudable at- 
tempt. The civilization and reformat* 


tion of moraU and manners in the Ne- 
groes of the Weft-Indies was an objeft 
of dill greater importance in the great 
febeme of ultimate emancipation : for 
it would be found, that population wan 
always on the decrc&fe among thefe 
people ; fo that the very exigence of 
the colonies depended upon the fupply, 
from Africa ; and that decreafe of po- 
pulation was attributed, by fome, to a 
vicious fyftem of morals and manners 
among the Negroes ; by others, to an 
excefs of labour^ and the want of a fup- 
ply of proper food ; and by others to 
both caufes taken together. After hav.. 
ing enforced thefe topics by the relation 
of many fa6ls, he moved* ** That an 
humble Addrefs be prefented to his 
Majefty, requeuing coat he would ([ive 
diredfion to the Governors of his Well 
India Ifiands, to recommend to their 
refpedlive Councils to adopt fuch mea- 
furesas will tend to the natural increafe 
of the Negroes, and to employ fuch 
means as will contriouce to their moral 
and religious improvement, fo as gra- 
dually to dimmilh the necellity of thn 
Slave Trade, and lead to sn ultimate 
Abolition, and fecure to them the pro- 
tedlion of the laws.” 

Mr. Barham fecouded the motion, 
and fupported the meafure in a fpeecli 
of fome length. 

Mr.Wiiberforce oppofed the motion, 
as falling fiiort of w hat it was his wifli 
and opinion ihould be adopted. 

Mr. Put faid, this funjedl had been fo 
frequently and fo minutely difciiircd, 
that very little argument was necefiary* 
The only quuftion that remained was 
as to the rime ; and for himlelf he hc- 
fiuted not to declare, that no Abolition 
would faiisfy inm that immediate^; 

jp(Ci/k^ and loluU 

Mr. Dudley Ryder moved to amend 
the motion, by leaving out the words 

gradually diminilh, and ultimately 
abolilh.'* 

Mr. Fox reviewed the feveral argu- 
ments againft the immediate abolition, 
and infifted they were totally unfatis^ 
factory. He oppofed the motion, as 
tending to fubfiitute an unreal and pre- 
tended remedy, inftead of that whicli 
ought to take place, an immediate abo- 
lition. 

Lord Hawkeibury, Mr. Dundas, Mr. 
Windham, and Mr. B. Edwards, fup- 
porced the motion. 

Mr. Rydei*s Amendment was re- 
je^ed without a divifion ; and the ori- 
ginal motion carried by a divifion of 
agaipft 63— M^ority 36. 
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FRTPAY, APRIL 7. 

BANK BILL. 

Upon the queftion. That this Bill’s du- 
ration be to the 14th of June, Sir W. 
Pulteney rofc to oppofe it. He entered 
into a- hiftory of the Dank, from its 
commencement to the prefent hour, 
and declared himfelf to be perfedVIy 
pcifuaded, that all the embarrallmcnts 
which Government had in money tran- 
fadtions arofe from the monopoly of the 
Bank of England i from which he 
formed an opinion, that another Bank 
ought to be trtabliflicd ; he did not mean 
a rival Bank, but a Bank that (h<»uld 
sfl*ue its paper, and be capable of paying 
that paper on demand. He knew that 
there was great terror on the idea of 
oppofing the Bank, but he did not think 
that fuch terror would be of long du- 
ration. He believed that the Bank it- 
ftlf would be hentfired, and that the 
value of Itock would Ihould the 
Bank monopoly be done away. Jn or- 
der to fhew that two Banks would he 
ferviceable to thi"? Cfuintry, he referred 
to Scotland, where there were two, the 
hiftory of which he gave at full lensfth. 
Theie was no countrv m any part of the 
globe, America excepted, which had im- 
proved fo rapidly in Agnrulture, Trade, 
Commerce, and Manufa^bures, as Sc('t- 
Jand had fince the tuablilhmcnt of tbefe 
two Banks, and this improvement was 
chitfiy owing 10 thofe eftablifhmcnrs. 
He enlarged much on this t<'pic, and 
concluded by moving, tnat the Bill be 
in force only to the 6th of iVIay, inftead 
<<f the 24rh of June. 

Mr, Pitt declined entering into the 
topics the Honourable Baronet had 
brought forth ; but oppofed the Amcnd- 
wenr, which was rejected, and the lioufe 
adjourned. 

MONDAY, APRIL lO. 

Mr. Pollen rofe, in conformity to 
notice, to fubmit a propofttion on the 
fubje<^ of negotiation. In doing this, 
he difclaimtd the idea of being a6tutted 
by party-motives. He was impelled by 
a conviction of the neceifiiy of termi- 
nating the war, or convincing the world, 
that the profecution of it was owing to 
the unjiift demands of the enemy. He 
tiun took a review of the calamities 
produced by it, t xpatiated on the cri- 
tical fuuaiion of this country, and con- 
cluded by mt.ving an addrefs to his Ma- 
jefty, reprefenring, “ That it appeared, 
on matur. confulcration, from the refult 
of the ate negotiation, that his Majefty’s 
gracious and benign intentions had been 


mifeoneeived by the Government of 
France, or unexplained to the French 
nation ; the Houfe therefore prayed 
that his Majefty would be pleafed to 
adopt AicK mearurts as he may judge 
molt effedtuai to remove thofe mifcon- 
ceptions and fnifrepreTentations relative 
to the fincerity of his Majcfly’s Mi- 
nifters.*’ 

Mr. Pitt faid, at the prefent con- 
j*fii6turc, the motion coula not be pro- 
dinSfive of an^ pra6lical benefit to the 
country, and might prove injurious to 
frefh negotiations. The Hon. Gentle- 
man's lamentations on the caUmitics of 
war would always prevail, unlefs war 
could be wholly excluded ; but on every 
evil the Houfe ought to decide on the 
comparative evil, without fufFcring their 
judgment to be biaifed by circumfiaAces 
unavoidable in a con reft founded on 
julVice, ncfieflity, and fclf-defence. — • 
VVith refpeft lo the Addrefs itfelf, it 
was calculated to encourage the enemy 
and embarrafs frefh thances of general 
pacification.-— If any fuccefscouKl be at- 
tained, it inuft be by a direct negotia- 
tion in concert with our Allies. But 
he begged to prefs upon the Houfe that 
there were even limits to the wifli for 
peace. That objeft was only dcfirahle 
where there was adequate feenritjr 
againft additional infults, and on this 
principle the Country ought to a6l. If 
therefore mealures of this nature arc 
now depending, any thing that may 
fruftrate them wat> dangerous at tiic 
preUnt crilis, — Oiir views ought to he 
dirc^tfd to diffippoint the policy of the 
enemy, in difuniting our Allies. ** I 
have, 'Taid Mr.Pitt, ‘‘no difficulty in ftat- 
ing, that his M'^jefty’s M^nifters arc at 
this moment about to embrace an op- 
portunity for negotiation. In coiife- 
qutnee of the determination expreffed 
bv the Emperor, not to enter into any 
Negotiation for Peace, except in concert 
wirh Great Britain, fteps have been 
taken for the renewal of a joint nego- 
tiation, and his Majefty has determined 
to Lnd a confidential peribn to Vienna 
to concert meafures with the Emperor 
for a joint negotiation. Under thefe 
circuiuftctnces he hoped the Hon. Gen- 
tleman would not prefs his Motion. 

Col. Porter contended, that Minifters 
were not a6luated by a fincere defire 
to make Peace. 

Mr. Addington combated ^the topip* 
advanced by Mr. P»'»llcn, and entered 
into a vindication of the Minifter's con- 
duct through the whole of this war» 

which 
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which he gave a hiftory of the origin 
and progrefs, and fuggcfted the pro- 
priety ot poftponing this Motion until 
the event of the Negociation alJudcd to 
was known j and concluded by ex- 
preiiing hisciifapprobdtion of the motion, 
and moving the Order of the Dav. 

» Mr. Fox faid, it was impoHihlc for 
him under the prciTure of cal imities at 
the prefent conjuncture to giveafilcnt 
vote* The Houfe was again called on 
to continue their confidence in thofe 
jaen w^hffe councils had been fo inju- 
rious to the country, and whofe nego- 
ciations had beenfo unfuccefsful. When 
peart was negociated he hoped it would 
be conjointly j but if the queftion was, 
whether the war was to be profecuted, 
or we were to have a Teparstc peace, 
he felt no hefitation in faying he pre- 
ferred the latter* After a few remarks 
ofi the nature of the peacje, which, he 
faid, ought to be on the fyitern of equal- 
ity and jull compenfations, but, above 
all, a rtC'-ncili?<ion of the rtfentnients 
of the refpeftive people in order to a 
permanent peace, to convince both 
couniries that their rcfpeCtive Guvern- 
nicnts arc not dangerous to each odier, 
and that they arc equally cap^b’e of 
maintaining the relations of amity and 
peace, he concluded by giving his mill 
hearty fupport to the motion. 

Several Memhers d< iivcred their fen- 
timents, after which a .divifion took 
place on the Amendment : Ayes, 191 ; 
I<!oes 85 ; Majonty againft the motion, 
to6. 

, The Houfe adjourned to Thurfday 
fc’nnight. 

IHURSDAY, APRIL ZO. 

This day the Houfe having met pur- 
fuant to adjournment, 

Mr.W. Bird obtained leave to bring 
in a Bill to amend the Adt paifed in the 
prefent SelFion, to enable Manufa^lu- 
rers and Bajjkcrs to iffuefmail Notes. — 
2 he Bill was read a lirft time. 

MO-KDAY, APRIL 24, 

The speaker, on taking the Chair, 
informed the Houfe, that he had receiv- 
ed a letter from Admiral Sir John Jer- 
vis, exprelfing his mod grateful ac- 
knowledgments for the honour con- 
fcPTcd upon him by the Houfe, in vot- 
ing him their thanks for hisfervices on 
the t4rh of Febniaty laft, when the Spa- 
nifh fleet was defeated by the Bntifti 
under hh command. 

The Order of the Day being read for 
the Houfe to form itfelf into a Com- 
mittee of Supply, Mr. Fox enquired

whether any irtforwiatlon wag Inteutletf 
to be given to the Houfe relative to the 
proceedings which, he underflood from 
the ncwfpapcrs, had lately taken place 
on board the fleet at Portfmouth, and 
at what time it might be expected. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, that a communication upon the 
circirmftinccs alluded to would be made 
as foon as poffihlc. He had none to 
make this day, nor could he ftate the 
precife day when the Houfe would be 
applitfd to upon the fubje£t ; but he 
could promif^e that no time would be 
iofl. On going into the Committee of 
Supply, the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, after fome previous flatements, 
which were remarked upon by Mr. Fox, 
moved, that the lum of 5,000,000!. be 
granted for the Navy ; the fum of 
i,ioo,oool. to difeharge Exchequer 
Bills; and the fum of 2, 1 77,000!. tn make 
good charges on the Confoiidated Fund. 
Various other fums were alfo moved for 
and voted. 

TUESDAY, APRIL 25. 

The HoulV, in a Committee on the 
Navivariori A(>ts, refolved, That it is 
expedient to giar»c to certain foreign 
Ihips under lus Majefty's prote6>ien 
in confequence of capitulations, the 
privileges of prize fhips under certain 
regulations and reftndtions. Alfo, to 
allow aliens, in certain foreign colonies 
(urrcndcrcd to his Majcfty, to cxercifc 
the occupations of merchants and fac- 
tors. Alfo, that provifion fliouid be 
made for regiftenng Ihips built in the 
Company’s fctticmenTs in the Eaft In- 
dies, fo HS to entitle the lame to the pri- 
viitges of Britifli built fhips.*' 

Tnc Refoiuiions of the Committee 
of Suj^ply vvtrt reported and agreed to.

Mr. Douglas obtained leave to bring

Mr, Mainwaring moved the fccoiid 
reading of his Bill for making a more 
equal County Rate in Middlefcx.

annually 21 5I. while Mary-!e-bonne,the 
rental of which exceeded 300,000!. paid 
only 54!, per annum, The fame lori of 
argument he applied to Spitalhelds and 
Shoreditch, where numbers of the poor 
induftrious people are compelled to 
contribute, with difficulty, a larger por- 
tion to the county rate than parifhes 

f fuch as Mary-le-bonne) where fcarce- 
y any but the rich and idle refided. He 
obferved alfo, that if the Bill did pafs, 
Mary-lc-bonnc would not have a great 
deal to complain of, fince an equal 
County rate would pot affefs it more, in- 
addition to the t.ide which it now 
contributes, than one penny in the 
pound. 

The Marquis of Tichfield (fon of 
the Duke of Portland, the great propri- 
etor of the parifh of Mary-le-Bonne) 
oppofed the Bill, and argued for the 
ancient contributions, on the plea, that 
perfons who had made purchafes fince 
they were fettled, and under an idea they 
would not be altered, would be mate- 
rial fufFerers by the B'll, He was, 
however, out-voted. On the firft di- 
yifion, that the Bill be read a fecond 
time, there being for it 8z, againft it 
71 : and on the fecond divifion, that it 
be read a third time on Wednefday 
Fe’nnighi-r-the Ayes being 80, Noes 77, 
THE SECOND JiUDQET. 

Mr. Pitt rofc, and lamented that the 
various circumftances of unforefeen dif- 
ficulty made it neceffary for him topro- 
pofe a very large addition to the ex- 
penditure of the year, and confequently 
to the taxes to borne by the people ; 
but, difagreeable as the talk was, he felt 
bimfelf called upon to undertake it, 
as it was only by powerful and extraor- 
dinary exertions that we could accom- 
plifli the object of univerfal defire, — a 
Jafe and permanent peace j — and he had 
the fatisfa6tion to fay, iF the people of this 
country continued to mcmifeft an unbro- 
ken fpirit, and undiminifhed alacrity in 
the defence of all that is dear to them, the 
refourccs of England were ftill great and 
ample, and would conduct us through 
the ftorm with vigour and cfFcfif,

Mr. Pitt here took occalion to 
mention, that he ihould bring forward 
a propofition to make fome further al- 
lowance (as they had been unexpedted 
fufFerers) to the patriotic fubferibers to 
the late Loyalty Loan ; and that in his 
eftimatesof the Navy, he had not in- 
• eluded the additional pay which the 
late proceeding? at SpicUead might make 
litceflary. 

NEW TAXES. 

To pay the intereft of the money 
railed by loan, the Minifter then propof- 
ed the followin^taxes : 

Stamps.] He meant to increafe all 
the branches of the ftamp paper and 
parchment duties, with the exception 
of fuch as had lately received an aug- 
mentation (fuch as legacies, &c.), and 
to lay a (lamp duty on authenticated co- 
pies of all deeds. On Attornies Certi- 
Scates alfo he Ihould propole an addi- 
tional duty. 

PLATt.] An addition to the duty on 
ornamental plate he thc^ght a proper ob- 

Tkansfer of Property.] The 
principle of taxing transfer of Property 
had been admitted in levying a duty on 
property difpofed of by aufilion — he 
therefore ftiould propofe a tax of 
four-pence in the pound on all private 
transfers of property. 

Newspapers.] Heobferved,that the 
next tax he had to propole would give 
rife to a good deal of difeuftion, not 
merely verbal, Ncwfpapere the Minif- 
ter thought proper to conlider as a lux- 
ury, and that the tafte for them was fo 
great and general in the country, that it 
was not likely to be ihaken by any addi- 
tion to their price. The prefent ftamp 
duty upon a Newfpaper was two-pence, 
and he propofed to add to this a duty of 
three half-pcnce more, which would 
produce 114,000!. per annum at lead. 
Adv fcRTiSEMfcNTS.] Hc would pro-» 
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pofe a flill further charge on this article. 
All Advertifements indifcriroinatcly, 
whether long or fhort, now paid a duty 
of three Ihillings ; he lliould therefore 
now proportion the duty according to 
their length, or their fuuation in a print. 
Upon the fcale which he fhould lay 
down in this cafe, he calculated an in- 
creafe of annual revenue of 10, cool. 

TollTax.] Laftly, laid the Mini- 
fter, I (liall offer to the Houfe a tax 
which has before been thought of— a 
tax upon the Conveyance of all Goods 
in Carnages of every denomination. 
Hc had feen the produce of the tolls irt. 
different parts of the country, “ and I 
have,” added he, obtained an accurate 
count of the amount of them round 
the Metropolis ; what proportion they 
bear to the Kingdom at Urge it is difficult 
to ftate ; but 1 do not think that the 
tolls round the capital, amount to a 
tenth part of the whole kingdom. I 
fhall, therefore, lake the tax at 450,000!, 
a year, impofing upon all carriages for 
the public, the fame fum as taken by the 
Receiver of the Toll.

The Speaker read a letter from Sir 
Thomas Moftyn, dating, that he did 
not intend tooppofe the Petition againd 
his return, as a minor, for Flintlhirc. 

A conference was fixed with the 
Lords for Monday, on the fubje£t of 
the better promulgation of the Statutes. 

Mr« Fox told the Minider, he could 
not make his taxes yederctay amount to 
the fum he had dated them at. It ap- 
peared that Mr. Pitt, in his fpeech, had 
forgot to inform the Houfc of the new 
duties he put in his lid, on Bills of Ex- 
change, and Fire Ini'arances. 

Mr. Fox again rofe, and declared, 
great as was the fum the Minider was 
railin| this year, it was nut fufHcient 
to anlwer the expcnces. He noticed 
the great failure in the produce of the 
wine tax in confequence of the lad duty. 

Mr. Pitt faid, he had kept nothing 
back, and theexpences would not exceed 
the fum raifed. 

Mr. Wm. Smith obferyed, that if the 
tnarriage of the Princefs Royal took 
place, there would be a further fum to 
^ovide for her dower of 8o, or ioo,oool. 
To this was to be added 400,000!. at lead 
for the increafed pay of the Seamen, and 
the additional bonus to the fubferibers of 
the Loyalty Loan would amount to 
about 300,0001. more, making in all a 
further fum to be proyided of 8oo,oool. 
Some aerfons might think thai; we had 
^nifhed the bitter cup, but it would Toon 
appear that we were doomed to drink its 
very dregs. 

Mr. Pitt made no rephr. The quedioa 
was put, ** That the Relmutioai be read 
a fecond time,** and carried. 

The Oppoiition Members then rofe 
aad left the Houfe in a body. 

The Reiblutioas wtre read and agreed 
to, and Bills ordered to be brought in for 
carrying them into eflFcdt.

And his Majcfty recommends to the 
Houfe to condder of guaranteeing a 
Loan on account of his Ally the Em- 
peror, to be applied in making good the 
advances to the amount of i,6oo,oool. 
which have already been jmade to his 
Imperial Majcrty, and to defray the 
charge of fuch further advances as , his 
Majefty may, from time to time, direct 
to be made in the courfe of the prefent 
year, to an amount not exceeding 
2,ooo,oool. 

His M^jefty trnfts that he fhall ex- 
perience the ready concurrence of his 
faithful Commons, at •this important 
conjun6ture, in a meafurc calculated tp 
enable the Emperor the more cffedtually 
to continue his exertions for the fup- 
port of the common caufc, and for the 
attainment of a general Peace on lecure 
and equitable terms. 

And his Majedy relies on tho zeal and 
affedtion of his faithful Commons, t« 
provide for enabling his Majctty to de- 
fray fuch other extraordinary expeneps 
as may be neceflary for the public fer- 
vice, and to take fuch meafures as the 
exigency of affairs may require.

their judgment and gallantry : Lieute- 
nant Culverhoufe, the Firft Lieutenant^ 
is an old Officer of very diftmguithed 
merits Lieutenants Hardy, Gage, and 
Noble deferve every praile which gal- 
lantry and zeal juftly entitle them to, 
as do every Officer and man in the fliip.

I HAVE the honour to inform your 
Lordlhip, that in confequence of a ca- 
pitulation concluded on the 2d inft. be- 
tween Lieutenant-General the Prince 
of Fuftenburgh and the French Gene- 
ral ct/mnnnding the works of theTetc- 
de-Ppnt of Huningen^ and of the Jfland 
called the Shufier Jnlel, the faid works 
and IHand have been evacuated by the 
enemy, and taken polTcffion of by the 
troops of his Imperial Majefty. 


The French had beftowed very 
fidcrable labour on this poft during the 
time that their armies were advanced 
into Germany. The Tefe-de*Pont 
fclfvvas fupported and out-flanked by the 
exrenfive horn-work, on the Shuftet 
liland, as were ^ the fire of the 
fortrefs of Huhingeeias^eU as of fcvc- 
ral temporary h 9 rte|^^|^n"|he left bank 
of the Rhine.

tity of heavy artilie^PI|l^. been Pent 
to th ‘ Upper Brifgawffimediatcly after 
the reduction of Keh|, the attack, after 
its arrival, was carried on witl:i 
and by its fiiccefsful termination the 
right bank of the Upper Rhine has beta 
completely cleared of the enemy.

THE hopes of falling in with theSpa- 
nifli fleet, cxprelfed in my letter to you 
of the 13th infi. were confirmed that 
night, by our diflinttly hearing the re- 
port of their fignal guns, and bv intelli- 
gence received from Captain Foote, of 
his Mnjtfty’s (hip Niger, who had, 
with equal judgment and pcrfevcrance, 
kept company with them for I'evcral 
days, on my preferihtd rendezvous 
(which, from the ftrong South Eaft 
wind*', 1 had never been able to reach), 
and that they were not more than the 
diftynce of three or four leagues from 
us. I anxioufly awaiti d the dawn of 
dav, when being on the ftarboard tack. 
Cape Sr. Vinctnr i\earlng Eaft by North 
eight leagues, I had the fatisfaftion of 
feeing a number of (hips extended from 
South Wc(l-to South, the wind then at 
Weft by South At 49 minutes paflt 
ten, the wcatUer being extremely hazy, 
La Bon Citoyenne made the fignal that 
the (hips feen were of the line, 25 m 
number.

Such a moment was nut to be 
8nd,coTvfiilent in the fltill, valour, 
amd difcipline of the Officers and men 1 
had the happinefs to command, and judg- 
ing that the honour of his Majefty's arms 
and tlie cij cumllances of the war in thefe 
fearti requited a confiderable degree of

about five o'clock in the evening. 

1 cnclofe the moft correct lift I have 
been able to obtain of the Spanifti fleet 
oppifed to me, amounting to 27 fail of 
the line, and an account of the killed 
and wounded m bis Majefty's Ihips, 
as well as in thoie taken from the ene- 
my. The moment the latter (almoft 
totally difmafied) and his Majtfty’s 
ihips the Captain and Culloden are in 
nflate to put to Tea, I fbali avail myfelf 
of the firft favourable wind to proceed 
olF Cape St, Vincent in my way to 
JLiA>on. 

Captain Calder, whofc able aftift- 
Itnce has greatly cuntriouted to the pub- 
lic ftrvice during my command, is the 
bearer of this, and will more particularly 
jdefenbe to the Lords ConuniHioners of 
the Admiralty the movements of the 
fquidron on the 14th, and the preient 
fiateofic.

The Paris papers to the 8th of 
April were received, detailing Buona- 
parte’s account of his victories over the 
Auftrians' under the Archduke Charles, 
from the 17th to the 25th of March, 

On the 10th General MaflTena drove 
the Auftrians from Cordtvolo to Bel- 
lurne; and General Serrurier’s divifton 
advanced to Adds, amidft thP moft 
formidable weather ; “ but wind and 
rain (fays General Buonaparte) on the 
eve of a battle have always been , an 
omen of fuccefs to the army of Italy.” 
This divifion croCTed the Piave, and 
the enemy evacuated their camp of La 
Campana. 

On the 13th at Sacile, Gen. Guieux 
fell on the enemy’s rearguard, and took 
100 prifoners j Citizen Siabeck, chief 
of fquadron, was killed. Gen. Maf- 
fena’s divifion purfued the enemy to- 
wards Cadore, hemmed in their rear 
guard, and took 700 prifoners, amongft 
whom were. i 5 o huftars, a Colonel, and 
General Luiignan, who commanded 
the centre, and who “ having dif- 
graced himfelf in hb conduct towards 
our fick at Brefcia, I gave orders to 
condu6t him to France without being 
exchanged.** 

On the 16th General Guieux's divi- 
iion crofted the Tagliamento, and rout- 
ed the enemy in every diredtion. Gen. 
Dugua and Adjutant-General Keller- 
man, at the head of the cavalry, alfifted 
the infantry under Mireux, worfted 
the cavalry, took the commander pri- 
foner, and captured the village of 
Gradifca, Prince Charles having juft 
time to fave himfelf. General Serru- 
Tier’s divifion ferved as a corps-dc-re- 
ferve. They took this day fix pieces 
of cannon, one General, fcvcral Offi- 
cers, and 4 or 500 prifoners. “ The 
quicknefs of our difplay and maroeu- 
vres, and the fuperiority of our artil- 
lery, alarmed the enemy to fuch a de- 
gree, that they would not make a 
Hand, and profited by the night to take 
flight. The Adjutant General Kcller- 
man received feveral cuts with the 
fabre, in charging at the head of the 
cavalry with his ufual courage ’’ 

On the i8th the Auftrians evacuated 
Palmanova, leaving behind 30,000 ra- 
tions of bread ; — ten days^before, Prince 
Charles feized this place* fioni the Ve- 
netians, beipg defirous of eftablifhing 
himfelf here. The next day General 
Bernadorte blockaded Gradiika, and 
General Serruner paftedthc heights of

Ifonzo to his fupporty and thus catting 
off the retreat of the garrifon* they 
furrendcred the place to the firft fum« 
mons of Bernadotte.*— 5000 prifoners, 
the flower of Prince Charles's army> 
ten pieces of cannon, ynd eight ftand- 
ards, were the fruits of this manoeuvre. 
Since the affair of Gradifka, battles 
have been fought and gained by the 
French at CaUfola, Tarvis, and La 
Chinfe; the capital of Trieft, and 
Goritz, were taken with immenfie ma- 
gazines, provifions, &c. with the cele- 
brated mines of d’Ydria, and nearly 
two millions of bullion j three Generals 
were made prifoners at Tarvis. At 
La Chinfe 400 baggage waggons were 
taken, and four more AuftrianGener^ls, 
with 5000 prifoners. 

The French head quarters were at 
Gqritz on the 24th uJt,— Colonel Gra- 
ham’s difpatches in the Gazette, it is 
to be obferved, come down but to the 
20th. 

The following is a fummary account 
of the Ioffes fuftained by the Auftrians 
•in thefe battles: 

Taken prifoners. — 9 Generals, 2 
Colonel, 13,630 Officers of inferior 
rank and privates, and 50 huffars 
horfes, befides the prifoners taken at the 
battle of Tarvis ; — 30,000 rations of 
bread 5 —48 pieces of canbon *, — 400 ' 
baggage waggons at La Chinfe ; — E 
ftandards ; — Mines of d*Ydria, of 
which two millions in fubftaticc are pre- 
pared and all the magazines of pro- 
vifions and warlike ftores at Goritz. 

“ The chain of the Alps which parts 
Prance and Switzerland from Italy, 
fcpaiates the Italian part of Tyrol 
from the German parr, the Venetian 
States from the dominions of the Em- 
peror, and Carinthia from the county 
of Goritz and Gradifca. The divifion 
of Maffena had crofted the Italian 
Alps, and came to occupy the defile 
of the Noric Alps, Our enemies were 
fo aukward as to enthral all their bag- 
gage and part of the army by the Nofio 
Alps, and were that moment taken. 

The engagement at Tarvis (fays 
Buonaparte) was fought above the 
clouds, on a height which commands 
Germany. In feveral parts, to which 
our line extended, the fnow lay three 
feet deep ; and the cavalry charging on 
the icc, fuffeced accidents, the refult of 
which were extremely fatal to the ene- 
my’s cavalry.” 

Since thefe unfortunate events tht 
Emperor has been compelled to enter 
A a a into 
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into a negotiation ; and accordingly a 
MeflTagc from the Directory has been 
tommunicated to the Council of Five 
Hundred refpefl'ing the Preliminaries 
of Peace between France and the 
Emperor, announcing that hoHilities 
through Germany have ceafeii every 
where. The bafis of thefe prelimina- 
ries, approved^ by the Executive Direc- 
tory ,, are,— cejjion of Belgium by ihe 
Emperot and King acknowledge- 

vient of ibe limits of Ftanct , fuib as 
they ba*ve been decreed by the laws of 
she Republic: — ‘tbe eftabUJhmcnt Mid 
the independence of a Republic in Lom- 
bardy^ ® 

The Legillative Body has decreed 
the day of the ligning of the preli- 
minaries of peace to be a day of rejoic- 
ing j and that a column (hall be erecKd 
in gratitude to ihe brave defenders of the 
Republic* 

TheEinperor recognizes the indepen- 
dence of the Batavian Republic. He 
receives as an “indemnification a part 
of the Terra Firma of Venice \ — Venice 
is to receive in exchange the Legations, 
of Bologna and Ferrara. There is to 
be a Congrefs at Berne, to regulate 
the definitive articles. The two powers 
(hall invite their Allies to be prefent 
at Congrefs to treat for a General 
Peace. •

He is a man of middle ftature, of’ 
a pale and delicate complexion, though 
tolciably ftrongj blue eyes, acju line 
nole, the chin prominent, the foiehtad 
wide 5 the whole a countenance ftrongly 
indicative of a difeerning and elevated 
mind : he is habitually of a taciturn and 
contemplative dil’pofition, yet he is not 
devoid of the Flench elegance ami gaiety.

7. In th«i evening, between tight and 
nine o’clock, as M r. Frver, of Southamp- 
ton-buildings, Ht'lborn, was returning 
home along the foot path leading from 
White Conduit-houfe to the Werk- 
houfe at Iflmgton, he was ttopped by 
three footpacN, who robbed him of his 
watch and caih, and then (hot him 
through the fide of his head. The re- 
port of a piftol drew a party of -the 
Bow-ftreet patrolc to the fpot ; and 
Mr. Fryer had ftrength enough to make 
them underftand jt had been done by 
three men, and expired in a few mi- 
nutes. A ftick, with a fword in it, 
was found near him, with which it is 
fuppofed he had made fome refiftance,, 
•which is thought to be the caufe of the 
villains (hooting him. 

The following is an account of the 
Bank Notes in circulation on the 25th

“ In common with our Fellow Citi- 
zens, we deplore the evils of War, and 
carnettlv prav for the return of Peace ; 
We have beheld, with fatisfadtion, the 
repeated efforts rf Government to put 
an end to hoftilities^ and we truft 
thofe efforts will be continued, »»/// 
/ueb a Peace may be obtained as Englijb’- 
men ought to fuch a Peace as may 

preferve the independence, the honour, 
and the commercial inierefts of this 
great Nation. 

“ And we think it expedient Jwt er to 
declare our avcrlion and abhorrence of 
all proceedings tending to excite dif- 
cord, at a time when unanimity is fo 
ettenrially neceffary; or to fandfioa 
meafures of turbulence, when the 
good order of the country is the impe- 
rious duty (*f every Briton to maintain. 
Every deviation from that line of con- 
duct mutt ftimulaie our enemies to rife 
in their demands ; and mutt place the 
profptdt of reconciliation at a greater 
dittance. 

In the name of Peace^ tbent we fuh* 
Jcr\be\ And wc invite our Brethren of 
the Livery to join us in giving our 
Sovereign that faithful Support which 
we owe to him, and to our Fellow Sub- 
jects throughout the United Kingdoms 
that Example which will bed tend^o 
fecure our national happinefs, and to 
preferve to ourfclves, and to our poftc- 
rity, the advantages of our free Contti- 
turion.'*

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SOME ACCOUNT of the late Mr. SAMUEE HEARNE, 

AUTHOR OF “A JOURNEY FROM PRINCE OF WALES'S FORT, IN HUDSON’S 
BAY, TO THE NORTHERN OCEAN, UNDERTAKEN BY ORDER OF THE HUD- 
SON’S BAY COMPANY, FOR THE DISCOVERY OF COPPER MINES, A NORTH- 
WEST PASSAGE, IN THE YEARS 1769, I77O, 1771, AND 177Z 

(with a PORTRAIT.) 


*J^R. SAMUEL HEARNE was born 
in the year 1745 i ^on 

of Mr. Hearne, Secretary to the Water- 
works, London-bridge, a very lenfible 
man, and of a refpeaable family in So- 
inerfetfhire j he died of a fever in his 
40th year, and left Mrs. Hearne with 
this foil, then but three years of age, and 
a daughter two years older. Mrs. H. 
finding her income too linall to admit 
her living in town as Ihe had been ac- 
cuitomed to do, retired to Bimmifter, in 
Dorfelfliirc (her native place), where 
fhe lived as a gentlewoman, and was 
iTKich relpeftcd. It was her wifli to give 
her children as good an education as the 
place afforded, and accordingly fent her 
Ion to fchool at a very early period : but 
his diflike to reading and writing was 
lb great, that he made very littk pro- 
grefs in either. His' matters, indeed, 
fpared neither threats nor perfuafion to 
induce him to learn, but their arguments 
were thrown away on one who lecmeil 
predetermined never to become a Icarhed 
man 5 he had, however, a very quick 
apprehenfion, and in his childilh Iports 
fhewed unufual a6Iivity and ingenuity ; 
he was particularly fond of drawing ; 
mnd though he never had the leatt inftruc- 
tion in the art, copied with great deli- 
cacy and correftnels even from nature, 
Mrs. Hearne’ s friends, finding her Ton 
liad no tafte for ttudy, adviled her fixing 
on fome bufineis, and propofed fuch as 
they judged mott fuitable for him i but 


he declared himfelf utterly averfe to trade, 
and begged he might be lent to fca. His 
mother v^ry reluftantly complied with 
his reqiiett, took him to Porrfmouth, and 
reniaintd with him till he failed.^ HiS 
Captain (now Lord Hood) promifed to 
take care of him, and he kept his word ; 
for he gave him every indulgence his 
youth required. He was then but cleveu 
years of age. They had a warm engage- 
nient^bon after he entered, and took le- 
vel al prizes; the Captain told him he 
fliould have his lhare, but he begged, in 
a very att'c^lionate manner, it might be 
given to his mother, and ttic would 
know bett what to do with it. He was 
a Midlhipman feverai yeai*s under the 
fame Commander ; but either on the con- 
clufion of ihe War, or having no hopes 
of preferment, be left the Navy, and 
entered into the fervice of the Hudfon’s 
Bay Company, as Mate of one of their 
Hoops. He was, however, foon dittin* 
guilned from his afVociates by his inge- 
nuity, induftry, and a wifli to undertake 
fomc hazardous enterprlze by which man- 
kind might be benefited. This was re- 
prefented to the Company, and they im- 
mediately applied to him as a proper 
perlon to be fent on an expediti '.n they 
had long had in view, viz.— -to find out 
the North Weft Paflage; he gladly ac- 
cepted the propofal, and' bow tar he fuc«* 
cceded is lliewn to the Public in his 
Journal. On his return he was ad- 
vanced to a more lucrative poft, and in a

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ftwyears was made Commander in Chief, 
in which iituation he remained till x7Sa, 
when the French nnexpeftedly landed at 
Prince of Wales’s Fort, took pofleffiou 
of it, aad after having given the Go- 
vernor leave to fecure his own property, 
feized the ftock of furs, &c. &c. and 
blew up the fort. At the Company's 
requeft Mr. H. went out the year follow- 
ing, faw it rebuilt, and the new Go- 
vernor fettled in his habitation (which 
they took care to fortify a little better- 
than formerly), and returned to Enffland 
in 1787. He had faved a fewthoufinds, 
the fruits of many years induftry, and 
might, had he been blefled with prudence, 
enjoyed many years of calc and plenty ; 
but he had lived fo long where money 
was of no ufe, that he leemed inlenfible 
of its value here, and lent it with little 
or no fecurity to thofe he was fcarcely 


acquainted with by name 5 (incerc andi 
undefigning himfclf^ he was by no means 
a match for the duplicity of others. His 
difpofition, as may be judged by his 
writing, was naturally humane $ what 
he wanted in learning and polite acconi- 
plilhments he made up in native fimpli- 
city and innate goodnefs ; and he was lb 
llriflly fcrupulous with regard to the 
property of others, that he was heard to 
fay, a few days before his death, “ he 
could lay his hand on his heart and fay, 
he had never wronged any man of fix- 
pence.” 

Such arc the outlines of Mr. Hearne’s 
'charafler ; who, if he had fomc failings, 
had many virtues to counterbalance them, 
of which charity was not the Icaft. He 
died of the dropfy, November 1.792, 
aged 4.7.

^HERE hath been for fome time paft 
^ in almoft all Eurof^ran countries 
much talk concerning the Propaganda^ 
a fociety whole members are bound by 
folemn engagements to ftir up fubje6}s 
againtt their lawful ruierb, and to pro- 
mote dilTenfions and agitations in ail 
European ftates. Hitherto this fociety 
is known chiefly by the effects produced 
by it : it confilts of two orders or clalTes 
of men, viz. men of enthuliaftic dilpo- 
litions, who imagine theml'elveb to be 
called to reform the world, and of am- 
bitious, mifehievoub knaves, who flatter 
the former in order to ufe them as their 
tools, and whofe wilh it is to breed 
trouble, confufion, and diftra^ion, which 
affords them an opportunity to fUli in 
troubled waters, and to lay hold on power 
after it hath been wrefted from the hands 
of thole men in whom il had been law- 
fully and rightfully pi iced. 

I have taken great pains (even in 
France itfelf) obtain an accurate ac- 
count of this club or fociety : I found 
means to become a meml'ier of almoft 
every club in Paris, even of that famous 
club of 1789, whofe Prcfident was the 
Marquis dc Condorcet j and which, to 
the beft qf my knowledge, never ad- 
mitted any foreigner ae a member exqept 


myfelf. But notwlthftandlng all my 
pains, endeavours, and refcarches, con- 
cerning the Propsp^anda^ were in vain 
until lately, when I obtained, by the 
kindnels of an emnunt maiiy in whole 
heait the welfare of mankind is finccrely 
imprell'cd, the following authentic ac^ 
count, which I have here tranllated, and, 
by his permiflion communicate : I have 
no doubt of the authenticity of this ac- 
count : 

The club of the Propaganda is very 
different from the Jacobine club, not- 
withftanding they are too frequently con- 
founded with each other. The Jacobincs 
are the Itirrcrs up of the National Af- 
lemblyj on the other hand, the Propa- 
ganda are tlie feducers and ftirrers up of 
the IV bole human race. This club cxi fl- 
ed as early as the year 1786, and the 
Lords Rochefoucault, Condorcet, and 
the Abbe Sieyes, were at the head of it. 

Their tenets are as follows ; and for 
the fuitherance of them, their fociety 1% 
eftabliflied as a phikfopbical order y whofe 
objeft it is to coniroul the opinions of 
mankind. To become a member of this 
fociety, it is necelfary that the candidate 
be either a defender and promoter of 
modern philofophy (that is dogmatical 
Rtheilh(i}9 or die r man of an ambitious 

cbaraflera 
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cliara6lcr, turbulent, and difcontentcd 
with the Government under which he 
lives* When he is admitted he gives 
his ^ivord of honour to oblerve ficrefy^ 
before^ he is accepted, he is informed 
that the number of members is very 
great, fpread over all the earth, and that 
all thefe members labour inceffantly to 
put any falfe or traiterous members (who 
might betray their fecrets) out of the 
way. The candidate further gives his 
word of honour, that he will communi- 
cate all information he may acquire to 
his brethren j that he will always defend 
the people in oppofition to the Govcin- 
ment j that he will do his utmoft to 
refill all peremptory (by him called ar- 
bitrary) commands, and do all that in 
him lies to introduce an univcrlal to- 
lerance of all religions. 

There are two claflfes of members, 
fuch as pay and fuch as So not pay ; 
they pay according to their ability ; the 
number of contributing members were 
about 5000, fheliumber of non-coiitri-' 
buting members about 50,000 j thel'e 
bind themrelves to fpread the do£lrines 
of the Propaganda in all countries, and 
to promote the deligns thereof. 

The order has two degrees, adfpirants 
and initiate : the firft is acquainted with 

fcope of tlie order, but the latter is 
alfo informed as to the means the order 
uUs to obtain this end. An adfpirant 
cannot be admitted into the degree of 
initiate until he has undertaken a philo- 
Ibphical million, and can clearly prove 
that he has made ten profelytes. The 
trealury of the order pollliles at prelcnt 
20 millions of livres, ready money \ and, 
according to the lall accounts, theie will 
be, before the end of this year (1791), 
30 millions in it. 

The order is built upon the following 
principles: opinto7i ami ?ieccl/ilv (or 
need) are the Jprings of all human aBion ; 
if you therefore can caufe the nted^ ne- 
ceffity^nvant, or depend atice (call it which 
you will), to fpread^ you may thereby con- 
Iroul the opinions oj mankind ^ and luill 
he enabled to Jbake all th*^ fv ft tms of the 
•tuorld^ even tbofe which feem to have the 
firmeft foundations t 

To delude the Hollanders has coft the 
tmder great labour ; but the conllderation 
that the. blow becomes univi rfal has fuf- 
tained them. The plan of the order is 
gs follows } No one can deny but that 


oppreflion, under which fomc men jive 
(let it be pra6lifcd where it will), is^a 
great cruelty and calamity, this therefore 
mull be removed and put an end to 
the light of philofophy. When this is 
done, it will only then be needful to wait 
for the favourable period in which the 
minds of mankind will be miverfally 
tuned to accept the new fyftem, which 
mud be preached all at once over the 
whole of Europe. Thofe who obfti- 
nately refill this fyftem, we muft en- 
deavour by perfualion or by need to 
renounce their oppofition j but if they 
perfift, and are incorrigible, they mud be 
treated as the Jews have been treated, 
and be excluded from the rights of fo- 
ciety, driven from among men. 

There is another artiefe in the lbclefy*g 
plan which is no Icfs remarkable 5 it is 
this, The Propaganda muft not try to 
bung her plan to bear until Jbe is per-- 
fttily convinced that the need (want or 
neceflily) txifts ; it would be better to 
wail fifty years i than by p,L,yiiance to 
fail* 

A numerous focicty like this, whofe 
members hitherto as yet aft fingly, which 
accumulates money, which goes to work 
(lowly, and carebdly avoids all preci- 
pitance, which will ftrike no blow until 
(he is well allured of almoft certain fuc- 
cefs, Inch a Ibciety is a dangerous thing; 
their pregrel's may poflibly be fwift, and 
dtliveiance out of their hand feems next 
to an imjwlTibility. The Dutch patriots 
who fled to France confidered the Propa- 
ganda as their chief anchor: Suppoie 
(lay they), luppofe then that the Houfe 
©f Auftria will afford us no aftiftance, 
there yet remains for us the Propaganda j 
there are nilflionaries of this order all 
over Holland, and perhaps even already 
feme regular lodges. 

In the club of the friends of the people 
at Bruflcls, a Ibeaker lately exprclTed 
himffclf in the following words : ‘ Every 
where they are preparing fetters, but 
philofophy and realbn will one day tri- 
umph ; and the time will come w'hcn the 
unlimited, uncontrouled of the Ot- 
toman Empire in the evening (hall lay 
himfeif to rdl as a defpoty and in the 
morning lhail arii'e as a citizen.* 

The trealury of the Propagaiida re- 
ceives confiderable fums from all the 
provinces of Holland.

SIR, The Tower, Saturday, Nov, 14, i730» 


T CANNOT but be in fear ^:hat I do 
^ not ft and in that degiee of favour 
with you which I had realon to hope I 
did, and fome fufpicions liave occurred 
to me on tins occafion, which give me 
inexprcftible uncafinefs, not to lay con- 
fern. 

I mu ft therefore beg leave to afture 
you,' Sir, (conclude what you pleafe 
irom it) to alilire you, on my honour as 
a gentleman, and by every thing facred, 
that as I have never mentioned you in 
con venation but with the higheft rcfpe^l 
and gratitude j fo I have never writ any 
thing that had a view to you, but what 
was pertc^lly honourable and well intend- 
ed. There is a line in a late poem *, viz. 
the one epiille which I pro fume you may 
have Iten, that canies in it a flight rail- 
lery upon Dr, Youngf j — but this was 
entirely without my apjmobation, and fo 
I was overborne in it, as a thing ot that 
nature that ceuld not well give otFence to 
him, or to any one elie. As to the fiift 
Ode of Horace % I had the honour to 
a'idreis to you, I hope it is not in the 
heart of man to Cv'mceive, that I ferefaw, 
and wilfully deligned the ridicule which 
I found, with gixat grief, followed upon 
if, or that 1 could be guilty of iuch low 
and wretched dillngemuty and imperti- 
nence. I am iiuleed wiioily incapable of 
every thing of this foit, and I wifli you 
nothing worfe than that the whole world 
may always have the fame fentiments of 


efteem towards you -which I have, and 
Ipeak of you at all times as I do ; and 
when they write in your praiie, be more 
happy in the way of doing it than I was. 

It concerns me not at all how much 
lowei 1 may be in your eftimation, as a 
writer, than Mr. Thoinfon, or any other 
per fon— further than ferioufly to refleH, 
if I do not delerve to be fo, and that you 
do not judge truer than any other man in 
that regard 5 but whether I may be ever 
fo happy as to receive any mark of your 
patronage hereafter or not, nothing has, 
and nothing ever will tempt me to treat 
ill or lightly, or with aiw paltry dlynefs 
whatever, a Gentleman of your charafler 
and quality, and that has laid obliga- 
tions upon me. 

. Think of me, Sir,* as you pleafe, in 
every other light no matter how meanly ; 
but I beg you will be fo juft as to give 
me credit in what I have laid, and not 
iuppofe any thing in thefe or other in- 
fiances, which I am not capable of even 
in imaginatiop. 

It will be an uncommon fatisfaftion to 
me to hear if I were really acquitted in 
your thoughts } and this.

GARRICK'S MONUMENT, 

IN WESTMINSTER-ABBEY. 


S UNDAY (the nth of June) the new 
monument to the memory of the late 
David Garrick, Efq. in Poets Corner, 
Weftminfter-abbey, was onefied. 

This interefting and well-executed tri- 
bute of a private friend, to the memory 
of a man. to whom the Public owe amule- 
ment of the higheft kind, being now open- 
ed for infpe£Iion, fome delcription of it, 
by explaining the Sculptor's dilignsjmay 
be ufeful and proper. Garrick is repre- 
fented at full length, in an animated po- 
rtion, throwing sjide a curtain, which 
difeovers a medallion of the great Poet, 
whom he has ill u ft rated ; while Tragedy 
and Comedy, adorned with their relpec- 
tive emblems, and half leated on a pedef- 
tal, feem to approve the tribute. The 
curtain itfclf is defigned to reprefent the 
Veil of Ignorance and Barbarilin, which 
darkened the Drama of the immortal 
Raid till the appearance of Garrick.-— 
The carefting attitude, airy figure, and 
iiniling countenance of the Comic Mufe, 
is intended to delcribc the l'atisfa6Iion 
flic derives from at length beholding a 
memorial to her favourite j while Melpo- 
mene, with a more majeftic and dignified 
mien, raifing her veil, gazes with cl\a- 
ra^leriftic admiration on the “ fovereign 
of the willing foul,” whom flic at once 
deiights'in and deplores.

INGHAM. 

A mongst the folUcs of this very 

witty and profligate Nobleman, his 
paJHon for cbemiftiy was a principal drain 
in the dlflipation of his immenle fortune. 
The hunt after the philofopher's ftone 
was one of the great impofitions of his 
time 5 and, with all his wit and judgment 
in many other matters, he fell into the 
belief of this folly : hence he built a 
laboratory at great expence in his boufe ; 
utenflls were provided, and the moft 
celebrated artifts in the tranfmutation of 
metals employed. 

The Duke continued this gi^at charge 
for many years, in the midtt ot ten 
thoufand other freaks which died in 
thinking;” for whoever was unpaid, or 
whoever was negleflcd, money was to be 
found to pay the expences of this labora- 
tory, till this chimera, with other extra- 
vagancies, caufed him to fell a great part 
of his eftates. 

In all this time, however, nothing was 
produced by thole fons of art but iome 
diicoveries of little value. Excules 
and large promifes were conftantly held 
out ; fuch as, “ that the glafles broke, 
or the man let out the fire, or fome other 
accident which retarded the grand pro- 
cefs.” At laft, the Duke encountering 
nothing but misfortunes, money very dif- 
ficult to be had, and the operators finding 
themfelves flighted, the projed entirely 
fell to the ground. 

It is impoffibleto calculate the expences 
which the Duke was at in paying the 
numberof Italian^, French, and Germans, 
concerned in this mad undertaking ; one 
of them, we arc told in Lemory s Che- 
miftry, of the name of Huniades carried 
off about Jixteen thoufand pounds^ which, 
by afterwards lending money to the Duke 
and others at u furious intereft, he in a few 
years increafed to thirty thoufand ; the 
Whole of which he left by will to his fil- 
ter, a poor woman who fold eai’then-ware 
in Shoreditch. 

ATTERBURY, bishop of ROCHESTER.

confirmed by the following note found 
amongft the late Dr. Birch*s papers : 

“ Lord Harcourt leaving the old 
Miniftry provoked Atterbury’s abufive 
tongue. He in return declared, that on 
the Queen’s death (Queen Anne), the 
Bilhop came to him and to Lord Boling- 
broke, and laid, Nothing remained 
but to proclaim King James immediate- 
ly.” He further offered, “if they would 
give him a guard, to put on his lawn* 
lieeves and head the procellion.” 


LORD GALWAY. 

This Nobleman, who is fo often men- 
tioned in the annals of Queen Anne, 
though not a very fortunate General, was 
a man of uncommon penetration and me- 
rit. He often vifited the old Marchionefs 
of Halifax, the widow of the celebrated 
Marquis, who dillinguilhed himft-lfno lels 
as a man of wit thaa as a great Statefman, 
during the reigns of Charles, James, and 
William ; and here meeting with the late 
Earl of Chelterfield, whom he obierved 
had a ftrong inclination for political life, 
and at the lame time an unconquerable 
love of pleafure, with fome tinfture of 
lazinefs, gave him the following advice s 
If you intend to be aman of bulinefs, 
you muft be an early rifer . In the diftin- 
guillicd polls rank and fortune will en- 
title you to fill, you will be liable to 
have vifitors at every hour of the day \ 
and unlefs you vjill rife conjiantly at an 
early hour you will never have any Icifure 
for yourfclf.”— This admonition, dcli^ 
vered in the moft obliging manner,^ mEd© 
a conliderable impremon on the mittd of 
young Chelterfield, who ever after ob- 
ferved that excellent rule, even when he 
went to bed late, and was advAJ^cod 1 
yeai'S. 

LORD CHIEF JUSTICE WILLBS. 

In confirmation of the above advice we 
fxibjoin the fq^llovvittg gbfwvAtionof Lord 
Q ^ ^ / Chiel 
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Chief Juftice Willes.* It was amongft 
the defiderata of his Lordfliip’s private 
enquiries to find out the principal caufes 
of longevity $ and, accordingly whenever 
he examined a witnefs who Im the ap- 
pearance of advanced age, he generally 
enquired, how he llvra, what regimen 
he kept, &c. &c.” This he praftifed for 
a great number of years, fometimes 
balanced in his mind in favour of one 
fyftem, and fometimes in favour of ano- 
ther, till at laft he found out, that what- 
ever were their private habits, the early 
rifers had by far the greateft claim to 
longevity : and this he often enforced to 
young people as an obfervation they 
iQiould by no means overlook in the con- 
duct of life. 


SIR ROBERT TAYLOR 
affords a ftriking example of the habit and 
good effects of early rtfingn We have 
been informed that this Gentleman, who 
was bred an archite 61 ;, and followed it 
with confiderablc reputation, never was 
found in bed for the fpace of forty years 
at five o’clock. He lived in good health 
to feventy-hve years of age, and left to 
his only fon, the prefent Michael Angelo 
Taylor, Efq. a fortune of above one bun^ 
dred tboufand pounds y beftde an handfome 
jointure to his widow. 

His death was occafioned by a cold 
which he caught attending the funeral of 
a friend. 


KING WILLIAM. 

About November 1674, his Majefty 
(Charles II.) fent over the Earl otOffory 
to the Hague, with a commiflion to propolc 
the Lady Mary, eldeft daughter of the 
Duke of York, as a match for the then 
Prince of Orange. His Highnefs re- 
ceived the meffage with great relpe^, and 
anfwered, “ There was nothing he more 
ambitioned when the war was over ; but 
then he could neither leave the war, or 
think it very pleafing to the Lady to 
brii^ her where the noife of war was.” 

This anfwer incenfed the Duke of 
York to fo high a degree, that he abufed 
the Earl pf Offory in very ftrong terms 5 
but when that Noblemen came back and 
ihewed his Royal Highnefs his Majefty’s 
conunifiion for what he did (which was 
not then known to him) he became paci- 
fied^ but continued his anger fo fharp 
againft the Prince, that none ever thought 
at that time that his Royal Highnefs 
would ever permit that match to proceed.

B^thoe, my bopkfcllcr, brought me 
a pacquet left with him. It contained 
an ode or little poem of two or three 
llanzas, in alternate rhyme, on the death 
of Richard the Firlt, and I was told in 
very few lines that it had been found at 
Bridol with many other old poems, 
and that the poffedbr could furnidi me 
with accounts of a feries of great pain- 
ters that had flourilhed at Bridol.

Walpole’s unpublilhed defence, we con- 
ceive much of the prejudice entertained 
againft him by fome on account of this 
tranfa^lion, will either totally difappcar, 
or at lead be confderably klicned. 

In the year 176^, Mr. Walpole printed 
£fty copies of his tragedy of the “ Myf- 
terious Mother," a performance entitled 
to very high praife. Of this piece an 
account is given in our Magazine of Sep- 
tember 1787, to which, on this otcahon, 
we rauft refer. It was originally cem- 
pofed with a view to the pcriormatice of 
Mrs. Pritchard 5 and could the horrible 
circiimftance on which it is founded be 
fpftened, we are of opinion it might ftill 
be reprefented with great eftccl by the 
prefent ornament of the tragic feene. 

From this period no circumftance of 
importance occurred in the courfc of Mr. 
Walpole’s life until the year 1791, when, 
by the death of his nephew, he fucccedcd 
to the title of Fai l of Orford. The ac- 
celTionof this honour, and of the foitune 
annexed to it, made no alteration, in any 
refpe« 5 l, in his manner of living. He 
dill purfued the fame unvaried tenor of 
life, devoting himfelf to the converiation 
of his friends and to the purfuits of lite- 
rature.

ABEL,” &c. 

T his very pleaflng Writer was born Berg, he returned home to his father,

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chamber ; fome wecktf went 

to his friend HempeU a celebrated artift, 
whom he requeued to return with him to 
his lodgings. There he fliewed his 
apartments covered with freih landicapes, 
which our Poet had painted with IWeet 
oiI> and by which he hoped to make his 
fortune. The fhrugging up of the 
ihoulders of his friend concluded with 
an aiTurance, that though his works were 
not likely to be held in high eftimation 
in their prefent ftate, fome expe^ations 
might be railed from them, if he con- 
tinued the fame application for ten years. 

Luckily for our young Artift his 
parents relented, and he was permitted 
to fpend his time as he liked at Berlin. 
Here he formed acquaintance with artifts 
and men of letters ; Kraufe, Hcmpel, 
Bamler, Sulzer, were his companions 5 
Raraler was his friend, from the linenefs 
of whofc ear and tafte he derived the 
greateft advantages. With much diffi- 
dence he prelented to Ramler fome of his 
compofitions 5 but every verfe and every 
word were criticifed, and very few could 
pafs through the fiery trial. The Swifs 
dialed, he found at latt, was theobftacle 
in his way, and me exertions requiiite to 
fatisfy the delfcacy of a German ear 
would be exceffive. Kamler adviled him 
to clothe his thoughts in harmonious 
prole ; this counlel he followed, and the 
anecdote may be of ufe in Britain, where 
many a would-be Poet is probably ham- 
mering at a verfe, which, from the cir- 
cumftances of his birth and education, he 
can never make agreeable to the ear of 
tafie. 

From Berlin, GelTner went to Ham- 
burgh, with letters of recommendation to 
Hagedorn ; but he chofe to make himfelf 
acquainted with him at a coffee- houfe 
before the letters were delivered. A 
dole intimacy followed, :Aid he had the 
advantages of the literary Ibciety which 
Hamburgh at that time afrorded. Thence 
he returned home, with his tafte much 
refined; and, fortunately for him, he 
came back when his countrymen were in 
fome degree capable of enjoying his fu- 
ture works. Had he prwuced them 
twenty years before, his Daphnis would 
have been hifted at as immoral ; his 
Abel would have been preached againft 
as prophanatlpn. 

This period may be called the Au- 
guftan a^ of Germany : Klopftock, 
Kamler, iCleift, Gleim, Utz, Leifing, 
Wieland, Rabencr, were refeuing their 
country from the farcafms of the great 
Frederic, Klopftock paid about this 


time a vilit to Zuriah, and fired pnrf 
breaft with poetical ardour. had 
fcaree left the place when Wieland eame, 
and by both our Poet was well received. 
After a few anonymous’ conmoiitions, he 
tried his genius on a fubje^l which was 
ftarted by the accidental perufai of the 
tranflations of Longus ; and his Daphnis 
was improved by the remarks 01' hie 
friend Hirzel, the author of the Ruftic 
Socrates. Daphnis appeared firft with- 
out a name in the year 1754 ; it was 
followeii in 1756, by Inkle and Yarico ; 
and Geflher's reputation was fpread in 
the lame year, over Germany and 
Switzerland, by hU Paftorals, a tranf- 
lation of which into Englifh, in 1761, 
was publifhed by Dr. Kenrick. His 
brother poets acknowledged the merit of 
thefe light compofitions, as they were 
pleafed to call them ; but conceived their 
Author to be incapable of forming a 
rander plan, or aiming at the dignity of 
crok poetry. To thefe critics he loon 
after oppoled his Death «f Abel. 

In 1762, he colle6kd his Poems in 
four volumes ; in which were fome new 
pieces that had never before made their 
appearance in public. In 1772, he pro- 
duced his fecond volume of Paftorals, 
with fome Letters on Landi’cape Painting. 
The/e met with the molt favourable re- 
ception in France, where they were 
tranflated and imitated j as they were 
alio, ^though with lefs fuccefs, in Italy 
and England. 

We lhall now confider Geflher as an 
Artift : till his thirtieth year, Painting 
was only an accidental amulemeat j but 
at that time he became acquainted with 
Heidegger, a man of tafte, whofe col- 
leftion of paintings and engravings was 
thus thrown open to him. The daughter 
mack; an imprefiion on him, but the cir- 
cumftances of the lovers were not fa- 
vourable to an union, till, through the 
activity and friendftiip of the Burgo- 
mafter Heidegger and Hirzel, he was 
enabled to acicomplilh his wilhes. The 
queftion then became, how the married 
couple were to live ? The pen is but a 
llender dependence any where, and^ftill 
lefs in Switzerland. The Poet had too 
much fpirit to be dependent on others ; 
and he determined to purfue the Arts no 
longer as an amufement, but as the means 
of procuring a livelihood. 

Painting and Engraving alternately 
filled that time which was not occupied 
with Poetry ; and in thefe arts, it he did 
not arrive at the greateft eminence, he 
was diftinguiflied by that fimplicity; that 

ele^nce. 
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t!e^eie> that /inafolarlty, which are the 
chara^erifttcf of his Poetry. His wife 
was not idle $ befides the care of his 
houfe and the education of his children, 
for which no one was better qualified, 
the whole burthen of the (hop (for our 
Poet was Bookfeller as well as Poet, 
Engraver, and Painter) was laid upon 
her /boulders. 

In his manners, GelTner was chearful, 
lively, and at times playful j fond of his 
wife i fond of his children. He had Imall 
pretenfions to learning, yet he could read 
the Latin Poets in the original $ and of 
the Greek, he preferred the Latin 
tranfiations to the French. In his early 
years, he led either a Iblitary life, or 
confined himfelf to men of lafie and*li- 
terature : as he grew older, he accultomed 
himlelf to general converfation j and in 
his later years, his houfe was the centre 


point of the men of the firft rank for 
talents or fortune in Zurich. Here they 
met twice a week, and formed a Conner* 
fazione of a kind ieldom, if ever, to be 
met with in great cities, and very rarely 
in any place : the politics of England 
deftroy liich meetings in London. 
GelTner with his friends enjoyed that 
fimplicity of manners which makes fo- 
ciety agreeable j and in his rural refi- 
dence, in the fummer, a little way out of 
town, they brought back the memory 
almoft of the Golden Age. 

He died of an apoplexy on the ad of 
March, 1788; leavh^g a widow, three 
children, and a after behind. His 
youngeft fon was manied to a daughter 
of his father’s friend Wciland. His fel- 
low citizens have eretled a ftatue in 
memory of him on the banks of thi 
Limmot, where it meets the Sihl. 


THE BIRTH OF OBSTINACY.

T N that aera of the world, when the 
^ gods of the Heathens overlooked and 
directed the actions of men, and the dei- 
ties of Olympus defeending from their 
celeftial abodes, converl’ed with mortals j 
Mars, the fteady, firm, and inflexible god 
war, faw, admired, and grew paffion- 
ately enamoured of the nv mph Folly. Of 
all the maidens of Theftalia, none c uld 
vie with Folly in the number of admirers 5 
captivated by the fantattic variety of her 
motions, the petulance of her dii'courfe, 
and the arch vivacity of her countenance. 
Her light auburn hair fancifully braided 
with nowers of a thoufand different co- 
lours, and her whole drels curioufly in- 
terwoven with a variety of ornaments, 
created aneffeft plealing, though whimfi- 
cal i and alluring, though grotelque. — 
The god of battles owned the power of 
Cupid, nor was he long fuffered to repine 
at her coldnels. For though Folly had 
hitherto turned a deaf ear to the Applica- 
tions of her lovers, and fpurned thi> power 
of love, her lefiftance was the confequence, 
not of innate virtue, but oi cruel and 
wanton levity ; /he delighted in the luf- 

I ience her lovers endured, and while they 
anguiflied under her indifference, exulted 
in the fuccefs of her charms. Nought 
could difturb the ferenity of her difpofi- 
lion, and /he was Irequently known to 
join in the laugh which the madnefs of 
her conduft provoked from the wife. — 
Pleaftire danced in her train, and light 
Vob, XXXI, JVNK I797« 


joy followed her footfteps. But, alas! 
/he Toon fell an eafy vifiim to the /educ- 
tion of Mars, being betrayed by the fug- 
geftions of that vanity which had hitherto! 
iupported her, and dazzled by the empty 
parade of military fplendour. 

The nymph met the god in a neigh- 
bouring grove, and every thing confpired . 
to affift the amorous deity in his enter- 
rile. Nature was huftied in filence ovef 
alf the globe, Morpheus hung heavy on 
the eyes of mortals, and even the chafte 
Queen of Night indignantly withdrew 
her beams from the fight. PoffelTed of 
his Ibul’s defire, Mars trom that time had 
Icifure to C' ntem plate the mental perfec- 
tions of his miftrels, and at every inter- 
view her attra6lions decreafed $ — : her 
laughtci, having no rational objeft, be- 
came infipid } her frequent fmiles loft: 
their power of pleafing j till, at lengthy 
the eftranged deity totally forfook the 
nymph, and wondered at that falcination 
which could make him miftakc hilarky 
for wit, and fmiles for fweetnefs. In the 
•mean time, Folly had no foonev quitted 
the embraces of Mars, than in fpite of the 
leffons of Prudence, /he could not forbear 
boafting of her conqueft, being urged 
thereto'by Vanity, new her coi ftantcom- 
anion. The tale was qi ickly caught 
y Echo, and by her conveyed to the ears 
of Venus, who, enraged at the lucccfs 
of her rival’s charms, loft no opportunity 
of endeavouring to rs^in the affe^ions 
Ddd of 
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of the God of War» and in this fncceeded 
with little or no difficulty. Folly, thus 
deferted by ’her admirer, 'and cxpofed to 
the enmity *of the Queen of Love, who 
frcctuently, but in vain, urged Jupiter to 
piinifh the incontinence of ner rival, ft ill 
continued her thoughtlcfs career, until, 
in procefs of time, the cfFe^ls of her crime 
grew too plain for concealment ; her gai- 
ety gradually forfock her, and her bound- 
lefs pleafantry was chafed away by the 
flings of reniorfe and the conic ioufnefs 
of guilt 5 till, wearied with folitucie, and 
dreading deletion, in the anguifli of her 
heart fhe addrefled to Jupiter the follow- 
ing prayer: ‘‘ Father of grds and men, 
who vieweft my forlorn and ahje«Sl condi- 
tion, deign to alfifl me with thine aid, 
ai}d fave me from public fiiame. ’Till 
eye met the eye of Mars, no virgin 
bounded moie light and caielels thr.^ugh 
tlic groves of Theflalia j but now, alas ’ 
my every joy decays ; I wander diftiefted 
among thofe recks which he: etofore echoed 
with my jocund long, and t he valeof T empe 
is to me a dreary and ccmfortlefs defart!” 
-—Jove, ever indulgent to female frailty, 
keaid not unmoved the lamentation of 
Folly, and by a temporary alteration of 
form lecured her from public reproach. 
But no fooner was fhe delivered of a fon, 
9nd thus again enabled to excite admira- 
tion without pity, and envy without con- 
tempt, than me rclapfed into her former 
levity. Her repentance having been ex- 
cited not by a fenfe of guilt, but a dread 
4>f fhame, quickly vanifhed ; and FoUv^ 
fprung, with renewed and tlaftic loice, 
from the cloud of milchance that had en- 
reloped her. 

In the meanwhile her fon thrived under 
the affiftance of Jupiter, and was foon 
known to the world by the name of Ohfti- 
nacy ; and never fince the creation of the 
world was a fon more ftrongly marked by 
tile diipofttion of either parent, however 


diver fified by accidental circumftawsci* . 
In the profecution of any ffkeme he , 
indebted to feis father for the mcan-s, tho’ - 
his mother conftantly direfts the end. ’ 
The firm inflexibility of Mars infpkec 
his moft trivial undertakings, and from 
thefe he is to be difluaded neither by the 
di6laLcs ' of^udcnce, the Icnfe of fear, 
nor the dread of fhame : he continues hit 
courie in a cool, though headftrong direc- 
tion ; and Inch is the inconfiftency of hit 
dirpofltion, that he derives new vigour 
when confeious that he is wandering in 
the mazes of en-cr. In his progrels he is 
to be diverted neither to the right nor the 
left. Pallas in vain points out the road 
to happinefs ; his aim is not to enjoy hap- 
pinefs himfclf, but to perfuade others that 
lie enjoys it. His perpetual error is oc- 
calioned net by a diipoiition naturally de- 
j>iavetl, but from an overbearing conceit 
of the iiiperioi ity of his abilities, cauling 
him to diidain Advice and rejeft AfTift- 
anee. 

In his journey through li^e he perpetu- 
ally fiumblcs ; hut feems, like Antanis, to 
rile ftronger from the fall, and to exult in 
his fancied fagacity. All thofe who find 
the road to Wifdom too fteep and labori- 
ous, become the votaries of Obftinacy, 
though daily experience might convince 
them of the treachery of their commander. 
Thus, though fure to createadiflike and 
difteminate difpute wherever he appears, 
Obftinacy thinks to afliime the femblance 
of Wildom, and at every defeat flies for 
confolation to the fociety of his mother, 
(who is frequently feen to wear the garb 
of age) and wh© with open arms receives 
her ibn. They then flatter themfelves 
their happinefs is complete : fancied ado- 
ration is fubftituted for real negle6l - 
they laugh at the world, and thus arc 
prevented from obferving that the world 
• lauglis at them.

{OBSERVATIONS and EXPERIMENTS on the DIGESTIVE POWERS of the 
BILE in ANIMALS. 

»y EAOLtSFIELD SMITH, M. D. AND MIMBER OF THE SOCIETY FOR THE 
ENCOURAGEMENT OF ARTS, MANUFACTURES, &C. 


Touring the beginning of the prefent 
JLJ I attended a man who was 

tioubled with the jaundice, which we 
thought to proceed from a wound he had 
received in his liver. His foeces were 
whiter no gall could be difeharged by 
vomiting: his appetite was almoft as 

f ood as formerly, when in health} but 
is digeftion was in a great mcafure loft^ 


for whatever food he took into his fto- 
mach, inftead of being digellcd into 
whole feme, chyle, entered into ^rmenta- 
tion, producing great dlftenfion of the 
ftcmach, head-ach«, and often vomiting. 
Ntt liiccecding in relieving the patient 
by the ulual means, and as he w^as de- 
clining in his fb-ength dally, I endca* 
voured, by a temporary method, to re- 
lieve 
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iiev« hiim, whicli’vras by making him 
take inwardly the gall of other animals j 
as it appeared to me that all the fymp- 
toms of indigeftion proceeded from a 
want of th t fluid finding its way into 
the ftoraach. 

I therefore gave him half an ounce of 
the gall of a Oioep, recently killed, in two 
ounces of water : this, drank after a mo- 
derate meal promoted digeftion, and 
feeined to rettore the patient, for a while, 
to his former ftate of health. To be fa- 
tisfied of this faff, I 'repeated the expe- 
riment leveral times, and thereby lup- 
poiled the patient until the obftru 6 tionof 
the gall into the ftomacli was fortunately 
removed. 

This led me to make the following 
exptrjnents, to afeertain the digetlive 
powers of the hepatic fecretion. . . . 
It is a generally received opinion, formed 
on the exptiimcnts ot the* Abbe Spallan- 
zani Riiumeur, and others, that the di- 
gclfion is performed by the lolvent power 
of the ^ajhicjuu^ \ a fluid lecreted from 
the interior lurtace of the tm pibranaus^ 
and Irom the’aiophagus of animals with 
flrong mulcular ftomachs, as in gailena- 
ceous fowls, &c. 

EXPtRIMENT THE FIRST. 

Havmg eixloled lomc grains of barley 
(brill feu fo as to admit of comatl wlh the 
fiuuL j in two tin tubes (perforated at 
each end, and with fmall holes in the 
tnidule), I faftened them to the end of a 
piece of packthread, and thrult them 
down the alophagiis of a young cock, fo 
as to lie near the entrance of the mulcular 
ifotnach. But within the cavity ot that 
'•vifcu'^ I lalfentci it by the other end to 
the beak of the bird, and kept there 
for twelve houis, during which time it 
had increaled much in its weigh?, from 
the abl( rption of the aibphageal juice. 
No digeltion feemed to have taken place, 
neither was it in any meafure tinged with 
gall, as the tafte of the inclofed lubftance 
was entirely infipid, and had acquit ed no 
particular colour. 

I think it has been proved, and is a 
general opinion, that there is little or no 
fecretion from the horny fubftance which 
lines the ftomach in thefe animals 5 yet 
we find their food, before it pafies oiit of 
the ftomach into the inteftincs, to be en- 
tirely changed in its confiftence and ap- 
pearance : It becomes a fluid of a yellow 
cineritious colour, and of a bitter taftc« 
I repeated this experiment on olhpr birds ^ 
US turkeys, pigeons^ 


EXPERIMEKT THE SECOND. 

Having bruifed two drachms of boiled 
Veal, I eticlofcd it in a tin tube fimilar 
to tlie former. I thruft it down tbe^^fq- 
phagus of an owl, and faftened it with a 
piece of packthread to the beak of thebird» 
lb as to prevent its entering into the ftoi*^ 
mach . I kept it there for fourteen hours., 
during which fpace it had not loft any 
thing of its weight, but had increafecT, 
from the abforption of the afophageal 
juice. It had not acquired any particular 
taft^, the juice of the alophagus itfelf 
being infipid. I then thruft it down fo 
far as to enter the ftomach of the bird, 
but fo as not to reach the bottom, thereby 
preventing any conta5l between the meat 
and the gall, which geneially lies at the 
bottom of the ftomach in all animals. 
After fourteen hours there appeared not 
the leaft alteration, nor had it acquired 
any particular fmell. 


EXPERIMENT THE THIRD. 

I inclofed two drachms of boiled veal In 
the fame tin tube with which I made the 
former experiment, and thruft it down the 
afophagus of the fame owl, and allowed 
it to reach the bottom of the ftomach. 
After five hours I pulled it up. I found 
it had loft one half of its weight, and the 
remainder was entirely cl>anged in its 
confiftence, being now of a white ccloui', 
and reduced to a kind of pulp, and tafted 
extremely bitter from being impregnated 
with the bile. I thruft this remainder 
down the throat of the birda fecond time. 
After two hours I pulled it up, and I 
found the tube quite empty. I have 
olten repeated tins experiment, and with 
the lame lliccefs, on owls, crows, and 
other biids ot prey. 


EXPERIMENT THE FOURTH. 

To fome fheep which were going to be 
killed I had an opportunity of making 
the following experiment ; Having 
bruifed Ibme leaves of vegetables, I 
inclolld them in tin tubes, perforated a( 
both ends, as well as in their fidcs, with 
fmall holes. To one (beep I gave fix of 
thele tubes, and at different periods of 
time, fo that when the animal was killed 
they might not all have paffed the py terns 
of rhe laft ftomach. After feven hours 
the animal was killed. I found one tube 
in the duodenum quite empty "j two in 
the bottom of the fourth ftomach in the 
fame ftate. One which feemed recently 
to have paffed the cardia of the fourth fto* 
mach was fcarcely changed, luiving ac- 
P d d a quixed 
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fjuired no particular taftc nor fmell, but 
iiad abforbed much gaftric juice* The 
remaining two had not got quite fb far as 
the above mentioned ; did not feem in the 
leaft al teredo but were a little bruifed 
with chevying. I repeated this experi- 
inent fince, and with near the fame effe£l. 
The tubes which wcjte in contafk with 
the bile, which is always found in large 
quantifies at the bottom of the laft fto- 
mach, were generally found empty, or 
what remained was reduced to a loft grey- 
ifli pulp, and had a very bitter tafte. 


E^CPERIMENT THE FIFTH. 

In order to try whether animals could 
digelt their food while their gall-dufts 
were obfti uiled by ligature, I made the 
following experiments on frogs. Cold- 
blooded animals feemed well adapted to 
my purpofe, being moft tenacious of their 
living principle, and their interior cavi- 
ties being lefs fufceptible of inflamma- 
tion when laid open by inciiion. I 
therefore laid open the abdomen of feveral 
frogs. I then pafled a ligature round the 
dutt which tranfmits the gall into the 
duodenum, (in frogs it enters the duo- 
denum) at about a third of an inch 
from the pylorus of the ftoraach. Hav- 
ing tied the ligatures pretty tight, I then 
fewed up the wounds, and allowed them 
fome time to recover themfelves. In 
this ftate I fed them with inlefts, and 
pieces of earth-worm cut fmall. Two 
days after this I opened the flomach of 
two frogs, and found that there was not 
the leaft appearance of digeftion having 
taken place in the infers. The abforbents 
feemed to have ailed a little on fome of 
the pieces of the earth-worms, but to little 
as fcarccly to be perceptible. The re- 
maining frogs I fed with the gall of other 
fr(^8, which I killed for the purpofe. 
After twelve hours, on opening thefe I 
found the appearances quite different 
from the foregoing, as I always found 
their ftomachs empty, and nothing re- 
maining but the wings of the inieils, 
the pieces of earth-worm having entirely 
difappeared. I could not obferve any 
alteration in regard to the health inefs of 
the animals on which I had performed the 
operation, as milk put into their fto- 
machs coagulated as in a natural ftate of 
that cavity.” In this experiment I never 
failed in fiicceeding during the fummer, 
when thofe animals arc arrived at their 
greateft degree of irritability or life. 


EXPERIMENT THE SIXTH. 

In Older to try the digeftive powers of 
the bile when out of the animal', and to 


compare it with that of the gaftric fulce, 
I inclofed one drachm of boiled beef 
{bruifed fo as to exfofe a large fur fucey 
in a tin tube, perforated fimilar to the 
former. This I immeried into the gall 
of a fheep recentljr killed, having previ- 
oully diluted it with a Imall quantity of 
water, that it'might enter the pores of the 
tube more eafily. The lame quantity of 
beef I immeried into the juice fecreted 
from the afophagus of gallenaceous fowls; 
and likewife the lame quantity of beef 
I immeried into the fluid fecreted from the 
lower part of the afophagus in crows. 
Thefe juices I obtained by means of 
iponges. They did not appear to have 
^y particular tafte or colour, not being 
in the fmalleft degree mixed with the bile. 
At the fame time I immerfed the fame 
quantity of beef into water* I kept them 
fourteen hours in a dbgree of heat equal 
to that of the^iuman body ; after which 
time I ^ook them out, when I four^d that 
the beef which was immerfed in the gall 
had loft one-half of its weight ; the re- 
mainder being intirely changed in its 
confluence, it was now become a white 

A , of a fwcetilh bitter tafte. Thofe 
e other juices did not appear at all 
changed, either in weight, colour, or con - 
flftence. I often varied this eimerimcnt, 
but always with the fame effea, as well 
on vegetables as on flelh meat. 

From the foregoing experiments' It ap- 
pears, that the gall, and not the gaftric 
juice, is the principle of digeftion in ani- 
mals. I do not deny that animals may 
live a conflderablc time without the gall 
flnding an entrance Into the ftomach, as is 
often the cafe in the jaundice. Food 
after maftication may be eafily a£led on 
by the abforbents, as w'e find extraneous 
fubftances are when put into any cavity 
of the human body. An animal may be 
fupported for weeks by clyfter. GaiJ, as 
a ftomatick had been long in ufe in 
France and Italy, and was found of great 
ufe to people with weak ftomachs ; and I 
have frequently given it to people who 
were doubled with uneafmefs after a full 
meal, and never failed in relieving the 
patient.

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the morning of the 9th Mr-; Carter 
^ was fo much reduced as to be under 
the neccility of drinking his own urine, 
which example was followed by the other 
two, and notwithtlanding its being dif- 
agreeable, they found great relief from 
it. About nine at night Mr. Shaw and 
Mr. Halkett found themldvcs fo weak 
and overcome by fleep, that not being 
longer able to ftand to the fteer oar, they 
lafhed the oar, and found the boat went 
along very ftcadily. After joining in a 
prayer of thanklgiving to the Almighty, 
to whofe protedion they committed 
them ‘ elves, they lay down and had a re- 
frjfhing fleep j occalionally, however, 
they could not relrain from ftarting up 
to look out for land or danger. 

They relumed iheir labours at the 
oar on the morning of the lovh, which 
were rather inerc-ifLd by its blowing 
frefli and by a heavy fwell, which 
obliged them to reef the fail. It was 
with the greateft difliculty Mr. Carter’s 
.wound could be drelTed. Mr. Shaw’s 
wound in the throat was by this lime 
nearly clofcd up. 

They flood on this day without any 
thing material occurrii'g j Mi, Shaw 
flill ufing ail his powers to cheer them 
with the afl’iinmces of feeing land in a 
day or two, althciigh at the lame time 
be had hardly flrenath to haul the flieet 
aft, while Mr. Halkett laflud the oar. 

At ten P. M. they found very fhoal 
water, with breakers all round, on which 
Jvlr. Halkett took the oar, while Mr, 
Shaw kept a lock cut for a channel ; in 
wTiicli manner they ran on for the dif- 
tance of three or lour miles in not more 
than three or four feet water ; the lea 
fu quentiy breaking ovei them, which 
rendered Mr. Carter’s lituation truly de- 
plorable, as, from extreme weaknefs, he 
could not llir from tht bottom of the 
“boat, which was fo full of water that it 
was with the greateit difficulty he could 
ke^ his head above it. 

To add to their diflrels, no fooner 
bad they got clear of one flioal, than 
fiom' the violence of the oar beating 


againll another Mr. Halkett was knocked 
out of the boat, which required all the 
exertions of Mr. Shaw to get him in 
again, and which he could have accom- 
piilhcd by no other mode than that of 
putting an oar under his arm, and lift- 
ing him up as by a lever. 

On the iiththey felt themfelvcs much 
relieved by getting clear of the flmals 
and launching once more into the ocean ; 
on which occaflon, as often before, they 
addrefled themfelves to that Power to 
which thcyjfulted for delivcnnce. Mr. 
Carter’s ^6und was again waftied, 
and four pieces more taken from the 
flcull, when they clearl/^ difeovered, that * 
•from the blow being given flan t ways 
down the back of the head, it had been 
given by a hatchet, which they had no 
doubt was the one which had been ftolen 
fVom the fliip. They Hill however alTurcd 
him of its looking well and being about 
to heal. 

They were now in greater diflrefs than 
ever for water j even the laft miierable r- 
refource they had conlidcrably failing 
them. This threw fuch a damp on 
their fplrits that they grew dij'oonlblate, 
and were making up their minds to meet 
death with becoming foit'tude, having 
given up every hope of fur\Srving another 
day, when Mr. Halkett eagerly exclaimed 
“ he faw land.” 

Mr, Shaw likewife perceiving it, they 
wer^in an inltant revived. Once more 
putting their hopes in Providence, they 
ftood in for the foutliiern extremity of the 
land, which they made no doubt was 
Tmor, and foon got in a few miles to 
the leeward of the extreme, where they 
difeovered a bay, at the head of which 
were cocoa-nut trees. 

They Ihoitly after perceived the na- 
tives on Ihore. Recent circumflances^ 
however, made them fearful of landing j 
but Mr. Shaw obl'erved, that they might 
as fafely truil; to the chance of being 
well received on Ihore as perilh at lea, 
which they muff Inevitably have done in 
another day. 

Ifaving rcfolved, therefore, they ran 

inUf 
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into the bay, when it was propofed that 
Mr. HaikeU fliould remain in the boat, 
while Mi** Carter and Mr. Shaw went in 
fearch of water. But on Mr. Carter’s 
being helped out of the boat it was 
found he could not ftand j he was 
therefore helped in again, and Mr. HaC. 
kett with Mr. Shaw advanced towards 
the natives, Mr, Shaw having a water 
keg and Mr. Haflcett a mufquet, when 
they were overjoyed by hearing the na- 
tives call out, bUgb! Bhgb ! recollefting 
that Captain Bligh was very humanely 
treated at Timor j and they had now no 
doubt left but they had the good for- 
tune to touch at the fame place. They 
made motions to the natives for cocoa 
i nuts, who gave them to iinderftand that 
they did not belong to them j one of 
them however gave Mr. Shaw a baked 
yam, which he found it impofllble to 
eat on account of his throat* being fo 
exceedingly parched. Having made ligns 
fbr^ water, the natives led them to a 
fpring where they Quenched their third: 5 
when, having filled the keg, they ran to 
Mr. Carter, who was calling out for 
water, ^ after which they devoured tne 
yam with the greatelt eagerncls, the na- 
tives looking at them the whole of the 
time in aftonidimcnt. 

^ After their (lender repaft they men* 
tioned the word Timor to the natives, 
who repeated it veiy diftin6lly, and 
•pdinted towards the point to the fouth- 
ward, and then to a prow on the beach, 
intimating that they would conduit 
them there ; in coniequence of which 
Mr. Shaw gave them two miifquets and 
a number of knives and feiflars which re- 
mained in the boat. 

The natives made figns to go farther 
up the bar, which they acquielced in : 
but finding they v/idied to lead them up 
a very narrow inlet, Mr. Shaw refufed 
to go in with the boat, reprefenting that 
it would be highly impinident, and, as 
they wiflied to get to Cupaug as fwon as 
pollible, thought it advil’eable to make 
the bell of their way there. 

This being agreed to, the boat was 
pufhed off, aid two oars got out in order 
to row round the point, exp^icing, after 
that, to, have a fair wind to Cvpang^ 
rinding, however, a prow in chace of 
them, they hy on their cars, hoifted 
their fail, rnd put r^way before the wind, 
in order to elcape from fiavery, which 
they inade no doubt of experiencing if 
taken by the prow in chace of them. 


The prow continued chaling'thcni along 
tile (hore, between a reef and the beach^ 
which extends the whole length of the 
illand. Finding the prow ftill in chace 
they ftood over the rwf, which is a con- 
tinued chain of breakers, and the prow » 
not thinking it proper to follow them, 
they efcaped and coalled it down the 
ifland. Night approaching, and finding 
themfelves much fatigued, they Hauled 
the ftieet aft, and hlhed the oar as be- 
fore, and found the boat went along 
(bore very fteadily. They then lay down - 
to deep, and on waking in the morning 
were refrefhed with the fmeli of fpices, 
which was conveyed by the land wind, 
and which fo revived Mr. Carter that 
he feveral times exclaimed, Keep up 
your hearts my boys, we lliall dine with 
the Governor of Cupang to-day," Their 
hopes were however frullrated by th« 
numerous difficulties they had yet tci 
encounter, owing to the innumerable 
ftioals and points. The water they had 
drank tended likewife to iiicreafe their 
appetites. They were forced at night, 
notwithftanding, to purfue the lame 
method they had formcily adopted in 
order to obtain fufficient reft to enable 
them to go through the fatigues of the 
enfuing day. 

On the morning of the 13th, Mr. 
Shaw took the fteer oar 5 but the wind 
being frcfti, and the boat going with 
great velocity through the water, he 
was, from weaknefs, unable to Itand the 
force of the oar ar.d fell overboard ; 
luckily, however, he held by the gunnel 
until Mr. Hafkett came to his affiftance, 
when with great exert ioiis he was got 
into the boat again . 

Shortly after this they favv a point 
a-head, which they found it impofifible to 
weather while the wind remained the 
fame way. They, tliereforc, once more 
detenniued to land, and accordingly ran 
into a fmall bay j wdieii the natives 
came running towards them, beckoning 
them to come alhorc, and calling out,^ 
Biigh! Blgh ! They immediately ran* 
the boat on- fhore, and Mr, Hafkett 
being helped out of the boat by the 
natives, they fat him down on tlie 
beach, and went immediately to the afilft- 
ance of his companions. When they 
had brought them on ftfore, they pre^ 
lented them with a couple of cocoa nuts, 
yams, and Indian corn, which they re- 
ceived with unfeigned gratitude.

cheeks were fhrivelled> their eyes iunk 
ahnolf into their heads> their beards 
long, and their whole frames totally 
emaciated. 

The natives, far from difturbingthem, 
made figns for them to eat and drink, 
which they did with the greateft cager- 
aeis. Mr. Carter then lagged to have 
kis wound dreA'ed, which was done with 
frefh water. Mr. Shaw having unbound 
his wourd found it nearly healed. 

The natives appearing to exprefs fome 
coriciity as to the manner m which thoic 
wounds were received, Mr. Shaw ex- 
plained it in the beft manner he could, 
at which they made figns of being much 
Ihockecl, which did not however fully 
fatisiy the three Gentlemen of their 
pacific intentions ; but as they beckoned 
to proceed on towards their huts, they 
complied, which gave the natives, appa- 
rently, great fatisfaftion. 

They then attempted to get up and 
walk, but found they could not accom- 
pli (h it without fupport, which the 
natives very kindly afforded them, and 
led them to their tov\n, which is fituated 
at the top of a fteep hill, accefTible only 
by two perpendicular ladders, up which 
they were lifted by their guides. When 
they arrived they were taken to the 
Chief's houfe, wheie were aAcmbled an 
immenie concourfe, who came to view 
the ttrangers. Here they were again 
prefented with corn, yams, and t^dy 
to drink ; after which the Chiefs preiTcd 
them to take red. Mr. Carter and Mr. 
Shaw accordingly laid themfclves down 
there, but Mr. Halkett was removed to 
another houfe, there not being fufficient 
room for all. 

They were a little alarmed at feeing 
two men watching at the door j not- 
withftanding that the Chief placed him- 
fclf between them and the men, and had 
a fpear by his fide. Mr. Shaw got up 
in the night and went out of the door, 
in order to try if they would prevent 
him going farther, but was agreeably 
furprilcd to find they waited only left 
any thing fti«.uld be wanted by theftran- 
gers. 

On the morning of the 14th of July, 


when they again met together, the nil* 
tives prelented them with Indian com, 
yam, and toddy ; which when they had 
taken they maile enquiry into the name 
of the land, and found that it was 
called Sarret^ and was feparate from the 
T'imor Land^ which was the firft place 
they rcfrclhcd at. They were alfo in-* 
formed that there was another fmall 
ifland to the northward called Fardette 
by them, but which is in our charts 
called "ternabor. They alfo underftood 
that a prow came yearly to trade to Trrrta* 
boT^ and that fhe would arrive in feven 
or eight months. 

This information greatly relieved 
them, and they were foon convinced that 
the natives wei'e of a humane and hof- 
pitable nature. 

The firft and fecond week clapfed 
without any material occurrence, except 
that of a {jail* c4 iciffars being ftolen by 
one of the children. As they were very 
ferviccablc in cutting the hair round Mr. 
Carter’s wound, theOhief was informed 
of the circumftancc, and he immedi- 
ately called a council, confifting oi the 
ciders of the community ; when after an 
hour’s debate they withdrew, and on the 
day following the feiffars were found. 

On the 25th of July Mr. Carter’s 
wound was entirely healed, after having 
had thirteen pieces of the fradured IkuU 
taken out. 

They remaintd in perfe^V health untiT 
the 24th of November, when Mr. Car- 
ter caught a fever, and died on the loth 
of December 1793, much regretted by 
his friends Shaw and Haikeii, as well as 
by the natives of Timor Land, 

The two furvivors waited in anxious 
cxpeflation for the arrival of the annual 
trading prow from Banda^ and fhe ar- 
rived, to their great joy, on the 12th of 
March 1794. 

They failed from T'nnabor on the 
loth of April, and on the ift of May 
arrived at Banda^ where they were re- 
ceived with the utmoft hofpitality by the 
Governor, who fupplied them with every 
thing neceffary for men in their fitua- 
tion, andjprocured them a paflage on 
board an Indiaman bound to Batavia, 
where they arrived on the loth of Odo- 
ber 1794.

The li-Lnoiir ot the French Nation 
loudly demands, that all the mananivres, 
intilgues, and confpiracies that brought 
on the prefint Revolution fhould be laid 
open ; that all the facUs ftiould be known ; 
that the leal criminals fhould be branded 
for the jviftific'.Uion of the innocent "j and 
theaiithois of fucii gtntral calamity, and 
of fo many a’^rc cities may not be cift- 
found^d with their numerous viilims. 
JViuli and judice fnall trace the lino 
V inch ougnt to dlftlngnirn and leparatc 
the errors which produced and favoured 
the Keva.lution from (he horrid crimes 
which difg raced it. This fepai'ation will 
exhibit on one lidc but a imaii number 
of men; the greateft portion and the 
moil blood-thinly, of ihe guihy harirg 
already been overtaken liy the divtnc 
vengearce. On the other fi'dc will ap. 
pear the whole French Nation, compofed 
of dilFtrent parties, now more divided'By 
their recolleilions than by their opinion's* 5 
for the gieateft part being at length en- 
lightcnevi by time and by misfortune, de- 
teft thofe whole exaggerations led them 
aftray : they are now more eftranged by 
the hatred which they fuppofe in each 
other, than by that which they really 
feel ; all are harrafled by, and dlfgufted 
E c e with 
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with the Revolution j all feel the ne- 
ceflity of a general union to obtain the 
cftabJilhment of that order and tran- 
quillity for which they all Ugh, an 4 are 
willing to purchafe by reciprocal facri- 
fices, and by the oblivion ol all injuries 
and refcntmcnts I How can they rcfiile 
to forget and forgive the confequences of 
errors, into which almoil every indi- 
vidual of the French Nation have been 
led ? for there is hardly one who did not 
wifli for fome change in the Government, 
at a period when the minds of men were 
in fuch a date of exaltation, that the 
antient^edifice of the Conftitution was in 
danger of being totally overturned, if at 
all attacked. To vow's imprudently 
made, to the chimerical and ambitious 
hopes of hot-headed and fafiioiis men, 
to an inconfiderate defire for a new order 
of things, was owing that general fer- 
mentation, of which a clafs of men, as 
artful as perfidious, took advantage to 
throw all info confulion. Since then, 
every one has, in fome way or other, 
helped on the Revolution : this ought to 
produce a reciprocal forgivenefs, as uni- 
verfal as the errors from which it ori- 
ginated 5 I fay the errors, not the 
crimes j— for I am far from thinking, 
that certain execrable deeds, ohje<?ls of 
everlaffing degradation to the French 
Nation, will ever be forgiven by it. 
But, fortunately, the greattft criminals, 
the chiefs of the Regicide faiftion, no 
longer exiftj and, among thole of their 
accomplices who have the misfortune to 
be alive, how few there are who were 
not driven by threats and by terror, 
rather than prompted by native wicked- 
nefs ; and who would expiate the crime 
of their cowardice, if remorfe copld ex- 
piate fuch a crime ! ” 

Mr. Bertrand forefees that the publi- 
cation of thefc Memoirs will offend the 
violent of all parties ; but he has formed 
the rcfolution of making no anfwer to any 
attack that may be made on his political 
opinions : which he leaves to anfwer for 
themfelves, and to the judijmcnt of the 
candid. However, he retains the right 
of re^lifying, in the Original, fuch as 
may appear hereafter, in his own judg- 
ment, erroneous. 

The Exordium which we have here 
extra^ed appears to us to he excellent. 
He brings forward* the moft prominent 
features of the ui^ure he is going to 
make, which arc indeed as judly as boldly 
marked 5 and, throughout the w^folc of 
the Memoirs, there Is an air of fmcerity 
and candoi^r, Mr. Beitrand has re- 


corded a very great number of Anec- 
dotes, not a few of them intcrefting tq 
every reader 5 but the greater number, 
perhaps, to the natives of p'rance only.— 
|t Is as a book of ibUd and leafbnable 
inftruftion, rather than a book of enter- 
tainment, that we regard thefe Memoirs, 
Mr. Bertrand is a judicious and pene- 
trating obferver ; and his obfervations 
are commonly of fuch a nature as to de- 
ferve the attention of Statefnien. As an 
example, we fliall give the following 
extraft : It is generally known, that an 
open reliftance of the Fiench Monarchy 
firft broke out in Rennes, the Capital of 
Brittany. The capital error which 
M. de Thiard committed, and what im- 
mediately occafioned the infurreftioq, 
was the order he was known to have 
given to the troops, not to make any ufe 
of their arms, except to intimidate j for 
he had directed, that the foldiers fhould 
put the rammers into the barrels of their 
firelocks, in fight of the populace ; to 
prove clearly, in cafe t>iey mould have 
harboured any fufpicion of being fired 
upon, that no harm was intended. 
Having.received this pledge of their fe- 
curity, the mob became infolent and 
outrageous in the higheft degree } while 
the foldiers, on the other hand, were in- 
timidated andpaflive, fufFering themfelves 
to be cuffed and kicked, and even allow- 
ing their arms to be taken from them, 
without attempting retaliation or refift-^ 
ance. In fliort, a party of fixty foldiers 
were fo obedient to the orders of re- 
maining pafTive, as tamely to allow their 
fentry-box to be broken in pieces by an 
xnconfiderable mob, and they themfelves; 
to be beaten and wounded by the broken 
pieces of this very box. 

The people were emboldened to the 
excCiTes, rather from the impunity with 
which they were perniitted to a<5f, than 
fr^ any idea of their own ftrength. At 
firft, the diforder might have been fup- 
preffed, if M,de Thiard had given orders 
aloud to charge immediately, and fire 
upon tliofe who did not difperfe at the 
firft warning j but, moft Unfortunately, 
he thought it would be better to over- 
awe the people by a more confiderable 
appearance of force ; and that very night 
he difpatched couriers to St. Malo, with 
orders for frefh battalions of infantry, a 
few fquadrons of cavalry, with fome 
pieces of artillery, to march immediately 
to Rennes. This little army would cer- 
tainly have been fulHcicnt to ranfack the 
tpwn, knd exterminate the inhabitants; 
but, as the ebarafter of M, dp T^*^**^ 

was 
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Ws too well known to be fufpefVcd of 
having fuch deligns, the arrival of thole 
troops^ ib ftir from terrifying the raulti> 
tude, only rendered the infurreffion more 
general, and augmented the mortification 
and dif^ruft of the foldiers, who were full 
of indignation at the defpicable part 
Vvhich they had been made to aft. The 
military officers were not received in any 
family in town 5 and there never paffed a 
day but what feme of the foldiers were 
attacked or beaten. We were not much 
more refpefted ourfelves ; we feldom 
appeared in the ftreets without hearing 
very difagrecable comments paffed upon 
us. To this M. de Thiard always re- 
turned a gracious fmile, which the po- 
pulate, (not comprehending its refined 
delicacy) imputed to affeftation, or took 
for a fign of fome fear. This cuftom of 
overlooking every attempt which was 
made againft Royal authoisty, and the 
licence which was given to degrade and 
infult the perfons employed to fupport 
it, infpired the Isaders of the infurre6lion 
with the higheft degree of iniblence. A 
farce was afted in the fquares and public 
ftreets, particularly under the windows 
of the Commandant and the Attendant, 
which was deiigned as a burlefque on 
the /// de jufiice^ the laft feffum of par- 
liament, and fome of the new laws . This 
piece was performed by fhoe-blacks and 
chimney-fweepers, dreffed in tattered 
'black robes, Iquare caps, and paper cra- 
vats, and feated on the little llools which 
thefe blackguards brought for the oc- 
cafion } giving, as it was faid, an ciaft 
reprelentation of putting the Judge on 
a level with the judged . Printed pa]>ers, 
giving an account of all that paffed at 
this Royal fitting of flioe- blacks, weie 
diltributcd with profufion among the 
populace. Thefe papers containei al lb 
the fpeeches which the adders in this 
were fuppoled to have pronounced j but 
which the loud applaiife and mirth of 
the immenie crouds which followed them 
prevented from being heard. 

M. de Thiard, who dined with me 
that day, happened to arriv^ while this 
entertainment was going on under my 
window. The idea feemed to him very 
amuHngj and he endeavoured to make 
me laugh at fome of the faicafms con- 
tained in a piece, where we were both 
made to aft the loweft and mod indecent 
parts. I could not help faying to him, 
with fome degree of fpleen," ‘ fliat if this 
farce had been afted in Conftantinoplc, 
and that I had read the account of it in 
the Gazettei 1 might perhaps have been 
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as much inclined to laugh ds he was $ 
but that it was impoffible for me to ftnd 
any amufement in feeing the King's 
authority fo fcandaloufly degraded.* 
This was the cafe already to fuch a de- 
gree, that the fpirit of revolt infefted 
every clafs. The Parliament, which had 
till then given an example of fubmiffion 
to his Majefty’s orders, was loudly ac- 
cufed of having fold itfelf to the Court $ 
and was in a manner compelled, by cir- 
cumftances, to infringe the interdiftion 
againft affembling. I paffed within ten 
paces of the mob, without attrafting any 
attention: they were entirely occupied 
by a detachment of dragoons, who came 
to fupport the liege or blockade of the 
Hotei de LuilU\ and who, inftead of 
marching againft the mob, whom they 
might have difperfed in a twinkling, 
formally drew themlelves up, a,ccording 
to the orders of M. de Thiard, and ftood 
peaceable I'peolators in the walk which 
overlooks that town. A few moments 
afterwards I met a dragoon, who, in 
galloping to join the detachment, chaced 
betbre him all the people in the. ftreet. 
Twenty-live dragoons, I am convinced, 
by a brilk charge, would have been fuf- 
ficient to put all the inhabitants of the 
town to flight.” 

Mr. Bertrand gives a very liitisfaftory 
account of the commencement of the 
Revolution j of which he very juftly ob- 
ferves, that the lirft lymptoms are as 
important as the effefts.” 

He has pccafion to remark many in- 
ftances of the cowardice and infolcnce of 
the mob ; ealily dilpeiled, if timeoully 
and vigoroully attacked j but rendered 
audacious and fierce by hefitation and 
forbearance. 

There is fomclhing at once curious 
an<i inftruftivc in the States, Parliament, 
and Bailiages of Brittany reviving and 
recovering their privileges that had been 
fo long antiquated. This (licws the im- 
portance of even oblblcte and dormant 
claims ; which may be realized by time 
and accidents. 

Our Author, throughout his Book, has 
manifold occafions, which he readily em- 
braces, of doing jufticc to the memory of 
his Royal Malter j hut, among the many 
and various teftimonics exhiljited to the 
innocence and goodncls of the late King 
of France, thue is none more emphatic 
than that of our countryman General 
Melville, recorded in a note, page 173, 
vol. 3. “The General, fpeaking of that 
Prince, faid with much emotion, that he 
was over^gQod, The fr.nfibiUty of the 
E e e a humaue 
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hmm ftnd phiianthtamc General is 
1x^1] known. ^ It feemed) however, t» 
have been excited by the misfortunes and 
unmerited Aifferings of the King in a 
very extjwdinary degree. The General 
had opportunities of being intimately ac,,

►y the Peace of 1783, it was fettled that 
the lAand of Tobago Aiould remain to 
the Crown of France;, but no conditions 
had been ftipulated infavourof the Britiih 
proprietors, who dreaded, the idea of their 
rights and properties failing under a 
French Government. It was thought 
neceffary to fend a deputation to the 
Cobrt of Verfaillest and this was hap- 
pily committed to General Melville, with 
another Gentleman. The Qcneral had 
not only been the firft Governor of To- 
bago from 17^4, but indeed the Founder 
of the Colony j that Ifland, then covered 
with wood and uninhabited, having been 
included in his general Government of 
the Ceded Illands. He had acquired, of 
courie, a particular knowledge of the 
IHand, and of its intereAs ; and he was 
alfo confidered as a perfon moft likely to 
be well received at the French Court, 
from his conduft towards the French in 
his Government of Guadaloupe, and af- 


terwards of the C«ded lAands. Through 
the candid and honourable attentions of 
the Marquis of GaAries, Minifter of 
Marine am Colonies) and> above all, to 
the juftice and generoii^ of the King 
himfelf, on which thc^ fate of the con- 
quered Colony had been entirely thrown $ 
lie obtained various conceflions, Ixi^nd 
tlie moA fanguinc expcflations of the 
Britifh Settlers. General Melville hav- 
ing thus poflefled uncommon opportu- 
nities of knowing the amiable qualities 
of the King, was therefore affe^led in an 
uncommon degree by the recolleftion of' 
them." 

Mr. Bertrand fets out with giving, in ' 
the manner of Tacitus and the beft Hif- ' 
torians, the outlines of the picture which 
he afterwards fills up; but he falls too 
foon, agreeably to the vivacity of his 
notion, into a pafiion : even at the fixth 
page he begifis an apoftrophe, which he 
continues even to the fixteenth. Through- 
out the whole of the Memoirs, indeed, 
he appears too much imthe light of an 
Advocate on one hand, and an Accufcr 
on another. This may well be excufed 5 
but the Memoirs would have had greater 
weight, if the Author had adhered more 
to the ftyle of Narration and Defeription.

AMES THE FATALIST, like Pan- 
gJofs, his rival and predeceflbr, attacks 
all ancient ejiablijhmfntsy avU and rtli- 
giousf with ibrne wit and fome learning, 
but chiefly w^lth Icphiitical and infidious 
logic. Like bim, he hopes to overturn 
the dire6Hcn of an over-ruling Prov Idcnce, 
by fijewing an cccallon-al and accidental 
obfeurity ; and lldinming on the I’uiface 
of the unfathmcAble auejticn concerning 
necejfary ogency, endeavours to obtain 
the credit of having explored its tUfths, 
The ophmifl coiiftfers hiinlclf as hav ing 
accemplilhed his purpofe if he efiablifhes 
a few examples of mtfevy in bis be ft of all 
foffible •w'j)lds ; and the nt'Lejfariany 
having demenhrated that, in fonic .cales 
of fvoiittjUi man may be determined by 
incxitable caufe^y concludes, that in none 
he can be at libniy to chorfe.

Such, indeed, 
they are: as probably no mortal will be 
able to clear.

This, indeed, James, to do him juftice, 
ingenuoufty cenfefles ; and infpiteofhis 
ibapY of necejjiiy and fatalifniy acknow- 
ledges that he a 61 s, and expe^ls others to 
aft agreeably to the free dtUrminationof 
the mind. He praifes and he condemns 
according to the degree of wifdom and 
prudence wliich' appears blended with the 
conduct he is confidering ; than which 
nothing, as he admits, C'an be more in- 
confiftent with the opinion of the 
biiity op the event.

James you fee is endued with conftitu- 
tiqual bravery^ which has been the cafe 
alfo of more diflinguijhtd Fatalifts of 
whom hiftory has recorded the atchieve- 
ments. Concerning the friendly alliance 
between courage and fatalilmwe fhall not 
now fpeak ; obferving only, that this 
fpecics of philolbphy is very fit to infpire 
confidence in fuch as are engaged in peri- 
lous undertakings. According to thefe 
principles, fecurity and apparent Jafety 
are rometimes, to ufe an exprelTion of our 
poet, more dangerous than danger. The 
reader may not be lorry to be told, that 
James and his matter continue their jour- 
x^ey unmolefted by the robbers whom the 
former had routed. 

But let us drop James for a while, 
and attend to his majifr \ not him of the 
fahlft but Dideroty the mafter of both, 
who, quitting his fiditious chara^ler, 
thus relates an anecdote of himfelf : 

The hiftory of the poet of Pondi- 
tberry. — After the ufual compliments 
«pon my wit, my genius, my tafte, my 
condefeenfion, and other difeourfe of 
which I do not believe a word, though I 
have been in the habit of hearing it re- 
peated, and perhaps with fmeerity, for 
twenty years. 

“ The young Poet drew a paper from 
his pocket. “ There are a few verfes,” 
he fays to me. — “ Verfes !”— « Yes, 
Sir ; and I hope that you will have the 
goodnefs to give me your opinion of 
them.” — Do you like to be told the 
ti*uth?” — Yes, Sir } and I deiire to hear 
it from you.” — “ Well, you Ihall hear 
it.” — “What ! are you fuch a fool as to 
believe that a poet would come to you in 
queft of truth “ Yes.” — “ And 
really to tell it him ?” — “ Moft cer- 
tainly !”— “ Without management ?” 
— “ Certainly ; management in fuch cafes 
is at the beft a grofs infult \ when fairly 


interpreted, it means you arc a bad p6ci f 
and as I do not think you have nerves to 
hear the truth, you are but a filly fel- 
low.” — “And do you find that franknefs 
always fuccecds “ It very feldom 
fails.” 

** I read the verfes of my young Poet ; 
and I told him, “ Your verfes not only 
are bad, but they prove to me that you 
will never make good ones.” — “ I muft 
make bad ones then, for I cannot refrain 
froin writing.” — “ What a dreadful 
curfe ! Do you know the difgrace, Sir, 
into which you are about to fall ? Medi- 
ocrity in Poets can neither be endured 
by gods nor men, nor by bookfellers- 
ftelves 5 fo faid Horace.”— “ I know 
it.”— “ Are you rich ?”— “ No.”r— 
“ Are you poor Very poor.” — 

“ And to poverty you are going to add 
the ridicule which attaches to a bad poet ; 
you fliall ha>i? thrown away your whole 
life ; you will become old. 0/d, poor^ 
and a bad Poet ! Ah ! Sir, What a ca- 
talogue !” — “ I am fenfible of it ; but I 
am conftralned in fpite of myfelf.” (Here 
James would have laid, but this njuas de^ 
creed on high').-^^^ Have you any rela- 
tions ?” — “ I have.”— “ What are their 
fituations in life “ They are jewel- 
lers.”— “ Are they difpofed to do any 
thing for you “ They may.” — 
“ Well 5 go I’ee your relations, and pro- 
pofe to them to advance you a fmall quan- 
tity of jewels. Embark for Pondicherry, 
make bad rerles on your voyage on 
your arrival make a fortune. Your for- 
tune made, return here, and write as many 
bad verfes as you pleafe, provided that 
you don’t print them, for it is needlefs to 
ruin any body.” 

“ About a dozen years after I gave 
this ad vide to the young man he again 
inadd his appearance. I did not recolledl 
him. “ I am, Sir, faid he, the perfon 
whom you fent to Pondicherry j I have 
been there, and have amafled a fortune of 
an hundred thouland francs, I am*re- 
lurned, have fet about writing verfes, and 
here are feme which I have brought 
you.”— “ Are they ttill bad “ Still.” 
— “ But your lot is fettled, and I have 
no objedttion to your perfifting to write 
bad verfes.”— “ In truth, this is my in- 
tention.” 

This you will think. Reader, a firtgular 
occurrence and a fingular charadlcr ; but 
M. Diderot has many of them in ftore. 
Here 'what he fays in another place upon 
this fubjedl : 

Is it this that excites your incredulity ? 
In the fii ft place, nature is fo diverfified, 

cfpecially 
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^(^eciaily in characters and inftin^ts, that 
there is nothing in the imagination of the 
poet fo extravagant of which obfervation 
and experience do net prefent us with the 
model. I myfelff who new fpeak, have 
met with the fellow of the Mpik-DoBor^ 
which till then 1 had coniidered as the moft 
entertaining of all fictions.— What ! the 
fellow of a huiband whofe wife fays to 
him, / have three children on my bands^ 
and who anfwers, Lay them doojun then, 
** They a/k for bread.'’ “ Give them 
a rod.” Precifely.-— The following is 
the dialogue that palTed between him and 
my wife : “ Are you there Menfieur 
Goufle Yes, Madam, for 1 can- 

not be in two placed at once.— ‘‘ Where 
arc you come from “ From the place 

I went to.**— What have you done 
there?” — I have repaired a mill that 
was out of order# Whofe mill was 
it ?”— « I know nothing c£ that j I did 
not go there to fet the miller to rights.” 
— “ You are very well drelTed, contrary 
to cuftom. Why under this fuit, which 
is very becoming, have you a dirty (hirt ?” 
— “ Becaufe I have no more than one.” 
— “ And why no more ?— Becauf^ I 
have no more bodies than one at a time ?” 
— « How are your children ?”— << Admi- 
rably !”— « And the boy that has fuch 
fine eyes, fo plump, fo pretty a Ikin ?”-— 

Much better than the reft ; he is 
dead.” 

* “ Take Goufle to a tavern, tell him 
your bulinefs, propofe that he ftiould go 
with you twenty leagues off he will ac- 
company you. After having employed 
him.dihnils him without a penny 5 he will 
return perfectly fatisfied with his treat- 
ment. 

“ Goufle and Premonval kept a fchool 
of mathematics together. Among the 
numerous fcholais that attended Uiere 
was a young Lady, called Mifs Pigeon, 
the daughter of the celebrated artift who 
conftrii^lcd tliofe two planil'pheres which 
have been tranfpovted from the Royal 
Garden to the Hall of the Academy of 
Sciences . Mifs Pigeon went evei y morn- 
ing with her fitchel under her arm, and 
her mathematical inttrument cale in her 
muff. One of the profelfors, Premonval, 
fell in love with his fcholar, andinfpitcof 
the propofitions upon folids,infcribedupon 
thefphere, * fhe was got with child. ’Father 
Pigeon was not a man to acquiefee vvith pa- 
tience in the truth of this corollary. The 
fituation of the lovers becomes embarralT. 
jqg j they hold a conference ; but having 
nothing, nothing at all in the world, what 
f ould be the refult of their deliberations i 


They call to their affiftance their firiend 
Goufle. The latter, without faying a 
word, fells his whole property, lioen^ 
clothes, inftniments, furniture, books ^ 
railes a fum of money j hurries the two 
lovers into a poft-chaife j accompanies 
them moft cheerfully as far as the Alps 5 
there he empties his purfe of the little 
money that remained ; pnpients them 
with it i embraces them ; wifhes them a 

f ood journ^ 5 returns on foot, begging 
is way as far as Lyons, where, by paint* 
ing the rooms of a cloifter of Monts, he 
earned as much as enabled him to return 
to Paris without begging. 

“ This was very fine.”— Certainly.” 
— And from this heroic action you 
imagine that Gouflfe was pofleifed of a 
great fund of piorality.” — No, indeed ! 
be undeceived j he had no more idea of it 
thana horfe.”— “ Impolfiblc !’*— « It is 
true, however. I had employed him in a 
piece of bufinefs 5 I gave him a draft upon 
my agent for eighty livres ; the fum was 
written in figures. What does my man 
but add a cypher, and draws eight hun- 
dred livres.”—** Ah ! flicckin? !”— . 
** He is not more diftjoneft when he robs 
me than generous when he ftrips himfelf 
to ferve his friend. He is an original, 
deft itute of principles . The eighty livres 
were not fufficient for him j with a dalb 
of tlie pen he procured the eight hundred, 
for which he kad occafion. And ihcm 
with what a valuable book I pre- 
fented ? Some time after I had occafion 
for another valuable book, and again he 
furnilhed me with it. I wiflied to pay 
for it 5 he refufed to accept the price. I 
had occafion fora third.” ** This time,’' 
faid be, ‘* I cannot fupply you 5 my 
Doctor of the Sorbonne is dead.” 

, ** And what conneflion has the death 
of your Do 61 or of th« Sorbonne with the 
book that I wifli to procure ? Did you 
take the two former out of his library ?”

tN the following paflage w^ fee the ftate 
of Religion during the tyranny of 
Robefpierre, and his unprincipled and 
fanguiuary fa£li<Jh ; 

“ While the confternatiori was yet re- 
cent, the deputies on million in the de- 
partments Ihut up the churches entirely: 
The refufe of lew clubs were paid and 
encouraged to break the windows and 
deftroy the monuments of them, and thefe 
outrages, which it was previoufly con- 
certed, fhoiild at firft aflume the appear- 
;ance of a popular tumult, were foon re- 
gulated and directed by the mandatories 
of the Convention themfelves. The 
churches were again opened — athelftical 
and licentious homilies were fubftituted 
for the proferibed fervice, and an abfurd 
and ludicrous imitation of the Greek 
mythology was exhibited, under the title 
of the Religion of Keafon, On the prin- 
cipal church of eveiy town was in- 
feribed the temple of Keafon j ■ arfd a 
tutelary goddefs was inftalled with a ce- 
remony equally pedantic, ridiculous, and 
profane} yet the philofophers did not on 
this occalion difdain thole adventitious 
aids, the ufe of which they had fo much 
declaimed againft, while they were the 
auxiliaries of chriliianity. 

“ Mullc, proceflions, and decorations, 
which had been baniflied from the ancient 
worlhip, were introduced in the new one; 
and the philofophical reformer, even in 
the very attempt to eftablifh a religion 
purely metaphyfical, found himfclf 
obliged to inculcate it by a grofs and 
material idolatry. Thus by fubmitting 
his abftraftions to the genius of the peo- 
ple, and the imperfeftions of our nature,

perhaps the beft apology was offered fot* 
the errors of that worlhip, which had 
been proferibed, perfecuted, and ridi- 
culed. 

« Previous to the tenth day, in which 
a celebation of this kind was to lake 
place, a Deputy arrived, accompanied by 
the female goddefs 5 that is, (if the town 
itfelf did not produce one for the purppfe)^ 
a Roman drd’s of white fatin was hired 
from the theatre, with which Ihe was in- 
verted, her head was covered with a red 
cap, ornamented with oak-leaves, one 
arm was reclined on a plough, the other 
grafped a fpear — and her feet were fup- 
ported by a jglobe, and environed by 
mutilated emblems of feodality. 

‘‘ Thus equipped, the divinity and 
her appendages, were borne on the 
fhoulders of Jacobins en bonnet rouge^ 
and efcorted by the National Guard, 
Mayor, Judges, and all the conftltuted 
authorities, who, whether diverted or 
indignant, were obliged to oblerve a rc- 
fpe(^tful gravity of exterior. When the 
whole cavalcade arrived at the place ap- 
pointed, the goddefs was placed on an altar 
ere6led for the occafion, from whence fhe 
harangued the people, who in return pro- 
ft'iTed their adoration, and fung the Car- 
magnole, and other Republican hymns of 
the fort. 

^ They then proceeded in the fame 
order to the principal church, hi the 
choir of which the fame ceremonies werb 
renewed ; a prielt was fometimes procured 
to abjure his faith, and avow the whole 
of Chriftianity an impofture : though it 
muft be obferved in julHce to the Fre'acb 
Clergy t that it was feldom poffibk ta find 

h f f any 
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any who would confcnt to this infamy : 
In fuch cafes the part was exhibited by a 
man hired and drelTed for the purpofe. 
The fcftival concluded with the burning 
of prayer books, faints, confeiTionals, 
and every thing appropriated to the uie 
of public worftiip. 

“ The greater part of the attendants 
looked on in fijent tenor and aftonifh* 
ment ^ whilft others intoxicated, or pro- 
bably paid to a 6 l this fcandalous farce, 
danced round the flames with an appear- 
atnee of frantic and favage mirth. It is not 
to be forgotten, that Reprefentatives of 
the People, often pieficltd as the High 
Prifcfls of thefe rites j and their oflicial 
dif}>atches to the Convention, in which 
thefe ceicmonies were minutely deferibed, 
were always heard with burfts of ap- 
plaule, and fan 6 \ioned by a decree of in- 
Icriion in the Bulletin.” 

It might have been expef^ed that dur- 
ing the extreme I'carclty of grain, the far- 
mers would become, and often with fuf- 
ficieiil reafon, objeds of fufpicion j yet 
the records of oppicflive cruelty have ftl- 
dom, probably, have never before equalled 
the following detail of their perfecutions : 

It occurs in a note at the looth page 
•f the hecond Volume, and is in part 
authenticated by the i’ptech of Dubois 
Crance, Sept. 17 94* 

“ The avarice of the farmer was 
doubtlefs to be condemned, but the cruel 
defpotifm of the government aJmoft 
weakened the fenfe of re 6 fitude, for by 
confounding error with guilt, and guilt 
with innocence, they habituated you to 
indiferiminate pity, and obliged you to 
transfer your hatred of a crime to thofc 
who In punifhing it, obfeivcd neither 
mercy nor juftice. A Farmer was guil- 
lotined, becaufe feme blades of corn ap- 
peared growing in his pond j from which 
Circumifance it was inferred, he had 
thrown in a large quantity, in order to 
promote a fcarcity j though it w’as fub- 
ilantially proved on his trial, that ut the 
preceding harveft the grain of an adjoin- 
ing field had been got in during a high 
wind, and that in all probability fome 
fcattered cars which reached the water, 
had produced what was deemed fufficient 
twftiinony to convi( 5 t him. Another. un- 
der^^'cnt the fame punifhment for pur- 
luing his ufual courfe of tillage, and 
rowing part of his ground with lucerne, 
infiead of employing the whole for 
wheat 'y and every where thefe people be- 
came the obje^ls of periecution, both in 
their perfbns and property. 

Almolk'an our conCderablc farmers,” 


fays Dubois Crance, have been thrown 
into prifon; the confequence is, that 
their capital is cat up, their flock gone 
to ruin, and our lands have lofl the al- 
moft incalculable effeft of their induftry. 
In La Vendee fix millions of acres of 
land lie uncultivated, and five hundred 
thoufand oxen have been turned aflray, 
without fheiter and without an ow- 
ner.” 

Maniacs of every nation, as was the 
cafe of Margaret Nichollbn, and others, 
have occafionally, and it may ealily be 
accounted for, dire 6 k‘d their wild ven- 
geance againft the Throne ; but no in- 
flance ot the bloody retaliation of dc- 
fpotifm can exceed that of RobefpicrrCi^ 
Let the reader run Over the following 
narrative, and Ihudder at Revolutionary 
Syflems. 

The aflaflins of Henry the Fourth 
had all the benefit of the laws, and fuf- 
fered only after a legal condemnation ; 
yet the unfortunate Cecilia Renaud, 
though evidently under r. ftate of mental 
derangement, was hurried to the licaffold 
without a hearing, for the vague utter- 
ance of a 'truth, to which every heart in 
France, not lofl to humanity, niuft 
aflent. Brooding on the milcries of her 
country, till her imagination became 
heated and difordered, this young woman 
feems to have conceived Ibme hopelefs 
plan of redrefs from expoftulation with 
Robefpierre, whom fhe regarded as 
principal in all the evils Ihe deplored. 
The difficulty of obtaining an audience of 
him, irritated her to make fome compari- 
fon between an hereditary Sovereign and 
a Republican one ; and llie avowed, that 
In defiring to fee Robefpierre, flie was 
aftuated only by a euriofity to contemplate 
the features of a tyrant. On being 
examined before the Committee, fhe flill 
perfifled that her defign was feulenirnt 
pom voir comment etoit fait un tyran ; 
and no inftrument, or poflible means of 
deflruifion was found upon her to juflify 
a charge of any thing more than the 
wild and enthufiaftic attachment to 
Royalifm, which fhe did not attempt to 
dilguife. The influence of a feminine 
propenfity, which often furvives even the 
wreck ot reafon and beauty, had induced 
hei to drefs with peculiar neatnefs when 
file went in fearch of Robefpierre ; and 
fiom the complexion of the times, lup- 
pofmg it very probable a vifit of this 
nature might end in imprifonment and 
death, fhe had alfo provided herfelf with a 
change of clothes to wear in her laft mo- 
ments. ** Such 
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“ Such an attention in a beautiful girl 
of eighteen, was not very unnatural ; 
yet the mean and cruel wretches who 
Were her judges, had the littlenels to en- 
deavour at inc/rtitying, by divefting her 
of her ornaments, and covering her with 
the moft loathlbme rags. But a mind 
tortured to inadnels by the futferings of 
her country, was not likely to be fliaken 
by luch puerile malice ; and when inter- 
rogated under this dilguile, Ihe dill pre- 
served the fame firmnels, mingled with 
contempt, which ftie had Ihown when 
hrlt apprehended. No accui’ation, or 
even implication, of any peribn could be 
drawn from her, and her own confelLon 
was that 01 a palTionaie loyalty j yet an 
univeriai conipiracy was ncverthelefs 
dccreeil by the Convention to exilt, and 
Mils Renaud, with Ikty-nine others. 
Were lentenced to the G nil jptine without 
farther tiinj) than merely calling over 
their names. They were conducted to 
the Icaffold in ^ fort of red frocks, in- 
tended, as was allcgtcl, to mark them 
as allathns — but, in reality, to prevent 
the croud dilUngullhing or receiving any 
impretli /n tr< mdie number of young and 
iniereihng tcmalcs who were comprilcd in 
this dreadful llauglitcr. They met death 
with a courage wnich feerned uimoit todiT- 
appoint the malice of their tyrants, who, 
in an original excels ot baibarity, are 
faid to have la.iK ted that their power of 
inflifting could not reach thole mental 
faculties which enabled their vi6Ums to 
furrer with fortitude.” 

We hnd tarther in two notes below, 
explanatory of the above paHage, that 
the fixty-nine people executed with 
Madamoifelle Renaud, except her father, 
mother? and aunt, were totally unconnect- 
ed with her and v^itli each otiier, ani^ had 
been colle< led from dittererU prifons, be- 
tween which no communication could 
have fubhlled. We are told alfo that 
Fouqiiier Tinville, Public Acculer of the 
Revolutionary Tilbunal, enraged at the 
courage with which his victims fub- 
mitted to their fate, had formed the de- 
iign of having them bled previous to 
their execution, intending by this means 
to weaken their ipirits, that they might 
appear lefs interelting to the people, by 
a pufillanimous behaviour in their laft 
pionients ! 

In Auguft 1794, our fair authorefs 
quitted her dreary prifon, in confequence 
of the fall of the cieteftable Robefpierre, 
phe reckons it among her fatisfaaions, 
the exception of the Marecballc 


dc Biron, none of her felloW-prifonerB 
had lulfered on the Icaffold. Of bef^ 
however, the fate appears to exc^ the 
mcafnre of author ifeii Muider^ 

It Teems ftie was a very old and infirm 
woman, and taken from her confinement 
in the fame prifon with this Lady, to the 
Luxembourg at Paris, where her 
daughter-in law, the Duchefs, was alfo 
confined. A cart arriving at that prifon 
to convey a number of vi6lims to the 
Tribunal, the lift, in the courfe dialect of 
Repub licani fra, contained the name of 
La Femme Biron. But there are two 
of them,” laiiTlhe Keeper. ‘‘ Then 
bring them both.”— The aged Mare- 
chalie, who was at lupper, concluded 
her meal while the reft were preparing, 
then took up her book of devotion, and 
departed chearfully. The next day both 
mother and daughter were guillotined ! 

The cnrhufialm of Roulfeau's genius 
was lometimes ulefully fubmitted to his 
good lenle and knowledge of mankmd. 
He obferves very juftly, that it is danger- 
ous to teach the common people to rea^ 
fon : it mull not always be informed of 
too much, becaule it cannot be informed 
fufficiently. Nothing therefore is gene- 
rally more ridiculous or pernicious, than 
to make the bulk of the people negle^f 
their uleful callings to become 
pbers and f>atrioti . 

Yet this right of dIrefling public 
affairs, and of negle6ling their own, is 
one chara6leriftic ot the new politics of 
f'rance. Remark the following fentence 
of tianfportation in the regifters of a 
popular Commiflion : 

“ Begeron, a dealer in Oaim, 

—having done nothing in favour of the 
Revolution— extremely leififti, (egotfte) 
ind blaming the Sans Culottes for neg- 
lefting their callings, that they may 
attend only to public concerns.” Signed 
by the Member of the Commifiion and 
the two Committees.” 

Much clamour and heart-burning has 
arilen in this country, from the check 
which Government has given of late to 
the formation of Political Clubs and 
AfTociation?. The following paragraph 
from Jthc hiftory of the late rulers of 
France, will be the higheft praife of the 
piaidence of our Minitter's condu6l, in 
the mind of every impartial Friend of 
fbcial order. 

« Xhe profligate, the turbulent, the 
idle, and needy of various countries in 
Europe, have been tempted by the fue- 
ceffes of the French Jacobins to en« 

dfsvour 
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deavour at eftablilhing fimilar tnftitp- 
tions i but thp fame fuccelTes have ope- 
rated a9 a waruins to people of a different 
defcrlption, and fall of thefe focietiea 
has drawn two confeiTions from their 
original partiaans, which oagbt nevo to 
he forgotten I namely, that they were 
£>rmed for the purpolc of fubvcrting the 
monarchy, and that their exigence is 
incompatible with regular government of 
any kind. “ While the monarchy ft ill 
Oxifted," fays the philofophic Lequino, 
it was politic and necefl'ary to en- 
courage popular focieties, as the moft 
efficacious means of operating its de- 
ilru6lion$ but now we have effefled a 
revolution, and have only to confolidatc 
it by mild and philofophic laws, thefe 
focieties are dangerous, becaufe they can 
produce only confufion and diforder.” 

This is allb the language of Briftbt, 
who admires the Jacobins fjom their 
origin till the end of 1792, but after that 
period he admits they are only the inftru- 
ments of fa 61 ion, and deftruflive of all 
order and property. For the period of 
the Jacobin annals, fo much admired by 
that Revolutionift, and commended in 
his addrefs to his Conftituents, comprifcs 
the dethronement of the King, the mafta- 
cres of the prifons, and the baniftiment 
of the priefts. The period he reproaches, 
begins precifely where the Jacobins dif- 
poted the claims of himfelf and his party 
to the cxclufivc dlre^lion of the govern- 
ment. 

** We learn therefore, not from the 
tbufes alone, but from the praifes be- 
ftowed on the Jacobins, how much fiich 
combinations are to be dreaded: their 
merit, it appears, was to have fubverted 
the monarcnical government, and their 
crime that of not being ufeful as agents 6f 
tyranny longer than while they could alfo 
{>e principals.” 

Of the following example of enormity, 
pofterity might have been permitted to 
doubt, did not the circumftance of its 
having become the fubjc£l of legal in- 
ipeflion, eftablifh the horrid fa6l. 

The Deputy Maignet, was on miffion 
in the Department of Vauclufe, and be- 
iides numberlefs other cruelties, he 
caufed the whole town of Bedouin to be 
burnt, a part of its inhabitants to he 

f uillotinea, antj the reft to be difpcrl’ed, 
ecaufe the Tree of Liberty was cut 
down oh a dark night, while they were 
afteep. The order rer burning the place 
begins thus ; Liberte^ Egalile, au nom 
du feufte Francois i and after ftating the 


offence of the inhabitants, and inftituting 
a commiffion for trying them, proceeds 
thus I It is hereby ordered that as foon 
as the principal criminals are executed, 
the National Agent, ihall notify to the 
remaining inhabitants not confined, that 
they are enjoined to evacuate their dwel- 
lings, and take out their effefts in twenty- 
four hours ; at the expiration of which 
he is to commit the town to the flames, 
and leave no vettige of a building hand- 
ing. Further, it is forbidden to ere£l 
any building on the fpot in future, or to 
cultivate the foil. 

Done at Avignon, the 1 7th Floreal.*' 

Maignet efcaped the juft puniftiment 
of his atrocity ; as it was proved in the 
courfe of the debate, that he was autho- 
rized by an exprefs deciee of the Con- 
vention, to infli6i this fpecific example 
of barbarity. 

Of the mi&ual fufpiciom which tyranny 
never fails to excite amongft private in- 
dividuals, to prevent them from uniting 
to make an cfieftual rdhftance to a go- 
vernment they lecretly deleft, the follow- 
ing fa^ is an illuftration ; 

“ Two gentlemen dined with us yef- 
terday, whom I knew to be zealous 
royalifts, and as they were acquainted, I 
made no fcruple of producing an engraving 
which commemorates myfteriouily the 
death of the King, and which I had juft re- 
ceived from Paris by a private conveyance.. 
They looked alarmed, and alfefled not 
to underftand it j and perceiving I had 
done wrong, I replaced the print with- 
out farther explanation : but they both 
called this evening, and reproached me 
feparately for thus expofing their Icati- 
ments to each other.'” 

In fuch times indeed how could any 
man be fure of his life, or his liberty, 
for a Tingle moment ? The fair writer ttlls^ 
that the municipality of J^ijon common- 
ly iflued their writs of arreft in this 
foiTii j — Such and fuch a perfon flialj 
be arrefted, and his wife — if he has one.” 

But our time and our paper are fail- 
ing us, while we are citing a few of the 
facts and paftages in thefe letters, worthy 
of an Englifliman’s moft ferious atten- 
tion and meditation. War, even the 
moft ncccftary and moft defenfive, is a 
calamity which humanity muft always 
depreciate} but when weighed againft 
a Peace, which may domefticate Tuefi 
maxims and fuch conduCt, it be- 
comes comparatively a blelTing. At 
prefent a Briton delights to fave and to 
protefl cvcit an ^nemy, when i\ibdued.j 
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Wt what are the fenttments which a 
^Revolution mull excite in him towards 
his relations, his countrymen, his friends ? 
If there be truth in this narrative, which 
we have no ground to queftion, a father, 
« brother, a benefa£lor, (liould he dilTent 


in ][K>litics, muft become an advcrfaiy 
from that moment ^ an adverfary, whole 
doom is death ; and whom it would be 
criminal to pardon or to pity.

AVE are at a lofs how to clafs this per- 
formance, which attempts, and we think 
not unfuccefbfully, to unite wi'h the enter- 
tainment afforded by the novel, fomething 
of the higher order of literature. To exalt 
the charadfer without dlmmiftiing the intereft 
of tnis fpecics of compofition, is certainly no 
eafy talk j but the principal difficulty of it, 
as the Author obferves, feems to confift m 
combining the one with the other, fo as to 
inviggrate both, Of the poffibility ofraifing 
the general character of tlie Engliffi romance 
by the interfperfion of fubjeds of weight 
and fublimity, easier in fcience or morals (he 
alfo obferves), fo as Lkewife to raife the 
paffions and affcdtions of the fable, there 
cannot be a doubt : and it has indeed been 
by fLveral authors occafionally attempted, 
and with lucciL to a degree, but with ap- 
parent ar pichcnfion.’* It is very evident, 
that the Author offers his Work to the 
Publick not without apprelitnfion ; though 
j we think he may difmifs hia fears, and con- 
fidemly demand approbation from the fucctfs 
of his attempt. The principal charader;* of 
this Work are three broilivrs, of d.ffercnt 
difpofit.ons, puifuits, and manners; all 
amiable in geneia*, though not wholly fault- 
lefs. The incidents aiife naturally, and 
fucceed one another without any violence or 
irnpiobability. In the progrefs of the ffory, 
the mind is kept in fufpence, and the events 
are not anticipated befoie their times The 
literary difcuffions do not interrupt the chain 
pf adventures, but appear natuiaily to arife 
out of them. There is a due mixture qf the 
comic with the ferious, and we cqnlider the 
character of Partington as well drawn and 
fupporied j indeed we fufpefted, before the 
Author’s intimation^ that he had fome real 
perfon in view. The part which we lealt 
approve is the cavern feene in the laft 
volume, which feems to have been introduced 
by the fafliionable rage for imitating the 
horrors of ** The Myfteries of UdolplK).'* 
Nor are we much better facis^ed with the 
convcrfion of one of the principal characters 
|to the Roman Catholic faith. Thcfe Vo- 
lumes, upon the whole, however, combine 
cnteitainment and inlttu^ion; and if the 
’Author baa foititudc enough t9 exer$ife U^c 


pruning knife with freedom, they may ftand 
a fair chance of obtaining a rerpedtable 
ffation in this fpecics of Itciature. 

The Poet '* 5 Fate. A Poetical Dialogue, By 
George Dyer. 8vo. Robihfons. 1797. 

The negle^ of Poetry is not a ntw com- 
plaint, nor has Mr. Dyer offered any thing 
new on the fubjeft. His diffjtisfddtion feems 
rather to be urged againft the indifference 
fhewn to Literature in general than to Poetry 
in particular ; as moll of his inftances aie 
taken fiom authors who are not to be num- 
bered in the poetical phalanx j and fomc of 
thofe Bards who are mentioned, as Jones, 
Rogers, Wolcot, &c. never were in citcum- 
ftances to draw on them the commiferation 
of the world. Gibbons, Parr, Aikin, Gie- 
gory, Parfon, Geddes, Wakefield, Maurice, 
Taylor, are intioduced .is not being in fitu- 
ations, to which, by thtir merit, they a»c 
entitled. This is a ciicumltance which, if 
admitted, is to be regretted. The late al. 
cribtd to Burjer is by no means Certain, as 
there is leafon to bthevc he was piovidcd 
for by a penfion from the Crown. Our 
Author cenfures Johnfon, Beloe, Narcs, and 
others, and enteriami* an opinion, that 
Pncftley, Paine, and Godwin are three ot 
the moit ingenious and uicful among modem 
wnteis j an opinion, to fay the lealt of it| 
which Will not be univerfally affented to. 
The poeti y of this piece, however, dtferves 
applaufe, and we ffiall be glad to hear tha^ 
Mr. Dyer himfelf iua no caufe to lepinc ac 
Ijis own atuchment to tiie Mufes.

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cruelties (hould be impofed on them, nor 
unreafonable rcquifitions made at the mere 
will of the planter, fteward, or ta{k>mafier;

The perfon 
whom Sir John Ind fixed upon for his 
fon-in-lavv was Abel Ap-Origln, fon to 
Sir Abiaham Ap-Oiigin, a Welch 
ronet, who, having as much family pride 
as his neighbour, rcfulls to let his her 
Jofe hi.s name to gain a wife. As Toon as 
Letiiia Maiified'b pallion for Peregrine is 
known to her patents, he is difraifled 
from the family} when the young Lady, 
in order to regain her lover, feigns mad- 
nefs, and a feries of circum fiances enfue, 
which terminate in the difeovery that 
Peregrine is the orphan fon of a brother 
to Sir John Manfred^ who then gives him 
his daughter. 

This Comedy is fraught with more 
whim and humour than generally falls to 
:^be lot of its Author's dratpatic writingi^. 
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as merely exhibiting to the Publick th# 
typography, the paper, and the manner in 
which the different claffes of engravings will 
be executed. As the letter prefs contains 
only an abridged account of the antient 
Galley, it would be an of injuftice to 
form any peremptory decifion on the literary 
merit of the Work itfelf. What is now

The fame evening, Diamond cut 
Diamond; or, the Venetian Re- 
vels ; a Comic Opera, was a6ted the 
firft time at Covent G^Jrden, for the be* 
nefit of Mrs. Mountain. Neither of thefe 
pieces have appeared again, and are en- 
titled to but little notice. 

31. Cambro Britons; or, Fish- 
guard in AN Uproar; aMuficalPiecc; 
was a^ed the firft time at Covent Garden, 
for the benefit of Mr. Hull and Mr. Mac- 
ready. This piece is only an addition to 
the foregoing lift of peiformances, which, 
having been a»^led one night, have little 
chance of being heard of again. We 
therefore difmll's them without further

In one of her letters to M- de Vol- 
taire, Hi c fays, ** Sir, I have juft now 
received your (aft letter, in which you 

f ive me a decided place amongft the 
tars. I hardly look upon thofe kind 
laf places as v/orth taking much pains to 
obtain. Indeed, 1 have no indination 
to be placed amongft thofe whfm the 
human race has fo long adored, unlcfs 
by yourfclf a’ul your worthy friends, 
M^hatever feif-love one may feel, it 
feems inipcflible, I think, for any one 
to defire to fee himfelf put upon a level 
with Calves, with Oxen, with Croco- 
diles, with Onions, Serpents, and beads 
©fall kinds, &c. After this enumeration,' 
where is the perl'on who can delire to 
be deifted ? 

“ You will tell me, that fince the 
fuccefsof my Uft campaign, I give my- 
felf great airs; but it is only fince I 
have been Jhcefiful that Europe has 
found out that i have fume iliare of 
underftanding ; yet at forty years, you 
know, one dots not in general incrcafe 
in beauty or in underftanding- Adieu, 
Sir; keep yourfdf in good health, an'd 
pray to God for us.

After this, Sir, 1 am almoft tempted to 
fay, Pray to God for me.— I have re- 
ceived, with great gratitude, the fecond 
volume of >our Hiftory of Peter the 
Great. If when you began that Hiftory 
1 had been in the fituation in which I 
am now, I could have Cent you feveral 
papers relative to it. It is indeed true^ 
that one caniftit fufficientlyexprcfs one’s 
admiration of the genms of great 
man. I ara about to print his Original 
Letters, which 1 have gotten together 
from all quarters. • He has painted him- 
feif in them.

Voltaire ufed to fay, that nothing 
couldbc foeafy as to make a commentary 
upon thewritii^gs of this elegant writer, 
for that the author would have nothing 
to do but to put under every paflage, 
** fine, admirable, excellent, charming, 
&c.*^ The French fcholars univcrfaliy 
prefer his verfes to thofe of any Poet in 
their unmufical language. Racine was 
by no means a man of good temper, and 
was extremely rough and impetuous in 
converfarion. He had once a long and 
a violent difpute with his friend Boi- 
Icau -when it was over, Boileau,with 
great froidt faul to him, “ Had 
you any real intention juft now of mak- 
ing me uneafy?’* “God forbid, my 
good old friend,** replied Racine. — 
“ Well then,’* faid Boileau, “ you 
have done what you did not intend to 
do, for indeed you have made me un-^ 
cafy.’* t 

Yet Racine had fo great an attach- 
ment to Boileau, shat when the fatyrill 
vifited him on his deal h- bed, he faid, 
throwing his arms aroifnd him, “ J 
look upon it as a great happinefs that 
1 die before you.*’ 

Racine read extremely well. Louis 
the Fourteenth fent to him one day 
when he was indifpofed, to read fome- 
ihing to him. Racine propofed the 
celebrated Tranflation of Plutarch’s 
Lives by Amyot. “ The language is 
antiquated,** faid the King.—'* Well, 
then. Sir,’* replied Racine, “ I can 
corre6l chat dcfe€l ; J .will put him into 
modern French.” This Racine did, 
and pleafed his Sovereign extremely. 

Racine, foon after his appointment to 
the place of Hiftoriographer to Louis 
the Fourteenth, requeued an audience 
V01-. XXXI. June 1797* 


— « Sire,” faid he, att Miftorian 
ought not to flatter 5 he is bound to re* 
prefent his hero cxa6lly as he is. He 
ought indeed to pafs over nothing. In 
what way does your Majeftychoole that 
I (hould fpeak of your gallantries ?’* 
** Pafs them over,” replied the King* 
coolly, “ But, alas 1 Sire,” replied 
Racine, with great manlinefs, “ what 
1 omit, the reader will fupply.” Louis 
replied, ‘*Pafs them over, I tell you.*’ 
— Racine added, “As there arc many- 
incredible things, Sire, in the life of 
your Majefty, the .fincerity with which. 
1 fhould avow the weakneftes of my 
Hern to my reader, will perfuadc him 
that I regard the truth, and this regard 
to truth wiP, in his mind, be a palTport 
for my hiftory.” Louis replied, I 
am not yet decided in my opinion what 
you ought to do : All that I can tell 
you at prefent is, to pafs over my in- 
trigues.”

Ben Jonfon told- Mr. Drummond, 
of Houthorden, that by the Blated 
Bead in the ** Fairy Queen,*’ Spenfer 
meant the Printers, and by the falfc 
Dueifa, the Queen of Scots.

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HOUSE OF LORDS. 


MONDAY, May T. 

^HIS day the various Bills upon the 
Table were read in iheir relpeftive 
ftages. Among thtTe was the Minute 
of Council Bill, which was read a third 
time, and palTed. 

The Uther of the Black Rod apprized 
the Houfe, that a number of Members 
of the Houfe of Commons were waiting 
for a conference with their Lordlhips 
in the Painted Chamber, which took, 
place with the accuftomed forms. The 
Deputation from the Commons was 
headed by the Matter of the Rolls, who 
read the Refolutions agreed to by that 
Houfe refpedfing a Plan for the more 
cffe^fual Promuk^ation of the Statutes. 

After fome private bufinefs had been 
difpofed of, the Houfe adjourned. 

TUESDAY, MAY 2. 

Lord Muncaftcr prefented, from the 
Houfe of Commons, certain R-'-ports, 
made by the Secret Committee of that 
Houfe, for the ufc of their LordHtips, 

Lord Grenville prefented a MclTage 
from his Majefty, precifely the fame as 
that delivered to rhe Houfe of CorAmons 
on Saturday latt [fee page 356.], which 
was read by the Clerk. 

His Lordlhip then moved, That his 
Majefty’s MelTage be taken into con- 
fidera’ion on Thurfday next, and that 
the Lords be fummoned for that day 
wliich was ordered accordingly, 
WEDNESDAY, iMAV 3. 

The Royal Attent was given by Com- 
milhon to the Minute of Council Bill, 
the Iriih Funds Transfer Bill, and to 
nineteen private Bills. 

ROYAL MARRIAGE. 

Lord Grenville prefented a Meflage 
from his Majefty, (imilar to that de- 
livered to the Houfe of Common^, re- 
rpe^iing the intended Marriage of the 
Princefs Royal to the Hereditary Prince 
of Wirtemberg. His Lordlhip then 
moved an Addrefs to his Majefty, in 
anfwcr to his gracious Meflfage, which 
he prefaced by obferving, that the ut- 
moft unanimity muft pervade the Houfe 
on fuch an occafion, and that all their 
Lordlhips muft.fcel happy in expreliing 
their lincere eongratulatidn at an event 
which produced fuch advantageous 


alliance, and contributed to the domcftic 
hapipinefs of hii Majclly’s Royal Fa- 
mily. 

The Addrefs was then read, which, 
after thanking his Majefty for his 
m«'ft gracious communication, faithfully 
echoed the Meffage, and exprcITcd the 
fatisfa^tion and concurrence of the 
Houfe in the warmeft and moft af- 
fc6>ionare language. 

The queftion was then put, and the 
Addrefs was voted nem. dif. 

The Duke of Bedford intimated his 
intention to bring forward, on fume fu- 
ture day, a Motion fur ttie produ6tioii 
of papers relative to the late proceedings 
on board the Channel Fleet at Spiihead, 
unlefs Minifters deemed it expedien# 
fo to do of their own accord. 

Earl Spencer faid, that he had it not 
in command from his Mtijcfty to make 
any communication to the Houfe on the 
fubjetit ; nor did it appear to him as 
likely that he Ihould be ordered to do 
fo. 

Ear! Howe faid, that he had attended 
the Houfe lately fcveral limes, and 
waited with anxious impatience for an 
opportunity of vindicating himfelf from 
an unfounded charge that liad bren al- 
ledged againft him, which alfcdted his 
profeftional cred.t and charn6tcr : he 
felt that he could not regularly have 
originated the difeuliion htn fc!f, but 
was fqfar happy, that he was likely to 
have a regular opportunity of vindi- 
cating himfe'if ; at, the fame time it 
(truck, him (alluding to the aftair of the 
Mutiny) as a very improper fubjeft for 
difculFion, and, in the prefent circum- 
ftancts, rather likely to be produdiivc 
of mifehief, than of good elFedts. 

His Royal Highnefs the Duke of 
Clarence took the opportunity toexprefs 
his opinion, that the Noble AdmiraPs 
condudt had been perfedliy unexception- 
able, and that when rhe opportunity 
arrived, he would be able to vindicate 
himfelf in a manner confonant to the 
illuftrious chargidter he had always 
maintained. He alfo coincided with the 
Noble Admiral, in deprecating the dif- 
cuifion of the fubjer^, as likely to be 
productive of no poiiible good efteCt. 

Lord 
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Lord Grenville obferved to the fame 
cflFe£i. He deprecated the difeuflion of 
a fubjeft of (iich delicacy and import- 
ance, as of the mod injurious tendency, 
and, under the prefent circumftances, 
as had berrer never been mentioned. 

The Earl of Carb.fls faid, that al- 
lowing the prefent moment not to be a 
proper one for fticb a difculRon, it might 
be proper to inveftigate the affair, for 
the purpofe of determining where the 
faults lay, or how an affair of its alarm- 
ing tendency had originated, 

Earl Howe rofe andfaid, that by what 
had tranfpired, it was not likely that 
he Ihould have a fitter opportunity than 
the prefent moment, for dating to their 
Lordlhips the lhare he had iu the un- 
fortunate tranfa6tion before alluded to, 
which to the beft of his recolle6tion 
was this : During his refidence at Bath, 
f»bout three or tour months ago, the 
Noble Earl faid he receded feveral pe- 
titions, accompanied by anonymous let- 
ters, reprefenting the exidence of 
grievances on^boarci the fleet which he 
once had the honour to command 5 but, 
on account of their coming in lb quef- 
tionable a fliape, he did not tranfmit 
them to the Admiralty. He was in- 
duced, however, to communicate what 
had happened to an Officer on board 
the fleer, and reijiieded information as 
to the ex. donee of ihofe grievances. 
His friend affured him in reply, that if 
finy grievances did cxift, they were un- 
known to him. With this anfwcr his 
Lordfliip was fat’sfied, and concluded 
th.u the allegations in the petitions were 
without foundation. On his return to 
town, however, one of the Lords of liie 
Admiralty called at his houle on the 
fubjc(^:t of the petitions, and the fequel 
WHS well knv>wn 10 their Lordlhips and 
the Coant ry, by pibdic rumour? 

After a few explanatory words, the 
converiation dri.f?ped. Adjourned. 

THURSDAY, MAY 4. 
ADVANCES TO THE EMPLROR AND 
IRFLAND. 

The Order of the D^v, for the ron- 
lideration of his Majefly’s Meffage to 
the Houfe, delivered on Tuefday, re- 
fpcfting a pecuniary Loan to the Em- 
peror, and alfo a Loan to the Govern-* 
ment of Ireland, having bt^en moved, 

Lord Grenville then rofe to move an 
Addrtfs to his Majefly on the (tccafion, 
which he prefaced with a very few ob- 
fcrvations, as he was*confident that but 
one opinion could prevail among their 
Lordfliips on the fubjeft of hUMajcfty*s 
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communication. The Situation of Ire- 
land was obvioufly fuch as to render 
the propofed pecuniary affiftance nc- 
ceffary : to this he deemed it impolfible 
to offer an objeftion. With refpe€t to 
the proje£^ed Loan to our illuftrious 
Ally, his Imperial Majcfty, it was 
deemed expedient, under the prefent 
circumflances of the War, to enable this 
Country to accommodate that Prince 
with a Loan, to the amount mentioned 
in his Majefty's gracious Mtffage, Ihouid 
the fituation of affairs require it, as the 
beft means of effecting a general and 
fecure Peace. Hi-, Lordlhip then read 
the Addrefs, which, after thanking his 
Majeftyfor his gracious communication, 
as ufual, faithfully echoed thd Meffage. 
The Addrefs being read from the Wool- 
fack, the queftion was put, and it was 
voted nenu dtf. 

The Addrefs was then ordered to be 
prefented to his Majefty in the ufual 
form, and an adjournment took place. 

FRIDAY, MAY 5. 

The various Bills on the Table were 
forwarded in their refpeftive ftages, 
and fome private bufinefs difpofed of, 
after which an adjournment took place. 

MONDAY, MAY 8. 

The Loan Bill was bi ought up from 
the Commons, and read a firft time. 

Various Bills were forwarded in their 
refpcbtive ftages, after whicn the Houfe 
adjourned. 

, TUESDAY, MAY 9. 

On the Queftion for the fecond read- 
ing of the Loan Bill, 

I'he Earl of Suffolk took the oppor- 
tunity to obferve upon the magnitude of 
the fum that was intended to be fent to 
Jreiapcl, and thought that the meal'ure 
required explanation. 

Lord Grenville replied, that the fitu- 
atioii of Ireland was obvKmfly fuch, as 
to leave no doubt t>f the propriety of 
raifing a fum of money for its defence, 
in tills country ; amt chat its difpofal was 
to be under the diredtion of the Pariia- 
meni of Ireland, 

The Earl of Suffolk obferved, that if 
he uiiagined it were to be applied to the 
external defence of Ireland, no perfon 
could be Icfs inclined to oppofe it, as he 
well knew the importance of Ireland 
this Country ; it was us right band^ 
which, if lopt off, the effedls might he 
fatal ; but if it was for the fupport of 
a fyftem of coercion in that Country, 
he deprecated the confequences. 

Lord Moira adverted to the; Motion 
he had not long fince made refpedting 

H h h 2 , ^ the 
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the Affairs of Ireland., and afferted, that 
had his advice then been taken, the 
various unfortunate circumflances that 
had iince happened in that Country 
would not have taken place. It was 
not yet too late for the Houfe to inter- 
fere, and to prevent Miniilers from 
carrying their nugatory fcheme of co- 
ercion into } they might addrefs 

the Sovereign, and by his paternal in- 
tervention, hii Kingdom of Ireland 
might yet be faved. He did hot allude 
to a reparation of the two countties, 
but feared that Ireland would be 
plunged into fuch a fituation, as to be 
not only not a fupport to Britain, but to 
become dangerous to her. 

Lord Grenville obferved, that at pre- 
fent there was no queflion before the 
Houfe. With refpe^f to what the 
Koble l^arl (Moira) had alluded to, 
and the Motion he propofed, he mud 
fay, that its adoption would be a vio- 
lation of public raith, and of the foiemn 
contra^ made with Ireland, which was 
guaranteed by. the Parliament of this 
Country, of veiling in the Parliament 
of Irelan 4 the abfolute and exclulive 
legidacion with refpe^t to Iriflj con- 
cerns. 

The Earl of Moira faid a few words 
to the fame tendency as what he had 
before advanced ; and he cenfured the 
di(lin6tions made by Miniders as eva* 
lions. ^ 

The Bill was then read a fecondtime, 
and ordered to be committed. 

The Duke of Bedford dated, that 
fcvcral Gentlemen of the Surgical Pro- 
fellion confidered them ft Ives as ag- 
grieved by fome of the provifions of the 
Surgeon’s Bill, and rtquedtd to be 
permitted to be heard by Counfrl againd 
it.' Hi 8 Grace iheretore moved, “ That 
the third reading of the Bill be deferred 
until the 19th indant,” which was or- 
dered accordingly. 

Mr. Pybus prefented a Bill from the 
Houfe of Commons, to enable his Ma- 
jefty to carry into effeft the Order of 
Council of t.hc 3d of May, refpe^iing a 
certain increafe of pay and allowances 
to the Seamen, &c. which was read a 
firft time. 

Lord Grenville moved the immediate 
fecond reading of the Bill. 

The Earl of Suffolk having expatiated 
on the great importance of the meafure, 
wifhed to know of Miniders, why they 
had not brought it forward earlier ? 

Lord Strange (Duke of Atliol, in 
Scotland) role, and with fomc warmth 


deprecated all difcuffion of this meafure, 
which, amongft other evils, might afford 
the opportunity of mifreprefentation, 
and might be attended with ferious con-, 
fcquences. 

Lord Grenville dated his firm con- 
vi6tion, that ail difculTion of the prefent 
fubjciSt w as highly improper ; and better 
rcafons could not be alligned by him 
againd it chan thofe given by the Noble 
Earl (Strange). 

The Duke of Bedford faid, he had 
no wilh to provoke ditcufilon ; but his 
duty led him to deprecate the condud); 
of Miniders, in thus delaying to come 
to Parliament. What padVd chat night 
could not be cenfured as difcullion ; it 
only afforded Miniders an opportunity 
to vindicate themfelves, and to dale 
their reafons fur delaying the meafure. 

The Earl of Moira obferved, that an 
explanation oni.the part of Miniders was 
neceffary to fatisfy the Country, as well 
as Parliament, refpedling the caufes of 
their delay in brmgingf forward the 
Bill ; and that a fatisfadlory explanation 
might prevent the evil from Iprcading 
farther. The Seamen would then fee 
that they were not negledted. The 
quedion propofed by the Noble Earl, 
he thought, embraced no difcuflion. 

The Lord Chancellor quitted the 
Woolfack, and obferved, that he would 
appeal to the underdan/ang of all pre- 
fent, if the prefent moment was to be 
lod in unavailing difpuce. Let thcnf\ 
confider what might be the prefent 
condition of the Fleet.— Tranquillity 
was ibe objeA of all.— There was no 
objection to the pulfing of the Bill.— 
Then why clog its progrefs by inquiries, 
for which thcie would be time enough 
, hereafter ? 

Thediill was then read a fccond time, 
the commitment of it negatived, and 
then read a third time; and pa (Ted. 

The Houfe then waited for fome time 
for the arrival of the CommiHion to 
authop^e certain Peers to give his Ma- 
jedy’s 4 (Tent to the Seamen’s Increafed 
Pr.v Dill, and to other liiiU. On the 
Coinmilii .n being brought down, the 
Houfe ot Commons were fent for, and 
hi5 Majefty's Royal AITent was given 
to the Bill for Increafing the Pay and 
certain Allowances to the Seamen, and 
to eight private Bills. 

The Houfe then adjourned. 

WEDNESDAY, I^IAY I0« 

The various Bills upon the Table 
were forwarded in their rcfpe£fiveftages, 
Six private Bills were brought up from 

the 
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the Houfe of Commons and read a hrd 
time, after which the Houfe adjourned, 
THURSDAY, MAY II. 

The Royal AfTenc was given by Com- 
milfion to the Bill enabling his Majefty 
to raife the fum of 14,500,000!. by the 
way of Annuities, and to eight other 
Bills.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, that of the three points which his 
Majefty’s MeflTage recommended to the 
conlideration of the IJoufe, namely, the 
.Loan for the fervicc of Ireland, that for 
the fervicc of the Emperor, and the 
other Extraordinary Expences for the 
Public Service which might be ren- 
dered neceflfary by the exigency of af- 
fairs, he Ihould only trouble the Com- 
mittee upon the two firft and, with 
refpe^f to the Loan for Ireland, there 
was, he believed, fo little difference of 
pplnioni that, though (hould make a 
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mind, he was inclined to poftpone the 
Motion he had intended to brii^ for* 
ward to-morrow, relative to the Report 
of the Secret Committee of that Houfe# 
At the fame time he would wi(h to have 
the Order remain for fununoning the 
Houfe for to-morrow, as he believed# 
that unlefs fome intelligence to quiet 
the public mind arrived before that 
period, he (hould bring forward a 
Motion relative to the prefent ftate of 
the Marine of this Country, Adjourned.

motion upon it, he would not follow it 
with any obfervatioiis. On the fubjeft 
of the Loan rp the Emperor, he was not 
fanguine enough to expeft the fame 
unanimity, though the general pro- 
priety and prudence of retaining the 
afiiftance of the Empeiror, as long as the 
war (hottld continue, was almoft uni- 
vcrfally admitted. It would, however# 
not be neceffary for him to do more than 
remind the Houfe of the chief points 
difculTed in the laft debate upon this 
fubjedt. In that di(cu(fion, the benefit 
of fuch a divei'fion as the arms of the 
Emperor produced was generally ac^ 
knowlcdged : in point of economy it 
was alfo agreed, that no expenditure of 
equal amount at home could produce 
the fame effc£l: 3 and it was almoft as 
generafly admitted, that the refult of the 
uiverfion effected by the Emperor was 
highly beneficial, if conlidered only with 
a view to our domeftic credit. The 
only difference between the period of 
the laft difeuflion and the prefent pe- 
riod was produced by the circumftances 
which had occurred at the Bank by the 
Vourfe of the Exchange, and by the 
advantage which the Houfe had in pof- 
fefting the Report of their Committee 
of Secrecy upon the Public Finances. 
That Report, Mr. Pitt contended, 
(hewed the difficulties with refpe6t to 
caih to have been occaiioned by the 
concurrence of many caufes at home, 
and nftt* either immediarely or exclu- 
fivcly by foreign remittances. During 
t^e continuance of the late drains from 
abroad, fo much were they counteracted 
by the fhJhrifhing ftate of our com- 
merce, that the courfe of the Exchange 
had nfen# Mr. Pitt concluded by 
dating, that of the three millions and 
a half which he (hould pr^ofe to grant 
by way of Loan to the Emperor,, the 
fum of i>6aO|OO0l» had been already 

remitted ^ 
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reniitted ; fo that the Rclolution which 
he had now to move was for the further 
full) of lySSoyOooh 

Mr. Fox ooferved, that however the 
Hon. Gentleman might rejoice in hold- 
ing out the Imperial Loans not to have 
been the exclufivc caufes of the prefent 
difHculiies, which no man Tuppofed* it 
was well known that they were material 
caulcs of thoft difficulties. The gr at 
importation of corn might have been 
another caufe, and it was time that this 
did not now cxift $ but in the courfe of 
the pvefent year the payment for neutral 
cargoes might be a drain equivalent to 
that. The real difference, however, 
between the prefent period and that in 
which the laft Loan was granted, con- 
fined in the interior circumftancts of 
the country. It was unneceflary for 
him to ftatc the alarming fa6ls which 
conffirured that dirfe fence. There was 
now alfo a drain for Ireland. The 
Hon. Gentleman had referred to his 
triumphant arguments in a former dif- 
ciiflion ; ano certainly they did procure 
him all that triumph, which, in the 
circumftances of the country, the ma- 
jority of the Houfe could beftow ; yet 
he was furpnltd to find that triumph, 
and the Lnie ari^uments, referred to 
upon the prefent occafion. 

Mr. Fex, alter feverely condemning 
the Gonduft of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, in drain-ng ihc Country 
of fpecie and impoverilliing ah ranks 
of people, in grarirmg Loan a^ter Loan 
to the Emperor, (aid, he did not know 
that he fliould object to the Lorn pro- 
pofed for Ireland ; not that he thought 
the fum inconfiderable ^ but when 
mcafures were taken for bringing that 
country into the fiine fituation as Ame- 
rica ; when there was apparently a vain’ 
intention, he had almoft laid he hoped 
it would be vain, to fubjeft it by ar- 
mies ; when that iflruid was in a ftate 
iiimolt as bad as rebellion ; in this htu- 
ation, however much he might teel for 
aiiifiing Ireland, he did not know 
whether he could entirely approve the 
Loan. He concluded by faying, that, 
2s the Houfe might in a few days know 
on what grounds they were to vote the 
Loan for the Emperor, he would move, 
Thht the Chairman now report pro- 
grefs, and afic leave to fit again.” 

After a debate of confiderable length, 
in which Mr. Grey, Sir W. Pulieney, 
Mr. Sheridan, Mr. Wilbcrforce, and 
Gen. Tarletdn, fcvcrally took part, the 


Houfe became clamorous foradivifion, 
which accordingly took place on Mr. 
Fox’s Motion. The numbers were,

Mr. Hobart brought up the Report 
of the Committee for a Loan of 
13,000,000!, for the fervice of the cur- 
rent year. Read a firft and fccond 
time, and agreed to. 

Mr. Mairiwanng brougiit in a Bill 
for preventing forefialling, regraring, 
and engroifing live cattle. Read a firft 
time, and ordered to be read a fccond. 

The Foreign Shipping Bill went 
through a Commitree. Ordered to be 
reported. 

Mj-. Ryder moved, That the Houfe 
do refoive itfelf into a Cumndtree of 
the whole Houfe, on Fnd ly fc'nmght, 
to fake into conlideration the Treaty 
with America.

HOYAL MARRIAGE. 

Mr. Pitt delivered a Meifage from 
his Majefty, of which the following is 
the fubttance : 

“ His Majefty having agreed to the 
marr age of the PrinceF Royal with 
the Hereditary Prince of Wirtemberg, 
has thought fit to communicate intel- 
Jiirencc of it to the Houfe of Commons, 

His Majefty is fuily fatisfied, that the 
marriage of her Royal Highnefs with a 
Proceftant Prince, fo confiderable in 
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wnk and ftaiion,who is conned^ed with 
the Royal Family by common defcent 
from the Princcfs Sophia of Hanover, 
could not fail of being highly, accept- 
able to ail his fubjefts j and the many 
proofs of alfedtion and attachment which 
he has received from this Houfc, alford 
him no room to doubt, tha: the Houle 
will enable him to give fuch a portion, 
as may be fuitable to the dignity of the 
cJdcft daughter oF the Crown/' 

Mr. Pitt then moved, “ That an 
himil)le AddreCs be pri.'fcnted to his 
Majefty on the above Meflage j*' which 
pafTcd nem^ eon. 

Mr. Fex afkcd the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, v.hether it was not his in- 
tention, in confequencL* of intelligence 
received in town of the Emperor having 
figned ^he preliminaries of a feparatc 
Pedce, to abandon the Loan > For his 
own part, he did mx tliitfk it pollible 
for the Houfc to proceed in it. 

Mr. Pitt declared, that he had no 
more information on the fubjefit al- 
luded to than any other Gentleman. 
The only intelligence he had was in the 
1 French Paptn, and that medium was 
nor fufEcient -authoriry to fnduce the 
Houfc to alter the line of condud^ they 
were to purf'ie. 

Mr. Shcruian aiked tlie Minider, 
whether the Houfe were to underftand 
'hat no more money was to be fent to 
the Emperor, till we were alTared that 
he bad not made a feparate Peace ? 

Mr. Put laid, he purpofed going on 
with the Loan Bill to-morrow, and 
wifhed to decline all dilculfions at 
prt fent. 

Mr. Jekyll moved for an account of 
all advances now ouiflanding made to 
the Emperor, above the lum of 
2fc6oo,ooo!. Agreed to. • 

The Report of the Committee cn the 
Cultivation of Wall* L mds was hrosiglu 
up ; and, after a Ihort converfation, the 
Bill was oidered to be rc-conimicted for 
Friday next. 

Sir John Sinclair faid, it was with the 
utmoft aftoniOiment he faw the manner 
in which this Bill had been received*. 
He had expedltd, rhat every Gentleman 
who valued the proiperity of the Coun- 
try, would have been anxious to give it 
every fupport. He hoped that Gentle- 
men would look into the Report} and 
he was fare, if they did not agree with 
the meafure now propofed, they wcuid 
ftjs the ncccfiity of propofing fome other 
i'n’ks room. 
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The other Orders of the Day beiof 
difpofed of, the Houfe adjouri^d.. 

THURSDAV, MAV 4. 

The Ballot for a Committee to tryt 
the merits of the Malmcfbury Election 
being appointed for this day, and there 
being only 95 Members prefent at four 
o'clock, the H mle adjourned. 

PiClDAV, MAY 5. 

The Report of the Committee of 
Ways and Means on the Irifli Loan was 
brought up. The Refoiutions were 
read and agreed to. 

On the reading of the Order for the 
Commitment of the Loan Bill, 

The Chancellor of tlie Exchequer 
informed the Houfe, that it was his in- 
tention to bring in a leparate Bill for 
the advances already made to the Em- 
peror ; and that ■ he fhould not,, at 
prefen^t, bring in a Bill for further ad^ 
vaiicea. The Houfe then went through 
the Committee, and ordered the Report 
to be received to-raorrow. 

The Houfe having refolved itfelf into 
a Committee of Supply, 

Mr. Piit moved, that the fum of 
8o,oool, be granted to his Majefty as a 
marri ige portion to the Princefs Royal j 
which was agreed to. 

Sir Jolin Sinclair, in a Committee ois 
the Cultivation of Walle Lands, moved, 
That the Chairman be directed to 
move for leave to bring in a Bill for in- 
clofing^ dividing, and allotting waftc 
lands, common helds, &c. in England, 
where the parties were unanimous, and 
alfo for removing any legal difabiliiies. 
The fecoiid propofuion was for enabling 
perfons intitled 10 any wafte lands to 
divide, allot, enclofc, and hold the fame 
in feveralty, where the parties arc hoc 
•unanimous. 

The Rrport was ordered to be re- 
ceived. 

The Solicitor General fignified hit 
intention to oppofe the fecond propo^ 
fuion when it came before the Houfe* 
Adjourned. 

SATURDAY, MAY 6. 

A ^’eicition againft Walkington In* 
clofurc Bill was prefented. 

Mr. Role brought up the Report of 
the Committee of Supply ; and the 
Refolution for granting So.oool, as the 
Marriage Portion of the Princcfs Lloyal, 
was agreed to 

Mr. Rofc aifo brought up the Report 
of the Loan Bill, the Amendments of 
which were agreed to. 

Mr. M*Dowal moved the fccond 
lead* 
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retcliiig of the Scotch Small Notes Bilh 
^hich was read accordingly^ and the 
Bill ordered to be committed on Mon- 
iay.— •Adjourned. 

MONDAY, May 8. 

The Addition Stamp Duty, and At* 
tornies* Regulating Bills, were brought 
in and read a firft timek 

The Cambrick and French Lawns 
Bill was read a firll time. 

Mr. Tierney prefented feveral pe*- 
titions, figned by upwards of 3000 fhip- 
buildres, caulkers, maft-makers,rawyers, 
and artiheers employed on the Thames, 
in confequence of a Bill now depending 
in Parliament, whofe operation they 
conceive to be injurious to themfelves 
and families. The Bill alluded to con- 
tained a claufe For rcgiftcring Ships 
built in the Settlements in polTeiion of 
the Eaft India Company,** which the 
Petitioners confidered as a virtual re* 
peal of the Navigation A€t, 

The petitions were brought up, read, 
and laid upon the Table. * 

Mr. Pitt moved the Order of the Day 
for the Houfe to refolve itftif into a 
Committee, to take into cemfideration 
the Eftimates prefented to the Houfe 
by his Mujefty’s command, for enabling 
him to increafe the pay and allowance 
to Seamen, &c. in conformity 10 an Or- 
der of Council on the 3d of May, 1797. 
The Houfe having refolvcd itfelf in the 
faid Committee, , 

Mr. Pitt rofe, apoarcntly much agi- 
tated and embarrafled. He began by 
dating, that when any propofition was 
brought forward for an increafe of the 
public expenditure, it might naturally 
De expected that he fhould enter upon 
a detailed datemeut of the caufc that led 
to that augmentation of pay and allow# 
ance in any of the fcrvices. On the 
prefent eccafion, however, he declared, 
that he did not And hirafelf at liberty to 
enter into a detail of the tranfa€lion$.--- 
Obferving how much this fubje£l occu- 
ied the attention of the Houfe, he felt 
imfelf obliged to fay, that he muftcrud 
to their judgment in concurring to the 
Motion, in preference to their entering 
into a long difcuffion. He was, befides, 
unable to enter into a datement of Che 
events that had more recently happen- 
ed, and if he could, he diould feel a re- 
lu^ance in doing it ; for whatever the 
extent of thofe embarralfments might 
be, they were wholly, or in a great de- 
gree, to be aferibed to mifreprefenta- 
cions. The utmod caution ought to be 
employed to avoid even the poffibility of 


mirreprefentation. Nothing cnuld^ id 
his opinion, contribute fo eflt6iually td 
dlence difeontent, as the unanimous de- 
cihon of Parliament. He therefore felt 
it his dut^, on public grounds, to en- 
treat the judgment, and, if poldble, the 
filent judgment of the Houfe. He then 
moved that the fum of 536,000!. be 
granted to his Majedy, to enable him to 
defray the increafed pay and allowance 
to Seamen, Marines, &c. according to 
the didribution in the Order of Coun** 
cil, founded on the Report of the Com* 
midioners of the Admiralty, and alfo 
about 2 1,000 1. for increafed expenccs 
already incurred. 

The Refolutions were read by the 
Chairman ; and, on the quedion for 
their being read a fccond time, 

Mr. Fox rofe and faid he fhoiild cer* 
tainly agree to the Refolutions, but he 
ihouid betray bis duty to the country 
were he to give a filenf vote. He dif- 
fered from the Right Hon. Gentleman 
in his notions of coniidence. Every 
quedion relative to the public expendi- 
ture ought to be fully difcuCTed. The 
Minider had alluded to mifreprefenta- 
tion of dfebates, but, indead of difeuf- 
don, a profound filence had been ob- 
ferved, and a fufpicion of the finceruy 
of Minifters had ripened into revolt.— 
Why, he defired to know, had they fuf- 
fered a whole fortnight to eUpfe befory 
any application was made f(jr the inter- 
ference of Parliament ? The confe- 
quence of this criminal condudi', which 
argued a degree of guilt and incapacity 
unparalleled in the annals of the coun- 
try, would attach generally upon the 
Houfe, were the Refolutions to pafs 
without remondrance. 

It was the duty of the Houfe to in* 
quirt how far the Admiralty had ac- 
ceded to the wifhes of the Seamen, ahd 
how far the Seamen were fatisfied, and 
whether the remedy propofed was likely 
to be elFedtual in allaying the difeon- 
tents. The Houfe had a right to com- 
plete information, and if their privileges 
were not maintained, they were giving 
them up to men who had proved them* 
fclves unworthy of the conudenceof the 
country. 

Mr. Sheridan declared that the cir- 
cumdanccs of the cafe were fuch as to 
induce him to vote without information. 
The Minider had alluded to the new 
mutiny, and faid, “ Nothing can tend 
more towards the redoration of harmony 
than an unanimous vote.’* He wished 
to know why he did not bring forward 
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hh pfopolition on the publication of his 
Maje(ly*s pardon ? 

Mr. Pitt declared that the buHnefs 
vras not brought on in confequence of 
frefh difturbances f and contended that 
the previous notice was a fuiHcient proof 
of the intention of Government to ap* 
ply to Parliament for a confirmation of 
their promifes. 

Mr. Sheridan cgntended, that the 
iecond difcontents were wholly to be 
afcribed to the procraflination of Mi* 
niilers. 

The Refolutions were then agreed 
to. 

Mr. Pitt propored> on account of the 
urgency of the bufinefs^ that the report 
be now received. 

This motion was agreed to^ and the 
report received. Adjourned- 

TUfcSDAY, MAY 9. 

Mr. Whitbread faid, confequence 
of what happened yefierday, on a fub- 
jeft which arrefted the attention of every 
individual, he ^^onfidered it his duty to 
inquire of the Minifter, why he did not 
at an earlier period propofe the refolu- 
tion which he fubmitted to the Houfe 
yeftcrday, which was unanimoufly adopt- 
tdf and which, if prefented fooner, 
would probably have prevented the 
mofi dilallrous confequences f 

Mr. Pitt faid, no man could avoid la- 
^ menting that the carliell opportunity 
poilible was not taken; but the Hon. 
Gentleman was mifinformed, if he fup- 
pofed that no fieps had been taken. So 
early as the z6th of April, the fubje6i 
was referred to the Privy Council, to 
confider of the Memorial "of the Lords 
of the Admiralty, relative to the Sea- 
inen*s demands. The matter was after- 
wards fubmitted to the King in Council, , 
and, upon his approbation of it, «direc- 
tfions were given for the eftimate to be 
laid before the Htufe. Every .thing 
had been put into an official train ; but 
more fpeed would certainly have been 
employed, were it po&ble to forefee the 
cfFe6U of procraflination. On any fu- 
ture occafion he expreffed his readinefs 
to fubmir to an invcftigation of his coiv 
du£t to the decifion of the Houfe. At 
prefent, however, he felt it his firflduty 
to recommend that a bill, founded on 
the Refolutions which had already been 
adopted, fhould be immediately palTcd, 
as the befl mode of terminating this un- 
fortunate bufinefs. • 

Mr. Fox deiired to know whether 
fuch language as the Houfe had Juft 
now heard was to be endured, after an 
Vox.. XXXI. JvNS X797. 
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Inftance of fuch fatal and unfufferable 
negledt ? The efiedl of thefe mifebiev* 
ous delays might cafily have been ore- 
difted. He then took a review or the 
negotiation between the Delegates and 
the Commiffioners of the Admiralty^ 
and the fubfequent refolutions of Go- 
vernment to the Order of Council on 
the 3d inftant, on which /the eftimatet 
(delayed to fo late a period as Monday 
laft) were founded. In the whole of 
this proceeding there were fuch evident 
marks of confeious guilt, as, he trufted, 
would induce the Houfe to cenfure the 
conduct of Adminiftration. The Mi- 
nifter aftedted to lament the confe- 
quences that had arifen from his delay ; 
but could he ftate any individual adl of 
his Miniftry which had not aftbrded to 
his country a fubjedl of lamentation ?-^ 
More lives, it was now underftood, had 
been loft, and manv high in profelfional 
charadler, for whole fcrvices their coun- 
try were deeply indebted, were at this 
moment in a fituation of the utmoft pe- 
ril. Under fuch circumftances, it oe- 
came the bo unden duty of the Houfe to 
ftanip the conduct which had produced 
this effedl with fome mark of reproba- 
tion. 

Mr. Whitbread faid, in confequence 
of what had fallen from Mr. Fox, he 
Ihould proceed immediately to move a 
vote of cenfure. The thinnefs of the 
Houfe could be no objection, for it was 
certainly as full as when fums of money 
had been voted in the utmoft profufion* 
Mr. Sheridan began an eloquent and 
animated fpeecb, by reprobating the 
condiift of Minifters for delaying the 
confideration of the Seamen’s claims, to 
make way for the Imperial Loan, the 
, Princefs Royal’s Portion, &c. of lefs 
imp >nance to the true iiuerefts of the 
Country. UnU'fs the Miniftcr had beea 
completely befotted, it was impoffible 
for him not ti have apprehended new 
jealpufies and difcontents from his fcan- 
dalous procraftinatioii. The nature of 
the difcontents were unknown to the 
HoufI ; but if’ there were men among 
them tvtio wilhed to facrifice the Con- 
ftitution, they were the bafeft traitors 
cgi earth, and he could not perfuade 
himfelf the Britifti Sailors, who 
ought to be adluated by nobler fenti- 
ments, would of their own accord be 
found cavilling for an incrcafe of pay, 
when the deareftintcrefts of their coun- 
try were involved. Some encroach* 
ments he was inclined to think had been 
made on thsir rights^ or attempts to 
I i i abridge 
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abri(1ire their comforts. Whatever the 
cnhfrquenccs mijr bf, he declared that 
they were wholly imputable lo rhe mtf* 
conduct of AJminirfration. He con- 
cluded bv propofint? a Commirteeto meet 
the other Honfe now, with a view to a 
joint Committee, empowered to fend for 
ptrfons, papers, and records, and like- 
wife to be at liberty to adjourn from 
time to time, and from place to place. 

Mr. Pitt faid, the queftion he wifhed 
to bring before the Houfe was of infi- 
nitely more importance than the propo- 
fition of the Hon. Member; a propofi- 
tion calculated to produce a total change 
in the difcipline of the Navy, and to fub- 
vert the fundamental principles of the 
Conftitiition ; hecaufe its obvious ten- 
dency was to fuperfcdc the fundions, 
not only of the Exccurivc Government, 
but alfo thofe of the Lcgifi-i’^ure of the 
country. He concluded by moving, 
that a meflage be fent to the Lords, de- 
firing them to continue their fittings for 
fome time. « 

Mr. Sheridan flill perfified in his Mo- 
tion for the appointment of a joint Com- 
mittee to inquire into the caufes that 
had produced the extraordinary infub- 
ordmation in the fleet. 

The Speaker put Mr. Pitt’s Motion, 
and a Mclfage was lent accordingly to 
the other Houfe, 

The RefC'lutirn of the Committee of 
Supply, for granting the fum of fix mil- 
lions five hundred and feventy-fwo thou- 
fend pounds to H^s Majcfty, for the in- 
creafed pay and allowance of the Sea- 
men, &c. was read, and a hill ordered 
in purfuance of that Refolution. 

Mr. Whitoread pofiponed his motion, 
on account of the fiiortnefi of the notice. 

Mr. Pitt then brought up the Bill' 
founded on the above Refolution. Jt 
Contained a provifion not before men- 
tioned, bccaufe an eflirnate of the ex- 
pence could not be made, namely, for 
the continuance of pay to Seamen, &c. 
who were wounded, 'until their wounds 
were healed, THe BilJ was read the 
firft and fecond time, commii^d, cn- 
groffed, read a thiid time, paffed^ and, 
after an adjournment of feveral hours, 
received the Royal AflTcnt by Commifi- 
fton, which gives it the efficacy of Law. 
—^Adjourned.

' Mr. Whitbread rofe to make his pro- 
mifed Motion for acenfure on Minifters 
for delaying to bring the Admiralty Re- 
ports on the late Mutiny at Portfmouth 
before the Houfe, He took a view of 


all the tranfaftions that have tranrpfrcdl 
on the unfortunate bnfinefs, from the 
fijft rvmprams of difcontent to the lat^ 
explofion, and contended, that, accord- 
ing to the negotiation v ith the Admi- 
ralty, it was exprcfsly ibpulatcd on the 
part of the Seamen, that the promife of 
the Lords of the Admiralty and tl>c pio- 
clamation Ihnuld be ratified by Parlia- 
ment with the utmoft celerity and dif- 
piitch. This was lhamefully delayed to 
Monday laft, and to the criminal delay 
were to be afinbed the late clifeontents. 
He fliould thvefore move, that ** the 
Right Hon. William Pitt, having fo long 
delayed the eflimarea of the Seamen’s 
incrcafed pay and allowance, is guilty 
of a grofs ncgleft of duty, and deferves 
the cenftire of this Houfe,*’ 

Mr. Pitt rofe, and proceeded to dif- 
cufs the Queftion as applicable to delay, 
and having eastered upon a hiftory of 
the whole tranfa£lion, contended that 
there was nnqueftionable evidence of 
the intention of Minifteiw to bring for- 
ward the bufintfs on Munday, (founer 
it could not poffibly have been done), 
for the completion of the engagement 
with the Seamen. Of the fmeerity of 
Minifters the proofs were numerous 
and irrefragable, and denied that any 
imputation of guilt or criminality at- 
tached upon them. He cmcluded by 
ftating, that whatever cenfure might be 
due to him, that the country would not 
be longer deprived of the exertions of 
the fleet. 

Mr. Wlikbread, in confequence of 
what had fallen from the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, wifnecl to amend his 
Motion, by leaving out “ The Hon. W. 
Pitt, and inferting “ His Majefty’g Mi- 
niflers.” 

Mr< R«ife, jun. urged the propriety 
of poftponing the queftion. Trtc aci* 
cufation of the Minider, be contended, 
was the efFt‘6t of party animofiry, rather 
than a lincere wi(h to promote the in- 
ter efts of the country. 

• Mr. Fox went through the various 
ftages of the bufinefs, and concluded by 
obferving, th t the Houfe could not 
give a better carneft to the public for 
preventing a recurrence of the error or 
crime, than to mark it by their cenfure, 

Mr, Whitbread made a general reply, 
and declared his intention to perfift in 
his Motion. 

A divifion th^en took place, when 
there appeared fbr the Motion, 63 ; 
agaiilft u, 237. Adjourned.

rilE LATE MUriHY IN THE FLEET. 


TN onr laft (page 337)* we had the fa- 
'*■ tisl'a^Lion of ann.uncin^ the conclufion, 
as wc then lupuoled, oT the moft dil- 
gi aceful circumliance which ever befell 
this Nation. We now, with farrow, re- 
funu* the fubje^l : 

The concefllons of Parliament, and 
the moderation of Loid Howe, aj>peared 
to have fettled every thing in di'pute, 
and order was expected to enfue. In 
this, however, we were difappointed : 
the fallors at Portimouth foon after came 
on fuore and committed every kind of 
excefs, and four of them were iecured in 
cuftody for a rape androbbeiy. Some 
attempts were* made to refeue them, 
but without efle 61 . » 

On May aid, the Fleet at Shcernefs 
began to fhew figns of ferment, and 
fliortly the Mutint^irs took pofieflion of 
the fliips then theie. 

At leven o’clock on Situiday evening, 
Earl Spencer, Adniiuil Vou.ig, Lcid 
Arden, and Mr. MarldenJ let olT fi\)iii 
the Admiralty for Sheernefs, and at 
twelve o’ch'ck the fame night an Ad- 
miralty Melibnger followed, with his 
Majefty's Pioclamation, offering his mofl 
gracious jvndon to fueh men us, having 
been fedneed from their duty, flicuL! re- 
turn to it. 

In order to concentrate the feene of 
their opcraiions, aud U) render their plans 
moie etfeciiial, the mutinous leamen com- 
pelled all llie iliips which lay near Sheer- 
nefs to diop down to the Gnat Nvue, 
amongil which was the St. Fivnenzo, 
which had Inen fitted up to carry t’lic 
Princefs ot Vv’irtemherg to (Slermany. 
No man could leave his Ihip without a 


kind of palTport, figned by fome of tht 
Delegates, which vfras called a L^bntj 
and if any fcaman was foun^ 
without iuch an order, he was kept 9. 
cloiepriibner till he could fliew by what 
means he had obtained leave of ablence. 

Theie Delegates came regularly every 
day to Sheernefs, where they held their 
conferences. They then paraded the 
Itreets and ramparts of the garrifon with 
a degree of triumphant inlblence, which 
had been extremely aggravated by the 
arrival of a regiment of Militia from 
Canteibury j againlt whom they held up 
in Icorn the bloody flag of defiance. At 
the head of thefe men marched that per- 
lon v/ho was confidered as Admiral of 
their Fleet. The Captain of the Forc- 
calfie was the efficient, though not the 
• ncminal Cemmander of every Ihip. It 
is a molt lamentable that no Officejr 
li.ul any command or authority whatever, 

On Satuiduy fourteen Delegates came 
up the rivci, to induce the Cicws of his 
Mj’tliv's fliips l)lnj ill the Long Reach 
to di<;p dow!i to the Nore. As foon as 
it was underffi-^cd who thole perfons 
w.u, they were fired upon from a fert 
below I'i'bury, At Gravelend they 
Were tpken into cultody by the loyil in- 
hr.hitanfs of that town j but havi)ig been 
f on uiiei fei at libeity, they prevailed 
on the Itumen of ilu" Liuicartcr, of 64 
guns, which lay at Long Reach, to join 
them. 

On Monday, an Admliaqliy Board being 
forimd at Comnuirir)uer ilan will’s houle, 
the Delegates were lint lor and intro- 
duced to Lords Spencer, Ai den, ^:c. 
One of the leamen, called Parker *, the 
principal 


♦ Parker, who has renderfd hlmfclf fo confpicuoiis among the mutineers of the fleet, Is 
faid to be d.fcendcd fiom a refpedtaSie fmiily m Ex ter, Devon. He obuio-.d a tfcod

He was put on bcaid the tender then in Leith Roads, commnrdtd by 
Capt. Watfon, who carried him, witli manyothera, to tht* Noie On the paflfage, Captain 
Waifon diftmguilhed Parker, both by bis aaiviiy and polite addrefs. That he is the fame 
Bcifon who is now known in tine mutinous fleet by the appellation of Admral Farker, th£rc 
^ 1 j i 2 vemains 
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principal DelegatCt was the fpokerman 
lor his colleagues, who amounted to 
about a dozen. They ftood behind 
Parker, forming a fort of half circle, and 
the Lercis of the Admiralty feemed feveral 
times defirous c f inviting them to fpcak, 
but none of them >vould take a part in 
the difcuflion except Parker, who, being 
the chief of the Delegates, is called the 
Port Admiral. 

Lord Spencer addrelTed himfelf to the 
Delegates. He told them they (hould 
have every indulgence that had been 
granted to the feamen at Portfmouth, and 
with which they had been contented ; 
and his Lordftiip exprefled a hope, that 
the feamen at Sheernefs would be alfo 
iatisfied with thofe indulgences. The 
ieamen faid, they had other grounds of 
complaint. They prefented a lift of 
them, amounting to eight articles, the 
firft and principal of which was, the 
tmequal DIftribution of Prize Money. 
The Lords Commiftioners told the De- 
legates they could grant nothing of^ 
themftlves, but they would lay their ^ 
demands before thofe who muft finally 
decide upon them. 

In the couiTe of the difeourfe. Lord 
Spencer alked them, rather peevilhly, 
“ What do you wri’^t ?” To this Par- 
ker anfwered, You are a man of fenfe, 
and you know what is due to us ^ you 
know what we want.” The audacious 
infojence of Parker was imcleiable. 
When Lord Spencer hinted, he muft refer 
their demands to Minifters in I.oridon, 
Pai'ker faid, Aye, go and confult the 
ringleaders of your gang j” and as the 
Delegates were retiring, Parker, in an- 
fwer to forne very juft admonitions from 
Lord Spencer, faid, You may all 
be ■ -■ 

On Tuefday afternoon, the Lords of 
the Admiralty returned to towp, without 
having accomplilhed the object of their 
journey. The Mutineers grew bolder : 
in addition to mutiny, they committed 
a 61 s of plunder and piracy. The 


Grampus ftore-ihip, equipped lot the 
Weft Indies, with a fupply of Naval ind, 
Ordnance Stores for the Fleet there, was 
ftopped by tlie Delegates^the ftores were 
taken out of her, and diftributed amoneft 
the (hips under the command of the 
Delegates. The Scrapis ftore*(hip, from 
the Weft Indies, was likewife ftopped. 

On Thurfday evening the Delegatee 
(ent on Ihore to the Admiral a decla- 
ration, ftating their intention of blocking 
up the River Thames. They gave as 
the reafon for this, their having heard 
that the Dutch Fleet was on the point of 
failing ; and as ‘they were determined to 
have their grievances, as they call them, 
fettled, they would bring things to an 
extremity at once. This was confidered 
as a threat which they would fcarcely 
venture to execute ; but yefterday, about 
half paft twelve, the Standard, Infpefior, 
Brilliant, and Swan, got under weigh, 
and moored at equal diftances acrofs the 
mouth of the Thames. Soon after, 
feveral velTcls ftanding down the River 
were obliged to come to an anchor near 
the (hips of the Mutineers. The Mon- 
mouth at the fame time moved her birth. 

The Prefid^t of the Delegates now 
held his office only for a day, A fiefti 
Prefident was cholen every day. 

The following is a lift of the (hips at 
the Nore, and in the Mouth or the 
Thames. Three or four of the number, 
however, were well dil'pofed, but thele 
were kept in the middle of the fleet, and 
were obliged to conibrm to the orders 
of the Delegates.

remains no doubt ; for Capt Watfon, of the Leith tender, who arrived in Leith Roads a 
few days ago, fays, that before he falldd 'from the h|,orc, he was ordered by the crew of *^he 
Sandwich to come on board, which he did, and was then introduced, and interrogated by 
Parkei, whom he knew Ut firft fight. Parkc^ alfo recollcfted him, and from this circum - 
fiance he experienced great favour. — Parker ordered every man on board to treat Captain 
Watfon well, faying he was the feamens’ friend, and had treated him well ; and that if any 
man ufed him othcrwi(c, he ftiould inftantly be — [Here he pointed to the rope at the yard armf\ 
Captain Watfon took an opportunity of hinting to Parker the impropriety of his conduct, and 
tht confequences that might follow \ it feemed to throw a momentar^r damp on his fpirits 3 
tut he exprefled a wifli to wave the fubje^, and Captain Watfon left him, having obtained 
l^mifiTion to proceed 00 hia voyage, 

Thf 
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The Stn Fic^enfO, which had ljun for 
fonae days in 4 ftate of captivity under 
the ftern of the Sandwich, mu^h to the 
honour of her gallant officers and her 
loyal crew, made a furprifinc efcape, 
equally remarkable for the boTdnefs of 
the attempt, as well as for the manage- 
ment and Ikill with which it was exe- 
cuted. It appears, that the moment 
when the feveral Ihips were to pipe all 
hands to dinner, was the time fixed upon 
for carrying this plan into effeftj when 
it was naturally fqppofed that the hoftile 
fhips muft have been in a ftate of the 
leaft preparation to prev^t its com- 

f detion. The Boatlwain’s whiftle, there- 
ore, was the fignal on this occafion ; the 
cables of the San Fiorenzo were inftamly 
cut, and ftie got under weigh without 
lofs of time. This efcape was favoured 
by the arrival of the Montague, which 
came up at that moment, and by the 
fudden agitation which the fvent caufed 
in the Fleet, the mutinous crews were by 
this, and the circumftance already men- 
tioned, retarded their endeavours to 
bring back the St. Fiorenzo by force. 
Notwithftanding all this, (lie was fired 
at by feveral of the ftiips, and^s Ihe was 
perceived to have fuftained confiderable 
damage in her rigging and her main fore 
chains, it was teared that fome lives 
might have been loft. She proceeded 
immediately to Harwich, where ftie ex- 
fefted to meet the other frigates which 
were to convoy the Prince and Princefs 
of Wirtemberg to Germany. 

On May 31, part of Admiral Duncan’s 
ficet, viz. the Iris, Agamemnon, Ardent, 
and Leopard, dclerted him and came to 
Yarmouth, and foon afterwards joined the 
Mutineers. 

Meafures now became neceffary to be 
taken, on behalf of Governme»u On 
June his Majefty communicated to 
Parliament the diferders which had taken 
place in the flee|, and recommended fome 
more effectual provifiontor the prevention 
and puniftxmcnt of all traiterous attempts 
to excite fedition and mutiny.^ This 
communication produced immediately an 
a6t of ^parliament, which was com-^ 
pleated on the 6th of June. 

During that night, the Serapis, Capt. 
Duncan, made her efcape, though da- 
maged from the (hot of the rebel (hips. 
Two others attempted to efcape, but 
were overpowered. 1 -n 1 

June the 7th, in the fo|’enoon, the Earl 
of Noi thefk, who has fo long been con- 
fined on board the Montague of 64 guns, 


arrived in town, charged with ftvwd 
Propofitions, in a Letter addrefted to the 
King, from the Mutineer Committee oft. 
board the Sandwich. The foliowify 
were the particulars of his miftion : 

At one o'clock P. M. on Tuefday» 
the two Delegates of the Monmouth weit 
rowed on board that (hip, and informed 
Lord Northeik, it was the pleafure of the 
Committee, that he (hould immediatclj 
accompany them on board the flag (hip, 
as they had prcpofals to make lea£ng td 
accommodation. His Lordfliip inime» 
diately complied, attended only by one 
Officer. He found the Convention in 
the State Cabin, confifting of 60 Dele* 
gates, with Parker fitting at their head, 
before they entered upqn bufinefs, the 
Prefident demanded of the perlbn ac* 
companj^ng Lord Northeik, Who he 
was ? The anfwcr was, An Olficer 
of the Monmouth, who accompanied his 
Captain in the capacity of Secretary, 
from a fuppofition that he might want 
one on the prelent occafion .” — ** Who 
knows him? Say, Delegates of the 
Monmouth, what kind of man is he ?*’ 
—The two Delegates dated, that he was 
a worthy good man 5 cn which it was 
unanimoully voted, that he might attend 
the conference. Lord Northeik was now 
told by Parker, ‘‘ That the Committee, 
with one voice, had come to a declaration 
of the terms on which alone, without Use 
final l^ft alteration, they would give up 
the (hips ; and that they had lent for 
him, as a known Seamen’s friend, to be 
charged with them to the Kingj from 
whom he muft pledge his honour to return 
on board, with a clear and pofitxvc an-< 
fwer, in 54 hours.” Parker here read 
the letter, which was faid to contain (rnne 
rough compliments on his Majefty’s vir* 
^ues, and as many coarfe ftriefures on the 
fuppofed demerits of his Minifters. Hia 
Lordlhip faid, “ he would certainly bear 
the letter as they defired $ but he could 
not, from the unreafonablenefs of the 
demands, flatter them with any expec* 
tation ot iuccefs.” They peiiifted that 
the whole muft be complied with, or they 
would siftmediately put the fleet to iea! 
Lord Northeik was now rowed on board 
the Duke of York Margate packet, un* 
dir a flag of truce, with tliree cheera 
from the Sandwich, and with the' follow* 
ing State paper to ratify his credentials t 
“ Sandwich^ June 6, 3 P. M. 

«« To Captain Lord Northesk. 

You are hereby authorifed and or- 
dered to wait upon the King, wherever 

to 
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mty be, ' v^ith tKo Rcfolutions of the 
Committee of Delegates, and are direfled 
to murn bach with an anfwcr to the 
ftme within 54 hours ircm the date hereof. 

K. Parker, Prefident.” 

Lord Northelk arrived at Gravel'end, 
took a little repol'e, and proceeded by land 
to town} when, atter ftopping for a 
tihnrt time at the Admiialty, he attended 
£ari Spencer to the King. 

To this application no anfwer was 
returned ; and fhortly after, divifions 
took place in the rebel councils. The 
teriuination of the Mutiny iucceeded ; 
ilie particulars of which are extracted 
from the fcllowing letter printed in The 
Whitehall Evening Post of the 
zyth of June ; 

« Shemiefs, June 1 5 . 

** A violcfil difference of opinion arole 
among the men at the Nore on Friday ; 
and it was on that aftemoon the Rcpulle 
made for this place, and that the Leopard 
went up the Thames. Other veJi'cls, 
particularly the NaiVau, a! lb atteni^Utd 
to efcape, but they wcie preven:ed. 
Some men were killed in the various 
ftruggk'S on beard the fliips, and many 
were wounded } but the molt ageni-^ing 
fight was the Rejiulle, which ran aground, 
in that helpkis lit nation was hied 
upon at a moft ternhii rate by the Mon- 
mouth, the velk‘1 wnith toilnwed her 
clufe. The peojile ot this place l|>eak 
with the utniolr hon or ot the light* and 
with the utmoil indignation of ti.c crew 
of the Monmouth, wtio were guilty ot lo 
barbarous a condud. They naturally 
imagined, that the daughter was great 
on board the Repulle, but happily they 
were deceived : only a Lieutenant lolt 
his leg, and another man was wounded 
by a. iplinter. This was very nmaik- 
able,* as many hundred Ihot weie faed at 
her, and they were lecn in great numbeis 
to ftrike the water clofe to the Repull'e. 
The Ardent afterwards in the daik ef- 
capedjA and, in puffing the Monmouth, 
fired at her and killed or wounded Icveral 
of the ciew. Next day, namely, on 
Saturday laft, the Delegates, finding it 
impoffible to effecl their" purpoft^ various 
propofitionfe were made, but dilc ird uiii- 
verfally reigned. It was then that th« 
red flags weie ftruck, and that the trade 
was allowed to pafs up the Thames, a 
meafure which the Delegates took in con- 
feqnence of being affured, that ftopping 
ti;e trade had excited the public relent- 
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ment } it was then that diftruft of each 
other, and defpair of fucceeding in their 
demands, took pofTeffion of the feamens* 
minds, ami that every fliip was fuffered 
to follow her own courll*. In this ftate 
they lemained on Sunday, in hopes of a 
general pardon 5 but finding that Go- 
vernment was decided in refiifmg it, and 
that the molt vigorous preparations were 
making to force them to lubmtffion ; 
finding that their conduct was odious to 
the whole Country, they refblved to al- 
low every fhip to do ^the beft for itfelf, 
and to oppoie the deiertion no longer. 

On M(Snday night, the Naffau, the 
Standaid, and others, made off a little 
way up the I'hames, and early on Tuef- 
day morning the five fhips already mcn-k 
tioned failed up the River to Gravefend, 
with a flag oi tiuce flying. On Tuclday 
atternoon the Champion failed in under 
the guns of Slueineis, and on 'I'uefday 
niglit the Monmouth, regarded as the 
molt deipeiate flap of all, came into the 
Little Noie, undLi* the guns of the Fort, 
to lurienderj but lo* little laith was 
plated in her apparent iiiientions, that 
every prepauitioii was made to c^mpil 
her LO iunimt. The guns at the Foit 
weie ready to hre on her, and the Ardent 
ditw up on the oppollte fide, lb that flie 
would then have been between two fires 
if flic had attempted to refift. When 
liie lirft came in, it was with difficulty 
the Clew of thcilepuiie could he rciiiained 
from going to light her, fuch was their 
indignation at the cruel conduit of the 
Monmouth. 

The fame night the Brilliant and 
fome otlieis came into Shecrnels, and the 
Lion and a frigate went up the Thames. 
About three o’clock on Wcdneklay morn- 
ing, the Sandwich came under the guns 
oi the Fort. 

“ Ylie Grampus ariived in the cqr***le 
of the forenoon, and the Diredor anived 
off tiie Fort about half paft foiu o’clock. 
The Swan floop of war anived in the 
evening. She is nick-named the Little 
Inflexible, to diftinguifh her tor her 
violence ; the Inflexible being regarded, 
as well as charaileriled by lier iijyne, as 
flic is the m'..ft outrageoiilly mutinous, 
and the inoft obflinate of the whole fleet. 
I'hcre was a delpcratc ftruggle on 
board the Swan, befoie the loyal party 
tiiumphcd.'’

She has the Ann of Dirtmouth on her 
fiern, her original name, and was t»kcn 
aw*!ty from Brixham about fix weeks 
ago by fomc French ^irifoners. , 
Dilcovering pother fufpicious cutter 
ill chace of a (loup, I immediately 
hauled after her, and made the fignal 
for my conve y (as the weather feemed 
variable, and little wind to the South- 
ward) tf) run in through the Needles, • 
About four P. M. came up with thf 
chace ; Ihe is named Le Bonheur, Citi- 
zen Burnel Commander, with two 
three-poundefs, two fwiveU, fmall arms, 
cutlaffes, and twenty four men. The 
cutlalTes in both veffcls were ground as 
fliarp as razors. She hsK the Mary of 
Dartmouth on her fieni, but French 
built i failed in company wkh the other.

1797. 

1 AM now to acquaint you, for 
their Lordfliips* information, that on 
the 7th inft. Sir Harry Neale, in the 
St. Fiorenzo, recaptured the Cynthia 
brig, from Lifbon to Poole, laden with 
fruit, which had been taken eight days 
before by a privateer brig. On the 8th 
inft. the impetueux captured La Va- 
lour, a fmall cutter privateer, armed 
with mufkets, having twcnty-ci|;h't men 
«n board, and only one day from Breft. 
In the afternoon of that day, the wind 
coming to the northward, I bore up 
for Uihant, and detached the St. Fio- 
renzo and Nymphe to look into Breft j 
and I have the fatisfa€tion to inform 
their Lordfhips, that on the St. Fio- 
renzo and Nymphe's returning to rcr 
Join the fquadron, they fell in with and 
captured La Refiftance and La Con- 
ilance, French frigates. The taking 
thefe (hips does Sir Harry Neale, with 
Captain Cooke, and their Officers and 
men, the higheft honour, and J hope 
their fkilful and fpiri^ed conduct will 
meet their Lordfhips’ approbation, as I 
warmly feel they have merited my 
particular thanks.. Herewith you wjll 
receive alfo a copy of Sir Harry Ncale'i 
letter to me on this occafion. 

St. Fjorenzoy at Sea, March 9, 1797* 

MV LORO, 

I have the fatisfa£^ion to acquaint 
you, that after having (agreeable to 
your dire£Uon), with the alfiftance of 
Captain Cooke, of his Majefty’s (hip 
La Nymphe« under my orders^ recon- 


noitred the enemy's force in the Outef 
Road of Breft Harbour, Captain Cooke 
informedt me he faw two (hips to the 
wed ward, (landing in forBreft $ in con- 
fequence of which we tacked, and 
made fail, clofe on a wind, for the pur- 
pofe of going the weather gage ; 
which being with eafe accampUfhed» 
we bore down upon the (hips together, 
having afeertained them to be two 
French frigates; and as we were not 
more than^two or three leagues front 
Point St. Matthew's; witn a leading 
wind out oLBreft, and the French fleet 
in fight from our tops, it was an obje£b 
of great importance to be as decilive 
as poilible in our mode of attack. As ( 
the largeft (hip was the headinoft, we 
both engaged her very warmly, at the 
diftance of about forty yards, and com* 
pelled her to furrender, after a fhort 
refiftance. fiy this time the fmaller fri- 
gate had arrived up, and being imme- 
diately attacked by both (hips in the 
fame manner as the farmer, her refift- 
ance, though better made, was not long. 
She ftruck her colours about nine 
o'clock A. M. The whole of the \ 
action was a running fight, and did not 
laft more than half an hour. 

1 have great pleafure in exprefting to 
your Lordfhip, that I feel’ particularly 
obliged to my friend Captain Cooke, 
for his judicious and adtive conduit 
during the time we jointly engaged the 
enemy. 1 have long known his abilities 
and zeal for the fervice, and am happy 
to have this opportunity of teftifying 
it, both as an a^ grateful to myfcl^ 
and as a duty I owe to his Majefty’s 
fervice. 

1 fhould be wanting in gratitude to 
all my Officers and (hip’s company, if 
1 did not acknowledge myfelf mhch 
indebted to them for their fteady d^al, 
anej. the afliftancr 1 received from 
them during the action # Lieutenants 
Durell, Farneil, and Renwick, Mr. 
Kitcact, the Mafter, and Lieutenant; 
Caruthers, the Officer of Marines, are 
particularly entitled to my thanks for 
their adtivity at their different Nations. 
|iilr. Durell, my ftrft Lieutenant, who 
has been an Officer eighteen years, 
merits my warmeft recommendation. 
And it is with equal pl^*afure I exprefs 
myfelf obliged to the Officers and (hip’s 
company ef La Nymphe. Captain 
Cooke (peaks cf the affiftance he re- 
ceived from them in terms highly to 
;heir bbnoUr, and in particular of 
Lieutenants Irvine, Lawrence, ^nd 

Maftecs, 
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Mailers^ and Mr. Dyer, the Mailer, 
and Lieutenant Campbell, the Marine 
Odicer : in mentioning tl|em to your 
Lordihip I comply with their Cajptain^s 
wilh. I beg your Lordlhips will men* 
tion Lieutenant Durell and Lieutenant 
Irvine to my Lords Commillioners of 
the Admiralty as Officers defcrving of 
the highell commendation. 

The ihips taken are La Reiillancef 
commanded by Moniieur Montagne, 
mounting 48 guns, i8-pounders, on 
her main-deck, and manned with 345 
men. She is only fix months old, built 
upon a new conllru£lion* and is in every 
refpedl one of the fineft frigates the 
French had, and certainly the largeft, 
meafuring 45 feet beam. The other 
frigate, La Conftance, commanded by 
Monfteur Defauney, mounting 24 
nine-pounders upon the main-deck, and 
manned with 189 mei^: fke is two 
years old, and a very fine fhip. Thefe 
are two of the frigates which landed 
troops in W^s : it is a pleafing cir- 
cumflance to have completed the failure 
of that expedition. 1 am particularly 
happy to inform your Lordihip, that 
neither the St. Fiorenzo nos LaNymphe 
have had any men killed or wounded, 
or the Ihips hurt; the St. Fiorenzo 
only having received two (hot jn her 
hull. La Refinance had ten men 
killed, the firfl Lieutenant and eight 
men wounded ; La Conftance had eight 
men killed and fix wounded.

Early this morning, Captain Drew, 
of the 45th regiment, arrived from the 
Ifland of Trinidad, with a difpatch 
from Lieutenant-General Sir R. Aber- 
cromby, K.B. to the Right Hon. Henry 
Dundas, of which the following is a 
Copy 

Head ter 5, l^imdad^ Fel\ 27, 

SIR, 

On my arrival in this country, I did 
nor fail to lay befoie tlic Admiral my 
imtru6lions, and to confult with him 
upon the meani» to carry them into 
execution. I found in him every de- 
lire to co-operate in the execution of 
the views to ‘Which they are diredled.' 
The arrival of part ot the-convoy from 
England enabled us to proceed with 
confidence in our operations ; therefore, 
as foon as the troops could be collefted 
from the different iflands, which were 
ordered to rendezvous at Cariacou, the 
Admiral failed from Martinique, which 
ifland he left with his fquadroJi? on the 
X2th inft. 

The precifion with which the Ad^ 
miral had given his orders to affemble 
the Ihips of war and tranfports, left us 
not a moment qf delay. On the f 5th, 
in the morning, the fleet failed from 
Cariacou. On the i6th, in the after- 
noon, it paffed through the Bocas, or 
entrance into (he Gulf of Paria, where 
we found th» Spanilh Admiralf with 


four fail -bf the line and a frijrate, at 
anchor, under cover of the [ftand 'Of 
Gafpagraijde, which was fortified. 

Our fquadron worked up, and c^me 
to anchor oppofite to, and nearly, within 
gunfiiutc of the Spanilh fhips. The 
frigates and tranfports were ordered 
anchor higher up in the Bay, and at the 
diftance nearly of five miles from the 
town of Port D’Efpagne. The difpo- 
fition was immediately made for land- 
ing at daylight next morning, and fot 
a general attack upop ihc town and 
(hips of war. . 

At two o’dock in the morning of the 
17th, we perceived the Spanilh fqua- 
dron to be on fire ; the Ihips burnt 
with great fury, one line of battle (hip 
excepted, which cfcaped the conflagra- 
tion, and was taken pofleliion of at 
day-light in the morning by the boats 
from our fleet : the enemy at the fame 
time evacuatld the ifland, and abandoned 
that quarter. 

This unexpeffed turn of affairs di- 
rected our whole attenffon to the attack 
of the town. The troops were imme- 
diately ordered to land, and, as foon 
as a few hundred men could be got on 
lliore, about four miles to the well ward 
of it, we advanced, meeting with littlt 
or no refiftance. Before night we were 
mailers of Port D’Efpagne and the 
neighbourhood, two fmall forts except- 
ed. In the morning a capitulation vvai 
entered into with the Governor, Don 
Chacon, and in the evening all the 
Spanilh tioups laid down their arms, 
and the whole colony pafled under the 
dominion of his Britannic Majelly. 

Copies of the Capitulation, of the 
flores and provii'.ons taken, are here- 
with tranfmitted. 

It js a peculiar fatisfaClion to me that 
there is no lift of killed or wounej^ ; 
Licut. Villeneuve, of the 8th regiment 
of foot, who was Brigade Major to Bri- 
gadier-General Hompefch, being the 
only perfon who was wounded, and 
he IS fince dead of his wounds. 

From the Admiral I have experienced 
every poifible co-operation, ^aptain 
Woolley, pf his Majefty’s Ihip the Are- 
thufa, and Captain Wood, of the Fa- 
vourite (loop of war, who had been 
fent to reconnoitre in the Gulph of 
Paria, afforded us minute information 
of the fituation of the enemy previous 
to our arrival. Captain Woolley, who 
directed the dilembarkation, Ihewed all 
the zeal and intelligence which I have 
experienced from him on former occa- 

iions. 
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iions* To Lord Craven, who begged 
to attend the expedition, I am indebted 
for great zeal and exertion. 

Lieutenant - Colonel SoteV, who is 
intimately acquainted with this coun- 
try, has been, and continues to be, of 
very great ufc to me. I ihould not do 
Juftice to his general character, if 1 did 
not take this opportunity to exprel's it. 
My Aid-de-Camp, Capt. Drew, of the 
45th regiment, will have the honour to 
deliver this letter : he has ferved long 
in this country, Jind is capable to give 
fuch further information as may be re- 
quired. I humbly beg leSve to recom. 
mend him to his Majefty’s favour.

Art, II. The troops of his Catholic 
M^jefty arc to march out with the ho- 
nours of war, and to lay down their 
arms, at the diftance of three hundred 
paces *from the forts they occupy, at 
five o’clock this evening, the iStU of 
February. 

Art. HI. All the Officers and troops 
aforefaid of his Cathwlic Majefiy are 
allowed to keep their private effeds, 
and the Officers aie allowed to wear 
their fwords. 

Art. IV. Admiral Don Sehafiian Ruiz 
de Apodaca, being on fhorc in the 
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ifland, after having burnt and abandon* 
ed his fhips, he, with the Officers and 
men belonging to the fquadron under 
his command, are included in this ca* 
pitulation, under the fame terms as are 
g) anted to his Catholic Majefty^s troops. 

Art. V. As foon as fhips can be 
conveniently provided for the purpofc, 
the prifoners are to be conveyed to Old 
Spain, they remaining prifoners of war 
until exchanged by a Cartel between the ' 
two Nations, or until the Peace 5 it be* 
ing clearly underftood that they fhall not 
ferve Bgainft Great Britain or her Allies 
until exchanged. 

Art. VJ. Tnere being fome Officers 
among his Catholic M^jefty’s troops, 
whofe private affairs require their pre- 
fence at different places of the Conti- 
nent of America, fuch Officers are per- 
mitted to go upon their pyole to the 
faid places for fix months, more or left, 
after which period they are to return 
to Europe; but as the number rcceiv.

DOMESTIC INTELLIGENCE. 


DUBLIN, MAY t6. 

A MOST awful fisedlacle took place 
at the camp at Blaris Warren : four 
privates of the Monaghan Militia, in 
purfuanteof the fentence of a Court 
Martial, were (hoc. Thefe men had 
been feduced from their^allegiance by 
the United Irilhrnen; they had engaged 
to defert from their Officers upon a fig-< 
nal, and were^£tu4ily appointed Offi- 
cers, and had received commiffions to- 
ad: in a rebel corps. The enormity of 
the offence was or that magnitude, that 
the lenity of Government sould not be 
extended to them, and the fentence of 
the law was accordingly executed. The 
whole of the execution was conduced 
with the greateft folcmnity ; the pro- 
^Ceffion of the troops from Belfaft was 
marked by its regularity and filence.— 
On the ground were drawn up a de- 
tachinentof rhe zid dragoons, a detach- 
ment of the Royal artillery, the 64th 
regiment, the 3d batallbn of light in- 
fantry, the Monaghan and Carlow' regi- 
ments of militia, the Bradalbane and 
Argyle fenciblcs. After the execution 
the troops marched in ordinary time by^ 
the bodies, which had been conwyed to 
church-yard ; and the ceremony 
clofed, leaving the ftrongeft fyrqptoras 
of impreflion»on all the fpedators. 

Juke 2. This morning their Serene 
pigneffes fet out from St. James’s for 
Harwich, on their way to Germany, 
cfcortcd by a party of Light Dragoons. 
The.Prince and Prineds were in the 
King's travelling pofl-chaife ; General 
Garth and the Countefs of Aylefbury, 
in one of the Queen’s coaches, and the 
attendants in one of the private car- 
riages. 

’ Their Serent HighnelTes breakfafted 
at St. James’s palace, »and fet off from 
the garden gate. The Princefs was 
dreffed in a blue riding habit, with the 
fiar of the order of St. Catherine at her 


breafi;, and wore a draw bonnet. She 
endeavoured to appear chcarful ; but the 
faultcring accents with which fhe bade 
her attendants and the furrounding 
multitude farewel, befpoke the agita* 
tion of her Serene Highnefs, The 
Prince appeared feveral times at the 
window, and affectionately embraced 
his amiable confort on their leaving thtf 
apartments. The feene was highly af- 
fecting, and drew tears from many of 
the fpeCtators. 

None of the Royal Family were pre«- 
fent, as they had taken I'eave the pre- 
ceding night at twelve o’clock. They 
were al 1 To deeply affeCted on her Serene 
Highnefs’s parting with them, that it it 
impoflible ro do jufticc to their fcclmgsi’ 
upon the occafion. Her Majefty and 
ihePrincefles (bed abundant tears, whil^ 
the Princefs hung upon h^ Royal faa 
‘ther’s neck, overwhelmed in grief. — 
The Prince at length prevailed on her 
Serene Highnefs to go with him, and 
fupported her to the coach. The King 
followed them to bid hit daughter an 
affcClionate farewel, but fo overpowered 
were his parental fec’lings, that he could 
fcarcely give utterance rb his words.

Mr. Villcttc efcapcd with 
a flight bruifc. — The two malefa6i;or$ 
fwung off with their diftorted features 
expofed to the view of the diftrcffcd 
fpcffators. By the laudable activity of 
Mr, Ramfden,' the prifon furgeon, how- 
ever, the cap was drawn over their faces 
afterwards. Their bodies were re- 
moved to a proper place for the purpofe 
of diffeftion and expofurc.— They both 
denied to the laft moment having had 
any concern in the murder. ^
